ther  was  born,  and  printed  in  1470-73  from 
wooden  blocks,  as  movable  type  was  unknown 
at  that  time.  It  is  illustrated  with  curious 
little  cuts,  but  has  no  periods,  verses,  or  cap- 
itals, and  no  imprint  of  the  Publisher,  because 
the  Scriptures  were,  at  that  time,  so  strictly 
forbidden,  that  it  had  to  be  accomplishetl  with 
the  greatest  possible  secrecy,  consequently  it 
was  so  rare  and  unknown  to  the  public  that  it 
appears  'the  great  Reformer,  Martin  Luther, 
did  not  know  of  its  existence,  or  he  would 
most  likely  have  saved  himself  the  trouble  of 
re-translating  it,  or  at  least  would  have  follow- 
ed the  track  of  it,  as  a  basis  in  the  proeecutiou 
of  his  arduous  labor,  but  which,  we  do  not  find 
in  a  single  instance  that  he  did.  It  is  so  scarce 
now  that  many,  even  of  the  learned  are  sur- 
i  Comprising  m  dififerent  translations  over  ono  hun- 
dred editions. 


Esther,  and  last  of  all,  the  Prophets,  bearing 
dates  1523-24-26-28  &c.^  This  is  also  very 
rare  and  valuable  for  reference,  because  it  con- 
tains the  text  as  originally  render<Kl,  Ixifore 
any  emendations,  or  corrections,  were  attempt- 
ed, which  in  many  instances  is  materially  dif- 
ferent from  all  the  late  editions.  . 

The  next  that  I  would  call  attention  to,  is, 
the  first  edition  of  the  celebrated  King'  James' 
Bible  printed  in  1611  with  very  large  Old  Eng- 
lish, or  Anglo-Saxon  Black  letter  Type.  It 
contains  besides  the  Sacred  Text,  the  Trans- 
lators dedication  to  the  King,  also  a  very  large 
and  comprehensive  introduction  of  the  transla- 
tors to  the  reader,  and  a  very  curious  hicro- 
glyphical  illustration  of  the  genealogies  record- 
ed' in  the  Sacred  Scriptures  according  to  every 
family  and  tribe,  with  the  line  of  our  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ  observed  from  Adam  to  the  bless-

pj  Virgin,  comprising  36  pages  which  is  very 
iostructiiig  and  unique  iu  kind.  Tne  whole  is  in 
splendid  condition,  and  in  original  and  antique 
blading,  which  is  of  itself  a  curiosity.

of  the  Trinity,  as  Redeemer  and  Mediatoi  "dwcll- 
eth  all  the  fullness  of  the  Godhead  bodily,"  By 
Him  and  in  Him  "were  all  things  created,  that 
are  in  Heaven,  and  that  are  iu  earth,"  "and  by 
Him  all  things  exifit."  All  atecedent  history 
was  shaped  by  the  prospective  descent  into  our  na- 
ture, and  all  subsequent  history  takes  its  course 
from  this  glorious  fact,  so  that  all  time,  from  the 
first  dawn  of  creation  to  tbe  consummation  of  all 
things,  is  embraced  in  that  one  day  that  gave  us 
"God  manifest  in  the  flesh."  And  this  is  a  type 
of  the  manner  in  which  we  ought  to  hallow  the 
d:iy  on  which  the  proprietor  of  eternity  was 
"found  in  fashion  as  a  man,"  on  his  way  to  Geth- 
semane  and  the  cross.  In  the  world's  history  the 
day  stands  not  alone;  all  time  is  connected  with 
it.  Four  thousand  years  were  required  to  prepare 
for  it,  and  the  remainder  of  time  is  nejded  to  un- 
fold its  meaning  and  disseminate  its  blessings. 
Every  day  preceding  the  anniversary  of  the  In- 
carnation, should  tend  to  the  solemnity  of  the  oc- 
casion, just  as  all  periods  and  all  the  Divine  pro- 
ceedings from  the  beginning  looked  to  Bethlehem 
and  its  marvels.  And  every  day  after  Christmas 
should  be  the  evolution  in  our  lii'e  of  what  is  sig- 
nified by  that  name.  As  the  entire  history  of  the 
world  has  for  its  principal  feature  the  Incarnation 
— -just  in  the  apparent  struggling  of  Deity  to  pre- 
pare the  way,  then  the  great  Fact  itself,  and  final- 
ly the  method  of  making  it  eftcctive  through  the 
Spirit  and  the  word — so  cur  pei-sonal  history 
sboald  be  impregnated  and  moulded  by  the  Christ- 


mas element.     The    Ijirth  at   Bethlehem   reachc? 
over  all  the  plans  of  Jeliovah,  and  should  be   the 
exponent  of  all  our  purposes  and  .  activities.     No- 
thing may  be  undertaken  or  prosecuted  which  has 
not  the  verities  of  Christmas  as  its  impulse  and 
end.     When  God  made  made  man  in  His  own  im- 
age, he  showed  the  ■possibility  of  a  Divine  incar- 
nation.    Had  not  man  been  made  capable  of  laps- 
ing from  rectitude,  he  had  not  fallen.     Had   this 
feature  been  kept  out  of  his  constitution,  and   out 
of  the  government  under  which  he  waij  placed,  he 
would  have  been  no  moral  agent,  witliout  respon- 
sibility,and  consequently  no  medium  for  the  man- 
ifestation of  the  Divine  character.     His  probation 
had  a    moral  basis,  and   this   basis    prefigures    a 
Christmas  day.    No  sooner  had  the  rupture  occur- 
red, than  the  prophecy,  to  them  indistinct,  of  the 
day  of  the  conjunction  of  Divinity  and  humanity, 
was  announced.     The  declaration    that  "the   seed 
of  the^woman   shall  bruise  the  serpent's   head," 
was  the  administration  to  Adam  and  Eve    of  the 
solace  that  the  world  was  to  have  a  glorious  Christ- 
mas day.     From   that  time  tliey  looked   forward 
hopefully   to   the  time  when   the  Uncreated  God 
should  afi'oct  the  recovery  of  man  by  man.     Tiiat 
man  was  favored  with  a  promise  at  all,  evinces  the 
divine  mercy  ;  that  the  promise  took  such  a  form, 
-svas  indicative  of  divine  justice.     There  would  b<; 
a  glorious  Christmas,  while  in  it  should  be  com- 
mingled  the   glory  of  heaven   and  the  gloom  of 
hell.     The  head  of  the  serpent  has   been  bruised, 
but  at  what  immense  cost — the  ignominious  death 
of  the   God-man,    "that  tiirough  death  he   might 
destroy  him  that  had  the  power    of  deat!),  that  is, 
tlie   devil !"

In  the 
pcene  at  Bethlehem  is  the  type  of  the  belicyei-'s 
life.     Sublimity  and  lowliness  characterize  the  in- 
carnation and  no    less  those  who  are  '"'made    par-  i 
talccrsof  the  Divine  nature."     Everything  that  is 
great  and  blessed  on  earth    is  the  outgrowth  of 
that  swaddled  babe.     Every  regoiierating   power  | 
for  the    elevation   and  redemption  of   humanity  { 
emanates  from    the  manger.     Our  hopes  for   eter- 
nity are  rooted  in  a  descent  so  low,  and  in  circum- 
Btdrices  so  revolting  that  we  can  no  longer  wdnder 
that  only  a  fb-sy  l!nd  the  straight  gate  and  narrow 
v,-ay.     If  sin  is  so  fearful  an  evil  aS  to  iuvolvo  the 
humility  of  Deity   in  its  overthrow,  its   blinding 
power  is  too  great  to  allow  its  victims  to  recognize 
tHeir  deliverer  in  a  manger — the  offspring  of  the 
■jinor,  ■svandoring  tiirough  vlie  world  vritliouta  pil- 
jow  on  which  to  rest  his  head;  hanging  on  a   cross 
the  object  of  public   derision.     God  was   morally 
under    necessity  to  create    man  as  He  did  or  not 
create    him  at    all.     He  does  not  employ   mainly 
]ihvsical  laws  and  means  to  redeem  a  moral  being, 
lie  can  do  or  not  do,  but  "what  he  docs  must  be 
Jic^prding  to  his  essential  chai'acter,  and  the  nature 
find  requirements  of  moral  being.     "As  He   is  so 
are  we  in  this  world,"  1  John,  4:17.     This  neces- 
sitates every  soul   to  repair  to  Bethlehem  for   the 
Broad  of  Life,  or  perish.

THOUGHTS  ON  THE  BIRTH  OF  CHRIST 


"The  people  that  sat  in  ddrkriess  s.aw  a  great 
light,  and  to  them  which  sat  in  the  region  and  shad- 
ow of  death,  light  is  sprung  up." — Matt.  4,  16. 

Being  about  ti;c  time  of  the  year,  according   to 
accepted    chronologv,  that   Jesui  Christ,  the     Sc'U 


of  God,  the  light  of  the  world,  in  the  character  of 
humanity  appeared,  born  of  a  virgin  in  the  little 
town  of  Bethlohem,  my  thoughts  are  directed  to 
that  glorious  event;  and  if  aoceplable  to  the  edi- 
tors of  i\\c  PiLGiiiM,  I  will  give  a  few  tho'ts 
thereon;  Wo  are  safe  to  conclude  that  the  birth 
of  the  Savior,  tb.ough.  Juirtiblfe  in  appearance,  yet 
was  in  fact  the  most  exalted,  important  and  glo- 
rious event  tliai  ever  took  place  in  the  world. — 
Exalted,  because  "God  manifested  in  the  llesh," 
important,  because  of  man's  salvation,  "for  he 
shall  save  the  people  from  their  sins  ;"  glorionsj 
because  through  his  implicit  obedience,  lie  procur- 
ed man's  righteousness,  and  by  his  death,  resurrec- 
tion and  triumphant  entrance  into  heaven,  released 
the  prisoners  from  the  gloomy  grave,  and  in  the 
morning  of  the  first  resurrection,  welcomes  the 
tirst  borii  home  to  himself  as  his  bride,  to  cele- 
brate the  great  m.atriage  supper  of  the  Lamb. — 
The  Creation  of  the  world  was  truly  a  great  work, 
a  work  beccming  an  Almighty  being,  when  the 
foundation  thereof  was  laid,  the  corner  stone  fas- 
tened, "the  morning  stars  sang  together  and  .all 
the  sons  of  God  shouted  for  joy,"  but  at  the 
birth  of  the  Son  of  God  heaven  could  not  retain 
the  angels  frome  flviua;  to  the  earth  :  one  at  first, 
with  the  surrounding  dazzling' light  of  God's 
glory,  announces  the  glad  news  to  the  humble 
shepherds  in  the  plain  of  Bethlehem,  saying; 
"Fear  not ;  for  behold  I  bring  you  good  tidings 
of  great  joy,  which  shall  Ix;  to  all  jx?ople,  for  unto 
you  is  born  this  day  in  the  city  of  Davidj  a  Sav- 
ior which  is  Christ  the  Lord" — "And  suddenly 
there  was  witli  the  angel  a  multitude  of  the  heav  • 
enly  hosts,  praisiiig  God;  and  saying.  Glory  to  God 
in  the  highest,  and  on  earth  peace,  good  will  to- 
ward iiien."  Considering  the  stupendous  grace  of 
God,  and  the  imriitensity  of  his  love,  in  the  re- 
demption of  the  human  family,  which  could  not 
be  secured,  but  by  the  birth  and  consequent  vica- 
rious death  of  the  God-man  Jesus  Christ,  the  Cre- 
tion  of  tiie  world  will  sink  into  insignificance  in 
comparison.  For  the  earth  and  the  heavens  will 
pass  away,  animate  and  inanimate  things  ■will 
cease  to  exist  in  its  present  appearance,  but  he  that 
avails  himself  of  the  human-Divine  atonement, 
by  properly  applying  that  blood  to  his  soul,  will 
live,  will  continue  to  exist  forever.  He  ■will  be 
immortalized,  eternalized  to  the  image  of  God. — 
The  six  days  in  the  Creation  are  remarkable,  shad- 
owing forth   some  important  event  ifi    the  ag;e  Of

the  v.-orld  ]  and  the  seventh  day  of  rest,  the  most 
imjMjrtaut  of  all.  As  the  work  of  God  iacrcasos 
in  importance  and  glory  each  day,  so  the  cijasuiii- 
toation  of  the  fuliilmeut  shall  increase.  A  day  in 
the  Creation  may  represent  a  tliousand  years,  as 
one  day  is  with  tlic  Lord  as  a  thousand  years,  and 
a  thousand  years  as  one  day.  The  first  day  tlien^ 
represents  the  first  age.  In  the  first  day  the  Lord 
^created  light  and  divided  the  darkness,  and  called 
the  light  day.  Notwithstanding  this  light,  there 
v-.'as  no  light  set  in  the  firraanjcnt;  so  after  the 
:(ransgression  of  man,  the  people  had  no  direct 
light  or  revealed  will  from  God,  yet  they  had  an 
innate  principle  implanted,  capable  of  discerning 
right  from  wrongs  knowing  that  God  was  pleased 
when  they  did  good,  and  displeased  when  they 
di<i.cvil ;  and  on  this  principle  they  acted  for  two 
thousand  years.  In  the  thi^;^!  day  of  the  creation 
inanimate  things  a[)peared,  grasg,  herbs,  trees 
yielding  fruit,  things  of  life,  but  ineajsable 
of  moving.  So  we  sec  in  the  beginning  of  the 
rliree  thousandth  year,  a  written  law  was  ^Lven 
from  God  by  which  his  people  were  to  live,  atid 
lo  regulate  their  v/alk  and  conduct,  their  light 
from  God  was  more  manifest,  set  plainly  before 
their  eyes,  because  written  delibly  Ijv  the  finger  of 
<rod.  Ihii  by  that  law  sin  could  not  be  atoned  for, 
no  life,  that  is  eternal  life,  could  be  obtained. 
Hence  they  still  looked  forward  to  a  better  and 
more  -glorious  light.  It  is  remarkable  th;^t  the 
stupendous  A;>'(ai,  the  great  light  which  illuminates 
the  whole  W(;^'Id  by  day,  was  not  created  until  the 
fourth  day  ;  even  so  it  is  also  remarkable  that 
the  antity^K',  the  glorious  Son  of  righteousness  did 
not  appear  until  the  four  thonsauth  year  of  the 
world.  And  s^  no  living  or  animate  creatui-e  wa>; 
in  existence  before  the  sun  'v\'as  created,  •we  coy- 
^iceive  a  dull  and  gloomy  time,  even  so  before  the 
..coming  of  the  Son  of  God,  dreadful,  gloomy  wick- 
^jed  and  miserable  Mas  the  condition,  no  prophecy,

Thus  the  light, 
glory,  majesty,  strength,  and  zeal  that  God  man- 
ifests in  His  providentiid  dispensations  are  called 
His  garments.  Ps.  104:2,93:1,  Job  59:  17. 
Tlis  garments  white  as  snow,  denotes  the  lioliness, 
eqitity,  and  glory  of  His  nature  and  works.  1  Pet. 
3 :  4,  "Bat  let  it  be  the  hidden  man  of  the  heart  in 
that  whioh  is  not  corruptible,  even  the  ornament 
of  a  meek  and  quiet  spirit  which  is,  in  the  sight  of 
God,  of  great  price." 

Dear  pilgrims  and  fellow  travelers  to  the  bar 
of  God,  you  must  have  on  sonie  kind  of  a  ro!:c. 
If  it  is  not  of  righteousness,  it  must  be  of  unright- 
i-ousness,  but  we  are  taught  in  God'.s  blessed  word 
that  we  should  put  on  the  vrholc  armour  of  Gcd.

What 
is  more  pure  tlja]>  a  white  garment?  ^\'hen  1 
sea  our  sisters  dressed  in  white  (if  not  made  after 
the  fashions  of  the  day)  they  are,  me  thinks,  im- 
ages of  angels  in  appe<arance,  in  a  spiritual  sense. 
That  is  what  wo  ought  to  be.. 

Then  to  keep  our  garments  clean  sccm.-5  to  be 
our  care.  Ah!  says  one,  that  is  imjjossible  in  a 
vorkl  of  sin  like  this.  For  thiti  caugc  wc  need 
th.?v.hoIc  armour.     The  christian  must    not  say, 


shall  find,  knock  and  it  shall  bo  opened  unto  yon." 
I  infer  from  this,  whatever  we  need  to  keep  clean 
our  garments  we  shall  find,  but  r;hould  we  get  our 
garments  soiled,  is  there  any  way  to  remove  tho 
••tain,  invented  by  man?  I  answer  no,  but  thanks 
be  to  God  in  His  all  sufScient  means  of  grace  there 
is  a  remedy.  The  blood  of  Christ  can  make  the 
foulest  clean  ;  but  remember  dear  pilgrim,  it  caus- 
es us  to  go  to  tho  v/ound  of  a  crucified  Jesus  for 
in  application  of  His  blood.  Th.en  dear  reader, 
avoid  that  train  of  thing.?  that  will  soil  our  gar- 
ments, and  ab3tain  from  the  vcrv-  appearance  of 
evil.  This  is  why  the  Revelator  could  say  "  Bless- 
ed arc  they  that  have  c>.>me  up  through  great  trib- 
ulation, and  have  v. ashed  their  roles  and  !uad'» 
them  whit'5  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

Dear  friends,  you  that  don't  profess  to  have  this 
robe,  csamo  let  us  reason  together ;  let  us  take  tho 
ease  of  Adam.  After  he  had  sinned  Ills  shame 
was  uncovered.  What  did  he  do?  Tho  Biblo 
tells  us  he-raade  a  covering  out  of  fig  leaves.  Did 
that  hide  him?  No,  he  went  anu  hid  hini.^elf,  but 
that  amounted  to  nothing  in  hiding  his  sin  from 
the  piercing  eye  of  God,  The  curse  was  pro- 
nounced.upon  Adam,  and  so  it  will  be  upon  evcrj" 
one  that  has  not  on  the  white  robe. 

You  may  have  a  robe  that  you  think  will  do,  be- 
ing composed  of  morality  and  temperance  and  other 
comniandnients  with  which  you  may  comply  in 
leading  a  moral  life,  but  it  will  only  be  a  part  «f 
a  garment  and  will  not  do.  The  Savior's  gar- 
ment was  a  whole  one,  v,"oven  from  the  top  through- 
out. So  ]  believe  it  will  take  every  eoraraaiKl- 
raent  in  the  New  Testament  to  cover  our  sins  from 
Him  that  eitteth  on  the  Throne.

EPISPOLASY'. 
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.  Dear  Bi  other  K. — In  your  letter  of  November 
21st,  yon  wishci  me  to  write  a  short  essay  on 
Mat.  5:  6,  "J51essed  are  they  which  do  hunger  and 
thirst  after  righteousness:  for  thev  shall  he  fill- 
ed." 

Salvation  through  Christ,  \>y  the  gospel  of 
God,  is  represented  to  us  in  the  Bible  aa  a  "feast 
of  far  things."  "And  in  this  mountain  shall  the 
Lord  of  Hosts  make  unto  all  people  a  feast  of  fat 
things,  a  feast  of  wine  on  the  lees,  of  fat  things 
full  of  marrow,  of  wines  on  the  lees  well  refined. 
"'  And  he  will  destroy  in  this  mountain  '.l;e  face  of 
the  covering  cast  over  all  people,  and  the  veil  that 
is  spread  over  all  nations.  He  will  swallow  uj« 
death  in  victory  ;  and  the  Ix)rd  will  wipe  a^.^ay 
tears  from  oiF  all  faces ;  and  the  rebuke  of  hi= 
propli^  shall  he  take   swnv  from  oD'all  fhi^er>rth," 
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for  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it."  (Isaiah  25 : 6,  7,  8.) 
The  characteristic  of  a  feast  is  fullness,  variety 
and  excellence.  So  in  the  feast  spoken  of  abo%-e. 
A  feast  of  fat  things.  A  feast  of  wines  on  the 
lees,  of  fat  things  full  of  ^narrow,  of  wines  on  the 
lees  well  refined  ;  is  figurative  language,  express- 
ive of  fullness,  of  variety,  and  of  excellence  ;  rep- 
resenting the  gaspel  of  Christ ;  which  is  the  power 
of  God  unto  salvation  to  all  them  that  believe  it. 
Through  it,  life  and  immortality  are  brought  te 
light,  that  is,  the  faoe  of  the  covering  cast  over  all 
people,  and  the  veil  that  is  spread  overall  nations; 
■was  the  ignorance  of  the  resurrection  from  the 
dead,  and  an  eternal  life  with  God  in  heaven. — 
Previous  to  the  resurrection  of  the  Son  of  God 
from  the  dead,  so  thick  was  the  covering,  the  veil 
of  ignorance,  over  the  face  of  ill  nations  that 
none  Gonld  see  throngh  it.  Job-could  not  pane- 
•trate  it.  He  says,  "There  is  hope  of  a  tree,  if  it 
be  cut  down,  that  it  will  sprout  again,  but  man 
dietli  and  wasteth  away,  yea,  man  giveth  up  the 
ghost,  and  where  is  he?"  (Job  24.)'  "The  disci- 
ples questioned  one  with  another  what  the  rising 
from  the  dead  should  mean.  (Mark  9:10).  Thsy 
were  slow  to  believe  it  after  the  fact  of  his  resur- 
rection was  reported  unto  them,  (Luke  24:33-54). 
It  required  much  labor  before  this  covering  was 
broken  up  so  that  the  Apostles  could  exclaim, 
''Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ,  which  according  to  his  abundant  mer- 
cy hath  begotten  us  again  to  a  lively  hope  by  the 
resurrection  of  Jesus  Crist  from  the  dead."  (1  Pe- 
ter, 13).  This  is  in  part  accomplished,  and  will 
l3e  fully  completed  when  He  will  swallow  up 
death  in  victory.  Then  the  Lord  shall  wipe  away 
all  tears  from  off  all  faces. 

This,  dear  brother,  is  the  feast  of  fat  things  that 
the  Lord  God  by  the  prophets  promised  He  would 
make  in  this  mountain,  that  is,  on  the  moun- 
tains and  hills  of  Jndea,  and  around  Jerusalem, 
where  Jesus  preached  the  gospel  of  salvation, 
on  Mount  Calvury  was  crucified,  buried  and  rase 
again.  Therein  where  Jesus  made  this  promised 
ieast.  He  made  it  in  cries  and  groan.s,  in  fastings 
ond  prayers,  iu  perscctitions  and  want.  In  bloody 
sweat,  and  the  ignominious  doatli  ujxiu  the  cross, 
and  his  triumphant  resurrection  from  the-  grave, 
and  his  ascension  to  heaven,  and'  his  gifts  unto 
aien. 

Dear  brother,  this  is  the  righteousness  of  God  ; 
and  the  Bavior  sa\"S,  "Blr^K^'d  arfi  thev  whioli    do 


hunger  and  thirst  after  it."  As  natural  food  sup- 
port the  body,  and  sustain  life,  giving  strength 
and  energy  to  do  life's  allotted  duties,  so  is  the 
knowledge  of  God's  righteousness  of  service  to 
the  soul.  Natural  hunger  is  an  uneasy  sensation 
occasioned  by  the  want  of  food,  a  craving  for  food 
by  the  stomach,  a  craving  appetite.  Hunger  is, 
feeling  the  uneasiness  of  want  of  food ;  desiring 
eagei'ly  ;  longing  for,  craving.  Thirst  ia  a  pain- 
ful sensation  of  the  throat  or  fauces,  occasioned  by 
the  want  of  drink,  a  vehement  desire  for  drink. — 
Thirst,  is  feeling  pain  for  want  of  drink  ;  having 
eager  desire.  By  these  demands  in  nature,  we  are 
made  to  know  our  natural  \\  ants,  and  we  make 
our  efforts  to  obtain  them,  and  in  the  using  of 
them  we  enjoy  pleasure  aud  benefit.  Eating  and 
drinking  is  the  taking  and  receiving  into  our  sys- 
tem the  elements  of  life,  by  which  we  have  our 
strength  to  do  and  jierform  our  daily  duties. 

So  the  righteousness  of  God  is  the  spiritual 
food  for  the  soul,  and  a  hungering  and  thirsting 
after  it,  is  the  soul's  feeling  uneasy  of  the  want  of 
it,  and  desiring  to  have,  aud  to  enjoy  it.  The 
Soul  hungering  aud  thirsting  after  righteousness, 
will  make  efforts  to  obtain  it,  will  seek  after,  and 
strive  for  it.  By  faith,  repentance,  and  obedience, 
will  partake  of  it.  As  the  body  partakes  .of  natural 
food  aud  is  supported ;  so  tlie  soul  is  blessed  in 
partaking  of  spiritual  food.  Blessed  in  the  con- 
sciousness of  pardoned  sin,  acceptance  with  God, 
and  the  communion  iu  ti;e  Holy  Ghost.  Blessed 
in  the  dischaage  of  every  christian  dut}-,  in  the 
keeping  his  commandments,  by  it  having  a  right 
to  the  Tree  of  Life,  and  entering  into  the  City. 
Blessed  in  the  hope  of  a  glorious  immortality  with 
saints  in  eternal  life,  and  even  blessed  in  the  soci- 
ety of  the  brethren.  It  was  this  blessing  suggest- 
ed this  scripture  to  your  mind,  wher.  you  wero 
pei^ittcd  to  realize  the  craving  of  your  soul  to  be 
with  the  brethren  iu  your  communion  meeting 
and  to  partake  with  them  of  the  food  for  the  soul, 
Then  it  was  you  felt  like  "Ruth  "  when  she  would 
not  leave  "Naomi.''

In  conclusion  I  would  say  that  I  have  how  Ital- 
ianized all  my  own  bees,  and  all  in  the  neighbor- 
hood, at  considerable  trouble  and  expense,  and  find 
them  to  be  far  superior  to  the  native  black  bee, 
and  am  uow  prepared  to  rear  any  desired  number 
of  pure  luilian  Queens  for  sale  the  coming  season. 
All  those  desiring  them  should  order  early  as  my 
rule  is,  first  comes,  first  served. 

Early  Queens  can  be  introduced  in  some  stocks 
before  swarming,  so  that  after  swarming,  both  the 
old  and  young  stocks  are  italianized.  No  orders 
will  be  registered  without  the  money.  If  any 
should  happen  to  have  mated  with  black  droues, 
I  will  replace  her  by  sending  another.  They  will 
be  sent  by  mail — safe  arrival  warrented  if  not 
more  tiian  one  day's  travel  from  the  Rail  Road 
F?tatlon.

They  were  steady  soldiers  that  pulled 
trigger   there.     Down  came  horse   and   man ; 
the  army  was   ruin  utterlyid.     There  was   lefl 
in  front  of  that  deadly  infantry  but  a  heap  of 
white  and  gray  horses — a  terrace   of  dead  and 
dying    dismounted    men,  and  flying   troopers, 
who  tumbled  at  every  instant.     More  total  dis- 
sipation  of  a  bright  pageantry  could   not   be.  | 
There  was  another  rude  scene  yet  to  come.     I 
could  scarce  keep  the  field  glass  to   my  eyes  as 
the    second  and   last  body  of  cavalry— which  , 
was  composed  of  light  horse  also— came  than-  J 
dcrlng   up  from  the   hollow.

OLD    BIBLES. 

A  Bible  Two  IIcndred  and  Sixtr-t\vo 
Years  Old. — Mr.  David  Holt,  of  tliLs  city, 
has  shown  u.s  a  bible  two  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  years  old.  It  is  a  treasure  for  Ijiblioma- 
niacs,  because  it  was  printed  three  years 
before  King  James'  bible  appeared.  Although 
the  translation  of  the  present  authorized  vers- 
sion  was  commenced  in  1604,  it  was  not  pub- 
lished until  1611,  three  years  after  this  bible 
was  printed. 

Some  of  the  best  known  English  versions 
and  editions  arc  Miles  Coverdale's  version  of 
the  whole  bible,  which  first  appeared  in  1535 
and  was  ordered  by  Henry  viii.  to  be  laid  in 
the  choir  of  every  church,  "for  every  man  that 
would  to  look  and  read  therein."  Two  years 
after  that  appeared  J.  Mathew's(  John  Roger.s) 
version,  and  four  years  after,  Cranmer's  great 
bible.  The  Geneva  bible  appeared  1540-1547 
and  Archbishop  Parker's  called  "The  Bishop's 
Bible,"  in  1568.  The  next  best  known  is  the 
King  James' version,  which  appeared  in  1611 

Unfortunately  the  present  copy  is  incomplete. 
The  first  thirteen  books,  and  part  of  second 
Chronicles  are  gone  from  the  old  testament  and 
the  last  five  books  from  the  new  testament. 
ThefoUowing  is  from  the  illuminated  pageof  the 
new  testament:"  Conferred  diligently  with  the 
Greeke    and     best  approved     translation    in 


divers  languages,  imprinted  at  London,  by 
Robert  Barker,  Printer  tn  the  King's  ilost  Ex- 
cellent Majestic— 1608." 

In  this  volume  arc  "two  right  profitable  and 
fruitful  concordances,  or  large  and  ample  tables 
alphabetical,"  which  Ave  are  informed  will  serve 
as  well  for  the  translation  called  Geneva,  as  for 
the  other  authorized  to  be  read  in  the  churche.'-. 
Collected  by  R'.  H.  F.  Also  a  preface  to  the 
Christian  reader,  dated  December  22,  1578, 
and  signed  by  Robert  F.  Horry.  This  bible 
was  the  property  of  jMrs.  Holt's  ancestors,  and 
is  highly  prized  by  her.  It  is  printed  in  old 
English,  with  copious  marginal  and  foot  notes 
and  each  old  testament  book  is  introduced  with 
an  "argument."  It  contains  "Tiie  Books  call- 
ed Apocrypha,"  thirteen  in  number,  "certain 
questions  and  and  answers  toacliing  the  doc- 
trine of  Predestination,"  and  other  interesting 
matter. 

As  we  look  at  this  old  book,  published 
while  Shakspearc,  Bacon,  Ben  Johnson,  Ra- 
leigh, Drayton,  Beaumont,  Fietclicr  aud  other 
writers  of  that  great  age,  were  in  active  life 
in  London,  we  wonder  what  fingens  first  turn- 
ed over  the  pages,  and  what  its  history  has 
been. —  Wiseonsiyi  SMe  Journal.

The  book  is  still  comi)letc,  though  some  of  the 
leaves  have  been  torn,  and  pasted,  and  the  binding 
somewhat  impaired  from  hard  usage.  It  was 
bound  in  substantial  style,  with  brass  clasps,aud 
guards  on  the  corners,  and  ornaments  of  the  same 
metal  on  the  middle  of  each  corner.  What  a  long 
Hneof  historical  and  family  reminiscences  must 
cluster  aro-and  this  relic  of  tlteoldeRtimei — i8tras- 
burg  Free  Press.

"As  Christ  hath  suffered  for  us  in  the   flesh,  arm 
yourselves  likewise  with  the  same   mind,"  1  Pet. 
4.     "For  I  reckon  that  the  sufferings  of  the  pres- 
ent time  are  not  worthy  to  be  compared  with  the 
glory  which  shall  be  revealed  in  us,"  Rom.  8  :  IS. 
Everywhere  it  is  suffering  and  glory.     First   the 
germination  of  all  holy  principles  and  aspirations, 
"in   the   furnace   of  affliction,"  and  then  "out    of 
tribulation"  to  stand  before    the  throne   of  God, 
and  serve   Him  day    and  night  in  His   Temple." 
Rev.  7:14,    15.     The  "bondage,"  the   "vanity," 
the  "groaning,"  the  "travailing"  spoken  of  in  Ro- 
mans  8  th  is   a  state  to  which  "the  creature   wa,s 
made  subject,  not  willingly,  but  by  reason  of  Him 
who   hath   subjected  the  same  in  hope,"     It  is  a 
'■'bondage  of  corruption"  Avhich,  though   abound- 
ing in  grace,  is  to  issue  in  "'the  glorious  liberty  of 
the  children  of  God."     We  groan,  and  the  spirit 
itself  prolongs  the  earth-wanderings  of  Jesus,  and 
enters  into    our   infirmaties  "with  the  groanin^-s 
which    cannot  be   uttered."     "No  chastening  for 
the  present  seemcthjoyoua,  but  grievous;  never- 
thaleas,  after^Yard  it  yicldeth  the  peaceful  fruits  of 


righteousness     unto   them   which   are    exorcised 
thereby,"  lleb.  12  :  11.     Wliat  cannot  be  undone, 
can,   by   the  mystery  of  Divine   Love,  be   made 
subservient  to  our  deliverance   from  the  dominion 
of  sense,  and  assimilation  to    God,     Had  sin  not 
been  fellowed   hy  suffering,  Heaven    ^vould  never 
^  have  heard   the  so-ig  of    a  redeemed   soiil.     Ti>- 
'  abolish  the  furnace  and  the  rod  would  be  to  sign 
the  .ievil's  bond  for  all  the  souls  purchased  by  the 
blood  of  Christ.     Without  blood   there  is  no   re- 
mission, and  without  suffering  there  is  no   blaod- 
shedding.     Sin  came   by  man,  but  suffering   is  ^ 
divine  ordination.     The    very  laws   which   made 
man,   and    without  which     he   could   not   have 
been  responsible  nor    capable  of  joy,   necessitates 
suffering  as  a  consequence  of   transgression.    Ev- 
ery moral  agent  must  be  tested,  which  implies  the: 
possibility  of  apostasy.     The  possibility  actualiz-^ 
ed  must  result  in  due  pemlty,  and  tlus  must  be  oF 
a  nature  to  meet  the  pHr]>oses  ;  namely,  a  medmm: 
of  atonancnt  when  God  manifests   himself  in  the 
flesh,  and   a  means  of  grace   to  such  as  seek   the- 
benefits  of  their  cancelled   liabilities,  and  the  na- 
ture of  Him  who  suffered  the    penalty  to   the  ex- 
tent of  complete  justification.  Suffering  is,   hence,, 
a  blessing  of  inconceivable  magnitude,  paving  the 
way  for  all  other  blessings.     As  God  has  made  so 
much  of  it,  in  the  economy  of  grace,  it  should  be 
the  lioly  determination  of  His  children  to   raal;e 
every  place  of  affliction,  and  its  issues   tribaatary 
to  their  spiritual  good. 

It  takes  many  a  storm,  and  many  a  gloom^•, 
starless  night,  toripcn  the  grain  and  fruit  by 
which  life  is  sustained.  And  we  must  pass  thro 
many  a  "fiery  trial,"  and  row  ajrsLnst  manv  a  coji. 
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trary  wind,  and  baifet  many  a  billow,  and   suffer 
many  a  pang,  before  ^ve  are  "meet  for  the  inheri- 
tance of  the  saints  in  light."     Everything   that 
tends  to  revsras  the  sinward  tendencies  of  our  na- 
tarcj  is  a  blessing.  The  flail  that  detaches  the  chaff, 
and  the  fan  that  winnows  the  wheat,  arc   means  of 
devine  mercy,  altho'  thsy  often  constrain  to  "strong 
crying  and  tears."     The  loss  of  health  and  wealth 
and  friends,  has  often  issued  iu   unspeakable  gain 
in  the  fellowship  of  the  Father  and  the   Son,  and 
the  gracious   offices  of  the  Holy   Ghost.     Health 
is  sweet,  but  grace   is  sweeter.     Perhaps  the  three 
Hebrew  captives  wdio  were  cast  into  the  fiery  fiir- 
nace,  never  saw  their   Redeemer  visibly  save  that 
once.     When   the  need  was  greatest,  the   Saviour 
was  nearest.     It   is   so  still,    sick-chambers,   and 
seasons    of  severe   suffering,  have   often  brought 
Christ  so  near,  and  made  Him  so  precious,  that  all 
the  wo'i'ld  is  too  poor  to  purchase  our.  joy.     Jesus 
is  so  full    of  beauty,   His  heart  so  pulsates   with 
love  His  grace  is  so  inestimable.  His  person  so  glo- 
rious, His  v/ork  so  perfect,  that  when  our  eyes  are 
sufficiently  purged  to  "behold  the  man"  in  whom  is 
garnered  "all  the  fullness  of  the  Godhead  bodily," 
w-e  feel  as  if  no  cross  could  be  too  heavy  for  us  to 
bear,  no  suffering  too  great,  no  trial  too  painful,  no 
path  too  rough,  and   no  draught  too  bitter.     The 
presence  of  Jesus  here,  and  the  hope  of  consummate 
bliss  Jiereafter,  outweigh  all  losses  and  crosses,  and 
mingle  a  heavenly    sweet  with    every  bitter  cup 
that  Providence  holds  to  our  lips.     The  captain  of 
our  salvation    could  reach  his  glorious  aims  only 
by  way  of  the  manger   and  the  cross,  with   trial, 
toil  and  tears  for  the  trinity  of  His  pilgrimage. — 
He  "was  rnadc  perfect  through   suffering."     "He 
v,-a3  n  man  of  sorrows  and  acqua  nted  with  grief." 
These  are  the  .finger-boards   He   has  put  up   for 
our  guidance — these  the  footsteps   he  has   left  for 
U3  to  -v'/alk  in.     Wherever  he  set  his  feet  there  is 
the  print  of  blood.     Tears  bedew  His   path  from 
the  cradle  to  the  grave.     Sufferino-s  such  as  neither 
Heaven  nor  earth  had  ever  witnessed,  concentrat- 
•>;1  npon  tiie  soul  of  the  God-man.     With  such   a 
Saviour,  to  bear  sin  and  succor  the.sirmcr,  we  may 
■well  "rejoice  in  tribulation."     When  our  flesh  is 
tortured  with  pain,  and  every  nerve. quivers   with 


agony,  He   remembers  His  own  Gethsemane  and 
Golgotha,  and  offers  us  the  sympathy  of  His  glo- 
rified humanity.     Kia  Karae  is  "Wokdereux,," 
and  every  troubled,  needy  soul  can   spell  it  so  aa 
exictly  to  meet  its  wssts,  and  still  its  pangs. ,  To 
th(?  hungry  it  spells  bread,  to  the  thirsty  water,  to 
the  bereaved  it  spells  all  that  is  dear  and  tender 
in  the  various^clationships  of  life,  to  the  perplexed 
it  .spells  "Counsellor,"'   and  to  all  who  call   upon 
Him  he  is  "the  Mighty  God,  the  Everlasting  Fa- 
ther, the  Prince  of  Peace."     He  has  a  name  above 
every  name  because  He  was   obedient  unto  death, 
even  the  death  of  the  cross."     His  name  is   mani- 
fold, and  written  in  blood,  and  speaks  of  suffering, 
redemption,  and  joy. 

AYc  have  felt  in  hours  of  deep   suffering,  what 
sweet  comibrt  there    is   in  the  sympatliy  of  our 
friends.     How   much    sweeter  and    dearer  is   the 
soothing  presence  of  Jesus  to  those  who  put  their 
trust  in  Him.     No  joy  is  comparable  to  that  which 
springs  from  the  consciousness  of  fellowship  with 
God.     Most   of  us,   perhap.s  all,   have  heard    of 
Florence  Nightingale.     She  was  a  tender,   large- 
hearted  young  lady  w!io  spent  much  of  her  time 
in  hospitals  and  battle-fields,  among  the  wounded 
and  dying.     She  was   a  woman  of  profound  pity 
and  ever  gushing  sympathy,  and  possessed  marvel- 
ous power  to  soothe  the  most  intense   suffering. — 
Soldiers  would    undergo  wifli    calmness  the   most 
excruciating  surgical   operations  when   she     was 
present.     The   dying    even  stretched'  themselves 
upon    their    couch   to  kiss   her    shadow   as   she 
passed.      If   such   is  the   power  a   frail   mortal 
may  wield  over  her  suffering  fellow  beings,  what 
is  the  power   of   an  Almighty   Savior  to  sustain 
and  comfort  in  every  possible  degree  of  suffering 
incident  to  the  probationary  state  ?  "AU  power  is 
given  unto  me."     A  finite  being  cannot  possibly 
need  more  than  an  Jnf.ninite  Being  can  give ;  and 
the   Love  that  suffered  the    baptism  oi  Heaven's 
wrath    and   Hell's   anguish  for  our  redemptioB, 
never  gives  grudgingly.     He  suffered  freely  and 
He  sustains  freely  in  suffering.     He  is  "touched 
with  the  feeling  of  our  infirmities,"  and  is  sffiict- 
cd  in  our  afflictions,  because  he  was  in  and  under 
our  broken  state  and  its    penalties,  bearing   our 
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burdeaed,  and  preparing  a  healing  balni  for  all  our 
wouiidfi  hy  His  stripes  and  blood.  In  every  pang 
we  suffer,  vre  have  a  fahst  index  to  the  lacerations 
of  His  body,  and  the  unutterable  woes  of  His 
Sbul, '  «'hen  "He  was  made  sin  for  us."  He  is 
Xjrod,  mighty  to  save;  aiwi  tn&u,  with  a  brother- 
heart,  sharing  our  sufieriugs,  and  making  them  & 
■  means  of  present  ■sanctiScation  and  final  glorillca- 
'  tion  .  Christ  suifered  before  us  and  for  us,  and 
jn  a  sense  is  suffering  with  us,  thus  fulfilling  His 
gracious  promise  "I  will  not  leave  you  comfort- 
Jess,  I  will  come  to  yon."

iihall  raise  hiaa  up  ;  and  if  he  have  committed  sins, 
they  shall  be  forgiven  him."     AEointing  with  oil 
on  the  forehead  was  practiced  of  old,  Kings  were 
anointed  to  qualify  for  office.     Priests  aud  proph- 
ets were  qualified  fir  ser\'ice   by  anointing,     Da- 
■  •  •  vid  said,  when  he  had  power  to  slay  Saul  who  was 
■'■•■'Peeking  hiss  life,  "The  Lord  forbid  that  I  should 
-'1."^  this  thing  unto  my  master,  the  Lord's  anoiuted, 
•  ■.  ■  to' stretch  forth  ray  hand  against  him,  .seeing  he  is

them.     Jamea  received  it  from  his  Lord  and  Tcach- 

ey,  his  instruction  to  l>i«  brethren,  .1^    an  apostolji? 


order,  and  commands  them  to   observe  it   in  easo 
of  sickness. 

An  individual  who  desires  this  anointing,  how- 
ever, should  be  resigned  to  the   will  of  the  Lord 
as  we  do  not  Ijelievn  it  to  be  a  means  strictly  to  re- 
store th.cm  always  to  health,  or  for  the   saviug  of 
the  body,  but  more  especially,  for  the  strengthen- 
ing of  faith,  £or  the  remission  of  sins,  and  the  sal- 
vation of   the   immortal  soul,  "Thou  preparesta 
table  before  me  in  the  presence  of  mine  enemies : 
anointeth  my  head  with  oil :  my  cup  runneth  over, 
surely  goodne.«s  and  merc\'  shall  follow  Hie  all  the 
days  of  my  life:  and  I  will  dwell  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord  forever."     Then  shall  the  afflicted  pil- 
grim be  cheered  up  if  attended  to  in  faith,  and  hi.-' 
confidence  in  God  will  be  augiueated,  his  cup  of 
rejoicing  will  run  over,  and  in   tlie  abundance  of 
his  blessing  he  will  grow  rich  in  God    and  cajoy 
eternal  felicity.     Most  noble  promise   is  attached 
to  the  observance  of  this  dutj^,  and  all  the  prom- 
ises of  God,  in  hiin  arc  yea,    and  in    liim  Amen, 
unto  the  glory  of  God  by   us  who   establishes  us 
in  Christ  and  he  who  hath   anointed  us,  is  God. 
Dear  Readers,  I  have  tried  in   much  weakness 
to  point  out  some  of  the  duties   devolving  upon 
the  christian  pilgrim;  and  when  I  take  a  review 
of  what  I   have  written,   I  feci   humbled  before 
God  that  I  did  not  do  the  all-important  subject  of 
tlje  christian  pilgrimage  justice,  but  what,  I  liave 
written  I  have  written.

Ti^is  is  one. o^  the  nice,  hair-splitting 
iheorics,  not  .so  cj^sy  to  uuderstaud,  and  the  better 
ivay  is  not  to  wox,ry .ourselves  about  abstract  ques- 
tions. It  is  q\iite  .enough  for  you  to  know  there 
4s  a  principle  -;\vc:riing  in  you  both  to  will  and  to 
,^lo  God's  good  pleasure,  and  it  is  immaterial 
whether  you  know  how  much  of  that  jirlnciplQ  is 
love  or  fear.  The  Savior  says,  'Tf  yc  love  me, 
keep  my  commandments.''  Aud  "lie  that  hath 
sn-y  commandments  and  keepeth  them  ;  he  it  is  thai 
joveth  me,"  St.  John,  14:15-21.  "If  ye  keep

Peter  says,  "Of  a 
truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter  of  per- 
sons: But  in  every  nation  hethat  feareth  him,  and 
worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with  Irim," 
Acts  10  :  34,  35.  In  the  sc.rip.tiures  aljoye  U  is  all 
love ;  in  these  it  ;s  all  feoj- ;  ijQth  w.orking  the 
game  thing.  Many  .similar  .scri,ptures  might  be 
referred  to,  to  prove  tliat  the  fear  of  God  is  an  cl- 
,ement  in  the  Christian  religion  not  to  be  dispens- 
ed with.  Abraham  feared  God.  Joseph  said  "I 
.fear  Go<l,"  Gen.  42  :  18.  Noah  was  moved  with 
fear,  preparctl  an  ark  to  the  saving  of  his  house, 
and  we  shall  work  out  our  salvation  with  fear  aud 
trembling.  Indeed  the  promises  of  God  to  .bhem 
.that  fciir  him  are  so  numerous  that  the  scrip.iurcs 
literally  abound  with  them. 

Solomon  tells  us  what  the  fear  of  the  Lord  is; 
or  rather  what  the  object  of  the  fear  of  the  Lord 
is.  "Tnc  fear  of  th.o  Lord  is  to  hato  Cvvij_,  ji^ride, 
and  arrogance,  and  the  evil  way,  and  tbc  fi-Qward 
mouth,  du  I  hate,"  Prov.  8:13.  Dear,  sister,  if 
it  be  tho  fear  of  God  which  works  in  us  ,to  hate 
evil,  pride,  arrogance  ;  the  evil  way,  and  the  fro- 
ward  mouth,  ^ve  jieed  ^\nt  fear  that  }yp  'have  too 
.much  of  it.. 


Thf  soul  being  purified  in  obeying  the  truth 
through  the  spirit,  &c.,  1  Peter  1.  The  love  of 
Giod  and  the  fear  of  God  are  elements  working  to- 
gether in  us  ind  with  as  to  obey  tiia  truth  ;  aud  I 
hold  that  it  is  imijossible  li.u'  us  wiio  only  ksow  in 
part,  Jo  kjijow  which  is  ths  most  prominent.  To 
me  it  is  imnfaterial,  I  care  only  to  know  that 
there  is  a  v/ill  in  nie  to  obey  the  truth,  and  by 
this  I  know  I  both  love  and  fear  Grod.  With  all 
the  hair-spHittijjg  theories  some  brethren  wrong 
themso-lves  .with,  there  ret-sain  some  mysterious 
workings  of  God  in  the  soiil,  that  v.'ill  not  bo  un- 
derstood until  we  no  more  see  throii;igh  a  glass 
darkly,  but  see  face  to  face,  and  no  mor-c  to  know 
in  part,  but  to  know  even  as  we  are  known, 

You,  dear  sister,  certainly  need  not  worry  your- 
self that  you  cannot  convince  yourself  iha.t  you 
worship  as  much  for  love,  as  for  fear.  The  very 
fact  that  you  worship  God  is  an  evideucc  that  you 
both  lov.e  ai?d  fear  him.  You  need  not  know 
how  much  of  each  you  have.  If  it  were  all  fear, 
it  would  not  be  the  fear  which  begets  hatred,  for 
tL.at  fear  will  not  worship  God,  its  effect  is  diso- 
bediei;cc.

A  coiTCct  knowledge  of  the  "Nev,-  Testament/' 
•and  especially  that  part  cf  it  Vr'liich  contains  the 
life  and  teachings  of  Christ,  >vill  teach  u.s  that 
Christ  never  spoke  unadvisedly.  In  the  qucstioa 
heibre  ns  we  have  an  imjiortant  su.ljjcct  of  the  Bi- 
ble presented  to  us.  I  am  aware  that  are  there  dif- 
fei-ent  views  on  the  above  question,  and  therefore 
I  v.ill  try  to  be  as  definite  as  circurastanccs  will 
allow.  AVhen  Chribt  commeneed  Hia  ministry 
here  on  earth,  He  chose  twelve  apostles,  and  Pe- 
-tcr  appeal's  to  have  been  one  of  the  first  ones  call- 
ed, anil  being  a  ji.shcrman,Ciiiistmct  him  engaged 
■in  his  occupation,  and  said,  ^'fijllow  me,  and  I 
will  make  you  fishers  of  men,"  his  brother  be- 
ing with  liim.  A.nd  soon  after  His  powerful  ser- 
mon on  the  mount,  He  gave'th.cm  their  Jirst  com- 
mission. Chript  called  them  to  the  work  Ho  now 
gave  them,  namely,  to  fish  for  men,  and  this  they 
coidd  iiot  do  iisjless  they  would  forsake  their  for- 
mer connectioiis  and  follow  Him,  and  go  where 
He  directs,  Christ  told  them  that  "he  that  lov- 
5ih  father  or  mother  more  than  me,  is  not  worthy 
of  me,"  &c.  It  is  no  more  wrong  to  love  father 
or  mother  more  than  Chri.st,  than  it  is  to  love  any- 
thing else  more  than  Him.  Then,  from  the  words 
of  Christ  and  the  apostles,  we  learn  that  love  shoidd^ 
yea  must  be  the  moving  cause  of  our  actions. 
Says  the  great  apostle,  "the  love  of  Christ  con- 
fitraincth  ns."  And  sa^'s  one  equallj,'  S3  great, 
■'love  not  the  vvorld,  neither  the  things  that  are  in 
the  world.  If  any  man  love  the  v.'Orld,  the  love 
■of  the  Father  is  not  in  him."'  Peter  was  then  to 
love  the  Lord  more  than  anything  else  in  the 
world,  and  he  was  not  to  love  in  icord,  hut  indeed 
and  in  truth,  and  of  course  this  would  be  mani- 
fested by  his  actions..  This  was  the  great  lesson 
of  the  Bible  Chi-Tst  desired  to  bring  before  Peter. 
Remember  that  Peter  was  the  Jii\st  one  called /ro^n 
lishing,  and  he  was  likewise  thejiist  to  say,  "  I  go 
a  fishing." 

But  Christ  asked  Peter,  "iovest  thou  me  more 
v.'.iva  these?"  A  query  has  often  been  presented 
'0  :■:■'.  \x\u\i  hns  these  reference  in.     Soine  helicv'' 


it  refers  to  Jishes.  I  believe  it  refers  to  jishes,  as> 
my  article  already  intimates.  I  cannot  Ixjlieve  it 
to  refer  to  the  former,  or  disciples,  for  then  Christ 
would  have  done  that  which  would  have  excited 
emulation  and  competition,  and  incited 
His  disciples  to  that  which  he  on  former  «cca- 
sions  condemned,  and.  to  say  the  least  of  it,  Christ 
would  have  done  that,  from  which,  if  no  evil,  at 
least  no  good  would  have  resulted,  and  therefore 
would  have  used  idle  words,  unless  I  am  "slow  to 
perceive,"  Taking  the  view  of  it  that  he  meant 
llfihw?,  this  difficulty  vanishes,  and  Christ's  words 
are  full  of  meaning,  and  contaio  a^reai  and  prac- 
tical lesson,  and  the  following  words  of  Christ  to 
Peter  will  apply  in  connection,  namely:  "feed 
my  lambs,"  and  "feed  my  sheep."  Christ  then, 
wanted  Peter  to  love  Him  more  than  the  fishes. 
The  sentenc3  would  read,  if  the  elipses  were  sup- 
plied, Iovest  thou  me  more  than  thou  Iovest 
these.  If  so,  Peter,  shew  it  by  your  actions. 
Corns,  leave  these  fishes,  and  feed  my  hungry 
lambs.  Come,  forsake  your  fishing  and  feed  ray 
suiftfl'ing  s!  eep.  Come  you  must  be  about  3'ouf' 
fathers  biwiness.  Come,  Peter,  if  you  love  the 
souls  of  nicjj  more  than  these  fishes,  fish  for  (hem. 
Did  I  not  say,  "  if  ye  love  me  keep  my  command' 
inentfi."  And  tlsis  is  the  love  of  God,  that  wc 
keep  his  commandments.  Now  then  if  you  love 
me  more  than  these,  k«ep  my  sayings,  do  as  I 
have  told  you.  Some  believe  Peter  loved  Christ 
more  than  any  of  the  other  apastles,  but  to  judge 
from  their  ^^riting3  I  believe  he  did  not  surpass 
John,  if  he  equaled  him.  Why,  it  is  the  whole  . 
theme  of  John'.s  gospel  and  epistles,  and  as  far  as 
history  describes  his  life,  his  last  preaching  was 
"little  children  love  one  another,''  but  enough  of 
this.  "Wc  have  more  light  on  the-subjfct  of  lov- 
ing Christ  than  Peter  liad,  and  yet  liow  many  of 
us  love  some  earthly  thing  more  than  Christ? 
How  often  woukl  wo  be  iaiterrogated,  were  Christ 
to  be  here  in  person,  ia  person,  did  I  say  ?     Yea, 

but   Christ  does   often  speak   to  us   through  his 

words  and  by  his   Spirit.     When  we  stay  awa^ 

irom  meeting,  He  ^artually  aske  us,  do  yoa  lave 

me  more  than  tliat  which  kc^'ps  you    from  meet- 
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iiig.  If  we  spend  our  money  for  unnecsssaries  he 
again  says,  ifyou  love  me  more  tlian  these  unnec- 
essaries,  give  that  rnouey  to  the  j>oor  wh'ch  yoii 
iljavc  among  you. 

We  frequently  hear  a  Peter  say,  "I  go  a  foh- 
3ng,"  and  then  how  many  are  ready  to  exclaim, 
"'we  also  go  with  thee."  We  do  not  mean  that 
tiicy  fish  for  fish,  but  how  many  fish  forgold^ 
how  many  for  honor,  how  many  for  ease,  how 
many  for  things  to  gratiiy  their  lusts  and  jiassions^ 
when  "the  one  thing  needful "  is  neglected,  name- 
ly, "to  fear  God,  and  keep  iIi-3  commandments,' 
'by  laboring  in  his  vineyard,  and  fisJiing  fur  the 
immortal,  and  never  dying  souls  of  men.

Matters  of  the  most  interest  occurring  in  tliir; 
part  of  God's  moral  vineyard  is,  iho  late  history 
and  condition  of  a  once  thriviug,  and  interesting 
church  ia  our  adjoiuing  county.  This  church  -.vas 
tinder  the  pasti)ral  care  of  brother  I.  B.  Davis, 
and  brother  G.  M.  -JiuiCrson,  v.lio  was  lately  as- 
.  sociated  with  him  in  the  ministry,  for  a  niini- 
ber  of  veal's  brother  Davis  battled  with  great  eu- 
prgy  against  the  popular  and  pi-cdorainatiug  re- 
Jigigys  element  of  his  section  (Methodism.)  irora 
which  he  originally  dissented,  until  througli  his 
■well  directed  ministry  (and  others  v,-ho  v,-ould  oc- 
casionally visit  him,)  the  strong  attachment  of  the 
Tiublic  mind  for  the  doctrine  of  Weslev,  and  their 
coniidence  in  the  evangelicity  ef  their  faith  and 
practice,  was  much  shaken,  and  their  tending  was 
to'ivard  the  plain-  and  humbte  walk  of  the  Chris- 
tian. Their  coniideuce  and  interest  in  the  new 
light  thatsprang  up  araong  them  continued.  Ad- 
ditions v%-ere  made  to  the  church  from  time  to  time 
jintil  their  numbers  and  the  genuineness-  of  the 
material  that  composed  our  church  was  greater 
than  those  of  their  neighbors  who  worshippal  un- 
der a  difibrent  name.  All  was  gained  that  was 
lioped  for.  An  excellent  house  built,  and  ded- 
icated to  the  use  of  the  Breth.ren  in  their 
new  forms  of  worship,  and  the  service  ef 
God. 

But  for  the  sequel.     The  brother  became   dis- 
satisfied with  the  pactice  of  the  Brethren,  set  up  a 
standard  of  his  own,  doubted  the   correctness   of 
close    commuion,   coniesicd    the  propriety  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  disregarded  the  mode  and  mamier 
of  v/ater   baptism  ;  and    all  this  upon  the  ground 
that  lie.  could  not  discover  more  personal  lioliness  | 
in   the  life  of  his    msmbei-s    who  observed  thei?  I 
forms  andordinances,thanin  the  lifeof  th&sev.-hose  ; 
ilsxible  consciences  permitted  them    to  vrrcst  the  j 
■scriptures,  we  fear,  to  their  own  destraction. 

Thus    the  church  was  convulsed,  and  shaken, 
the  strong  attachment  they  had  for  their  minister  i 
•ajniost  iuduced.  them   to  make  ficsh   their   arm. 


and   put  their  trust  in   man.     Then  again   their 
iniplicit  reliance  in  the  doctrine  they  had   learned 
to  love,  would  draw  them  back  to  ths  strict  letter 
of  the  Xcvv  Testament.     In   this  pitiable  condi- 
tion wc    Ibund    them,  when  we,   associated  with 
'  otiicr  bretiircn,  went  to  see  what  was   necessary  to 
i  bo  done    to  8avc  tiie  j}rccious  cause.     We   went 
with  the  ministering  breibrcu  privately  and  debat- 
ed with  them  those   conlcstisd   points  to  po  effect. 
j  Tl:«v  declared  tiisir  steadfastness,  upon  which  the 
j  old  brethren   present   invited  tliem  to   withdraw 
I  from  the  church,  which    they    did.     This    invita- 
tion w:i»;  given  through  prudential  motives. 

An  oi)portanity  was  giv£n  to  the  membership 
to  dcdare  their  intentions,  sad  to  our  great  satis- 
faction, but  four,  (as  I  remember),  stood  by  them, 
while  all  the  re^st  renewed  their  pledges  and 
vows  to  the  church,  to  live  together  in  brotherly 
I  love  and  fellowship,  and  to  their  formerly  beloved 
.  minister,  and  members  in  the  bonds  of  common 
sociality. 

So  wc  left  thorn  for  our  homes,  distanc-e  near 
forty  miles.  Shortly  afterwards  we  made  arrange- 
ments to  visit  them  again  "to  see  iiosv  they  do." 

Tlie  company  we  ejigaged  to  go,     failed    to  go 
with    us,  consequently  we   were   alone,  so  far  as 
any  ministerial  aid  was  concerned.     The  weather, 
((hough  in  the  middle  of  December,)  was  pleasant, 
aad  our  healih  excellent  at  the  time,  all  seemed  to 
favor  aH  intei  eating  and  prosperous  meeting.     Yet 
there  was  the  <>ld  WTcck  made  by  those  who  *  had 
dissented.     Ti^c  miu-is  of  the  people  tossed  by  the 
shaken  principles  of  the  ehurch,  and  encroaching 
Methodism,  which   had  not  failetl  to  make   good 
use  of  eh-cnmustaccs,  to  subvert  the  cliurcli  which 
so  lately  had  wrested  frora  tl!«m  tie  brightest  stars 
that  shone  in  their  galasv.     Bv    these  thines    we 
wei-e   discouraged.     Our  meeting  commenced   on 
Wednesday  and  eontlnsed  until  Sunday.  .Dur- 
ing l!)is  time  we  delivered   eight   di«coi;irseSj   and 
visited  the   larger  part  of  the  members  at  their 
hoi&ea.     And  I  am  gladto^sa?  that  .oar  hopes  for 
the  church  at  that  point  are  much  strengthened. — 
After  the   services  on  the    Sabbath  we  baptized 
four,  in  the  presence  of  a  verj'  large  and   serious- 
eosgregatioD,     The  M^-thodiet  ehaaipioa  was  pres- 
ent, for  the  purpose  of  commeneing  a  p?otract«d 
meeting   in  the  eame  house,  it   being  a    honse  of 
some  privileges,   the  result   of  which  I  have'not 
heard. 

We  returned  home,  and  found  our  little  otits  »II 
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afflicted  witli  the  whooping. cough,  and  suiFiring  ( 
considerably.  Slay  God  bless  you,  dear  Pilgrim  ! 
with  us,  for  Christ's  sake.     Amen.  j

PAUL'S  DEFE>;CE. 


The  Scriptures  contained  in  the  22nd  chapter 
of  the  Acts  of  the  sposlles,  and  embraced  in  the 
ih-at  18  verses,  is  pas't  &f  a  n<^ole  defence  by  the 
apostle  Paul,  for  the  change  of  his  faith,  from  Ju- 
daism, to  the  Christian  faith.  It  was  truthful, 
and  without  any  attempt  at  prevarication.  And 
as  a  consequencG  it  produced  an  eifect  advanta- 
geous to  the  apostle.  We  learn  from  this,  that 
truth  is  the  most  successful  vreapon  we  can  employ. 

Bat  we  learn  other  valuable  truths  from  the  ad- 
dress, all  of  which  are  calculated  to  encourage  us-, 
especially  those  who  have  no  church  relationships, 
that  the  worst  of  them  may  succeed  in  propitiat- 
ing the  favor  of  Almighty  God,  by  the  employ- 
ment of  tlis  friends. 

There  could  not  be  im-sgiaed  a  more  v.acked 
person  than  the  apostle  Paul,  hirosdf  being  the 
witness,  and  yet  he  found  &vor  with  God.  In  this 
scripture  we  have  a  short  account  of  the  manner 
of  his  conversion,  or  rather  I  should  have  said  first, 
his  conviction  for  sins,  then  of  his  faith  evinced 
by  his  inquiry  to  know,  wliat  he  -was  to  do,  and 
when  informed  what  to  do,  he  done  it.  It  is  here 
perceptible  how  swift  conviction  may  be  follov.-ed 
by  faith,  conversion,  and  the  remission  or  washing 
away  of  our  sins.  But  three  days  were  required 
for  the  accomplishing  of  so  mighty  a  work — 
changed  from  a  child  of  the  devil  to  a  child  of 
God.  And  it  could  have  been  done  even  in  less 
simc,  had  not  Anuanias  been  slow,  to  use  a  mild 
term,  in  performing  his  part,  to  the  bringing 
ubout  the  great  work  in  Paul's  case.  If  aiiy 
eiiould  say  that  is  conjecture  on  my  part,  I  reply 
not  so,  and  would  refer  them  to  the  Jailer  vrbers 
the  work  v/as  done  in  a  few  hours. 

It  needs  but  an  honest  course  to  be  pursued  bv 
the  convicted  sinner.  Wo  also  learn  here,  that 
there  is  no  promise  of  having  our  sins  washed 
away  until  we  are  baptized.  But!  may  be  asked, 
ai-e  there  none  saved  who  die>  who  are  not  Ijap- 
tized?  I  reply  I  hope  there  are,  biit  we  have  no 
promise,  that  is  all  I  will  here  contend  for.  We 
all  know  the  difference  betweee  h  pe  and  certainty 
"when  applied  to  anything  we  are  in  persuit  of 
even  in  this  world.  How  much  greater  when  ap- 
p!ie<l  to  things  of  vast  Eternity.  We  also  Icsrii 
another  important  truth  from  said  scripture,  which 
should  not  cscajje  our  attention,  and  that  is  this: 
that  the  Lord  did  not  deal  v,-kh  Paul  as   He  did 


with  many  v/hen  He  was  upon  earth,  under  sitrJ" 
ilar  circumstances.  All  penitents  v.-ere  forgiveii 
upon  the  spot,  here  He  refused  that  boon  to  the 
apostle  Paul. 

It  is  asked  "why  this  difference?  I  answer  tiie 
question,  by  replying  that  the  time  Das-  chssngej-.. 
Christ  is  now  no  longer  in  His  humanity,  but  i* 
glorified,  having  organized  His  church,  He  now 
works  by  means  indii'eetly,  formerly  directly  in 
.1  two-fold  chartscter,  now  through  His  church. 
To  me  the  matter  is  very  clear.  Here  we  have  a 
precedent  worthy  of  our  imitation,  one  that  it 
would  be  perfectly  safe  to  follow,  seeing  the  hap- 
py result  which  followed  the  obedience  of  th& 
apcetle  Paul. 

This  oa«-  well  authenticated  precedent  is  worth 
all  the  thousands  of  e:spedients  niodernly  invented 
and  adopted  for  the  converison  of  sinners,  and  I 
often  ask  myself  why  it  is  so?  It  can  only  b* 
beeause  we .  arc  fond  of  noveity,  aad  give  more' 
honor  to  oar  own  works  than  the  works  of  God — 
and  here  comes  in  the  saying,  "Not  of  works  lest 
any  should  boast,"  referring  evidently  to  our  own 
works.  But  the  question -again  may  be  asked,  are 
there  no  works  meritorious  V  I  say  yes,  yet  not 
owr  works,,  yet  we  are  commanded  by  Paul  always 
to  abo-unJ  in  the  woriis  of  the  Lord.  Let  us  learn 
to  discriminate  between  the  works  of  the  Lord 
and  our  own  works,  and  this  we  will  do  if  we 
place  ourselves  under  the  influense  of  the  spirit  o4* 
the  Lord.

give whatever  He  sees  amiss  in  us,-  and  ihr  grac-:-  j  shine  as  the  brightness  of  the- firmament,  and  they

But  the  ambition  that  reaches  after  gold,  and 
gaiu,  and  glitter;  that  seeks  after  high-sounding 
titles  and  chief  seats  in  the  synagogues;  that  longs 
for  good  pay,  easy  work,  and  the  praise  a  of  goules.'s 
world  ;  will  cat  the  life  out  of  the  Christian's  soul, 
and  leave  him  powerless,  sapless,  barren,  and  un- 
fruitful. 

The  labor  tliat  has  its  aim  and  reward  in  earth- 
ly honor,  is  very  different  from  the  true  ambition 
of  the  faithful  child  of  God,  And  while  the  un- 
faithful servant  shall  awake  at  last  and  count  his 
life  a  terrible  mistake,  "  They  that  be    wise  shall 


to  abstain  from  every  appearance  of  evil,  for  with- 
out Him  we  can  do  nothing.  Then  wc  can  be 
able  to  go  forth  without  the  camp,  not  only  able, 
but  rejoicing  that  we  can  bo  partakers  of  His  re- 
proaches.

By  divine  revelation  are 
taught  as  we  grow  up  to  manhood,  or  to  women- 
hood,  to  understand  Vihatisgood  for  the  soul,  so 
the  simaaupernaturar  power  that  saw  it  good  to 
give  a3  divine  laws,  h_^3  also  give^  U3  law.5,  or  a 
vegetable  kingdom  out  of  which  we  can  procure 
madieal  treatment  for  n3.irly,  if  not  all  the  diSer- 
cnt  maladies  to  which  humanity  is  heir. 

IsotwilhEtanding  we^hculd  decline  th§use  of  med- 
icine as  much  as  possible,  the  right  medicine-  at 
the  right  time,  is  highly  requisite,  provided  we 
know  hov/  and  Vv-hen  to  takes  it.  This  each  one 
has  to  decide  for  himself,  and  aa  to  what  kind  ci' 
medicine  is  wanted,  he  must  discriminate  accor- 
ding to  his  symptoms.  Medicine  should  be  taken 
as  a  preventative  in  time,  against  the   threatening 

illness,  this  is  the  point. 

If  a  disease  once  gets  faixly'in  thesystem,  it  gen- 
erally takes  its  eonrse  in  time,  costing  medicine, 
and  ofctn  threatens  life,  leaving  the  system  much 
debilitated.  "An  oiiince  of  preventative  is  better 
than  a  pound  of  cure,"and  that  ounce  should  be 
free  of  poison  too.  (^f  what  this  ounce  is  made, 
is  almost  as  important  to  know,  as  it  is  to  preserve 
health,  which  is  better  than  wealth. 

It  would  take  volumes  to  hold  it  if  we  should 
.minutely  describe  all    the  particles  of  which    this 


ounce  is  made,  or  composed,  and  v.-ould  be  far 
more  than  I  should  undertake  to  do,  after  giving 
it 'attention' for  twelve  or  fifteen  year.?.  The  first, 
md  perhaps  the  most  prominent  feature  in  it,  is  to 
1  void  taking  cold  as  much  as  possible,  which  is 
he  ver}-  root  and  foundation  of  many  diseases.

PoTATOEB  FOR  MiLCii  Cow.s.— Mr.  X.  Hunt, 
■f  Elucid,  Ohio,  gives  the-  following  result  of  an 
experiment  he  made  in  feeding  carrots  and  pota- 
:oe3  to  a  milch  cow.  The  cow  to  which  the  roots 
ivcrc  given  had  precisely  the  same  treatment  each 
lay,  and  as  care  and  other  feeds  were  concerned, 
.vhile  the  tost  v.-as  being  made,  have  nothing  in 
addition  to  the  roots  but  dry  hay  and  water. — 
While  36  quarts  of  carrots  were  fed  daily^  32 
jjounds  of  Uiilk  v,-ere  received  in  return  ;  and 
while  the  same  quantity  of- carrots  and  potatoes, 
equal  parts,  were  fed,  36  pounds  of  milk  were 
f^iven  ;  and  when  potatoes  alono.were  given,  40 
pounds  of  milk  were  given.  The  roots  were  cut 
and  fed  in  messes  of  twelve  quarts  each  tv,'o  times 
per  dav,  and  alternate  chancies  made  so  that  a  cor- 
rect  estimate  might  beset  upon  the'  different  roots 
as  rcilk  producers.  Mr.  Hunt  believes  potatoes 
to  be  a  paying  crop  when  raised  for  feeding  milch 
cows  alone.

Ought  the  Brethren  to  ho'd  scries  nf  meetings, 
or  meetings  of  days  for  the  successfiil  preachi:;g  of 
J  he  gospel  ■? 

The  importance  of  tlie  qncstiou  demands  onr 
.=5erious  consideration,  and  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord 
and  thf!  guidance  of  his  spirit,  I  feel  to  give  it 
some  attention",  and  though  it  may  lie  tliought  by 
some  that  I  am  favorably  impressed,  I  feci  to  ex- 
amine the  subject  \yich  an  unbiased  mind,  the 
light  of  the  gospel  I  seek. 

I    need   advance    no    argument   to    prove    the 
charge   "To  preach  the  gospel  to  a'l  nations,"  ha§  . 
been  given  ky  a  risen  Saviour,    and  th-^^.  Mie   de- 1 
sign  was,  and  still  is,  salvation  ;      .  ^  — 

Neither   need  I   prove  that  it  hith  jilcased   Cjod, 
through   the  foolishness  of    preaohing,    to  'save  i 
diem    that  believe.    And    thty.  cannot  believe 
in  him  of  whom   they  have  not  heard,  "for   faith 
ooracth  by  hearing  the  word  of  God."     But  '"'ho'v  ' 
cui  they  hear   witliout  a  preacher,"  invj.vei    .    : 
necessity  of  spreading  the   gospel.     These  are  ad- j 
tnitted  i)y  all.  i 

The  point  to  be  considered  is,  !iow  shall  these  I 
divine  injunctions  be  ;)ios<  sucocssfuUy  carried  out. 
A  reference  to  apostolic  practice  must  dei'ide  the 
question.  When  llie  apostles  entered  upon  their 
mission,  there  were  two  points  or  elements  to  be 
established  in  the  minds  of  the  people,  before  tlicy 
would  embrace  tlie  Christian  religion.  They  must 
prove,  first:  That  .fesus  Christ  is  the  Son  of  God. 
and  that  in  him  all  tlie  promises  of  (jod  in  refer- 
enc-e  to  the  Messiah  are  fullilled.  And  seciMid  : 
His  resurrection  from  the  dead.  These  two  were 
the  apostles'  hibors.  '  If  they  succeeded  to  con- 
vince ihe  Jews  on  tiiese  tv.-o  points,  tliere  vvns    n 


parleying  abo'Jt  bap'isra.     Tho  J°a''  v;ho  be.:;c..?.t  ■ 
that  Jesu^  was  the  Ciirist,  the  promi9e<{    Messiah, ' 


received  baptism,  the  se^al  to  the  new  covenant,  as 
readily  as  he  did  circumcision,  tlio  seal  of  .  .le  oid. 
And  to  establish  these,  engaged  tiieir  labors.  "VYe 
never  hear  them  preaching  the  Chri.stiad  ordi- 
nancps  until  the  people  inquire  what  they  mast 
do.  Th.e  burden  of  tlieir  "first  sermon  after  being 
filled  with  thf  Holy  Gliost,  was,  "Ye  men  of  Is- 
rael, hear  these  words  :  Jesus  of  Nazereth,  a  man 
approved  of  God,  among  you."  "Him  being  de- 
livered by  the  determinate  counsel  and  foreknow- 
ledge of  God,  ye  have  tr^ken  and  by  slicked  hand-.i 
have  crucified  and  slain  :  Whom  God  hnth  raised 
up,  having  loosed  the  pains  of  death."  Acta.-  2  : 
22-24.  This  short  argument  of  the  apostle  not 
only  embodies  the  divinity,  crucifiction  and  resur- 
I'cctionof  Jesus  of  Kazersth,  but  charges  the  hear- 
ers with  the  sia  of  his  crucifiction  in  such  pointe<l 
language  as  to  force  the  con.viction  home  to  their 
hearts,  that  theywereconstrained  to  inquire  "what 
they  must  do,"  to  be  saved,  is  implied.  The  apo 
t!6  telia  them  what  to  do,  (verse  3S).  Then  thc" 
'itrgladlyreee'iv'ed  his  word  wore  baptized,  (v.  41 
Hid  the  aposti':  bega;i  to  tell  the  people  whoa 
they  were  mocking,  &c.,  that  they  must  repent 
and  be  baptized,  it  would  have  been  like  casting 
pearls  before  sv\"ine.  Thia  one  sernion  had  a  good 
effect,  and  on  some  o'hcr  occasions  some  were 
readily  convinced  of  the  truth  preached,  and  be- 
lieved un!o  obtJience,  and  a  goodly  number  ^Yere 
brought  into  the  church  by  those  me.ius.  After  a 
while  it  requ'res  more  labor  to  establish  thc&s 
fnnd.amenla!  truths  in  tlie  niind-i  of  the  hardened 
Jews,  and  the  benighted  Gentiles. 

"Prea<:hing  Christ  crucified,  was  to  the  Jews 
a  .stumbling  block;  and  tn  the  Greeks  foolishness." 
The  ■jjostlcs  in  their  faifiiiuliicss,  ciup'i'vcf  f<ycr\- 
means  to    reach  the  masses,    kixx  ■  ■;.  o;v  .-: 

will'  not  conviccr    'r.cx/tl-cy  v;i::  p-o^ch    Jronr. 
"And  Paul,  as  his  manner  was,  went  unto   the::. 
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and  three  Sabbath  days  reasoned  Nvith  them  out  oi 
the  Scripliu-ps  ;  opeiiing  and  alleging  that  Ciirist 
must  needs  have  suffered,  and  rise  again  from  the 
dead  ;  and  this  Jesus  whom  I  preach  unto  you  is 
Christ."  Acts.  17:2,3.  And- if  this  preaching 
once  each  Sabbath  for  three  successive  Sublxaths 
will  not  accomplish  the  object,  he  will  make  more 
prolonged  efforts.  "And  he  -went  into  the  syna- 
gogue and  spake  boldly  for  the  .space  of  three 
months,  disput'ng  and  persuading  the  things 
concerning  the  kingdom  of  God.  But  vrhen  di- 
vere  were  hardened  and  believed  not,  but  spake  evil 
«f  that  v.'ay  before  the  multitude,  he  departed 
from  them,  and  separated  the  disciples,  disputing 
daily  in  the  school  of  one  Tyrannus.  And  this 
continued  by  the  space  of  two  years  ;  so  tiiat  all 
they  which  dwelt  in  Asia  heard  the  word  of  the 
Lord  Jesus,  both  Jews  and  Greeks."  Acts..  19:8- 
10.  And  he  expounded  and  testified  the  King- 
dom of  God,  persuading  them  concerning  Jesus, 
both  out  of  the  law  of  Moses,  and  out  of  the  pro- 
phets, from  morning  till  evening,"  Acts.  28  :  23, 
with  the  same  results. ;  "some  believed,  and  some 
believed  not."  verse  24.  How  highly  suggestive 
.are  these  scriptures  in  the  discharge  of  our  duties. 
Whit  are  they,  and  -n  hat  course  ought  we  pursue 
for  tiie. success  of  the  Gospel?  Important  ques- 
tions, 

Cirenmstanced  as  Vi'c  are,  there  is  but  little  need 
to  labor  to  prove  that  Jesus  whom  v^'e  preach  is 
the  Christ.  This  is  generally  admitted,  yet  hun- 
dreds asd  thousands  of  our  brethren's  children, 
with  many  others  among  us,  who  are  indoctrinat- 
•^  in  tlie  doctrine  of  Christ,  from  their  youth, 
as  good  moralists,  are  standing  out  of  the  church, 
all  their  life  idle,  and  thousands  upon  thousands 
liave  already  died  there;  and  as  many  more  are 
left  lo  die  in  the  same  way.  What  can  we  do  for 
thora  in  order  to  save  them  ?  This  question  can 
only  be  answered  by  knowing  what  wo  have  done. 
Why,  Ave  have  preached  faith,  repentance  and  bap- 
.tism  to  them  .inco  ia  two,  four,  eight  or  perhaj.s 
sixteen  weeks,  for  years,  and  we  have  gathered  by 
this  process,  a  few  dear  souls,  but  still  the  masses 
are  not  reached. 

Dear  brethren,  the  cause  of  our  trouble  s^nd 
"failure  is,  AAe  have.lost  sight  of  tlic  order  of  the 
apostles.  They  preached  Christ  the  Siivionr,  and 
men  the'sinaers,  and  when  their  truths  were  fixed 
in  the  sinners'  hearts,  they  inquired  what  they 
jnmt  do  to  be  saved  ;  then   foith,  rcp^ntanc*  and 


baptism  was  told  them  as  the  rfnicdv  for  their 
irnublcs,  and  vv'hen  one  sermon  did  not  convict 
them  uf  sin  he  gave  them  tv.'o  ;  and  if  one  day 
was  not  safScient  for  the  work,  they  will  labor 
v,-ith  them  three  mouths,  yes,  i/wee  years — they 
will  not  yield  until  every  effort  is  e.xliaiiPted,  then 
only  did  they  separate  the  disciples.  And  when 
Paul  in  his  travels  came  to  the  house  of  Justus, 
where  he  preached,  and  though  tlm  chief  ruler  of 
the  Synagogue,  and  many  of  the  Corinthians  be- 
lieved and  were  baptized,  yet  tiie  Lord  spoke  to 
him  not  to  be  afraid,  but  to  speak,  and  not  to  hold 
his  peace.  "For  I  am  with  thee,  for  I  have  much 
people  in  this  city."  And  he  continued  there  a 
year  and  six  months,  teaching  the  word  of  God 
among  them.  Acts  IS  :  7-11. 

Brethren,  you  who  go  out  to  preach,  and  pnb- 
lish  your  travels,  telling  ns  what  hour  you  took 
the  cars,  wliere  you  ate,  with  wh.om  you  were 
over  night,  in  what  school  house  you  preached, 
and  ho,v  solemn  the  meeting  was,  &c.,  learn  a  les- 
1  son  here.  If  your  firsc  sermon  made  an  impres- 
sion, of  which  there  is  no  doubt,  A\hydid  you 
leave  thcju  ?  Vi'hy  not  tarry  and  follow  up  the 
impression  aed  gather  them  in  the  church  ?  Why 
go  all  over  the  country  and  effect  a  slight  impres- 
sion everywhere,  and  yet  save  none?  Perhaps  in 
your  trip  you  preached  twenty  sermons,  at  ten  or 
twelve  different  places,  without  any  decided  re- 
sults. Kad  you  j^rcachcd  all  at  the  most  luke- 
warm place  you  met,  you  might  have  counted  on 
not  less  than  a  dozen  additions,  and  quite  likely 
double  that  number. 


Another    cause    of  failure  with  us  in 


we 


have 


fallen  into  the  error  of  prescribing  the  remedy  be- 
fore the  patient  is  sick.  Well  men  don't  want 
medicine.  "Thev  that  arc  well  need  not  the  pliy- 
sician,  but  they  that  are  sick,"  says  the  Saviour. 
Yfe  have  fallen  into  the  habit  of  preaching  on 
some  doctrinal  subject  every  time  we  preach.  In- 
deed some  of  us  cannot  preach  otherwise,  no  dif- 
ference what  is  the  text,  we  naturally  slide  into  it 
and  some  of  the  brethren  have  attained  to  some- 
thing like  perfection  in  doctrins^l  subjects,  yet  per- 
fect as  the  sermon  may  be,  it  is  useless  M-ith  our 
indoctrinated  hearers.  They  knowing  these 
truths  as  well  as  the  preacher,  and  having  known 
it  so  ]ong,[and  heard  it  preached  so  often,  it  fails  to 
interest  them,  and  if  they  go  to  meeting  at  all  it 
is  not  v.'ith  any  concern  for  their  souls.  Is  this 
not  manifest  to  all  observers?     What  then    must 
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we  do  to  save  tliem  ?  The  apostolic  exanaple  is  .  more  reason  to  fear  you  baptize  too  many  of  tliose 
'ocf-ire  us,  and  as  we  need  not  now  labor  as  they  '  into  whose  cars  baptism  is  urged  every  Sabbath 
did  to  prove  to  thein  that  Jesus  is  tbc  Christ,  and    day.     As  long  as  we  don't  add  to  liie  chureh  more 


that  he  is  risen  fri^ui  tlie  dead,  we  must  labor  with 
them  to  convince  them  tliat  they  arc  sinners,  they 
must  be  reasoned  with  out  of  the  Scriptures  ;  that 
while  they  are  out  of  Chiist  they  are  lost,  lost; 
forever  lost !  They  must  be  convinced  that  al! 
their  morality  is  of  hiimau  training,  and  if  not 
christianized  by  the  blood  of  Christ,  it  vvill  avail 
them  nothing  at  all.  They  must  he  made  to 
know  that  unconverted  they    are  sinners,    though 


not  unKOiii 


that    sin  will  sinh  the  soul  into 


hell.  Reason  v.-ith  theiji  of  the  deadening  iniiu- 
once  of  the  carnul  mind,  and  the  living  effect  of 
the  sjfiritual  mind.  Show  .them  their  helpless 
and  lost  condition  out  of  Clirist.  Try  to  get  the 
kingdom  of  God  into  them,  that  by  the  word  of 
God  they  may  be  born  again.  You  must  make 
them  feel  that  you  are  concerned  for  them,  and  to 
do  this  you  must  feel  the  subject.  You  will  never 
get  the  word  of  salvation  into  tlicm,  unless  you 
fiist  fc^l  its  value  and  importance  yourself.  "The 
husbandman  must  first  be  made  partaker  of  the 
fruits,"  says  Paul.  Brethren,  the  sinner  must  be 
iiwakened  out  of  sleep,  before  he  can  arise  from 
the  sinnei's  deatii,  to  be  enlightened  by  Christ. — 
Brethren,  we  cannot  accomplish  much  with  one 
-sermon  at  a  place,  once  a  month.  The  sinner 
will  sleep  on  our  hands,  though  we  cry  aloud  he 
ought  to  repent  and  Ije  baptizeti.  We  mav  gather 
u  few  into  the  fold,  but  wc  let  the  inasses  die  idle, 
or  go  to  othcr.s,  who  through  their  cSbrts  aroused 
theui  out  of  sleep. 

The  sinner  must  be  made  to  think  on  his  way  ; 
his  mind  must  be  kept  to  the  subject  of  his  salva- 
tion. "Go  and  tell  John  again  those  thing.s,"  said 
the  Saviour.  So  did  the  anostlcs,  and  so  must  we 
do. 

Brethren,  go  in  the  spirit  of  God  ;  and  for  tlie 
love  of  souls,  auywhcre  'where  the  brethren 
prertch,  and  begin  to  preach  by  reasoning  with 
the  people  daily  of  temperance,  of  rightcousneg.s, 
and  of  a  judgment  to  come.  Show  them  what 
sin  is,  and  where  it  will  end  ;  don't  preach  the 
means  of  salvation  before  sinners  waut  to  bo 
saved,  and  you  will  be  amazed  at  the  result  be- 
fore one  month  is  thus  spent  at  one  place.  Don't 
be  afraid  of  baptizing  too  many  cif  those  to  whom 


tlian  three  thousand  a  day,  we  have  nothing  to 
fear.  In  the  parable  of  the  sower,  it  appears  ono 
fourth  of  the  seed  sown  found  fruitful  soil  ;  from 
which  I  take  the  position  that  a  congregation  of 
one  hundred  unconverted  hearers,  we  have  a  right 
to  expect  twenty -five  of  them  at  least  to  be  l>ro't 
into  the  church  with  a  proper  eftbrt.  And  I  don't 
think  the  brethren  ouglit  to  stop  v.ith  le.ss. 

My  dea?  brethren,  I  am  not  Vvfithout  some  ex[)e- 
rience  in  this  matter.  Having  at  different  times 
met  wit'^  the  brethren  in  meetings  of  days,  it  is 
really  surprising  to  v.-itiicss  the  eifect  of  a  few 
days*  earnest  labor  of  the  churoh.  I  could  give 
many  cases  of  the  special  interest,  but  let  one  suf- 
fice. Commencing  a  meeting  on  Saturday  eve- 
ning, we  started  to  th.e  meeting  from  a  brotlier 
minister's  house,  v.dio  had  a  single  .son  and  daugh- 
ter Avho  thought  it  tf90  eold  to  go  to  meeting  tlint 
evening,  but  would  come  on  Sunday  morning  and 
evening.  Yet  before  that  ^eek  was  ended,  that 
dangiUcr  went  into  her  stoveless  bed-room,  (with 
the  mercury  down  to  zero,)  at  ten  o'clock  at  night, 
where  she  agonized  till  morning,  when  she  came 
into  'ler  father's  room  seeking  conifort,  having  slept 
none.  That  son  and  daughter  thought  it  not  too 
cold  next  Sunday  (with  a  number  of  others)  to 
have  the  ice,  eight  inciies  thick,  out  to  lie  baptized. 
And  when  bidding  that  sister  farewell,  slic,  with 
her  brother,  said,  "Brother  Sayler,  we  can  never 
thank  the  brethren  enough  for  their  labors.  I.,it- 
tle  did  wc  think  the  Lord  would  do  such  a  work 
for  us  when  the  meeting  began.  We  did  not 
think  of  such  a  thing."  In  answer  to  th.e  nucs- 
tiou  I  asked,  "JDid  you  never  feci  before?"  "O, 
sometimes  a  little,  but  like  tliis  time  never  ;  no 
never,  never.     Brethren,  try  it.

Surfeiting  means  eating  to  exces.?.  drunkenness  j 

drinking  to  excess.  "And  as  it  was  in  the  days  j 
of  ZSToe,  so  shall  it  be  also  in  the  days  of  the  Son  ! 
of  man.  They  did  eat,  they  drank,  they  married 
Avives,  they  were  given  in  marriage  until  the  day  ! 
that  I\oe  entered  the  ark,  and  the  flood  came,  and 
destroj'ed  them  all.  Likewise  also  as  it  was  in  the 
days  of  Lot;  they  did  eat,  they  drank,  they  bough f- 
they  sold,  they  planted,  they  buildcd;  but  the 
same  day  that  Lot  went  out  of  Sodom  it  rained 
fire  and  brimstone  from  heaven,  aud  des;royed 
them  all,  even  thus  shall  it  be  in  the  day  when 
the  Son  of  man  is  revealed."  Can  anv  one  suj:- 
pose  that  it  ivas  wrong  for  those  people  to  cat,  or 
lo  do  any  of  diese  things  named?  we  think  not. 
The  wrong  was  in  the  excess,  and  abuse  of  those 
things.  Tjic  Lord  commanded  Adam,  ••'In  the 
sweat  of  thy  face  shalt  thou  eat  bread."  And 
Paul  tells  us,  "every  creature  of  God  is  good,  and 
nothing  to  be  refused,  if  it  be  received  with 
thankisgiving,''  and  the  giving  of  a  cup  of  cold 
water  to  a  disciple  in  the  imme  of  a  disciple  is  no- 
ticed by  the  Lord.  So  we  can  clearly  see  from 
these,  and  many  other  scriptures,  that  we  are  jus- 
tified in  eating  and  drinking,  if  we  do  not  make 
a  God  out  of  our  belly.  And  as  much  has.  been 
written  en  self-denial  and  plainness  of  dress  &c. 
which  is  all  right  and  very  'good,  but  we  must  not 
be  proud  that  we  are  humble  or  plain,  for  this  is 
one  of  the  v.xrst  kinds  of  pride.

ngant  in  eating,  or  feasting,  and  does  it  not  in  some 
instances  come  to  surfeiting? 

T  hose  wlio  have  traveled  among  the  different 
el.'urcJies,  have  met  with  diSereut  customSj  and  ae 
regards  number  or  variety  have  also  seen  a  diSer- 
cucc.  While  in  some  instances  no  one  cotild  or 
should  find  fault,  yet  in  others  too  much  serving. 
If  v.e  would  a=k  our  brethren  and  sisters,  how 
many  kinds  of  eatables  they  have  met  with  on 
some  of  the  members  tables,  they  peihaps  with 
myself  would  answer,  I  have  never  counted,  btit 
let  us  set  ottr  minds  to  thinking,  then  perhaps  we 
may  remember  that  we  were  at  places  to  dine, 
when  first  came  the  bread,  then  two,  sometimes 
three  kinds  of  meat,  then  two  or  three  kinds  oi 
sauce,  then  butter,  molasses,  preserves,  jellies — 
allow  for  some  that  are  able  or  very  willing — say 
rIx  or  eight  kinds;  to  this  add  pickles,  and  things 
spiocd,  two  or  tiiree  more,  perhaps  some  fruit, 
then  may  come  half  dozen  kinds  of  i)ies,  cidies  &c. 
aud  v.'ith  the  drinks  we  may  have  twentv  varie- 
ties or  near  this  number  before  us.  Now 
just  tliink,  all  this  for  the  poor  stomach. 
Not  likely  that  any  one  will  partake  of  itll  this  at 
one  time,  but  perhaps  of  the  most  of  them.  And 
just  think  of  the  fat  meats,  gravies,  rich  pie,  c^ko, 
sweet,  sour,  and  so  on,  one  counteracting  the  other. 
Then  some  wonder — why  feci  so  bad  ?  Why,  if 
our  stomachs  were  made  of  steel,  do  you  think 
they  could  endure  it  twenty,  thirty  or  more  years? 
I  think  all  Mill  answer  in  the  negative.  But 
this  is  not  the  point  vie  aim  at,  our  text  says,  "We 
are  not  to  have  our  minds  overcharged  with  sur- 
feiting and  drunkenness  aud  cares  of  this  life,  and 
so  that  day  come  upon  you  unawares.  For  as  .1 
snare  shall  it  come  on  all  tiicra  that  dwell  on  the 
face  of  the  earth." 

I  need  not  ask  my  readers,  does  not  this  feast- 
ing make  much  trouble  and  care  ?  You  know  it 
docs.  But,  say  some,  what  we  like  to  do  is  no 
trouble.  That  is  all  right  as  far  as  it  goes,  but 
our  sisters  do  know,  for  they  have  the  most  of  the 
burden — that  it  has  made  them  much  labor,  de- 
prived them  sometimes  from  attending  meeting 
and  even  when  we  meet  in  your  houses  you  some-

MICE  AND  RABBITS  IN  ORCHARDS. 

In  these  gections  where  deep  snows  fall,  mice 
and  rabbits  are  very  apt  to  resort  to  }oung 
orchards  for  sustenance,  and  often  girdle  the 
truit-trees  to  the  great  annoyance  of  the  owners. 

As  soon  as  the  damage  is  discovered,  bank 
the*  snow  around  the  trunks  of  thv  trees,  cover- 
ing the  damaged  part.s.  Should  the  snow  soon 
disappear,  bank  the  trees  with  earth  or  ban- 
dage them,  and  thus  the  trees  may  be  saved. 

Keep  the  sap  wood  from  seasoning,  and  tiic 
t  rees  are  safe.

On  the  other  hand,  look 
at  the  United  Stiite?,  and  5oniG  other  educated  na- 
tions. Wc  6CS  the  elements  of  peace  and  happi- 
ness predominating.  Men  are  social  aiid  kind  to 
each  other,  kind  and  polite  to  their  ■'.vivea  and 
children,  using  them  as  valuable  gifts  from  him 
■vvho  is  the  donor  of  all  good.  They  take  the  Bi- 
ble for  their  .standard  of  conduct,  and  worship  the 
creator  of  all  things.  But  there  arc  eoni';  in  our 
midst  that  arc  opposed  to  cdLlcatioii,  v>'ho  say  that 
educated  men  were  the  cause  of  the  late  rebellion 
in  the  United  States.  This  is  an  assertion  that 
cannot  be  ])rovcu  by  the  truth.  Ivet  me  here  nialic 
a  statcnia:it  that  can  b3  established  by  the  truth. 
The  cause  of  the  late  rebellion  was  ambition, 
slavery  and  ignorance.  Ambitious  men  at  the 
iSouth  savv  that  the  representative  power  at  the 
Nortliern  States  Was  rapidly  increasing,  and  that 
sooner  or  later  the  Southern  rcpraseiituiion  Arould 
bo  in  the  minority.  To  avoid  tiie  effects  'of  this 
Vosiilt,  they  prccipslted'the  Southern 'States  into 
rebellion  against  the  best  civil  government  in  -ex- 
istence. In  this  they  had  a  two-foid  purpose  in 
view,  that  is  the  establishment  of  a  separate  gov- 
ernment in  the  South,  and  the  extension  and  per- 
petuation of  slavery.  From  time  immemorial  the 
Soutiiern  aristocracy  was  opposed  to  educating  the 
blacks  and  the  poof  white  populatiou.  Had  the 
people  throughout  the  South  been  as  well  edu- 
cated as  tlicy  arc  iii  the  Northern  States,  or  even 
us  well  as  they  arc  in  East  Tennessee,  .they  w'ould 
not  have  bccii  duped  by  ])olitical  deuiagojucs — 
hence  would  not  have  followed  those  evil  design- 
ing men  into  war  against  their  brethren  at  the 
.North.  -     •  ■ 

So  we  sec  that  the  luck  of  generaleducatiori  gave 
political  tricksters  the  power  to  lead  tlie  ignor- 
ant 'population  headlong  and  Blindly  into  one 
grand  and  great  vortex  of  r'lfin.'

by  operating  upon  their  widkcd  hearts. 

It  is  true  there  arc  dangers  attending  those  in' 
the  pursuit  of  education,  Vmt  there  are  infinitely 
greater  dangers  attending  those  w'ho  are  content  to 
live  and  die  in  ignorances  Such  are  liable  to  be 
led  Unawares  itito  many  errors  from  which  they 
cannot  extricate  themselves.  On  the  other  iiand, 
thej'  who  have  a  good  education  can  judge  and  acfi 
for  themselves,  and  arciiot  bouijd  by  the  shackles 
of  iguorancfc  tiud  Oi'rof. 

Were  wc  restored  to  the  ancient  paradise  in  full 
fellowship  comiiiuuiou  with  God  as  our  first  pa- 
rents Avefu,  there  v.'ould  be  no  necessity  of  edu- 
cating dnd  trying  to  ameliorate  our  coTjdition.— • 
But  our  education  would  come  to  us  direct  from' 
the  Almighty,  and  our  condition  would  be  com- 
plete happiae.-oi 

Through  the  fall  of  man  we  arc  placed  a  great 
distance  from  God,  and  he  Avorks  by  njcans  to  draw 
us  back  to  him — heuccwe  must  educate,  and  learn 
to  know  his  will.  Do  not  understand  mu  to  mean 
that  we  mustgct  a  little  book  knowdcdge  and  then 
turn  Fop.  But  let  your  education  he  the  study 
and  practice  of  the  saying?  and  M'ritings  of  tht! 
most  eminent  and  pious  persons  of  which  wc  have 
any  record.  _  Let  it  be  the  study  of  nature  and 
true  scienije — having  nothing  in  view  but  the 
glory  of  God  and  the  advancement  of  his  cause  m 
the  hearts  of  the  children  of  men, 

Tlferc  is  another  feature  I  would  notice  in  tlic' 
two  classes  mentioned  in  tlie  begiuuing  of  this  ar^ 
tide,  that  is  in  proportion  as  education  becomes  gen- 
eral, crime  diminishes.  It  is  very  true  some  edu- 
cated men  turn  out  bad ;  but  look  for  a  moment 
in  our  prisons  and  ask  the  prisoners  to  give  an  ac- 
count of  their  e.irly  life,  and  yoit  will  irnd  that 
most  of  them  wore  allowed  to  grow  up' in  ignorance 
and  vice.  Their  parents  ot  guardians  took  no 
interest  in  educating  their  cluldrcn,  but  allowed 
those  under  tlieir  care  to  grow  ii^)  in  ignoranco 
and  crime — hence  the  fi;tal  results. 

O,  parents,  you  who  jiavc  the  care  of  children,' 
look  to  your  interest  and  the  interest  and  \velfaro 
of  your  offspring.  Bring  them  up  in  the  nurture 
and  admonition  of  the  Lord,  b_v  placing  in  their 
reach  means  of  instruction,  and  educate  them  ui 
the  o'ood  and  right  wav.  Then  when  thev  grow 
up  thoy  will  rise- and  call  you  blessed.  But  if. 
you  neglect  their  proper  educ.ttion,  they  will  curso' 
you  for  your  neglect  of  duty  toward  them. 

Kind  PiLtlR-lM  reader.?,  think  of  these  things,- 
and  prepare  to  'give  a  good  account  of  your  steward- 
ship. Get  wi.sdom  and  with  all  thy  getting  geti 
undorstahcrmg.  For  God  will  bring  all  thiugis 
into  iudgmcnt  whetlior  tliey  be  good  or  evil.

Inasmuch  as  you  request  me,  in  your  letter,  to 
jnfo'ni  you  in  regard  to  certain  things,  I  will  say 
that  if  I  know  myself,  it  has  been  through  a  spirit 
of  love  to  the  soul  that  has  prompted  mc  to  reply 
to  3'our  letter.  You  say  you  believe  in  a  religion 
that  is  soul-satisfying — tiiat  man  can  kno\y  for 
liimsclf  and  not  another. 

Where  we  have  the  word  religion,  as  given  by 
the  aposllc  James,  1  :  37,  we  find  that  the  ger- 
luan  language  makes  it  plais,  (hat  it  is  cerviug 
God.  I  wan4  you  prayerfully  to  remember  the 
language  of  the  Savior  as  given  by  Luke,  6  ch., 
46  v.,  "  and  wliy  call  ye  me  Lord,  Lord,  and  do 
not  the  things  which  I  say."  Read  the  remaining 
part  of  the  chapter,  aud  draw  your  own  conclusion, 
to  sec  if  your  building  may  not  bo  something  like 
the  man  there  spoken  of,  that  undertook  to  erect 
a  building  without  a  foundation,  and  remember 
at  the  same  time  that  all  such  buildings  are  going 
finally  to  iltll,  and  great  vrill  be  the  fall.  And 
'also  that  wc  read  in  Proverbs  14:  12,  "there  is 
a  way  which  sccmeth  right  unto  a  man,  but  the 
end  thereof  are  the  ways  of  death." 

I  have  done  as  you  requested  of  me  to  seriously 
consider,  and  the  more  I  consider  thft  more  I  pity 
such  that  make  light  of  any  of  the  commandments, 
as  seems  very  clear  to  any  one  who  reads  your  let- 
ter, that  you  seem  greatly  to  under-value  the  com- 
mandments of  tlie  Lord  Jesus,  and  his  holy  ai)os- 
tlc3.  And  further,  I  will  tell  you  upon  the  au- 
thority of  God's  word,  that  there  is  nothing  going 
to  give  rest  to  the  soul,  or  satisfy  the  soul  except 
the  yoke  ot  the  Lord  Jesus.  Matt.  11  :  28,  29, 
30.  '•'  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  labor,  and  are 
heavy  laden,  aud  I  will  give  you  rest.  Take  my 
yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me ;  for  I  am  meek 
and  lowly  ;  arwl  ye  shall. find  rest  unto  your  souls, 
for  my  yoke  is  easy  and  my  burden  is  light."  I 
want  you  here  to  notice,  that  there  is  no  rest 
promised  to  the  soul  without  taking  upon  our- 
-sclvas  the  yoke  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  M-hich  we  can 
only  do  by  doing  all  the  commandments.  It  don't 
matter  how  good  a  man  may  feel,  it  is  only  a 
temporal,  or  partial  rest,  as  here  above  given  by 
the  Saviour,  until  you  take  tip  the  yoke,  and  here 
1  have  my  fears  thit  thousands,  yes,  tens  of  thou- 
Kinda  stop  too  soon,  and  may  think  they  have  re- 
Mgion.  and   aot  iwovc    to  he   that  pure   religion 


spoken  of  by  the  apostle  James,  and  if  not  pure  we 
will  miss  heaven.  Vv"e  must  purify  our  Eonls  in 
obeying  the  truth  tlirough  the  spirit  unto  un- 
feigned love  of  the  brethren.  "  See  that  ye  love 
one  another  with  pure  heart,  fervently,  being  born 
again  not  of  corruptible  seed,  but  of  iucorrujjtible, 
by  the  word  of  God,  which  liveth  and  abideth 
forever."— 1st  Peter,  1  :  22,  23. 

We  may  go  about  and  try  to  establish  our  own 
righteousness^  but  ray  dear  friend,  I  want  to  do 
my  duty  by  telling  you  with  candor,  that  anything 
short  of  the  righteousness  of  God,  will  not  make 
us  blameless  in  his  sight.  "  And  they  were  botii 
righteous  before  God,  walking  in  all  the  command- 
ments and  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blameless." — 
Luke  1:6.  "  He  that  saith  I  know  him,  and 
keepeth  not  his  commandments,  is  a  liar,  and  the 
truth  is  not  in  him." — 1st  epistle  of  John,  2,  4. — 
God  forbid  that  any  of  us  will  be  found  to  be  liars, 
and  the  truth  not  in  us,  for  all  such  will  have 
their  part  in  the  lake  that  burncth  with  fire  and 
brimstone.  "  For  without  aredogs,]and  soreerei-s, 
and  whoremongers,  and  murderers,  and  idolaters, 
and  v.'hosoever  loveth  and  maketh  a  lie."  Rev.  22  : 
26. 

It  seems  that  my  preaching  on  the  day  of  old 
sister  Holmans  funeral,  bad  considerHble  bearing 
on  your  mind.  Would  to  God  that  it  might  have 
the  desired  effect  upon  you,  as  well  as  upon  all 
others  who  make  light  of  the  M'ord  of  God.  You 
seem  to  try  to  spiritualize  the  commandments  out 
of  existence.  You  say  you  are  willing  to  hold 
your  heart  aud  head  under  the  oil  press  of  God's 
saving  power.  It  seems  you  have  lost  sight  of 
where  God's  saving  power  is  to  be  found.  "  For 
I  am  not  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  for  it  is 
the  power  of  God  unto  .^alvation  to  every  one  that 
believcth."  Rom.  1:16. 

You  also  think  the  oil  we  use  for  anointing  is 
impure.  Be  careful  how  you  handle  the  word, 
lest  you  be  found  figljting  against  God.  Remem- 
ber the  voice  that  spake  to  Peter.  "  What  God 
hath  cleansed,  that  call  not  thou  common  or*  un- 
clean." Acts  10:  15.  God  has  cleansed  his  word, 
therefore,  in  the  name  of  God,  don't  object  to  his 
word.  You  think  the  sick  sluidd  always  be  laised 
up  from  the  bed  of  afBiction.  James  don't  say  bo, 
but  he  says,  ''the  Lord  shall  raise  him  up,-*"'  wa 
understand  if  not  from  a  bed  of  sickness,  unto  a 
higher  ei-yoyment  of  happiness,'  for  we  read,. 
•'  bless.'id  are  they  ^hat  d^  Lis  i^DiUiaaQdnients,  that 
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they  may  have  right  to  the  tree  of  life,  and  may 
enter  iu  through  the  gates,  into  the  city."  Rev. 
22  :  4. 

All  the  commandments  have  a  spiritual  import, 
but  we  must  observe  them  literally,  in  order  tore- 
tvivethe  spiritual  benefit.  Wiscn  theSaviourspokc 
to  Nicodemus  in  regard  to  being  born  of  water 
and  the  spirit,  and  also  in  regard  to  tlie  wind 
blowing,  and  then  before  clo.sing  that  subjwt says, 
"'  if  I  have  told  yon  eart,h!_y  thing?,  and  ye  believe 
not,  how  shall  yc  believe  if  1  tell  you  of  heavenly 
things."  John  3:12. 

Uaptisra,  the  Lord's  supper,  feet-wa'ihing,  the 
communion,  the  holy  kiss,  and  anointing  tlio  sick 
with  oil,  are  all  things  that  we  must  do  while  here 
v;pon  thii  earth,  in  order  to  receive  the  beue-its 
of  lieavcii.  Remember,  dear  friends,  that  man 
livcth  not  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every  ■\\ord  that 
proecedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of  God,  and  what 
God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man  put  assun- 
der.  Faith,  repentance  and  baptism  are  counect- 
od,  and  we  dare  not  put  them  assundcr.  In  this 
way  we  put  on  Christ,  "  for  as  many  of  you  as  have 
been  baptized  into  Christ,  have  put  on  Christ," 
and  this  is  the  only  way  to  put  on  Christ. 

I  am  astonished  that  some  men  suppose  they 
Jiave  been  the  followers  of  the  lacek  and  lowly 
■Jesus,  aud  at  the  same  time  never  became  willin<r 
to  put  him  on,  even  go  so  far  as  to  receive  nicm- 
Ijcrs  into  churcli  fellowshij) — any  way  they 
please  to  come.  "What  an  iuconsistcney,  v.'hcn  at 
the  same  time  wc  read,  "  One  Lord,  one  faith,  one 
baptism."  Eph.  1 :  5.  And  also  the  great  com- 
nnmion,  "go  ye  therefore  and  toiich  all  nations, 
baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  tiic  Fatlier,  and  of 
the  Son,  and  of  the  Iloly  Ghost."  Now  take  no- 
tice, the  teacher  is  to  teach  the  word,  and  the  ap- 
plicant must  receive  and  obey;  for  instance,  an 
applicant  comes  to  me  and  I  begin  to  ask  him 
questions.  Do  you  think  baptism  is  essential  to 
your  soul  salvation,  and  if  it  is,  how  do  you  want 
to  be  baptized  ?  Why,  it  seems  to  me  tiiat  almost 
any  school  boy  should  see  the  inconsistency.  In 
this  case  the  applicant  would  be  the  teacher.  God 
Jiavc  mercy  on  such  poor  teachers  that  don't  kuoM' 
^vhat  t(i  toiich. 

You  say  that  for  your  life  you  cannot  under- 
etand  the  commaudmentd  as  we  do.  If  vou  arc 
really  honest  and  sincere  iu  this  matter,  I  pity 
3-ou  very  wuch,  aud  wo  M-ill  be  engaged  for  you 
iu  prAvcr,  t'aat  the  Lord  i-my  oiicn  vour  eves  and 


heart  to  see  and  olxsy  his  Avord,  Bht  we  must  bo 
honest  men  and  women,  that  is,  not  haiidle  this 
word  deceitfully.  When  you  say  you  don't  £.id 
fault  with  your  brethren  that  observe  ffc'»'t-v.-asi;!i;p, 
t!u;n  certainly  you  cannot  And  Janlt  with  us,  as  the 
body  of  Christ,  for  observing  that  humiliating 
command  wdiich  the  Savior  told  Peter,  "  if  I  wash 
thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part  with  me,"  aud  this  al- 
so shovvS  clearly  that  there  must  be  a  fault  in  those 
that  don't  observe  this  holy  institution  of  the 
Lord.  As  in  fiuth,  rej>entancc  and  baptism,  so  iu 
feet-washing,  the  Lord's,  supjjcr,  and  the  .con;- 
munion.  They  arc  inseparably  connected,  also 
praying,  singing  and  anointing.  Examine  care- 
fully and  prayerfully  these  connections,  though 
you  must  not  pray  God  to  reveal  anything  that 
diu'ers  with  his  word.  Remember  that  his  v,"ord 
is  his  revealed  will  from  heaven  to  us,  his  crea- 
tures here  on  earth.  \\'c  are  taught  to  try  th« 
spirits.  "Beloved,  believe  not  every  spirit,  but 
try  the  spirits  whether  they  be  of  Go:].'"'  Johu 
3:1.  We  have  no  other  way  to  try  the  spirir, 
but  by  his  word,  and  every  spirit  that  don't  agre<j 
with  his  M'ord,  must  be  a  spirit  of  error. 

You  s-:em  to  find  fault  with  us  for  not  prcach-- 
iiig  more  to  all  nations.  I  think  if  you  rightly' 
inform  yourseii",  we  make  as  much  clfoit  as  any 
other  persuasion,  and  our  councils  arc  advising' 
still  to  make  mere  eilbrt  in  that  direction.  You 
say  that  mother  Holnian  v.as  satisfied  with  her 
daughter  ilargaret's  religion,  and  she  got  her  re- 
ligion among  the  United  Brethren.  Margaret  is 
in  the  hands  of  God,  as  well  as  the  old  sister,  her 
mother,  an'l  tliey  both  will  receive  a  just  reward 
for  what  they  have  done  while  here  in  the  body, 
and  therefore  wc  will  not  judge  them,  but  lenvo 
them  in  the  hands  of  a  merciful  God.

I  understand,  means  that  the  true  followers  of  Je- 
sns  will  not  adorn   their  bodies   with  proud  and 
tiselcES  adornings  which  are  B&t  for  .usefulness  nor 
comfort,  vvhere"of  this  world    has  much ;  such  as^ 
plaiting  of  the  hair,   and  wearing   of  gold,  or  of 
puteing    on   apparel.     T^iese  are    things    that    I 
greatly     fear,     dear    bretiiren   and    sisters,     we 
avc  not  as  much  concerned  about  as  we  should  be 
to  av«d  tbem.     For   instance,  when    the  shi^^ 
repents  and  believes  the  gospel,  and   is  received 
into  church  fellowship,  le  promisee  to  renounce  the

FEARFTL  LOSS  OF  LIFE.

•The  cross  was  of  .the  Latin  form,  the    foot  be- 
■iug  inserted  on  a  stout   plank,  and   the  criminal, 
standing  on  a  board,  had  nails  driven  through  his 
feet,  his  hands  sti'etched  and    nailed  to  the  cross- 
l>cam,  liis  legs  was  fastened  to   the  cross    with  an 
iron  chain,  and  his  arms  bound  with  cords,  and  on 
the.  cord  round  his  waist  was  inserted   a  piece  of 
.wood;   on  which  was  written  his  name  and  oifense; 
'a  fiinail  piece  on  his  right  arm  contained    his  sen- 
tence, namely,  to    remain  on    the  cross    dav  and 
night  until  he  died ;  another  on  his  left  arm,  had 
the  name  of  the  judge,  with  his  titles  and  oiiices. 
The  criminal  was  nailed  to   the  cross   inside  the 
"Yamun,  in  the   presence  of  the    magistrate,  and 
then  carried  by  four  coolies  to  one    of  the  princi- 
pal thoroughfires  leading  from  the  city,  where  he 
was  left  during  the  day,  but  removed  at  night  in- 
side the  prison,  for  foar  of  his   friends  attem])ting 
jVO  Sycufe  hiiH,  and  again  carried  forth  at  daylight 
in  chai'ge  of  two  ccldiers. 

He  was  crucified  at    u<;cn  on    "Wodnoeday,  and 
!Mr.  3qn%   conversed    witii   him  at   fiy.e  in   the 


struck  the  oil  car,  and  fragments  of  the  oil  car  were  shat- 
tered in  crery  direction  and  at  cnce  ignited,  enveloping  the 
entire  e.xj)rcss  train  in  flames. 

The  express  train  wa  s  composed  of  a  locomotive,  caio 
baggage  ear,  one  express  car,  end  five  or  six  sleeping  cars. 
The  locomotive  was  at  ouce  hraled  into  the  river  and  the 
engineer  killed,  and  the  baggage  and  express  cars  were 
piled  on  top  of  the  engine.  At  the  same  time  the  Chicago 
sleeping  car  was  oae  sheet  of  flame,  and  though  desperate 
attempts  were  made  to  rescue. she  passengers,  it  is  said  not 
one  got  out  .ilive.  Two  of  the  other  sleeping  cars  next  to 
it  were  also  wrapped  in  flames,  but  the  passengers  in  them 
all  got  out  safely,  and  then  the  bridge  took  fire. 

In  less  than  ten  minutes  afterward  ilie  ;s'ii.oje  structure 
fell,  carrying  with  it  the  Chicago  car,  and  buryicg  it  and 
its  inmates  out  of  sight  under  the  water  and"  among 
the  ruins  of  the  loccmotive  and  express-cars 

This  terrible  result  settled  all  doiibts  as  to  the  probability 
of  rescuing  any  one,  dead  or  alive,  and  then  there  was  no- 
thing to  do  till  daylight.

'  •  Exercise  lUysL'll"  rather  unto  godliness.  For  bodily 
exercise  proliteth  little  :  but  godliness  is  profitable  unto  all 
things,  leaving  promise  of  the  life  that  now  is,  and  of  thai 
which  is  to  come.''' — 1  Tim.  4  :  7,  8. 

Timothy,  a  young  brotlier,  ordained  the  first 
l)ishop  of  the  church  of  Epliesians,  liaving  the 
care  of  souls  committed  to  his  cliarge,  and  living 
in  an  age  of  superstition,  idolatr}-,  and  monvl  cor- 
ruption, and  Paul  knowing  that,  "  evil  comnnini- 
(•ations  corrupt  good  manners,"  is  very  solicitious 
for  liim,  and  hence  the  instructions  given  him, 
how  to  behave  himself  in  the  house  of  the  Lord, 
&c.  Here  he  charges  him  to  exorcise  himself 
rather  unto  godliness.  That  tiic  apostle  alludes 
here  to  the  gymnastic  exercises  among  the  Greeks, 
I  think  there  is  no  douljt.  These  games  or  exer- 
cises consisted  in  running,  wrestling,  boxing, 
throwing  the  quoit,  e^'c.  To  the  three  former  the 
apostle  alludes  1  Cor.  9 :  24,  27.  All  those  who 
contended  in  these  cxcrci.ses  Avcnt  through  a  long 
.state  and  series  of  painful  preparations.  Hear  the 
cliar"-e  criveii  those  who  enter  the  list :  "  Do  you 
wish  to  gain  the  prize  at  the  Olympic  games  ? — 
Consider  the  requisite  preparations,  and  the  conse-  j 
quonces.  You  must*  observe  a  strict  regimen ; 
must  live  on  food  which  you  dislike ;  you  must 
abstain  from  all  delicacies  ;  must  exercise  your- 
self at  tlie  necessary  and  prescribed  times,  both  in 
heat  and  in  cold;  you  must  drink  nothing  cool- 
ing; take  no  wine  as  formerly;  in  a  word,  you 
must  put  yourself  under  tlie  direction  oi  !x  pitgl- 
//.?/,  as  you  would  under  these  of  a  physician ;  and 
afterward  enter  the  list.  Hear,  you  may  yet  get 
vour  *rm  broken,  your  foot  put  out  of  joint,  be 


obliged  to  swallow  moiithfiilis  of  dust,  to  receive, 
many  stripes,  and  after  all  be  conquered." — Clark. 

All  these  suffered  much  hardship  in  bodily  ex- 
ercise in  order  to  conquer,  and  yet  were  uncertain 
of  victory ;  and  in  case  of  victory,  the  crown  was 
a  corruptible  one,  made  either  of  wild  olive,  lau- 
rel, parsley  or  pine  leaves.  These  were  all  cor- 
ruptible, for  they  began  to  wither  as  soon  as  tliey 
^^■ere  separated  from  the  trees,  or  plucked  out  of 
the  earth.  In  opposition  to  this  the  apostle  says, 
])e  contended  for  an  incorruptible  crown  =—th'; 
heavenly  inheritance.  So  Timothy  is  to  exercise 
himself  unto  godliness,  tiiat  he  might  be  prepared 
for  tlie  kingdom  of  licaven,  and  there  receive  a 
crown  tliat  fadeth  not  away. 

The  bodily  exercise  in  those  gymnastic  ex- 
ercises, so  highly  esteemed  among  the  Greeks, 
are  of  but  little  jirofit ;  they  refer  only  to  this  li/r, 
for  the  applause  of  men,  and  are  of  little  Avorth. 
So  ill  Christianity.  All  the  bodily  exercise  by 
which  some  hope  to  merit  heaven,  is  of  little 
profit.  The  body  must  contribute  its  share  in  the. 
performance  of  all  religious  acts.  In  prayer,  re~ 
pe'ntanee,  baptism,  feet- washing  and  the  Lc/rd'.s 
supper,  the  communion  of  bread  and  wine,  the 
holy  kiss,  fasting,  alms  giving,  itc,  all  require  a 
share  of  the  bodily  exercise.  But  this  is  not  the 
bodily  exercise  which  the  apostle  f^ays  profifeth  lil~ 
tie.

THE  KIXGDOxM  OF  GOD. 

{'or  tho  Kingdom  of  God  ic  uot  mr,-»l  r.Md  cirink.  Iiul 
yighK-oiisucg.s,  and  peace,  and  joy  in  Ihe  lloly  Ghoet.  Rom, 
tUHptcr  14,  vci-sc  17. 

These  words  can  be  found  in  Paul's  epistle  to 
the  Romans,  as  indicated  above.  Who  fousided  the 
churcli  at  Rome,  cannot  now  be  determined.  ^Yc 
have  no  evidence  that  Paul  did,  but  rather  have 
evidence  that  he  did  not.  This  will  be  percej)!!- 
ble  by  an  explanation  of  the  Isfc  -chapter  of  this 
rpistlo  and  at  verse  13,  where  he  rather  apologizes 
that  lie  had  not  been  there,  and  assigns  hindran- 
ces of  pome  kind. 

Neither  can  wc  suppose  that  (as  is  the  opinion 

wf  some)  Peter  founded   it.     Especially  if  we  arc 

reipiired  to  believe  that  Peter    was  invested  with 

all  the  power  of  modern  po])cs.    Sliould  that  have 

been  the   case,    Paul   would    not   dared    to  have 

ignored  the  presence  of  Peter.     Again,  had  Peter 

really  been  noiic  No.  1,  invested  with  ail  the  power 

and'dignity  of  modern  popes,  he  would  not  have 

vioignod  himself  to    consult  Paul,    nor  ifroidd  he 

have  permitted  his  people  to  have    consulted  him 

U'pc-n    any  subject    whatever.     AVe  may   as    well 

then  give  up  the  investigation  as  to    who  was  the 

founder  of  the  church    at  Rome — for    it  will  be 

fruitless,    nor    is  it    important  to    know  for    our 

present  purposes. 

It  is  however  plain  that  Paul  was  consulted  by 

fTie  churcli  with  regard  to  some  matters  pertain- 
ing to  the  church  at  Rome.  At  the  time,  said 
fhurch  was  made  up  of  both  Jews  and  Gentiles. 
AV'hatever'elsc  may  bc°said  of  the  Jews  they  never 
were  idolaters  as  a  nation,  whilst  the  Gentiles 
were,  and  as  such  they  had  many  feasts  in  hon- 
or of  their  numerous  gods,  which  was  a  tax  upon 
their  time  and  purse.  ' 

Some  of  whom  M'erc  slnmg  in  the  tiiith,  and 
cllwrs  were  not.  The  strong  in  faitli  were  not 
afraid  to  attend  those  pagan  leasts,  and'  even  cat 
llesh  which  had  previously  been  ofi'erod  to  the  Pa- 
gan gcdsj.  but  now  not  to  honor  the  gods,  but  sim- 
ply to  gratify  their  appetites.  The  weak  in  faith 
were  afraid  to  thus  indulge,  and  tliought  that  those 
possessing  stronger  liiith  should-  uot  be  permitted 
to  do  50  cither.- 


This  is  one  of  the  subjects  submitted  to  Paul' 
for  his  couusel.  And  how  does  he  solve  it?  Does 
he  take  part  with  the  one  party  and  protest  against 
the  other?  Not -so.  How  Llien  ?  ^Vhy,  he  en- 
deavors to  recoucile  tbeni  to  each  other.  To  the 
one  party  he  says,  receive  your  weak  brother,  but 
not  to  doubtful  disputatious,  if  he  'is  content  to 
eat  Botliing  but  herbs,  do  not  enjoin  upon  hiro. 
meat  of  any  kind,,  mucii  less  that  that  has  been 
oflered  to  idols.  T\)  those  of  weak  faith  he  says, 
why  will  ye  judge  your  brother  who' believes  he 
may  eat  all  things,  meat  offered  to  idols  even. 
But  in  matters  of  this  kind  he  would  say,  "Let- 
every  man  be  fully  persuaded  in  h's  ov/n  mind." 
Yet,  "HaiVpy  is  he  that  condemneth  not  himself 
in  that  thing  which  he  alloweth.'"' 

Paul  would  say  to  the  strong  in  faith,  although' 
you  can  return  to  the  feasts  in  which  you  used-  to 
participate  in,  cat  the  flesh  of  those  animals  oifer- 
ed  to  the  idol  gods — ^drink  the v/inc,partof  whioJi.- 
was  poured  out  npoo  the  altars  of  idolatry,  and  ■ 
do  it  without  any  detriment  to  your  christian  faith ,- 
yet  don't  do  it,  and  perchance  your  ^yeak  brother 
to  make  a  shipreek  of  his  faith — don't  do  it,  make 
an  effort  to  allay  those  bickerings  amdlig  you — " 
"For  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  meat  and  drink 
but  righteousness,  and  jieaee,  and  joy  in  tiie  Holy 
Ghost." 

Those  -who  think  that  Paul  would  have  denied- 
himsclf  ordinary  meat  sre  certainly  mistaken,  but 
simply  such  meat  as  had  been  dcsceratcd  in  conse- 
quence of  h.iving  first  been  oiiered  to  idols  (in'  the' 
opinion  of  some  chaistiana)  yei  not  realhj  desecrated . 
Hence' to  eat  or  uot  fc  cat  this  kind  of  meat,  or  to- 
drink  wine  thus  used  in  Pagan  v^'orsliip,  will  make 
them  no  better  nor  worse.  God  Vi'ill  know  their  "^ 
motives  iu  thus  participating,  nor  would  or  did 
Paul  assume  to  threaten  an  expulsion  from  church- 
fellowship  on  account  of  such  iudulgencc.

Oar  niinisfcring  brethren  are  sometimes  iiuilled  j 
by  professei's  of  other  denoniiiiations,  and  some- | 
times  bv  brcthieji,  for  preaching  too  niisch  on  : 
the  ordinance;*.  One  brother  says:  "We  jie.er; 
hear  thcra"  (the  Apostles)  "preaching  the  Chris- 
tian ordinances  until  the  people  inquiretl  what 
they  must  do.  "Xow  tlie  Apostles  ahvijys  adapted 
tlieir  discourse  to  the  conditions  of  the  hearorSj 
and  so  should  we.  Tlie  burden  of  tlieir  labors 
was  to  convince  the  yjcoplc,  boSh  Jews  and  Gen- 
tiles, thiit  Jesus  was  tlie  Christ,  and  that  He 
arose  from  the  dead,  and  that  there  is  salvation  in 
no  other.  When  any  became  eon^■inccd  of  this, 
it  was  an  easy  matter  to  conviitce  thcra  what  they 
must  do  to  be  saved.  But  noNV  it  is  (juitc  differ- 
ent. Unless  wc  would  preach  to  Jews  or  Pagans, 
wc  need  not  prove  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  and 
that  He  arose  from  the  dead  ;  for  this  is  generally 
admitted,  and  preached  by  ail  who  profess  to  be 
Christian  ministers.  But  in  regard  to  the  ordi- 
nances, some  preach  and  practice  quite  diifereut 
from  what  the  Saviour  and  the  Apostles  taught, 
yomc  have  substituted  infant  sprinkling  for  be- 
lievers bajitism.  Others  preach  that  the  appliea- 
ticni  of  water  in  any  way  would  answer,  others 
again,  that  baptism  is  not  essential  to  salvation. 
A  '^rge  majority  reject  fcet-wasliing,  and  some 
practice  none  of  the  ordinances. 

Xow  if  we,  in  preaching  to  the  people,  could 
convince  them  that  they  arc  sinners,  and  that 
"Wiiile  they  are  out  ofCiirist  they  arc  lost,  and 
would  not  tell  them  liow  to  proceed  in  order  to 
get  into  Christ,  until  they  would  come  to  us  and 
inquire,  they  might  not  come  to  us  to  iunuire, 
but  go  to  some  one  who  would  lead  them  into  the 
Afroug  pew.  So  it  seems. to  be  necessary  in  our 
day  to  reason  with  tliem  and  explain  to  them  the 
ordinances,  as  delivered  unto  us  by  the  Saviour, 
and  tiiat  in  order  to  meet  His  apjirobation,  they 
must  associate  with  a  people,  wh.o  practice  as  near 
according  to  the  exaiuple  and  precept  of  the  Lord 
as  possible.  If  there  Vi-cre  no  ])reachcr3  but  suc'i 
as  preach  the  pure  doctrine  of  Ch.rist,  it  would 
perhaps  not  be  necessary  to  speak  on  tlie  ordinan- 
ces till  iuquiry  would  be  made.  13ut  as  there 
are  sucii,  and  -uch  lo<i,  vrlio  upcnly  and  boldly 
assail  the  instilutioiis  ofihe    Saviour,    and  speak 


contemptuously  of  them,  it  isln'gldy  necessary  and 
important  tliat  the  brethren  stand  in  defence  of 
the  truth,  and  preach  on  those  points  thus  assailed 
and  rejected.  The  Apostles  not  only  rebuked, 
those  who  preached  unsound  doctritie,  ( for  such 
there  were  in  the  latter  part  of  tlie  Apostolic  pgc,) 
but  whenever  an  error  crept  into  the  church,  they 
immediately  attacked  and  exposed  it. 

Let  us,  then,  not  shun  to  declare  all  the  coiui- 
sel  of  God,  (though  it  lias  become  very  unpopu- 
lar to  do  so,)  so  that,  when  our  race  is  run,  we 
can  say  :  "I  am  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men.'

TliAt  tlic  int"oihictiou  of  Christianity  iiUo  the 
Vi-orW,    considering    the    character   of  'its    divine 
founder,  tlic  nature  and  tendency  of  its  doctrine 
and  prcceptri,  siioultl  give  birth  to  persecution  is 
.^urjirising.     The  Son  of  God  is  described  to  us  as 
meek  and  lowly,  as  Jioly  and  1  armless.     Xever 
did  any  other  on  earth  give  so  illustrious  an  ex- 
ample  of  bencyolcnce,  patkncc  and  khidness.— 
(■hrist  so  far  from  manifesting  a  persecuting  spirit 
himself,    lie    suffered    reproaches    and   indign'itics 
■without  a  murnuir.     Wiien  reviled  !ic  reyij^d  act 
again,  but  gave  a  noble  cxinLItion  of  that  sclf- 
ilcnial,  meekness  and    fortitude  which  he  enjoined 
his  followors  to  practice  after  him.     So  far  from 
encouraging  anj  methods  of  persecutions,  he  re- 
buked and  put  a  stop  to  every  appearance  of  per- 
secution.    When  hia  disciples  would  have  called 
down  fire  from  heaven  to  consume  the  Samaritans 
who  received  him,  he  rebuked  them,  saying,  "  ye 
know  not  what  manner  of  spirit  ye  are  of,  fte  Son 
of  man  is  not  come  to  destroy  men's  lives,  but  to 
save  them."     And  when  Peter  cut  off  the  ear  of 
one  of  the  high  priest's  servants  npon  his  laying 
his  hands  on  him,  he  severely  reproved    bim.— 
"Put  up  again  thy  sword  into    its  place,    for  all 
tliey  that    take  the  sword  shall  perish  T\-ith   the 
sword,"  and    in  order  to  insure  his  followers   of 
their   ambition    and    pride,  and  to  prevent  their 
claiming  undue  power,  he  gave  them  an  example 
of  humility  and    coudescention    in   washing   and 
wiping  th.ir  feet,  and  forbid  them  imitatin^g  the 
Gentiles    by   exercising   dominion  and  authority. 
"But  whosoever  will  be  great  amongst  -you,  let 
hun  be  your  servant,  oven  as  the  Son  of  m'an  came 
not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to

In  the  proceeding  Chap.,  Sec.  22,  we  have  tlii.s 
additionar  testimony :  "All  the  writei's  of  this 
first  and  Infantifc  age  of  tlvc  chlirch  jybsxS'xd  lit- 
tle learning,  genius  or  ■eloquence ;  but  in  their 
simple  and  unpolislisd  manner  they  e.\pr.:ss  cle- 
%'atcd  p'efy.  AnJ  this  is  honorable'  rather  than 
reproachful  to  the  christian  can.-;e.  For,  that  a 
large  part  of  the  human  race  should  be  coiivcrLed 
to  Chr'st  by  illiterate  and  imbecile  men,  shows 
that  the  propagation  of  Christianity  must  be  as- 


neitlier  logic  nor  letters  had  been  overlooked  by 
thom."  But  we  cnnuot  see  it  thus.  It  has  been 
always  claimed  as  (he  chief  gloiy  of  the  church, 
and  one  of  the  brightest  evidences  of  Its  divine  or- 
igin that  It  truimphed  glorioasly  over  the  proud 
philosophy  of  the  Icariicd  Greek,  and  self-righteous 
Jciv,  unaided  by  the  precepts  of  art,  the  appli- 
ftiK'CS  of  human  learning.  Wc  cannot  meekly 
barter  this  our  glor)-  for  arguments  to  uphold  hu- 
man institutions. 

^Matthew  was  a  tax-gatherer,  but  it  does  not 
signify  that  he  possessed  even  ordinary  intellectual 
attainments,  and  in  his  narrative  of  the  sayings 
and  doings  of  our  Lord,  no  skill  or  mental  culture 
above  thiVt  of  an  ordinary  letter  writer  is  exhib- 
ited. Luke,  Apollas  and  ilanaan  are  not  of  the 
Apostolic  family,  anil,  though  they  are  adduced  to' 
show  that  there  were  learned  nren  among  the 
pvimitive  expositions  of  Christianity,  yet  we  arc 
well  assured  that  they  did  not  deem  it  essential 
that  intellectual  culture  should  support  them  in 
their  ministerial  labors. 

On  this  point  ]\foshicn>  iut&rn>s  us  in  his  IILs- 
tory  of  the  Church,  Book  1st,  Century  1st,  Part 
2,  Chap.  3,-Sec.  3,  that  (he  manner  of  teaching  re- 
ligious truths  was  perfectly   simple,    and    rciuntc 


^visdom,  as  "  in  after  years  they  gave  evidence  that  i  cribetl,  not  to  human  abilities  and  elorjuencc,  but 

to  a  Divine  power,'' 

And, further  on  Page  48,  Vol.  1,  j^ifos.  His.,- 
Sec.  8,  he  says  :  "  The  cause  must  have  been  di- 
vine, which  could  enable  men,  destitute  of  all  hu- 
man aid,  poor  and  friendless,  neither  eloquent  nor 
learned,  fishenncn  and  publicans,  in  so  short  ;i 
stimc  to  persuade  a  great  part  of  mankind  to  aban- 
don the  religion  of  their  fathers,. and  to  embrace  a 
new  religion  which  is  opposed  to  the  netural  dis- 
position's of  m'cir.

i\Iiich  nlorc  migl:<-t  bo  called  from  the  records  of 
antic|ulty  in  coufirn\ation  of  God's  purpose  in  re- 
jecting the  aid  of  human  -NY'Isdom  In  propagating 
his  l?oly  religion,  but  if  It  is  not  unequivocally 
verlUcd  by  what  is  already  produced,  more  would- 
not  suffice,  and  even  an  appeal  to  the  scriptures

Xeverthcles.^  whitt  docs  that  significant  pa.ssagc

learning.  But  the  united  testimony  of  antiquity 
contradicts  it.

erman  ofGallilce;  yet  when  tliey  liftetl  up  their! 
voices  in  defence  of  th-e  sublime  trutlis  of  Christi-  | 
anitv,  mens  hearts  trembled  and  quaked.  ]Niany 
whom  we  now  could  nan^c  that  are  now  living 
can  thus  wield  the  sword,  but  we  cannot 
speak  of  their  deeds  till  tliey  are  past  the 
j'Wner  of  the  enemy.  "         I 

-Of  the  dead  we  can  recall  their  works  with  j 
profit.  Daniel  Thomas,  of  Kockingham  co.,  Ya.  } 
ivas  a  man  of  veri/  ordinary  intellectual  attain-  ' 
ntents,  vet  he  ^wsscssed  a  power  tliat  proceeded  I 
from  a  licart  imbued  M'ith  holy  power  that  was  j

Cvncerning  the  services  of  (}ur  educated  bi-eth- 
ren,  I  would  not  speak  dctractingly,  but,  apart  I'rom 
their  aliility  to  read  the  Scriptuies  in  the  tongues 
in  v>-liieh  they  were  first  written,  have  wc  not  good 
reason  to  S4.apixir?e  ttet  their  labors  would  have 
been  as  cffi-eient,  with  such  advantages  as  our  com- 
mon schools  afford  '.' 

In  conclusion  I  will  predict  two  results,  that 
will  proceed  from  this  establishment. 

Firet,  our  denomination  will  become  more  {wp- 
uiiir,  ami  in  iippearaace  and  luannws  wq  will  -rxxMi 
become  like  other  people.  We  will  lose  our  ]ie^ 
euliarities,  and  vanity  and  ostentation  A\ill  assume 
the  place  of  Jramility  and  self-abasement,  which 
formerly  distinguished  our  body. 

Second,  as  a  consequence  of  the  former,  our 
noted  humility,  always  the  pride  and  glory  of  the 
cliristian,  will  depart,  our  reliance  for  help  on  di- 
vine power  will  c«ase,  and  practical  piety  will  Ijc 
bat  Httle  eiiforecd  either  bv  precept  or  e-\ample. 

Our  desire  now  is  that  if  auTtlung  herein  can 
be  made  serviceable  to  the  welfare  of  tlic  ciiyn-h 
as  a  body,  and  to  individual  souls,  it  v.-ill  be  put 
to  practical  use,  and  made  the  basis  of  future  ac- 
tion, and  that  God  would  bless  it  to  that  end,  I 
cease  not  to  pray.

Siu  has  brought  ninch  labor,  pain,  and  sorrow 
into  this  world,  and  of  all  the  commands  given 
by  God  to  man,  there  is  none  plainer  than  that 
man  rausf  laJjor  if  he  would  live.  Even  before  he 
fell  by  transgnsssion,  he  ivas  not  to  be  IdJe.  God 
planted  a  garden  east\rjiixl  in  Eden,  and  there  he 
put  the  man  whom  Pic  had  formed,  as  the  Bible 
says,  "'to  dress  and  to  kecfi  it."  Man  has  been  so 
formed  that  a  certain  amount  of  labor  has  been 
found  necessary  for  his  enjoyment,  or  happiness. 
But  after  the  transgression,  his  lot,  yea  his  diOj, 
was  to  labor,  and  in  the  sweat  of  his  face  must  he 
eat  his  bread;  yea  says  the  Bible,  "in  solTow 
-halt  iiiou  cat  of  Tt  all  the  days  of  tliy'life." 
Idleness  ;s  one  of  the  great  sins  of  the  ehiklreu 
of  men,  as  it  shall  be  my  object  to  show.  There 
arc  manycases  which  wc  jnight  refer  to,but  as  by  the 
month  of  two  or  three  witnesses  every  word  shall 
be  established,  T  will  only  refer  to  a  few  of  the 
juany.  "Sin  "ls  the  transgression  of  the  law."' 
'i'licn  in  the  face  of  what  we  have  already  said, 
idlcnes-  is  the  iranv^gix-rfsioii  of  the  law,  in  conlir- 
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iuatioii  of  which  \vc  quulc    from   Paul,    "he  that  ( 
knowe'tli  to  do  good,  and  docth  it  not,  to  him  it  is  | 
sin."     Ao-iiin,  Sodom  aud  Gomorrali  are  set  forth  ; 
for  an  example,  sdfferiug  the  vengeance  of  eternal  ! 
tiro,  and  in  referring  to  the  sins  of  Sodom,,  vrc  find  | 
•■•abundance  cf  idleueas"  to  be  one  of  he*-  promi- 
nent    sins.       Paul  says,    "work- with    your  own  | 
liands,  as  wc  CL-rnniandcd  you,"  aud  "this  we  com- 
manded vou,  that  if  any  wouki  not  work,  neither 
siiould    he  eat."     It   has  been    remarked  with  a 
great  amount  of  ]?iblc    truth,  that   "every  child 
who  would  have  a  home   iu  heaven,    must  guard 
ag'unst  this,  sin."     To  the  mature  man  Paul  writes 
"if  auv  provide  not  for  his  own,  and  specially  for 
those  uf  his  own  house,  he  has  denied   the  faith, 
and  is  .vorsc  than  an  iufidcl."     I    have  now  said 
enough  for  temporal  labor,    and  as    the  Bible    is 
very  explicit    to  connect   the  labor  of  the  body, 
Avitii  that  of  the  soul,   the  subject   necessarily  re- 
quires it  that  I  make  some  remiirlis  on  the  latter; 
and  in  doing  so,  I  may  again  refer  to  some  of  the 
above   named  subjects.     To   labor  for    our  souls, 
sliould  be  ourfir^l  and  chief  aim. 

Christ  says,  "strive  to  enter  in  at  the  strait 
gait."  If  any  one  ever  gets  to  heaven  he  must 
strive,  or  agonize — make  immediate  and  strenu- 
ous ettbrts.  "Come  unt©  me  all  ye  that  labor  and 
iirc  heavy  laden,— 'is  the  language  of  our  Saviour, 
I  am  fully  convinced  some  streniious  effort,  some 
ai'-oniziu'^  labor,  some  immediate  force,  is  necessa- 
rv,  if  ever  a  sinner  reaches  the  mansions  of  glory, 
or  is  saved.  "The  kingdom  of  heaven  suffercth 
violence,  and  the  violent  take  it  by  force;"  yea, 
says  Christ,  "every  man  presseth  into  it."  While 
Christ  invites  to  come,  may  all  tliose  that  have 
"gone  astray,"  resolve  with  the  prodigal  "will 
arise,  and  go," — for  none  can  come  to  the  Father, 
Init  by  Christ,  the  Son.  But  while  all  sinners 
must  labor  if  they  desire  to  oome  to  Clii'ist,  it  is 
no  less- the  duty  o/  the  child  of  God<  The'  child 
of  God  must  labor  to  mta  into  rest,  he  must 
press  to-^^■ard  the  mark — he  must  run  the  race — 
he  must  fight  tlie  good  fi(?(it  of  faith — his  last 
works  must  be  mory  than  the  first.  I  infer  from 
Paul's  writings  that  if  we  do-  not  labor,  we  are  in 
danger  of  fallings  and-  experience  aud  observation 
have  proven  to  many,  the  tiutii  of  Paul's  lan- 
crua-i-o.  The  lukewarm  christian  God  will  spew 
out  of  His  mouth,  the  braui'h  liiat  bears  no  fruit 
he  will  take  away.  May  we  then  all  labor  iu  the 
""    vincvard  of  Clu'jst.     The  laivgu-jgc  already  quot- 


ed will  applv  to  the  soul,  as  wtU  as  the  body' 
namelv,  "tliat  if  aiiy  would'  not  work,  neither 
should  he  cat,"  and  "if  any  provide  not  tor  his 
own  house"  (that  is  food,  or  diet,)— for  fathers 
must  bring  up  their  cliildreii  iu  the  nurture  and 
admonitiou  of  theLord.  O,  parents,^  let  us  not 
neglect  the  souls  of  our  children,  for  in  the  way 
We^train,  or  bring  them  up,  they  will  continue  to 
"■0,  "Train  up  a  child  in  the  way  he  should  go. 
and  when  he  is  old  he  ^\-ill  not  depart  from  it." 
Parents,  do  we  believe  the  w-ord  of  the  Lord  ■.' 
Then  look  well  to  your  children/  and  spare  no 
time,  labor,  nor  means,  to  bfiug  them  lip'  in  the 
good  old  way  of  thf  Lm*d.  God's  people  ^raust 
bo  "a  peculiar  people  zealous"  of  good"  wOrks." 

Idleness  has  not  only  been  one  6f  the  great 
sins  of  the  world,  but  also  of  the  church,'.  I  mean 
there  has  been  those  iu  the  church  who  ii.as  been 
so.  One  of  tiie  seven  churches  in  Asia  had_  lost 
its  "first  love,"  and  froni  the  words  of  Christ  I 
infer  that  th'*y  were  negligent  in  some  of  their 
duties,  for  says'  He,  "if  ye  love  me  keep  my_  com- 
mandments;- and  says' the  apostle,  "this  is  the 
love  of  God,  that  we  keep  His  command meiit'?-.-'' 
Again,  anotlier,  church  Avas.  "lukewarm,"  and  of 
course  idle  to  its  duties,  for  w^e  are  "created  in 
Christ  Jesus  unto  good  works,"  and  of  course^  we 
arc  idle  if  we  do  not  walk  in  them.  I  infer  from 
the  language  of  Christ  that  idleness  is  a:in  whi-li 
will  be  the  cause  of  our  rejection  by  God."  EV- 
erv  branch  in  me  that  beareth  not  fruit,-  He'  tak- 
eth  awav,"  Paul  says,  "let  us  labor  to  enter  into 
tlia't  rest,  lest  any  man  fall.  .And  Peter  w^-ites; 
"if  ve  Jo  t nose  thing's,  ye  shall  never  fall ;-_"  aiirl- 
as  so' many  have  fallen  and  do  tltll,  we  mnsi  cbn- 
clude  that  they  have  not  labored  iu  all  things  as 
they  should  have  done,  and  of  course  were  idle  to 
some  of  their  duties.  It  was  when  the  disciples 
of  Christ  "continued  steadfastly  in  the  apostles' 
doctrine  aud  fellowship,  aud  iu  breaking  of  bread,- 
and  in  prayers,"  that  "fear  came  upon  every  soul, 
aud  many  wonders  and  signs  were  done  by  the 
apostles,"  and  that  "the  word  of  God  grew  so- 
ruighty  and  prevailed."  Yes,  brethren,  if  we  arc' 
zealoiis  of  good  works,  our  zeal  will  provoke  Very 
many.  The  words  of  the  wise  man  are  as  appli- 
cable to  our  present  spiritual  house,  as  to  our  tern-" 
poral  one,  uameljj  "by  much  slothfulness  the 
buikling-  decayeth;  and  through  idleiiess  Of  the 
hands,  th'c  house  droppcth  through."  Fellow 
travelers,  one  and  a'lT,  hi  us  remcui'bcr  the  history 
and  doom  of  Sodom,- aird  Ifow  k  :s' held  up  before 
us  as  an  example,  that  we  slfou'ld  not  do  likewise, 
and  one  of  her  promiuentsins  was  that  of  IDLE- 
NESS. 

May  God  save  us  from  the  sanac  sin.  "Let  u? 
not  be  weaiy  iu  well-doing,  for  in  due  season  we' 
shall  reap,  if  we  tiiint  not."

Instead  of  iiction  aud  folly,  the  seeds  of  vital 
piety  would  be  implanted  in  their  youthful  hearts 
that  v^'ill  eventually  yield  a  fruitful  harvest. 

Then  fearless  of  cp]iosition,  continue  to  send 
fortli  thePitGUiM  In  the  strength  of  Elijah's  God. 
"If  the  Vfork  is  of  the  Lord  it  shall  prosper,  if  of 
man  it  mud  come  to  naught. "^^s  brethren  aud

Hygiene. 


BED    CLOTHING — SLEEPING. 


We  should  not  use  more  bed  clothing  on  our, 
couches  than  will  make  us  comfortably  warm. 
As  wool  is  a  conductor  of  heat,  your  bed- 
chamber muy  be  freezing  cold,  and  yet  v/hen 
you  get  in  your  coucli,  between  two  good  clean 
woolen  blankets,  with  a  reasonable  amount  of 
clothing  on  besides,  it  will  not  feci  at  all  cold, 
so  no  one  need  dread  going  into  a  good  cold 
room  to  sleep,  since  you  can  breathe  with  more 
ease,  sleep  niore  .soundly,  and  inhale  the  health- 
ful air,  which  gives  you  sweet  repose.  "  Make 
use  of  bed-clothing  that  is  porous,  so  the  per- 
spirable matter  thrown  off  from  the  lungs,  and 
continually  escaping  through  the  pores  of  the 
skin,  may  easily  escape  and  be  carried  out  of 
the  room."  It  is  said  that  five-eights  of  all  we 
eat  escape  from  the  person  in  perspirable  i;3at- 
tcr,  hence  the  propriety  of  ventilation.  It  is 
preferable  at  all  times  to  give  ventilation  from 
the  top  of  the  'windows,  instead  of  hoisting 
them.  No  less  than  two  windows  should  be 
in  each  sleeping-room,  except  when  a  draught 
can  be  had  from  some  other  a[nirtincnt. 

Parents  arc  often  to  blame  ibr  the  delicacy 
of  their  children,  especially  tlio  motiier,  as  .she 
has  the  principal  watch  ON'cr  the  child.  Sh'c 
may  think  that  she  is  rcudci-iug  to  her  child 


Mie  very  best  of  care,  and  at  the  same  time 
treating  it  in  such  a  manner  that  is  injurious, 
by  keeping  it  laying  in  the  crib  in  a  warm 
room,  so  warm  and  thickly  covered  that  it  can 
hardly  breathe  freely,  as  is  often  the  case,  con- 
sequently the  persi^rable  matter  cannot  escape 
from  its  person,  and  its  skin  will  soon  get 
filthy,  causing  a  fetid  smell.  All  this  should 
be  avoided,  and  the  child  kept  clean,  and  the 
room  kept  healthy  by  a  moderate  ventilation. 

Plere  I  might  say  something  respecting  the 
manner  of  building  houses,  which  is  of  consid- 
erable import  in  procuring  health,  but  shall 
decline,  as  this,  ni}'-  first  article  to  any  periodi- 
cal, is  much  lengthier  than  anticipated. 

With  this  imperfect  sketch  in  behalf  of  what 
is  requisite  for  good  health,  I  shall,  in  conclu- 
sion, make  u.se  of  a  few  truthful  words,  penned 
by  one  of  our  noted  medical  professors  as  fol- 
lows :  '■'  If  you  want  to  give  your  children  a 
sound  constitution,  you  must  let  them  breathe 
fresii  air."  This  is  one  prominent  point  em- 
bodying one  great  ingredient  in  compounding 
the  ounce  of  [irevcntation  and  promoting  hy-

Another  Eailroad  Accident. 


A  fri'gTitful  accident  occurred  on  the  Pan  ilaor 
dlc  railroad,  near  Smitlifield  station,  about  .30 
miles  west  of  Pittsburg,  Monday  night,  by  which 
one  inau  was  killed  .and  .two  others  severely  in- 
jured. 

It  api^cared  that  train  Xo.  23  left  Bloomfield 
fortius  city  about  9  o'clock,  and  in  passing  through 
a,  dark  cut  near  Sniithficld  station,  the  tender 
struck  5.  large  rock  which  from  the  recent  thaw 
Jiad  become  loosened  and  by  the  jarring  of  the  train 
was  detached  and  fell  on  the  track.  Both  trucks 
were  knocked  from  under  the  tender,  whieli  was 
dragged  along  the  track.  At  the  east  end  of  the 
cut  there  is  a  bridge  spanning  a  ravine  over  100 
feet  Avide  and  50  or  60  feet  deep,  and  as  there  is 
fi  heavy  descending  gi-ade  from  the  cut  to  the 
'bridgcit  was  impossible  to  stop  the  train.  The 
engine  passed  on  the  bridge,  dragging-  the  tender 
after  it  with  a  train  of  50  or  30  stock  ears  filled 
Avith  ho,rs(?s,  ^lecp  .and  hogs  following.  The  ten- 
der caught  in  the  timbers  of  the  bridge  and  tore 
them  u|3,  weakening  the  structure  so  that  it  gave 
xay,  precipitating  engine  and  tender  into  the  abyss 
l)clo\v.  The  train  of  slock  ears  followed  and  were 
iiilcd  one  upon  another  in  the  ravine.  The  scene 
■svhich  ensued  was  too  horrible  to  dwell  upon.

Spasmodic    Religion. 

AVerc  it  not  true  that  "men  love  darkness  rath- 
er than  light,"  it  would  be  difficult  to  comprehend 
how  it  is  that  almost  every  species  of  religious 
doctrine  find  so  many  ready  to  accept  the  same^ 
Did  not  the  word  of  divine  inspiration  teach  that 
"men  love  darkness  rather  than  light,"  personal 
acquaintance  and  observation  would  be  all  suffi- 
cient to  convince  any  rational  mind  that  error 
finds  a  more  ready  acceptance  than  truth,  with  the 
masses  of  mankind.  Sin  has  so  corrupted  the  liu- 
mau  heart' that  to  do  wrong  is  an  easy  matter,  but 
to  do  right  is  difficult.  Error  is  gulped  down  al- 
most as  free  as  it  gushes'  from  the  fountain  while 
divine  truth  is  looked  upon  with  aversion.  As  a 
glaring  evidence  we  need  only  take  a  glance  at 
the  "popular"  religion  of  the  day.  Eor  instance 
that  system  of  religion  sometimes  called  "spasmo- 
die  religion"  or  "  mourners  bench  religion."  "Spas , 
riiodic"  from  the  fitct  the  subject  is  often  suddenly 
attacted  wdth  violent  spasms  and  jerkings  and  the 
"spirit"  worries  its  victim  at  a  wonderful  rate^ 
something  we  surmise  after  the  order  of  those 
"spirits  tlie  Savior  cast  out  of  certain  individuals. 
For  it  is  not  an  unusual  tiling  to  hear  of  persons 
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going  from  the  "bench"  a  nrchu/  „uini'!':     Those 
"outfjourhigs"  frequently  arc  tlie    eauae  of  much 
.    ili^iorder  ami  Iiilarity,  inaugurating  a  kind  of  J3ab- 
yloni.-ili  confusion  inconsistent  with  conimen  sense 
and  morality,  such  as  hell    might  beliold  .'     And 
such  is  termed  religion. — So  it  is  a  kind  of  religion 
full  of  promises //•(;//<  raan. — and   mon  alone— for 
tiie  salvation  of  the  soul,     God  has  not  promised 
pardon  apart  from  faith,  repentance,  and  an  entire 
resignation  to  His  will.     Wliat  a  delusion  to  sup- 
pose God  will  grant  the   blessing  of  ])ardon  and 
gift  of  the  Holy    Ghost  before    complying  with 
the  conditions  upon  which  he  has  promised  these. 
Bnt  says  the  mournersbench  advocate,  it  docs  cer- 
tainly look  as  if  the   spirit  of  God   was   at  work 
tiiere.     To  a  consistent  man  it  seems    but  the  re- 
vei'se.     It  is  just  as  rational  to  suppose  it  was  the 
benign  iii.fluencc  of  God's  Holy  spirit  that  caused 
the    "lunatic"    to    "oftimcs    fall    in  the    fire  and 
oftinics   fall    in    the  water,"  as  to  suppose  that  it 
is  His  spirit  that  causes  man  and  woman  to  act  so 
very    inconsistent   and    claim  His   blessing  inde- 
pcndaut  of  His  promise,  thus  virtually  giving,  as 
the  serpent  did  to  Eve,  God  the    lie.     "Know  O 
inani"  that  what  you  look  upon  as    the  work  of 
Go.!,  seems  rather  the  works  of  man,  who  in   Ins 
ir-aii,  succeeds  in  getting    up  a    kind  of  mcmncric  j 
c.Yckemcnt  over  the  nnininl  passions,     .'i.nd  know  i 
also  that  if  any  word  the  speaker  used  M-as  untrue 
and  hdicvoi,    would  have    the  same    effect   upon 
tlia.se  that  did  believe.     This  is  an   assertion  true 
to  the  letter,  that  at   once  settles    die  point  that 
great  excitements  of  a  rebgious  nature  can  begot- 
ten up  by  man  alone.     "Weil,"  says    the  devotee 
of  "spasmodic    religion,"  "it    is  a   system  deeply 
rootcl  and  many  of  the  great  and  wise  bow  to  its 
-•slirinc."     Very  true,  and  a  glaring  evidence  it  is 
something   apart    from   that    system    of  re!i<-ion 
whercunto  "butfeu'"  would    be  chosen   and  unto! 
which  not    many  of  the    "wise"  and    "great  will 
bow.     The  "wise  and  great"  and  advocates    of  a  ! 
"deep  rooted  religion,"  crucilicd  our  Lord  and  ^a-  I 
viour.     Marvel  not  then  that  such  of  this  dispcn-  I 
nation  of  age  will  trample  under  Ibot   the  religion  \

Take  (uu-ning  bicihrcu  thai  you  be  nut  (-cr.uad    ' 


c'd  by  those  wily  ones,  to  leave  the  narrow  way  as 
I  fear  some  are  tempte<l  to  do.     A  dear  sister  cor- 
respondent   informs  me    in  tones    of  sorrow  she 
lately  sa^v  a  brother  actually  engaged  in    helping 
along  the  exciicmeut  in  one  of  those  extraordina- 
ry meetings.     It  would  have  been    more  projier^ 
doubtless,  as    Paul  says    one  that    "was  called  a' 
brother."     Christ  can  not  recognize  such    as  His 
brethren.     And  only  those  that   give  e\idcnco  of 
being  the  brethren  of  Christ  should  wecall  (relig- 
iously) brethren.     Brethren  stand  faithfid  on  the 
j  borders  of  Zion  and  there  where  iraih.    has  jdant- 
{  ed  your  feet,  there  stand  and  cry  loudly    for  sin- 
j  ners  to  come  to  Christ,  but  go  not  into  "Babylon" 
,'  and  thei-e  drink  the  "wine    of  fornication"   of  the 
"great  ichorc"     You  may  be  called  by  soft  \vords 
and  fiir   speeches   to  her   banquet,  but  heed  her 
not,  in  the  name  of  tlieholy  religion  of  our  blas- 
ter, do  not  bring  reproacli  upon  the  name  of  Christ 
j  by  calling  upon  Plim  to  blc&s  that  system  of  relig- 
,  ion  so  foreign  to  the  religion  or  wisdom  which  is 
i  from  above  and  which  is  "lirst  pure,  then   i'kack- 
ABLE,  GENTi.-E,  and  easy  to  be   entreated,  full  of 
mercy  and  good  fruits."     Remember  also  that  the 
Lord  did  not  speak  to   the  prophet  through  the' 
great  wind,  the  great  earthquake  or  fire,  but  when 
he  heard  the  "still  small  voice"  he  knew  tlic  Lord 
was  in  it.     God  forbid  that    we^  should    ever  say

lore  of  hioneg  is  tiie  master    wheel,  .^clf-c.rv'la(ion. 
the  main  spring  and  exeitrmeid  the  lubi-icating  oil 
that  keeps  the    machinery  running    with  such  a 
pleasing  hum  as  to  lull  to  sleep,  upon  satan's  bed 
of  vanity  and  case,  thousands  of  souls   that  will 
awake  to  the  solemn  truth  when  too  laro  that  "not

Thiit  tliorc  lias  been  inuoh  ;-ai(l  n])on  the  above 
subjcut  wi!!  be  admitted  on  all   sides,  yet    by  the 
sj;iiid;n5cc  ofCiod's  gootl  fpirit  I  Mill    endeavor  to 
"east  in  my  uutc,  makinLT  some  little  use  of  that 
whieh  I]e  in  His  good  j  Icasurc  hasnsccfitto  dis- 
tribute.    It  fi}i]7ears  that  our  subject  is  onc"^"\vhich 
/las  taken  tlic  advance  of  all  creation.     Although 
■\vc  desire  to  speak  of  the  light  which  Christ  gives, 
yet,  at  pjcsent  we  shall  confine  ourselves  to  Xatu- 
j-al  or  I'hysical  light.     Trying   to  bear    in  niiud 
the  words  of  our  blessed  Saviour:  "If  I  have  told 
you  ('■//■//(/y  things,  and  ye  believe  not,    how    shall 
ye  belio\-e,  if  I  tell  }'ou  of  heavenly  things?''     St. 
John  3:  12.     Hence  it  becomes  us    to  investigate 
that  wh.idi    is   "earthly,"  in    order  that   wc  may 
the  better  understand  that  which   is    "heavenly." 
God  saw  lit  in  His  "great  plan  of  creation    to  call 
ibrth  that  agent  by  which  we  arc    enabled  to  sec. 
Hence  He  said,  "Let   there  be    light;  and  there 
was  light.     And  God  saw    the  light,    that  it  was 
good."  Gen.  1:  3,  1.     Light  being  worthy  of  such 
u  reniarkablc  appellation  as  "(jood,"  and  standing 
at  ths  head  of  all  creation — the  ^V'^ork  of  the  first 
day,  are  surely  good  reasons  why  we   should  con- 
sider it.     The  sources  from  which  v."e  receive  our 
present  light  arc  the    sun,  stars,    chemical  action, 
nicchanical  action,  and  electricity.     The    sun  and 
stars  are  self-luminous  bodies,  and  do  not  depend 
on  anything  else  for  their  light.     "We  observe  also 
so  that  there  non-luminous  Iwdies;  bodies,   which 
are  of  tlieniselves    dark,  and    in  order    that  they 
may  be  seen,  they  nuist  be    acted  upon    by  some 
luminous    body.       Light    is  imponderable,    /.   c. 
without  weight.     It  does  not  effect  the   most  sen- 
sitive balance.     The  media  of  lit'ht  are  those  thinfrs 
through  which  it  passes  in  moving  li'om  one  point 
,to  aHOthe-:-.     Tbc    atmosphere,  clouds,    glass,  &e. 
are    sul)stances   through  which    we  niav    receive 
L'ght,  but  the  denser  the  substance  the    less  licht 
'will  be  received. 

Header,  perhaps  you  have  often  noticed  the  sun 
rising  on  a  clear  morning  jnuch  more  dim  than  at 
noon.  This  is  owing  to  (he  density  nf  the  air  at 
tlic  earth's  surface,  nn-d  thedii-tanec  through  which 
the  rays  arc  cmiltcd  in  order  to  rc;ich   vqu.  at  tha'- 


time.  Air  surrounds  the  earth  for  about  fifty 
raileSj  yet  at  the  hight  of  about  eighteen  railcjj  it 
becomes  very  rare,  conserpiently  it  oficra  less  re 
sistance  at  noon  than  in  the  morning,  owing  to 
the  relation  of  our  positicai  to  the  sun  at  the  two 
different  times.  Hence  ^s■c  find  that  the  denser 
the  substance  through  which  we  receive  light,  the 
less  ligl'it  will  be  received. 

The  intensity  of  liglit  is  also  a  characteristic, 
we  wisli  to  notice.  Some  bodies  emit  a  more 
briiliaiU  light  than  oth.ers.  We  may  be  sitting 
in  a  room  at  night  without  a  light  so  to  say,  and, 
by  observing  closely  we  may  discover  objects 
through  a  window  some  distance  froiji  us,  but 
who  1  a  lighted  caudle  is  brought  into  the  room, 
the  darkness  appears  to  increase,  and  tljc  objcc0 
disapjX'ar.  And  should  a  more  brilliant  liglit 
appear,  greater  becomes  the  darkness.  Again  the 
iutjiisity  of  light  may  be  measured  by  thcshadov/ 
it  casts,  when  intercepted  by  an  ojiaque  body.  A 
dim  light  casts  a  dim  shadow,  but  a  bright  light 
easts  a  [)lain  sliadow,  i.  c.  the  shadow  will  be  dark- 
er. Hence  it  follows  that  tlie  light  which  throws 
the  darkest  shadov/  is  the  brightest  light. 

The  efi'ects  of  light  are  great  and  not  easily 
mistaken.  As  the  great  luminary  of  the  universe 
approaches,  darkness  begins  to  disappear.  And, 
when  he  shines  forth  in  all  his  brilliancy  dark- 
ness is  dispersed.  Light  secnis  to  send  bfo  and 
action  to  all  animal  creation,  arousing  them  to 
duty.  The  domestic  and  innoecnt  awake  from 
slumber,  at  its  approach,  whilst  the  crafty  and 
treacherous  abscond  at  its  appearance.  It  not  on- 
ly awakens  the  aiiimal  kingdom,  but  also  the  inan- 
imate is  enlivened. 

Light  reaioves  needless  fears.  Many  indeed. 
can  assent  to  tliis  fact.  Jlany  liave  been  the 
fears  of  mankind  wlieu  darkness  prevailed,  and 
often  too,  when  there  was  no  cause  for  stick  fears 
except  vain  imaginations.  "Whilst  it  removes 
needless  fears,  it  also  removes  real  danger.  It 
may  be  said,  and  with  propriety  too,  that  i?i  dark- 
ness there  is  danger.  This  is  partly  owing  to  the 
fact  tliat  the  deeds  of  ungodly  men  are  assimilated 
to  the  times  at  wliich  they  arc  generally  ]icribrm- 
cd,  and  also  that  darkness  olfers  no.  assistance  in 
the  dctc^etion  of  error. 

jS'umcrous  have  been  the  victims  on  land  and 
sea  that  have  been  hurled  into  clcinity  un^\i}ling- 
Iv;  on  account  ol'  !K?t   hu\ing    the  benefit  ol'  that 
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a'::!:eiit  \<--hi(:h  is  so  well  adK^Tlcd  fo  reveal  real  dan- 
gers. 

The  utility  of  light  is  cxtciifive.  It  is  highly 
HPCus.Hary  to  healthy  growth,  both  of"  the  animal 
and  vcirctablc  Ijinsdom.  Without  lisjht  there 
Avoiild  be  no  sight;  indeed  cj'es  arc  useTc.~s  with- 
out it.  How  beautiful  too,  are  those  reflections 
M-hich  the  Almighty  in  his  divine  power  holds  out 

to  us  from  time  to  time,  reminding  us  that  he  will    ^^  so  particular  about  tiie  cut  of  the  Hai 
110  mo?c  destroy  the  -world  with  a  mighty  deluge. 
( )h :  sweet  hov:  of  peace,  hew  beautiful  to  behold, 
image  of  eternity. 

The  nature  of  light  is  such  tliat  we  may  uIscot- 
CT  a  sinTilarlty  existing  between  it,  and  the  spirit- 
ual or  divine  light  which  Christ  promises,-  as  We 
shall  endeavor  to  show  in  our  next,  by  the  assist- 
in"-  o-race  of  him  who  hath  called  us  from  dark- 
ncs.^  unto  his  marvelous  X('_(//'/'.

ol  us,  if  we  knew  we  had  a  brother,  sister,  or  dear 
child,  lost  out  in  the  forest  or  in  a  wilderness  of 
ravenous  beasts,  would  not  make  every  effort  t"* 
go  out  and  bring  thcni  in?  Many  of  our  friends 
and  relations  are  in  this  very  unhappy  condition, 
yea,  far  worse,  as  they  are  daily  exposed  to  the 
great  encmv  of  sonls  whose  business  aad  deliirht; 
it  is  to  devour  precious  lambs  of  the  flock  for 
whom  Jesus  died.  These  dear  brethren,  feci 
their  starving  and  dangerous  condition  and  are 
calling  upon  us  for  crumbs  from  the  Master's  ta- 
bic. If  we  can  not  go  in  person,  let  us  send  them 
the  bread  of  heaven  through  our  periodicals;  For 
this  purpose  wc  have  opened  our  charity  fund, 
and  we  arc  hajipy  to  say  that  our  dear  brethren 
and  sisters  are  resjiouding  (juite  liberally  to  the 
good  cause.  One  brother  from  the  west  rays :  "  I 
am  poor  but  I  here  send  you  fifty  cents  for  some 
one  who  is  still  poorer  than  I  am."  On  the  re- 
ception of  this  offering,  wc  were  forcibly  reminded 
of  the  widow's  mile.  Do  you  not  think  the  above 
lambs,  with  hundreds  of  others  Y>ho  arc  seeking; 
^lasturc  in  nn  other  field,  ought  to  read  the  Pn.- 
Cf"iM?  Yes  we  know  you  do.  Then  send  along 
vour  mites  accomjianicd  with  your  prayers  and 
God' will  certainly  Ijlcss  it  to  the  salvation  of  soids. 
You  may  think,  dear  brethren  aud  sisters,  than 
we  arc  pressing  the  claims  of  tlio  poor  for  so'fisji 
one,  but  this  is  not  the  ca.se,  as  we  do  not  wish, 
pecuniarily  to  i-eap  any  benefit  from  it,  but  it  is 
because  the  appeals  are  made  to  us,  aud  we  cannot 
think  of  denying  any,  yet  wc  do  iiut  fevl  able 
to  gu}  ply  all  at  our  own  expense.  AVhcn  we 
give  twenty-fivo  fOnts  for  each  one,  mx  feel  that 
we  are  doing  o'ur  share,  therefore  Ave  a]>p  eal 
help  that  all  mny  be  sujiplied. 


Dear  Pil^^riui  ;^It  is  but  due  to  you,  for  mc 
to  give  a  little  account  of  the  Lord's  doings  among 
his  peoj)le  where  I  visited  lately.  Though  wo 
cannot  give  numbers  of  conversions  of  recent  d-itc, 
yet  if  wc  say  that  the  enemy  of  souls  .suffered  de- 
ff.-at  in  his  attacks  on  the  Camp  of  Israel,  in  con- 
sc(picnce  thercofj  joy  and  gladness  filled  the  hearts 
of  God's  children,  it  will  equally  interest  theui 
Qvervwhcre. 

The  prospect  of  success  of  our  College  is  very 
ilattoi'lng,  Viy  wife  and  self  visited  the  school  on 
i>nr  tr'ii  to  Tiul,  and  mu*t  say,  v,'c  are  fully  satis- 
lied  t!i:,tt  l.u-0.  and  si=ter  Miller  (jcruov    their  '"j- 
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sitioii  with  credit  to  tiicniseivGS,  ami  tiic  institu- 
tion. They  desire  llic  prayers  of  the  cliurch  and 
its  cooperation.  A\'c  hoar  it  said  here  and  tlicre, 
'■ft' the  Dunkors  maintain  their  reputation  as  vreil 
in  ti)cir  institution  of  learning,  as  tliey  do  in  the 
])raetioe  of  their  religion,  they  shall  be  supported 
liy  us."  Wc  remained  but  two  days-  here  and 
preached  two  evenings,  then  pa.5sed  over  to  Pierce- 
ton  and  Dodgertown,  where  wc  had  a  number  of 
jiif>eting5  {'or  upwards  of  a  week,  a  choice  held  for 
a  speaker;  the  lot  fell  on  Jacob  Sncll.  The  Lord 
sustain  him.  The  church  here  as  well  as  ourselves 
hiding  refreshed  and  encouraged,  we  passed 
back  to  Milford,  our  former  residence,  wdiere  wc 
had  one  social  interview  with  the  members,  and 
one  public  meeting.  Brother  Davis  Youncc  and 
.Jesse  Calvert  making  a  protracted  effort  six  miles 
Irom  here,  we  joined  them,  five  persons  were  ad- 
ded to  tiie  happy  number,  and  the  powers  of  error 
seemed  to  be  shaken,  but  for  the  want  of  more 
effort  the  work  stopped  right  in  the  beginning  of 
harvest.  Here  is  a  visible  confirmation,  that  the 
apostle's  practice  of  staying  a  length  of  time  in  one 
place,  is  the    proper  gospel  way  of  doing. 

The  reason  for  leaving  here  were  the  repeated 
and  urgent  calls  from  our  state  Mich.  So  bro. 
Youiice  and  wife  accompanied  us  to  our  home, 
Bloomino-dalc,  witii  tlie  undcrstaiulincr  that  Cal- 
vert  and  .J.  Berkcy  would  meet  with  us  here  and 
tlien  divide,  two  to  go  IVorth  East  and  preach  as 
the  demand,  or  call  may  require,  and  otiiers  attend 
here  for  two  or  three  weeks  in  continuation,  liav- 
ing  learned  it  to  be  a  waste  of  time  to  go  from 
liouse  to  house  preaching  but  one  sermon  at  a 
place.  As  this  mode  of  proceeding  is  disapproved 
of  by  some  brethren,  I  would  like  to  give  a  bit  of 
reasoning  on  the  point  like  this  ;*  Forty  years 
ago  I  came  to  Stark  county  Ohio,  the  county  being 
comparatively  new,  farmers  then  would  raise  a  ve- 
ry good  crop  of  wheat  by  merely  scratching  the 
soil,  whicli  was  naturally  mellow  and  loose,  but 
after  a  number  of  years  cultivation,  the  soil  bo- 
came  more  compact :  tares  and  obnoxious  weeds 
multiplied — choked  the  precious  grain  that  pro- 
duced the  staff  of  life.  Consequently  auotbcr 
mode  of  culture  must  be  adopted,  and  another  and 
another,  as  time  rolled  on,  till  at  this  time  the 
ground  must  be  kept  in  a  continual  stir  until  the 
wheat  is  placc<l  into  the  earth  by  the  best  impro- 
ved Machinery  ;  then  a  6ubstantial  enclosure  pro- 
tects the  precious  plant  until  harvest    time,    when  j 


the  husbandman  is  richly  rewarded  for  all  his  care 
and  labor. 

Now  at  the  same  time  when  I  came  to  Ohio,  tliG 
brethren  preached  once  here,  and  once  there,  over 
a  large  territory,  and  their  labors  were  crowned 
with  success,  though  many  of  them  preached  all 
their  earthly  substance  away  and  died  pennyless, 
yet  at  harvest  time  they  shall  bring  their  sheaves 
rejoicing.  But  now  at  this  time  the  hearts  of 
men  have  become  hard  like  ground  that  is  ran  over 
by  the  beast  of  the  field.  False  aud  obnoxious 
doctrine  has  been  inculcated  by  .spurious  preach- 
ing, and  unless  this  is  counteracted  by  the  preach- 
ing of  pure  gospel  in  regular  succession  until  the 
mind  becomes  disabused  of  error  ;  the  heart  made 
mellow  and  susceptible  to  the  reception  of  the 
pure  word  of  God,  and  afterward  well  guarded, 
that  no  inroad  is  made  by  the  "little  foxes"all  our 
labor  is  in  vain. 

For  the  further  illustration  of  my  position,  let 
me  remark  here,  that  the  Lord  Jesus,  after  select- 
ing His  ministry  or  servants,  He  went  about, 
throughout  the  country  introducing  the  "glad 
tidings  of  salvation"aud  afterward  sent  His  am- 
bassadors by  seventies,  till  all  the  laud  became  ac- 
quainted with  the  doctrine,  which  however  being 
gainsayed  by  the  great  and  noble,  he  tells  them 
to  stop  now  and  tarry  at  Jerusalem  until  they 
should^bc  properly  equippedand  prepared  for  the 
mighty  work  before  them.  This  being  accom- 
plished at  the  day  of  Pentecost,  they  now  rally 
forth  with  the  mighty  weapon  of  truth,  and  lay 
low  in  one  day,  three  thousand  of  the  enemies  of 
peace  and  trvth,  and  add  them  to  their  own  num- 
ber,— what  a  mighty  excitement  this  must  have 
been.  Some  of  us  now  would  say,  should  it  occar 
among  us,  these  people  are  mad,  and  the  origina- 
tors thereof  would  have  to  give  an  acccuut  of  them- 
selves, and  especially  if  they  would  continue  the 
excitement  day  by  day  for  the  length  of  time  that 
it  continued  at  Jerusalem.  The  fear  would  bo 
"how  can  wejget  this  mixed  l^maltitude  subject 
to  tiic  Brethren's  order  ?"  But  they  being  dai- 
ly together,  'continued  steadfastly  in'  the  apos- 
tles doctrine  and  fellowship,  and  in  breaking  of 
bread,  and  in  prayer,  at  least  until  they  were  ful- 
ly established  and  confirmed.  Then  when  perse- 
cution scattered  them  they  went  farther  and  far- 
ther, being  assisted  with  the  means  which  had 
been  placed  at  the  apostle,s  feet  for  common  use,

since  earthly  possession  were  of  no  value  to  them 
in  the  land  v.hiijh  thev  were  dirocled soon  to  leave.

Soon  after  this  we  find  them  located  here  and  ;  sorrow,  "  as  the  twig  is  bent,  so  the  tree  is  in- 
tl:ere  in  the  eitics  and  towns,  not  only  weekly  but  '  dined."  Their  sons  and  daughters,  taught  in  the 
daily  disputing  with  the  adversaries  of  the  truth  1  fashionable  circles,  follow  the  fashions  of  aMicked 
for  years,  and  even  private  member.?,  (the  church) 
f-auic  togetiier,  in  combination  nsing  the  mighty 
■weapon  of  prayer,  to  assist  the  preachers  of  the 


Gospel,  and  to  uphold  and  support  them  in  their 
arduous  labor.  ^Voidd  to  God  it  was  in  fiislnon 
yow,  for  it  wouhl  be  assuredly  the  order  of  the 
old  brethren. 

Permit  nic  now  to  make  a  more  proper  and  di- 
rect application  of  what  I  have  hinted  at  in  the 
fibovo. 

The  Brethren  coming  into  this  country,  poor 
and  dispiscd,  kept  themselves  in  the  back  ground 
find  worshipped  God  in  the  simplicity  of  the  Gos- 
pel, unassuming,  witliout  ostentation.  Little  no- 
tice was  taken  of  them,  so  that  even  Buck,  in  his 
Theological  Dictionary,  lost  them  in  the  descrip- 
tion given  of  Conrad  Boisel,  of  Ephrata. 

Steadily  and  gradually  they  advanced  forward 
from  valley  to  valley,  from  hill  to  hill,  uttil  they 
crossed  the  mountains  and  settled  in  the  valley  of 


world.  This  necessitates  the  church  to  find  a 
remedy ;  and  here  at  Bourbon,  Indiana,  is  tliat 
propo.scd  remedy  in  actual  operation,  where  oi:r 
sons  and  our  daughters  arc,  and  can  be  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  approved  bretlircu  and 
sisters,  to  give  in.struction  and  examples,  both  ii^ 
^lorality,  Virtue  and  Sciences,  and  if  the  plan  is 
completed  under  contemplation,  all  will  live  un- 
der one  roof,  and  be  under  the  guardianship  of 
virtuous  brethren  and  sisters,  both  by  day  and  bv 
night.  ^  I  ask  in  candor,  ■who  can  oppose  such  an 
institution,  especially  when  it  extends  its  invita 
tion  to  such  as  are  poor  in  this  world  to  come  and 
receive  the  benefit  free  gratis?  This,  however, 
cannot  be  done  if  the  brethren  cripple  its  progress 
by  opposition.  Brethren  need  not  fear  that  a  sal- 
aried ministry  will  be  forced  upon  theoiso  long  as 
they  keep  the  apostolic  mode  of  choo.sing  their 
ministers   from    their    number,  and  I     dare  sav 


they  will  avail  themselves  of  choosing  Paules  and 
the  illssissippi,  spreading  across  the  Rocky  Moun-  x^^.^i]^,^^  if  thev  can  be  had.  The  present  prac- 
tains.  Their  labor  and  mode  of  labor  adapting  itself 
by  the  force  of  circumstance  to  every  division  of 
lime  through  which  they  passed  for  one  liundred  and 
fifty  years,  having  but  few  educated  men  in  their 
number,  for  they  were  indeed  not  needed  sa  long 
.IS  they  did  not  come  in  contact  much  with  the  ed- 
ucated of  this  world,  and  no  one  feared  that  they 
■\\-ould  make  much  inroad  among  their  sects,  buias 
necessity  called  for,  God  had  provided  oj."  pre^ 
pared  a  Moses  who  was  taught  in  all  the  arts  of 
the  Etivptians,  or  as  Paul  brought  up  at  the  feet 
of  Garaalial.  The  common  school  system  in  course 
of  lime  brouglit  out  good  scliolars  with  common 
education,  the  church  obtained  its  share  of  young 
iircft  of  that  cla.ss  who  could  cope  \Yith  the  adver- 
saries. Educated  men  now  would  take  to  puiling 
the  chiu'ch  with  references  to  the  dead  languages. 
This  emergency  \yas  also  met  with  by  a  few  who 
had  come  into  the  church  educated  beforehand. — ■ 
ButbeJioldl  a  general  revolut'on  takes  place,  ed- 
ucated meai  by  tlic  thousand  appear  upon  the 
stand,  or  ])!atlbrm  of  this  world — the  sons  and 
daughters  of  our  brethren  catch  the  fire,  and  they 
Avant. education  and  indeed  need  it,  if  they  are  not 
to  go  in  the  back  ground  ;  and  what  is  to  be  done? 
There  is  no  institution  of  Icaniing  of  our  own,  so. 


ticC'assures  me  of  it. 

Xow  dear  Pilgi;i:i,  accept  the  above  little  of- 
fering, though  there  may  not  much  pure  and  val- 
uable metal  be  contained  therein,  yet  "every  lit- 
tle helps."

Pcrfli  Trees  should  now  be  cutback — the  soon- 
er the  better — if  left  too  late  until  the  sap  com- 
laeuces  flowing  there  is  danfrer  of  blccdino-  and 
*huf,  destroying  the  vitality  of  the  trees.  The 
great  secret  in  keeping  peach  trees  in  a  healthy 
<'«nditJon  is  in  "heading  them  back."  This  should 
1)C  done  every  spring,  by  cutting  off  about  one 
third  of  the  fcrmer  years  growth,  and  thus  keep 
as  much  new  wood  for  bearing  as  jiossible.  By 
<-utting  back,  the  trees  arc  always  kept  in  a  grow- 
i.-jg  eomlition  and  bear  a  much  better  quality 
of  fruit.  So  soon  as  ;i  iieaeli  tree  stops  grouing, 
so  soon  it  commences  dying.  We  v.'rite  thus 
from  theory  and  experience,  therefore  if  you  wish 
to  extend  the  lives  of  your  trees  keep  them  grow- 
in  ir. 


To  Cum;  Croup. — Somebody  says;  "Mothers 
will  be  interested  to  knov/  that  turpentine  is  a  sov- 
ereign remedy  for  cronp.  Saturate  a  piece  of  flan- 
nel with  it,  and  place  the  flannel  on  the  throat  and 
■<;hest.  In  very  severe  cases,  from  three  to  five 
drops  on. a  lan-jp  of  sugar  may  be  taken  iuM-ardly."

those  v,"ho  arc  perishing  for  heavenly  food,  and 
are  already  on  your  wtiy  to  Jesus.  In  this  es.say 
I  will  tell  you  how  you  must  come,  what  .tjials 
ym  must.meet  Avith,  &c. 

You  will  observe  that  Joseph  (.^vho  represents 
Jefeus)  was  the  governor  over  the  land.  And  that 
it  was  he  that  sold  food  to  all  that  came.  It  be- 
came those  who  came  to  buy  to  acknowledge  his 
digpity,  and  to  approach  him  with  reverence  ;  ac- 
cordingly, Joseph's  bretlixeu  (who  represented  the 
i)pniteiit  .sinner)  came  "and  bowed  down  thcm- 
.selves  before  hina  y/ith  their  facgs  ,t9  the  ground." 
fGod  having  highly  exalted  Je.sus,  hath  made  him 
Lord  of  lord.s,  King  of  king.s,  committing  all  judg- 
,mfii:\t,into  his  hpids,  giving  hiiu  a  name  above  all 
other  iiamc.3 ;  that  at  th.e  name  of  Jcstis,  every

He  tells  you  to  pray  in  se- 
cret, and  that  yotxr  father  who  sees  in  secret  will 
reward  you  openly.     Joseph  saw  his  brethren. — 
Jesus  sees  yon  afar  ofl".     He   sees  you  whenever 
you  are  kneeling  in  secret  prayer.     "  Before  that 
Philip  called  thee,  when  thou  wast  under  the  fig 
tree,  I  saw  the."     "  Jo.scpli  knew  his  brethren." 
Jesus  knows  you,  and  needs  not  any  to  tell  him  of 
you,  for  he  knows  what  is  in  man.     But  his  breth- 
ren know  not  Joseph.     The    sinner    in    his    sins 
knows  not  Jesus.     Being  a  stranger  and  alien  to 
the  covenant  of  promise.     "  All    things    are    de- 
livered unto  me  of  my  father,  and  no  man  know- 
eth  the  Son,  save  he  to  whomsoever  the  Son  will  re- 
veal him."     The  man  born  blind  knew  n()t  who 
it  was  that  restored  him  his  sight  until  Jesus    re- 
vealed himself  to  him.     "  Their  eyes  were  holdcn 
that  they  should  not  know  him.     Bat  afterwards 
they  knew.    (lu  subsequent  essays  you  will  know.)

"He  that 
loveth  fixther  or  mother,  brother  or  sister,  house 
or  lands  more  than  me,  says  Jesui?,  is  not  worthy 
of  mc.     And  he  that  leaves  not  all  that  he  hath, 
and  takes  up  his  cross,  and  folio «'s  me,  cannot  be 
my  disciple.     And  oh,  generation  of  vijiers  who 
hath  warned  you  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come  ; 
bring  forth  therefore  fruits  meet  for  repentance, 
for  the  axe  is  laid  to  the    root    of  the   tree    that 
bringeth   not  forth  good  fruit,  Mill  be  cut  down 
and  cast  into  the  fire.     And  if  thy  right  hand  or 
right  foot  offend  thee,  cut  them  off.     It  is  better 
to  enter  into  life  without  these,  than  to  have  them 
and  be  cast  into  hell  fire,  whence  the  worm  dieth 
not ;  and  where  the  fire  is  not  quenched."     These 
may  sound  roughly  to  yoti  at  first,    but    will    not 
seem  so  rough  after  you  know  him.     He  is  tr^-ing 
your  faith.     He  will  know  how  much    you    feel 
your  need  of  him,  and  how  much  of  .?r//' you  will 
sacrifice   for   salvation.       "  He   chastencth    every 
son    M'hqm.he   rcsctielh.:'     "  >yhence    came   ye," 
soiiudcd  roughly  on  their  cars,  but  need  not  at  all 
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alarm  you.  "  Who  touched  nic,"  made  the  wo- 
man trcmbJc;  yet  trcmljling  she  came  and  told 
Jesus  all  the  truth,  and  received  the  blessing.  So 
do  _vou.  Tell  him  you  are  come  from  the  land  of 
siiiiul  habits;  from  the  associations  of  sinners, 
whoso  evil  comniuuications  have  corrupted  your 
habits,  and  that  your  soul  issinkiuj,  sinking  down 
under  Ihc  burden  of  guilt.  Tell  him  all  the  truth. 
"  Ye  are  spies,"  says  Joseph.  Nay,  they  say;  wc 
are  true  men  ;  to  buy  food  we  arc  come.  "  Ye 
arc  of  your  father  the  devil,  and  the  lusts  of  your 
father  ye  will  do  :  he  was  a  murderer  from  the 
beginning,  and  abode  not  in  the  truth,  because 
there  is  no  truth  in  liim.  When  he  speakcth  a 
lie,  he  spcaketh  of  his  own  :  for  he  is  a  liar,  and 
the  father  of  it,"  says  Jesus  to  the  lij'po^'itc.  Nay, 
say  ye,  wc  are  not  hypocrites,  we  are  penitent, 
weary  and  heavy  laden  sinners,  coming  to  thee 
for  rest.  Help  !  oh  !  help  us,  or  we  perish.  J^ord 
save  iiie  I 

Dear  reader,  all  this  seeming  roughness  in  Jo- 
seph towards  his  brethren  was  intended  by  him 
to  hujuble  them,  that  his  favors  might  be  more 
highly  apprccialed.  Joseph's  brethren  had  been 
very  wicked,  spiteful,  and  revengeful,  hating  Jo- 
enpli  with  murderous  hate ;  conspiring  against 
Iiim  for  his  innocent  life  ;  and  finally  sold  him  a 
slave' to  strangers  into  a  strange  laud.  And  by 
lying  and  deceit  fhey  contrived  to  impress  the  be- 
lief upon  their  good  old  father  that  some  evil 
beast  had  torn  limb  by  limb  fi'om  liis  beloved  son 
Joseph.  "So  that  he  rent  his  clothes,  and  put 
sack  cloth  upon  his  loins,  and  mourned  for  his 
son  many  days."  While  they,  in  their  hypocrisy, 
rose  up  to  comfort  him.  But  he  refused  to  be  com. 
forted,  and  s^iid,  I  will  go  down  into  iny  grave 
unto  my  son  mourning. 

For  these  horrid  sins  must  Joseph  humble  them. 
In  like  manner  have  all  wc  done  despite  to  Jesus 
our  Joseph.  AVe  have  sinucd  against  him  in 
many  ways.  ^\:nd'  by  our  acts  have  i>roven  that 
we  hated  him,  and  would  not  have  him  to  rule 
over  us.  For  our  sins  he  will  humble  us"  first, 
and  then  save  us.  The  surgcou  first  wounds,  and 
afterwards  heals.'    See  next  Xo. 
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Some  one,  and  perhaps  others,  wishes    to  know 
what    Christ  meant   by    such   strange    language. 
The  question^  is  not,  h'oic  can  the  dead  bury  their 
dead,  but  what  lesson  did  Christ   seek  to'  impress 
by  such  a  metaphor  ?     The  62n'd  Verse   offers  the 
clue     to   the   apparent    mystery.      "And     Jesus 
said  unto  him,uo  man,  having  pii't  his  hand  to  the 
plough,  and  looking  back,  is  fit  for    the  kingdoni 
of  God."     Three  persoiis,"  who  had  doubtless  beeii: 
po\verfully  a'ttacted  by  the  Saviour's  supcrnatui'al 
manifestations,  are  presented  in   the  narrative  to 
show  the  difficulties  attending  a  life   of  devotioh' 
to  God.     The  "certain    man"  who   signifies  his 
readiness  to  follow  Jesus  v/hithci'soever  He  went, 
is  by  Matthew  called  a  "scribe."     He  must   have 
known,  from    the  essential    circumsta'necs  of  the 
ease,  that  companionship  witli  Jesii's  involved  in- 
dignity and  trial.     But  it  is  not  probable  that  he 
has  weio-hcd'  the  overWliclming  n'ature  of  the  difii- 
culties  that  beset  the   followers'  of  the  Naz'aren<i. 
The  words  of  Christ  indicate    that  they    were  in-' 
tended  to  acquaint  the   applicant  ■sVith   a  fact  of 
which  he    was  ignorant,    ot  had    but  imperfectly 
considered.     Such  an   utter   rcnuneia'tioil  lid  did 
not  ex'pect,  and  being  one  of  those  who  had  offer- 
ed an  undivided  fcalt}-,  without  being  called,  and' 
without  having  counted  the   cost  of  disciplcslvip, 
he  probably  went  back.     The  main  idea'  6f  Chi'ist's"' 
reply  Avas  the  necessity  of  abandoning  everything 
in  order  savingly  to  embrace  the  truth  He  taught. 
To  the  other,   Christ  said   eniphati'cally,  "  fol- 
low  rac^"      Matthew^    states  tliat  the   person  to' 
whom'  this  mandate  was  given','  was    one  "of  His' 
disoiplcs."     He  was  momentarily  deterred,  not  by 
the  renunciafiou  imposed  by   the  cross,   like  the' 
first,  but  by  the  sa'credness  of  the  paternal  rela- 
tion.    "Suffer  mc  first  to  go  and  bury  my  father.' 
There  can  surely  be  no' A\rong    in  desiring   to  at- 
tend to  the  rites' of  sepulture  when  the  object  is  a 
beloVed  parent.     Biit  the  truth  of  grcatcsf;  pronii- 
ueuce  lu  the  refusal  of  Clmst  to  allow  His  disci- 
ple tliir-  privilege,  is,  tbat  nothing,  however  sacred

Aud  as  church  news 
is  solicited,  and  also  very  appropriate  for  the  P»Y- 
fjriin,  r  will  write  to  you  for  the  first  time,  the  news 
of  northern  Iowa,  if  you  think  it  worth  the  notice 
of  the  Brethren".  Our  district  called  Cold  ^\'ater  ' 
Church  was  organized  in  the  year  1857  in  the 
presence  of  Elders  John  IMoyer  aud  Isaac  Eiken- 
berry  of  Ind,  and  left  in  charge  of  Eld.  Philij) 
]\Joss,  who  lived  here  at  the  time.  He  labored 
faithfully,  and  the  church  increased  fast  while  he 
was  permitted  to  labor  among  us,  but  in  the  year 
1800,  he  died.  Since  that  time,  the  writer  and 
others  have  been  iilaced  in  his  stead,  to  take  charsre 
of  the  church.  Tiie  ark  of  tlie  I>ord  has  been 
moving  along  slowly,  though  sometimes  not  so 
smoothly  as  wo  would  like;  yet  the  mercy  of  (lod 
was  extended  toward  us,  aud  wc  M-erc  permitted, 
through  his  love  to  see  the  work  going  on  more 
rapidly  in  bringing  soids  to  Christ.  Es]iccial!y 
do  we  think  the  Lord  has  been  with  us  at  our  se- 
ries of  meetings  that  have  been  held  hero  the 
past  winter,  by  traveling  brethren. 

As  the  churehes  generally,  in  the  West  extend 
over  a  large  territory,  such  being  the  case  with  us, 
we  have  several  places  of  preaching  outside  of  the 
main  body  of  the  brethren,  which  makes  double 
labor  for  us  that  are  in  the  ministry.

tleccntly  while  traveling  alone  v>poii  the  high- 
way through  the  forest,  I  was  pondcringj  as  I  so 
often  do,  upon  the  ol.yects  coming  under  my  no- 
tice. My  imaginative  mind  would  lay  hold  of 
many  lessons  to  be  learned  from  the  field  of  na- 
ture, and  frequently  make  a  spiritual  application 
of  the  same. 

Thus  I  was  musing  upon  the  lircary  aspect  of 
the  forest,  disrobed  of  thoiv  summer  verdure,  no 
rustling  leaves  v.'erc  to  be  heard — no  flowers  to  be 
seen — nay,  rude  winter  had  done  its  cruel  work, 
•find  laid  low  the  pride  of  the  forest,  field,  and 
glen. 

Thus,  while  contemplating  itpoii  th&  natiii'al 
world,  my  mind's  eye  turned  to  the  moral  world, 
and  there  beheld  a  striking  similitude  in  the  work 

of  sin. 

The  beauties  of  the  Paradise  were  gonCj-^fein 
cruel  monster,  had  done  the  work.  V,'hcre  were 
the  verdure, — where  the  flowers  and  SM'eetness  of 
a  happy  moral  world  ;  gone — all  gone.  Like  the 
forests  around  mo  stripped  of  th.eir  beauty.

Then  I  thought  of  the  resurrection  morn,  for  na- 
ture, when  the  buds  that  now  seem  slumbering, 
xhall  burst  forth,  aud  nature  shall  be  clothed  in  a 
inantle  of  green,  and  flowers  and  fruits  lade  the 
bending  bough — birds  sliall  caroll  forth  their 
ewcct  music,  and  all  nature  exult  in  harmonious 
excellency.  So  shall  tliere  be  a  resurrection  niorn- 
ino-  for  the  moral  world,  when  the  Son  of  Right- 
eousness shall  bring  "healing  in  his  wings  "to 
earth  and  cause  the  moral  world  now  slumbering 
in  nakedness,  to  spring  forth  in  beauty  and  mag- 
nificeuce.

their  present  state  of  feeling,  and  enables  them  to 
make  the  proper  application.  "  Therefore  is  this 
distress  come  ujjou  us." 

irv  dear  reader,  so  Jesus  M-as  sent  by  his  Fa- 
ther into  our  fallen  and  sinful!  world  to  seek  our 
happiness,  was  betrayed  by  one  of  the  twelve  into 
the  hands  of  sinners  to  be  crucified  and  slain.  Of 
the  anguish  of  his  soul,  he  says,  "  Father,  if  thou 
be  willing,  remove  this  cup  from  me.  .  .  .  And 
being  in  an  agony  he  praye<l  more  earnestly ;  and 
his  sweat  was  as  it  were  great  drops  of  blood  fall- 
ing down  to  the  ground."  But  to  save  the  world, 
he  must  drink  it.  The  very  knowledge  of  it 
ought  to  melt  the  sinner's  heart ;  but  they  will  not 
hear,  and  go  on  in  sin,  by  which  -thev  betray  and 
crueif\-  him  afresh  ;  doing  in  spirit  what  tlie  Jews 
bitterly  did  in  the  body.  lu  this  Ave  all  have 
taken  part,  and  are  guilty  before  God,  and  will

he  is  ready  and  willing  to  do.  And  by  the  an- 
guish of  his  soul  in  the  garden  of  Gethscmane  is 
entreating  us  to  come  to  him.

man  that  I  am,  who  shall  deliver  me  from  the

P$;au  Eeapek. — I  have  headed  this  Xo.  with 
this  scripture,  biit  v,ill  not  confine  my  remarks  to 
it  alone,  but  will  refer  to  other  passages  in  the 
chapter  as  occasion  may  xequire  in  order  to  bring 
.some  truths  .before  you.  , 

In  the  former  Xo.  you  saw  how  roughly  Joseph 
spake  to  his  brethren.  In  this  you  will  see  how 
roiighly  he  uses  tl.ietii,  and  yet  done  them  good. 
"  And  he  put  thein  al]  together  into  ward  three 
.days."  Cousideriisg  ihat  they  came  to  buy  corn 
that  they  ixiigljtiive  and  not  die,  and  to  be  put 
into  prison  in  a  strange  land  upon  the  pretext  that 
;they  :\yere  spies,  would  seem  to  be  outrageous  con- 
duct. But  the  object  beiiig  to  humble  them,  and 
:to  bring  them  to  repentance  fin-  their  sins  eom- 
jnitted  against  him.  It  was  perhaps  the  only 
jneans  Joseph  .CQidJ  employ  to  accomplish  the 
end.  They  had  cast  him  into  a  pit  to  starve  him. 
And  for  ouglit  I  know  they  mav  have  left  him  in 
it  three  days.  Xow  the  scale  being  turned  he  v/ill 
put  them  into  prison  three  days,  which  will  bring 
lo  their  remembrance  their  sins.  ■"  On  the  third 
.day  he  said  unto  them,  thk.do  and  live,  for  I  fear 
iGod."  "  Let  .one  of  you  brethren  be  boynd  in 
the  house  of  you.r  prison."  And  he  will  feel  what 
.[  felt  when  you  .sold  ive  into  slavery ;  and  the 
.others  will  have  soixiething  to  reflect  upon,  "while 
•  ye  carry  corn  for  the  famine  of  your  houses."  See 
how  aduiirably  the  ineans  answered  the  end. — 
■'•' And  they  said  one  to  ^nQther,  As;e  are  verily 
guilty  concerning  our  brother,  in  .ihat  we  saw  the 
..anguish  of  his  soul,  when  he  besought  us,  and  we 
would  not  liear ;  .therefoi;e  is  .this  disti;ess  conxe_up- 
on  us." 
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briii^-  the  kuowletlgc  of  our  sins  to  our  reniem- 
bnincc,  which  I  need  not  refer  to.  It  is  for  you, 
dear  reader,  to  know  what  were,  or  arc  the  partic- 
ular means  he  employed  for  your  conviction.  Has 
J-c  bound  your  parents,  your  children,  your  broth- 
ers or  sisters  with  the  icy  bands  of  death,  and  shut 
tlicm  up  in  the  cold  and  lonely  prison  of  the 
grave  ?  Profit  by  it,  aud  draw  neai'cr  to  hiui,  and 
the  end  will  be  well.  '"'  In  the  evening  it  shall  be 
-light." 

"  Then  Joseph  comniaiuled  to  fill  their  sacks 
\vith  corn,  and  to  restore  every  man's  money  into 
Jiis  sack,-  and  to  give  them  ]-)rovisions  for  the  way." 
Here  they  receive  what  tiiey  came  for,  without 
money  and  without  price.  Their  sacks  filled  with 
corn,  and  the  money  restored  them,  with  extra 
provisions  for  their  journey.  J3fcss!nffS  in  di.s- 
f/uisc,  they  understood  it  not.  "  When  they  saw 
the  money  they  were  afraid."  Jacob  "  was  afraid, 
and  said,  surely  the  Lord  is  in  this  place,  and  I 
knew  it  not."  P>ut  he  knew  afterwards.  So  will 
Joseph's  brethren  when  they  are  fully  humbled. 
,Vnd  so  will  the  seeking  sinner  know,  if  he  per- 
scvcrs.  At  present,  rough  or  smooth,  good  or  evil, 
is  all  alike  to  thcni.  The  wicked  start  at  the 
rustling  qf  a  leaf,  and  flee  when  there  arc  none  to 
pursue.  "  What  is  this  that  God  hath  done  unto 
us,"  they  say.  A  blessing,  a  gift.  They  have 
more  tlian  they  bargained  for.  Dut  it  only  in- 
creases their  present  distress.  It  deepens  their 
conviction  of  the  sin  they  are  guilty  of,  in  the 
treatment  of  Joseph,  lletiben  says,  "  Spake  I  not 
unto  you,  saying,  do  not  sin  against  the  child,  and 
yc  would  not  hear  ?  therefore,  behold,  also  his 
Ijlood  is  rerpiired."  The  object  of  Josrph  was  to 
bring  them  to  repentance.  So  with  Jesus.  He 
Avill  have  men  rqrcnt  of  their  sins,  and  hence  cm- 
ploys  every  means  to  effect  it.  He  lias  many  ar- 
ro'U's  in  his  quiver.  The  goodness  of  God  (as  well 
as  the  money  in- their  sacks)  is  intended  to  Icail 
men  to  repentance ;  aud  be  the  n\cans  what  they 
may,  if  the  sinner's  heart  is  once  pierced  Ire  has  S 
Kcubeny  the  cldci"  brother,  his  conscience  ever  be- 
fore liim  accusing  him  with,  did  I  not  tell  you 
when  you  went  to  the  dance  not  to  go?  Did  I 
Sot  tell  yuu  when  you  disregarded  the  holy  com- 


mand of  your  God-fearing- parents,  not  to  be  so 
wicked  ?  But  you  would  not  hear.  Did  I  not 
tell  you  when  you  curled  your  hair,  decorating

,weak  iu  tl^c  faith,  not  to  ^P'-'l^^'ft'^  disputij,tioiii;, 
ui^t  to  debate  tjr  ,l^c  contentious  about  disputiiblc 
things."  In  relation  togijch  matters,  he  direct§ 
tliat  uoao  should  .despise  or  jiulgc  others  becayse 
God  had  received  them  and  because  every  uiaij 
pught  to  be  fully  perguaded  in  Jiis  iawn  mind,  be- 
•  pause  "the  kingdom  of  Qod  is  not  meat  and 
.drink,  but  rightecuisncss  and  peace  iu  the  Ho- 
ly Ghast^'^  and  because  every  one  is  tp  give  an  ac- 
count of  himself  to  God  to  whoiji  alone  as  our 
Master  wc  arc  to  btand  or  I'all.  l'"iom  thi.oC  lea- 
^.<ous  I'au!  iul'crs,  wc  tlicii  thai  arc   strong,  or  we 


i  who  have    a  more    comprehensive  understanding 
jof  the  nature  of  Christ   and  our   christiaq  liberty 
and  duties,  ought   to  hear   the  infirmities  qf  the 
weak   iifStcad  of  condomuiug  thenj   and    setting 
QUrselvcs  iu  opposition  to  them.

13ut  he  often  comes  in  such  a  sly  way.  \Vlicn  ;t 
person  is  wearied  wltli  hard  labor  during  the  day,  or 
hurried  on  risina;  in  the  mornina\  he  comes  often 
into  the  heai't,  saying,  it  will  make  bu't  little  dif- 
ference to  omit  prayer  this  one  lime  ;  omit  it  once, 
and  how  easy  is  it  done  the  next  time.  Xo  one 
will  commit  the  second  offence  untill  after  com- 
miting  the  first.  Xo  one  will  take  the  second  step 
in  the  wrong  road  without  taking  the'  first.  Xo 
one  can  become  a  drunkeu  sot  without  taking  the 
first  glass  of  liquor,  say  no,  decidedly  no,  to  tlio 
first  of  all  these,  and  none  need  fear  the  last  sad 
consequences.  What  better  rule  for  every  person 
to  follow  than  to  sav  no  to  the  first  of  all  mtous: 
doing.  Can  a  better  rule  be  devised?  Think  no, 
feel  no,  say  no,  and  do  no,  to  every  device  of  satan  ; 
then  will  the  sejul  be  safe:  only  then  can  there  be 
safety.  Young  man,  j-Qung  women,  when  invited 
to  the  dance,  say  no  ;  to  the  card  f al-le,  say  no ;  to

This  is  about  as  sensible  as  ^fhe  load  been  sick? 
for  a  long  tinje  bi^t  !j,fter  re,c;oyAri;i;gj  lie  commen- 
ces jtfkiijg;  ujedieiuc  becayae  he  had  bee^  siek_. 
The  soiriptu.ria  say  ;  "be  baptized  for  tke remission 
of  sins  "  but  this  man  was  baptized  because  his 
^laaluvlbecn  forgicen.  Afterthus  being  baptizedhe 
is  received  into  fellowship  with  the  Baptists,  with- 
out bcingrequired  to  be  re-baptized  and  called  to  the 
lyinis^ry.  After  pre^icl.iiLug  ai^d  baptizing  a  large 
i^um^e^",  the  good  Ijrethren  coir;meaced  fiuc,li,ng 
fault,  Aud  said  that  he  was  not  baptiz(!d  (leg:^lly) 
uot  a  minister,  because  not  baptized  by  a  regular 
Baptist  minister.  Xow  he  wants  to  kuow  wUiit 
will  become  of  those  whoni  he  bfiptiaed,  and  what 
he  is  to  do.  The  yo<,ing  mans  couoiitiQU  docs  not 
seem  to  be  very  serious  accorcjiijg  to  his  o.\\n  con- 
fessitai.  lu  the  ftrsl  place,  his  si  us  were  pardoned. 
Who  would  desire  Ujigre?  Tliisis  all  tiiat  God  has 
promised  to  any^  and  if  i,t  ciuj  be  fully  re^ilized 
without  baptism  It  ccvtaiuly  does  ijot  maJvc  any 
difference  whether  the  adminiitrjitor  be  legally 
autluJrized  or  not.  lu  the  second  place  he  wa^ 
la>v-ruliy  ,9rdaiiicd,  ou  Uii  bapti^rD,  by  .the  Baptist 


clji'rcl)  as  ft  ijiinistcr  of  the  gospel,  and  now  w!iy 
not  a  riiiujstGr?  The  good  Baptist  brother  says  ■ 
'his  baptism  was  ^r,r<iiitqr  and  it  is  uot  well  for 
our  cliurehes  to  receive  such  baptisms."  If  yot 
good  to  receive  such  baptisms,  rt  is-  certainly  iiq|; 
good  to  ordain  such  men  to  the  mijastry,  and. 
worse  for  a  man  wlio  had  experienced  the  intrdou 
of  sins  to  attach  himself  to  a  church  who  was  nos 
wiljiug  to»make  this  admission.  But  what  about 
those  whojij  he  baptized  ?  Their  baptism  was  val- 
id bscausH  of  his  qrrdiiiation  by  a  Baptist  church. 
If  the  Baptist  ordjna.tiw  w^i.s  valid,  is  it  not 
strange  tl;at  the  ^ul^ject  ori]a,iue(j[  should  not  also 
be  valid  ?  Hive  you  not  so  much  as^read;  "^y hat- 
soever  ye  biiid  on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  lipayen "' 
ft  would  seem  to  follow  that  if  the  church  was  val- 
id—the  ordination  yalid-^ln!  minister  and  muiisr 
tration  ought  also  to  be  valid — but  the  idea  of  be;; 
ing  baptized  because  liis  si-ns  had  been  {lardoned; 
is  reprehensMe  and  irrclcvg.iit  to  the  trutl). 

AVe  do  not  say  that  a  man  cannot /Iv/  the  grace 
of  Go(t,  or  a  victory  won,  jji'iov  tQ  L^ptism,  but  we 
ilc<  say  tliat  forgiveness  ofsius  ls  ^  woi'k  of  grace 
and  grace  is  nevpr-  extoideci  anni€ii,tecl.  Slerit  is. 
^he  result  of  obedience.  Therefore  when  we  com- 
ply with  (he  terms  given  for  the  remission  of  sins, 
we  place  wirsxlveS  in  a  j-elation  to  God  that 
grace  m»y  rcacli  us,  and  l>y  grace  our  sins  are  par- 
doned. "Except  a  man  bo  born  of  water  and  of 
the  spirit  he  eannnl  enter  into  ihe  Kiugdora  of 
heaven."  If  C'.  or  any  body  else,  can  be  born  M'ith- 
out  water,  and  euter  the  Kingdom  of  heaven  ui.- 
Uorn,  we  have  no  objection,  but  we  would  prffe- 
to  mewt  grace  and  pardon  by  obedience,  and  thus 
become  a  legally  ad&ptal  heir  of  grace  and  the 
Kingdom,  according  to  divine  reyplatiou.

Are  we  really  ibllowing  the  order 
and  example  of  our  brethren  who  fell  asleep  in  the 
liord  )nany  years  ago  ?  ■  I  am  afraid  we  have  been 
unfaithful  to  their  admonition  and  example.  Look 
for  instancCj  at  our  natiouqil  soldiers,  all  those  who 


■  enlisted  under  one  captain  had  their  uniform  all 
alike,  and  we  dear  brclhren  and  sisters,    all  of  us 

I  who  have  enlisted  imder  the  banners  of  King  Eni- 

j  manuel,  should  we  not  resemble  each  other  a  lit- 
tle more  than  we,    in  reality   do?     Beflect  for  a 

:  moment,  if  our  Saviour  was  to  make  his  appear- 
ance to-day  in  the  clouds  of  heaven,  is  it  not  to  be 

i  feared  he  could  find  some  traitors  amT)n<r  us?  A\'e 
have  every  reason  to  believe  so,  for  when  we  read 
the  word  oi  God,  we  find  that  he  resisted  the  proud 
but  giveth  grace  to  (he  humble.  This  is  enough 
to  show  us  that  the  proud  are  to  be  banished  from 
the  in-eseu-c  of  the  l>ord  at  a  coming  day,  while 
the  humble  will  be  safe  within  the  walls  of  Zion. 
What  a  pity  that  we  do  not  live  moi'e  humbly  if

In  reference  to  giving  advice,  I  need  only  tell 
yon  I  am  a  poor  adviser,  and  )'ou  will  not  be  dis- 
iqipointed  if  1  can  give  you  but  little.-  It  is  pe- 
t.'idiar  with  those  whom  God  calls  to  sjieeial  duties 
to  feel  themselves  unqualified  for  the  discharge  df 
tiieir  duty.  It  was  so  with  Moses.  He  had  a 
lieavy  tongue,  and  was  slow  of  speech.

Isaiah 
f^aid,  "Woe  is  ate,  for  I  am  lindoile,  liecausC  lama 
jiian  of  unclean  lips.^'  And  Jonah  sought  exemp- 
Jion  in  fligh'tj  t%c.  And  no  donbt  3'ou,  too,  feel 
your  infirmity  i  it  is  well  we  all  feel  so.  Ourde- 
jiondcnce  is  in  God,  ami  the  more  we  feel  it,  the 
licrirer  wfi  dntw  to  hinl.  Of  this  j'Ou  need  make 
yourself  no  unnocesssry  trouble^  however:  E.ter- 
f.ise  an  unshaken  confidence  iu  his  jironHse^  and 
mistrust  not  of  your  ability  to  do  that  which  the 
Lord  has  laid  upoii  you.  In  his  name  and  strength 
go  on  and  tlo  5-onr  duty  without  fsjiir,  or  misgiv- 
ings as  to  the  resiilti 

Jjut  thiidc  not  that  God  must  and  will  do  all 
{he  work  without  your  co-operation.  A  ministe- 
I'ial  prej)aration  i.^  necessary  to  insure  success;  you 
must  emplo}'  the  niCfins  he  has  sanctified  for  ydur 
Jiclp  to  become  a  w'orkman  approved  of  God,  one 
Avho  needs  not  to  be  ashamed  in  rightly  doing  the 
■svord  of  God.  These  meaiis  arc  prvhite  prayer  ; 
reading  and  cftrefully  studying  the  Scriptures,  hu- 
^iiilitv-,  willing  obedience,  and  practice.  Secret 
]>rayer,  in  s[)irit  and  fervency  of  soulj  must  be 
much  engaged  in.  Ask  the  Lord  for  all  you 
want,  and  don't  let  him  go  till  he  blesses  you,  and 
if  like  with  Jacob  it  go  till  the  day  break.  Head- 
ing and  studying  the  scrij)tures  for  improvement 
and  knowledge  must  be  zealouslj'  persevered  in. — 
Concentration  of  the  right  on  the  text  is  necessa- 
Ty  to  draw  from  it  it«  hidden  beauties.  And  ia 
Order   to  ^c-ommunicatc  your  ideas  to  others,  you 


must  have  both  words  ft'iid  language.     You  oi'teft 
liear  iiicn  say,  "  \  knZ/'w  it,  i>ut  I  can't  tell  it."-^ 
The  reason  is,  they  arc  deficient  in  words  and  lan- 
guage;    If  you  have  an  ordinary  eduratiou^  with 
-A  liatin-gl    flaw    of  \Tm-dsj  and  free  dt'fitery,  j-ou 
m;ty  comraun'itrttc  yoiir  ideas  understandingly. — 
But  if  this  is  not  your  good  fortune  it  will  be  ab- 
s.ohtt(ily  nC'cessay  for  you  to  subject  yourself  to  a 
studious  course  at  reading    well    written    matter, 
either  in  books  or  papers,  to    attain   it.     And  the 
minister  of  the  gospel  should  have  a  general  knowl^ 
edge  on  rtll  subjects,  and  Oiight  to  be  a  man  of  geil- 
era?  -tradirig';     Tltt'  Wc^a  fhst  the  sflccessffil  hiinis- 
ter  and  good  preacher  rs  the  one  who  quotes  the 
most  &*'ripture,  is  erroneous.     Never  throw  more 
Scriptures  into  your  sermons  than  enough  to  prove 
your  2)osition.     But    illustrate   your  .points,  and 
present  its  truths  in  its  clearest  light  to  the  under- 
standing of  your  hearers.     AKvays  remember  that 
you  will  never  reach  the  heart  of  man  to  feel  your 
subject  unless  you  fii-st  feel  it  3'ourself;  only  that 
which  comes  from  the  heart,  Aviil  go  to  the  heart. 
"  The  iHisbandmsii  imest  first  be  pSrtaker  of  the 
frtjits/'  sfiys  P^ttL     Feel  your  subject,  and  throw, 
your  whole  soul  into  it ;  have   your    Inind    well 
filled  witli  Scriptilre  ideas;  and  be  always  ready  ; 
never  repeat  your  words;  fall  into  no  ilnbecaming 
habit ;  speak  the  truth  and  let  it  go.     Never  tvor- 
ry  over    the    imperfcctnegs  of  your  sermon  after 
preaching ;  leave  it  \Vith  tlie  past,  ana  thin],;  for 
the  next.     Don't  be  disc'Oilr'aged  if  men  speak  ill , 
nor  flattered  if  well  of  yoii  *;ermon.     Don't  be  dis- 
couraged if  it  didn't  go  as  well  this  time,  as  it  did 
the  other  time  ;•^ve  don't  always  feel  alike,  you 
can't   tell   which  is  best,    this    or   that.      Don't 
fret  because  you  can't  preach  like  some  others,  do 
the  best  yon  can,  and  let  the  Lord  dispose  of  it, 
3*ou  can't  tell  wd>rcli  one  bethinks  is  best. 

To  do  tllGsG,  yoU  must  have  time,  pafienee,  ex- 
perience and  practice,  with  a  proper  proportion  of 
humble  self-confidence  in  your  self  to  do  what 
God  fequirds  Cif  yoil.  Practice  on  the  truth  — 
Whetl  alone  don't  only  think  your  thoughts  on 
scrip,  but  speak  them  out  as  iii  jvreaching.  As 
you  ride  along,  let  the  trees  of  the  forest,  or  if  on 
the  field,  or  in  the  barn,  the  beasts  of  the  stable  be 
yoiir  ailditOi'.  And  in  ten  or  fifteen  y^&fs,  lience, 
you  may  feel  that  when  yoit  preach  you  fiiUst  have 
people  to  hear  you.  At  least  this  is  my  espe* 
rience.  I  now  only  preach  to  people,  and  some- 
times get  very  tired  at  that.  These  few  lines  I 
submit  to  your  consideration,  believing  that  if  yoti 
study  them  well,  and  practice  on  them,  you  will 
find  some  profit.  May  the  Holy  Ghost  direct 
you,  and  qualifS'  you  for  the  faithful  dischai'ge  of 
the  duiies  whereunto  the  Lord  hath  called  Toti,  I 
pray  in  tlesKs'  name,  amen,  and  amen.

portion  of  the  pssserigcr  dt?pot  and  ticket  dfice,  and 
the  large  round  house  of  theCliicago  and  Alton 
Railroad;  the  carniousc  and  scale  office,  freight 
office  and  part  of  one  of  the  l^;eight  depctS  of  t-h*; 
Ohio  and  Mississipi  lload,  the  depots  of  the  Toleuo 
and  Wabash  Railroad,  and  a  munber  of  dwelling 
houses  in  the  vicinity.  A  train  of  cars,  including 
a -thirty  ton  locomotive,  was  blown  from  tlic  track, 
alTd  iiftrlcd  forty  fectintoa  slough.

The  soul 
that  oomes  to  Jesus  must  foi-sakc  all,  take  up  his 
cross  and  follow  him.  No  Benjamin,  'no  hdovc<l 
iiJdf  no  darling  sin,  no  self-will  dare  be  left  be- 
hind. Except  a  man  forsake  all  that  he  hath,  he 
cannot  be  a  disciple  of  Jesus.  "  Thus  soith  the 
Lord  God ;  Let  my  people  go."  But  "  Who  is  tho 
Lord,"  says  Pharoah  (tbo  carnal  mind)  "  that  I 
should  obey  his  voice".  I  will  not  let  them  go, 
"The  carnal  miud  is  in  enmity  against  God,  and 
is  not  subject  to  his  law,  neither  indeed  ean  be." 
Hence  the  conflict.  God  will  multiply  his  signs ; 
he  will  increase  the siunoi-s'  troubles;  ho  will  plead 
with  him  till  his  conscience  condemns  him,  and  ho 
becomes  willing  that  not  a  hoof  be  left  behind. 
.'Vt  last  it  come  to  such  a  pitch  thjjt  tJiey  cculd 
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lioKl  otitiifJnMi-c!.' '""Israel  said  if  it  )ii>isi  bo  so 
now,  do  thi-s:  TulcO  of  the  best  fruits  in  the  land 
ill  your  vessel,  and  curry  down  the  iniin  a  px'cfcerit, 
u  little  balm,  and  a,  little  honey,  spices  and  myrrh, 
nuts  and  almonds.  And  take  double  i»oi?cy  in 
.  yoUr  hand ;  and  nioncy  tiuit  was  broifgU't  ;iga;in  in 
tiie  mouth  of"  your  sacks.  Take  also  your  brothor 
p.nd  arise,  ffo  ajtsiu  unto  the  nian.  And  God  ^^1- 
mighty  give  you  mercy  before  the  man."  "No 
soul  shall  appear  empty  before  mc,"  saith  the  Lord. 
The  sinner  in  his  need  and  distress,  nniint  .■Jtck 
a!j:ain,  and  afrain.-  until  he  finds,  knock  until  it  be 
opened  to  liinj,  a^k  until  he  receives  griJce  to  obey 
l:be  trafh.  He  must  nut  oifly  reproach  himself 
Ibr  his  sins,  and  disobcdienee  in  the  hearing  of  Je- 
sus, but  he  must  bring  an  ofl'ering  of  the  best 
fruits  lie  has.  An  humble  heart,  and  a  contrite 
spirit  is  an  acceptable  offeriug,  a  sacrilicc  which 
tlie  lyord  will  r»oc  despise.  Tlic  body  tijat  giveth 
;i  living  sacrifice  is  very  acceptable  unto  God. — 
And  "to  obey  is  better  than  sacrifice,  and  to 
ncarkeii  than  the  iiifc  of  rams."  He  must  come 
with  a  mind,  that,  "  though  lie  slay  ir^e,  yet  M'ill  I 
trust  \n  him."  If  [  perish,  I  will  \ierisii  seeking, 
and  confessing  my  sins  to  iiini."  He  must  make 
returns  of  gratitude  to  the  liord  for  what  he  has 
already  done  for  him,  "  Tiike  the  nioncy  again 
ftnto  tiic  man  that  was  in  the  sacks  nioifth."-^ 
Take  double  money  Itesides  itto'llic  man.  Double 
your  diligence,  double  your  liumibty,  and  repen- 
tance, and  make  him  returns  ibr  all  the  good  he 
has  done  you.  A  iid,  "  thc.ugli  the  lig  tree  shall 
blossom,  neither  shall  fruit  \:v,  in  the  vine;  the  la- 
Sorers  of  the  Olive  shall  fail,  and  the  fields  shall 
yield  no  meat;-  the  flock  shall  be  cut  off  from  the 
fold,  and  there  shall  bo  iw  herd  in  lire  stables,  yet 
I  will  rejoice  i»  the  Lord,  I  will  joy  in  the  salva- 
tioo,"  iuust  be  thfj  uccdy,  seeking  penitent  feel- 
ing. "  And  God  Almighty  will  give  you  ui-ercy." 
.f'.Ajid  tjic  men  took  that  present,- armi they  took 
double  money  in  their  hand,  and* Benjamin  Avent 
down,  and  s|ood  before  J (.-scph.  .Sud  when  Jo- 
seph saw  Benjamin  with  thtiiy,  he  said  to  the  ruler 
of  the  house,  bring,  those  men  home,  an<l«lay,  and 
make  ready,,  for  those  u'cn.  shall  dine  with  me  at. 
npon."  Vy^ich  the  penitent,  needy  soul  coines  to 
J{;suS  with  a  b.rokpir  heart,  and  contrite  spirit,  ;nl 
oftei'ing  to  the  Lord,  making acknoivlalgemeut  for 
'brmer  mercies,  bringing  his  Benjamin  (his  all) 
'Vith  him,  tlie  door  of  mercy  will  be  opened  to 
Mm,  and  '*  I  will  sup  ^\  ith  liiui,  and  he  with  mc,"

Will  the   Heathen  b3  Saved   Without 
th3  Written  Word? 


DiJAE  PjLGRiM:— I  thought  I  woul  J  }>en  a  few 

thoughts  on  the  above  subject,  as  it  is  one  of  con- 
siderable importance  to  know  whether  the  hcatiien 
will  be  saved  without  hearing  the  Gospel-preached 
to  th.eni. 

Our  Loi'd,  beforfi  he  ascended  to  heaven,  said  to 
his  disciples,  "  Go  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost;  teaching  theiu  to  observe  all  things 
1  havG  commanded  you,  and  lo  I  am  ^Nith  you 
aiway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

In  consulting  my  dictionary  I  find  the  v.ord 
heathen  means  a  l)agan,  and  a  pagan  means  a 
worshiper  of  idols.  This  is  the  first  .delinition  of 
the  Viord  given.  Now,  Avlieu  examining  the  Bi- 
Ulc,  Vf-e  fuid  God's  judgments  pronounced  upon 
fhosc  that  wor&hipcd  idols  at  that  time. 

Tiic  second  definltkjn  of  the  word  is  gentile,  and 
I'aul  says,  "  they  have  uo  hope  and  are  without 
Ciod  in  the  world."  In  Abraham's  day  there  was 
a  distinction  made  in  tlic  human  family.  They 
were  divided  into  two  clasfics,  the  on*  were  culled 
Jews,  and  the  other  were  called  Gentiles.  The 
laws  of  circunicissiou  were  by  God,  comrasudsd  to 
Abriiham,  and  througli  him  all  the  nations  of  the 
earth  siiovild'bc  blessed,  tlicrefore  he  w.as  cireum- 
ri.sed,  and  all  that' pertained  to  l?im  ami  this  i.^  the 
oriuiii  of  the  Jews.  Theji  all  that  were  born  to 
them  v,crc  Jews  Iw  birth,  but  had  to  undergo  the 
iitc  of  eireumcission  to  be  properly  iuiiiattd,  and 
such  as  were  born  Gentiles  could  become,  l>y  tho 
ccreTnouial  rile,  Jews  by  adoption.  Thereibre 
tJ-.oy  wei-e  no  more  called  Geatiies  .but  Je.vVi'.— 
Tho;5  thai  wois  notr.clrcUKitiseil -remaiiicd  Gc-ii-- 


tiles.  This  la-v  remained  in  force  until  the  com- 
ing of  the  Messiah,  then  it  is  said  he  came  to  his 
owu  and  hia  own  received  Sum  not,  but  as  many 
as  received  biiu  to  tbeni  gave  he  power  to  become 
the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  Ijelievo  on  his 
name.  Here  wc  see  a  preference  given  to  the  de-  ' 
sccndent  of  Abraham,  the  son  of  God,~revealing 
his  heavenly  Father's  will  to  them  first,  that  law 
that  was  hiddeu  from  the  foundation  of  the  vrorld, 
and  one  of  the  firet  principle^-  of  that  law  is  faith, 
which  ife  required  under  the  Gospel  in  all  circum- 
stances. .Paul  says,  "without  faith  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  please  God,"  and,  "faith  is  tiie  substance  of 
things  hoped  for  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen," 
and  again,  "  faith  couieth  by  hearing,  and  hearing- 
b_v  the  word  of  God."  "  How  shall  they  call  on 
him  in  whom  thtyhave  not  believed,  and  how  .shall 
they  believe  in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heaixl, 
and  how  sijall  tliey  hear  without  a  preacher,  and 
liow  shall  tley  preach  without  being  sent?"  John 
the  Baptist,  "  preached  the  baptism  of  repentcnce 
for  the  remission  of  sins,"  and  told  his  hearers  that 
they  should  "  bcJievc  on  him  who  should  come 
after  him,"  which  was  the  Messiah.  -AVhen  he 
came  the  first  of  his  preaching  was,  "  repent  and 
believe  the  Gospel,"  (faith  and  belief  are  synony- 
mous terms)  and  during  his  sojourn  on  earth,  in 
all  his  labors,  his  object  was  to  impress  the  minds 
of  people  that  faith  in  him  was  required,  so  thai 
the  object  desired  might  be  attained,  which  was 
the  salvation  of  man.  No  wonder  we,  find  the 
record  of  the  commission  before  he  left,  seeing  ,l}(j, 
had  the  good  of  man  at  heart.  It  was  not  his 
purpose  to  always  stay  here,  yet  he  intended  the 
great  work  to  go  on  which  he  had  begun,  there- 
fore he  said,  "  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature:  ho  that  belicveth 
and  is  baptized- slirdl  be  saved,  and  he  that  lie- 
lieveth  not  shall  be  damned."  He  says,  "all 
power  is  given  to  me  in  heaven  and  on  earth," 
and  1  have  a  right  to  send  you  my  disciples  to 
fulfill  Uic  work  whirh  I  have  begun  ;  but  twrry  at 
Jerusalem  unJil  you  be  endued  with  pow'er  from 
ou  high-,  which  was  brought  soon  after.  Tho 
comriiissioa  wai  liiveu  Oij  the  <'redt  and  iaoaiorii.- 
blc-day  cf  peuLecoil,     Till..  pjD'.'icr  was  ciljibiled- 
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by  t!ic, Apostles  in  .a  very  miracuious  nwHHpr,  so 
tlicy  coaltl  preach  to  tim  great,  throng  buforc  tlioin, 
ivhich  WIS  composed  of  men  61"  rtU  luifioiis,  lan- 
gbugos  '.aftt!  tongrbs  uudci"  iieavcif;  •  The  words- 
wliich  foH  .iroii!  the  lips  of  Peter  were  bv;all  ttn- 
dcrstood  in  their  native  tongue,  aud  coidd  by  each 
one  be  carried  to  his  native  lanti,  and  there  be  told  ■ 
!)y  liis  brctiiven,  and  if  theyfililed  to  (to  it  t1ic 
iiuilt  could  not  have  boeu  ths,Ijos'd's  or  the  sApos- 
tjjCj'jj,,  .For  if. the  law^prcviofialy  givcn;.eo.Hld  have 
given  life,  vcriiv  righteousness  .  should  have  been 


uj)  a  case,  and  sec  iiow  that  stands  in  the  light  of 
jusliee.  "  TUcrc  fr:iS;»i  certain  in<ui-  in  Ce.scrca tailed 
GorneHns,  a  cchturihn.of'tlie  band  called  the  Ital- 
ian liaud,  a.deyoiitenrdii)-  that  is  one- religiously 
inelinedj  and  fine  that  feared  God  Avitfiall  his 
house,  wliiel;  g^aVc  nuiMi  ulnVo  to'  the  people,  and 
praye(l' to  Gori  always."

revealed.  AVhercfc/rc  the  law  was  our  BChool- 
usVster  to  bring  us  to  Christ  that  wc  might  :be 
justified  by  faith  (Gal.  3d  chap.)  the  law  served' 
'.('ntil  tiic  seed  came  to  whonV  the  promise  was 
made  when  that  tiriic  came.  Then  were  the  peo- 
ple no  more  under  the  law,  but  could  become  the 
eliildren  of  God  by  taith  in  Jesus  Ghvist  without 
undergoing  the  rite  of  eircumeission.  I^uke  IG  : 
I G,  says,  "the  law  rlid  the  prophets  wore  until 
John,  si'ac'e  that  time  tfie  kingdom  of  God  is 
preached  through  the  Gospel.''  Tins  shows  us  the 
lime  when  the  gospel  dispensrvtion  commenced, 
and  the  law  ceased. 

•The  human  famiiy  is  Etiil  divided  into  two 
<?itisses,  but  dilfei'cntly  distinguished.  They  are 
now  called  believers- and  unbeliovei's,  or  saints  and 
t^iiiners.  Jesus  says,  as. recorded  by  John,  "  I  am 
Uio  doox :  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in  he  shall  be 
saved. •'"'  Here  we  find' an  opening  by  \yhieh  we 
may  get  admitti^nce- into  th'e  fold  of  Christ  by 
tiiitli.  Again  he  says,  ''  cthar  s1;eep  [  Irave  wiiieh 
lire  not  of  this  fold  ;  them  I  also  must  bring,  and 
they  shall  hear  my  voice,  and  there  shall  be  one 
fold  and  one  shepherd."  The  design  of  God  was 
to  bring  lite  and  immortality  to  light  by  the  gos- 
pel, "therefore  he  seiit  his  Won  iijto  tlie  \vorld 
that  whosoever  bclieveth  on  hinv  should  nut  perish, 
bht  have  everlasting  life."  ilcre  is  no  distinc- 
tion niadfl-.  All  have  «n  equal  ehanecto  enter  jir 
by,  the  door  into  sheep  fold.  Obsefvatior?  shows 
(0  us  a  distinction,  but  it  wus  notljie  design  of  God. 
>.lan  himself  has  made  that  distinction  when  he 
vrrtually  says  "I  will  not  have  this  man  Jesus 
OJirist  to  reigu  over  me,  rather  than  become  en-' 
lighten  jd. in.  the  ways  of  the  Lord  I  will  roakcnjy 
bed  in  hell. 

Again  it  is  sometimes. asserted,  God  is.  sncli  a 
merciful  being  he  could  not  punish  man  in  his 
ignorance,  when  he  knows  nbth.ir.'g  of  his'  law, 
living  iu  a  heathen  land  where  the  Gospel  lia.s 
nayer  been  preached,  and  where  man  has  no  means

kingduu^  on  earth.  Tliis  is  wortii  oui;  attention, 
ior  if  we  look  welLt&>OKi"  way  of  going,  and  ex- 
ftiuine  and  judge  ourselves  according  to  his  holy 
\vord  and  will,  it  is  then  that  Y,~e  shall  be  happy, 
whether  in  this  world  or  in  tho  wfrrkl  to  «on>e,

founcij."  The    Saviour     says,    ye     are    the 

light  of  the  M-odd,  (meaning  no  doubt  his  church, 
his  people,)  and  if  your  liglit  be  a  briglit    one,  all 
will  see  it  and  l)e  !)eiiefited  by    it,  in    ihe  church 
and  out  of  it;  but  if  it  be' a  dim    hght,  or   a  bad 
light  it  will  also    be  seen,    and    have    its  affects, 
^J-hich  of  course  will  not  be  good,  for  if  that  light 
that  be  in  you  bo  darkness,  O,    how  great  is  that 
darkness  l     Then  is  it  not  tl;e  duly,  and  isjt  not 
ni  the  power  of  every  eluvrch  to  try  (by    the  help 
of  God's  word,  which  is  power)  to  keep  as  bright 
a    light   as-  possible?        Then    the    (|i.:csti<;n   is,, 
liow   shall    we    do    if?

sooner  the  lietto'.-. 

In  conclusion  my  brethren-,  how  great  a-  duty 
tfic  church  has  to  perform.  "  Whatsoever  ye 
shall  bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  licaven,  and 
whatsoever  ye  slwll  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed 
ni  heaven."  Look  a«  the  ibllowing  scriptiu'es  :

At  onr  eonneil  in  our  district  \vc 
consiflcred  the  matter,  and  unitodly  sent  to  onr 
J^istriet  Meeting  the  folUnving  :  "  Y\'hercas,  certain 
jirethren  in  Indiana  think  the  time  lias  conic  that 
it  is  neeeasarv  to  have  a  college,  or  high  kcIjooI 
among  the  Brethren.  Therefore  resolved  in  coun- 
cil, in  the  liOwer  Cumberland  C:iurc!i  Pa.,  tliat  I 
;that  lime  has  not  come.  This  or  something  like 
■it  in  slibstanee,  we  took  to  tlio  District  Meeting 
'of  Middle  Pa.,  otiier  queries  or  remonstrances  of  a 
■Biniilar  nature  were  presented.  Our  clerks  .brought 
'the  whole  in  shape  ofarjnei^-,  as  in  minutes  of 
;j\Iid.  i district  of  Pa.  1870,  (iuery  5,  conccnang 
the  ])roj!Os(d  college,  or  liigh  sehcol ;  Answer. 
:Thc  brethren  composing  the  Middle  District  of 
Pa.,  do  opjiose  the  establishment  of  a  college  or 
Jiigh  school  in  our  church,  but  take  no  exceptions 
■to  it  as  an  individual  enterprise.  Tiiis  Vwas  rcfer- 
■red  to  Annua;  creeling.  Xow  the  (juestiou  witli 
many  is,  what  lias  become  of  this  query?  The 
'.jneetinn;  sent  two  delegates  to  A.  M.     One  of  tliem

says  he  does  not  kno-w  what  has  become  of  it,  a  re- 
port says  it  was  floored  or  tabled,  can  this  be  so? 
Tsvcnty-three  churches  legally  represented,  and 
'their  delegates  uniting  in  a  query  and  answer  \vith- 
oVit  a  dissenting  voice,  and  that  to  be  fabled  or 
floored.  I  hope  this  may  not  be  so.  But  why  is 
it  not  on  the  Minutes  of  A.  M.  of  1870?  There 
is  something  wrong 'somewhere;  Let  the  delega- 
tes of  the  Middle  District  of  Pa,  as  well  as  those 
Hvho  were  sent  to  A.  M.  consider,  .and  as  "  Char- 
ity thinkoth  no  evil, "wo  Vi'ill  wait  and  see.  But 
my  object  in  writing  is  not' so  much  to  discuss  the 
^)roprieiy  ofa  school  or  no  school^  but  as  the 
school  is  in  progress,  and  tlie  nianageVs  have  sent 
out  their  Circular^!,  and  in  them,  it  is  said  tliat 
the  school  is  under  the  auspices  of  the  German 
Baptist  or  Tunker  C;hviroli,  1  with  many  other.s, 
have  wondered  vi-here  those  dear  brethren  get  tlie 
axithority  to  saddle  this  thing- on  the  church.

"Why  then  connect  Churcli 
with  iL?_Vud  if  some  brethren  think  tliey  must 
liuvc  a  sciiool,  wi;y  not  use  their  ov-:rt  nanic,  instead 
of  German  Baptist  Ghiircii  ?  Suppose  a  brother 
v,-ould  write  a  book,  and  give  it  Lhe,'fitlc''of"'''''l'ho 
Discipline  of  the  old  Brethren,  or  German  Baptist 
GliiU'cb,"  would  onr  brcthi'en  approve  of  this  ?  I 
think  liot.  'Well  the  "Jews  require  a  sign,  and 
the  Greeks  seek  after  wisdom,  but  we  preach  Christ 
crucified;  the  race  is  not  always  to  the  swift,  neith- 
er the  battle  to  the  strong."

Jjfiir  T"il<jrini : — Wc  ;u'e  quite  frccjuciifl}'  warn- 
«1  tliroii"li  the  cohunus  of  oiu-  iw.uer.s  tn  bi!\vareof 
imposters.  We  think  we  can  give  a  sketch  of  one 
of  the  greaiest  impostcrs  kuowu^iicn'.  Oil  t!ic  eve. 
of  Feb.  8th,  a  straiig-ercarao  to  tlie  Iioiiso  of  my  fa- 
ther, statyig  that  lie  Vvias  a  traveling  agent  selling 
Uankriipt  goods  for  n  firm  in  Englnnd.  He  sold 
packages  which  he  calle-1  forty -five  dollar  lots,com- 
posed  of  cloth,  calico,  autl  muslin.  Home  places 
he  sold  Lis  lots  for  forty  dollars — boasted  of  hav- 
ing sold  a  great  quantity  of  goods  to  the  ErethixMi 
(or  Dunkards  as  he  called  -tliem)  and  others. 
through  jMorrison's  Cove,  from  Williamsburg  to 
iMartinsburg  to  the  amount  of  several  thousand 
dollars.  Of  the  names  he  read  from  his  list  I 
remember  Jscaring  that  of  Snively  and  a  widow 
'Sraitii  near  WiHtsmsburg,  also  bros.  Quinn 
and  ]\riller  of  jMcAlavcys  Fort — had  quite  a  num- 
ber of  circulars  of  the  "  Universal  Galda  for  Cut- 
,'lU)g, Garments,'''  and  very  much  reconimcuded  it. 
The  cloth  goods  had  a  good  appearance  at  first 
sight,  bi,!.t  upon  .a  Utile  examination  it  was  ascer- 
tained to  be  iio'tkiiig  Iiut  .eassinette  goods]nianufac- 
turcd  for  the  sole  purpose  of  ijiiposition.  He  also 
carried  with  him  "Genuine  Kirgli^h  silk  dress 
'jjatterns"  which  he  offered  for  twenty  dollars  a 
'pattern.  At  eaeli  end  of  tlic  piece  for  an  inch  it 
■Jiad  the  appearance  of  silk,  the  rest  cotton.  He 
gi'tVc  liis  name  Michael  Began  and  sakl  lac  <:^n.ie 
"from  five  miles  w'cst  of  PhiladeljshJa — has  ttie 
Irish  brogue,  but  asserts  that  he  as  a  native  of 
^imeriea,but  says  his  parefflts  are  Irish— ti'a vols  wJtb 
''horse  and  buggy,  is  of  a  very  gentlemanly  ^ppear- 
■ance,  and  no  doubt  is  well    adapted  to    his  pro- 

'fofvsioB'.

In  the  next  chapter  wc  have  the  history  of  tljc  al- 
luded rebellion  ;  consequently,  they  tha,t  h-cld  that 
idea,  connect  the  tv;o  chapters  tojj;ethcr,  and  lose 
sight  of  the  true  Civuse  jiositively  declared  in  the 
sixteenth  chapter  of  Xumbers.  There  is,liowcver, 
HO  immediate  connection  with  the  former  chapter. 
If  wc  believe  scripture  chronology  to  be  correct, 
as  by  inferoiiue  of  other  occurences  we  have  reason 
to  do,  this  rebellion  w;xs  uinoteeii  years  after  the 
command  given  in  the  former  chapter,  hence  could 
not  be  on  that  account. 

But  we  have  the  positive  reason  given  in  the 
8-11  verses,  in  Numbers  1(3.  Korah,  being  of 
tlic  trilie  of  Levi,  had  the  charge,  (with  the  rest  of 
Ills  brethren)  of  the  service  of  the  tabernacle,  and 
;ji veil  to  minister  unto  the  priests;  but  to  Aarou 


and  his  sons  the  priesthood  was  exclusively  given. 
See  Xuni.  Sd  chap.  Korah,  not  satisfied  with  his 
position,  envied  the  Priestiiood,  and  soon  found 
aecessors,  as  men  AVhen  they  want  to  raise  a  rebel- 
lion, the  first  thing  they  do  is  to  acquire  strength, 
and  when  strong  enough  they  openly  break  out 
in  rebellion,  So  with  Korah,  he  soon  had  there 
with  hiui,  Uathan,  Abiram  and  On,  as  Icadei-s  iu 
the  rebellion,  The  three  latter  not  of  the  tribe  of 
Levi,  but  of  the  trib.e  of  Rjubpn,  which  had  no- 
thing to  do  with  the  service  of  the  tabernacle. — 
Xext,  they  drawcd  into  the  rebellion  two  hundred 
and  fifty  princes  of  the  assembly  from  the  cliil- 
dren  of -[srael,  regardless  of  any  tribe,  but  famous 
iu  the  coijgreg^tipn,  men  pf  rcpflwii,  Xow  "they 
gathered  themselves  together  agaiij^t  Moses  aad 
against  Aaron,  and  siid  unto  thera^  ye  take  too 
much  upon  you,  seeing  all  the  coijgvcgation  are 
holy,  every  one  of  them  and  the  Lord  is  among 
themj,  wdierefore  then  lift  ye  up  youvselvcs  above 
the  congi-egation  of  the  Lord?  T\r!iy  can  we  not 
act  in  the  cajiaclty  of  Priests  and  pifcr  incense  un- 
to the  Lord  ?  Are  yo  the  only  ones  that  are  holy 
and  belong  to  the  Lord,  that  the  ofiice  of  the 
Priesthood  and  the  offerings  of  incense  is  cxclu-' 
sivcly  acceptable  with  him ".'  \\'e  are  his,  and  ho- 
ly, too,  and  the.Lbri^  is'neav  us.  Why  cannot  we 
make  an  ofl'ering  acceptable  to  the  Lord  ?  These 
were  uudoubt«lly  the  reasonings  of  lliis  com- 
pany. Moses,  being  grieved,  fell  upon  lus  face, 
and  spake  qnto  them,  "  even  to-morrow  the  Lord 
■\nll  s'hcw  who  are  liis,  and  who  is  holy."  "  This 
do,  take  you;-  censors,  Korah,  and  all  thy  compa- 
ny, and  put  (ire  tlierein,  and  put  incense  there, 
before  the  Lord  to-morrow,  and  it  shall  te  whcn^

Hence  their  guilt  was  of  the  deep- 
c-st  dye,  and  their  consequent  aggravated  punish- 
ment reached  tlieic  wives  and  children ;  whereas 
Korah 's  children  died  not.  See  Xum.  26  :  10,  IL 
He  being  of  the  tribe  of  I>evi,  hence  nearer  tlian 
the  others,  who  were  of  the  tribe  of  Reuben,  and 
entire  strangers  to  the  service  of  the  Lord.  Closes 
said,  "depart,  I  pray  you,  from  the  tents  of  these 
wicked  men,jind  teach  nothing  of  theirs,  lest  ye 
be  consumed  in  all  their  sins.  So  they  got  up 
from  the  tabernacle  of  Korah,  Dathan,  and  Ab- 
iram ou  every  side ;  and  Dathan  and  Abiram 
came  out,  and  stood  in  the  door  of  their  tents,  and 
their  wives,  and  their  sons,  and  their  little  chil- 
dren." "  And  the  earth  opened  its  mouth  and 
swallowed  them  up,  and  their  houses,  and  all  the

The  same  terrible  fate  happened  them 
that  did  unto  Xadab  and  Abihu,the  sons  of  Aaron,

But  did  the  adherents  escape  the  just  judgment  j  station  ;  if  only  lay  members  wc  still  can  do  much 
of  an  offended  God  ?     Wc  "hear  sometimes  public-  '  for  ourselves,  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  church 
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at  large,  by 'letting  our  light  shine  with  meridian 
splendor,  and  be  humble  subjects  and  not  envying 
a  higher  position  than  the  chui'ch  sees  proper  to 
lay  upon  us.  Let  the  lay  member  not  crave,  or 
covet  to  be  a  deacon,  neither  the  deacon  to  be  a 
speaker,  neither  the  speaker  to  be  an  elder,  nor 
tlie  elder  to  be  an  overseer ;  but  submit  to  the 
\visdom  of  the  church,  and  whenever  the  church, 
through  the  Holy  Spirit,  sees  proper  to  call  you 
to  fill  any  of  these  offices,  then  by  all  means  be 
obedient,  lest  yc  also  might  be  found  to  rebel 
against  the  congregation  of  the  Lord.  But  let  us 
fill  our  respectful  offices  faithfully,  iu  meekness 
and  in  subjection  to  one  another,  with  reverence 
and  with  godly  fear.  ]\Iay  God  foi'bid  that  any 
should  serve  iu  such  a  manner  as  to  lord  over 
God's  heritage. 

2d.  It  teaches  us  to  be  careful  in  submittino;  to 
the  dccission  of  the  church,  assembled  iu  council, 
lest  wc  may  be  in  the  same  catalogue  with  rebel- 
lious Korali,  we  may  set  up  our  judgment  para- 
mount to  the  whole  church,  and  if  this  be  the 
case,  ^v"c  sec  not  unfrcquently  such  characters 
strengthen  themselves  by  getting  as  many  as  they 
can  as  adherents,  and  when  strong  enough  break 
out  in  open  rebellion  against  the  congregation  of 
the  Lord,  May  God  preserve  every  brother  and 
every  sister  from  disobedience  and  rebellion.  "  For 
rebellion  is  as  the  sin  of  witchcraft  and  stubborn- 
ness as  iniquity  and  idolatry. 

od.  By  it  wc  may  Team  also  how  dangerous  it 
is  to  enter  upon  forbidden  ground,  and  that  we  do 
not  offer  strange  fire  upon  the  altar  and  censor  of 
the  world's  temporal  government,  and  thereby  be- 
come votaries  of  the  God  of  this  world,  in  order 
to  sacrifice  our  noble  christian  principles  to  the 
shrines  of  fashion  by  conforming  to  th'c  customs 
and  maxims  of  the  wicked,  Yea,  we  arc  also 
sensibly  warned  not  to  unite,  or  ibund  to  associate 
with  them  who  sacrifice  upon  the  altar  set  on  high 
places,  whose  works  arc  in  secret,  and  are  the 
works  of  darkness,  whose  origin  is  from  the  devil, 
the  prince  of  darkness.  God  forbid  that  such 
should  be  the  case  with  any  who  name  the  name 
of  Christ. 

And  lastly.  It  should   solemnly  and   indelibly 


stamp  upon  our  minds  the  indispensible  necessity 
of  paying  strict  attention  to  all  that  God  requires 
of  us  in  his  Holy  AVord,  lest  we  be  found  to  rebel 
and  iight  ag-ainst  the  royal  majesty  of  the  Lord 
Jehovah,  and  against  the  supreme  behests  of  his 
Christ,  the  King  of  Kings  and  Ixird  of  Lords. — 
O,  what  dreadful  punishment  docs  await  them  that 
turn  "  the  grace  of  God  into  lasciviousness,  and 
^leny  the  only  Lord  God,  and  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,"  by  non-observance  of  his  commandments. 
Brethren  and  sisters,  let  us  hold  out  faithful  to 
the  end  ;  the  crown  is  glorious  and  of  exceeding  bril- 
liancy, and  is  attainable  by  all  who,  by  the  power 
of  God,  through  faith,  are  kept  unto  salvation.

the  angels  of  God  ascending  and  descending  on  it. 

And  behold  the  Lord  stood  above  it  and    said,  I 

am  the  Lord  God  of  Abraham,  the  God  of  I.saac," 

&c.     God  here  renews  the  covenant  of  grace  with 

Jacob  that  he  had  made  with  Abraham  and  Isaac. 

"  And  behold  I  am  with  thee   and  will  keep  thee 

in  all  places  whither  thou  goest,"<tc.     And  Jacob 

awoke  out  of  his    sleep,  and    he  said,    surely  the 

I^ord  is  in  this  place  and  I  knew  it  not.     And  he 

was  afraid,  and  said  how   dreadful  is   this  place, 

this  is  none  other  than  the  house  of  God  and  gates 

of  heaven,  and  took  the  stone  and  .set  it   up  for  a 


liere  said  and  promised  to  Jacob,  he  now  says,  and 
is  applicable  to  every  belciver  who  has  vowed  al- 
legiance to  Christ,  "  looking   unto  Jesus   the  au- 
thor and  iinisllcr  of  our    fiu'th,"  and    being  confi- 
dent of  this  very  tiling,  that  he  wliich  hath  begun 
a  good  work  in  you  will  perform  it  imtil    the  day 
of  Jesus  Christ."     "The    I..ord  will   perfect  that 
whicli  conccrneth  me,  thy  mercy  O    Lord  endur- 
eth  forever,  forsake    not  the  work  of  thine  own 
hands."     "  And  we  know  that  all  things  work  to- 
gether for  good  to  them  that  love  God."  &c.     Ja- 
cob having  arrived  at  Padan  Aram,  where  his  fa- 
ther sent  him  to  take  a  wife  among  his    own  kin- 
dred as  his  forefiithers  had  done,  rather  than  take 
a  wife  of. the  daughtei-s  of  Canaan,  or  wicked  Ca- 
naan! tes,  as  his   brother  Esau   had  done,   to  the 
great  grief  of  his  parents,  and  being   very  kindly 
received  and  saluted  by  his  uncle  Laban  and  cous- 
in llachel,  whoin  he  greatly  loved,  and  for  whom 
he  offered  to  serve  seven  years  as  a  shepherd,  but 
it  appears  that  Laban  was  rather  a    covetous  man 
and  disposed  to  take  every  advantage    jn  acquir- 
ing property."     ITc»  first  disappointed   Jacob  by 
giving  him  I-eah  instead  of  llachel  whom  he  had 
promised  to  him.     Thou    after  he   had  faitlifuUy 
sewed  seven  }-cars  mt)rc  for  both    his  wives,   and 
six  years  for  cattle,  and  God    was  with    him  and 
greatly  prospered  everything  in  his  kands,  and  he 
wished  to  return  to  his  own    countrj,  Laban  did 
iijut  want  him  to  leave,  nor  giv«  hini  his  own  that 
belonged  to  him,  for  he  iearued  by  experience  that 
God  had  blessed  him  for  Jacob's   sake.  Gen.  30  : 
27-30.     But  at  length  Laban  and  his  sons  became 
envious    because     of  Jacob's   prosperity.       Thia 
being  a  time  of  great  trial  and  difficulty,  and  Ja- 
cob no  doubt  was  somewhat  perplexed,  but  at  this 
crisis,  God  appeai'od  again  to  him  and  reminds  him 
of  his  promise  to  him,  and  of  his  own  vow,"    "  Xow 
arise,  get  theo  out  of  th'.s  laud  and  return  unto  the 
laud  of  thj'  kindred."     So  God,  according   to  his 
promise,  went  with  him  and  kept   him   thus  far, 


the  exceeding  great  aud  precious  promise  of  God,  ;  aud  liually  dclivwa  Jiuu  out  of  the  bauds  of  his 
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be  called  no  more  Jacob,  but  Israel,  for  as  a  prince 
hast  tJKjii  power  with  God  aiul  wiih  men,  antl 
liast  prevailed."     32:  24. 

The  angel  which  redeemed  .Jacob  from  all  evil, 
and  appeared  to  Moses  in  a  flame  of  fire  out  of  the 
bush,  as  the  great  deliverer  and  redeemer  of  Is- 
rael from  Egyptian  bondage,  is  also  described  as 
conducting  the  Israelites  tliroiigh  ihc  wilderness. 
"Eehold  I  send  an  angel  before  thee,  to  keep  thee 
in  the  way,"  c^-c.  and  appeared  unto  Joshua  as  the 
captain  of  the  host  of  tiic  liord,  etc.  Jos.  5:  14. 
"  To  fight  for  them  and  give  them  possession  of 
the  promised  land,  Canaan."  David  said  to  the 
Philistine,  Goliath,  "  thou  comest  to  me  with  a 
sword,  but  I  come  to  thee  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  of  hosts,  the  God  of  the  armies  of  Israel, 
whom  thou  deliest,  tor  the  battle  is  the  Ivord's." 
1  Sam.  17:  45-47.  But  such  temporar deliver- 
ances wxre  typical,  and  represents  that  which  was 
spiritual. 

"For  as  a  prince  .hasfc  thou  i)uwcr  with  God 
and  with  men,  and  hast  ])revailed."  tSo  Jaiob 
wrestling  with  the  angel  and  prevailing  represents 
faith  in  Christ.  Xpw  faith  is  the  substance  of 
things  hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not  seen. 
Ileb.  11:  1.  Paul  further  enuinoratini-  the 
many  acts  of  living  and  saving  faith,  "These  all 
died  in  faith,  not  having  received  the  promises, 
but  having  seen  tliem  afar  off  were  ];crsuaded  of 
them,  and  embraced  tliem'and  confessed  that  they 
were  strangers  and  pilgrims  on  the  eartli."  But 
to  crown  all,  "he  that  spared  not  his  own  son,  but 
delivered  liim  up  for  us  all,  will  also  freely  give 
us  all  things.''  &c.  "  Who,  or  what,  sliall  sepo- 
rate  un  from  the  love  of  Christ  ?  shall  tribula- 
tion or  distress,  persecution  or  famine,  or  naked- 
ness, or  peril,  or  sword?"  "Nay,  in  all  tlicse 
things  we  are  more  than  conquerers  through  hinj. 
that  iovcd  us."  Jacob's  wrestling  and  prevailing 
had  the  wonderful  power  and  eftect.  of  chantrina- 
Esau's  heart,  or  purpose.  The  lion  he  so  greatly 
dreaded,  became  as  gentle  and  peaceable  as  a  lamb, 
'' and  Esau  ran  to  meet  him  and  embraced  him, 
and  fell  on  his  neck  and  kissed  him,  and  they 
wept."  It  is  in  the  strength  of  Christ  and  through 
his  gi-ace  that  christian  pilgrims  can  be  enabled  to 
conquer  and  prevail  agaiiist  all  that  may  opposo 
them.  ]),  X.

(ien.  82:  1.  He  might  now  truly  have  said,  .ns 
did  EUsha  to  his  servant,  "fear  not,  for  they  that 
be  with  us  arc  more  than  they  that  be  against  us, 
and  Elisha  prayed  the  Lord  to  open  the  eyes  of 
the  young  man,  and  the  Ijoid  opened  Ids  eyes, 
spiritually,  and  he  saw  the  heavenly  hosts  round 
about  Elisha.  2  Kings  6  :  16,  17.  IvLost  blessed 
:ind  desirable  company,  to  guard  and  defend  when 
dangers  are  rife,  to  cheer,  comfort,  and  strengthen 
weary  pilgrims  on  their  way  zionward,  though  not 
])ermittcd  to  see  them  vrith  their  natural  eyes,  but 
yet  they  may  imbibe  more  or  less  of  their  spirit- 
ual presence,  for  the  scriptures  assure  us  that  the 
angels  are  ministering  spirits  sent  forth  to  minis- 
ter for  them  who  shall  be  heirs  of  salvation.

"Jacob  being  thus 
highly  esteemed  and  favored  of  God,  who  had  al- 
so greatly  blessed  and  prospered  him  in  this 
w'orld's  goods,  in  cattle  and  a  numerous  oft'spring, 
in  view  of  whie.h  how  humble,  ]")Oor  and  little  did 
lie  feel  in  his  own  estimation,  saying :  "  I  am  not 
worthy  of  the  least  of  all  the  mercies  and  of  all 
the  truth  -which  thou  hast  shewed  unto  thy  ser- 
vant." ]\Iark  the  spirit  he  manifested,  which  was 
not  that  of  the  self-righteous  Pharisee,  as,  "God 
I  thank  thee  that  I  am  not  as  other  men,  "&c. 

After  Jacob  had  been  thus  favored  and  blessed 
witk  the  ministration  of  angels,  new  fears  and 
troubles  arose.  Upon  hearing  that  his  brother 
Esau  was  coming  to  meet  him  with  a  host  of  four 
iuindred  men,  with  evil  intent,  as  he  feared, 
"  Then  he  was  greatly  afraid  and  distressed."  He' 
had  now  no  other  recourse  but  to  look  to  God  for 
help  and  plead  his  promises  of  protection,  as  when 
l.ie  said,  "  return  unto  thy  countiy  and  to  thy  kin- 
dred and  I  will  be  with  thcc  and  will  iiurcly  do 
the  gooil.  Gen.  32:  1-9,  12.  His  prayer  was 
heard  and  answered.  An  angel  wrestled  with 
liini  and  did  not  prevail  against  him,  and  he,  Ja-  , 
cob,  r'efu.sed  to  let  him  go  till  he  had  blessed  lun

A  Report. 

A  report  from  tlie  cliiircli  of  the  Brethren  in 
California,  in  relation  to  the  mission  of  Elds.  Jacob 
Miller  and    I).  B.  Sturgi.s,  to  the  Pacific  coast. 

Whereas,  we  are  constantly  receiving  letters 
IVoni  many  parts  of  the  Brotherhood  inquiring, 
"what  the  mission  was  for?  "What  was  done? 
Why  did  they  return  home  so  soon?  We  gave 
our  money  to  send  them  to  Cal.  and  Oregan  to 
])rcacli  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Chrls^t,  and  now 
wc  hear  they  are  at  home.  What  is  the  matter?" 
and  may  other  such  inquiries.  Hence  wc  feel  it 
our  duty  to  give  a  report  through  our  periodicals 
of  the  proceedings  of  said  Elders  while  they  were 
^^■ith  us. 

They  reached  the  house  of  Eld.  George  Wolf, 
Gel.  12th,  187Q,  and  remained  a  few  days  with 
tiie  brethren  in  the  immediate  neighborhood,  and 
on  the  20th,  sailed  from"  Sanfrancisco  to  Portland 
Oregan,  made  their  visit  and  returned  to  Cal.  on 
the  I'Jtii  of  Nov.,  and  spent  their  time  in  preach- 
ing and  visiting  their  I'elatives  iu  Xapa,  Stockton 
and  other  phices  until  the  10th  of  Dec,  and  on 
f^aid  day  the  brethr^.n  of  Cal.  assembled  in  church 
council,  it  being  the  time  of  our  quarterly  church 
meeting. 

Elders  Sturgis  and  Miller  met  \utli  us,  and  af- 
ter singing,  exhortation,  and  prayers  were  offered, 
we  proceeded  to  "try  the  standing  of  the  church,  [by 
renewing  our  l)aptismal  covenant,  as  our  custom  is 
t©  do.  Eld.  CJeorge  Wolf  presiding,  he  immedi- 
ately proceeded  to  take  the  voice  of  the  church, 
when  it  was  ibund  there  was  not  a  dissenting  voice, 
but,all  the  members  were  ready  to  hear  the  teach- 
ings 01  our  Lord  and  Master,  and  abide  by  his 
Law,  whcreunto  we  are  called,  and  made  free  from 
the  law  of  carnal  commandments.  Next  brother 
■U'olf  requested  bros.  Miller  and  Sturgis  to  read 
;their  letters  of  i-qpommendation  from  A.  ]\L — 
They  then  read  letters  signed  by  brethren  in  South 
Bend,  Ind.,  and  the  church  received  them  on  said 
recommendation.  Then  the  church  proceeded  to 
attend  to  business  of  a  local  nature,  among  which 
was,  the  case  of  A.  P.  Gipson,  and  the  brethren 
in  Macoijipiji  GO.,  Ill,  which  trouble  was  amicably 
adjusted.  The  brethren  (Miller  and  Sturgis)  ac- 
ting as  representatives   of  the  beethren  in  111. 

After  the  local  busliicss  had  been  dispensed  with 
Si'o.  Wolf  rcqiicstcd  Bros.    Miller  and  Sturgis.  to 


make  knowgn  to  the  church  their  mission  to  Cal. 
They  both  spoke  at  considerable  length,  telling  us 
they  were  sent  by  the  brethren  of  the  East,  to  see 
how  you  do,  and  to  get  an  expression  of  union ;  and 
that  we  would  agree  to  be  subject  to  the    decision 

I  of  A.  M.  This  being  their  mission  as  well  as  to 
preach  the  Gospel  in  Cal.  Then  they  asked  us  to 
give  such  an  expression  of  union.  We 'claimed 
we  had  given  tlic  ordinary  expression  of  union  and 
fellowship,  with  tire  entire  brotherhood,  when  we 
renewed  our  baptismal  covenant  in  their  ]>resencc, 
and  we  stand  in  full  union  with  all  the  followers 
of  the  meek  and  lowly  Jesus.  Believing  his  word 
to  be  sufficient  to  guide  us  in  all  things,  hence  we 
reject  all  creeds,  artic'es  of  faith,  and  disciplines, 
of  human  invention  ;  believing  them  to  be  a  direct 
transgression  upon  the  wisdon  of  God,  for  he  has 
given  us  a  perfect  law,  to  govern  •  us  in  all  things. 
However,  when  they  were  drawn  out,  it  was  found 
that  feet-washing  was  the  great  trouble,  and  hence 
the  desire  of  the  brethren.  Elds.  Miller  and  Sturgis 
to  get  us  to  acknowledge  the  Minutes  of  A.  M. 
which,  had  we  done,  would  have  been  bartering 
away  our  rights  in  the  Gospel,  and  that  obtained 
in  the  brotherhood  in  A.  JI.  in  1858;  for  the  de- 
cission  of  A.  ]\L  1859,  the  latter  clause'of  art  2cl 
reads  thus  :  "  It  .also  advises  brethren  when  organ- 
izing new  churches,  to  organize  them  in  the  prac- 
tice of  the  ordinances,  according  to  the  general  or- 
der of  the  brethren.''  And  as  the  Minutes  of  1870, 
say  that  Elds.  Miller  and  Sturgis  M'ere  to  come  to 
the  Pacific  coast  to  organize  churches,  and  set  in 
order  things  needed,  which  was  so  different  from 
the  shape  it  v,"as  when  it  went  to  A.  M.  from  the 
Western  List,  of  Pa,  \vhich  says  to  send  brethren 
to  Cal.  and  Oregon,  as  Missonaries  for  one  year, 
to  aid  the  church  there  in  sjireading  the  Gospel  of 
Christ,  (C.  F.  C.  Vol.  6,  No.  2G,  Query  3.)  when 
a  warm  discussion  followed.  We  claimed  we  stood 
on  the  compromise  of  1856,  and  kept  our  pledge 
in  good  faith,  enjoying  our  liberty  to  follow  the  ex- 
ample of  our  Lord  and  Master  in  the  ordinance  of 
feet- washing,  as  we  understand  it. 

When  the  evening  drew  on  we  adjourned  until 
after  public  jn-eaching ;  then  the  church  assembled 
again  in  council,  and  the  discussion  continued  un- 
til near  midnio-ht,  when  the  voice  of  the  church  ^yas 
taken,  and  in  that  vote  we  reserved  the  right  to 
reject  every  thing  that  is  not  in  harmony  with  the 
law  of  our  Lord   Jesus  Chiist,   and  the  right  to

(lone  heretofore  ;  and  tluis  the  labor  of  the  Brctli- 
rcu  closed  in  Cal.  and  thoy  returned  to  their 
homes. 

Wo  have  taken  fresh  courage  to  fight  on  in  the 
good,  and  noble  cause  that  avc  Iiave  enlisted  in,  and 
coramcnd  the  result  and  ourselves  to  the  care  of 
our  heavenly  Father,  who  is  able  to  save  to  the 
uttermost  allthat  will  trust  in  him.  Finally  breth- 
ren, we  feel  reluctant  to  express  our  regret  that  so 
much  time,  talent  and  money  are  wasted  in  disput- 
ing over  questions  of  this  kind.  AV'e  have  for 
years  entreated  and  incited  co-laborers  to  this 
Coast  to  help  us  in  the  good  cause  ;  and  when  we 
heard  that  bros.  Miller  and  Sturgis,  were  coming  to 
our  assistance,  we  were  Hiade  to  rejoice,  but  were 
disappointed  on  learning  they  would  stay  so  short 
a  time,  and  not  visit  half  the  places  where  there 
arc  scattered  brethren,  and  that  some  of  our  breth- 
ren in  the  I'^ast  ditfer  so  much  from  us  in  judging 
what  our  needs  and  wants  arc  in  Cal.

My  dear  brother,  it  is  perhaps   useless   for  me  i 
to  call  your  attention  to    the  evils   and  miscliiefs 
■whieli  lias  in  many   instances  been    the  result  of. 


these  "  Unions."  Your  knowledge  of  them  may 
be  the  cansc^Mhy  you  seek  eoiuicil.  In  ^lass.  the 
Crispins  have  caused  much  misciiicf,  and  the  im- 
portations of  Chinees  have  filled  their  })lacca< 
while  in  the  Anthracite  coal  regions  of  I'a.,  these 
"  Unions  "  have  become  a  curse  and  di.~i;race  to 
the  country.  Murder  and  bloodshed  is  frequent 
among  them.  Vi'hatcver  name  they  choose  to 
adopt,  the  principle  is  all  the  same.  Sel f-jn-otee- 
tion  is  their  avowed  object,  but  loss  and  miserv 
to  its  members  is  the  general  result.  And  your 
reasons  why  must  suffice;  first  no  organization  of 
the  kind  can  exist  without  some  monty,  and  be 
it  much  or  little,  it  must  come  from  lis  members, 
which  is  uselessly  lost.  Second  :  when  a  few  of 
the  leaders  conceive  the  idea  of  oppri'-sion  on  the 
part  of  the  emplo^'cr,  a  "strike"  follows,  when 
all  the  members  must  stop -work  whether  tliey 
will  or  not,  and  loss  of  time  is  loss  of  money  with 
all  mechanics.  But  the  loss  does  not  stop  here, 
there  are  always  members  in  the  Union  whoso 
families  are  dependent  upon  their  datly  lalxn-s. 
and  when  this  is  cut  off,  these  famili(s  must  bo 
supported  by  the  members  of  the  I'nion.  In 
such  a  ease  you  might  be  made  to  realiz(>  more  real 
©j)pression  than  all' the  fancied  oppre,-sif)n  of  tho 
employer.  So  general  was  the  want  among  tho 
strikers  in  a  coal  region  a  year  <ii'  (wo  ago,  that 
the  charity  of  the  surrounding  cou'ilry  had  to  ren- 
der aid  to  the  poor  oppressed  mim-r,  not  op[)n>ssed 
by  die  mining  company,  but  iiy  the  leaders  of 
these  Unions,  M'ho  would  not  allow  the  lionesl 
man  to  labor.  When  the  Western  ^laryland  P. 
R.  Was  being  graded,  there  was  on  the  section  by 
us,  a  fine,  sober,  industrious,  hard  working,  and 
well  educated  young  Irishman,  wdio-held  the  po- 
sition of"  bank  boss,"  at  a  salary  of  $2.25  per  day. 
He  was  a  miner,  and  came  to  our  place  from  tho 
Anthracite  coal  region  in  Pa.,  where  he  had  been 
at  work  in  the  coal  mines.  He  told  mo  he  could 
earn  from  5  to  $7  per  day  in  the  mines  if  lefc 
alone,  but  that  the  leaders  of  the  l^nion  would  got 
up  a  strike,  when  all  hands  must  stoj)  for  months 
at  a  time,  and  the  result  was  wretchedness,  pover- 
ty and  want  by  all,  which  the  leaders  would  at-

Apiculture. 


Since  apiculture  has  taken  an  important  step 
in  American  industry,  it  is  necessary  that  all 
should  know  it,  and  understand  some  of  the 
secrets  of  success.  Many  they  are,  who  are  ig- 
norant of  the  first  principles  of  profitable  bee- 
keeping ;  in  fact  there  are  but  few  among  the 
many  that  possess  any  experimental  knowledge 
of  them  at  all.  Yet  there  are  many  bee-keep- 
el's,  but  when  strictly  speaking,  but  few  bee- 
masters.  While  many  keep  them  for  profit, 
some  as  a  source  of  amusement,  and  others  be- 
cause their  neighbors  do.  Some  manage  them 
upon  principle ;  some  let  them  manage  them- 
selves, while  others  leave  them  to  luck  and 
then  wonder  why  they  do  not  prosper.  Some 
succeed  well,  and  think  bee-keeping  is  a  grow- 
ing business,  while  others  fail  and  become  dis- 
couraged, and  think  it  unprofitable  to  keep 
bees.  The  fact  of  it  is,  he  that  worketh  upon 
prineiple  is  sure  to  succeed,  and  he  that  work- 
eth upon  luck  is  sure  to  fail.  Bees  are  self- 
keepers  and  when  properly  managed  are  a 
source  of  great  profit  to  the  possessor,  as  well 

as  a  source  of  amusement. 

A  few  hints  to  the  unexperienced :  It  is  a 

well-known  fact  that  the  stronger  the  stocks 

are  kept  the  greater  will  be  the  profit,  for  one 

strong  colony  is  of  more  value  than   two  or 

hree  weak  ones.     In  order  to  have  the  stocks 


strong  and  populous  at  the  beginning  of  the 
honey  season,  the  apiarian  should  feed  honey, 
or  syrup  made  from  white  loaf  sugar,  (the  lat- 
ter should  be  one-fifth  water  to  keep  from 
graining)  which  should  be  fed  to  them  from  the 
top  of  the  hive  each  evening,  in  small  quanti- 
ties, during  the  months  of  April  and  May, 
when  natural  honey  cannot  be  obtained  by  the 
bees.  They  may  be  fed  in  shallow  dishes,  or 
honey  comb  is  better  if  it  can  be  had,  one-half 
gill  is  sufficient ;  this  will  be  enough  to  stim- 
ulate the  aueen  and  encourage  the  breeding. — 
This  is  one  great  point  in  obtaining  early  and 
large  swarms,  and  much  surplus  honey,  by  ob- 
serving the  above  rule.  Any  one  can  have  his 
colonies  strong  and  populous  when  the  honey 
season  begins,  and  be  able  to  reap  the  harvest 
when  it  comes.  At  that  time  bees  should  have 
abundance  of  brood  in  all  stages,  from  the  egg 
to  the  immerging  bee,  as  breeding  always  keeps 
pace  with  honey  gathering.  Where  bees  are 
left  to  manage  themselves  the}'  only  begin  to 
breed  fast  when  the  honey  season  commences, 
and  by  the  time  they  are  sufficiently  strong  in 
number  to  execute  much  out -door  labor  the 
best  honey  season  is  past,  and  the  fact  of  it  will 
be  but  little  surplus. 

To  obtain  the  greatest  yield  of  honey  use 
boxes  that  hold  from  four  to  eight  pounds. — 
Place  them  upon  the  hive  about  the  time  white

SPIRITUAL   AND  'dIVISE   LIGHT. 


In  our  preceeding  article  ^e  endeavored  to 
briefly  notice  some  of  the  characteristics  of  our 
subject  relating  to  physical  YighL  :Sq^  it  is  to 
show  at  least  some  similarity  between  physical 
and  spiritual  light,  and  the  propriety  of  tl^e  apos- 
tle in  using  the  term.  The  reader  will  please  feear 
ia  mind  what  we  said  in  our  former  article  upon 
this  subject,  in  order  io  read  this  j:^nder5tan<iingly. 
We  will  try  and  condense  our  thoughts  as  much 
as  possible,  so  that  ouj-  little]  essay  may  contain 
many  thoughts  rather  than^  nzany  words.  The 
Bource  of  spiritual  light  is  Christ.  "  Awake  thou 
that  sleepest,  and  arise  from  the  dead,  and  Christ 
shall  give  thee  light. '^  Eph.  5  :  14.  So  speaks 
Paul.  Again,  Jesus  says,  "  I  am  the  light  of  the 
world  :  he  that  followeth  me  shall  not  walk  in  the 
darkuess,  but  shall  have  the  light  of  life."    Jno.  8 


12.  I  suppose  it  will  not  require  further  testi- 
mony in  reference  to  the  source  cf  divine  light. — 
Christ  is  such,  even  as  the  sun  seems  to  be  the 
great  centre  of  all  physical  light  and  attraction. — 
He  is  the  gre^t  fountain^  head  and  source  of  divine 
attraction.  And  the  nearer  men  and  women  are 
brought  to  that  great  centre,  the  nearer  they  are 
brought  to  each  other.  Hence,  the  more  light 
will  be  received,  and  the  less  darkness  retained. — ' 
The  media  of  divine  light  seems  to  me  to  be 
preaching  and  reading  the  word  of  God.  We  are 
commanded  to  search  the  scriptures,  and  the  rea- 
sons are  a-ssigned,  "  for  they  are  they  that  testify 
of  me."  In  Christ's  last  commission  to  his  disci- 
ples he  said,  "  Go  y.e  therefore  and  teach  all  na- 
tions "  They  -vyerc  undoubtedly  to  communicate 
by  preaching.  Yes,  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature"  God  selects  his  own  medium,  and  the 
medium  which  he  Beieets  is  the  only  proper  medium 
"  How  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher,  and 
how  shall  th.ey  preach  except  they  be  sent,"  are 
divine  questions,  and  mi^y  be  easily  solved  by  the 
word  of  God.  Ife  -whom  God  sejfJs  speaketh  the 
words  of  God."  The  more  mystified  that  word  h 
preached  the  less  light  will  be  received.  And  it 
is-  a  sad  fact  that  some  of  the  so-jC3Ue4  porters  of 
Zion  mystify  that  word  so  much  that  some  of  its 
most  illuminating  rays  are  not  permitted  to  reach 
and  penetrate  the  soul. 

But  again  :  instead  of  our  children  being  taught 
direct  li'om  the  word,  many  "indeed,  alas !  too 
many  ha-ys  gotten  out  of  the  channel  and  substi^ 
tuted  the  innovations  of  men,  yea,  the  inventive 
productions  of  fallible  man.  But,  dear  reader,  we 
have  an  infaUii^le  rule,  a  perftci  law,  whose  au- 
thor is  God,  and  is  adapted  to  all  our  wants  in 
reference  to  the  reception  of  Divine  Wisdom.  Its 
wisdom  is  of  heavenly  origin,  its  teachings  come 
to  the  heart  wit;h  divine  power ;  the  unaided  rea- 
son attains  sonije  truth  and  longs  for  itiore  and 
higher.  God  meets  this  longing  with  a  revela- 
tion from  on  high,  ani  the  soul  embraces  it  with 
the  arms  of  faith;  The  light  from  abovj  meets 
and  purifies  the  light  from  ^'ithin,  and  illumines 
the  pathway  of  the  present  and  future.  Thus  (he 
Bible  Ijecomes  a  g4.uk  for  the/  life,  and  a  fountain 
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of  prtrity  for  sot-iety.     Dear  reader,  wc,  \tlthout 

Christ,  are  id  djlrkiiess,    ret  thanks   be   unto  the 

Omuiscient  Father  that  he  has  Blade  us  suscepti-' 

ble  of  receiving  impressions  wlieh  acted  upon. — 

Paul  says  to   his   Ephesian    brethren,   "  ye   were 

Sometimes  darkness,  btit  now  are  ye  light  in  the 

Lord;  walk  as  children  of  light."  Eph.  5:  8. — 

Thte  intensity  of  divine  light  may  be  ttieasured  by 

the  ccitltrastj  "  the  unfruitful  Works  of  darkness;*' 

But  when  there  is  little   or   no  contrast   between 

the  foUow^Irs  of  Christ  and  the  fo  lowers  of  the 

Prince  cf  the  darkness  of  tlils  ■frorldj  wc'may  ver>' 

readily  condltlde  a  very  dim  light  indeed.     "  Let 

your  light  so  shine  before  men,    that   others   may 

see  your  good  works,"  are  words  of  wisdom. 
Borne  pei'sons  (professors^  too,)  seelil  to  have  sd 

little  of  the  light  of  Christ,  .that  they  cannot  de- 
termine whether  it  is  a  sin  to  attend  dances,  pic- 
nics, horse  races,  &c.,  and  yet  profess  to  b6  il- 
tumnined  by  Christj— poised  from  darkness  to 
ii^liti  'Dim,  truly,  is  such  a  lightj  and  indeed  if 
•  ever  it  did  shiiic  forth  in  lustrc)  it  Appears  under 
such  circumstances  as  dal'k  aiid  black,  as  the 
spirit  that  manifested  itself  in  Herodias'  daughterj 
■when  she  danced  before  Herod,  and  throUgh  it  had 
that  holy  saint,  who  was  sent  from  Goclj  slain, 
and  his  head  brought  forth  in  a  chargefi  These 
may  be  strong  terms  to  some,  but  they  are  no  more 
strong  than  true.  John  tells  us  that  "  if  we  say 
that  we  have  fellowship  with  him,  and  walk  in 
darknesS)  we  lie,  and  do  not  tell  the  truth."  1st 
John,  1 1  0»  This  light  whidi  Christ  gives  is  de- 
signed to  dispel  spiritual  darkness.  And  it  will 
surely  accomplish  that  for  which  it  is  designed; 

Kind  readfr,  for  an  illustratbn  notice  the 
strikaag  contrast  between  the  christian  and  heath- 
en. Whilst  the  former  is  manifesting  the  rich 
and  glowing  colors  of  holiness  and  piety,  the  lat- 
ter is  groveling  in  despair  and  darkness,  degrad- 
ed in  character  and  principle,  laboring  in  the 
depths  of  idolatry  and  despotism.  Behold  Athe- 
nian darkness  dispelled  by  the  pi-eaching  of  Paul. 
The  living  God  declared  uuto  them,  whom  they 
ignorantbj  worshipped.  The  Etheopian  Eunuch 
desired  the  light,  and  when  he  received  it  he  re- 
ceived  it  through  the  proper  medium,  (Philip's 


preaching)  went  oil  Jiis  way  rejoicing;  Hencfe  it 
dispels  thdsC  glo'b'ftiy  doubts,  those  needless  fears^ 
and  imparts  new  vigor  and  zeal  in  the  discharge  of 
duty;  Thus  whilst  it  illtimihes  those  who  will 
receive  it,  their  evil  deeds  are  made  manifest  and 
reproved.  But  the  treacherous  itiid  wicked  flee 
at  the  approachj  hating  its  very  appearance;— 
"  For  every  ode  that  doeth  evil  hatetli  the  light, 
neither  cdraetli  to  the  light,  lest  his  deeds  should 
be  reproved."  John  3 :  20.  Light  illuminates 
and  enlightens  the  understanding.  Our  mental 
faculties  rleed  to  be  enlightened ;  our  conceptions 
made  clearj  that  we  may  be  able  to  form  accurate 
conclusionSi 

Imagiuatiorij  reason  and  judgment  must  be  cate- 
fiilly  eietcised  in  the  highest  in  order,  that  we 
may  thoroughly  understands  Hoai-  the  words  of 
Simeon,  one  wild  \Vas  just  and  devout  before  God, 
in  reference  td  Christ :  "  A  light  to  lighten  the 

Gentiles,  AhA  the  glot^y  of  the  people   Israel." 

Luke  2 :  32;  Now  since  we  are  susceptible  o  f 
being  acted  lipen  \Vq  may  receive  and  retain  that 
which  is  of  such  great  utility  to  USj  by  carefully 
aiid  diligently  serving  Godj  by  making  a  proper 
disposition  of  the  light  alldtted  Unto  Us.  Paul, 
when  Bpeakiug  to  the  Romans  in  reference  to  Gen- 
tile darkness,  sdid,  "  because  that,  when  they 
knew  God,  they  glorified  him  not  as  Godj  neither 
were  thankful,  but  because  vain  in  their  imagina- 
tionsj  and  their  foolish  heart  was  dal'kened." — 
Rom.  1  [  21.  Thus  we  find  that  by  inactive  and 
neglect  of  dutyj  the  inldginative  powers  become 
contaminated  by  the  stagnation  and  spiritual  dark- 
ness follows  as  natural  as  effect  follows  cause. — 
Baul  well  knew  the  power  of  the  light  of  Christ  to 
enlighten.  He,  himself,  had  been  dcted  upon,  and 
could  truly  speak  forth  the  words  of  soberness  and 
truth.  Once  he  thought  he  was  doing  God's  ser- 
vice in  persecuting  the  saints.  But  when  duly 
enlightened  he  became  a  mighty  auxilliary  in  pul- 
ling down  the  strongholds  of  Satan  ;  going  hand 
in  hand,  and  heart  in  heart  with  those  he  once  op- 
posed; Hence  it  follows  that  spiritual  light  ena- 
bles us  to  sec  our  duties  in  respect  to  religion. — 
Sometimes  it  is  asserted  by  some  persons  that  they 
i  cannot  sec  why  many  shall  seek  to  enter  in  at  the 
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sli-aiglit  gate  aiid  shall  not  bo  aUltf'-SThyspr'inli-' 
ling  Vvill  ii«t  featis{\-_.tlie^ciemaiitls  of  G'od  as  mcI! 
as  iinmci-sioii  ;  why  raen'sna  'M'omei'l  iianot  be 
good  chiustlaiis  ijad  still  iiarticipatc  In  tlie  ali-urc 
meats  of  t-kis  \voilcI,  cannot  sec  the  impToprictj'  in  | 
^vcal•iJ^g  a  few  nugs^  a  f(i\y  featiicEs  iii'llie  hat  or 
bonnet,  .^licV-sucIi'LafialGss^ttirdiients,-  Clirist's 
language  is  very  appropriate  to  suclij  "  ye  blind 
that  ctmuot  see.  afar  oil".  If  the  blind  lead  the 
l;iind'  hvth  atsil!

seph' brethren  atid  th.e^iiiuef,  the  raetaphef  is  very 
sti^iking.  Observe,  the  morning  came  for  Jacob '.s 
sons  coming  to  Joseph  Avas,  ihcir  iranl,  or  need  of 
food,  and  his  snffrcieiicy  to  supply  litem. 

So  with  fallen  humanity— ^Slie  scKtl  ia-  lijail  is 
wanting — is  wanting  that  which  the  worTd'caimot 
give,  and  this  want  is  known  and  felt  to  a  certain 
extent  by  all,  M'ithont  the  aid  of  human  agony* 
the  principle  is  divine,  and  henee  looks  toward 
heaven,  and  as  far  as  the  name  of  Jesus,  the  Sa- 
viour, has  been  published,  look  to  him  to  hayf!  that 
Avant  supplied.  Jesug  sajs's,  "  when  tbe  Son  of 
man  is  lifted  up,  be  will  draw  all  meti  to  Klin." — - 
The  orodival  who  waistcd  his  substance  in  a  far 
country,  when  a  famine  aro.=e,  ''  he  began  to  be  in 
want. '  Then  it  was  that  he  remembered  that

■  The  genuine   credentials  of  a   representative  are 
the  evidences  of  his  loyalty,   of  his   fidelity,  to  his 
government.     Any    representative  of    a  foreign 
power  accredited  to  the  U.  S.  Government  \uuld 
not  be  received  as  sUch  if  it  were  known  that  ho 
■was  disloyal.     "NYe  have  the  same  test  to  apply  to 
all  parties  who  claim  such  authority  in  spiritual 
Jnatters.

and  rcir.ission  of  sins  sliould  be  j)rcached  in  his 
name  among  all  nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem, 
and  ye  are  ^N'icnesses  of  these  things,"  (Luke  24,) 
is  evident  that  fsr  the  forgiveness  of  sins,  Christ 
must  die.

3.  It  is  a  fad  that  the  Scriptures  call  baptism 
a  burial,  "Therefore,  wc  are  buried  with  him  by 
baptism."  Horn.  vi.  4.  ''Buried  with  him  in  baj)- 
tism."  Col.  ii.  12.  The  Scriptures  nowliere  call 
sprinkling  or  pouring  baptism.  "They  vrcrc  all 
baptized  ot  him  (John)  in  the  river  of  Jordan." 
■Zvlark  i.  5.  "  Jesus  came  from  Nazareth  of  Gali- 
lee, and  was  baptized  of  John  in  Jordan,  and 
straightway  came  up  out  of  the  water."  9,  10. —

The  first  question  that  Daturally  arises  in  our 
mind,  is,  who  is  so  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
liiunau  race?  surely  no  ordinary  being.  A  premi- 
er conclusion  indeed.  Then  for  a  solution  of  the 
<|ncBtion,  we  jnust  look  from  ourselves  for  the 
answer. 

Happily  wc-  arc  not  kft  v.ithout  the  means  of 
its  proper  solution.  The  verse  just  preceding 
the  one  from  ^yhich  we  liave  taken  the  words  at 
the  head  of  this  article,  infbvm  us  that  it  is  no  less 
character  than  God  himself.  Amazing  thought 
that  he  should  be  thus  conccniod  for  our  salvation  1 

The  second  question  then  arises,  why  should  he 
be  thus  eoncei  ned  ?  Because  he  alone  docs  know 
fully  what  wc  arc  exposed  to.  Therefore  oi?ly  can 
■know  why  wc  should  be  saved.  His  anxiety 
does  not  proceed  from  any  selfishness  on  his  part, 
as  his  perfection  is  complete  Vi'ithout  any  tiling 
we  can  do.  His  existence  v/as  from  all  eternity, 
and  all  else  that  cxi.sted  emanated  from  him, — a 
mere  exercise  of  his  power — the  dift'usion  of  his 
goodness,— "Who  will  have  all  men  to  be  saved," 

From  what  we  have  said,  the  anxiety  of  God 
must  then  be  on  our  account,  on  account  of  the 
awful  dilemma  ■v\c  are  in,  whilst  in  an  unsaved 
state.  M}'  impenitent  friends  have  you  ever  fully 
realized  your  condition  ?  I  apprehend  nor,  or 
else  you  would  not  appear  to  be  so  seciu-e.  Are 
you  not  afraid  to  rciEaiii  in  a  condition  so  insecure  ? 
You  surely  cannot  be  satisfied  with  your  present 
])rospects  of  salvation,  ilethinks  I  hear  you  say, 
that  the  text  under  consideration,  is  in  your  favor, 
"God  wills  my  salvation,"  and  what  is  it  that  he 
<-aunot  accomplish  ?  He  aecomplishes  but  little, 
■•vithout  your  co-opes«,tion,,  in  reference  to  j-oiu'self. 
Jleferto  thcprcceding  verses  of  the  one  from  which 
we  have  selected  tlic  words  under  consideration, — 
and  what  do  v.'c  learn  from  them  ?  That  duties 
arc  imposed  upon  us  to  render   ourselves  accepta-

A  nejilect  of  attentioi  to  smdi  and  kindred  du-

posed to?  Most  certainly  to  his  divine  wrath. — 
ITis  knowledge  of  the  greatness  of  our  criiH-es,  and 
i\w  (.oiiscqiicnt  punishment  wc  arc  inviting    upon 


ourselves,  induces  h.im,  through-  his  authorized 
agent,  the  apostle  Paul,  to  express  his  commisera- 
tion for  us,  in  the  expression  used,  "Yv'lio  will 
have  ail  men  to  be  saved."  "What  arc  to  be  tlie 
consequent  punishments  of  neglect  of  duty  on  our 
part,  towards  God  and  ourselves.  David  says, 
Psalm  40,  "Upon  the  wicked  he  shall  rain  snares, 
fire  and  brimstone,  and  an  horrible  tempest,  this 
sliall  be  the  portion  of  their  cup."  St.  Paul  say,=, 
when  referring  to' the  judgment  day,  and  by  way 
of  comforting  the  christian  under  affliction,  and 
apprehension,  2  Thcss.  1  :  7,  8,  "And  to  you,  who 
are  troubled,  rest  with  us,  when  the  Lord  Jesus 
shall  be  revealed  from  heaven  with  his  m'ghty 
i  angels;  in  flaming  fire,  taking  vengeance  on  them 
1  that  know  not  God  and  obey  not  the  Gospel  of 
j  our  Loi'd  Jesus  Christ."  The  Savior  himself  said 
whiht  upon  the  earth,  after  describing  the  two 
j  classes  of  the  human  family — as  there  arc  only 
two  classes  in  his  estimation — "These  shall  go 
away  into  everlasting' punishment,  but  the  right- 
teous  into  life  eternal." 

From  the  evidences  now  produced,  do  you  not 
no',\'  ()ehold,  my  impenitent  friends,  what  manner 
of  persons  you  arc,  when  seen  in  the  gospel  glass  ? 
Paul  in  gi vino;  utterance  to  the  woi'ds  at  the  head 
of  this  article,  was  not  only  moved  by  -  the  Holy 
Ghost  to  say  so,  but  he  h.ad  realized  the  fact,  in 
his  own  person,  that  God  was  v,-illingto  save  sin- 
ners, no  matter  wliat  their  previous  conduct  may 
ha'-e  been.  Just  refer  to  the  history  of  his  own 
conversion,  as  recorded  in  the  Acts  of  the  Apos- 
tles, as  detailed  by  St.  Luke  and  also  by  himself. 
In  regard  to  his  character,  he  incidental Ij^-^^ipGaks  <)f 
it  in  his  letter  to  Timothy,  "Who  Y,"as  before  a 
blasphemer  and  persecutor  and  injurious.  But  I 
obtained  mercy  because  I  did  it  ignorantly  in  un- 
belief" He  realized  in  his  own  ^''crson,  "that 
Christ  Jesus  came  into  the  world  to  save  sinners." 
Then  from  the  fact  that  he  saved  Paul,  you  may 
take  eoKragc  that_he  \;-iil  save  you.

"I  should 
be  thankful  if  mijie  wci-e  as  [lolite  to  me  as  yours 
arc  to  the  servants.  You  never  spend  h.alf  so 
much  time  on  yonr  cliildren's  elotiics  as  I  do,  and 
vet  every  one  notices  tlicrn.  th.ev  arc  so  well  be- 
'fiaved." 

■"We  always  try  to  treat  ourcliildrcn  politeiy," 
■was  the  quiet  reply. 

This  was  the  whole  secret.  "Wlieh  I  hear  pa- 
rents grumbling  about  the  ill-manners  of  their

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METEOEOLOGIOAL  PHEJTOMEITA. 


The  New  York  Herald  sums  up  the  weather 
situation  thus ;  "The  meteorologieal  phenomena ; 
of  the  past  fe\7   days  have  been  very  estraor- 
diuary,  and  vre  regret  that  the   official  reports  1 
and  prognostications  from  the  war  department 
have  hardly  come  up  to  the   requirements   o  ] 
the  occai.ion. 

In  this  city  to  have  the   thermometer  rang-  \ 
ing  from  eighty  to  eighty-five  degrees  for  three  ' 
days   in    succession    (April    8, 9,    10.)  is   like 
springing  the  July  or  summer  solstice  upon  us  ! 
at  the   very   outset  of  the   showery    month  of  I 
April.     Two  or  three  cases  of  .sunstroke  have 
been  reported.     As  far  east  as  Bangor,  Maine, 
the  hot  weather  was  accompanied  by  a  storm  of 
thunder  and  lightning,    which  did  mucli  dam- 
age.    In    Springfield,    JIass.,   (April    8,)    the 
thermometer  marked  eighty-eight,    and  on  the 
f)'th  nearly  as   high — unprecedented    in  April, 
In  Poughkeepsie,  this  State,    the  tlierraometcr 
marked    eiglity-four  and  eighty-six,   the    'sky 
having  a  bra-ssy,  dry  appearance.'     In  Albany, 
9tii  the  mercury  marked  one  liundrcd   in    the ' 
shade.     In  Piii'adelphia,  on  the  Otii,  it  reached 
eiglity-onc.     The  aurora  borcalis    in  Pliiiadcl- 
phia,  equalled  that  observed  in  the  fall  of  the 
year.     A  similar  phenomenon  was  witnessed  in 
Milwaukee,   Wisconsin.     In  Washiufrton   the 
thermometer  ranged  from  eighty-two  to  eighty  I 


four,  h\  the  West — particularly  in  Missouri, 
Kansas,  Iowa  and  Nebraska — a  most  terrible 
wind  storm  occurred,  unroofing  churches,  blow- 
ing down  dwellings,  demolishing  mills  and  oc- 
casioning loss  of  life,  the  thermometer  marking 
about  ninety.  In  the  mountains  and  Upper 
Platte  Valley  a  snow  storm  prevailed.  In 
California,  on  the  9th,  a  'Norther'  had  been 
prevailing  for  a  week,  and  there  had  been  rough 
weather  all  along  the  Pacific  coast. 

EUEOPEAIT  EARTHQUAKE. 

A  Kendal  telegram  to  the  Pall  Mall  Gazette, 
and  dated  March  17,  says  two  distinct  shocks 
of  earthquake  were  experienced  in  that  district 
that  evening,  the  first  at  about  6  :  20,  the  sec- 
ond at  about  11  :  15.  The  first  was  not  so  vio- 
lent, and  it  dees  not  appear  to  have  been  gen- 
erally noticed,  but  the  second  was  everywhere 
felt,  and  it  created  great  alarm.  The  towns- 
people, most  of  whom  had  gone  to  bed,  were 
startled  by  a  loud  rumbling  noise  and  shaking 
of  houses  and  furniture.  Nurabei-s  of  persons 
rushed  into  the  street  in  alarm.  Doors  and 
windows  were  shaken  violently,  and  in  some 
instances  flower-pots  and  other  small  articles 
were  thrown  to  the  ground.  The  noise  and 
shock  resembled  the  peculiar  vibration  produ- 
ced by  a  screw  propeller  when  the  stern  of  the 
vessel  is  out  of  the  water.     It  lasted  about  ten 
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or  twelve  secouds  and  was  felt  at  a  distance  o^ 
sixteen  miles  from  Kendall,  on  the  borders  of 
Yorkshire.  It  appears  to  have  taken  a  soutli- 
■\vesterly  direction.  Several  witnesses  state  tliat 
at  the  time  of  th.o  oceurr'jncc  they  observed  an.  un- 
usual swell  in  the  waters  of  Windermere  Lake. 
During  the  evening  the  atmosphere  was  very  calm 
and  foggy,  like  that  preceding  a  thunder -stonn, 
No  damage  is  rejiorted.  A  York  correspondent 
telegraphs:  "At  about  11  o'clock  at  night  a  slight 
shock  of  earthquake  lasting  some  seconds,  was 
distinctly  felt  at  York,  Wakefield  and  DoDcaster. 
The  windows  of  the  house  were  severely  shaken." 
A  Liverpool  correspondent  telegraphs  that,  be- 
tween 11  and  11-.20  a  slight  shock  of  earthquake 
was  felt  in  the  neighborhood  of  Liverpool.  The 
wave  of  the  current  ^^  as  from  west  to  east.  A 
telegram  from  Sunderland  says  a  smart  shock  of 
♦arthquake  was  also  felt  there  at  eleven  o'clock. 
Another  correspondent  telegraphs  ti-om  Kirby 
Lonsdale:  "  There  were  shocks  of  earthquake  here 
one  at  6:4-5  P.  M.  and  one  ot  12:05,  rather  smart. 
The  direction  was  from  west  to  east.  ""

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"For  ye  know  the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that 
though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  our  salces  he  became  poor,  that 
176  through  his  poverty  might  become  rich."     2  Cor-  8  :  9. 

This  scripture  which  is  declarative  of  an  ac- 
knowledged fact,  appeals  to  a  sentiment  of  the 
human  heart,  which  at  first  view  would  appear  to 
some  to  be  improper,  but  as  we  are  not  ready  to 
admit  that  anything  is  improper  that  has  inspira- 
tion for  its  author,  we  must  accommodate  our  views 
to  it,  and  not  it  to  our  views.  As  it  appeals  to 
self-interest,and  that  trait  of  character  works  a  good 
share  of  mischief  in  the  world,  how  can  we  say  but 
that  i  t  is  improper  ?  Self-interest  is  obnoxious 
when  it  concentrates  everything  on  self,  but  when 
it  seeks  to  alleviate  others  equally,  it  is  shorn  of 
its  rci)ulsive  character  and  assumes  the  character 
of  virtue.  Very  frequently,  and,  in  fact  the  whole 
tenor  of  the  scriptures  bear  strongly  in  that  direc- 
tion ;  that  of  making  salvation  a  matter  of  self-in- 
terest, else,  why  the  promises,  the  rewards,  &c.  ? 
AVhy  the  frequent  allusions  to  what  God  has  in 
store  for  his  followers?  Evidently  the  impression 
is  designed  to  Ije  im])lan-ted  in  the  heart  of  man, 
that  he  is  tjic  chief  gainer  in  the  work  of  salvation, 
gathering  from  the  nature  of  things  that  we  are 
more  readily  induced  to- engage  in  a  work  where 
we  reap  the  advantages  thereof. 

In  this  passage,  especially  are  wc  approached  at 
a  seemingly  verv  valuable  point.  It  is  an  all-ab- 
sorbing pa.ssion  to  become  rich.  I  do  not  doubt 
but  tiiat  Corinth  was  absorbed  with  the  same  de- 
sire. Everybody  .seems  to  love  riches.  With  that 
ino-enuitv  wiiich  always  ehar-icterizcd  St.  Paul,  of 
adapting  his  discourses  to  suit  the  wants  of  the 
people,  and  turning  everything  to  the  account  of 
the  Lord,  he  intimates  that  the  religion  of  Jesus 
ci^ntains  all  the  elements  of  true  riches. 


Our  estimate  of  riches  and  that  of  Paal  differs 
very  widely.  "We  are  in  error  tliere  like  we  are 
in  many  other  matters.  It  is  commonly  supposed 
that  they  that  have  a  legal  claim  to  the  largest 
area  of  fertile  lands,  the  largest  herds  and  flocks, 
&o.,  and  who  dress  the  richest  and  make  the  great- 
est show,  are  really  the  most  wealthy.  Never  was 
man  more  mistaken.  What  are  the  facts  relative 
to  this  subject  ?  They  are,  that  we  men  and  pos- 
sess nothing  here,  of  this  world's  goods.  They  are 
simply  committed  to  our  care  anxil  management  as- 
stev:ards. 

In  many  countries  of  the  world  men  have  a  le- 
gal claim  to  vast  possessions,  and  over  their  affairs 
they  appoint  a  servant  in  the  capacity  of  steward, 
who  hrffithe  management  of  the  property,  though 
in  all  eases  subject  to  the  supremacy  of  his  master. 
As  well  might  this  steward  say  he  was  rich  to  the 
value  of  property  under  his  management  as  for  us 
to  say  ve  are  rich  according  to  the  value  of  the 
property  that  we  have  a  legal  right  to.  All  that 
we  have  is  merely  a  loan  to  \is  during  lif«  or  good 
behavior.  True  riches  may  be  defined  thus  t  That 
which  we  will  possess  and  hold  as  long  as  our  be- 
ing or  nature  exists.  So  then  if  we  really  desire 
to  become  rich  in  truth  and  not  m  name,  we  xa\i9,t 
make  an  effort  to  obtain  that  which  i&  promised  us 
through  the  povei'ty  of  Christ, 

The  practical  question  now  is,  of  what  do  those 
riches  consist  ?  Hence,  if  we  have  good  health,  a 
fine  spacious  residence,  splendid  attire  and  great 
authority,  we  have  all  the  elements  of  wealth  ;  yet 
it  h  not  wealth  for  they  all  pass  away.  Our  feealtlv 
fails,  wc  sicken  and  die.  Our  houses  ars  destroy- 
ed by  fire  or  pass  prematurely  into  the  liaud  of 
others.  Our  rich  and  costly  apparel  is  food  for- 
the  moth  and  a  prey  to  time.  Our  power  is 
wrenched  from  us  by  the  treachery  and    faithlessr- 
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uess  of  others,  and  thus  it  goes  with    e»-ery  thing 
relati%-e  to  us  here. 

But  the  true  riches  are  everlasting  life,  a  home  ! 
in  the  golden  city,  in  the  mansions  of  our  Father's 
house,  the  robes  that  the  glorified  wear,  made  of  | 
pure  linen  clean  and  white,  a  crown  of  glorv  that 
fadeth  not  away,  a  throne  in  the  father's  kingdom 
with  power  and  authority,  "for  we  shall  be  kings 
and  priests."  These  gifts  'Ivhich  are  revealed  to 
us,  together  Avith  the  things  that  eye  hath  not  seen 
nor  ear  heard,  neither  the  heart  conceived  what  is 
prepared  for  us  ;  are  the  riches  promised  us.  Let 
us  read  a  description  of  our  home  in  the  next 
world,  found  in  21st  chapter  of  Rev.,  and  endeav- 
or to  picture  the  magnificence  of  that  great  city. — 
How  splendid,  how  magnificent  its  gates  of  pearl, 
its  walls  of  precious  stones  and  jewels  of  the  rarest 
quality,  its  pavements  of  pure  gold,  as  transparent 
glass,  its  angel  guards  and  iu  its  river  of  life,  where 
the  ransomed  of  the  lamb  bathe,  as  the  poet  elo- 
quently expresses  it,  "in  seas  of  heavenly  bliss."— 
And  better  than  all  else,  the  transcendcntly  bril- 
liant glory  that  shall  illumine  it.  It  hath  no  need 
of  the  sun  nor  of  tlie  moon,  writes  the  venerable 
-iSt.  John  in  e.x.tasy.  Why  should  feeb'e,  finite 
man  attempt  a  description  of  the  glory  of  this  city 
when  our  most  extravagant  fancies  fall  far  below 
even  a  faint  conception  of  it. 

On  the  east  it  has  three'gates,  on  the  west  three 
gates,  on  the  south  three  gates,  and  on  the  north 
three  gates.  A  beatiful  reflection  suggests  itself 
liere.  On  the  memorable  dap  when  the  ransomed  I 
of  our  Lord  shall  be  gathered  home  to  i^fc  .Pnth- 
er's  house,  they  will  come  from  tne  east  and  west, 
from  the  north  and  south,  and  entering  into  toe 
city  from  opposite  gates,  will  wend  their  way  to 
the  midst  of  it  A\hero  is  the  throne  of  God  and  the 
Lamb,  and  meet ;  tiie  saints  from  the  cast  with 
St.  Paul  at  their  head,  whose  dust  nov,-  lies  en- 
tombed in  the  catacombs  of  Rome,  and  tlie  saints 
from  the  west,  with  the  venerable  John  Cline  our 
martyred  brother,  and  a  great  host  of  others  of 
the  faithful,  all  with  harps  chanting  the  sublimest 
melodies  of  heaven,  the  song  of  the  ransomed  and 
redeemed  of  Jesus'  blood,  shaking  as  it  were  the 
highest  domes  of  heaven  and  filling  the  courts  of 
bliss  with  the  notes  and  music  of  victory  and  joy. 

Even  apart  from  the  rewards  of  the  christian  in 
heaven  or  which  we  have  alluded  to,  the  fact  that 


we  will  live  on  earth  a  thousand  years,  during  the 
Millenium,  would  be  suffiicent  of  itself  to  induce 
us  to  make  use  of  the  appointed  means  to  secure 
it.  "The  meek  shall  inherit  the  earth."  Thir^ 
may  allude  to  that  period.  Then  we  will  enjoy 
the  luxury  of  freedom  from  sin.  There  will  be 
no  more  curse,  no  strife,  no  hatred,  no  envy,  no 
false  brethren,  no  faithless  friends,  no  war,  no 
shedding  of  blood;  all  will  be  peace,  harmony, 
good-will,  love,  joy,  and  nothing  to  hurt  or  destroy. 

Vi'e  that  till  the  soil  will  not  have  briars,  this- 
tles and  thorns,  to  strive  against,  but  like  it  was 
when  the  Lord  blessed  Isaac  in  the  land  of  Philis- 
tia,  we  will  sow  and  reap  a  hundred  fold  in  the 
same  year,  and  our  vineyards  will  bear  like  the 
vineyards  of  Canaan  where  it  was  required  tiiat 
two  men  should  carry  one  bunch  or  cluster  of 
grapes. 

This  most  happy  dispensation,  added  to  the  in- 
finitely precious  rewards  reserved  for  us  in  heav- 
en, constitute  the  true  riches  which  when  once  in 
our  possession  can  never  be  taken  away  from  us, 
and  it  is  these  that  St.  Paul  alludes  to  in  the  8th, 
and  9th,  verses  of  2  Cor.,  as  purchased  for  us  by 
the  voluntary  poverty  of  our  Lord. 

Now  how  are  we  to  obtain  these  riches  ?  Our 
answer  is  by  faith  in  our  Lord,  and  obedience  to 
his  laws.  Do  we  want  poTrer  in  the  next  world? 
then  be  not  many  masters.  Do  we  want  to  be  ex- 
alted there"?  then  condescend  to  men  of  low  estate 
here  and  mind  not  high  thinfrs,  neither  exalt  but 
abase  ourselves.  Cultivate  a  meek  and  humble 
spirit,  for  "God  resisteth  the  proud  but  giveth 
grace  to  the  humble."  Do  we  want  to  be  dressed 
in  rich  apparel  there  ?  then  let  not  our  adorning  here 
be  the  outward  adorning,  but  le  tit  be  the  adorning 
of  the  hidden  man  of  the  heart.  Do  we  want  a 
mansion  in  the  Father's  house  ■?  then  let  us  not 
devote  o\ir  time  and  the  Lord's  m■one^'  in  erecting 
gorgeous  mansions  and  residences  here  and  set  our 
hearts  on  things  that  perish  with  the  using,  but 
lay  up  treasures  in  heaven.  AVe  cannot  expect  to 
revel  in  all  the  luxuries  of  this  world  and  of  the 
next.  The  rich  man  of  the  parable  realized  that 
truth  to  his  sorrow. 

By  a  strict  obedience  to  God's  laws  as  we  have 
them  in  the  Scriptures,  through  faith,  we  can  in- 
herit these  things;  but  the  disobedient,  those  that 
set  at  uouglit  and  ignore  any  commandment  of  the 
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Gospel,  may  not  expect  to  enter  the   laad    of  the  i  with  awe,  in  order,  not  onlj^  to    make  the   sinner

My  christian  friends,  have  you  ever  truly  con- 
sidered the  grand  power  of  God  and  his  sublime 
wisdom?  If  so,  it  will  certainly  cause  you  to  bow 
before  him  in  humility  and  submission  to  his  holy 
will.  Wc  can  have  a  glimpse  of  his  greatness  in 
his  works  as  presented  in  visible  objects;  but  in 
the  revelation  of  his  word  a  fuller  comprehension 
is  given,  a  view  powerful  enough  to  lill   the  miud  ) 


God  !     For  "the  Lord    is  clothed  with   strength 
wherewith  he  hath  girded  himself;  the  \vorId  also 
is  established,  that  it  cannot   be    moved."     "Thy 
throue,  O  God,  is  established  of  old,  thou  art  from 
everlasting.     Give  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye   mighty, 
give  unto  the  Lord  glory  and  strength,  give   unto 
the  Lord,  all  men,  the   glory   due   to    his    name  ; 
worship  God  in  the  beauty  of  his  holiness."  "The? 
voice  of  the  Lord  is  upon  the  waters  ;  the  God  of 
glory  thundereth ;  he  makcth  the   pillars   of  the 
earth  to  tremble  by  his  thunderbolts."     The  voice 
of  the  Lord  is  powerful ;  the  voice  of  the  Lord  is 
full  of  majesty.     "The  Lord  is  the  true  God,  he  is 
the    living   God,    and  an   everlasting  King  ;    at 
his    wrath     the  earth     shall    tremble,    and    the 
nations  shall  not  be  able  to  abide  his  indignation. 
For  he  hath  made  the  earth  by  his  power,  he  hath, 
established  the  world  by    his   M'isdom,    and   hath 
stretched  out  the  heavens  by  his    understanding." 
When  he  uttereth  his  voice,  there  is    a  •  multitude 
of  waters  in  the  heavens,  and  he  causeth    the   va- 
pors to  ascend  from  the   ends    of  the   earth  ;  he  ' 
maketh  the  lightnings    with   rain,   and    bringeth 
forth  the  winds  out  of  his  treasury." 

We  have  a  sublime  description,  in  the  40th, 
chajiter  of  Isaiah,  of  the  divine  attributes  and  om- 
nipotency  of  Jehovah.  "Who  hath  measured  the 
waters  in  the  hollow  of  his  hand,  and  meted  out 
heaven  with  the  span,  and  comprehended  the  dust 
of  the  earth  in  a  measure,  and  weighed  the  moun- 
tains in  scales,  and  the  hills  in  a  balance  ?"  Be- 
hold the  immensity  of  space  the  waters  of  iha 
mighty  oceans'  cover,  and  the  inconceivable  quan- 
tity of  water  they  contain,  with  the  many  huge 
rivers  that  flow  into  them ;  yet  he  measures  them 

in  the  hollow  of  his  hand. 

Again,  the  incomprehensible  expanse  of  the  ce- 

leetial  region  ;  yet  he  meted  them  out  with  the 
span.  See  the  innumerable  specks  of  dust  that 
compose  this  terrestrial  globe ;  and  yet  he  compre- 
hended them  in  a  measure.  View  the  lofty  cloud- 
clapped  mountains,  some  covered  with  perjietual 
snow,  and  the  numerous  everlasting  hills;  yetfce 
weighcth  them    iu  scales  and  balances. 
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Who  hath  directM  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord,  or 
being  his  counsellor  bath  tanght  him  ?  "Behold 
the  nations  are  as  the  drop  of  the  bucket,  all  na- 
tions are  before  him  as  nothing ;  and  they  are 
counted  to  him  less  than  nothing  and  vanity." 

Lo,  perhaps  twelve  hundred  millions  of  human 
beings  in  the  world,  yet  so  insignificant,  in  compar- 
ison to  the  greatness  of  God,  or  as  a  drop  of  water 
in  a  bucket.  "It  is  he  that  sitteth  upon  the  circle 
of  the  earth,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof  are  as 
grasshoppers ,  that  stretcketh  out  the  heavens  as  a 
curtain,  and  spreadeth  them  out  as  a  tent  to  dwell 
in.  Lift  up  your  eyes  on  high,  and  behold  who 
hath  created  these  things,  that  bringeth  out  tlieir 
host  by  number.  He  calleth  them  all  by  names 
by  the  greatness  of  his  might."  The  incompre- 
hensible host,  and  uncountable  number  of  lieaven- 
ly  orbs,  yea  millions  invisible  to  the  naked  eye ; 
3'et  he  calleth  them  all  by  name  by  the  greatness 
of  his  might.  These  huge  masses,  boundless  in 
^pace,  by  his  majestic  power  and  command,  fly 
with  incalculable  velocity  in  regular  order  around 
the  great  central  luminary  abode  of  his  own  maj- 
esty. 

.  The  Psalmist  David  saith,  "the  heavens  declare 
the  glory  of  God  ;  and  the  firmament  showeth  his 
handy  work."     But  God's   power  is  not  only  dis- 
played in  the  regions  above,  but  also  on  the  earth 
beneath.     Do  we  not  see  his  wisdom  even  in  the 
inanimate,  as  well  as  the  animate  creation,    yes  in 
every  particle  of  h  is    works,    are  traces  of  God's 
wisdom  found,  and  in  the  preservation  ofthesajue, 
his  power  is  manifested.     Behold   the  unresisting 
power  of  God  in  the    controlling    and    overruling 
acts  of  his  Providence.     His  care,  in  his  vegetable 
kingdom,  is  extended  from  the  majestic  cedar  and 
lir  -tree  down  to  the  minutest  plant.     So  in  the  an- 
imal kingdom,  his  oranipotent  care  reaching  from 
the  powerful    whale    and  huge  elephant   do\;i-n  to 
the:smallest   insects    invisible   to  the    naked  eye ; 
and  even  is  not  witheld    from  the  poly  family  in- 
habiting the  great  Indian  ocean,  forming  Islands 
by  throwing  up  xiucountable  corals.     But  it  is  use- 
less tor  man  to  try  a.  full  description  of  the  great- 
ness of  him^  who  fills  heaven    and  earth,   for    our 
finite    .mind-^   |Cannqt;.|, comprehend     God   in    the 
immensity  of  his  powfr  ;  and  yet  thousands,   yea, 
millions  of  poor  deluded  creatures    of  dust  act  in 
euch  a  manner  as  if  his  power  were  cirer.niscribed 


to  such  an  extent  that  he  would  take  no  notice  of 
them  and  would  never  demand  an  account  of  their 
actiuns. 

But  thanks  be  to  God,  that  the  power  of  God 
unto  sulvation  to  every  one  that  believeth  is  given 
us,  and  well  and  good  to  him  who  embraces  it. 
Glory,  honor,  power  and  majesty  will  be  seen  in 
the  eternal  woi-ld,  not  thought  of  here,  in  the  Su-  ■ 
preme  Ruler  of  the  universe.  Brethren  and  sis- 
ters and  dear  friend,  let  us  bow  before  the  power 
and  majesty  of  God,  who  is  able  to  make  us  bright 
and  shining  angels  in  the  paradise  of  God. 

Lord  aid   us  in   this   is  the  prayer  of  your  un- 
profitable servant.

PACTS  m  SAPTISM, 


Continued  from  last  week. 


12.  It  is  a  fad  there  is  "  One  Lord,  one  faith, 
one  baptism."  Eph.  iv.  5,  and  that  we  are  to 
"Keep  the  ordinances"  as  they 'were  delivered  by 
Christ  and  the  apostles.     1  (Jor.  xi.  2. 

13.  It  is  a  fad  that  Clirist's  baptism  of  suffer 
ing  (Matt.  xx.  22,  23),  denotes  his  overwhelming 
anguish.  See  how  the  Scriptures  describe  gi'eat 
suffering.  Ps.  xlii.  7.  "All  thy  waves  and  thy 
billows  arc  gone  over  me."  An  immersion.  Ps. 
Ixix.  2.  "  I  am  come  into  deep  waters  where  the 
floods  overflov/ mo."  Sec  also,  Ps.  Ixix.  14,  15; 
Ps.  Ixxxviii.  7,  16,  17*;  Ps.  cxxiv.  4,  5;  Ps.. 
xviii.  16  ;  Ps.  xxxii.  6  ;  Sam.  iii.  54. 

14.  It  is  a  fact  that  no  one  is  buried  in  baptism 
when  a  few  drops  only  are  sprinkled  on  him. 

lb.. It  is  a  fact  that  the  Greek  preposition  eis, 
translated  in  Acts  viii.  38,  39,  by  the  word  into, 
means  into,  and  is  so  translated  four  hundred  and 
fifty-one  times  iu  the  ibur  Gospels  and  the  book 
of  Acts.  The  Eunuch  went  down  into  the  -water 
after  he  came  to  it.  Acts  viii.  38.  Then  he  was 
buried  in  baptism  ;  that  is,  immersed.  . 

16.  //  is  a  fact  that  there  is  no  cominand  for  the 
baptism  of  infants  in  the  .Bible,  and  no  example 
where  Christ  or  the  apostles  ever  baptized  them. 
Believers  were  commanded  to  be  baj)tized.  "Wc 
have  plenty  of  precepts  and  examples  for  the  bap- 
tism of  believers,  but  none  for  the  baptism  of  in- 
fant--. 
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17.  It  is  a  foci  that  circumcision  was  not  done 
■away  with  aaionp;  the  converted  Jews,  for  tliey 
•continued  to  practice  it  after  tlieir  conversion,  even 
the  apostles.  Acts  xv,  I,  2.  The  only  difference 
of  opinion  on  the  subject  was  whether  the  con- 
verted Gentiles  should  be  circumcised,  not  whether 
the  Jews  should  continue  it-.  Acts  xv.  23  ;  xxi. 
■25. 

Pail]  circumcised  Tiniothy,  because  he  wiis  half 
■Jew  and  was  entitled  to  it,  Acts  xvi.  o,  while  ke 
refused  to  circumcise  Titus,  a  converted  Gen- 
tile. Eaptistn  could  not  come  in  the  place  of  cir- 
cumcision, for  the  converted  Jews,  and  even  the 
apostles,  practiced  boih. 

18.  Il  is  a  fad  that  our  infants  are  neither  the 
natural  children  of  Abraham,  for  they  are  not 
Jeics  ;  nor  the  spiritual  children  of  Abraham,  for 
they  are  not  believers.     Gal.  iii.  ?. 

19.  It  is  (I  fact  that  Paul  and  Barnabas  had 
never  heard  of  such  a  thing  as  substituting  bap- 
tism in  place  of  circumcision,  else  they  could  at 
once  have  settled  the  difSculty  at  Antit3ch,  by 
saying  that  circumcision  was  doEe  away-,  and  bap- 
tism substituted  in  its  place.  Xeither  did  the 
apostles  and  elders  at  Jerusalem  know  any  thing 
about  such  substitution,  in  their  rejily  to  the  church 
at  Autioch.     Acts  xv.  22-29. 

20.  It  is  a  fad  that  standard  writers  oa  church 
history,  such  as  Xcander  and  Mosheim,  say  that 
believers  only  were  baptized  in  the  days  of  the 
apostles.  The  first  known  advocate  of  infant  bap- 
tism, Origcn,  in  the  third  century,  based  it  only  on 
tradition  and  not  on  the  Word  of  God. 

21.  It  is  a  fad  that  infant  baptism  began  to  be 
practiced  then,  because  some  of  the  churches 
thought  none  could  be  saved,  net  even  infants,  un- 
less they  were  baptized. 

22.  It  is  aJaH  that  the  jailor'*  household  were 
all  believers.  Acts  Svi.  34.  Cornelius'  house- 
hold had  received  the  Holy  Ghost  as  Avell  as  oth- 
■crs, —  were  all  converted  ;  Acts  xvi.  47.  Ijvdia's 
household  consisted  of  "  brethl-en."  Acts  xvif  40. 
The  household  of  Stephanas  "  addicted  themselves 
to  the  ministery  of  the  saints."  1  Cor.  i.  16,  and 
xvi.  lo.  Thus  every  baptized  household  mcn- 
lioucd  in  the  iJibk-  cou.sisicd  of  bclicvoi'.^.     M'c  i 


have  many  such  baptized  households  in  our  Bap- 
tist churches. 

23.  It  is  a  fact  that  advocates  of  infant  baptism 
often  prevert  and  misrepresent  Justin  Martyr  and 
Irenajue,  early  christian  writers,  who  do  not  say 
one  word  alwwt  infant  baptism,  for  it  did  not  Iheii 
exist.  If  they  could  bring  b'cripturc  proof  they 
would  net  need  to  perveit  these  writers  tor  evi- 
dence* 

24.  It  is  a  fact  that  infant  baptism  is  rapidly 
going  out  of  practice,  the  more  rapidly  in  propor- 
tion as  the  Bible  is  read  by  the  people,  and  spirit- 
ual religion  takes  the  place  of  human  traditions 
and  errors^

Ihj  Bear  Sister : — I  am   moved  with  a  feeling 
of  compassion  and  love  for  jou  this  morn,  as  well 
as  for  all  my  brothers  and  sisters,  to   address  you. 
God  has  given  us  a  duty  to  perform — a   talent  to 
improve,  and  O,  if  we  neglect  to  improve  it!  You 
are  doubtless  contemplating  upon  the  friendly  in- 
vitations which  the   Saviour  has  extended  in  the 
bl&ssed  Book  of  books.     May  1  through  a  spirit 
of  meeknesSj  and  a  sympathetic  love  for  your  poor 
soul,  give  you  some  instructive  admonition  on  the 
subject?  As  I   have  not  the   privilege   to  address 
you  orally,  yet  I  trust  God  alone   will  direct  my 
pen  that  I  may    not   write   anything  contrary  to 
his  Divine  Will.     When  Christ  dwelt  on  earth, 
fee  taugM  his  people  what  to  do,  to  obtain  eternal 
life.     Since  his  ascension  to  heavea   he,   through 
his  Father's  Divine  Testimony,  has  made  known 
to  us  the  many  examples  to  follow,  and  by  doing 
all   he  has  commanded,  wc  "  are  unprofitable  ser- 
vants. "    Have  only    done   our    duty.     Yet    he 
promises  us  a  crown  of  glory  beyond  this  vale  of 
tears.     I  .^hall  first  direct  you  to  Matt.  19: 16-30. 
We  may  form  the  idea  that  we  have  not  the  priv- 
ilege of  asking  Christ  v/liat  we  shall  do  to  be  saved 
as  did  this  young  man,  but  wc  have  just  the  same 
ability  now  to  converse  with  Christ  as  did  the  be- 
loved brethren  at   that  time.     We  cannot  behold 
his  smiling  countenance   but  w^c  can  go  to  him   in 
secret  prayer.     "Eatei\into  thy  closet."  Wc  must 
make  cverijihi'iig   an  object  of  prayer.     Of  our- 
selves we  cannot  do  anything.     Tis  alone  through 
the  mercies  of  God  that  we  can   accomplish  any- 
thing.   And  furthermore  wc  learn  from  1st  Thcss. 
that  we  are  to  be  constantly   engaged  in   prayer, 
■*'  Pray  without  ceasing. "  Now  the   object   of  this 
<x)nstant  prayer.     It  is  that  we  niaj'^tjc  led  by  the 
Holy  Spirit  into  all  trutl),  and  after  we  have  once 
ta-ited  of  the  richness  and  goodness  ol'God  that  wc 
may  be  able  to  stand  fast,  unmovable,  in  the  faith 
and  endure  to   the  end.     Without  this   we  have 
not  the  promise  of  salvation.     "He  that  eudureth 
io  the  cud  bhall  be  saved."  J3u[  n'jraia  wc  must  be 


very  very  careful  lest  we  ask  not  in  the  right  spir- 
it for  God  to  direct  or  rather  lead  us  into  all  truth. 
We  must  not  neglect  taking  the  Bible  for  our 
guide,  liead  the  Blessed  Book  and  pray  for  an 
understanding  of  the  same.     Take  the  Bible  alone 

and  search   diligently. 

Christ  while  here  on  earth,  established  a  church 

and  sent  forth  disciple  to  preach  the  Word.  He 
also  established  a  way  in  his  earthly-  church,  by 
which  if  wc  fully  obey  all  his  holy  ordinances  m'c 
may  gain  entrance  into  that  hcaveidi/  church,  that 
blessed  abode  to  dwell  forever  at  God's  right 
hand.  Sometime  during  our  life  God  persuades 
us,  with  a  still  small  voice,  to  believe  the  words' 
"  Thou  art  a  sinner.  "  We  are  caused  to  think  of 
the  matter.  But  here  the  great  tempter  commen- 
ces his  work.  O,  that  just  at  this  moment  every 
poor  soul,  amid  all  the  tempter's  devices,  would 
yield  to  the  blessed  invitation  "  Come  unto  me.' 
But  how  many  rebel  against  their  feelings  at  this 
time.  Piit  off  coming  to  Christ  until  some  future 
time,  and  how  many  of  such  never  come  at  all. 
Yet  there  are  others  who  have  faith  and  believe 
the  word.  After  fiiith,  comes  repentance.  "  Ex- 
cept ye  repent  yc  shall  all  likewise  -perish.  "  We 
may  have  faith,  we  may  repent,  biitthis  is  not  all. 
"  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved." 
But  you  are  obliged  to  inquire,  what  baptism  ? 
There  arc  so  many  modes  at  present,  how  am  I 
to  ascertain  which  one  the  Saviour  practiced.  I 
need  not  say   anything   coucerning  sprinkling  or 

pouring,  I  know  you  will  admit   immersion. 

But  there  are  more  thasi  one  mode  of  immersion 
practiced.  We  will  admit  from  Matt.  3rd  chap, 
that  Christ  Avas  baptized  in  the  river  Jordan.  Of 
course  wc  cannot  repair  to  the  river  Jordon,  as  it 
would  be  impossible  for  us  since  such  a  great  dis- 
tance intervenes,  but  they  also  baptized  in  other 
places  in  tliose  days.  They  baptized  in  "Enon 
near  Salem,  because  there  was  much  water  there." 
Here  some  will  tell  you  it  does  Jiot  consist  in  the  ^ 
quantity  of  water.  But  we  never  learn  from  the 
whole  Bible  where  they  baptized  in  a  small  quan- 
tity of  water,  neither  can  M'c  learn  where  they  ad- 
nainistercd  the  ordinance  in  tlic  church.  Chi-ist 
comuiandcd    his   disciples    to  "  Go   into   all    the 
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woi'ld  audi  ])reacli  tha  gospel  to  every  creature, 
baptizing  them  in  tlie  name  of  t!i>e  Father,  and  of 
the  ^011;,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  "  Here  again 
will  be  &  difference  of  opinion.  Some  will  say 
that  the  conjunction  "and  "  signifies  nothing,  and 
that  oire  dipping  beneath  the  surface  of  the  water 
siguiSes  baptism.  Do  we  not  show  an  irreverence 
to  the  Father,  to  tlic  Son,  or  the  Holy  Ghost '? 
iSome  tell  us  that  ia  immersing  the  believer,  they 
pronounce  the  three  names  of  tlie  Most  Higii,  and 
that  is  all  that  is  necessary.  This  would  do  very 
well  if  Christ  and  the  ajiostles  had  thus  said  and 
practiced.  Bitt  we  must  take  Christ  at  his  word. 
I  have  searched  diligently  on  this  point,  and  am 
fully  convinced  that  at  the  naming  of  each  of  these 
iMost  High  names,  the  believer  -should  be  plunged 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  water.  This  they  will 
tell  you  is  tliree  baptisms,  but  a  thorough  in- 
vestigation of  the  hiatter  will  at  once  prove  the 
contrary.  As  I  said  previously  'tis  God  alone 
that  can  help  us  in  thg  matter.  The  grand  rea- 
■son  we  become  entangled  iu  religious  matters,  Sa- 
tan is  continually  at  work.  He  is  sure  to  "  trem- 
ble when  he  sees  the  weakest  saint  upon  his 
knees."  Again  to  the  subject,  baptism  istlie  Ini- 
n&tion  into  the  church  of  God.  Here  the  great 
work  begins.  We  i.f'.ast  follow  the  example  of 
Christ ;  obey  'all  the  ordinances  of  the  Lord  blame- 
less.

been  censured  that  v:c  eat  the  "Jewish  Passover." 
In  the  first  verse  you  will  observe  that  the 
"Lord's  Supper"  was  uistituted  "before  the  feast 
of  the  passovcr.  "  And  let  me  take  a  small  bit  of 
bread,  and  a  few  drojis  of  wine,  and  would  you 
be  satisfied  to  do  upon  it  for  a  meal?  And  would 
you  admit  of  taking  your  supper  at  noon?  I  do 
not  mean  to  abandon  tlie  bread  and  wine  ;  for  in 
1st  Cor.  10  :  IG  we  read  of  the  bread  and  wine  as 
being  the  communion  :)f  the  broken  body  and  shed 
blood  of  our  adorable  Kedcemer.  And  nowhere 
in  the  Scriptures  can  we  read  that  the  bread  and 
wnie  were  termed  the  Lord's  Sapper.  Again  to 
John  13th  chap.  2d  verse.  "  And  supper  being 
ended.  "  This  verily  shows  that  they  must  have 
had  a  meal  prior  to  the  Holy  Communion,  The 
lueal  not  having  been  prepared  to  satisfy  the  car- 
nal appetite,  but  that  the  scriptures  might  be  ful- 
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uis    it   is  termed    the   Lord's

Look  at  the  4th  verse,  He  (Jesus)  risetlifrom  sup- 
per, and  laid  aside  his  garments;  and  took  a  towel 
and  girded  himself.  5th,"  After  that  he  (Jesus) 
poureth  water  into  a  basin  and  began  to  wash  the 
disciples  feet,  and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel 
wherewith  he  was  girded.  "  Space  will  not  per- 
mit to  quote  more  but  read  until  the  17th  verse 
where  he  says,  "  If  ye  know  tliese  things  happy 
are  ye  if  ye  do  them.  "  Have  wc  then  the  promise 
if  we  neglect  them  ?  We  will  go  back  to  verse  loth. 
"  For  I  have  given  you  an  example. "  If  we  are 
williug  to  follow  Christ's  exaui[)le  in  some  things, 
how  can  we  expect  to  receive  the  promiseif  we  neg- 
lect a  part  of  these  important  ordinances.  But 
you  will  be  told  that  feet-washing  is  not  a  church 
ordinance.

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^J'estaraeiit  aud  read  it  carefully,  study  it  thor- 
'oughly,  and  I  trust  you  will  be  enlightened  on 
the  subject.  Take  a  deep  thought,  u'pon  the 
.great  importance  of  choosing  that^y>/  part)  which 
«hall  not  ha  taken  from  the  cliildren  of  God.  Do 
•not  choose  too  hastily.  The  church  alone  cannot 
■save  u«.  'Tis  the  full  ob;dieiicc  of  God's  will  giv-

Well,  liere  we  Are,  still  enjoying  tlic  graces  bf 
a  kind  brotliel'hood,  and  basking  in  the  halcyon 
.  days  of  April  glory.     If  there  is  such  a  thing  as  en- 
joyment in  this  "vale   of  tears,"  surely  we  should 
have  realized  the  precious  boon  sinco  leaving  ori' 


homes,  for  we  have  thus  far  been  the  reoipierts  at 
all  the  attention  that  is  due  tiie  heralds  of  "  Good 
News;,"  and  could  be  suggested  by  christian 
hedrts. 

When  we  lirst  reached  the  summit  of  the  Alle- 
gany and  viewed  the  landscape  o'er,  our  opinion 
of  the  country  was  anything  but  flattcringj  and 
it  was  a  question  with  us,  to  know  on  wdiat  the 
good  people  subsisted,  but  we  soon  learned  that 
where  there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way,  Their  chief 
business  appears  to  be  in  preparing  staves  for 
hogsheads,  which,  after  shaped  in  proper  form,  aro 
simply  tied  up  in  bundles,  sent  to  Cuba,  and  other 
countries,  where  they  are  set  uji,  and  lilled  with 
sugars  and  syrups,  and  again  sent  back  to  the 
United  States  and  other  parts  of  the  world.  As  wc 
descended,  the  appearance  of  tic  country  gradual- 
ly improved,  but  farming  would  seem  to  be  a  sheer 
busii:ess  until  ihe  less  elevated  localities  of  the 
county  is  reached.  Grazing,  stocking  raising,  and 
making  butter  is  the  chief  stand-by  of  the  more 
elevated  portions,  but  it  is  a  fact  -worthy  of  note, 
that  there  were  no  brethren  found  until  werejiched 
a  pretty  good  settlement)  showing  that  they  either 
exercise  considtrable  judgment  in  selecting  good 
localities,  or  else  have  an  innate  tact  of  improvo'- 
ment.

fication of  the  flesh.  And  believing  that  the  pow- 
er of  God  unto  salvation  is  in  the  gospel,  which 
must  be  believed  and  obeyed  to  obtain  it,  I  could 
associate  myself  religiously  with  none  other  but  the 
German  Baptist  Brethren.  This  association 
'formed  in  my  baptism  August  20th,  1837,  [  ha\*e 
never  regretted,  and  expect  never  to  regret  it.  i\Iy 
only  regret  being  that  I  am  not  more  holy  than  I 
am.  That  I  am  not  is  no  fault  of  the  church  ;  it 
is  the  ground,  a  pillar  of  the  earth,  and  is  the  body 
of  Christ  on  earth. 

I  am  glad  you  felt  at  home  while  you  were 
among  us,  and  that  you  have  no  unkiudncss  of  our 
I^eople  to  complain  of,  and  that  you  saw  nothing, 
while  with  us,  in  our  faith  and  practice  to  con- 
demn, but  much  to  approve.  I  then  wished,  and 
still  continue  to  wish  that  you  would  accept  the 
doctrine  by  faith  and  obedience,  and  thereby  open 
a  succes.sfull  way  for  the  faith  to^bc  promulgated  I 


!  in  Canada  "\A'e.^t.  What  objections  have  you  to 
i  offer  to  this  wi.sh  ?  Let  me  know  in  vour  next, 
;  As  fir  as  I  could  judge  from  your  manner  and 
j  apfycarancc  while  with  us,  it  would  have  afforilcd 
me  uinch  pleasure  to  fellowshipped  you  us  a  broth- 
er in  Christ. 

I  still  try  to  preach,  so  does  your  friend,  broth- 
er J.  R.,    but  he   seems  a  good  deal    coniplaiiiini'- 
the  last  year,  and  in  unfavorable  weather  frequent- 
ly mi.^scs   meeting,?.      Your  fficnd  R.  S.,  is  also  in 
the  mini.stry    and  seems  ])roaiising.      A  sure  wav 
to  get  us  to  Canada   to  ]>reach    will    be  for   yoii 
to    join    in   with  us,  v,hich  will  open  a  way  for 
us  to  come  and  preach  the  gospel  among  your  peo- 
ple as  we  believe   and    })raaico  it.     You    say    w^ 
must  not  be  afraid  to  preacli,  in  Canada,    that  vou'; 
are  all  to   some  extent   enljghtenod,    or  partlv  so, 
b«t,  sir,  I  must  colife.ss  tha.t  on  the  subject  of  re- 
ligion there  is  a  great  lack  o-^' knowledge  :    but  so- 
it  is  all  over  the  world,    therefore    it  is  the    more- 
needful  that  men  that  have  the  true  light,  to  .spread! 
that  light  that  those  in  the  dark    wav  sec  it,    andl 
be  1(  d  to  glorifv  the  true  God  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Savior."     My  dear  friend,  if  this  is  your  faith, 
ask  yourself  the  question    whether   there  is  a  mau 
living  who  can  do  as  rnuch  to  spread  it  as  yourself!

God  had  given  them  all    to  him.     What  can  you 
do  in  Canada  ?     May  you  not  have  it  .''aid  to  "vou 
in  heaven,  that  you  was  instrumental  in  brin"-inn- 
to  God  through   Christ,  a  wJioJe   congregation   of 
believers,  and  saved  by  grace  tlirough   his  name,    ■ 
Will  you  tliink  on  these  thin"-s?

•      There  ai-e  two  ways  to  keep  Italian  bees  pure, 
I  but  the  fir.st  one  def9cribed    is    the    surest    ancl 
i  best.     Have  all  your  stoeks  Italianized,  and  all 
'  in  j-ourimiTiediate  neighborhood,  then  you  will 
have  no  more  trouble  v.'ith  native  dronc3,  or 
I  el.se  have  your  native  .stocks  deprived  of  their 
]  drone  combs.     The  drones  arc  unquestionably 
the  male  bees,  dissection  proving  that  they  havo 
the   appropriate  organs  of  gener.''tion.     They 
I  ax'e  much  larger  and    stouter   than   either   the 
qween   or   Avorkers,  although  tlieir  bodies  are 
not  so  long  as  that  of  the  queen.     They  have 
I  no  sting  with  which  to  defend  themselves,  and 
I  no  suitable  proboscis  or  tongue  for  gathering- 
honey  from  the  flowers  ;  no    basket   on    their 
thiMis  for  holding  bee  broad,  and  no  pouches 
on    their  abdomens  for  secreting  wa^,  ,  They 
arc,  therefore,   di;3<i(u'ilified   for  the  t.-rdinaryi 
work  of  the  hive.     Their  proper  office  is   to 
impz-eguatc  the  young-  queens,    and    they  are 
usually  destroyed  by  the  bees  soon  after  this  is 
accomplished.      E^it  without  any  further  ex-  ! 
planation  1  will  say  that  nearly  all  should  bo  i 
destroyed,  but  of  course  some  will  be  needed.: 
This  can  readily  be  done  when  we  have'thel 
control  of  the  combs  for  removing  the  drone ; 
comb   and   supplying  its   place   Avith    worker! 
comb.     The  over-production  of  drones  may  be  j 
easily  ])revented.     The  following  spring  after  a  ' 


swarm  is  hived  and  filled  with  corub,  it  should 
I  bo  opened  and  if  too  much  drone  comb  is  found 
it  shou'd  be  put  out  and  the  vacancy  filled  with 
]  worker  eomb.     The  Bees  will  tben'^rear  work- 
j  ing  bees  in  place  of  loafers  and  consumers,  and 
'  this  will  easily  make  one  third  of  a  difference 
in  the  storage  of  surplus  honey.     It  Is  a  com- 
mon practice  to  rub  the  inside  of  a  hive  with 
•  aromatic  herbs,  a  solution  of  salt,  or  other  sub- 
siance,  ■with  a  view  to  make  hives  more  accept- 
"ablcto  the  expected  swarm,  but  I  deem  this  al- 
j  together  unnecessary,  if  not  injurious;  a  clean 
hive  is  the  best. 

I      The  latter  part  of  July  and  August  is  a  good 
time   to  Italianize   your    old    stock   that   last 
swarms,  as  they  arc  not  so  full  of  bees.     The 
native  queen  is  easily  found  if  you  keep  a  sharp 
lookout  about  your  Apiary  ;  you  will  perhaps 
have  some  queenless  stocks,  and  then  will  be  a 
good  time  to  give  them  a  queen ;  and  as  the 
time  is  coming  when   .some  stocks  need  prun- 
ing, old  stocks  six  years  old  or  older,  should 
have  their  old  combs  taken  out,  about  when 
you    think    they  will    swarm,   then   they    arc 
strouo-  and  will  soon  fill  their  hive  with,  new 
comb,  and  by  so   doing  you    can  keep   them  ' 
without  ever  running  out.     Son>e  bee-keepers 
do  this  after  swarming,  but  that  is  a  bad  plan, 
they  can  seldom  fill  their  hive  with  comb,  and 
store  honey  enough  for  winter,  and  the  stock

"We  might  trace  the  story  of  wdiat  ruin  it  hatli 
brought  with  it  upon  the  ungodly  world.  Pha- 
raoh refuses  to  bow  so  far  to  th.e  command  of  God, 
as  to  let  Israel  go,'  saying  "who  is  the  Ix>rd, 
that  I  should  ubey  hini;.  "  a^td  therefore  he  And 
his  host  shall  sink  like  lead  in  *he  mighty  waters." 
Hamart's  pride  brought  him  to  an  ignbminiou.s 
end,  though  he  was  Ids  prince's  greatest  favorite 
of  the  dav.:  v|t  he  was  Iraug  o-n  the  ga]lo^vs  which 
he  had  set  up  for  jMcrdecai.  L'Xik  at  X^buchad- 
ni'>-;'.ar,  how  he  ^iroudlv  vau&ts  himself  of  hi.s  roy- 
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:il  [):ilaoc;.     Just  raad  the  hofrLblceii  i  lie  came  too, 
yerj  turned  out  ol'tlic   society  of  men,  to  eat  grass 
with  the  oxen.     Alsolqok  at  Herod,  after  his  fine 
oration,   receives  that   appiause  from    the   ^^eople 
u'Ithont;Ru,y.clieck,  "  It  is  the  voice  of  a  God,  and 
not  of  a  man;  and    immediately  the  angel  of  the 
Ijord  smites  him,  and  he  is  eaten  of  worms.  "  Da- 
vid's pride  prompted  him  to    number    Israel,  that 
die  migh't  make  his  boast  that  he  was  a  Kiug  over 
^.-0  many  tliotisftnds  ;  an^  thereupen   a  raging  pes- 
!^ilence  Lii  three  days  iime  sweeps  away  seventy- 
thousand  of  I.e^-ael.     *' A  man's  pride  shall  bring 
him  low,  "  and  if  it  miss  his    person,  it    ^yill  full 
■.heavenly  on  his  family,  Prov.  15:  25.  "The  Lord 
■will  destroy  the  house  of  the  proud.  " 

Brethren  and  sisters  let  us  profit  by  what  has 
lioen  written,  and  get  Christ  to  dwell  in  our  hearts 
by  a  true  and  living  ff.ith  ;  for  the  reigning  pow- 
er of  this^cvil  is  iKiver  broken,  till  Chrkt  come  by 
the  power  of  his  spirit,  bringing  down  the  tower- 
ing imagii'-ations  of  tiie  heart,  and  erect  his  throne 
there.  I'he  more  of  Christ  the  mofe  humility; 
and,  the  less  of  Christ,  the  more  pri(l(*.  Brethren 
wc  sometimes  wonder  at  the  popiiliir  system  of 
worshipers  of  the  day  ;  why  they  cannot  see  the 
..propriety  of  worshiping  God  according  to  his 
word.  It  is  easy -to  reconcile  ;  because  their  proud 
-Iiearts  will  not  let  them  bow  to  the  humble  self- 
'denying  doctrine  cf  the  lord  Jesus.  O,  may  vre 
be  much  instructed  in  viewing  those  patterns  of 
lowliness  and  humility  which  I  have  already  men- 
tioned, (iod,  angels,  and  saints^  have  cast  you  a 
ropy  of  it.  Jj'speeially  in  viewing  tSie  luinillia- 
<ion  of  the  Son  of  God,  which  is  proposed  in  the 
great  pattern,  Phil.  2.  8.  "  Let  this  mind  be  in 
you  which  vrAs  in  Christ  Jesus,  who  being  in  the 
>orm  of  God,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal 
with  God,  but  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and 
took  upon  hiin  the  form  of  a  scft'ant,  and  was 
made  in  the  lik-cness  of  men-;  and  being  founoi  in 
.fiushion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himselfj  and  became 
'-obedient  unto  death  even  the  death  (if  the  cress-. "

Time  is  swiftly  passing  away^,  never  tu  return'; 


"AudJai-ob  vnwfiJ  a  vow,  saying.  Il'G^-l  will  he  with  me  anil 
■\rill  keep  me  in  tbis  w.-iy  that  I  go  aii.l  will  Rive  me  bread  to  eat  an.l 
raiment  to  pat  on,  so  tliat  1  eonie  again  to  iny  father's  house  in 
pe;ice,  tlien  pi:.all  Die  tord  be  my  OotT."— Sbn".  28:  .I'D,  ;;i. 

In  tlie  first  part  or  commencment  of  the  pilgrinl- 
aga  of  Israel,  when  he  was  found  of  God,  or  found 
and  knew  God  at  Bethel  on  that  .solemn  occasion, 
there  was  revealed  to  him  the  great  and  precitius 
pfomiee  tliat  Gcid  woiil'd  go  with  him  and  keep 
him  in  all  places  whither  he  went,  and  would  sure- 
ly do  him  goyd,  &c.,  which  promise  was  fully  vcr- 
ifiedj  especially  in  thftt  nieiil'oriible  contest-,  when 
his  (Jacob's)  enemy  was  approacliing,  and  being 
greatly  afraid  and  distressed,  he  then  looked  to 
God  tlirough  fiiith,  pleading  his  former  promise 
of  protection,  Wiiile  thus  wrestling  with  the  au- 
gel  which  redeemed  him  from  tU  evil,  (H'os.  12: 
4;  Gen.  ,48  :  16),  he  was  enabled  to  prevail  and 
come  oft'  more  than  conQKcror,  which  is  a  beauti- 
ful type  of  faith  in  and  through  "Christ.  "We  are 
more  than  eeiiquerors  through  ium  that  loved  us." 
This  ])reservation  of  Jacob  and  his  fiimily  was  ia 
some  instances  very  reraarkable,  and  Athen  the 
people  of  the  land  were  greatly  irritated  and  pro- 
vcked  by  ^imeoa  and  Levi's  treatment  of  the 
-Scheckemitss,  God  restrained  them  by  au  un- 
u5ual  terror  on  theii'  mind-s.  "And  the  terror  of 
Gfod  was  upon  the  cities  that  were  round  about 
them,  and  they  did  not  pursue  after  the  sons  of 
Jacob.".    Gen.  34:  SO:.  35:  5.  ' 

As  Jacob  jotu'ueyed  on  his  way  back  to  his  own 
country  and  kindred  from  which  he  had  been  ab- 
sent over  twenty  yeass,   during   which  time   his 
mind  no  doubt;  often  reverted  with  great  joy  and 
delight,  especially  to   that   solemn    occasion   and 
spot,  Bethel,  where  God  first  appeared  unto  him, 
who  now  directs  hi lu  to  "arise,  go  up  to  Bethel 
and  dwell  ther?,  and  make  there  -an    altar    unto 
God,  that  appeared  unto  thee  when  thou  tlodest 
from  the  face  of  thy  brother  Esaw."    Gen.  35  :  1.  ' 
jVfter  first  pnrgiug  his  house  lolds  from  idols  or 
images,  ear  rings,  etc.,  any  and  everything  that 
had  a  tendency  to  alienate  the  affections  from  the 
worship  of  the  one  only  true  God.     lie  said,  "  let 
u.s  arise  and  go  up  to  Bethel,  and  I  will  there  make 
au  altar  unto  God,  who  answered  mc  in  the  day 
of  my  distress,  and  was  with  me  in  the  way  which 
I  went,  and  in  obqdicncc  to  the  command  of  CJod, 
''nd  ihc  confirmation  of  his  own  vow.hc  had  made. 
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God  ai)pearet]  unto  him  again  and  blessed  him, 
and  renewed  the  promise  respecting  the  multiply- 
ing of  his  seed  and  the  possession  of  the  land  of 
Canaan;  and  God  went  up  from  him  in  the  place 
where  he  talked  witli  him,"  v>diich  being  a  })lace 
most  sacred,  Jacob  consecrated  it  by  setting  up  a 
pillar  of  stone,  as  an  altar,  and  he  poured  a  drink 
'offisring  and  oil  thereon,  which  is  a  type  of  Christ, 
the  true  altar,  the  living  stone,  which  the  builders 
rejected.  The  same  is  become  the  head  of  the 
corner,  but  the  domestic  troubles  of  the  Patriarch 
were  far  frona  being  ended.  He  was  now  called 
to  eiidsjre  a  bereavmeait  of  the  mostafHicting  kind, 
being  on  his  M'ay  to  Ephratah,  when  Rachel  died 
soon  after  giving  birth  to  a  second  son,  whom, 
with  her  expiring  breath,  she  names  Benoni  (son 
uf  my  sorrow)  but  his  father  called  him  Benjamin 
(son  of  ray  right  hand).  And  Jacob  continued 
his  journey  until  he  arrived  home  to  his  father's 
house  iw  peace,  who  was  still  living,,  though  at  a 
very  advanced  age,  bat  soon  after  dit^d  ?ind  was 
gathered  unto  his  people,  being  old  and  full  of 
days,  and  his  sons  Esaw  and  Jacob  bwried  him." 
Ciod  having  thus  far  fulfilled  his  promise  to  Jacob, 
wlio  beiiig  under  renewed  obligations  to  live  up  to 
nnd  folfill  his  vows  as  "  then  shall  tlie  Jjord  be  my 
G<xl,"  accoixling  to  which  it  would  seem  that  God 
had  now,  in  a  great  measure,  rpialitied  and 
■equipped  him  for  future  trials  and  afflictions,  which 
were  sobr  to  transpire.  Many  arc  the  afflictions 
of  the  righteous,  but  the  Lord  delivei-eth  him  Out 
of  them  all.  Ps.  xxxiv.  19  ;  2  Cor.  iv.  8-11  c 
Ileb.  xi.  24-26. 

God  hath  said  unto  Abram,  T  will  give  unto 
t  hee  and  to  thy  seed  after  thee  the  land  wherein 
thou  a'rt  a  stranger,  ttc.  But  he  also  said  unto 
him,  "  know  of  a  surety  that  thy  seed  shall  be  a 
t-tranger  in  a  land  that  is  not  theirs,  and  shall  serve 
ihem,  and  they  shall  afflict  them  four  hundred 
years."  Geu,  xv.  131  ;  xvii.  8.  But  the  way 
and  manHer  that  God  was  now  about  to  intro- 
duce and  bring  about  his  predictions,  tlirough  the 
seed  of  Israel,  he  did  not  reveal  unto  him  until  in 
his  all  wise  and  mysterious  providence  it  became 
manifest,  as,  in  the  fulfillment  of  Joseph's  jiroph- 
otic  dreams,  and  the  subscouent  afflictions  and 
final  deliverance  of  his  seed  from  i']gy]vtinm  bond-  j 
iigc,  which  in  many  respects  is  typical  of  Christ,  > 
and  the  great  redcnijilioii  he  "\M'uught. 


Id  conclusion  I  would  refer  the  reader  to  bro. 
D.  V.  Sayler's  essa}  s  on  "  Joseph,  a  Type  of  Je- 
sus," in  which  he  gives  a  full  and  interesting  and 
instructive  illustration  of  this  subject,  which  is 
now  being  published  jnthe  Pilgium.  I  am  only 
attempting  to  give  a  brief  and  imperfect  sketch 
of  the  pilgrimage  of  Israel,  whom  I  endeavor  to 
hold  forth  as  an  eminent  Saint  in  his  day  and 
worthy  of  imitation,  for  M'hich  purpose  it  is  on 
record  and  given  to  us  as  an  encouraging  example 
of  the  great  love,  mercy  and  faithfullisess  of  God, 
in  calling,  adopting,  performing  and  fulfilling' all 
the  great  and  precious  promises  he  made  to  Israel, 
And  when  the  time  came  that  Israel  m«st  die,  lie 
calls  feissons  together  to  bkss*  them,  and  while  un- 
der a  spirit  of  prophecy  he  exclaimed.,  "  I  have 
waited  for  thy  salvation,  O  Ijord,"  What  he  had 
waited  for  so  long  in  humble  pious  hope,  is  brought 
nigh  to  cheer  him  in  his  last  moments.

Look  at  that  poor  man  who  lays 
down  at  last,  the  burden  of  his  wearisome  life,  to 
groan  ro  moi  e  under  the  load  of  indigence  and 
toil.     >;■:  iny;  1  shall  he  hear  the  audacious  .^um- 
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snoiis  of  Ills  master  from  whom  ho  received  his 
■scanty  wages-;  isor  no  more  shall  he  be  compelled 
to  forsake  his  hmubl'o  co'ach  of  needful  slumber, 
and  be  hisfried  from  Iiis  {;omely  meal  to  coiitui- 
luilly  undergo  the  repeated  toils  of  the  day.  While 
Ids  humble  grave  is  preparing  and  a  few  of  his 
poor  disconsolate  neighbors  and  friends  arc  follow- 
ing hiiu  to  it,  we  are  coiopellcd  to  -acknowl- 
edge hinrour  brother,  and  that  for  him  are  weep- 
ing the  distressed  and  almost  broken  hearted  wife 
and  needy  children.  Notwitiistanding  he  v.'as  a 
poor  man,  neglected  by  the  wotld,  despised  and 
tibuscd,  he  possessed  jterhaps  sound  perceptions 
•and  an  lionest  heart.  Right  in  the  immediate  vi- 
cinity of  this  lowly  grave  one  is  next  opened  to 
receive  the  lifeless  form  at  a  rich  and  ]-)roud  nian_ 
2^o\v  liis  aflinence,  as  a  benefit,  where  is  it?  "The 
rich  man  died  and  was  buried,"  we  are  told.  Yes 
he  also  died,  and  could  he  use  his  affluence  in  the 
hour  to  wiiich  we  arc  all  doomed,  to  prevent  him 
j'rom  sharing  the  poor  man's  fate?  True,  volup- 
ticRsnoss  may  have  accelerated  his  dooia  which 
Mas  his  only  -consolation,  but  it  must  come  at  last. 
And  while  the  mourners  are  parading  the  streets 
ill  all  magnificence  and  ostentation,  the  heirs  ai-e 
impatient  to  know  the  nature  of  his  Mill,  and  are 
looking  at  eac'i  other  jealously,  ready  to  contend 
about  the  division  of  his  proper  y. 

Another  da}'  wv.  follow  t«  the  grave  one  who, 
after  a  long  life  of  alternating  scenes,  prosperity 
and  adversity,  has  at  last  "gone  the  way  of  all 
flesh."  He  has  seen  families  and  kindrcdis  rise 
and  fade.  He  has  seen  contentions,  bloodshed, 
and  all  other  immoral  practices  that  pertain  to  dis- 
satisfied man,  and  in  turn  has  he  witnessed  peace 
and  repose  from  dissention.  He  has  seen  his  be- 
loved country  undergoing  many  [alterations  and 
cliangcs  ,•  atul  the  city  in  which  he  lived  springing 
lip  to  civilization,  and  fushiug  on  with  the  wild 
current  of  this  "  go-alsead  "  age  and  nation,  that 
■could  he  but  rev  isit  it,  it  Mould  know  him  no 
more.  The  eyas  that  once  beheld  those  things  are 
•  now  fbrovor  closed.  He  M'as  becoming  a  sti-anger 
to  a  new  generation.  Then  we  can  see  the  Bor- 
roM-ing  family  sitting  in  silent  grief,  meditating

Wiren  will  they  learn  humanitj'  from  the 
aiHictions  of  their  brethren  and  further  themselves 
to  felicity  ?  For  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  sus- 
tain the  chasteness  and  dignity  of  christian  mor- 
tals Mdthout  opposing  the  world  sometimes,  even 
though  wc  sliould  stand  alone  save  by  him  M'ho 
has  proQiisad  to.  support.

Why  is  tliere  so  much  talk  about  educaLion 
;vmong  the  l)rethren  iu  our  present  day  ?  What 
appears  to  be  the  fruits  of  education  ?  (Jo  into 
iinyofour  protcstaut  churches  where  they  have 
highly  educated  ministers  and  what  do  we  see  there 
but  all  the  fashions  and  pride  that  this  sinful 
Avorld  cap  bring  forth,  which  more  nearly  i  nii- 
lates,  according  to  the  scriptures,  indwellings  for 
the  adversary  of  the  soul  than  the  meek  ami  low- 
ly Lamb  of  God.  It  is  written  "God  resisteth  the 
proud  but  giveth  grace  to  the  humble."  Why 
did  Christ  call  the  unlearned  fishermen  to  be  his 
disciples  instead  of  the  priests  and  scribes  who

We  have  no  doubt  but  what  riches,  in  our 
church  has  ruined  its  hundreds  to  education  its 
tens.  jNIency  and  education  are  both  good,  but 
to  have  too  much  of  either  without  the  capacity  of 
properly  using  it,  is  attended  with  dasiger;  and 
seeing  the  curi-ent  in  which  it  rapidly  drifts 
popular  Christianity,  it  beromcs  us  to  act  wisely 
and  cautiously  in  this  matter  lest  M'e  also  get  ship- 
wrecked in  the  whirlpool  of  vanity.

make  an  effort  to  lay  .some  up  in  heaven.  The 
chief  employment  of  the  pei'ple  in  the  rural  dis- 
tricts arc  butter-making,  stock-raising  and  maple 
sugar'.  The  latter  crop  was  not  abundant  on  ac- 
count of  tlie  shortness  of  the  season, — the  spring 
opening  too  much  at  once,  the  larg-cst  yield  wc 
heard  of,  was  about  twenty-four  barrels  of  one 
hundred  pounds  each.  A  good  camp  consists  of. 
from  1000  to  .'3000  trees.  The  trees  arc  tapped 
with  a  three  eighth  augur  and  the  'sap  caught 
in  Keelers  holding  from  two  to  three  gallons. 
For  gathering  the  water  they  have  a  large  vessal, 
barrel  shaped,  which  is  placed  on  a  sled  and  thus 
made  portable,  In  this  vessel  the  sap  is  gathered 
and  conveyed  to  the  sugar  liouse,  which  is  gener- 
ally in  or  near  the  center  of  the  camp.  It  is  then 
run  into  a  large  i-cservoir,  from  which  it  is  con- 
ducted by  a  pipe,  in  a  continual  stream,  into  the 
boiling  pan  where  it  is  boiled  until  a  proper 
hickness  is  obtained,  M'heu  it  is. placed  in  the 
cooling  trough,  and  stiired  until  it  becomes 
granulated  sugar.  To  make  good  sugar  requires 
both  skill  and  practice.  For  fear  of  boring  our 
readers  with  details,  we  will  cut  short.

Dear  Pilgrm  : — On  varioas  occasions;  wc  have 
licardthc  fourth  verse  of  tlio  2lst  cliaptev  of  Rev- 
datioa  quotftdj  but  never  a  satisfactory  explana- 
tion, neitiier  tlie  cause  nor  the  time,  when  tliosc 
tliin,i;-s  mentioned  wiiereiu  should  or  did  cease  or 
Come  to  jKtss.  We  will  therefore  try  and  give  our 
understanding;  in  a  brief  mann.er,  and  if  v/earenot 
in  the  rii;;ht,  vrc  see  there  are  many  brethrcu  wri- 
ting- for  tiie  I'ilfjrim,  who  are  always  mild,  kind, 
and  considerate,  in  their  expression,  and  a  correc- 
tion from  such,  aivd  in  such  a  spirit  of  gospel  love, 
and  affection  is  always  joyfitlly,  and  thankfully  r-?- 
coitcd.  Then  in  order  to  arrive  to  a  proper  un- 
derstanding of  this  passage,  we  will  take  in  the 
cenncction  also,  the  preceding  aixl  succeeding 
verses.  "  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  ont  of  heaven , 
saying  behold,  tlie  tt>bernacle  of  God  is  witii  men, 
and  he  will  dwell  v/itli  them,  and  they  shall  be  his 
jieoplo  and  God  shall  wipe  away  Oill  tears  from 
theit  eyes,  and  there  shall  be  no  more  death,  neith- 
er sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither  sltall  there  Ixr  any 
more  palu,  for  the  former  things  are  j>as5ed  away.

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Dear  reader,  weeping^  praying,  seeking  and 
pefsevcriug,  are  your  lielps  to  conae  to  Jesus.  In 
this  case  like'  that  with  Joseph's  bretliren,  Mary 
was  alone  when  slie  wept,  and  had  Jesus  revealed 
to  her,  but  like  they,  she  tad  au  open  reward. 
Do  as  she  did,  she  wept,  she  prayed— if  thou  hast 
borne  him  hence,  tell  me  where  thou  hast  laid  him 
— she  persevered,  and  at  last  foitnd  the  object  of 
her  pursuit,  notwithstanding  the  many  obstacles 
at  first  in  her  way.  When  the  blind  man  was 
sitting  by  the  wayside  begging,  and  Jesus  passed 
by  he  cried,  "  O  Lord,  thou  Son  of  David,  have 
mercy  on  me."  "  Mary  charged  him  that  Ibe 
should  hold  his  peace."  He  had  his  trials  j  so 
will  you.  "  Mary  charged  him  to  hold  his  peace." 
Many  things  vnll  suggest  to  your  mind  to 
abandon  the  idea  of  religion.  Your  prowi  heart 
will  say  hush,  be  still;  be  blind  and  proud,  rather 
than  humble  with  Jesiis.  Your  stolen  carnal 
mind  will  say  to  you,  hush,  be  still.

"  Jesus  stood  still,  and  commanded  him  to  be 
called.  And  they  called  the  blind  man,  saying 
unto  him,  "  Be  of  good  comfort,  rise ;  he  calleth 
thee."  Here  is  the  seeking  penitent  comforted 
and  encouraged,  "  And  they  saying,  be  of  good 
comfort,  rise,  he  calleth  thee"  All  the  good,  the 
holy  on  earth,  sympathize  with  you.  Your  God 
loving  and  fearing  pa.rentS;  your  religous  brothers 
and  sistc  rs,  pray  for  you  and  encourage  you.  The 
stewards,  the  ministers  of  God's  bouse  comfort  and 
instruct  you,  saying  arise'  and  come  to  Jesus,  he 
calls  you,  and  is  standing  still  in  his  word  to  meet  i 
you  iu  the  closet.     The  Spirit  and  the  Bride  (the 


church)  savs  come,-  with  all  who  come  to  Jesus  be- 
fore you  in  the  way  you  are  now  coming,  say 
come.  Jesus  says  comCj  vrhile  all  the  angels  ib. 
heaven  rejoice  when  you  come,  "And  he,  cast- 
ing away  his  garment,  rose,  and  came  to  Jefms," 
and  was  blessed.  So  do  you  ;  throw  aside  e'^ery 
weight,-  every  hindering  cause  and  the  sin  which 
does  so  easily  b'e?et  you,  and  then  run,  hasten  to 
come  to  Jesus,  and  where  lie  sees  you  trnly  hum- 
bled^ and  penitent  before  him,  sees  the  sincerity  of 
your  heart,  aiid  anguish  of  your  soul,  he  in  a  way 
peculiar  to  himself,  will  reveal  i?imself  to  you,  by 
creating  a  mind  and  will  in  you,  you  ncter  knew 
or  had  before,  a  mind  snd  will  to  obey  the 
truth.  A  will  that  nothing  on  earth  can  bewitch, 
or  hinder  you  not  to  obey  the  truih'.  And  in  obe- 
dience you  realize  the  promised  salvation,-  for- 
giveness of  sins,  and  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit. 

Another  case  similar  to  this  of  Mary  we  have  in 
Luke  ii.  4,  where  two  are  wallciiig  together*,  talk- 
ing over  the  things  that  had  happened  at  Jerusa- 
lem and  were  sad,  where  Jesus  was  a  stranger 
joined  himself  to  them,  and  as  such  talked  with 
them,  and  although  their  hearts  bufucd  within 
them  they  knew  him  not,  until  he  revealed  him- 
self to  them  in  breaking  bread,  &c.  Head  the  ac" 
count,  my  measure  isfivllj  I  can't  particularize.

And  they  departed  from  the  presence  of  the  coun- 
c\\  rejoicing  tliat  tlie}'-  -ivere  counted  worthy  to  saf- 
fer  ehame  for  his  sake.— Acts  5:- 41. 

The  language  c}.uoted  was  affirmed  of  the  apoa- 
tle  wh®  had  just  jiassed  through  an  ordeal  of  suffer- 
ing. Speaking  in  the  name  of  Jesus  appears  to 
have  been  an  offense  sufficient  to  have  them  brought 
before  the  Jewish  council  and  subjected  to  a  scourg  - 
ing,-  This  was  done  not  merely  for  the  purpose 
of  giving  pain,  but  it  was  regarded  by  the  Jewish 
rulers  as  a  disgrace.  Public  beating  was  most  gen- 
erally resorted  to  by  the  Jews,  as  a  punishment 
and  was  indicative  of  that  idea.  The  fact  that 
they  were  so  maltreated  by  the  Jewish  council, 
and  yet  departed  from  it  rejoicing,  is  what  has  ar- 
rested our  attention,  and  we  shall  endeavor  to  pre- 
sent a  few  thoughts  on  the  subject.  We  shall  iu 
the  first  place  consider  the  cause  of  thsir  rejoicing 
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in  til  is  manner.     Thej  were    in  this  manner  per-  • 
raitted  to  Imitate  (he  example  of  Jesus.     It   lias  i 
been  in  former  times,  considered  more  tlian  an  or- 
dinary privilege  to  suffer  for  the  sake  of  Jesus, 
men  have  rejoiced  M-hile  in  prison  with  their  feet 

fast  in  the  stocks,  even  then  have  thev  sanii-  prais- 
OS  to  God  in  the  midnight  hour — rejoicing  in  that 
they  were  sulFering  for  the  .sake  of  Jesus.  Christ 
himself  says,  "marvel  not  if  the  woiitl  hate  you; 
for  it  hated  me  before  it  hated  3-011 ;  they  did  not 
receive  my  M^ords,  neither  will  they  receive  your 
words;  if  they  pcrseeiUe  me,  they  will  also 
persecute  you,  and  when  all  this 
comes  to  pass,  rejoice  and  be  exceeding  glad,  for 
■great  is  your  reward  in  heaven.  Christ  through 
"the  apostles  also  gives  much  consolation  in  refer- 
ence to  this  matter.  "But  rejoice,  inasmuch  as 
ye  are  partakers  of  Christ's  sufferings  ;  that  when 
his  glory  shall  be  revealed,  ye  may  be  glad  also 
\ntli  exceeding  joy."  Peter  4:  4  13.  Many  other 
references  might  be  made  that  gives  consolation  in 
imitating  the  exam  (lie  of  Christ  ;in  suffering,  but 
let  this  suffice  to  demonstrate  the  joy  to  bo  realiz- 
ed by  the  christian  in  imitating  Christ  in  suffer- 
ing. 

Another  cause    of  their  joy    was  that  they  had 

the  evidence  that  they  were  the  followers  of  Jesus. 
They  were  striv-ing  to  propagate  the  same  cause 
that  he  was,  aud.pudurijig  ,t,he  ■  same  sufferings. 
As  they  love  J  the  cause  they  would  of  course  re- 
joice iu  enduring  the  shame  and  sufferings,  which 
the  cause  of  necessity  involved.  The  kingdom  of 
the' Redeemer,  was  to  them  of  so  great  an  impor- 
tance, that  they  were  willing  to  endure  all  tlie 
shame  and  disgi-ace  it  might  involve. 

Another  reason  for  rejoicing,   may   have   been 
they  now  realized  that  of  Mhich  they  had  been  pre- 
viously Vi'arneJ,  and   now  lejoiced    that  they  had 
the  evidence  that  they  were  engaged  in  the.  cause 
of  truth,  if/any  other  reasons  might  be  assigned  for 
their  rejoicing,    but  we  shall  lastly   notice  the  one  I 
mentioned,    "that    they   were  counted  worthy  to  j 
."^uffer   shame  for    his    s;»ke.  "  By  being  "  counted  j 
worthy  ''  wo  understand  that  they  evinced  so  mtich  ! 
zeal  for  the  cause,  and  so    much  determination  of  j 
purpose,  that  they  were  judged    fit,  by  the  Jewish  I 
council  to  be  treated  as  Jesus  was.     With  this  re- 
flection  the  cause  of  their  cxullation  is  uo  doubt  I 


obvious  to  our  minds;  and  noy>-  there  is  a  thought 
whicli  we  wish  to  call  forth  :  Can  ire  rejoice  under 
similar  circumstances  1  It  is  true  we  are  not  all 
placed  in  the  same  position  with  the  Apostle  whose 
mission  it  \vas  to  preach  publicly  and  in  conse- 
quence of  this,  our  suffering  may  not  be  as  intense. 
The  christian  profession  ha°,  however,  in  all  ages 
of  the  world  been  considered  a  disgrace,  and  thu-s 
v:e  are  .subjected  to  the  sneeris  and  taunts  of  a 
wicked  world.  Many  are  the  reasons  for  a  feel- 
ing of  this  kind  being  manifested  toward  us,  a  few 
of  which  we  shall  notice  as  they  may  exalt  us  even 
when  pained  and  grieved,  the  natural  result  of  an 
expression  of  this  kind. 

Jesus  l!im,self  was  despised.  All  manner  of 
abuse  imaginable  x^as  heaped  upon  him.  He  was 
accused  for  making  disturbances  and  causing  an 
uproar  among  the  people :  even  wan  be  accused  of 
s])eaking  blaspheaiies.  After  enduring  the  re- 
proaches of  a.  wicked  world,  he  was  subjected  to 
one  of  the  most  cruel  deaths,  one  too,  that  was  a 
special  mark  of  _  meanness — that  reflected  great 
dishoner.  The  death  of  the  cross  was  a  punish- 
ment of  the  meanest  slaves  and  ^Aas  a  mark  of  in- 
fl\my.  This  punishment  Svas  so  cominon' among 
the  Romans,  that,  pains,  af^ictions,  troubles  and 
trials  were  called-"  crosses.  "  Our  Saviour  tells  his 
disciples  to  take  up  this  ci-oss  and  follow  him, 
and  in  this  cross  consists,  the  shame  the  suffer- 
ing, and  disgrace.  Another  reason  why  CJirist 
is  repugnant  to  tlie  world  is,  his  precepts  are  op- 
posed to  the  gayitics  and  follies  of  this  world,  and 
as  a  consequence,  those  Avbo  have  Christ  dwelling 
in  them,  those  Vvho  are  governed  by  his  precepts, 
become  repulsive  to  the  vrorldly  minded.  This 
feeling  sometimes  bears  heavily  rspon  us.  We  are 
surrounded  by  those  whose  fi'iendship  sve  desire, 
and  whom  it  v.ould  give  us  pleasure  to  have  cooper' 
ate  withus  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  but  on  account 
of  our  upholding  the  principles  of  Jesus,  we  be- 
came odious  to  them.  Thishowever,  should  not 
discourage  us,  although  we  may  be  pained  at  the 
apparent  coldness  and  indifference,  yet  M'e  should 
rejoice,  when  we  arc  evil  spoken  of  on  account 
of  our  relation  to  Clirist.  Just  here  we  wish  to 
notice  another  class  of  individuals:  There  are 
those  who  make  no  pretensions  to  Christianity,  yet 
they  M-ill  reverence  (hose  who  do,  if  thicy  arc  (rue 
to  the  cause  which  they    have   cspou.vcd.     It  ha.--

Tiiey  suffer  not 
So  much  on  account  of  the  cross  itself  as  th6  man- 
ner ia  which  they  take  it  upon  them.     If  we  had 
the  fortitude  to  take  the  cross  and  bear  it  fearless- 
ly, at  ail  times  and  under  all  circumslauccs,  tlien 
it  is  that  we  would  realise  the  truthfulness  of  the 
•■saying  of  Jesus,    "  My  burden  is  light."     All  the

Dear  christian  friends,  can  wc  rejoice  in  out'  In- 
tegrity ?  Has  our  walk,  and  our  conversation  be- 
fore the  world  been  ohristiau-like?  If  So,  al- 
though the  cross  is  a  sign  of  ignominy  and  suffer- 
ing, we  can  realize  that  it  is  the  badge  and  glory 
of  the  christian.

That  we  should  be  a  separate  peoj^lo  from  the 
M'orkl  is  clearly  taught  by  our  Saviour,  and  among 
other  things  are  iacluded  tliat  of  following  the 
vain  fashions. 

Brethren  I  fear  that  we  are  getting  too  proud, 
and  tliat  the  sinful  fashions  of  the  world  are  be- 
ing rapidly  introduoed  into  our  church.  Pardon 
mc  if  I  should  speak  my  mind  freely  for  the  dan- 
ger is  that  the  blame  is  partly  with  those  who 
have  the  oversight  of  the  church,  for  some  indulge 
a  little  too  much  in  the  fashions  themselves. — 
Brethren  we  should  labor  against  these  things  and 
try  to  keep  them  out  of  the  church.  We  know 
that  it  is  wrong  and  I  think  those  who  wear  their 
clothes  after  the  fashions  of  the  world  have  for- 
gotten the  promise  they  made  wkea  they  were  re- 
ceived into  the  church,  that  they  would  renounce 
Satan  with  all  his  pernicious  'ways.  Such  mem- 
bers should  be  admonished  repeatedly,  and  if  they 
continue  and  will  not  hear  the  church,  they  should 
be  dealt  witli  according  to  IMat.  18,  and  by  so  do- 
ing this  growing  evil  can  be  kept  out  of  the 
church. 

With  those  who  ignore  the  order  of  the  church 
there  is  something  wrong,  for  the  spirit  of  disobe- 
dience is  in  them.  Such  a  spirit  is  not  of  God, 
but  cometh  from  the  enemy  who  goetli  about  as  a 
roaring  lion  seeking  whom  he  may  devour.

He  fam  iliarized  them  with  approach- 
ing tragedy  of  cavalry.  With  unaffected  simplic- 
ity and  tenderness,  he  said,  "  the  son  of  man  gocth 
as  it  is  written  of  him."  Moses  and  Eiias  "spake  of 
his  disease  "  at  the  mount  of  transfiguration.  The 
prophets  enquired  diligently  of  the  spirit  within 
them  about  the  time  of  his  sufferirgs,  and  the  an- 
gels desired  to  look  into  the  profound  secret.  Cai- 
phas  predicted  that  he  would  die  "  this  year.''' 
But  no  man  laid  hands  on  him,  because  "  his  hour 
was  not  come'!"  It  was  a  critical  hour.  "  This 
is  your  hour  and  the  power  of  darkness,"  Your 
hour.

They  had 
thcii-  liour.  lint  he  was  destined  to  "  .'7)0// princi- 
palities and  power?."     (Jh   had  he  faltered  in  tlie 
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critical  hour !  What  infinite  gloom  would  have 
set  in  upon  the  hope  of  man  !  He  was  holden  up. 
His  own  rio-ht  hand  2;ot  him  the'  victory.  It  was 
an  agonizing  hour.  Gethsemane  and  Golgotha 
testify  to  this.  "What  mental  anguish  :  "  !}.Iy  soul 
i.s  exceeding  sorrowful  even  unto  death."  What 
a  sense  of  desertion  :  My  God  !  my  Go  1  I  vhg  hast 
thou  forsaken  me?"  What  bodily  suffering; 
siveating  great  drops  of  blooil,  falling  down  to  the 
ground.  Behold  his  pierced  hand  and  feet,an<l  his 
opened  side.  It  was  an  exciting  hour.  Look  at 
the  ruler's  conspiring  against  him.  Look  at  the  in 
fiiriateJ  mob  heaving  and  surging  toandfro.  Look 
at  the  disciples  fleeing  away  from  the  fear  that  was 
upon  them.  Look  at  the  young  man  fleeing  in  his 
night  dotJu'S.  What  excitement  thesf  movements 
signify.  I^ook  at  the  opening  graves,  the  rending 
veil,  the  trembling  earth  and  the  darkened  sun. 
Listen  to  the  tramjj  of  the  soldiers  and  the  impre- 
cations of  the  multitude.  It  was  the  dying  hour. 
He  cries,  it  ts  finished,  and  gives  up  the  ghost. 
He  tustrd  doath.  The  waves  and  hi  Hows  rolled  over 
him.  His  blopd  flowed  down  the  cross.  "  He  be- 
came obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the 
cross."

Xothing  is  more  necessary  to  complete  tlie  hap- 
piiicss  of  youth  than  piet)-.  Vv''ithout  it  it  is  im- 
possible for  true  enjoyment  to  be  found.

Religion,  mv  young  jricnds,  is  not  what  many 
persons  would  have  you  believe  it  is— a  mere  pre- 
tense, consoling  persons  with  a  faint  hope  of  eter- 
nal life.

He  continued  to  come  and  read  to  her  for  sev- 
eral days,  and  was  greatly  struck  bv  the  comfort 
and  peace  which  the  Word  of  Life  seemed  to  give

With  almost  her  dying  breath  the  poor  v.'omai) 
gave  the  Testament  to  the  Jewish  surgeon,  and, 
urged  iiim  to  read  it. 

He  took  the  book  home  with  him  and  determlr, -^ 
ed  to  keep  his  promise.  He  read  it  diligently, 
and  soon  found  Him  of  whom  Moses  and  the  pro- 
phets wrote — Jesus,  the  Messiah — and  was  ona- 
bled  to  believe  in  him  as  the  "  Lanib  of  God  ^ylio 
taketh  away  the  sins  of  the  world." 


I  am  sorry  to  say  that  I  don't  believe  all  boys 
to  be  angels  ;  spite  of  their  doting  mothers. 

I  saw,  the  other  day,  a  poor  old  mau,  -with  white 
hair,  picking  his  way  carefully  over  a  slippery 
road,  hardly  able  to  hold  the  poor  bundle  of  rags 
under  his  arm.  He  was  tottering — not  with  drink 
but  with  old  age.  A  group  of  well-di-essed  lads 
pasced  liim  ;  then  they  made  a  large  snowball,  and 
with  a  shout  aimed  it  at  his  hat,  knocking  it  into 
the  middle  of  the  street.  "  Shame  "  I  cried  as  I 
went  for  it  and  restored  it  to  him.  He  thanked 
me,  but  he  had  no  hard  or  bitter  word  for  his  lit- 
tle cowardly  persecutors.  His  sorrowful  look  at 
them  was    enough,  as   he    went   decently  on    his 

way. 

I  call  attention  to  this  trait,  because  I  fear  the 
parents  of  boys  do  not  sufficiently  consider  it. 
Now  "  fun  "  is  a  good  thing  for  boys.  I  don't  be- 
lieve in  solemn  boys;  but  it  is  base  to  triumph 
over  and  insult  old  age.  It  is  base  and  cowardly 
and  cruel  to  torture  dumb  animals  for  "  fun,"  I 
shudder  when  I  see  childhooil  so  hard  and  jiit- 
ilcss. 

I  don't  know  that  I  ever  saw  a  little  girl  doing 
such  things,  and  that  is  why  I  spoke  particularly 
of  its  being  a  boyish  fault.  I  think  the  brutal 
husbands  and  fathers,  of  whom  we  read  such  fright- 
ful thing?  iu';jtho  papers,  must  have  begun  in  this 
way.  I  think  every  mother  should  look  well  to 
this,  remembering  that  some  fresh,  young,  trusting 
heart  will  some  day^  give  itself  to  (hat  son  of 
hers.

It  seems  to  bo  a  rule  in  nature  tliat  when 
the  teeming  population  of  a  colony  of  bees  be- 
come so  nnmerons  that  tliey  no  longer  find  la- 
bor in  their  hive  they  prepare  for  emigration, 
by  constructing  a  few  queen  cells,    generally  i 
from  six  lo  ten.     As  soon  as  one,  or  more  of, 
them  are  cajiped  over  the  swarm  issues  which 
is  generally  about  the  seventh  or  eighth  day 
aiterthcy  begin  to  construct  the  cells-. 

When  the  swarm  comes  forth  it  presents  to , 
the  eye  the  most  beautifrJ  sight  to  behold  dif- 
fusing the  air  with  their  anxious  hum  of  joy. 
Eutjust  here  let  me  tell  you  something;  some 
of  these  old   supersticious   fogies,    as   wo   call 
them,  M'ill  go  to  ringing  the  bell  and  hammer  j 
on  tin  pans,  and  if  they  eaii't  make  noise  hide- 
ous enuugh-,  kick  the  dog  and  set  him  a  howL 
iug  too.     AVith  all  their  noise  they  expect  to  j 
secure  the  swarm.     If  they  should  happen  to  j 
light,  then  it  is,  hurrah  boys !  good  luck  this 
time,  we  stopped  them  &e.    "What  foolishness. 
You  might  as  well  try  to   frighten  the    moon 
out  of  its  orbit,  it  would  do  just  as  much  good. 
If  all  the  tin  pans  in  existence  would  have  any 
thing  to  do  with  them  at  all,  it  would  frighten 
them   away   rather  than    make     them     stay. 
When  they  arc  bent  on  going  to  the  woods  it  is 
a    JJfilfult  matter  to  stop  them.     They    may 
sometimes  be  compelled  to  light  by  reflecting 


the  I'ays  of  the  sun  upon  them  by  the  use  of  a 
mirror  so  as  to  disorganize  them.  This  troub- 
le however  may  be  much  obviated  by  artificial 
swarming  which  I  shall  moi'c  fully  describe 
hereafter.  When  a  swarm  1  as  fairly  clustered, 
lose  no  timcain  making  ready  the  liive  to  re- 
ceive them,  place  it  in  the  shade  if  possible. 
You  need  no  perfumery,  nothing  is  so  good  for 
them  as  a  clean  hive.  Now  proceed  with 
your  swarming  pan  or  some  other  vessel.  If 
one  large  enough  to  hold  the  bees,  gently 
shake  them  in,  then  carefully  throw  them 
around  the  entrance  of  the  new  hive  and  let 
them  go  in  themselves.  Don't  slam  them  in 
as  if  you  had  no  mercy  for  them  and  then  run 
for  dear  life,  but  stand  your  ground,  they  will 
not  hurt  you  unless  they  see  you  are  a  coward. 
Ifsome  are  obstinate  iu  going  in,  gently  brush 
them  near  the  entrance  ;  as  soon  as  all  have  gone 
in  carry  the  hive  jus-t  where  you  intend  it  tjO 
stay  all  summer  as  they  begin  to  work  soon  af- 
ter they  are  hived  if  not,  many  bees  will  be 
los-t  by  going  out  and  not  returning  until  the 
hive  is  taken  away,  the  fact  of  it  is,  these*  will 
perish. 

Frequently  when  primary  swarms  issue  hav- 
ing an  old  queen  witii  crippled  wings  or  lieavy 
laden  with  eggs,  they  fall  to  the  ground  unable 
to  rise  again  where  she  maybe  seen  hovering  up- 
on the  arrass  before  the  hive.     In  an  occurrence 
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of  this  kiud(which  is  very  fre^aeit,)thG]  swarm 
may  be  saved  by  catching  tlie  queen  while  the  bees 
are  yet  swarming  in  the  air,  puickly  move  the  old 
stock  away  some  ten  feet  or  more,  and  place  the 
new  hive  in  its  place.  As  soon  as  the  bees  find 
their  pueen  is  not  with  them,  they  will  come  back 
to  their  old  place,  on  finding  an  empty  hive  there 
they  will  readily  enter  by  giving  them  the  queen 
soon  after  a  few  of  the  bees  have  gone  in.  As 
soon  as  all  have  entered,  the  hive  may  be  put  to 
any  desired  place,  and  the  old  one  put  b:ick  again  ; 
they  will  work  the  same  as  a  swarm  hived  in  any 
other  way.  Any  swarm  may  be  hindered  from 
going  to  the  woods  by  catching  the  queen  when 
she  comes  out  with  the  swarm  and  treated  as  above 
mentioned.

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Superiority  of  Spiritual  Light, 
From  our  preceding  remarks  some  perhaps  may 
have  concluded  that  we  liave  given  diviuc  light  too 
contracted  a  viev/ — only  comparing  it  with  natural 
light.     This  we  tried  to  sho\\  but  very  imperfect- 
ly.    We  believe  the  Savior    and  apostles   in  their 
various  allusions   to  light,    and  in  making   use  of 
that  term  did  not  merely  intend   comparison,  but 
in  order  to  get   the  mind   in  the   proper   channel 
they  thus  have    spoken,     that  it  might  be   drawn 
forth  unto  higher,  nobler  and  more    perfect  ideas_ 
We  find  the  Savior  s]ieaking  of  the  light  of  a  "can- 
dle"— an  artificial  light  of  great  utility.     He  also 
makes  use  of  the  term  "lamp,"  as  used  in  connec- 
tion with  t'  e  ten  virgins.     Apd  from- these  earth- 
ly lights  He  gently    draws    our  mindsrforth   and 
calls  on  us  to  lilt  up  our  heads  and  look  upon  him 
as  the  morning  s'ar.     Thus  a  beautiful  thought  is 
■  presented  to  our  minds.     It  is  that  of  the    beauti- 
ful bright  star  guiding  the  wise  men  of  the  east  to 
that  little  town,  Bethlehem.     x\.nd    still    he   does 
not  stop  until  he  has  invited  us  to  behold  Him  as 
the  "Sou   of  righteousness  with    healing  in    His 
■wings,"  the  highest    type  of  illumination.     With 
this  little  introduction    we  will   proceed   with  our 
remarks.     Our  first  consideration  is: 

Divlneli^kt  comes  froiii  the  Creator.  By  turn- 
ing to  Genesis  we  find  that  "God  made  two  great 
lights;  the  greater  light  t>  rule  the  day,  and  the 
lesser  light  to  rule  the  night.

Thus  we  receive  our  n;  t  iral  light  not  from 
God  direct,  but  from  that  which  He  has  created 
for  that  purpose.  Whilst  we  receive  light  from 
the  created  body,  inanimate  and  motionless  in  its- 
self,  v»'e  have  the  gratification  to  know,  and  not 
only  know,  but  also  realize  that  superior  light 
which  comes  direct  from  the  Creator, — the  Light 
of  lights. 

TKe  design  and  utility.    God's  design  no  doubt 

in  creating  the  sun,  moon  and  stars,  were  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  body  of  man.  But  this  Di- 
vine light,  this  higher  and  holier  light  whose  gen- 
ial beams  are  so  penetrating  is  intended  for  tho 
soul.  This  it  must  shine  upon,  and  not  only  so 
bub  penetrate,  enlighten  and  enliven  "the  whole,'' 
thereby  excluding  all  darkness.  It  is  a  pitiful 
fact  that  there  are  so  many  souls  in  existence  to- 
day wjio  seem  to  appreciate  the Xatural  light  more 
tlian  the  guiding  iniiuencos  of  God's  good  spirit.

Oh,  how  those 
who  inhabit  the  frigcd  zones ;  although  few  in 
number,  must  rejoice  at  the  approach  of  the  rays 
of  light.  Wc  too  feel  revived  after  a  short  spaco 
of  darkness.  How  gladly  do  we  hail  the  disper- 
sion of  the  tempestuous  clouds  that  oftimes  ob- 
scure the  sun's  rays  and  make  us  feel  languid  and 
dull.  Although  we  may  earnestly  desire  tho  sun- 
siiinc,    ferventiv  covet  freedom    from  a  beclouded 


hcnsible  wisdom  gave  lights  for  the  benefit  of  (ho    sl<v,  v(-t  all  sucli  wisiies  are  of  no  avail.     The  sun 
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is  no  more  brilliant  to-day  than  it  was  in  the  day 

of  its  creation  ;  at  least  we  have  never  learned  so, 
yet  many  of  the  occurrences  of  Nature  may  have 
a  tendency  to  make  it  a])pear  brighter  at  times. 
Now  the  lig  it  of  Christ  to  us  is  vastly  superior  in 
the  above  mentioned  respects.     True    wc   may  be 

without  lights  at  times,  satan  may  get  in  the  way 
and  cause  many  troubles  aad  trials  to  arise  and  be- 
dim our  pathway,  yet  thanks  be  to  God  not  against 
our  desires  and  wishes.  For  at  our  earnest  solic- 
itation we  may  ever  enjoy  the  consoling  beams  of 
Jesus.  It  is  also  a  plain  fact  revealed  in  the  scrip- 
tures that  the  light  in  us  should  grow  brighter. 
Peter  says  grow  in  grace  and  in  the  knowledge  of 
r)ur  Lord  and  Savior  Jesus  Christ.  2.  Pet.  3  :  18. 
Paul  .says  "put  on  charity,  which  is  the  bond  of 
perfectncss,"  Col.  3:  14,  again,  "let  us  go  on  to 
perfection"  Heb.  6  :  1 .  "Now  we  see  through  a 
glass  darkly  ;  but  then  face  to  face  :  I  know  now 
in  part ;  but  thou  shall  I  knov/  even  as  also  I  am 
known.."  1.  Cor.  13:  12.  Prom  the  foregoing 
testimony  it  is  c'ear  to  onr  minds  that  our  course 
in  this  life  should  be  a  progressive  one,  and  also 
that  the  light  that  is  in  us,  shall  burst  forth  in  the 
world  to  come  far  beyond  all  human  conception. 
Then  let  us  learn  and  heed  this  great  lesson  that 
our  knowledge  should  increase  as  we  advance  in 
the  divine  life — a  thing  so  natural  that  none  will 
dare  to  deny.  The  young  man  starts  put  for 
heaven.  He  has  come  to  Christ,  got  awake  and 
arisen  to  duty,  and  has  received  the  light  of  Christ. 
His  proper  food  now  is  the  sincere  milk  of  the  word.  ! 
But  as  he  pursues  his  holy  course,  the  light  be- 
comes brighter  ;  it  shines  more  brilliant  upon  his 
pathway  and  he  is  permitted  to  partake  of  sti-ong- 
cr  food,  that  he  may  "grow  up  as  calves  of  the 
stall,"  a  valiant  soldier  of  C^hrist ;  having  the 
"6o?J.(i  of  perfcctness."  Tims  he  grows  in  knowl- 
edge and  truth,  as  he  goes  "from  faith  to  faith,''  j 
and  the  light  grows  brighter  and  brighter,  as  he 
approaches  the  great  Luminary — the  haven  of  rest 
— his  final  abode  in  the  realms  of  immortal  glory. 
Shines  abcays.  From  this  fact  we  learn  the 
•willingness  of  Christ  to  impart  light  at  all  times' 
and  under  all  circumstances.  Glorious  thougiit !  : 
No  night  in  Christ.  "And  there  shall  be  no  night  | 
there;   and  they  need  no  caP''! '^   lijith.'"  Ji,^-      yfj 


the  sun  ;  for  the  Lord  God  giveth  them  light ;  and 
they  sha-U  reign  forever  and  ever."  Kev.  22  :  5, 
again  "God  is  light,  and  in  Him  is  no  darkness  at 
all."  1  John  1  :  5.  What  encouragemet  to  the 
christian  ;  what  inducement  to  the  sinner  to  turn 
his  face  Zionward,  and  to  seek  the  Lord  early,  let- 
ting the  day-spring  rise  in  his  heart  bcfoi'e  the 
evil  days  come.  Shines  always  ?  Yes,  I  am  wi'.h 
you  evei:^unto  the  end  of  the  world."  He  who 
has  thus  said,  is  unto  His  people,  a  brilliant  white 
cloud  by  day,  and  a  pillar  of  fire  by  night. 

Shines  in  time  and  also  eierniiy.  In  this  wc  see 
at  a  glance,  that  Divine  light  is  immensily  supe- 
rior. By  reference  to  St.  ^Matthew  we  find  that 
the  light  of  the  sun  shall  vanish  away.  "Imme- 
diately after  the  tribulation  of  those  days,  shall 
the  sun  be  darkened  and  the  moon  shall  not  give 
her  light,  and  the  stars  shall  fall  from  heaven,  and 
the  powers  of  the  heavens  shall  be  shaken."  Mat. 
24 :  29.  Those  indeed  shall  be  days  of  tribula- 
tion and  anguish  unto  those  who  enj'>y  no  other 
light  than  that  of  the  sun,  moon  and  stars.  Oh 
there  ai-e  such  dreadful  thoughts  connected  with 
the  word  annihilation.  The  light  cf  Christ  re- 
mainith,  it  being  the  same  yesterday,  to-day  and 
forever. 

None  nccessarilij  blind.  Although  the  sun  shines 
day  after  day,  yet  many  very  many  are  not  per- 
mitted to  view  its  light.  Blind  !  what  a  gloomy 
condition,  entirely  excluded  from  the  rays  of  the 
sun,  deprived  of  tl  e  use  of  that  sense  which  gives 
so  much  comfort  in  life,  some  are  born  blind, 
while  others  have  been  made  so,  .  in  various  ways 
unwillingly.  But  Iiow  in  Christ,  any  born  blind  ? 
Any  necessarily  blind?  We  answer  emphatically 
a  hearty  no.  Then  all  may  "walk  in  the  light  as 
He  is  in  the  light"  and  enjoy  that  knowledge  di- 
vine. Yes  kind  reader  there  is  a  balm  in  Gilcad 
whose  loaves  are  for  the  healing  of  the  nations, — 
an  eye-salve  prepared  for  all  humanity.  It  is  not 
God's  will  that  any  should  perish  but  that  all 
should  come  unto  Him,  repent  and  be  saved. 
Christ  tasted  death  fo'"  every  man.  All  that  cams 
to  Christ  blind  desiring  sight  recei.ved  i(,  even 
those  that  ^^ere  boni  blind.  Paul  declares  before 
kingAgrippa    that    God    had  sent   him  unto    the 
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Gentiles  "to  open  tiieir  eyes,  and  turn  thcQi  from 
darkness  to  light,  and  from  the  power  of  satan 
unto  God."  Acts  26  :  18.  Hence  those  tiiat  are 
spiritually  blind  are  those  that  M'ill  not  come  to 
the  light  lest  tlieir  deeds  should  be  made  manifest 
and  reproved.  Their  deeds  being  evil,  therefore 
they  love- darkness  rather  than  light.  The  wise 
men  of  the  East  were  willing  to  follov/  the  star, 
and  were  therefore  blessed  with  the  sight  of  Him 
who  is  chief  among  ten  thousand;  the  one  alto- 
gether lovely.  The  last  consideration  of  the  su- 
periority of  Divine  light  is  : 

That  there  is  no  darkness  in  Christ  its  source.. 
This  can  not  be  said  of  the  sun  or  moon.  Phi- 
losophers tell  us  on  all  sides  that  there  are  large 
.spots  on  the  sun,  although  not  visible  to  the  naked 
eye,  yet  by  the  aid  of  a  telescop^  they  are  made 
very  plain.  The  moon  ;  the  "lesser  light"  seems 
to  be  still  inferior,  not  only  on  account  of  its  re- 
ceiving its  light  from  the  sun,  but  also  because  of  ^ 
its  not  being  able  to  reflect  all  the  light    that  is 

received. 

In  conclusion  hear  Paul's  conclusive  testiniony 

relating  to  the  superiority  of  the  light  which  he 
behold  on  his  way  to  Damascus.  He  breaks  forth 
thus:  "At  middaij,  O  king,  I  saw  in  the  way  a 
light  from  heaven,  ABOVE  the  brightness  of  the  sun, 
shining  roundabout  me  and  them  which  journey- 
ed with  me"  Acts  26  :  13.  Well  might  he  say 
alxwethc  brightness  of  the  suu,  for  how  dazzling 
in  appearance  is  the  "sun  of  righteousness,"  the 
Lamb  without  spot  and  blemish  ;  He  iu_  whose 
mouth  was  found  no  guile,    the    source  and  foun- 


tain of  everlastinti"  light.

Joseph  having  revealed  himself  to  his  brethren, 
that  they  had  no  doubt  of  his  identity,  run,  al- 
though when  he  first  said,  "  I  am  Joseph,"  they    supply  your  n-ants,  and  tiuit  through  faith  aud  re 


is  my  mouth  that  speaketh  unto  you.  7^.11  doubts 
being  removed,  he  assures  them  of  his  love  to- 
wards them,  "  aud  kissed  all  his  brethren ;  and 
not  only  did  he  give  them  this  token  of  love,  but. 
he  "  wept  upon  them,"  and  thus  leaving  the  token 
of  both  his  love  and  sympathy.  A*"ter  this,  "  his 
brethren  talked  with  him."  What  they  said  is 
not  written  ;  but  what  Joseph  said  is,  in  part  at 
least.  "  Haste  ye,  aud  go  up  to  my  father,  and 
say  unto  him,  thus  saith  Joseph,  God  hath  made 
mc  lord  of  all  Egypt :  come  down  unto  me,  tarry 
not,  and  thou  shalt  dwell  in  the  land  of 
Goshen,  and  thou  shalt  be  near  uuto  me,  and  then 
will  I  nourish  thee,  least  thou  and  thy  household 
come  to  poverty."  Thus  will  Joseph  do,  and  the 
arrangements  for  the  journey  being  completed,  the 
outfit  for  the  remove  is  provisioned  for  the  jour- 
ney, with  gifts  aud  presents  for  the  father,  &c. — 
He  sends  them  forth  with  the  solemc  charge,  "sie 
that  ye  fall  not  out  by  the  way."  Don't  dispute 
nor  quarrel  by  the  way  over  the  troubles  you  had 
been  in,  accusing  one  the  other  as  being  the  fault  of 
it.  Be  not  grieved,  nor  angry  with  yourselves, 
that  ye  sold  me  hither;"  Neither  be  ye  angry 
with  one  another  about  it.  Fall  not  out  about 
anything;  you  are  brethren,  live  in  peace  as 
brethren  ought  to  do.  And  I  will  settle  you  in 
Goshen,  and  there  care  and  provide  for  you  ;  and 
when  you  die  carry  your  bodies  back  to  Canaan 
for  burial. 

Dear  readers,  from  the  first  symptoms  of  want 
the  sons  of  Jacob  felt,  and  through  all  the  trials 
through  which  they  passed,  down  to  the  solemn. 
charge  —  "  sec  that  ye  fivU  not  out  by  the  way,"  the 
idea  of  Joseph  representing  Jesus — and  his  breth- 
ren, the  sinner  in  the  work  of  salvation,  has  been 
steadily  kept  before  you.  But  to  carry  out  the  si- 
militude; their  settlement  in  Goshen,  and  Joseph's 
care  of  them  there,  must  represent  the  church  mil- 
itant on  earth,  which  supposes  that  you  havo  been 
made  to  feel  that  you  have  passed  out  ofy6ur 
state  of  innoocncy,  you  ^ived  with  your  Father  in

•word,  in  the  came  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Sod 
and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  so  being  born  of  the 
Vt'ater,  and  of  the  Spirit,  you  are  entered  into  the 
kingdom  of  God,  the  church  where  the  Lord  Je-

ment, that  ye  may  approve  things  that  are  excel- 
lent, that  ye  may  be  sincere  and  without  offence 
till  tiis  tlay  of  Christ."  You  need  not  have  what 
the  world  calls  much  learning,  to  have  the  kno-wl- 
odge  which  is  in  Christ.  Learning  him  throngh 
Immility  and  obedience,  you  know  more  of  the 
power  of  the  salvation  of  Christ  in  the  soul,  than 
the  world  with  all  her  human  knowledge  can  tell 
you.  "  And  to  knowledge,  temperance,"  which 
means  moderalion.

Be 
temperate  in  your  natural  appetites  and  passions, 
in  eating,  in  drinking,  in  ck)thing,  &c.,  temperate 
in  joy,  and  not  djsponding  in  trials  and  troubles. 
V>s  cool,  calm,  and  deliberate  in  ail  things,  and 
A  iolent  in  nothing.  "  And  to  temperance,  pa- 
tience," enduring  without  murmuring  or  fretfal- 
Jiess  in  all  things.  "The  trying  of  your  faith 
>vorkcth  patience,  but  let  patience  Inive  ]jcr  per- 
fect work,  that  ye  may  be  jjcrfec*^  and  entire,  want- 
ing nothing."     Endure    baldness  like  good  sol- 


chara;ctet'  and  precepts.  "  And  to  godliness,  broth- 
erly kindness,"  loving  your  brethren  in  the  ties  of 
christian  brotherhood,  with  pure  hearts  fervently, 
and  showing  them  all  kindiscss.  And  to  brother- 
ly kindness,  charity,  that  disposition  of  heart  which 
induces  men  to  thiji^  favorably  of  their  fellow- 
men,  and  to  do  them  good.  Supreme  love  to  God, 
and  universal  good  will  to  men.  "  If  ye  will  you 
can  do  them  good."  If  these  things  be  in  you, 
and  abound,  the}'  make  you  that  ye  shall  neither 
be  barren  nor  unprofited  in  the  knowledge  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ."  And  in  the  end  salvation  in 
heaven  will  be  sure,  and  you  will  ever  be  with  the 
Lord.  "  But  he  that  laeketh  these  things  is  blind, 
and  cannot  see  afar  off,  and  hath  forgotten  that  he 
was  purged  from  his  old  sins."

nity to  know  the  truth. 

"  No,   I    would  not,"    said  she ; — but   no   one 

could  convince  her  of  the  truth  of  the  statements. 

Twenty  or  thirty  years  of  pain  and  sorrow,  and 

broken  heart  and  broken   spirits    have   done   the 

work  for  her  at  last. 

"  AVould  you  marry  him  if  you  knew  he  drank 

liquor?"  said  a  woman  to  a  fair  young  girl. 

"  Certainhj  1  would — marry   him   and   reclaim

nnd  ere  she  had  passed  a  mouth  with  her  husband, 
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she  was  advised  by  her  friends  to  leave  him,  and 
after  a  year  and  a-half  of  abuse  and  sorrow  she  re- 
turned to  her  father's  house  a  poor,  wrecked  shad- 
ow of  her  former  self, — fleeing  from  her  brutal, 
drunken  and  adulterous  husband  to  save  what  lit- 
tle life  she  had  left. 

Ten  thousand  girls  stand  on  the  verge  of  the 
satnc  abyss  to-day,  and  nothing  you  can  say,  or  I 
can  say,  will  alfoct  them  in  the  least,  oxce))t  to 
hurry  them  on  to  their  terrible  doom. 

Why  is  it?  Partly  because  they  have  never 
yielded  their  wills  to  parental  control,  and  have 
always  had  their  own'  way,  and  partly  because 
their  parents  have  never  warned  them  cf  this  dan- 
ger, tiU  it  ^fjanie  upon  them  like  an  over-running 
flood.  Parents  do  not  win  or  encourage  theconli- 
deuce  of  their  children.  Old  jicople  forget  that 
the  were  ever  young,  and  young  people  do  not  re- 
niembcr  that  they  may  yet  be  old.  Mutual  confi- 
dence is  needful  to  mutual  coiufort  or  iiiiprovment.

you  passions  wliich  often  prove  stronger  than  jiulg- 
jncnt,  reason  and  conscience;  and,  coming  under 
the  influences  of  some  young  man,  you  will  be  lia- 
ble to  lose  your  self-control,  and  be  swayed  by  his 
will,  and  think  his  thoughts,  and  feel  las  feelings, 
and  say  ,  Yes'  to  his  req^ucsts,  because  it  is  his  will 
and  mind  that  makes  you  speak  the  -words  he  de- 
sires to  hear: — all  this  will  come  and  you  will  be 
liable  to  be  sw.ept  to  ruin  by  the  force  of  an  infiu- 
cnce  which  you  do  not  understand,  and  can  neither

This  dene,  tliis  belJEved,  then  Comes 
doctrine—tbe  teaching  cf  bsptisni — that  is  immer- 
sion in  the  name  of  the  Father,  of  the  Son,  and  of 
the  Holy  Ghost.  Then  the  laying  on  of  hands, 
and  we  are  in  the  clinrch,  ready  ti  be  taught,  sod 
to  observe  all  things  that  the  Lord  hath  command- 
ed us.  Heady  to  add  to  our  faith  virtue  ;  and  to 
virtue  knowledg.  Read  2  Peter,  1  :  4-11  very  par- 
ticularly. 

All  these  are  so  plainly  taught  in  tlie  scriptures, 
that  a  wayfaring  man,  though  a  fool,  cannot  err  in 
them,  if  he  only  will  not  err.  What  then  shall 
■we  think  of  the  following  declaration  on  baptism 
by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Beecher,  as  reported  in  the  World 
— Independent. 

"I  am  often  asked  whether  I  will  baptize  per- 
sons who  are  not  communica,ats  of  any  church,  or 
those  whose  minds  are  not  yet  settled  to  any  par- 
ticular belief  My  reply  is,  in  the  name  of  the 
Loid,  yes,  I  will  baptize  anybody  who  wants  to 
be  baptized,  and  can  give  reasonable  evidence  of 
wishing  to  live  a  Christian  life.  If  they  are  Ro- 
man CatkclipSj  let  them  come,  if  they  ere  in  the 
Episcopal  church,  and  do  not  wish  to  disturb  their 
rector,  let  them  come  here ;  if  their  parents  have 
been  Baptists,  and  tihey  wish  to  be  baptized  as 
their  father  and  mother  were,  I  will  &'o  baptize 
them ;  for  baptism  is  but  a  inere  sign  and  emblem 
and  if  any  body  wants  a  sign  cr  emblem  that  he 
intends  to  live  a  Obristian  life,  I  will  help  him  to 
that  sign.  I  will  baptize  a  man  fifty  |Uaes  if  he 
y.ishes  it.  The  idea  that  a  man  can  only  be  bap- 
tized once  is  an  old  Roman  notion,  that  ought  to 
have  beoij  exploded  long  ago.     If,  therefore,  t her 


are  any  persons  who  feel  that  a  load  will  be  Mft; 
ed  from  them  by  baptism,  they  have  only  to  com- 
municate the  word  to  me  and  they  shall  be  bap- 
tized with  the  other  cemmunicauts  of  the  church. 
I  immerse  thenj,  nyt  because  I  think  that  immer- 
sion is  the  best  form,  but  because  I  think  it  better 
that  a  man  chould  be  on  the  best  teJ-ms  with  bts 
conscience  thau  with  Oi-dinaae^s,  which  are  only 
an  outside  show." 

If  these  are  not  the  words   of  a  knave  they  cer- 
tainly are  of  a  false  teacher,of  which  there  is  noth- 
ing clearer.     '■'  But  there  were  false    prophets  also 
among  the   people,  even    as   there   shall  be  false 
teachers  among  you."  (2  Peter  21),  and  here  yoit 
have  one  who  offers  his  services  apparently  cheap 
to  accommodate  all.    "  For  many  shall  follow  their 
pernicious   ways."      Of  cour.^e     many  rjaust  have 
an  oj)portunity  afforded   them   to   do   so.      How 
marked  the  contrast  between  the  command  of  a 
risen  Savior,  and  this  v:c,uld  he  Christian  teacher  I 
']rhE  Sa*;is-;  says  teach  them  first  and  then  baptize 
them.     Beecher  says,  I  will  baptise  them  any  way 
if  they  only  come  to  me,   "for  baptism  is  but  ^ 
mere  sign  and  emblem,  and   if  any  body  wants  a 
sign  or  emblem  that  he  intends  to  live  a  Christian 
life,  I  will  help  him  to  tlsst  sign."      How  very 
condescending  if  this  obliging  Beecher.     He  will 
baptize  anybody   and    everybody  if  they*  come  t<5 
him  ;  whether  they  have  repenfed  or  not,  whether 
they  believe  or  not,  it  is  only  a  sign  tmy  how,  and 
and  if  anybody  wants  it  I  will   give  it  to  him. — 
Why,  I  will  baptize  a  man   fifty  times  over  if  he 
wishes  it.     What  blasphemy  ! — fifty  times  over  to 
give  a  man  a  sign,  an  emblem!      The  Savior  says  : 
"He  that  believes  aa4  J?  baptized  shall  be  saved.'' 
Peter   tells   the  penticosiians   to   "repent  and  be 
baptized  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins,  and  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 
Ananias  tells  Saul  to  be  baptized  and  wash  away 
his  sins,  calling  on  the  nams   of  the  Lord.     Pet«r 
says  baptism  saves  us ;    with   the   ascurance   of  a 
good  conscience  by  the  resurrection  of  JesusChrist« 
But  what  are  these  testimonies  with  those  who 
through   covetousness  shall,  with  feigned  words, 
make  merchandise  of  the  people.     "By  their  fruits 
ye  shall  know  them."     B,eader  take  heed  that  they 
deceive  vou  not. 
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The  Savior  says  of  the  baptized;  teacli  them  to 
oWerve  all  things  I  have  commanded.  Beecher 
says,  no  difference  about  the  teaching  afterward  ; 
it  is  only  a  sign  you  need  that  you  wish  to  be- 
come a  Christian.  When  the  truth  is,  baptism  is 
given  as  a  sigu  of  faith,  of  repentance;  of  sal  va- 
'tiou,  to  those  that  are  saved.  Ye  are  all  the  chil- 
A  reu  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus,  for  as  many 
of  you  as  are  baptized  lin  to  Jesus  Christ  have  put 
on  Christ.  By  one  spirit  we  are  all  baptized  into 
one  body,  and  have  all  been  made  to  drink  ofthftt 
.one -spirit,  &c. 

The  Savior  says,  many  will  come  iu  my  name 
saying  I  am  Christ,  and  yet  will  deceive  many,  if 
possible,  the  very  elect.  Admitting  Christ  to  be 
tthc  Son  of  God,  and  in  his  name  will  preach  these 
False  doctrines  and  truly  deceive  many.  You  do 
Mot;  you  cannot,  find  oEe  Vl'Std  iu  divine  truth  to 
sustain  the  Vife-wo  ^d  vanced  above.  They  are  not 
of  God  but  of  the  evil  one:j  yet  Beecber  preaches 
ihem'  in  the  name  of  Jesus,  a'nd  his  followers  pay 
Mm  $16',0C(D  per  annum  for  doing  it.

•But  when  we  come  to  speak  about  death  and  the 
grave,  the  silent  tomb  and  quiet  home  of  the 
dead,  feelings  of  melancholy  sadness  seems  to  steal 
upon  us.  To  visit  the  grave  of  some  near  friend, 
kind  sisters  or  brothel's,  perhaps  father  or  mother, 
often  cause  us  feelings  of  remorse.  Indeed,  to  see 
their  graves  either  shrouded  in  a  white  mantle  of 
snow,  or  decked  in  velvet  green  entwined  with 
blooming  flowers,  and  then,  think  of  the  quiet 
Tonn  which  was  once  buoyant  and  fresh,  now  fad- 
ing aw&y,  reouldering  beneath  the  clods  ofthe  val- 
ley, is  enough  if  we  could  look  no  farther,  to  drive 
the  soul  into  despair.  But  weary  traveler  to  the 
cheerless  grave,  look  beyond  the  tomb  to  the 
mansions  of  eternal  rest.  It  necessarily  need  not 
•be  thy  unceasing  home.  Christ  has  conquered 
<1eath  hell  and  the  grave.  He  has  risen  triumph- 
antly over  them  all.  Over  eighteen  centuries 
Lave  -been  numbered  with  the  past  since  His  grave 
f^as  sought  and  found  empty.  Many  years,  a.s  a 
weary  pilgrim  with  tired  limbs  and  faltering  step, 
be  traversed  the  rugged  heights  of  Judea's  land 
not  having  where  to  lay  his  head.  And  after  he 
preached  the  gospel  to  rich  and  poor — finished 
the  work  his  Father  had  given  Iiim  to  do,  he  was 
taken  by  ciuel  hands  and  slain  in  the  most  pain- 
ful way  that  through  his  death  maT>y  might  be 
made  alive  and  enjoy  the  felicity  of  eternal  life. 

His  life  was  so  exemplary  that  it  was  no  won- 
der that  his  grave  was  so  early  sought.  Before 
his  mission  on  earth,  death  was  the  most  dreaded 
of  all  inflictions  on  humanity.  Well  might  it  be. 
To  follow  a  dear  friend  to  the  grave  without  a 
hope  of  his  after  bliss  is  lamentable  indeed.  But 
since  the  death  of  Christ  all  can  have  access  to 
"the  tree  of  life."  The  blessed  Jesus  has  not 
died  in  vain.  "He  has  risen"  has  been  received 
up  into  glory.  And  all  that  obey  his  will  may 
rise  from  the  dark  prison  house  of  clay  to  meet 
Hitn  in  his  Father's  kingdom.

The  time  is  coming  when  "•aH 
they  that  are  in  the  graves  shall  come  forth,  they 
that,  have  done  good  unto  the  resurrection  of  eter- 
nal life  and  they  that  have  done  evil  unto  eternal 
damnation." 

Oh  ye  who  oread  your  dying  hour  and  an  abode 
in  the  silent  tomb,  look  forward  to  the  bright  «ide 
of  eternity,  ¥oa  need  not  necessarily  dread  the 
grave.  Receive  Christ,  become  like  him,  follow 
his  example,  s'.ud  when  he  comes  the  second  time 
'*  without  sin  unto  salvation"  to  collect  his  jew- 
els home,  he  will  ixceive  yoa  that  you  may  dwell 
where  he  dwelleth  also. 

But  ah,  says  one,  it  is  my  present  circumstances 
that  cause  me  to  dread  the  grave,  and  count  it 
more  terrible  than  if  it  were  to  be  my  unceasing 
home.

"A  man's 
life  consisteth  not  in  the  things  which  he  possess^ 
eth. "  Peaceable  and  cheerful  views  of  the  grave 
can  only  be  obtained  by  a  right  appreciation  of 
what  is  beyond  life  eternal,  at  the  right  hand  of 
God  and  in  the  .pi-eseBce  of  a  risen  Saviour  him- 
self. Ye  rich  men  who  hoard  up  wealth  and  ar  e

follow  him  that  you  may,  when  this  mortal  life  is 
ended  go  to  the  grave  in  peace,  and  in  the  resur- 
rection morn  meet  him  whose  grave  long  ago  was 
sought  and  found  empty.  Yes  meet  Jesus  with 
all  the  angels  in  heaven,  coming  in  the  clouds,  and 
be  received  up  into  glory,  and  ever  dwell  ivith  the 
sanctified  in  peace  ssd  holiness.

:hat  those  kind  brethren  and  sisters  may  be  equal- 
ly kind  to  all  that  can  be  benefitted  by  kindness, 
iind  thereby  become  more  Christ-like  in  virtuef 
iind  conseqently  the  praise,"  "  ^Yell  done,  Ihoi! 
jood  and  faithful  servant,  enter  thoi^  icto  the  joye 
)f  the  Lord,"  will  be  theirs  at  a  lime  not  described. 

Now  as  I  feel  a  deep  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
;if  the  church  and  the  cause  of  Christ,  permit  me 
jhen  to  present  gome  observations  that  I  made  in 
io-mingiing  with  my  brethren  at  dift«r.eut  jJaces. 
Che  first  may  be  tlie  want  of  exercising  the  in- 
unction to  "  think  more  highly  of  others  than  of 
iurselves."  This  often  is  observed  in  our  private 
iitercourse,  but  become  more  conspicuous  in  pub- 
ic councils.  Instead  of  giving  our  counsel  or  un- 
I'eretanding  in  one  address,  acd  tbep  hear  -g/hat 
thers  have  to  say  and  so  give  a  chance  to  ^11  that 
3el  interested,  vve,  as  soon  as  we  bear  a  different 
iew  presented,  become  agitated  and  cannot  sit 
till,  we  must  get  up  again,  and  again,  to  the  great 
lortificatipii  of  others  who  feel  as  great  an  interest 
1  the  matter,  and  have,  perhaps,  a  clearer  view  of 
)fl  subject  before  us  than  our  self.  Had  we  not 
etter  hear  all  first,  and  have  all  the  sides  p^-e- 
snted  to  our  understanding  ?  By  taking  this 
)urfie,  often,  very  often,  we  would  find  that  there 
re  other  brethren  as  wise  as  ourselves,  telling  our 
wa  thoughts,  even  much  better  and  briefer  than 
e  would  have  done  it.  In  so  doing,  we  would 
ive  the  Order-keeper  or  Moderator  the  painful 
isk  of  telling  one  or  the  other  that  he  waj  cu.i;  of 
der.  There  would  be  general  good  feelings,  be- 
luse  each  one  composing  that  body  could  act  in 
s  capacity  equally  with  the  rest.  If  we  consult 
;e  physical  body,  and  ses  the  service  each  one 
srforras,  \e  could  easily  regulate  ourselves  by 
nsidering  ourselves  ojie  meiiiber,  and  as  ia  the 
lysical  body  the  impulse  or  power  is  given  tiirough 
e  blood  from  the  heart  to  act  bv  the  direction  of 


the  will,  so  in  the  mystical  body  we  must  be  actu- 
ated by  love  which  flows  from  the  heart.  In  the 
serjse  of  that  love  there  can  be  no  agreeable  or  use- 
ful action  ip.  any  of  the  members  of  that  body. — 
And  instead  of  our  own  will  in  the  physical  body 
the  will  of  God  in  the  mystical  must  direct  our 
actions.  Then  let  us  try  to  disrobe  and  divert 
ourselves  of  our  own  will,  and  resolve  to  put  a  sea  J 
upon  our  lips  that  our  tongue  may  not  bring  us  in 
disrepute  and  thereby  rob  us  of  that  praise  which 
Paul  tells  us  to  think  about.

The  Scientifie  American  says:  Lightning 
conductors  frequently  have  not  as  good  a  con- 
nection with  the  earth  as  they  should  have.  A 
lightning  conductor  having  its  earth  extremity 
partially  insulated,  soon  becomes  charged  if  a 
storm  passes  over  it,  and  then  a  lateral  discharge 
takes  place;  hencethe  accidents  which  have  fre- 
quently taken  place  in  buildings  supposed  to  be 
adequately  protected.  Sand  and  gravel,  brick- 
work and  stone,  are^bad^conductors  of  electric- 
ity, and  if  the  rod  has  such  a  base,  and  the  sur- 
rounding earth  be  likewise  dry,  it  is  practical- 
ly insulated.  The  difiSculty  of  getting  what 
telegraphic  operators  call  on  good  earth  is  one 
that  should  weigh  with  those  putting  up.  light- 
ning coaductors^  They  should  uot  rest  sa,tis- 
fied  that  all  is  secure  unless  they  can  reach  a 
running  stream  of  water,  or  else  sink  a  consid- 
erable surface  of  co-pper  plate  till  permanently 
damp  earth  is  reached.

The  above  positive  dedaration  of  the  inspired 
pensmaa  is  pregnant  with  deep  and  marvelous 
meaning.  Were  it  so  that  at  death  man  in  every 
respect  vanishes  away  into  annihilation,  eternity 
to  him  would  be  nothing.  And  in  this  life  it 
would  matter  but  little  to  him  how  he  lived,  for  at 
death  all  that  pertains  to  him  would  be  obliterated 
and  wiped  out  as  chalk  characters  from  a  black- 
board. But  hark!  a  voice  from  the  fountain  of 
eternal  truth  is  heard,  "this  mortal  shall  jmt  on  im- 
moricditi/."

Empowered  to  choose  his  work- 
men he  often  makes  an  unwise  choice  by   giving 
himself  into  the  hands  of  satan  who  is  so  ready  to 
work  his  work  of  defilement,  susceptible  of  receiv- 
ing impressions  as  the  soul  is,  it  is  a  matter  of  im- 
portance into  whose  hands  we  commit  them  whilst 
being  in  this  life.     If  modeled  after  the  order  of 
God's  workmanship,  glorious    results  will  follow, 
but  if  after  the  order  of  satan's  will  and  way,  eter- 
nity will  reveal -the  fact  that  everlasting  shame  and> 
contempt  will  be  the  consequent  result  of  his  work.. 
How  important  for  us  to  consider  our  ways   in 
this  life  when  we  see  what  an  important   bearing 
this  life  has  on  the  future.     Now  are  we  mortal 
and  must  die,    "dust  thou  art  and  unto  dust  thou 
shalt  return."     But   blessed  be  God    for  Jesus 
Christ  whohasbroughtimmortality  to  light  throuo-h' 
the  Gospel.  Glorious  consummation  brought  about 
through  the  merits  of  Christ  "this  mortal  shall  put 
on  immortality,"  not  the  mortal  shall  come  forth 
in  the  day  of  resurrection,  but  the  immortal.     By 
the  power  of  God  we  shall  spring  forth  into  a  ^tato 
of  immortality.     Having   received  the  vital  prin- 
ciples of  eternal  life  through  a  union  with  Christ 
in  this  life,  we  shall,  in  our  immortal  state,  have  life 
and  joy  coming  forth  as  we  shall  unto  eternal  life 
Whilst  if,  in  this  life,   we  continue  in  sin,  dark- 
ness and  spiritual  death,  weshall  come  forth  also  un- 
to a  state  of  immortality  but  ah !  what  a  state  ! — a 
resurrection  unto  eternal   condemnation. — Laugh 
if  you  will  ye  that  deny  the  immortality  of  the 
wicked,  you  laugh  at  God's  word. —

"Who  is  blind,  but  my  Berrant,  or  deaf  as  my  measen- 
ger  that  I  se^t; -whb  ia^blind  as  he  that  i»  perfect,  and 
blind  as  the  Lord's  servant?  Seeing  manj  things,  but  thou, 
obeervest  not ;  opening  the  ears,  but  "h*  hearethnot." — 
Isaiah,  42-19  20. 

This  being  one  of  the  lessons  for  the  Bible  class 
at  Double  Pipe  Creek  Md.  in  charge  of  the  writer, 
^xask  tlisppaed  of  a?  follows  :- 

Question  by  the  teacher.  Who  does  God  by 
the. prophet  in  this  chapterjcall  his  servant?  An- 
swered; by  one  of  the  class,  "The  Lord  Jesus 
Ghria,t."  Teacher.  What  testimony  do  you  of- 
for  in  proof?  In  Math,  15,  17  to  21.  we  read 
'  Thai;  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by 
Eaaias  the  prophet,  saying,  Behold  my  servant 
whom  I  have  chosen ;  my  belpved  in  w.bom  my 
soul  is  well  pleased :  I  will  put  my  spirit  upon  him 
and  he.  shall  show  judgment  to  the  gentiles.  He 
ehall  not e,t?ive,  nor  cry;  neither  shall  any  man 
heat;  hig,  -^ojce  in  the  street.  A  bruised  reed  shall 
ha.  ^qi,,  break,  and  smoking  flax  shall  he  not 
qaench  till  he  send  forth  judgm^^nt,  unto  victory 
Aijd  in  his.  njime  shall  the  gentiles  trust.'' 

Tiacher,  This  testimony  proves  beyond'  the 
pjMsibjlity  of  contradiction  that  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  Son  of  God,  is  the  servant  spoken  of. 
He  him.self  ssttles  the  question  by  iJie  declaration 
that  in  him  waa  this  prophecy  fulfilled.  Ee- 
marks  by  the  teacher.  Observe  the  object  in  sen- 
ding this  servant  into  a  sin-fallen  world  was  to 
save  sinners ;  and  so  tenderly  is  the  Lord  Jesus 
here  represented;  in  his  work  of  salvation,  that  t.he 
sin  stricken  soul  is  compared,  to,  a  bruised  reed. 
A  read  growing  hollow,  when  bruised  op  mashed 
jjoaes  its  strength,  and  easily  breaks  down.  So  lit- 
tle strength  is  in  the  helpless  sinner,  yet  the  ten- 
der hearted  Jesus  will  not  break  it.  Neither 
■will  he  quench  the  smoking  flax.  Though  the 
sinner's  life  be  as  insignificant  as  the  smoking 
Enuff  of  a  blown  out  candle,  which  is  put  out  by 
a  slight  pressure,  yet  will  Jesus  not  quench  it,  but 
by  the  spirit,  fan  it  into  a  burning  blaze. 

Th.ej:e.  b,eyig  no  doubt  that  Jesus  is  the  servant 
here  spoken  of,  in  what  sense  then  is  he  blind  ? 
Answer  by  one  of  the  class,  ipiind  to,  sin.  By 
another  blind  to  temptation.     Teacher.    Blind  to 


temptation  is  not  proper.  Deaf  to  temptation 
will  be  proper  to  the  next  question,  don't  fQ;r^e1;  it; 
and  you  will  have  a  correct  ajoswer  to  that.  To 
be  blind  to  sin,  applies  to  all  sin  which  comes  in 
through  the  eyes.  Hence  Job  to  guard  against  a, 
certain  elass  of  sin  said,  he  made  a  covenaat  with, 
his  eyes;  that  is,  not  to  look  upon  that  which 
might  lea,d  to.it;  to  be  blind  to  it.  Read  Matt. 
4 :  8,  9,  One  of  the  class  reads ;  "  Again  the 
devil  taketh  him  up  into  an  exceeding  high  moun-. 
tain,  and  sheweth  him  all  the  kingdoms  ©f  tb» 
world,  and  the  glory  of  them  ;  And  saith  unto 
him,  all  these  things  will  I  give  thee  if  thou  wilfr 
fall  down  and  worship  mp."  Here  w:e  hfiye  the 
devil  tempting  the  Son  of  God',  th.e.  messenger 
whom  he  sent  with  a  view  of  the  glories  of  the- 
kingdom  of  the  world,  the  promise  of  giving  them 
all  to  Jesus  if  he  would  worship  at  the  devil's 
shrine.  To  indulge  in  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  in  the. 
lust  of  the  eye,  apd  in,  the  pride  of  life.  But  ob- 
serve the  servant's  blindness  to  all  these  yaniti^ 
Read  the  next  verse  and  see  how  he  was  blind 
yet  seeing  many  things,  "  Then  said  Jesas  nnto 
him,  Get  thee  hence  Satan :  for  it  is  written,  Thoa 
sbalt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only, 
shalt  thou  serve."  Note,  while  Jesus  yfZB  blind, 
to  the  glories  of  the  world,  he  was  farr  seeing  in 
the  things  that  were  written,  and  thus  heovercam,6, 
the  tempter,. 

Teacher.  Do  you  all  understand:  in,  what  sense 
Jesus  the  servant  of  God  is  blind,  yet  seeing  ma-. 
ny  things?  Answered  by  all  in  the  affirmative. 
In  what  sense  then  is  he  deaf?  By  one  of  the 
class,  deaf  to  temptation.  "What  testimony  do  you 
ofifer  in  proof?  No  response.  Read  the  3rd  and 
6th  verses  of  Matthew  4.  A  number  of  the  class 
read.  You  observe  in  these  verses  the  devil 
tempted  the  Savior  to  give  him.  an  evidence,  or 
sign  of  his  divinity ;  obedience  by  the  Son  of  God 
would  have  forfeited,  the  salvation  of  lost  human- 
ity. Did  he  hear  the  devil  in  obedience  to  his 
!  temptations,  or  was  he  deaf  to  all  his  vile  intri- 
■gues?  By  the  class.  He  was  (^m/.  Another  ev- 
idence of  his  djeafness  to  temptation,  read — John 
6,  15,  "  When  Jesus  therefore  perceived  that  they 
would  come  and  take  him  by  force,  to  make  him 
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a  King,  he  departed  again  into  a  mountain  him- 
self alone."  How  did  this  proffered  worldly  hon  - 
or  affect  him?  Did  he  hear  it  as  the  carnal  men 
hear,  or  was  he  deaf  to  the  bon6r?The  class. 
He  was  deaf.  Do  you  all  understand  in  what 
sense  the  messenger  ?,liom  God  sent  was  both  blmd 
and  deaf?  We  do. 

Teacher.  How  is  he  perfect?  By  one  of  the 
class.  Perfect  in  obedience.  What  testimony  do 
you  offer?  I  e&tt'tjiist  name  any  particular  text, 
but  that  is  my  view.  Read  the  8th  and  9th  of 
Heb.  5.  "  Though  he  were  a  Son,  yet  learned  he 
obedience  "by  the  things  which  he  suffered:  and 
being  made  perfect,  he  bacame  the  author  of  eter- 
nal salvation  unto  all  them  that  obey  him."  Here 
it  is  evident  that  Jesus,  the  servant  of  God  attain- 
ed unto  perfection  in  obedience  to  the  will  of  him 
that  sent  him. 

Teacher.     We  are  through  our  lesson,  and  of 
the  explanation  we  need  have  no   doubts,  as  all 
joints  have  been  substantiated  by  Scriptures  bear- 
ing ditectly  6n  the  subject.    Let  lis  observe  thai 
in  the  application  of  the  subject  to  ourselves,  the 
question  in  the  text  "Who  is  deaf  as  my  messen- 
ger, and  blind  as  he  that  is  perfect,"  applies  to  us 
for  imitation.    We  have  seen  how  the  Saviour 
was  blind  and  deaf.     Now  who  of  us  is  thus  blind 
and  deaf.     Let  us  learn  to  be  deaf  to  worldly  rich- 
es and  honors  which  conflict  with  the   spirit  of 
Christianity,  and  like  Jesus,  be  blind  to  the  glories 
■  &nd  fashions  of  the  world.     When  we  stand  at  the 
fashionable  shop  windows,  and  before  the  Jewel- 
er's show  case,  and  admire  the  beauties  of  these 
things,  the  lust  for  them  will  enter  the  heart 
through  the  eyes  and  we  may  fall  down  and  wor- 
ship the  devil,  who  claims  the  glories  of  the  world 
as  his.    Like  Job,  let  us  make  a  covenant  with 
our  eyes,  and  like  the  Saviour,  be  blind  to  them. 
And  you  young  men,  and  women  in  the  class,  and 
tethers  present,  where  the  devil  suggests  to  your 
mind  worldly  gains,  or  political  honors  and  pre- 
ferments; close  up  the  ears  and  be  deaf  to  all  the 
sinful  temptations.     And  as  Jesus   withdrew  in- 
to a  monntain  himself  iloue,— so  ^»7ithdraw  yonr^ 
Belf  into  your  closeU  alone  in  prayer,  and  the  Lord 
tvUl  Wees  ydil.  P>  P.  SayI^b.

'"'  'Jja  order  to  have  this  parable  rightly  uflclerstooJ 
we  must  examine  into  the  eastern  customs.  It 
was  the  custom  among  thenij  that  the  bridegroom, 
brought  his  bride  home  earlier  or  later  in  the 
fevenihg,  as  circnmstances  would  permit.  His 
young  friends  and  acquaitstances  were  invited 
to  rceive  him  with  his  bride  in  big  house;  v/here 
they  waited  with  their  lamps  until  a  mi(!sseuger 
come  to  inform  them  that  the  bridegroom  would 
soon  come.  Then  the  Virgins  di-cssed  their  lamps 
and  went  out  to  meet  him,  and  lead  him  with  his 
bride,  into  his  house,  and  by  so  doing,  they  were 
then  invited  to  the  wedding,  and  enjoyed  the  hap- 
piness of  the  wedding  feast.  Now  our  Savior 
compares  all  those  to  whom  the  gospel  is  preached 
to  these  ten  Virgins,   as  this  was   generally  the 

"  number  that  was  chosen  to  receive  the  bridegroom? 
and  with  them  we  may  compare  all  christians  who 
'took  their  lamps  of  christian  profession,  to  meet 
the  bridegroom,  that  is,  to  prepare  themselves  heirs 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven,  and  wish  to  enter  with 
Christ  the  heavenly  bridegroom,  into  the  happy 
mansions  of  bliss.  We  must  conclude  that  there 
always  was,  and  always  will  be,  good  and  bad 
church  members.  Until  the  great  day  of  separation 
will  come.  The  parable  says  "  The  foolish  took 
their  lamps,  biit  took  no  oil  in  their  vessels,  "  that 
is,  some  christians  already  content  ■  themselves 
tvith  the  lamps  of  profession,  and  care  not  to  fill 
them  with  the  oil  of  grace,  the  fruits  of  which 
are  a  holy  life.  But  the  wise  will  remember,  that 
as  lamps  without  oil  will  go  out,  so  will  faith 
without  love  to  God,  and  holiness,  be  of  no  ac- 
count They  therefore  care  to  have  a  supply  of 
*'he  grace  of  God,  and  a:re  zealous  in  the  good  cause 
of  Christ,  in  love  to  God,  and  mercy  to  their  fel- 
low man.  But  whilst  all  these  Virgins  waited  on 
the  bridegroom,  they  became  sleepy  and  slept,  that 
is  to  say,  all  christians,  good  and  bad,  will  lay 
ijieir  bodies  down  in  the  sleep  of  death,  and  rest 
in  the  dust  until  the  bridegroom  cometh.  But  at 
midnight  thei-e  was  a  cry  made  "  Go  out  to  meet 
him."  But  this  makes  no  difference,  whether  it 
be  at  midnight  or  in  the  morning,  suddenly  and 
ixig-html  will  his  coming  be;     The  cry  will  sound 


to  the  end  of  the  world,  the  sound  of  the  trumpet 
and  the  voice  of  tLe  arch  angel,  will  pierce  through 
the  depth  of  the  earth,  and  seas.  "  See  the  bride- 
groom cometh,  go  out  to  meet  him,"  Earth  and 
sea  must  give  up  their  dead.  Thea  they  will  all 
sesk  how  they  may  outer  into  the  marriage  feast 
of  the  Lamb,  then  the  Virgins  all  arose,  and 
trimmed  their  lamps,  but  the  foolish  soon  saw 
their  folly ;  their  lamps  were  gone  out,  and  had 
ho  bil.  So  will  also  the  hopes  of  the  heresies,  and 
llypocrlsj''  vanish  ;  but  the  wise  were  in  a  better 
situ^tionJ  they  had  oil  in  their  vesselsj  oil  Enough 
for  themselves,  but  rvone  to  spare,  and  Avhen  the 
the  foolish  asked  them  to  give  them  of  their 
oil,  they  refused  them  for  fear  they  all  fall  in 
need.  In  this  parable  the  lip  christian,  and  the 
true  christians  are  very  nicely  pointed  out.  The 
first  have  only  the  lamp  of  profession,  that  is,  they 
call'  Ihenlselves  christians,  but  do  not  strive  to  ob- 
tain the  oil  of  grace  of  God,  and  do  nOt  use  the 
proper  means  to  obtain  it,  and  are  therefore  like 
the  foolish  Virgins.  But  the  others  have  the  oil 
of  grace  in  their  hearte,  and  will  like  the  wise 
Virgins,  enter  into  the  joys  of  the  Lord. 

Whilst  the  foolish  Virgins  went  to  buy  oil  they 
missed  the  bridegroom,  and  the  doors  were  closed, 
at  last  they  came  to  the  door,  and  eglled  with  eii- 
treating  prayers  "  Lord  open  unto  vs, "  but  he  as- 
swered  and  said,  "Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  know 
you  not,"  as  you  denied  me  ou  earth,  so  I  deay 
yoa  BOW,  depart  from  me  I  know  you  not.  Just- 
ly our  merciful  Redeemer  warns  us  to  watch,  so 
that  he  may  find  as  prepared,  when  he  comes,  or 
before  he  will  call  us  to  the  judgment.  Therefore 
let  us  not  neglect  the  lovely  Invitation,  but  let  us 
at  all  times  be  ready  to  meet  our  heavenly  bride-

them,"     Now  it  is  evident  that  when  false  teach- 
ers teach  men  according  to  their   own  words,  and 
the  dreams  and  visions  of  their  own  hearts,   and 
receive  not  the  words  which  they  preach  from  the 
mouth  of  the   Lord,  that   their  doctrine  is   false 
and  deceitful,  and  should  not  be  believed ;  and  to 
distinguish  the  true  messenger  of  God  fi'om   the 
false,  there  are  several  tokens  whereby  they  may 
be  known  that  they   are  from   God.     Christ  has 
given  us  a  token  when  he  said,  '*'  He  that   speak- 
eth  of  himself  seeketh  his  own  glory,  but   he  that 
seeketh  his  glory  that  sent  him,  the  same  is  true 
and  no  unrighteousness  is  in  him.

The  Great  Falls  are  at  the  head  of  one   of 
the  most  remarkable  canyons  in  the    world — a 
gorge  through  volcanic  rock  50  miles  long,  and 
varying    from    1,000  to   nearly    5,000    feet  in 
depth.

The  brain 
reels  as  we  gaze  into  this  profound  and   solemn 
solitude.     We  shrink  from  the  dizzy  verge,  ap- 
palled, glad  to  feel  the  solid  earth   under  our 
feet,  and  venture  no  more,  except   with  forms 
extended,  and  faces  barely  protruding  over  the 
edge  of  the  precipice.     The   stillness  is   horri- 
ble.    Down,  down, 'down,   we  see  the  river  at- 
tenuated   to  a   thread,   tossing   its  miniature 
waves,  and   dashing,    with  puny  strength,  the 
massive  walls  which   imprison  it.     All   access 
to  itsonargin  is  denied,  and  the  dark  gray  rocks 
hold  it  in  dismal   sliadow.     Even  the  voice  of 
the  waters  iu  their  convulsive  agony  cannot  be 
heard.  Uucheered  by  plant  or  shrub,  obstruct- 
ed with  massive  boulders,  and  by  jutting  points, 
it'rushes  madly  on  in  its  solitary  course,  deeper, 
and  deeper,  into  the  bowels  of  the  rocky  firm- 
ament.    The  solemn   grandeur    of  the   scene 


surpasses  description.  It  must  be  seen  to  be 
felt.  The  sense  of  danger  with  which  it  im- 
presses you,  is  harrowing  in  the  extreme.  You 
feel  the  absence  of  sound,  the  oppression  of  ab- 
solute silence.  If  you  could  only  hear  that 
gurgling  river,  if  you  could  see  a  tree  in  the 
depths  beneath  you,  if  a  bird  would  fly  past, 
if  the  wind  would  move  any  object  in  the  aw- 
ful chasm,  to  break  for  a  moment  the  awful  si- 
lence that  reigns  there,  it  would  relieve  that 
tension  of  the  nerves  which  the  scene  has  ex- 
cited, and  you  would  rise  from  your  prostrate 
position  and  thank  God  that  he  had  permitted 
you  to  gaze,  unharmed,  upon  this  majestic  dis- 
play of  architecture.  As  it  is,  sympathizing  in 
spirit  with  the  deep  gloom  of  the  scene,  you 
crawl  from  the  dreadful  verge,  scared  lest  the 
firm  rock  give  way   beneath,  and   precipitate

Christ  speaks  of  two  Tvays,  one  is  wide  and  leads 
to  destruction;  and  the  other  is  naiTowand  straight 
and  leads  to  life  eternal.  As  the  difference  is  so 
great,  it  becomes  us  to  view  these  roads  with  open 
eyes,  examine  well  which  is  the  right  way  that 
leads  to  life,  for  it  requires  enliglitened  eyes  to  find 
it,  and  cannot  be  found  by  the  carnally  minded.

table fact  that  so  many  seek  and  fake  pains   and 
labox  to  enter  in,  and  will  not  be  able.     It  is  high- 
ly necessary  that  we  examine  what  is  the  cause  of 
their  not  being  able  to   enter  in.     The  principle 
cause  of  this   mny  be,  that  we  are  not  humble 
enough,  not  meek  and  lowly  in  mind,   not  small 
enough  in  our  own  eyes,  Jiot  enough  bowed  down, 
and  do  not,   from   our   whole   hearts,  follow  the 


our  pride  and  carnal  mindedness  to  get  through, 
we  must  crucify  the  old  man,  and  all  refengs  and 
opposition  against  our  enemies  must  be  done  away 
with,  and  forever  forgotten.  We  must  do  good  to 
those  who  do  evil  unto  us,  and  pray  for  them  who 
persecute  us,  and  if  any  will  sue  us  at  law,  and 
take  away  our  coat,  we  must  let  them  have  our 
cloak  also,  and  if  we  are  smitten  on  the  one  eheek 
we  must  turn  to  tim  the  other.  We  must  give 
to  them  that  ask  of  us,  and  bless  them  that  cnrse 
us,  and  do  to  othei-s  as  we  would  that  they  should 
do  to  us.

you,  he  that  entereth  not  by  the  door,  but  climbeth 
up  some  other  way,  the  same  is  a  thief  and  a  rob- 
ber, but  he  that   entereth  in  by  the   door  is    the 
shepherd   of  the   sheep." — John    10:12.     If  we 
would  go  in  by  the  door  into  the  sheepfold,    or  in 
at  the  straight  gate  that   leadeth  to  life,  we  have 
no  other  way  than  the  gospel  of  Christ  which    he 
has  given  us, — in  which  is  life  eternal.     "  Verily, 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  if  a  man  keep  my  sayings 
he  shall  never  see  death."

row way,  as  David  said,  "  Before  I  was  affiicfed  I 
went   astray,  but  now  have   I  kept  thy   word." 
And  again,  I  M'ill  be  more  vile  than  this,  and  will 
be  base  in  mine  own  sight,"     This  being  afflicted 
and  abased  and  vile  in  our  own  sight   is  pleasing

light  of  the  gospel   of  God,   which  will   lead   us  i  pit.     They  that  see  thee  shall  narrowly  look  upon 
tlsrough  the  straight  gate.     There  is  no  room  foi-  'thee  and  consider  the  saying;  is  this  the  man  that 
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made  the  earth  tremble  and  did  shake  Kingdoms.'' 
— Isaiah,  14 :  13-16.  Here  we  caa  see  what 
caused  Satan  to  fall.  By  being  lifted  up  with 
[iride  and  haughtiness,  he  was  plunged  down  to 
the  pit,  and  out  of  envy,  he  has  from  the  begin- 
ning, sought  to  elate  man  to  pride  and  arrogance 
to  accomplish  their  fall  and  plunge  them  into  his 
dark  abode,  and  to  fulfil  his  wicked  design  he 
made  his  first  attempt  upon  our  first  parents 
where  he  alas,  too  socn,  succeeded  in  persuading 
them  that  if  they  would  eat  of  the  forbidden  fruit 
they  should  be  as  gods  knowing  good  and  evil. 
By  this,  Eve  was  enticed  to  lust  after,  and  aspire 
to  this  high  station  of  being  wise  and  equal  with 
God  knowing  good  and  evil;  and  thus  elated,  she 
took  of  the  forbidden  fruit  and  did  eat,  and  gave 
also  unto  her  husband  and  he  did  eat;  hence  it  is 
that  God  abhors  pride  and  reprobated  it  as  an 
abominable  and  punishable  sin,  but  hath  chosen 
humility  and  lowliness  of  mind.

"  Verily  I  say  unto  you  except  ye  be  converted 
and  become  as  little  children,  ye  shall  not  enter 
into  the  Kingdom  of  heaven ;  whosoever  therefore 
shall  humble  himself  as  this  little  child,  the 
same  is  the  greatest  in  the  Kingdom  of  heaven." 
In  this  humiliation,  Christ  was  a  pattern  and  ex- 
ample, for  in  as  much  as  he  humbled  himself  and 
became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of  the 
cross ;  wherefore  God  hath  highly  exalted  him, 
and  given  him  a  name  which  is  above  every  name. 
This  shows  plainly  that  if  we  waut  to  be  great 
and  exalted  in  heaven,  we  must  be  humble  meek 
and  lowly  in  heart  in  this  life.  To  humility  add 
lowliness  of  mind,  self-denial,  and  smallness  of 
ourselves  in  our  own   eyes.     Thus  the  gospel  of 

Christ  commands  us  to  be^  and  if  we  are  not  as  lit- 
tle children,  in  traveling  this  narfow  and  straight 
way,  we  may  seek  to  enter   in  and  shall  not   be

"Sergius  Pauhis,  a  prudent  man,  called  for  Baruabas 
and  Saul,  and  desired  to  hear  the  word  of  God-  But  Ely- 
mas  the  sorcerer  -withstood  them,  seeking  to  turn  a-way  the 
deputy  from  the  faith.  Then  Paul  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  set  his  eyes  on  him,  and  said,  O  full  of  all  tubtiltj' 
and  all  mischief,  tliou  child  of  the  devil,  thou  enemy  of  all 
righteousness,  wilt  thou  not  cease  to  pervert  the  right 
ways  of  the  Lord."  Acts.  13  :  7—10. 

In  this  text  vs'e  learn  that  the  deputy  Sergius 
Paulus,  -who  -when  Barnabas  and  Paul  were  on 
their  mission  •whereunto  the  church  had  sent 
thera,  called  them  to  him,  desiring  to  hear  the 
word  of  God.  There  is  a  natural  disposition  in 
man  to  hear  the  word  which  cometh  from  the  Lord, 
more  or  less  common  to  all ;  hence  the  readiness 
on  their  part  to  go  to  the  place  appointed  for 
preaching.  This  disposition  is  not  only  in  those 
who,  bj  the  grace  of  God,  have  realized  that  the 
word  of  God  is  the  life  of  the  soul,  but  in  com- 
mon with  tlie  masses.  It  seems  as  it  were  a  rem- 
nant of  the  original  image  and  likeness  of  God  left 
in  man.  But  though  we  are  forced  to  admit,  that 
it  seems  many,  very  many  men  and  women  go  to 
hear  preaching  for  no  higher  purpose  than  to  grat- 
ify this  appai'ent  innate  principle.  Yet  there  ever 
were  and  still  are  very  many  honorable  exceptions 
to  this  admission. 

The  motive  of  the  church  goers,  and  sermon 
hearers  may  be  known  by  their  manner  and  care 
in  going  to  and  returning  from  preaching,  as  well 
as  by  their  general  manner  of  living.  They  who 
go  to  gratify  a  natural  propensity,  are  not  troubled 
as  other  men  are.  They  say  they  go  to  meeting 
to  hear  preaching,  and  that  they  love  to  hear  it, 
&c.  Not  with  a  desire  to  learn  the  truth  in  order 
to  obey  it,  and  to  become  better ;  that  is  not  in 
their  thoughts,  hence  it  is  not  necessary  for  them 
to  be  in  lime  to  take  part  in  the  opening  prayer, 
or  to  remain  till  the  close  of  the  service.  They 
are  not  concerned  in  these  services,  it  is  immaterial 
whether  they  hear  them  or  not.  To  hear  the  ser- 
mon and  show  themselvci  is  the  object ,  and  to  attain 
this  is  the  end  of  all  their  efforts.  And  while  thus 
going  to  meeting  to  hear  preaching,  they  have  no 
trouble  from  any  source.  Neither  men,  conscience, 
nor  the  devil  will  interpose  any  obstacle  in  their 
way.  The  most  ultra  sectarian  feels  no  alarm  for 
his  child,  or  friend  to  go  to  hear  preaching  from 
(he  lips  of  one  not  stamped  with  the  mark  of  his 


sect.  The  conscience  uuawakened,  creates  no  alarm ; 
and  the  devil  is  just  as  willing  for  men  to  go  to 
preaching  if  the  soul  has  no  concern  in  it,  as  he  is 
for  them  to  do  any  other  act  to  gratify  the  carnal 
mind. 

But  God  be  thanked,  that  by  his  grace,  some 
have,  in  all  ages,  been  made  to  feel  that  the  word  of 
God  should  be  heard  for  nobler  purposes  than  to 
gratify  a  natural  inclination  of  the  mind.  In  these 
the  soul  feels  the  want  of  the  word  of  God.  These 
feel  that  in  a  state  of  na,ture  they  are  wanting  the 
divine  life  in  the  soul,  which  is  fed  and  nourished 
by  the  word  of  God.  These  hear  the  wonl  of  God 
preached  to  obtain  the  divine  life  through  it,  For 
it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to  all  them 
that  believe  it.  All  who  will  hear  the  word 
preaclied  for  this  purpose  may  look  out  to  meet 
trouble  and  opposition  by  the  way.  For  all  who 
will  live  godly  in  Christ  Jesus  shall  suffer  perse- 
cution." The  sectarian  no  longer  remains  quiet, 
when  he  has  cause  to  believe  his  child  or  friend  is 
hearing  the  Avord  of  God  preached  for  the  good  of 
the  soul,  by  other  lips  than  those  of  his  stamping. 
The  awakened  conscience  is  alarmed,  and  the  devil 
seeing  he  is  likely  to  lo,se  his  victim,  growls  and 
snarls  mightily.  He  employs  all  manner  of  means 
to  hinder  them  in  hearing  the  truth,  as  well  as  in 
obeying  it. 

Sergius  Paulus,  though  a  prudent  man,  and  a 
man  in  some  authority,  is  not  exempt  from  his  as- 
saults. In  his  case  the  devil  employs  Elymas,  a 
sorcerer,  a  false  prophet,  a  Jew.  And  when  Ser- 
gius Paulus  will  hear  the  word  of  God  from  Bar- 
nabas and  Paul,  he  is  prepared  to  obstruct  the  way 
with  a  formidable  adversary.  Here  is  Elymas,  a 
-prophet  and  a  Jew,  and  not  a  stranger  to  Sergius  ; 
for  he  was  with  him,  and  with  him  will  the  devil 
dispute  every  inch  of  ground.  When  Sergius  would 
hear  the  word  of  God,  Elymas  withstood  them, 
seeking  to  turn  away  the  deputy  from  the  faith.'' 
Elymas  himself  claims  to  be  a  prophet  and  a  Jew. 
Let  Sergius  hear  him  preach  and  learn  of  him, 
but  like  Simon  another  sorcerer  had  bewitched 
the  people  of  Samaria,  so  this  false  prophet  Ely- 
mas may  have  quieted  the  mind  of  Sergius  Paulus 
with  his  sorceries  for  a  time.  But  he  being  a  pru- 
dent man  will  act  cautiously  and  wisely  in  all 
things,  and  especially  so  iu  matters  between  God 
and  his  .soul.     He  sends  for  Barnabas  and  Paul  to 
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hear  the  word  of  God  from  them.  If  Elymas  had 
been  a  true  minister  of  Jesus  Christ,  he  would 
have  united  with  these  true  heralds  of  the  gospel, 
to  enlighten  the  mind  of  the  deputy  with  the  word 
of  God.  But  he  being  one  of  the  false  teacher? 
withstands  them,  to  turn  the  deputy  from  the 
faith. 

Dear  reader,  this  course  the  devil  still  pursues  ; 
and  you  may  rely  on  being  attacked  by  him  through 
his  agents  in  one  of  his  many  wa>  s  by  which  he 
will  withstand  you,  to  turn  you  from  the  true 
faith.  He  will  suggest  to  your  mind  that  the  truth 
doth  not  require  you  to  deny  yourself  of  the  gay 
simple  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  he  will  support 
this  suggestiou  with  an  army  of  Elymases,  his  false 
teachers,  who  with  their  sorceries, /ae>  antZ  -pleas- 
aJjle  speeches  will  tell  you  only  have  the  heart 
right  and  all  will  be  right,  which  certainly  is 
true ;  their  falsehood  lies  in  this,  they  tell  you 
your  heart  can  be  right,  and  that  it  is  right  if  you 
only  believe  so  ;  whether  you  obey  the  truth  or  not. 
By  these  sorceries  the  great  bulk  of  the  human 
family  has  been  turned  from  the  true  faith ;  the 
truth  of  this  is  manifest  to  all  serious  observers, 
who  square  the  religious  world  with  the  word  of 
God,  and  contrast  the  teachings  of  the  day,  with 
that  of  the  apostles. 

What  are  the  duties  of  the  brethren  In  such  a 
case,  we  may  well  inquire  ?  The  only  answer  I 
can  give  is,  that  we  do  as  the  apostles  did.  They 
rebuked  the  error,  and  maintained  the  truth,  with- 
out fear  ovimrtiality.  Will  this  rule  apply  to  all, 
or  will  it  not  ?  Do  you  fearlessly  combat  error 
under  all  circumstances,  or  are  we  sometimes  re- 
strained In  speaking  or  writing  plainly  and  point- 
edly for  fear  of  wounding  the  feelings  of  a  child, 
or  some  friend  who  has  chanced  to  go  that  way. 
Brethren,  this  tampering,  this  compromising, 
away  with  it ;  you  will  never  combat  error.  Paul 
says,   "rebuke   them  sharply,  that  they    may  be 

sound  in  the  faith ;  not  giving  heed  to  Jewish 
fables,  and  commandments  of  men,  that  turn  from 
the  truth."  Home  fear  of  being  too  sharp  with 
the  truth ;  brethren,  you  need  not  fear  of  being  too 
sharp.  You  may  be  blunt  and  bruise.  But  the 
word  of  God  is  said  to  be  sharper  than  a  two-edged 
sword  ;  with  it  cut,  it  is  so  sharp  it  will  never 
bruise.  It  musi  be  sharp  in  order  to  pierce  to  the 
dividing  of  soul  and  spirit :  but  just  as  sure  as  we 
blunt  its  edge  by  human  good-mcauing  and  sensi- 


tiveness, we  v.'ill  be  sure  to  fail  ;  not  only  fail  in 
refuting  error,  but  will  be  found  griudiug  on  the 
devils  mill  to  manufacLure  it.  I  do  not  wish  to  be 
understood  to  mean  that  the  true  minister  of  Christ 
in  rebutting  error  must  be  personal  as  the  apostle 
here  was  :  when  "  filled  with  the  holy  ghost,  set 
his  eyes  on  him,  and  said,  O  full  of  all  subtiltv 
and  all  mischief,  thou  child  of  the  devil,  thou  enemy 
of  all  righteousness,  wilt  thou  not  cease  to  pervert 
the  right  ways  of  the  Lord."  Or  as  the  Saviour 
said  :  '"'  You  are  of  your  father  the  devil."  But  I 
do  mean  to  say,  that  all  false  doctrine  must  be  as 
boldly  resisted,  and  rebuked,  as  the  apostle  and 
the  Saviour  did  the  abettors  of  it.  The  jirinciple 
that  combats,  and  refutes  false  doctrine  ;  and  boldly 
and  unswervingly  maintains,  and  defends  the  truth 
of  God's  word,  is  the  womb  out  of  which  all  true 
martyrs  are  born.  And  so  it  ever  icill  be. 
In  the  love  of  the  truth.

1  believe  in  being 
baptized  any  way  that  a  man  be!?fewes  to  be  right,  and  if  the  heart  is 
right  all  is  right  iigaln  it  is  said^  it  Is  a  shame  for  a  man  to  havs 
long  hair.    Please  give  your  opinion. 

The  above  was  received  some  time  a^o  and  as 
it  was  without  name,  we  thouoht  of  giviiis;  it  no 
notice,  but  as  the  young  man  is  evidently  in  need 
of'some  information,  we  shall  not  witlihold. 

As  to  how  we  believe  is  not  so  important  to  you, 
or  any  body  else,  as  bow  the  Scriptures  teach     If 
it  can  be  proven  that    in  the  day  of  final  accounts 
we  are  to  be  judged  according  to  our  belief,  then 
belief  should  be  our  Gud,    but  if  by  the   word  of 
the  Lord,  then  we  should  shape  our   opinions  ac- 
cording to  its  teachiugs,  and   Christ    has  declareil 
that  he  came  not  to  judge  the  world,  but  the  words 
which  he    brought  from    his    Father,    they   shall 
judge  us  in  the  last   day.       Then   if  you    believe 
that  the  Scriptures  are  true  (if  you  don't   believe 
this,  it  will  not  make  any  diiference    how  you  are 
baptized,-better  not  at  all)  our  enquiry  should  be, 
what  do  the  Scriptures  teach  in  regard  to  the  mode 
for  baptism? 

It  is  conceded  by  all  who  accept  baptism  as  an 
ordinance  of  God — designed  to  be  perpetuated  in 
his  church,  that  water  is  the  element  sanctified  for 
this  purpose,  and  as  we  are  taught,  that  unless  we 
are  born  of  water  we  cannot  enter   into^the  King- 
dotn  of  heaven,  baptism   should    be  performed  in 
such  a  way  as  will  most  forcibly  represent  a  birth, 
let  that  be  sprinkling,  pouring,  or  immersion.     If 
these  different   forms   were  equally   c5ngenial   to 
ouf  natural  feelings,  thete  would  be  no  question 
about  the  mode,  as  every  honest  man   must   admit 
that  immersion  is  the  only  mode  that  has  any  re- 
semblance to  a  natural  birth,  but  as    our  space   is 
limited  we  shall   avoid   conimentators  and  prove 
Scripture  by  Scripture.     Job  says,  "  Man   that  is 
born  of  woman  is  of  few  days,"  Christ  says,  "  Ex- 
cept a  man  be  born  of  water,  he  cannot   enter  the 
Kingdom  of  heaven.     Here  we   have  two  births, 


other  of  water,  and  if  any  one  cau  see  any  resem- 
blance between  these  two  births  short  of  being 
immei-sed  in  water  and  coming  out  of  water  we 
confess  our  shortsightedness. 

This  argument  alone,  if  considered  in  the  light 
of  reason,  is  sufficient  to  convince  every  thinking 
mind  that  iniracreion  most  fully  meets  the  fio-ure 
ofabirih,  and  (he  design  of  baptism.

We  met  an  intelligent  man  t.  few  weeks  agb 
who  admitted  that  immei-sion  was  the  apostolic 
mode,  but  he  said  "it  is  so  dreadful  to  he  im- 
mersed, especially  if  the  water  is  cold."  There  \A 
the  trouble,  rather  that  accept  the  cross  and  be 
born  of  water,  pouring  u-Ul  do,  but  as  that  is  at-

First,  we  have  baptism  signifying  immersion 
by  all  respectable  writers. 

Second,  Baptism  or  regeneration  is  compared 
to  a  birth,  and  this  is  only  fulfilled  by  immersion. 
Third,  Baptism  is  called  a  burial  and  a  burial 
can  only  be  represented  by  being  overwhelmed 
or  covered,  hence  an  immersion  in  water  fills  the 
figure. 

Fourth,  All  the  precedents  of  baptism  in  the 
scriptures,  w^here  they  have  any  reference  to  mode, 
are  decidedly  in  favor  of  immersion. 

Then  we  believe  in  immersion,  not  because  it 
would  have  our  preference  if  we  were  to  consult 
the  flesh,  but  because  it  is  taught  in  the  scrip- 
tures. If  we  were  to  gratify  our  carnal  feelings 
we  would  attach  ourselves  "to  the  church  that  is 
called  "  liberal"  and  demands  the  least 
aiul  has  no  crosses. 

As  regards  baptism  being  for  the  remission  of 
sins,  the  only  auth'Tity  w^e  have  for  that  are  the 
scriptures. — •'  Repent  and  be  baptised  every  one  of 
you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ  for  the  remission 
of  sins  a.nd  ye  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost"— if  that  is  not  sufficient,  we  have  nothing 
better  to  give. 

''  Baptism  is  not  the  putting  away  of  sins"  is  a 
bad  quotation,  and  would  read  better,  "the  filth 
of  the  flesh." 

The  ft^ct  of  water  in  baptism,  being  a  c  eremo- 
ny  docs  not  destroy  its  essentiality.  The  using 
oi'  bread  and  wine  in  the  communion  is  also  a  cer- 
emony, yet  it  is  said,  "  Except  ye  eat  my  body, 
and  drink  my  blood  ye  have  no  life  in  you." 
"  Except  ye  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit, 
ye  cann-ot  enter  the  Kingdom  of  heaven."  God 
works  by  means,  and  where  he  gives  us  certain 
moans  whereby  we  may  become  regenerated  and 
receive  life,  it  is  wisdom  in  us  to  accept  them. 

Aboid  wearing  the  hair.  There  is  not  much 
danger,  according  to  our  present  custom  of  wear- 
ing the  hair,  of  violating  this  precept.  In  Paul's 
time  there  was  a  cvstopa  among  men  of  wearing 
the  hair  long  and  plaiting  it  like  women.

The  Birth  Place  of  Jesus. 
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:H0W  I  WAS  OUEED  OF  SMOEIITG. 


"A  subscriber"  writes  to  oue  of  our  exchanges  a 
lively  and  ioteresling  account  of  the  incident  which 
broke  the  charm  which  tobacco  had  obtained  over 
him^  We  take  the  liberty  to  print  it  for  the  ben- 
efit of  our  young  readers. 

"  How  often  we  hear  young  people  say,  '  I  have 
contracted  a  bad  habit  of  drinking,  smoking,  or 
some  other  nasty  or  injurious  practice,  and  wish  I 
could  quit  it,  but  I  cannot.'  Now  I  think  this 
word  *  can't'  is  used  much  too  frequently  by  both 
young  and  old.  It  is  a  i-elict  of  past  ages,  and  is 
entirely  out  of  place  in  the  Anglo  Saxon  vocabu- 
lary of  the  nineteenth  century.  Let  me  pursuade 
the  boys  in  particular  to  scratch  it  out  of  their 
dictionaries,  and  in  its  place  write  the  word  '  try, ' 
which  is  much  more  befitting  this  age  of  progress. 
And  here  is  a  good  place  to  introduce  a  little  story, 
which,  whatever  its  deficiencies  in  other  respects, 
has  the  me  it  of  being  a  true  narration  of  facts. 

"  Once  in  my  life  I  had  formed  the  habit  of 
smoking  immediately  after  eating  my  meals.  So 
strong  had  this  practice  grown,  and  such  a  slave 
had  I  become  to  the  vice,  that  as  soon  as  I  was 
done  eating  I  could  not  rest  until  I  had  indulged 
in  my  accustomed  smoke.

Dear  Pilgrim :  Having  been  from  home  for 
some  time,  very  little  was  heard  from  me  through 
the  Pilgrim  lately.  I  will  now  give  a  brief  sketch 
of  my  visit  from  memory,  as  I  did  not  take  notes. 

After  our  communion  meeting  of  May  23rd 
and  24th,  being  over,  I  started  to  a  Lovefeast 
held  near  Manheim  Lancaster  co.,  Pa.,  and  arriv- 
ed the  25th.  After  the  morning  services,  if  mem- 
ory serves  me  right,  7  were  added  to  the  church 
by  baptism.  Here  I  met  with  many  brethren 
whom  I  knew  from  different  parts  of  the  brother- 
hood and  vast  congi'cgation  of  people.  After- 
noon services  commenced  at  3  p.  M.  at  two  places, 
in  the  house  in  English  and  in  the  barn  chiefly  in 
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German — many  strange  speakers  took  part  in  the 
exercises.  In  the  evening  the  ordinances  of  the 
Lord's  house  were  celebrated.  Three  or  four  hun- 
dred communed  and  many  could  nol  on-  account 
of  not  having  room.  The  resideuters  did  not  ob- 
serve the  best  of  order  which  is  a  disgrace  to  an 
old  civilized  country  and  christian  community. 
Next  day  meeting  till  noon,  had  a  pleasant  waiting 
on  the  Lord  and  much  joy  realized  by  your  un- 
worthy writer.  Bro.  Wm.  Hertzler  took  me  to 
friend  Bakers  in  the  afternoon,  Conewago,  Dauph- 
in CO.,  where  there  was  a  communion  meeting. 
Preaching  commenced  the  27th  at  9  o'clock  and 
again  at  3  o'clock  M'hen  there  was  preaching  in 
both  languages,  in  the  house  and  barn  to  a  large 
crowd  of  people.  Four  were  baptized.  In  the 
evening  about  the  same  number  communed  as  at 
the  other  place.  The  barn  was  121  feet  long,  yet 
on  account  of  room,  many  did  not  participate  in 
the  ordinances.  Outside  order  not  to  be  praised  ; 
wonder  that  officers  in  such  an  old  country  forget 
the  duty  for  which  they  are  elected ;  namely  to 
surpress  disorder  at  religious  meetings. 

May  28th,  meeting  in  the  forenoon  at  two  pla- 
ces— good  attention  shown  to  tlie  woid  preached. 
In  the  evening  meeting  in  the  Spring  Creek  M. 
li.  and  also  the  29th  at  9  o'clock.  Bro.  Jacob 
Hollinger  brought  me  to  the  place  of  A.  M.  on 
his  carriage,  where  we  arrived  the  30tb  short- 
ly before  the  organization  of  the, meeting.  And 
as  an  account  is  already  published  of  the  meeting 
I  will  forbear,  with  merely  saying  that  I  enjoyed 
the  meeting  much. 

Leaving  the  meeting  a  ievr  hours  berfore  the 
meeting  closed,  I  arrived  at  home  June  2  ad. — 
found  all  well.  June- 3rd  started  to  Dunnings 
Creek,  a  distance  of  11  miles  to  a  communion  meet- 
ing. Bro.  Jacob  Ilolsopple,  Christian  Lehman, 
James  Sell  and  myself  were  all  the  strange  speak- 
ers present.  We  had  a  happy  season  togetlicr 
and  the  best  of  order,  right  in  among  the  hills  at 
the  base  of  the  Alleghany  mountain.  Meeting 
the  next  day  in  the  forenoon.  Two  additions  on 
the  morning  of  the  5th.  Next  morning  crossed 
to  Snake  Spring  where  the  meeting  com- 
menced at  10  o'clock.  Good  attention  was  shown 
to  the  word  preached,  but  in  the  afternoon  a  great 
crowd  gathered,  with  many  careless  dissolute  young- 
men  and  women,  who  cared  more  for  the  grocery 
.shanties  there  erected,  than  the  meeting.  Such 
a  nuisance  ought,  by  no  means  to  be    allovved  on 


such  occasions.  The  oi'der  outside,  consequently, 
was  very  bad,  yet  inside  the  members  had  a  joy- 
ful waiting  on  the  Lord.  Two  persons  were  bap- 
tized. On  the  morning  of  the  7th,  meeting  again 
and  a  pleasant  one.  Returned  home  in  the  after- 
noon. 

June  10th  started  in  company  with  bro.  J. 
Miller  to  Shade  Creek.  Communion  meeting  on 
the  11th  commencing  at  10  o'clock.  There  was 
not  many  people  present  in  the  forenoon  on  ac- 
count of  the  rain,  but  in  the  afternoon  the  crowd 
increased  till  a  multitude  were  in  attendanee. 
The  following  strange  brethren  were  present,  viz  : 
J.  Miller,  Jno.  S.  Holsinger,  Sol.  Benshoof  Geo. 
Slirock,  Tobias  Blouch,  myself  and  others.  We 
had  a  delightful  waiting  on  tiie  Lord,  with  excel- 
lent order,  considering  the  rain  and  inconveniences 
in  the  evening.  June  12th,  went  to  Quemaho- 
ning  district.  The  brethren  divided  us  to  two 
shoolhouses  about  four  miles  apart,  for  meeting  in 
the  evening.  Bros.  Miller,  Shrock  and  Speicher, 
were  tal«in  to  a  schoolhonse  near  Tobias  Blouch's, 
and  myself  to  about  two  and-a-half  miles  North- 
west o-f  Emanuel  Biouch  ;  a  very  unequal  division, 
and  right  among  the  Mononites.  Though  only  a 
notice  of  a  few  hours,  a  considerable  number  gath- 
ered in,  and  had  very  good  attention.  June  13th 
met  with  my  co-laborers,  in  the  morning  at  bro. 
T.  Blouch's,  who  is  the  Elder  in  that  district. 
Went  to  bro.  Ivoons',  M'licre  communion  was  to  be- 
in  his  large  barn,  as  they  have  no  Meeting  House- 
large  enough  for  that  purpose.  Here  \xc  left  our- 
horses  and  went  to  bro.  Ilochstetler,,  a  laborer  in. 
that  branch,  where  we  spent  the  time  in  pleasant 
scriptural  discussions  until  after  dinner.  Tlien  we 
wont  to  the  place  of  meeting,  which  commeufedi at 
3.30;  had  very  pleasant  exercises.  In  the  even- 
ing the  crowd  became  very  large,  and  many  came, 
more  for  the  purpose  of  making  noise,  than  to  be- 
benefited  by  the  meeting ;  as  appears  from  their 
disgraceful  conduct  behind  tli-e  barn  and  in  the- 
yard.  IIow  long  ?  Yea ,  0  how  long  will  yei  the 
time  be,  until  officers  under  the  govcrnmbnt  will 
learn  to  know  tiioir  duty,  nnd  keej)  order  on  such 
solemn  occasions  ?  J.  Miller,  J.  Blouch,  Tobias, 
Myers,  Iliram  Musslemnn,  myself  and  othei-s, 
were  the  strange  speakers  prescjit.  June  14tli, 
crossed  the  Allcghenics  at  a  place  I  had  never  be- 
fore crossed,  and  arrived  safely  at  home  thai  even- 
ing at  6,  and  tbund  all  well.  Thank  God  fwr  his. 
protecting  care,  nnd  to  the  brethren  for  the  love 
manifested  on  this  journey.  I  hope  the  Lord  will 
reward  them  at  the  resurrection  of  the  just.  Thus 
ended  the  labor.5  lor  the  present  of  your  unworthy 
writer.

A  terrible  tornado  swept  over  southwestera  Kansas  on 
Friday  eve.  June  the  16th.  The  town  of  El  Dorado  was 
nearly  destroyed.  Over  a  hundred  houses  were  demolish- 
ed, involving  a  loss  of  660,000. 

A  Telegram  from  San  Francisco  dated  June  20th,  states 
that  the  capital  of  Oregon  is  submerged.  The  flood  in  tlie 
Colum,bia  river  tritutavies  is  still  increaang,  and  immense 
damage  has  been  acne.  The  lower  part  of  Portland  is  un- 
der water.  The  loss  to  farmers  in  Clark  county  aloae  is 
estimated  at  $100,000. 

On  the  night  of  June,  19th,  there  iras  a  severe  shock  of 
earth  quake  on,  tb,e  Northern  shore  of  Long  Island.  In 
Brooklyn,  on  the  hill,  and  on  Staten  Island,  the  reports 
indicate  a  wave  whose  center  was  probably  further  East, 
somewhere  in  New  England.  * 

An  oflicial  letter  received  at  the  Treasm-y  Department 
from  Monroe  La.  dated  June  13,  says  that  excessive  rains 
have  fallen  throughout  Northern  Lousiana  since  the  14th 
day  of  April,  and  lari-ge  po-rtiona  of  the  parishes- bordering 
on  the  Mississippi,  Waschita  and  black  rivers  are  under 
water.     Bridges  and  ferry  boats  have  been  casi'ied  away. 

On  Monday  night  the  Niagara,  the  finest  palace  car  in 
the  world,  was  brought  to  this  city  from  Elnjira.  She 
runs  as  smoothly  as  a  bird  ok  the  wing,  and  is  fitted 
■up  in  the  most  gorgeous  manner.  She  will  run  direct  to 
Niagara  Falls  fj-om  this  city.  To  add  to.  her  beauty,  Mr. 
Callard  the  handsoaiest  palace  car  conductor  in  the  world, 
lias  been  placed  in  charge  ef  the  NiagarSi. 

The  news  from  the  far  east,  if  founded  in  fact,  is  horri- 
ble. Famine  is  said  to  be  universal  in  Persia  and  in  some 
parts  of  that  kingdom  people  are  charged  with  killing  and 
devouring  their  children.  It  is  dfficult  to  believe  such  a 
iiorrible  tale  ;,  but  the  Improvidence  of  Mohammedansjin  all 
countries,  and  the  backward  state  of  agriculture,  combine 
to  render  even  such  horrors  possible.  If  there  is  grain  in 
Europe,  some  of  it — the  sui-plus— cannot  be  better  employ- 
ed than  in  relieving  the  distress  of  the  Persians. 

A  terrible  tornado,  passed,  through  the  towns  of  Paxon, 
Holden,  and  West  Boylstoci,  Massachusetts,  Sunday  after- 
noon, demolishing  every  building  ia  its  track  and  tearing 
«p  trees  by  the  roots.  In  the  town  of  Paxoi;!  it  demolish- 
ed the  barn  &f  L.  N.  Parkhurst  and  blew  off  one  gable  of 
ills  dwelling  house.  From  there  it  wont  in  a  northeaster- 
ly direction,  and  blew  down  the  buildings  of  Mr.  Bigelow, 
on  the  old  town  farm.  Thence  it  went  through  the  woods 
sweeping  all  before  it,  and  striking  the  house  and  bam  of 
Lewis  Martan,  in   Holden,   entirely  demolishing   both. 

The  village  of  Holden  was  next  taken  in  its  destructive 
march,  and  here  five  barns,  three  houses,  and  one  carpen. 
ter  shop  were  blown  down.  Three  persons  were  injured, 
one,  Charles  Burrett  seriously  A  strip  of  heavy  stone 
wall,  some  twenty  rods  in  length,  was  completely  blown 
over,  and  large  trees  were  blown  thirty  rods,  with  up- 
wards of  a  ton  of  earth  upon  their  roots.  The  tornado 
took  but  a  moment  for  its  work,  and  was  accompanied  by 
thunder,  lightning  and  rain.  The  last  heard  of  it  was  near 
Oakdalo  where  many  trees  were  blown  down.  '  ''

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NATIONAL  CUSTOMS, 


The  traveller  who  lands  at  Calais  from  Do- 
ver, and  stops  there  oyer  night,  is  pnt  into  a 
bed  having  a  hard  roi^ud  bolster,  surmounted 
by  a  huge  square  pillow,  very  different  from 
anything  of  the  sort  he  ha.s  before  seen,  but 
which  he  is  destined  to  find- — perhaps  to  his 
great  comfort — wherever  he  goes  in  France. 
Here  is  a  French  fashion.  The  traveller  who 
enters  Switzerland — it  matters  not  where — has 
honey  placed  before  him  the  first  time  he 
breakfasts  or  takes  his  tea.  He  has  not  been 
treated  to  honey  before  in  any  adjacent  coun- 
try in  which  he  has  travelled,  not,  at  least,  un- 
less he  has  specially  ordered  it ;  but  now  it  is 
placed  before  him  whether  he  cares  for  it  or 
not,  and  it  continues  to  ap[icar  both  at  break- 
fast and  tea,  so  long  as  he  continues  his  so- 
journings  in'  Switzerland.  Here  is  a  Swiss 
custom.  One  who  crosses  from  France  to  Ger- 
many exchanges  customs  in  regard  to  the  time 
of  day  for  taking  dinner,  and  the  time  of  night 
for  retiring  to  rest.  The  Frenchman  eats  but 
little  in  the  morning  or  through  the  middle  of 
the  day,  reserving  his  dinner  until  the  close  of 
the  day.  The  German  dines  at  midday.  So 
much  is  this  his  practice,  the  very  word  for 
dinner  signifies  "  midday's  meal."  And  even 
fashionable  Germany  goes  to  its  evening  en- 
tertainment at  6  o,cloek  P.  M.  and  is  at  home 


and  in  bed  before  the  night  has  barely  begun 
in  London  or  Paris.  Here  are  Germaa  tab- 
its.  The  more  one  travels,  the  more  of  course 
he  observes  of  these  national  peculiarities.  He 
finds  them  existing  not  merely  in  such  outward 
matters  as  those  just  indicated,  but  in  every  de- 
partment of  life.  So  numerous,  so  deeply 
rooted,  so  widely  prevailing  are  those  peculi- 
arities as  to  stamp  ineflFaceably  the  national 
character. — N.   Y.  Evamgelist. 

VALUABLE  STONES  TOUND  IN  NEVADA. 


Altliough  neither  diamonds,  rubies  emeralds 
or  other  precious  stones  have  yet  been  found 
in  this  State,  many  stones  suited  to  the  uses 
of  the  lapidary,  from  their  hardness  an  d  beau- 
ty, are  abundant.  Jasper  of  every  variety  and 
shade  of  color  is  abundant  throughout  Jhe  State; 
cornelian  is  to  be  found  in  many  places,  and 
is  quite  abundant  at  Cornelian  bay.  Lake  Ta- 
hoc ;  at  San  Antonia,  Nye  county,  Aurora, 
and  in  many  other  localities.  Fine  moss  aga- 
tes are  often  picked  up  by  prospectors  in  their 
rambles  among  the  wild  mountain  gorges  and 
over  the  stony  tablelands.  Amethysts  are 
quite  abundant  in  the  various  mines  upon  the 
Comstock  ;  those  found  in  the  mines  at  Gold 
Hill  are  the  largest  aud  best.  Garnets  are  to 
be  found  in  ^Yashoe  county,  near  Steamboat 
springs,  but  they  arc  of  an  inferior  quality. 
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Chalcedony  is  to  be  found  almost  everywhere  in 
tlie  state.  Fine  specimens  may  be  obtained  at 
American  Flat,  and  still  finer  ones  ig  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Aurora.  At  the  south  end  of  Carson, 
valley,  on  the  to  Aurora  road,  good  specimens 
of  chrysolyte  may  be  found.  The  precious  or  fire 
opal  has  never  been  found  in  the  state,  though 
the  common  and  wood  opal  occur.  Petrified 
■wood  is  very  abundant,  in  fact  whole  trees  may 
sometimes  be  seen,  and  some  specimens  are  beauti- 
ful, and  make  very  handsome  cane-heads  and  seals- 
•when  cut  andfpolisbed.  In  many  places  in  the 
State  geodes  are  plentiful,  and  nearly  all  of  these 
"when  broken,  will  be  found  to  contain  beatiful 
crystals  of  various  colors.  Besides  the  stones 
mentioned  above  there  are  fine  quartz  crystals,  and 
many  specimen  of  quartz  containing  gold  and  sil- 
ver are  to  be  S6©n  in  cabinetSj  which  would  make 

fine  seals  if  properly  cyt^

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To  ■WHOM  Promised. 


The  apostle  Paul  said  on  one  occasion  that 
Christ  was  the  author  of  eternal  salvation  to  all 
them  that  obey  Him.  To  the  Hebrew  brethren 
he  said  that  they  should,  look  unto  Jesus  the  au- 
thor and  finisher  of  tlieir  faith,  and  to  the  Ephes- 
ian  brethren,  "  awake  thou  that  sleepcth,  and 
arise  from  the  dead  and  Christ  shall  give  thee 
light."  Christ  is  the  author,  founder,  dispenser 
and  finisher  of  heavenly  light  in  all  its  perfections. 

In  discussing  the  above  division  of  our  subject 
we  shall  first  notice  that  state  of  existence  which 
the  apostle  refers  to  when  he  says  "thou  that 
sleepest."  The  term  sleep  is  another  one  of  those 
common  words  which  characterize  the  language 
of  that  learned  apostle.  As  we  wish  to  be  pointed 
and  speak  to  our  readers  to  edification  we  forbear 
making  many  preliminary  remarks. 

1st.  With  reference  to  state  of  existence,  "thou 
that  sleepest."  The  time  of  sleep.  This  we  are  all 
aware  is  usually  the  night.  That  time  when  dark- 
nes  exists  and  pervades  the  earth  at  the  place  we 
are  located  and 'for  the  time  being.  "For  they 
that  sleep,  sleep  iu  the  night ;  and  they  that  be 
drunken,  are  drunken  in  the  night"  1.  Thes  5:  7. 
The  almighty  has  wisely  adopted  a  ( ime  for  us  to 
relax  our  bodies  and  enjoy  a  state  of  inactivity. 

Effect  of  sleep.  Sleep  produces  inconsciousuess 
of  condition.  Those  who  are  under  its  influece  are 
not  aware  of  the  dangers  to  which  they  may  be  ex- 
posed. The  floods  may  come,  and  the  storms 
rage,  or  the  fire  may  be  devastating  the  house  from 
above  aud  beneath,  yet  they  are  entirely  uncon- 
scious of  the  danger  that  may  in  a  few  moments, 
hurl  them  into  destruction  and  misery.  Thus 
while  he  is  in  a  state  of  sleep,  he  is  unconscious, 
in  different,  having  the  door  locked  and  tlie    win- 


dows curtained,  lying  down, —  s.  very  suitable  po- 
sition for  repose.  The  fropriefy  of  saving  "  Thou 
that  sleepest," 

With  the  sinner  it  is  alxoays  night,  Spiritual 
darkness  rules  and  reigns  in  his  benighted  mind. 
He  may  perhaps  get  a  few  glimmering  rays  of 
light  indirectly  emitted  from  Christ,  the  great  lu- 
minary, even  as  we  may  at  times  get  a  faint  gleam 
of  th  sun's  rays  in  the  Northern  Lights.  But  for 
the  sinner  tojreceive,  have,  and  enjoy  the  light  of 
Christ,  while  asleep  in  sin  is  as  much  in  contrast, 
as  night  and  day. 

Unconsciousness.  The  sinner  is  naturally  un- 
conscious of  his  true  condition.  Daily  observa- 
tion teaches  that  he  does  not  make  a  right  use  of 
his  mind.  He  has  no  use  of  his  perceptive  pow- 
ers, so  far  at  least  as  his  soul  is  concerned.  He 
may  hear  words  of  divine  wisdom,  but  it  is  to 
him  as  "  sounding  brass,  or  tinkling  cymbals," 
but  mere  phantoms  without  meaning,  and  the 
apostle  would  say  "  foolishness."     Hence  he  is. 

IndiffereJit.  He  is  indifferent  to  religious  duty. 
He  sees  not  the  true  and  holy  design  of  his  crea- 
tion. The  cattle  on  a  thousand  hills  can  teach 
him  no  lessons  of  rectitude  and  obedience.  In- 
different to  God's  law's  and  statutes.  His  call- 
ings and  warnings.  His  church  and  people :  all 
may  pass  by  yet  he  in  his  lethargy  and  sluggish- 
ness heedeth  them  not. 

The  door  locked.  This  is  to  make  him  more  se- 
cure iu  his  repose.  The  grace  of  God  appeared  un- 
to liim  time  and  again,  he  has  seen  his  duty  often, 
yet  through  liis  resistance  his  heart  has  become 
hardened,  as  it  were  "  seared  w  ith  a  hot  iron," 
"  given  up  to  hardness  of.heart,  and  reprobacy  of 
mind,"  "  given  up  to  strong  delusions  that  he 
might  believe  a  lie  and  be  damned.  Iu  his  own 
conceived  security  ho  sleeps. 
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The  idndoics  curtained.  For  some  character 
the  darker  the  better  wien  they  go  to  retire^  and 
why  ?  is  it  not  because  they  desire  a  reogiee  unmo- 
lested and  undisturbed  by  what  light '  might  re- 
veal? Hence  the  sinner  endeavors  to  blind  his 
eyes  to  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  lest  he  should 
see  with  his  eyes/and  hear  with  his  ears,  and  un- 
derstand with  his  heart,  and  be  healed.  Aston- 
ishing too  indeed  to  see  those  haying  their  eyes 
curtained,  closed  iu  the  sleep  of  sin,  who  have 
never  yet  gotten  awake  endeavoring  to  lead  others. 
Header  beware  who  is'  leaching  you.  "For  if  the 
blind  lead  the  blind  both  shall  fall  into  the  dich." 

He  is  lying  doivn.  Fallen  from  his  first  estate. 
Here  we  might  dwell  a  considerable  time,  and  say 
much  upon  the  dsprayity  of  man  on  account  of  the 
fall,  and  the  depraved'naturc  he  inherited  thereby. 
Header  as  we  pass  alcsng,  think  :  for  we  have  not 
space  to  go  into  detail,  suffice  it  to  say  his  present 
condiliou  is  in  a  fallen  state;  lying  under  sin  and 
condemnation  on  account  of^  his'  own  tr^nsgres 
•sions,  and  is  unble  to  arise  orawake  unless  assisted. 

He  is  inastate  of  repo&e.  Ilis  conscience  is  so 
much  silenced  that  it  may  be  said  he  is  resting, 
for  nothing  disliirbs  his-  peace.  Many  sinners  in 
our  land  seem  to  apjjarently  enjoy  their  condition, 
and  complain  not  of  being  disturbed  in  their  re- 
pose. ^Nevertheless  there  arc  seasons  in  the  life  of 
the  sinner,  that  may  a,ttract  our  ncticc. 

He  may  dream.  And  what  can  we  say  of  dream- 
ing'. It  seems  to  mc  to  be  nothing  but  wasting 
time  in  idleness.  Dreamers  beware  of  those  idle 
thoughts,  idle  and  .vain  speculations  which  you 
ax'e  daily  guilty  of.  For  says  Jesuu  "  That  eve- 
ry idle  word  that  men  shall  spei'.k  they  shall  give 
account  thereof  iu  the  day  uf  judgineul.'^  Mat.l2  : 
36.  Jesting  and  joking  pome  under  this  head. 
The  christian  need  not  to  be'  amazed  at  the  vain 
speculations  of  those  who  arc  living  in  iniquity, 
for  their  imaginations  are  not  molded  after  the 
pattern  which  God  has  given,  but  according  to 
"  the  prince  of  the  power  of  the  air"  their  father 
the  Devil.  And  it  is  no  more  possible  for  such 
idle  dreamers  to  lead  you  to  heaven  than  it  was 
for  the  Koman  soldiers  to  tell  who  stole  Jesus 
away  while  they  slept.  The  carnal  mind  is  exceed- 
ingly impudent,  and  many  in  the  vanity  of  their 
minds  Avill  boast  that  they "  see  the  kingdon" 
when  indeed  they  are  looking  at  something  through 
the  minds  of  others,  and  (he  picture  that  is   seen  is 


one  of  deception,  held  forth  hy  the  enemy  of  souls. 
Outsideof  Christ  you  ",  c^nnqt  sec  the  kingdom." 

Axcakening  in  f right.  Many  sleepers  awaken 
in  fright,  on  account  of  some«gency  acting  upon 
the  mind.  So  with  the  sinner  while  he  is  dozing 
in  sin  he  may  get  a  glimpe  of  eternity  and  much 
terrified  at  the  sight,  and  his  condition.  Sudden 
conviction  is  dangerous  from  the  fact  that  the  ene- 
my is  always  on  the  alert,  and  in  a  time  of  high  ex- 
citement will  lead  his  victim  captive  and  easily 
endorse  anything  that  may  be  proposed.  Many 
when  convicted  however  will  persuade  themselves 
that  it  is  time  enough  yet  to  arise.  They  wiU 
therefore  stifle  their  conscience  and  fall  asleep 
again 

Sleeping  soundly.  l\o  doubt  when  the  con- 
science has  been  stifled  and  silenced,  and  the  mind 
becomes  easy  again  in  regard  to  its  eternal  welfare, 
the  subject  will  fall  asleep  again,  and  sleep  more 
soundly  and  rest  more  secure  in  sin  than  before. 
It  is  a  clear  truth  that  when  persons  awake  at  the 
proper  time  and  do  not  arise  but  conclude  to  take 
a  "  little  nap"  yet,  generally  if  not  always  "ove^. 
sleep"  themselves;  Yet  the  sinner  is  not  beyond 
hope,  he  rnay  yet  be  reached  by  God's  mighty 
voice  aecompanied  with  the  penetrating  and  quick- 
ening power  of  His  holy  word.  Hence  he 
may. 

Sleep  unscamdly.  Certain  irap^lses  may  at 
times  exhibit  themselves  and  he  may  be  more  or 
less  concerned  about  his  soul.  The  moving  of  the 
waters  has  become  apparent  and  Satan  becomes 
uneasy.  He  may  loose  one  of  the  subjects  of  his 
kigdom,  consequently  he  uses  all  his  influences^ 
in  trying  to  pacify  him. 

IlcsU'Sg  very  badly.  At  this  point)  methinks 
there  is  a  very  marked  resemblance  between  the, 
natural  and  spiritual  part  of  the  subject.  You, 
kind  reader  have  witnessed  perhaps  a  man  endeav- 
oring to  sleep  ivhilst  sick,  the  body  suffering  from 
disease  and  pain  ;  how  he  tosses  to  and  fro,  first 
in  this  position  and  then  in  that,  but  unable  to 
rest  in  any.  Very  much  so  it  is  with  the  sinner, 
when  "the  whole  head  becomes  sick  and  the 
whole  he^rt  faint."  He  is  greatly  concerned 
about  the  soul,  although  he  hardly  knows  what  is 
the  matter,  he  is  very  sensible  however  that  all  is 
not  well.  He  tries  to  rest  his  hope  here  and  there, 
grasping  occasionally  at  strawsas  they  float  by,  bufj 
things  seems  to  be  very  unsatisfactory. 

Called  up  by  a  stranger.     In   the   night  of  his 
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despair  he  may  hear  that  small  sweet  voice^  "  My 
sou  give  me  thy  heart,"  "  come  unto  me,"  reveal 
unto  Me  thy  scrl'ow  and  distress,  and  I  the  good 
"  Phidician"  M'ill  heal  all  thy  wounds.  Behold  I 
stand  with  oiitstretched  arms  all  the  day  long  to 
receive  yoii.  "  Behold  I  stand  at  the  door  and 
Jinock  :  if  any  man  hear  my  voice,  and  0])en 
the  door  I  will  come  in  to  h  i  m,  a  u  d  w  i  1 1  s  u  p 
with  him,  and  he  with  Me."  Eev.  3  :  20.  Sinder 
heed  the  spirit's  message  for  God  hath  said  "  My 
spirit  will  net  always  strive  with  man." 

Sorn'ndnU)ulis7n.     This  seems  to  be  a  division  of 
our  subject  altiiough  we  defer   making   many  re- 
marks.    The  philosophy  of  "night  walking  orsleep 
walking"  seems  to  be  a  little  complex,   yet  it  is 
?acts  that  we  are  trying  to  deal  with.     It  is  a   re- 
markable fact  that  persciis  get  lip   in   their  sleep 
and  do  some  remarkable  acts  with   considerable 
precision  and  that  too  entirely  unconscious  of  what 
they  are  doing:     This  time  in  the  life  of  the   sin- 
ner seetiis  to  fully  represent  his   going-s  to  and  fro 
until  regene  rated,    born  agaio,  and    purged    from 
his    old  sins. 

2nd.  With  reference  to  existence,  "  The  deadP 
We  design  uow  to  notice  some  of  the  charactei'is- 
tica  of  death,  for  it  is  clear  to  our  minds  that 
those  who  are  living  in  sin  are  dead  Unto  the  Lord 
that  they  hate  departed  from  that  childlike  sim- 
plicity whel'ein  they  once  lived.  You  remember 
perhaps  the  words  of  the  Prodigal's  fat! ler  to  his 
elder  son.  "  For  this  thy  brother  was  dead  and 
is  alive  agaiuj  and  was  lost  and  is  found.  Lu.  15  : 
32.  Again  "I  ani 'the  resurrection  and  the  life, 
he  that  believeth  in  Me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet 
s  hall  he  live ;  and  whosoever  livcth  and  believeth 
in  Me  shall  never  die."  St.  Jno.  11 :  25,  26.  Jesus 
farther  says  "  The  hour  is  coming,  and  now  is 
when  the  dead  shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Soh  of 
God :  and  they  that  hearshall  live :  Verily,  verily, 
I  say  unto  you.  He  that  heareth  My  word  and  be- 
lieveth en  Him  tliat  sest  Me,  hath  everlasting 
life,  and  shall  not  come  into  condemnation,  but  is 
passed  from  death  unto  life."  St.  Jno.  5 :  24,  25. 
Paul  says  to  his  Ephesian  brethren,  "  And  you 
hath  He  quickened,  who  were  dead  iu  trsesspass- 
cs  aiid    sins."     Eph.    2 ;  1.     From  tlie  foregoing 


testimony  I  think  we  are  perfectly  safe  in  making 
an  application  to  the  sinner  of  the  term  dead. 

Death  deprives  of  life.  Through  sin  death  en- 
tered into  the  world,  and  since  it  has  been  appoint- 
ed for  man  once  to  die^  Jehovah's  laws  remain  un- 
changed in  this  direction.  When  that  breath  of 
life  which  was  breathed  into  the  nostrals  of  man  at 
his  creation,  is  taken,  he  is  said  to  be  dead. 

Its  effect.  Death  renders  its  subject  to  corrup- 
tion. Those  who  depart  tliis  life  are  no  more  fit 
for  our  presence  and  society,  and  through  their  de- 
composition are  profitless.  Renders  motionless, 
odious,  &c..  They  are  in  an  inactive  state,  not 
adapted  to  the  society  of  the  living,  they  become 
odious  in  our  sfght,  we  therefore  bury  them  that 
tliey  may  be  concealed  from  onr  view. 

We  will  ridvv  piroceed  to  notice  the  propriety  of 
the  term  dead  as  used  by  Christ  and  the  apostle. 

(S'2/i?ie/-s  a?'e  destitute  of  life.  We  mean  that  the 
sinner  is  destitute  of  spiritual  life.  He  lias  not 
the  spirit  of  Christ,  and  the  word  say  "  except  ye 
have  the  sjiirit  of  Christ  ye  are  none  of  his."  "  Ex- 
cept ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the  Son  of  man,  and 
drink  His  blood,  ye  have  no  life  in  j'ou."  St.  Jno 
6 :  53.  We  are  brought  to  life'  and  into  the 
vi'orld  by  a  birth,  so  also  is  he  who  is  destitute  of 
spiritual  life,  brought  to  life  by  "  being  born  again," 
as  was  said  to  Nicodemus. 

Tn  a  state  cf  eornipiion.  When  '  Moses  was  on 
the  mount  receiving  "the  tables  of  stone  even  the 
tables  of  tlic  covenant,"  the  Lord  said  unto  him 
"  Arise  get  thee  down  quickly  from  hence ;  for  thy 
people  which  thou  hast  brought  forth  o  u  t  of 
Egyjjt  have  corrupted  themselves."  Deut.  9 :  12. 
"Evil  communications  corrupt  good  manners." 
Because  the  creature  itself  also  shall  be  delivered 
from  the  bondage  of  corruption  into  the  glorious 
liberty  of  the  childeii  of  God."  Rom.  8  :  21,  Man 
through  sin  has  become  corrupt. 

Without  motion.  The  dead  are  motionless  ;  not  a 
pulse  moves,  not  a  throb  is  visible  in  the  body. 
The  sinner  is  without  motion  heavenward.  He  is 
seeking  no  city  out  of  sight,  he  is  not  iuthe  circle, 
consequently  is  not  a  competitor  for  the  prize,  and 
not  pressing  towai-d  the  mark  for  the  crown  of 
eternal  life.     He  has  no  treasures  in  heaven,  there-

fore   he  is   without    motion    in   that    direction. 

Unprofitable,  The  dead  are  of  no  use  to  the  liv- 
ing, no  help  to  the  dying,  hence  are  justly  styled 
unprofitable.  The  sinner  is  unprofitable  to  God. 
He  is  a  lifeless  branch,  as  chaff  that  shall  be  bura- 
ed  with  "  unquenchable  fires,"  as  tares  choking 
the  wheat,  and  bad  as  profitless  fish  that  shall  be 
cast  away.  Brethren  in  Christ,  let  us  be  lively 
stones,  for  fear  we  too  may  become  a  dead  branch 
Iq  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord. 

Cold  and  stiff.  So  are  the  dead.  I  am  made 
to  think  sometimes  when  addressing  souls  bound 
for  a  long  and  changeless  eternity,  how  cold  and 
stiff  indeed.  The  heart  so  hardened  in  sin  that 
the  good  seed,  the  M'ord  of  the  Loiti,  can  find  no 
earth  to  lodge  in.  There  is  no  religious  warmth 
manifested  in  the  soul,  and  1  ike  the  dead,  becom- 
ing colder  and  colder,  until  the  last  spark  that 
could  create  a  sensation  has  vanished  away.  Their 
feet  gets  cold.  When  persons  neglect  to  move  to- 
ward the  house  of  God,  neglect  to  meet  with  the 
people  of  God,  neglecting  "the  assembling  of 
themselves  together"  then  it  is  that  symptoms  of 
death  appear,  and  from  one  part  of  the  body,  to 
another,  and  the  whole  is  deficient  of  christian 
warmth. 

Departed  from  life.  "VYe  will  just  notice  here 
that  sinners  have  departed  a  life  that  was  once 
blessed.  Jesus  blessed  little  children  and  said, 
"ofsuch  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven."  It  is  from 
that  state  of  innocency  and  lamb-like  simplicity 
that  sinners  have  departed.  It  may  be  asked 
when  did  I  depart  that  life  ?  Answer.  Just  so  soon 
as  you  knew  to  do  good  and  did  it  not.  Just  so 
soon  you  sinned,  and  the  result  of  sin  is  death. 

Miclosed  in  a  skroiid.  There  is  a  dress  peculiar 
to  the  dead,  a  clothing  adapted  to  their  condition. 
But  what  a  miserable  shroud  the  wicked  wear , 
clothed  in  the  unhallowed  rags  of  unrighteousness- 
a  very  unpleasant  attirement  to  the  christian  pil- 
grim is  presented.  The  dead  are  unaware  of  the 
appearance   which  there  mantle  may  present  and 

also  of  their  nature. 

Just  as  much  so  is  the  sinner  ignorant  of  his 
appear.anco  in  the  sight  of  God,  although  he  may 
lif  nrrnycd  in  ;\!1   tlie  pomp  and  pplendor  of  this 


world,  he  in  reality  dees  not  know  and  leel  that 
it  is  an  abominstion  in  the  sight  of  God. 

In  a  eonditonfor  burial.  Those  who  are  ie&if 
have  become  cold  and  stiff,  are  in  a  state  of  oot- 
ruption,  enclosed  in  that  appalling  and  death-like 
garb,  are  surely  fit  for  the  tomb.  Korah,  Dathan, 
and  Abiram,  were  fit  for  the  gapping  earth  that 
received  them.  Although  they  thought  that  they 
were  holy,  and  that  all  the  congregation  was 
righteous  before  God,  yet  man  seeth  not  as  God 
seeth.  It  is  therefore  evident  that  they  who  were 
so  rebellious  and  stiff-necked,  persisting  against 
God's  holy  statutes  and  laws,  and  refusing  to 
hear  and  obey  him,  who  spake  from  earth,  were  in 
a  proper  condition,  and  worthy  to  receive  that 
sudden  and  calamitous  burial  which  was  for  the 
concealment  of  their  odious  apd  corrupt  carcasses. 
Dear  reader  if  you  have  not  covenanted  with  God 
in  Christ  Jesus  to  lead  a  godly  life,  holy  and  de- 
voted to  your  Master's  service  you  may  doubt  the 
above  conclusions,  and  ideas  held  forth  for  your 
good.  But  be  this  known  unto  you  that  Jesus 
hath  said,  when  He  shall  come  again  without  sin 
unto  salvation  ;  "  in  flaming  fire  taking  vengeance 
on  them  that  know  not  God  and  obey  not  the  gos- 
pel," that  there  \n\\  be  characters  existing  on  th« 
face  of  the  earth,  not  only  in  a  condition  for  burial; 
but  will  cry  aloud  and  with  a  mighty  desire,  call  for 
the  rocks  and  mountains  to  hide  them  "from  th« 
face  of  Him  that  sitteth  upon  the  throne."  Sin- 
ner pau3e  and  reflect;  repent,  that  you  may  page 
"from  death  unto  life"  and  live  forever.

There  is  a  time  for  all  things.  The  whole 
course  of  life  is  marked  by  times  and  seasons  ap- 
propriate to  all  its  varied  duties.  It  is  required 
of  us  not  only  to  do  the  right  thing,  but  to  do  it 
at  the  right  time.  A  right  thing  done  out  of  sea- 
son, may  become  positively  wrong.  The  parts  of 
a  machine,  if  ever  so  perfect,  must  be  put  in  place 
or  they  are  useless.  A  train  of  cars,  running  ever 
so  well,  must  ran  on  time,  and  be  in  the  proper 
plane  at  the  proper  moment,  or  a  collision,  ruin  and 
de.ith  will  be  the  result.  Order  is  heaven's  first 
law.     Obov  it  n.nd  be  bhssed.— 7/;^  Chr^st!^!'. 
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Hsve  you  Eeoeived  the  Holy  Ghost  ? 

" Have  ye  rsoeived  tho  Holy  Ghost  since  ye  believed.', 
Acts  19.  3. 

This  to  some  may  appear  impertinentj  but  my 
dear  brethren  it  is  of  vital  importancej  and  we  do 
Well  seriously  to  consider  it  in  the  light  of  the 
gospel.  It  applies  to  all  who  have  named  the 
name  of  Jesus ;  baptism  does  not  exempt  us ;  upon 
it  depends  our  salvation.  Having  the  Holy  Ghost 
we  will  be  saved,  without  it,  lost.  "He  that  has 
not  the  Spirit  of  Christ  is  none  of  His,"  says  Paul. 
Remission  of  sins,  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
solvation  is  promised  upon  faith,  repentance  and 
baptism.  On  these  three  rests  the  promise;  it 
implies  that  if  either  be  absent  or  detective  there 
is  no  promise.  The  act  of  baptism  may  bo  prop- 
erly administered,  if  one  or  both  the  prerequisite 
principles  are  defective  in  the  pei'son  baptized,  but 
neither  the  remission  of  sins,  nor  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  will  be  granted  the  person  baptized. 
The  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  is  the  prerogative  of 
the  Fatlier,  and  He  will  give  it  only  upon  the  con- 
ditions named  in  His  word  ;  neither  will  Jesus 
pray  His  Father  to  send  Him  in  His  name  upon 
any  other  condition.  On  this  theory  was  the  apostle 
justified  in  asking  the  question,  and  on  this  theory 
am  I  justified  putting  it  at  the  head  of  this  article. 

Dear  brethren,  our  bodies  must  be  the  temple 
of  God,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  must  dwell  in  it  to 
make  it  His  habitation.  The  evidence  of  His 
presence  is  known  by  the  effects  it  produces.  The 
Savior  tolls  us  what  His  office  in  tlie  believer  is. 
He  says,  "I  will  pray  the  Father  to  send  Him  in 
His  name,  who,  when  He  is  come  shall  teach  you 
all  things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your  rememb- 
rance, whatsoever  I  have  said  unto  you."  Thig 
being  His  office,  the  baptized  believer  need  never 
be  in  doubt  whether  he  has  receieved  the  Holy 
Ghost  since  he  believed ;  by  the  effect  he  can  knoiv. 

The  Spirit  being  of  such  importance  in  the  re- 
ligion of  Jesus,  the  devil,  the  deceiver,  sends  forth 
his  spirit  to  represent  the  Spirit  of  God.  Hence ,  the 
apostle  warns,  "  Belovtd,  believe  not  evei7  spirit 
but  try  the  spirits  whether  they  be  of  God ;  because 
many  false  prophets  arc  gone  out  into  the  world." 
I  John  4,  1).  These  spirits  control  the  prophets,  or 


preachers  who  take  upon  themselves  the  name  and 
form  of  religion,  but  the  spirit  being  of  the  devil 
leade  to  hell.  These  says  Paul,  are  "  false  apostles 
deceitful  workers,  transforming   themselves  into 
the  apostles  of  Christ ;  and  no  marvel  "  saj's  he, 
"  for  Satan  himself  is  transformed  into  an  angel  of 
light.     Therefore  it  is  no  great  thing  if  his  minis- 
ters also  be  transformed  as  the  ministers  of  right- 
eousness ;  whose  end  shall  be  according  to  their 
works."  (II  Cor.  11,  13—15).  By  their  fruit  only 
can  we  know  them,  judging  it  by  the  Scriptures. 
The  Savior  says,  the  office  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  is 
to  teach  the  believer  all  things,  and  to  bring  all 
things  He  has  commanded  them  to  their  remem- 
brance ;  and  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit,  says  Paul,  "I* 
iove,joy,  peace,  longsuffering,  gentleness,  goodnesSj, 
faith,  meekness,  temperance :  against  such  there 
is  no  law."  (Gal.  5,  22,  23).   Jesus  says,  "To  love 
God  with  all  the  soul,  with  all  the  lieart,  with  all 
the  strength,  and  with  all  the  mind,  is  the  first  and 
great  commandment.     And  to  love  our  neighbor 
as  ourselves  is  like  unto  it.     On  these,"  b^  says 
<'  hang  all  the  law  and  the  prophets."     The  Holy 
Ghost   will  teach  the  believer  this  truth,  and  ever 
bring  it  to  his   remembrance.     'He  says,  "  If  any 
one  will  come  after  me,  let  hAm  deny  himself,  take 
up  his  cross  and  follow  m.e."  "And  whosoever  will 
not  forsake  all  that  'ne  has  cannot  be  his  disciple." 
And  the  apostle  says,  "  Be  not  conformed  to  this 
world,  but  be  transformed  by  the  renewing  of  your 
mind  ;  and  be  not  unequally  yoked  together  with 
unbelievers,  bivt  be  separate,  and  touch  not  the  un- 
clean tl'iing,"  "  The  younger  to  submit  themselves 
to  the  elder ;  yea  all  to  be  subject  to  one  another, 
and  be  clothed  with  humility.     For  God  reeisteth 
the  proud,  but  gives   grace   to   the  humble,   not 
adorning  ourselves  with  costly  array  &c.,  but  to 
pray  everywhere,  lifting  up  holy  hands  without 
wrath  and  without  doubtinf." 

These  dear  brethrsn,  are  a  few  of  the  many  com- 
mands of  the  Scriptures,  and  if  the  Spirit  working 
within  teach  us  to  know,  will,  and  do  them  all,  that 
spirit  is  the  Holy  Ghost.  But  if  the  spirit  work- 
ing in  us  deny,  and  reject  these,  with  any  other 
of  the  precepts  of  the  Scriptures  as  unessential  to 
salvation,  wc  may  be  assured  it  is  not  cf  God,  but 
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uf  the  deceiver.  The  Scvijitures  are  given  bv  the 
inspiratiijJi  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  it  is  self-cou- 
tradiotion  to  suppose  it  would  lead  men  to  reject, 
nr  to  '^ontrsdict  the  product  of  ito  iu?piratiou.  By 
the  fruit  shall  ye  ktiow  thera,  says  the  Savior. 
The  humble,  penitent  believer  has  the  promise  to 
receive  tha  remission  of  sins,  and  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  in  his  baptism,  so  the  Sci'iptures  teach ; 
and  noiie  but  those  Avho  arc  led  by  the  seductive 
spirit  of  the  deciver  will  dare  to  dcnij.

VvickedBess,.<S:o."  (Act*.  8,  21,  22.)     This  one  had  ,  ^-ining  to  die  in  his  sin.?,  but  still    looks   for  iu- 
'beHevcd,  biit  was  not  converted  from  his  wicked-  jdulgcnee  from  the  Lord,  yet  persevere  in  sin  and 
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folly  from  year  to  year,  God's  mercy  and  forbear- 
ance ceases  to  flovr,  and  finally  cuts  him  down  in 
his  wrath,  can  he  cast  the  blame  upon  his  Maker? 
He  has  waited  a  little  too  long. 

When  members  are  at  variance  with  one  anoth- 
er, and  neglect  to  comply  with  the  Rules  laid 
down  by  the  Savior  Matt.  1 8  chap,  in  order  that 
peace  and  good- will  be  restored  immediately; 
and  God  calls  them  from  time  to  eternity,  the  una- 
voidable conclusion  is,  they  waited  a  little  to  long. 

If  brethren  in  the  evening  exercises  protract  ex- 
hortation and  prayer  to  such  an  extent  that  half 
of  the  family  are  sleeping,  we  cannot  but  conclude 
those  exercises  were  a  little  too  long. 

If  we,  in  the  opening  of  our  piublic  solemn  as- 
semblies exhort  or  preach  from  ten  to  twenty  min- 
utes previous  to  prayer,  we  are  out  of  order  ac- 
cording to  1st  Tim.  2  chap.  A  few  words  in 
reference  to  the  importance  of  prayer,  to  avoid 
formality  is  appropriate,  but  more  than  tliis  is 
tiresome  to  the  audience,  and  the  consequent  con- 
clusion is  by  all,  a  little  too  long. 

Prayer  at  the  time  of  preaching,  protracted  to 
an  unusual  length  by  repetitions,  is  wearisome 
and  creates  uneasiness  in  a  congregation  and 
should  be  avoided,  because  it  is  contrary  to  the 
[cachings  of  Jesus,  and  when  from  30  to  45  min- 
utes are  taken  up  in  singing,  exhortation  and 
prayer  before  preaching,  may  we  not  with  pro- 
priety say  a  little  too  long. 

Brethren  I  would  say  avoid  long  prayers  in 
i)tiblic,  but  in  secret  pray  to  your  hearts  content, 
and  if  you  wrestle  all  night  in  prayer  to  God  so 
much  the  better.  If  a  brother  speaks  and  devel- 
bps  his  subject  understandingly,  let  him  who 
follows,  not  repeat  the  former  discourse,  for  in  so 
doing  the  hearers  are  wearied  and  are  apt  to 
withdraw,  although  the  meeting  is  not  kept  too 
long  yet  may  seem  on  account  of  repetition  to  the 
hearers,  a  little  too  long. 

A  dry  alnd  lifeless  discourse  lengthy  in  its  ex- 
planation by  branching  out  too  far,  although  ef 
merit,  yet  is  sure  to  weary  a  congregation  and 
make  them  drowsy  and  inattentive.  But  a  live- 
ly spirited  discourse  brief  in  its  explanation  and 
right  to  the  point,  rich  with  doctrine  mingled 
■with  impre^ive  exhortation,  experimentally  and 
feelingly  delivered  is  sure  to  attract  the  audience, 
and  is  likely  under  God's  blessing,  to  result  in 
conversions.     A  few  solemn   circumstances   rela- 


ted in  its  proper  pHcc  in  a  discourse  is  not  ob- 
jectionable, but  let  the  gospel  of  Christ  be  the  ru- 
ling principle,  and  never  prolong  your  meeting 
until  people  get  tired  and  seem  to  signify  by  dis- 
content it  is  a  little  too  long. 

Let  us  also  be  careful  when  meeting  is  kept  up 
long;  enouo-h,  to  be  brief  in  our  concludin";  ex- 
hortatione  before  thanksgiving,  and  not  fall  into 
the  habit  of  preaching  another  sermon  of  ten  or 
twenty  minutes  after  plenty  has  been  said , 
lest  we  will  keep  our  meeting  a  little  too  long. 

Above  ail  things  my  loving  brethren  and  sis- 
ters, let  us  be  diligent  in  every  good  work,  zeal- 
ous in  the  cause  of  Christ,  for  tte  time  is  short. 
Our  labors  are  many  to  promote  Christ's  King- 
dom, hence  activity  should  be  our  motto,  and 
what  we  can  do  to-day  let  us  not  defer  until  to- 
morrow, for  the  Master  of  the  house  will  come 
and  demand  his  reckoning  from  us,  and  as  we 
know  not  the  time,  let  us  be  ready,  lest  in  an  hour 
we  think  not  he  will  appear,  and  to  our  conster- 
nation, we  must  exclaim,  we  have  waited  a  little 
too  long. 

And  now  in  conclusion  I  say,  dear  reader.^, 
what  I  have  written,  I  have  M'rittcn  for  the  good 
ofZion,  the  benefit  of  the  church,  and  for  all  (to 
profit  tiiereby  that  order  harmony  and  union  may 
be  promoted  to  the  strengthening  of  the  Church  of 
God.  And  lest  I  may  over  .step  the  bounds  of 
the  leading  phrase  of  this  article,  and  tlie  patience 
of  the  readers  wearied,  I  sliall  conclude  or  else 
they  may  think  it  a  little  too  long.

"No  man  hath  ascended  up  to  heaven,  but  he  that  came 
down  from  heaven,  even  the  Son  of  man  which  is  in  heav- 
en."—John  3:  13. 

Dear  Pilgrim  :  — Having  returned  home  from 
meeting  where  I  was  permitted  to  hear  the  glad 
tidings  of  man's  salvation  proclaimed  by  J.  Snow- 
b^rger  and  J.  Wineland  of  Clover  Creek.  I  will 
in  the  first  place,  notice  the  above  character  allu- 
ded to  in  the  text;  the  author  of  the  suoject,  and 
the  character  he  was  addressing.  "And  God  said 
let  us  make  man  in  our  own  image,  after  our  own 
likeness."  I  believe  that  God  himself  was,  in  the 
creation,  addressing  the  same  one  alluded  to  in 
die  text. 

We  presume  that  the  christian  world  would 
readily  admit  that  man  was  created  upon  the  earth 
"  The  Lord  God  formed  man  of  the  dust  of  the 
ground."  Now  the  reader  will  readily  perceive 
tliat  the  subject  of  our  text  is — Jesus,  "Who  is 
the  image  of  the  invisible    Goil,  the  first    born  of 


every  creature,  for  by  him  are  all  things  created 
that  are  in  heaven,  and  in  earth,  visible  and  in- 
visible."— Col.  1:  15-i6.  By  him  were  all  things 
created,  is  he  was  present  when  all  things  were, 
created,  and  knew  the  danger  that  man  was  sub  - 
ject  to.  He  knew  that  there  was  an  enemy  to  God 
and  man,  and  that  he  was  a  free  agent,  and  that 
he  was  created  very  good  and  might  be  overcome 
by  the  enemy,  and  be  brought  into  bondage.

So  that  Peter  has  well  said,  "  For  asmuch  as  ye  know

the  tradition  from  your  fathers  ;  but  with  the  precious 
blood  of  Christ,  as  a  lamb  without  blemish  and  without 
spot :  Who  verily  was  foreordained  before  the  foundation

Birmingham,  Englandjwaa  lionored  -with  a  snow  storm 
of  several  liours  duration,  on  tho  morning  of  the  lOtli  of 
June.  It  was  in  the  anniversary  of  the  great  frost  in  the 
United  States  in  1859, 

The  debt  of  the  city  of  New  yorlc  has  increased  in  the 
twenty-eight  months  |o2,  618,566.  18.  That  of  the  city  of 
PWladelphia  in  the  last  forty-eight  months  fl6,000,000. 

The  harvest  prospects  of  France  and  Prussia  are  dis- 
couraging. Much  of  the  seed  has  perished.  In  the  more 
Eastern    portions  of  Europe,  however,  the  crops  promise 

an  abundant  yield. 
LoNDOK,  June  12, — Late  advices  from  Teherah  say  the 

famine  in  one  district  of  Persia  has  reached  such  a  state 
that  the  starving  people  have  killed  and  eaten  fifty  chil- 
dren. 

In  Kansas  the  coming  crops  of  wheat,  rye,  oats  and  clo- 
ver are  equal  to  any  former  crops.  Corn  is  in  fine  con- 
dition. Peaches  promise  well.  Cherries  and  plums  will 
yield  about  half  a  crop.  Strawberries  a  re  in  great  abun- 
dance. 

The  canker  worms  have  iiivaded  New  England.     The 

Boston  Journal  states  that  several  undoubted  specimens 
have  been  captured  hard  at  work  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston, 
■while  the  paper  s  from  Taunton,  North  Bridgewater,  Paw- 
tucket  and  numerous  other  localities,  are  filled  with  the 
complaints  of  their  ravages.  Trees  stripped  of  their  foli- 
age, and  looking  for  all  the  world  as  if  scorched  by  fire, 
all  the  much  to  be  regretted  story  of  no  fruit  or  shade. 

LocTJBTB  have  been  eaten  from  remote  antiquity — the 
Arabs  mix  them  with  dough,  and  make  excelleiit  cakes  of 
them.  The  Hottentots  grow  fat  upon  them,  and  prepare 
from  their  eggs,  a  brown  or  coffee  colored  soup.  In  the 
Mahratta  country  they  are  salted,  and  in  Barbary  they  are 
preferred  by  the  Moors  to  pigions.  The  latter  usually  boil 
them  in  water  half  an  hour,  throwing  away  the  head  and 
wings  and  legs  ;  sprinkling  them  with  salt  and  pepper, 
»nd  frying  them,  adding  a  little  vinegar. 

MURDBRBD  JK  Chu.roh.— A  private  letter  gives  the  following  addi- 
tional facts  concerning  the  murder  ol  a  Baptist  minister  in  an  Ar- 
kansas pulpit.  The  affair  occurred  in  Scot  county  i  He  was  mur- 
dered in  the  church,  a  few  weeks  since  by  &  notorious  scamp.  The 
name  of  the  minister  was  Deschamps,  and  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  a 
man  esteemed  and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him.  About  two  years 
ago  Deschamps  hold  a  protracted  meeting,  at  which  several  joined 
the  church.  At  the  water's  edge,  on  the  day  set  aside  for  baptism, 
Decohamps  ealled  on  the  brethren  to  sing  and  as  they  appeared 
backward  and  tardy,  the  invitation  was  extended  to  the  congrega- 
tion, and  the  man,  subsequently  Deschamp's  murderer,  with  one  oi' 
two  of  his  associates  near  by,  commenced  singing  comic  or  vulgar 
songs.  "  The  old  gray  horse,"  eot.  They  were  reported  to  grand  ju- 
ry, and  it  coat  them  S2-5.  On  the  day  of  the  murder  the  young  man 
walked  into  the  church,  and,  in  the  presence  of  two  gentleman  and 
several  ladles,  killed  Deschamps,  drove  the  men  and  women  out  of 
the  house,  then  went  back  and  sttot  two  more  balls  through  his 
<  Deschamps'  body  and  one  through  his  head.  The  yoang  man  made 
his  escape  and  Is  still  at  large.  Deschamps  was  among  the  first  in 
rank  with  the  Baptist  preachers  in  Arkansas.

THE  wonderful  ice  cave  in  Deconih  ^Vinncsheik  coun- 
y,  Iowa,  is  a  vertical  fissure  in  t)ie  faco    of   the  cliff  o 


Trenton  limestone  that  forms  a  part  of  the  bank  of  the 

Upper  Iowa  river.  It  is  about  100  feet  deep  in  all  itg . 
windings,  is  from  two  to  eight  feet  in  width,  and  varle* 
still  more  in  height.  In  the  winter  the  cave  is  free  frop 
ice,  but  on  the  approach  of  hot  weather  the  ice  begins  to 
accumulate,  and  solid,  hard  and  dry  cakes  encrust  the 
sides  and  bottom  of  the  cave.  When  the  weather  it  hot- 
test the  cave  is  most  abundantl  y  stored  with  ice.

The  soda  Jake  recently  located  at  Indepen- 
dence rock,  is  one  mile  and  a  half  in  circum- 
ference, and  it  is  estimated  thai  at  least  60,000 
tons  of  soda  can  be  gathered  from  it  annually 
at  a  cost  of  two  dollars  per  ton  or  less,  the 
freight  on  the  railroad  being  estimated  at  12 
dollars  per  ten,.  The  lake  is  rejilenished  from 
springs  v/hicli  seem  io-  rise  from  the  bed-rock, 
wlvlch  is  composed  of  a  kind  of  granite  contain- 
ing soda  felspar.  Th*  location  was.  made  for 
a  surface  deposit,  and  for  alum,  soda,  bora.x  and 
all  other  alkajin.e  substances.  The  lake  is  six- 
ty-five^ miles  distant  from  liawlings,.  on  the 
Union  Pacific  railroad.  There  eje  doubtless 
in  our  State  many  deposits  of  soda  equally  as 
good  as  that  mentioned-  above,  and  some  of 
them,  perhaps  near  the  railroad.  Our  prospec- 
tors will  do  well  to  keep  an  eye  o]:)en  during 
their  travels  through  the  country  for  soda,  al- 
um, borax,  saU,.  sulphur,  etc,  as  deposits  of  all 
these  minerals  are  likely  to  become  very  valu- 
able at  no  distant  day,  now  that  the  groat  rail- 
road is  completed.

But  if  not  sent  tmd  qua!-, 
ified  by  God,  the  message  am.o.unts,  to  n&.  more  than 
did  that  of  Ahima,az,  wh&  ttpon  the  death  of  Ab- 
salom, offered  himself  to  Joab,  as  a  volunteer  to 
bear  the  tidings  to  David  the  king.  He  said,  "  let 
me  now  run  and  boar  the  king  tidings."  But  Jo- 
ab said,.  "  Thp,u  shalt  not  bear  tidings  th^s,  day\'-' 
but  said  to  Ciishi,  "  go  tell  tlie  king  what  thou 
hast  seen ."  But  vV.him,a£iz  in sisted  again,  sf^  •:;igain, 
"  But,  howsoever,  let  me  I  pray  thee,  also  run 
afte&  Cujshi."     Jo3,b  finally  said  "  run." 

Here  are  two  messengers  to  bear  the  same  tid- 
ings to  the  sa,ii;e  p,ei'Son,  The  one  authorised,  and 
sent  by  his  superior ;  the  other  self-constituted, 
a,nd  without  credentials.  See  the  result.,  The  two 
running,  but  the.  unaccredited  volunteer  out-nms 
the  legally  accredited  messenger,  and  comes  first 
V-,ntp  the  king,  and  with  much  formality  and  aj3- 
parent  reverence.  He  calk  "  All  is  ivell."  And 
he  fell  down  to  the  earth,  upon  his  face  before  the 
king.  But  when  tlxe  l5,ing  asked.  "Is  the  young 
man  A^bsalpm  safe,"  he  eould  only  say ;  '"'  When 
Joab  sent  tha  king's  servant  and  me  thy  servant, 
I  heard  a  great  tumult,  but  I  know  not  what  it 
fvas."  What  did  all  his  importunity  and  fast  run- 
ning amount  to.  "  And  the  king  said  imto  him  ; 
"  Turn  aside  and  stand  here.  KwA  he  turned  about 
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and  stood  still."  He  had  bettor  stood  still  in  the 
camp,  and  thereby  saved  his  breath  in  his  fast  run- 
ning. Now  Cushi  the  sent  messenger  comes  inj 
and  as  an  accredited  messenger  will  do,  calmly 
and  deliberately  delivered  his  message  to  the  king. 
II  Sam.  18. 

I  take  this  as  an  illustration  of  our  maii-educa- 
ted,  and  self-constituted  ministry  of  the  Gospel. 
Men  by  education  may  be  qualified  for  any  of  the 
learned  professions ;  and  if  there  should  be  one 
'of  the  very  few  of  the  wise  aud  great,  whom  God 
niight  call  to  the  ministryj  he  inight  still  preach 
if  he  did  a,",  Paul  did,  "  not  with  excellency  of 
Speech  or  of  wisdom."  But,  choose  the  ministry 
simply  because  he  is  learned  and  can  talk,  or 
the  church  to  select  such  an  one  for  no  other  rea- 
son, is  ignoring  God  in  the  work.  And  Paul  may 
Avell  ask,  "  how  can  tliey  preach  except  they  be 
Sent."  Jesus  says,  "  For  he  whom  God  has  sent 
speaketh  the  words  of  God  :  for  God  givetli  not 
the  Spirit  by  measure  unto  him."  John  3:  34. 
All  whoni  God  sends  s'ill  be  qualiiled  to  preach 
the  truih  wilhout  the  aid  of  worldly  wisdom.  Hav- 
ing tha  Spirit  of  God  without  measure  given  him; 
he  can  and  will  stand  b'^fcre  kiugs  aud  potentates 
in  defence  of  the  Gospel.  Though  in  the  opinion 
tof  our  very  fast  generation,  he  may  run  too  slow; 
&nd  it  is  not  at  all  strange,  if  they  make  for  them- 
selves ministers  of  fastc?  locom()tion.  But  fast  as 
they  may  run :  flowery  as  theit  harrangues  may 
be ;  and  zealous  as  they  may  seem,  if  the  essence, 
the  aiyprobdtion  of  God  is  not  in  it,  like  Ahimaas, 
they  only  knew  there  was  a  great  tumult  in  the 
camp,  and  be  told  by  (he  king  to  Stand  aside,  I 
hever  knew  yoii. 

The  theory  that  a  clasical  education  is  necessary 
to  meet  and  combat  the  infidel  on  his  own  ground, 
and  fight  him  v/ilh  his  own  weapons,  in  his  attacks 
on  Christianity,  is  d  manifest  distrust  in  the  power 
t)f  God  in  the  Gospel,  to  briug  to  nought  the  craf- 
tiness of  the  worldly  wise.  To  fight  the  devil  on 
his  own  ground,  with  his  own  sword,  is  a  feat  I 
will  not  ingage  in.  On  Emanuel's  ground,  and 
with  Emanuel's  weapons,  I  will  measure  swords 
\\-it\\  the  devil,  and  feel  eager  for  the  fray.  To 
meet  the  devil  on  hi"!  own  chosen  grouud  ;  and 
engage  him  with  his  dwn  weapons^  I  am  liot  sure 
of  success,  because  hero  Isis  sword  is  as  lougj  strong, 
aud  sharp  as  mine,  and  success  depends  alone  on 
the   skill  of  the  combaUants.     But  when   I  meet 


in  God's  armor,  I  use  a  double  edged  sword,  which 
is  ec[ual  to  two  to  one  in  the  conflict ;  and  this  too 
being  the  sword  of  the  Spirit,  aud  if  I  know  not 
how  to  lise  it  as  I  ought,  the  Spirit  helpeth  my  in- 
firmities with  groanings  which  cannot  be  uttered, 
In  this  encounter,  with  the  armor,  a  small  pebble 
will.slay  the  giant. 

We  hear  a  great  deal  said  about  the  attacks  of 
infidelity  on  Christianity,  and  that  we  must  have 
an  educated  ministry  to'  meet,  and  confute  them, 
&c.  I  ask,  are  not  riiniy-  nine  one-hundredth  of 
our  infidels,  meii  of  learning?  Will  any  dare  to 
deny  this?  If  then  education  is  an  antidote  fc: 
infidelity,  why  are  learned  men  infidels  ?  I  pause 
for  an  answer.  But,  does  infidelity  attack  Chris- 
tianity more  now  than  formerly  ?  If  so,  why  ? 
Are  there  not  more  institutions  of  education  no-sV 
in  the  world  than  at  any  former  time  ?  Will  any 
one  attempt  to  deny  tlii's  fact  ?  Have  not  infidels 
always  attacked  the  truth  ?  And  have  not  tlio 
brethren  always  met  them,  and  successfully  vas'.A- 
tained  the  truth.  Like  begets  like,  is  an  esta';  • 
lished  truth,  that  none  will  deny.  How  delusive 
then  the  iden  that  clasical  eduintion  shall  be  used 
as  a  weapon  to  combat  the  effects  of  it.  This  is 
like  giving  whisky  to  a  drunken  man  to  make  hiii 
sober. 

All  the  arguments  that  can  be  used  to  combat 
infidelity,  are  found  in  the  sacred  volume.  And 
he  who  can,  and  will  read  it,  and  store  his  mind 
with  it,  tlnd  having  the  Spirit  of  God  in  him,  and 
though  he  be  ignorant  in  literature;  he  will,  and 
can  defend  the  truth,  against  all  the  attacks  of  infi- 
delity. The  attacks  of  infidelity  on  such  an  armor 
will  belike  firing  pop-guns  at  the  rock  of  Gibral- 
ter.  Infidels  have  fired  their  pop-guns  long  ago, 
but  what  has  become  of  it?  With  their  Voltair, 
lioxley,  Darwin  and  the  iiY^dlc  host  of  them,  God 
has  touched  the  wretches,  and  they  have  rotted, 
long  years  dgo,  yet  God  lives,  and  the  Gospel  lives, 
and  with  God's  iiabes  it  will  continue  to  live  aud 
prosper  unto  the  end. 

The  Gospel  is  the  poxver  of  God  unto  salvatiou. 
The  only  part  man  has  to  perform  in  it,  is  to  pub- 
lish it ;  and  all  who  hear  it  by  faith,  receive  and 
obey  it.  Like  leaven,  by  the  di\jinc  power  in  it, 
will  work  until  the  whole  soul  is  leavened;  infi- 
delity with  all  sins  worked  out  of  it,  and  at  last, 
be  saved  by  grace.  To  convince  the  world  that 
the  power  to  save  is  alone  in  God,  He  committed 
the  promulgatiou  of  the  Gospel — and  by  itspubli 
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cation  crushing  iufidelity  out  of  the  world — in 
charge  of  illiterate  and  unlearned  men.  Then  let 
us  study  our  Bibles  well ;  storing  the  mind  well 
with  its  precious  truths,  and  be  ever  ready  to  deal 
them  out  in  simplicity  and  purity,  and  the  infidel 
will  have  God  to  deal  with.  If  we  meet  him  on 
any  other  ground,  we  have  the  opinion  of  men  to 
deal  with,  and  here  authors  differ,  and  the  one 
with  the  gllbest  tongue  will  beat. 

The  early  Christians  drew  from  the  Bible,  tiie 
weapons  with  which  they  combatted  the  enemies 
of  Christians,  and  its  .prcsei-vation  to  ns  is  the  best 
evidence  wc  can  offer  in  proof  of  its  authenticity. 
Let  us  use  it  in  its  primitive  simplicity.  Professor 
lloxley,  the  head  and  heart  of  iufidelity  in  Eng- 
land, said  he  was  unwilling  to  give  up  the  nse  of 
the  Bible  as  a  text-book  in  the  publie  scliools.  If 
tlie  very  leader  of  the  right  wing  of  satan's  army 
is  made  to  ack^iowledge  the  power  and  importance 
of  the  Bible,  is  it  strange  that  I  should  earnestly 
contead  for  its  sole  use  in  defense  of  Christianity.

SIMbU  THE  SOECEEEE. 


The  8th  diapter  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles, 
frives  us  the  history  of  several  notable  characters, 
among  whom  is  that  of  "  Simon  the  Sorcerer." 

His  original  character  is  not  held  forth  by  any 
means,  as  worthy  of  our  imitaton,  yet  wc  are  to 
learn  wisdom  from  the  circumstance,  or  it  would 
not  have  been  given.     It  is   Scripture,  hence  it  is 

designed  to  be  profitable. 

It  is  said  of  him,  that  he  "  used  sorcery  and  be- 
witched the  people  of  Samaria,  giving  out  that 
himself  was  some  great  one.  To  whom  they  all 
gave  heed,  from,  the  least  to  the  greatest,  saying^ 
this  man  is  the  great  power  of  God." 

Hence  he  was  a  great  man  in  his  Way,  lisitig  a 
mighty  influence  for  evil,  which  influence  was 
checked  by  God  through  the  iustrunientatify  of 
Philip,  one  of  the  seven  deacons  whoapiieared,  but^ 
to  have  been  elected  to  serve  tables.  But  behold 
liiri  cfQciency,  even  under  adverse  circumstances 
having  been  dispersed  by  the  persecutions  of  Sau} 
of  Tarsus,  and  other  enen>ie3  of  Christ. 

We  find  Philip  in  the  city  of  Tarsus  preaching 
to  them,  whose  preaching,  and  the  ])erforming  ol 
mircles  by  aim,  s-x.n  'jliangt'd  the  uarrunts  of  event* 


and  we  perceive  that  Simon's  influence  began  to 
wane — "  as  the  people  with  one  acconl,  gave  heed 
to  the  things  which  Philip  spake,  and  seeing  the 
miracles  which  he  did," 

The  consequence  of  this  mighty  change  of  sen- 
timents in  the  people  of  Samaria  was,  that  they 
were  Baptized,  both  men  and  ii'omen,  '&n  indica- 
tion of  who  ar6  pi'Oj^ef  stibjects  for  baptism.  An- 
other consequence  of  tliis  change  of  sentiment  \VB9 
that  Simon  also  "  believed  a'iid  ?trjs  bapiized".  And 
it  issaidofhiui  that  he  c&ntinued  with  Philip 
and  wondered,  beholding  the  miracles  and  signs- 
which  were  done,  leaving  us  to  believe  that  he  for 
the  time,  forgot  his  impostures,  to  admire  the  tntr- 
acles  n\id  signs  by  Philip.  Yoti  may  theb  ask-, 
whence  comes  the  impression  that  this  man  Simoti 
loas  not  only  a  bad  man,  but  always  continued  so. 
I  answer,  that  idea  has  been  derived  from  a  mis 
quotation  of  the  23rd.  verae  of  the  8th.  chap,  of 
the  Acts  of.  the  Apostles. 

"Eo"  1  perceive  that  thou  aft  (still,  or  /et)  in  th'e 
gall  of  bitterness-,  and  in  the  bond  of  iniquity." 

Simon's  lij'pocricy  can  be  clearly  made  out  i^ 
we  are  permitted  to  use  the  word  still>  or  yet 
in  the  verse  obove  named,  but  it  is  nbt  there,  and 
hence  should  not  be  used,  and  then  the  charge  falls 
to  the  ground. 

I  have  been  led  to  write  the  above  from  the 
fact  of  having  seen  quite  recently,  in  a  Journal^ 
not  one  of  ours,  the  question  discussed,  "Is  Bap- 
tism essential  to  salvation,"  when  one  of  the  dispu- 
tants introduced  the  case  of  Simon,  and  imaginad 
that  he  had  discomfited  his  antagonist  by  sucli  in- 
troduction, and  it  is  done  in  the  usual  Avay  of  mis  - 
quoting  the  verse  relating  thereto. 

I  also  discovered  in  one  of  ottr  cv^n  jjapcrs,  that 
a  writer  alluded  to  this  subject  of  the  delinquincy 
of  Siniouj  who  ajipears  to  be  Undfer  the  samfe  itu- 
prcssion,  that  Simon  was  at  no  time  j'ight  in  the 
sight  of  God.  i  must  still  dissent  from  such  & 
view  of  the  subject.

In  the  lips  of  Jesus,  how- 
fever,  this  word  is  a  new  and  living  one,  carrying 
with  it  a  mightier  ;md  richer  import  than  it  ever 
possessed  before.  It  has  received  the  most  ample 
a'nd  £i*4-cessful  confii-matJxjH  ic  the  last  hour  of  tens 
'6£  thousands  of  His  devout  followers.  Th'ey  laid . 
themselves  down  to  die,  not  as  those  who  dread 
the  night  because  of  the  remembrance  of  hours 
"Svhen,  like  Job,  they  were  '''■  scared  with  dreams  " 
•aiid  ^^  terrified  through  visions,''  biit  like  tired  la- 
borers, to  whom  night  is  indeed  a  g<iasoii  ofpeace- 
fcl  refreshment. 

■And  how  imperceptibly  they  sank  into  their 
last  slumber  !  Their  transition  was  so  mild  and 
gradual,  that  it  was  impossible  for  those  who  stood 
round  their  dying  pillow  to  say  exactly  when  it: 
took  place.  There  was  no  strugglcj  no  convulsions. 
The  angel  of  death  spread  his  wide,  white  wings,

Vvondroiis  awaking  !  what  eternal  Consequences 
bang  on  thee  ! — The  'Christian.

Humility  and  lowliness  of  mind  are  opposed  to 
the  carnally  minded — too'unpleasaut  and  painful 
for  them  to  submit  to  and  yet  they  wish  to  be  sav- 
ed.

No  wonder  then  if,  in  cur  day,  there  are 
such  as  flee  from  pursuing  the  narrow  way,  which 
leadeth  to  life,  trying  to  find  one  more  congenial  to 
nature.  But  all  our  trying  to  keep  up  an  outwnrd

The  second  coming  of  Christ,  where  to,  where 

from,  and  what  for.     This  opens  the  way  into  an 
imracnce  field    of  thought, 

JVficrc  to.  To  the  earth.  Christ  coming  the 
second  time  to  the  earth  ?  yes  this  presupposes  that 
he  has  been  here  once,  else  it  could  not  be  his  sec- 
ond coming.  We  have  on  this  thought  much  in- 
formation concerning  the  second  coming.     If  we 


understand  the  nature  of  the  firet  coming  we  may 
fairly  forni  an  opinion  of  the  second.  For  in- 
stance, so  far  as  the  reality  of  the  coming  is  con- 
cerned they  will  be  exactly  alike,  hence  they  are 
of  the  same  order,  otherwise  they  could  not  be 
first  and  second.  Then  if  the  first  coming  M'as 
literal  the  second  will  be  also.  If  Christ  came  in 
person  into  ths  world  as  its  Hedeemer,  so  sure 
will  he  come  in  person  as  its  King.  I  know  some 
spiritualize  tliis  thing,  and  while  they  admit  that 
Christ's  first  coming  was  literal  and  personal  they 
claim  that  the  second  is  spiritual.  His  work  as 
Redeemer,  was  literal,  but  his  work  as  King  will 
be  spiritual.  I  have  never  noticed  anything  of 
the  kind. 

Justice  to  this  text  demands  an  interpretation 
entirely  spu-itual  or  entirely  literal.  Historical 
facts  provS  the  utter  impossibility  of  the  former 
aud  afford  strong  testimony  in  favor  of  the  latter. 
Jesus  came  literally.  He  was  named  in  accordance 
with  the  angelic  benediction.  He  was  looked  up- 
on by  many,  as  the  Son  of  God,  but  heire  it  stops. 
The  rest  of  this  prophesy  is  to  be  fulfilled  in  the 
future.  At  the  second  coming  of  Jesus,  be  will 
complete  the  work.  We  cau  only  judge  of  the  fu- 
ture by  the  past.  In  this  matter  he  has  commen- 
ced the  work  literally,  and  I  rejoice  to  know  that 
he  will  complete  it  on  the  same  principle — thafc 
he  will  come  in  like  manner  as  he  went.

11, 

Where  will  he  come  from.  ?  From  heaven.  ^  The 
Lord  himself  shall  descend  from  heaven." — 1st 
Thess.  4: 1(5.  Where  this  heaven  is  I  cannot  tell, 
I  think  it  is  the  same  place  the  Savior  refers  to  iu 
John  l4:12.  We  think  reference  is  also  had  to 
the  same  thing  in  Eev.  51:2.  Jesus  speaks  of 
going  away  and  jrreparing  a  place  for  his  people,- 
aud  the  ReTelator  saw  a  Holy  City  coming  dowd 
from  God  out  of  heaven  as  a  bride  prepared  for  her 
husband,-  The  import  of  his  nfst  mission  to  oiiii' 
earth,-  was  to  seek  and  cafe  that  which  was  lost. 
He  came  as  the  Redeemer  of  men.  The  object  of 
his  second  coming  may  be  stated  in  these  few 
words;  to  consummate  the  great  plan  oflnimau 
rcdemptiou  :  to  finish  the  work,  which  ou  his  first 
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hiission,  lie  simply  inangiiratctl.     This    will    cm-! 
brace  among  otberS;  the  following  items. 

First,  tlie  setting  ilp  of  his  Kingdom,  ami  the 
Occupation  cf  liis  long  promised  throne.  This  w^e 
have  already  referred  to. 

iSccond,  to  judge  the  world  in  righteousness. 
The  jiidgment  is  one  of  the  great  and  stupendous 
events  winch  immediately  follow  the  coming  of 
Christ.  Matt,  25  :  31 :  32.  is  very  plain  on  this 
point.  He  describes  the  judgment  scene  as  close- 
ly connected  with  the  appearing  of  the  Son  of 
man.  (Acts  17  :  31)  He  is  coming  to  reward  his 
people.  Some  people  claim  that  christians  ai'c  re- 
warded at  death,  that  as  soon  as  they  pass  under 
the  power  of  the  hist  enemy,(2nd  Cor.  15:26.)  they 
receive  the  reward  of  their  deeds  done  in  the 
flesh.  Xo  such  doctrine  is  taught  in  the  Bible. 
Jesus  says  ;  "  Thou  shall  be  recompensed — rewra'- 
dcd  at  the  resurrection  of  the  just." — Luke  14: 14 
which  is  cotemporaneous  with  his  second  coming. 
Rev.  11  18  bears  witness  to  the  sanie  fact.  The 
giving  of  rewards  to  his  servants,  is  when  they 
are  judged.  In  Rev.  22: 12.  Jesus  makes  this  an- 
nouncement :  "  Eehold  I  come  <|nickly,  and  my 
reward  is  willi  me,  to  give  every  man  as  his  work 
shall  be."  Yv'hat  could  be  more  definite,  and  these 
are  not  the  only  texts;  the  Bible  is  full  of  this 
doctrine.  God's  people  will  be  rewarded  at  the 
last  day.  The  second  coming  of  Jesus  is  nigh, 
even  at  the  doors. — Matt.  12  :  o9.  Tlie  signs  and 
great  wonders  g've  evidence  that  we  are  living  in 
the  last  days.  2nd  Peter  3 : 3.  The  heavens  above  us 
and  the  earth  beneath  ns,  are  full  of  tokens  of  the 
speedy  approach  of  heaven's  King-=-soon  will  the 
bridegroom  come  to  claim  his  bride.  "Will  he  find 
her  ready?  t)ear  reader  are  you  ready  to  meet  your 
Lord  in  peace?  "  Surely  I  come  rpiickly." — -Rev.

*ber  than  the  house  would  accommodate. 

At  this  place  the  attendance  was  always  quite 
good,  and  ou  this  occasion  thxi  hewS  g6t  Abroad 
that  baptism  was  to  be  administered  by  trine  im- 
mersion, something  thit  the  good  people  of  the 
i')ld.ce  had  nevet  witnessed,  and  on  this  account 
Ihey  continued  to  flock  in  until  the  fnends  sug- 
gested the  idea  of  moving  to  more  comfortable 
quarters.

Dear  hrothcr  in  the  Lord:— It  is  with  yleiisttrfe 
(liat  I  scat  myself  to  let  you  know  that  we  are  cill 
well  at  the  present,  and  hope  when  these  few  lines 
come  to  hand  they  may  find  you  enjoying  the 
same  blessing,  and  we  at  all  times  feel  tliankful 
to  God  for  tiie  same.  I  now  inform  you  that  we 
landed  safe,  and  also  found  brethren  whom  we 
were  happy  to  meet,  and  they  were  made  glad  to 
SCO  more  of  the  brethren  coming  into  this  county, 
and  would  like  to  see  still  more  coming; 

We  were  in  nif^eting  the  first  Sunday  We  were 
here,  and  enjoyed  ourselves  very  much  that  we 
could  go  to  meeting  so  unexpectedly.  We  also 
had  a  council  meeting  and  got  matters  fixed  up  a 
little, "So  that  things  are  now  in  pretty  good  shape: 

There  were  some  10  or  12  members  here,  when 
>'ve  came.     They  live  about  10  miles  from  us  ex- 
cepl  one  family,  who  live  only  about  2  miles  from 
US;  There  are  only  two  preachers  here,  and  no  dea- 
cons, but  would  need  them  very  mnch.     One  of 
the  speakers  is  an  Klder,  but  cannot  expect  to  do 
much  any  more,     lie  even  cannot  attend  meeting 
at  all  times,  and  when  therej  sometimes  cannot  do 
much.     He  has  been  consulnpted  for  some  time; 
The  other  olio  is  only  a  young  speaker,  but  is  will- 
ing to  do  what  he  can,  but  docs  not  like  to  go  out 
among  all  kinds  of  people.     If  he  had  some  more 
help,  I  think  he  would  make  a  useful  speaker, 
but  the  way  it  is  now,  the  work  is  going  on  very 
slowly.     The  church    is  not   fully  organized  yet 
and  the  field  is  still  getting  larger,  and  when  the 
harvest  field  is  large  and  the  grain  is  ripe,  and  no 
laborers  to  work  in  it,  there  will  be  a  great  waste 
before  it  is  gathered  into  the  barn,   and  so  it  may 
be  here,  if  we  don't  get  more  laborers  in  the  fields 
Some  of  the  brethren  on  the  other  side  of  the  riv- 
er say  that  if  we  had  an    able   speaker  here,  the 
church  would  soon  be  enlarged,   and    the   neigh- 
bors say  that  they  wish  that  more  of  the  brethren 
would  come    in  so   they    would  hold  meetings  in 
the   neighborhood.      We  would   have  plentj'  of 
places  to  hold   meeting   if  we  had  more  speakers, 
and  I  think  there  could  much  good  be  done  here. 
We  read  in  the  Scriptures   that  one  soul  is  worth 
more  than  all  the  world,  and  so  I  think  we  ought 


to  do  all  we  can  to  save  people  from  going  astrav, 
and  further,  Christ  said  to  the  ajDostlcs  "Go  ye 
therefore  and  teach  all  iiations  *'■="  I  think  we  can 
understand  by  thiSj  that  there  is  plenty  of  work 
to  do  of  this  kind.  Now  brother,  if  you  want  to 
come  West,  I  think  you  cannot  better  yourself  by 
going  anywhere  else.  As  for  getting  t  home  and 
hiakiug  a  living,  land  is  cheap  yet.  There  can 
still  so  lie  be  got  in  the  way  of  homesteads.  A 
man  that  has  not  been  a  soldier  can  have  a  hiime- 
steadj  80  acres,  and  all  the  money  it  costs  him  is 
about  18  dollars  until  he  gets  a  deed,  but  before 
he  gets  a  deed  he  must  live  on  it  five  years. 

A  healthier  climate  you  cannot  find  anywhere. 
The  crops  look  flourishing — harvest  commenced 
last  week.  I  think  we  all  can  do  well  herfe,  for 
tht!  Winters  are  short,  it  don't  take  much  feed  du- 
ring the  winter,  the  cattle  can  live  most  of  the 
time  on  the  praries. 

As  for  your  trade,  I  think  it  ivoiild  be  favor- 
able. We  have  nine  rniles  to  the  shop  where  wei 
get  our  woidv  doncj  so  I  think  we  would  need  one 
in  our  neighborhood^  most  of  the  work  is  light j 
such  as  sharpening,  breaking  ploVrs,  which  is  40 
cts.  a  plow,  and  that  lasls  about  two  months.  Tho 
man  who  does  my  Avork,  says  that  he  has  shar- 
pened as  high  as  40  plows  in  one  AVeek  besides 
his  other  work.  Now  bros  the  brethren  say  that 
if  you  come  out  here  they  will  do  all  fer  yoii  they 
can  to  help  you  get  a  start,  so  you  nee'S  not  be' 
afraid  to  come  on  account  of  getting  along.  I 
will  now  close  by  sending  our  love  to  all  the 
brethren.  May  the  blessing  of  God  rest  upon  us? 
all  is  my  prayer.  Remenlber  us  when  all  goes 
well  with  you,  your  brother  Abkaham  Beak.'

Editor  of  Pilgrim: — I  reached  home  from  the 
East,  Tuesday  20th, — all  well,  but  my  wife  waS 
in  care  of  the  doctof,  but  able  to  be  about.     Be- 
ing earnestly  solicited  by  several  letters  to  come 
to  Shepardsville,   I  by   the  council  of  (he  doctor' 
took  my  wife  along,  and   on  Monday  following 
left  hoine  and  reached  Shepardsville  next  day,  anct 
found  our  few  members  here  rejoicing  at  our  meet- 
ing  with  them.

THE  SHIPPING  OF  PEACHES. 


The  shipment  of  peachca  over  the  Delaware 
and  connecting  roads,  have  been  rapidly  increas- 
ing for  ihe  past  few  days,  so  that  the  ordinary  fa- 
cilities will  no  longr  meet  the  demand  for  t.ians.- 
portatiou,  ai\d  the  company  will  put  on  the  first 
of  its  rcgula,r  peach  ti'a.ins,  made  up  of  oars  espe- 
cially adapted  to  this  business,  and  run.  at  express 
s])ced  to-morpow. 

Yesterday-  the  regiilar-  trains  carried  twenty  qhy- 
loads  of  fruit,  principally  peaches,  to  New  York, 
and  fifteen  to  Phila.  These  shipmenis  are  un- 
prccedcntly  hu'ge — positively  immense  for  this 
early  in  the  season.  The  fruit  is  not  yet  however 
really  first  clas,s,  little,  if  any  of  it  being  entirely 
ripo.  Considering  the  inia'iense  quantities  of  it 
likely  to  be  on  hand  this  season,  howovcr,  there  is 
no  roi)m  to  woiuler  that  the  growers  get  all  they 
can  to  market  as  soon  as  possible. 


HAIL  STORM, 
Some  of  our  neighboring  counties  were  visited 
with  a  hail  storm  on  Suyday  of  unusual  severity, 
which  did  considerable  damage  in  the  area  over 
which  it  passed.  In  some  ports  of  SdisylkiU 
county  stonca  fell  nearly  an  inch  in  circumference-. 
At  Muney,  we  are  informed,  the  leaves  were  torn 
off  the  corn  stalks,  and  the  oats  beaten  to  the 
ground,  looking  as.  if  a  wijirlwind  had  pa.ssed  over 
the  surface  o-fthe  earth.

'•  The  "«'ages  of  sin  is  deatl^,  but  \\\e  gift  of  God  i*  eternal  ' 
life  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  Rom.  6  :  S8,. 

Sin  is  debt  against  God,  and  the  wage.s,  or  effects 
of  it,  is  death,  The  second  death  in  the  lake  which 
burns  with  fire  and  brimstone,  where  they  have  no 
rest  night  nor  day ;  but  the  smoke  of  their  tor- 
ments ascends  to  heayen  for  ever  fvnd  for  ever. 
Every  sinner  Nyillingly,  and  voluntarily  earns  this, 
by  long  and  painful  services.  What  piiics  do  sin" 
uers  take  to  get  ta  hell  I  E^arly  and  late  they  toil 
at  sin,  If  nier^  were  aa  earnest  to  save  their  souls, 
as  they  are  to  prepare  them  for  hell,  heaven  would 
be  highly  peopled;  and  devils  would  be  their  own 
CQmpanio,na.  AYill  not  the  sinner  take  this  to 
lieart  ? 

An  abode  in  the  lake  which  burns  with  fire  and 
brimstone  being  the  final  wages,  or  resultt  of  sin  ; 
so,  is  spiritual  dea,th,  or  the  deadening  of  conscience 
the  wages  of  sin.  Sin  is  deadening  in  its  effect ; 
and  the  soul  and  conscience  of  the  sinner  dies  in 
transgression.  Hence  the  first  principle  in  the  doc- 
trine of  Christ  is  "repentance  of  dead  works;" 
■which  is  repentance  from  sin.  Sin  is  the  trangres- 
sion  of  the  law;  a,nd  every  violation  of  the  law 
strides  the  soul  a,  deadening  blow,  and  if  often  re- 
peated the  soul  will  be  sa  de«id,^ued  ?ks  not  to  feel 
the  sting  of  sin.     To  illustrate. 

The  law  of  God  is,  that  man  should  remeraber 
his  Creator  in  the  days  of  his  youth .  And  the 
Savior  says  W  shall  seek  the  kingdom  of  God  and 
its  righteousness  fiirst.  From  which  \Ye  leftrn  tha,t 
the  first  duty  of  man  is,  on  arriviug  at  the  age  of 
understanding  and  diaceTOment,  to  obey  the  law 
of  God,  and  to  serve  Him  religiously.  It  follawa 
that  to  engage  in  any  other  worldly  business  fltrstj 
is  a  violation  of  this  law,  and  is  sin ;  and  the 
logger  this  violation  is  continued,  and  persevered 
in,  (he  harder  and  more  dead  will  he  become.  His 
first  excuse  for  not  serving  God  may  be  arpe  obsta- 
cle in  the  way ;  the  second  may  be  fiiv  ;  and  the 
third  I  cannot  come  at  all.  All  this  is  the  wages 
of  sin  earned  by  daily  disobedieno  to  the  laws  of 
God.  Again  the  Scriptures  teach  that  to-day  if 
yon  hear  His  voice,  harden  not  your  hearts.  How 


many  persons  have  we  known,  who  being  und^r 
the  calls,  of  God's  grace  were  very  tender  of  heart, 
easily  moved  to  tears  by  prayers  and  sermons ;  yet 
those  very  persons,  by  disoeying  the  laws  of  God, 
have  become  so  hardened,  and  are  to-day  s©  dead- 
ened, that  no  argument  man  can  employ, 
can  arouse  them  from  their  sleep,  to  arise  from 
their  spiritual  death,  that  Christ  may  give  them 
life.  Even  so  it  is  with  the  neglect  of  an^  religious 
duty.  The  Scriptures  teach  the  duty  of  assembling 
ourselves  together  for  religious  encouragement  and 
comfort,  and  enjoins  it  upon  us  not  to  forsake  doing 
so.  To  transgress  this  command  is  sin,  and  the 
wages  of  sin  is  death.  If  a  person  absents  himself 
for  some  cause  from,  the  religious  assembly,  it  .so 
deadens  bim  that  he  can  readily  frame  an  excuse 
to  stay  away  nex;t  time,  and  continuing  this  trans^- 
gression  awhile,  he  will  become  so  dead  in  it,  that 
he  has  neither  feeling,  nor  desire  to  go  at  all.  "The 
wages  of  sin  is  death."  So  with  the  neglect  of  re^ 
ligious  family  duties..  If  family  prayer  for-  some 
triv'ial  cause  is  omitted  at  the  regular  time„  it  will 
be  no.  hard  matter  to  find  it  to  be  inconvenient  toi 
attend  to  it  next  time,  and  this  need  aot  be  long 
persisted  in,  till  the  conscience  is  so  deadened  that 
it  can  be  dispensed  with  altogether.  And  so  the 
wages  of  sin  is  deadening  until  it  be  completed  in 
the  lake  of  fire,  which  is  the  second,  or  final  death ; 
where  the  cries  of  the  condemned  dead  soul  will 
be  in  vain  :  when  the  only  answer  to  the  cries  for 
mercy  will  be  Itemembi  r  your  slighted  opportuni- 
ties, and  neglected  duties. 

"B.t;t  the  gift  of  God  is  eternal  life  through  Jesus 
Christ  Qur  Liord,"  A  man  may  merit  hell,  but  he 
cannot^  merit  heaven.  The  apostle  does  not  say, 
that  the  wa.ges  of  righteoi;snesa  is  eternal  life,  but 
that  eternal  life,  even  to  the  righteous,  is  the  gift 
of  God  ;  and  this  gift  comes  through  our  Lord  Je- 
sus Christ :  He  alone  has  prepared  it,  and  He  alone 
will  give  it  to  all  His  friends  who  find  redemption 
through  His  blood,  and  He  says,  "  Ye  are  my 
friends  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command  you."  The 
sinner  goes  to  hell  because  he  deserves  it  through 
transgressien  and  disobedience  to  God's  law.  A 
righteous  man  goes  to  heaven  because  Christ  though 
;  a  Son,  learned  obedience  by  the  things  which  he 
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suffered,  and  being  made  perfect,  he  became  the 
author  of  eternal  salvation  to  all  them  that  obey 
Him."  '  Christ  having  died  for  the  sins  of  men, 
bearing  them  in  His  body  on  the  tree ;  will  com- 
municate pardoning  grace  to  all  them  that  believe 
in  His  name)  and  repent  of  their  sins ;  and  obey 
llim  in  all  things  he  has  commanded.  Yet  it  is 
not  of  works  hut  of  grace.  A  man  is  a  sinner  be- 
cause he  transgresses,  and  disobeys  the  law  of  God 
for  which  he  has  his  daily  pay,  which  is  death. 
His  misery  is  the  result  of  his  sins.  So  is  a  man 
righteous  and  enjoys  spiritual  life  through  obey- 
ing the  word  through  the  spirit. 

The  word  of  God  being  quick  and  powerful ; 

and  Jivetli  and  abideth  forever;  all  who  believe 
and  obey  it  arc  made  alive  by  its  lifegiving  prin- 
ciple. The  life  of  the  believer  in  the  flesh,  exists 
by  fe,ith  in  the  Son  of  God.  His  soul,  his  con- 
science, his  mind,  all  are  living,  active  and  terder ; 
and  though  his  natural  life  may  be  a  life  of  sorrow 
and  grief,  his  spiritual  life  being  the  gift  of  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord^  it  will  be  secured 
to  him  in  allthe  physical  troubles  and  trials  he  may 
have  to  endure,  and  all  lost  when  his  Lord 
will  come  with  his  reward  with  him,  to  give  to 
every  man  according  as  his  works  shall  be.  Then 
his  body  shall  rest  in  the  grave  and  his  works  will 
follow  him  to  be  made  complete  iu  nobler  scenes 
above,  where  there  shall  be  no  night,  no  sorrow, 
no  pain,  no  disappointment,  no  curse,  and  no  more 
crying.  Death  will  be  swallowed  up  in  victory, 
■all  tears  will  be  wiped  away,  the  wicked  will  cease 
to  trouble,  and  the  weary  christian  will  be  forever 
at  rest.  Reader^  this  is  eternal  life,  which  is  the 
gift  of  Grod  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  If 
this  is  eternal  life,  is  it  not  strange  there  should  be 
found  a  man  living  in  sin.  Salvation  from  sin, 
and  eternal  life  is  freely  offered  to  all  through  the 
Gospel.  It  is  the  spirit  and  design  of  the  Gospel 
that  all  should  enjoy  its  blessings.     Will  not  the 

living  lay  it  to  heaft? 

And  brethren,  our  christian  name,  our  profes- 
sion of  faith  Christ  onr  repentance  toward  God  ; 
our  baptismal  covenant,  and  public  declaration  of 
faith  in  His  word,  and  faithfulness  to  its  teachings 
till  tk'jith,  all  r;dl  us  lu  this  ctcnial  life.     f'AW  we 


have  rouder  calls  than  these.  Our  self  interest  in 
the  happiness  of  a  holy  life,  and  the  glories  of  eter- 
nal blessedness,  should  stimulate  us  iu  a  life  of 
holiness  and  righteousness.  While  to  escape  the 
pain,  and  wretchedness  of  sin,  should  ever  remind 
us  of  "  How  shall  we  escape,  if  we  neglect  so  great 
salvation."

THE  MOUNT  OF  OLIVES. 

:o: 

Few  places  aroand  Jerusalem  are  more  inter- 
esting to  the   Christian   visitor   than  this   sacred 
mount.     We  made  our  first  visit  to  it  at  the  close 
of  a  Sabbath  afternoon.     The  day  had  been  bricrht 
and  beautiful,  and  the  sun  was  going  down  Oie 
Western  sky  as  we  marched  to  the  top  of  the  mount. 
How  much  there  is  to  stir  the  heart  in  the  prospect 
spread  before  one  in  standing  on  that  hallowed 
spot !     There,  beneath  our  feet,   lay  "  the  city  of 
the  great  King."    Around  that  city,  for  a  thous- 
and  years  before  the  birth  of  Christ,  all  the  prin- 
cipal events  woven  in  the  history  of  the  Bible  had 
clustered.     It  was  to  this  city  that  David  brought 
up  the  ark,  amidst  the  gladness  of  the  rejoicing 
people,  from  Kirjath- Jearim,  where  it  had  remain*^ 
ed  from  the  time  of  its  return  from   the  captivity 
of  the  Philistines.     It  was  to  this  place  that  he  so 
often  returned  in  triumph  from  his  victories  over 
the  enemies  of  Israel.     There  it  was  that  "Solo- 
mon in  all  his  glory"  swayed  his  peaceful  sceptre 
over  the  nation,  in  the  palmiest  days  of  its  history. 
There  it  was  that  Isaiah  delivered  the  impassioned 
strains  of  his  glorious  and  sublime  prophecies. 
There  it  was  that,  in  answer  to  the  earnest  prayers 
of  the  good  King  Hezekiah,  the  mighty  host  of 
Assyria  was  cut  off  by  one  fell  stroke  of  the  de- 
stroying angel's  sword.     And  there  it  was  that 
Jeremiah    uttered  his  pathetic  lameatatious   over 
the  desolations  of  Zion. 

One  who  had  stood  there,  as  we  did,  at  the  same 
hour  of  eventide,  thus  speaks  of  his  impressions  : 
"  Beautiful  as  this  view  is  in  the  morning,  it  is  fiir 
more  striking  when  the  sun,  aljout  to  sink  in  the 
West,  casts  a  rich  slanting  glow  along  the  level 
grassy  area  and  marble  platform  of  the  temple  en- 
closure, and  touches  with  gold,  the  dome  of  the 
Mosque  of  Omar,  and  the  light  arabesque  foun- 
tains with  which  the  area  is  covered ;  while  the 
eastern  walls  and  the  deep  valley  below  are  thrown 
jat.)  a  dark  and  solemn  shadow,  creeping,  as  the 
orb  of  day  sinks  lower,  further  towards  the  sum- 


mit oT  Olivet,  irradiated  Avith  one  parting  gleam 
of  roseate  light,  after  all  below  is  sunk  in  ob- 
scurity," 

As  yon  turn  to  the  South  you  see  the  country 
stretching  away  towards  Hebron,  so  intimately 
associated  with  the  memory  of  the  patriarciis  A- 
braham  Isaac  and  Jacob;  and  there  David  reigned 
for  seven  years  over  Judah  alone.  The  city  itself 
is  not  in  sight,  but  the  hills  around  it  can  be  dis- 
tinctly seen.  ^ 

The  view  towards  the  East  is  still  more  striking. 
Glimpses  of  the  clear  water  of  the  Dead  Sea  are 
distinctly  visible.  The  winding  course  of  tlie  Jor- 
dan may  be  traced  by  the  line  of  verdure  that 
marks  its  bed.  It  is  some  ten  or  twelve  miles  dis- 
tant from  the  summit  of  the  mount.    These  inter- 
vening miles  of  barren  hills  form  the  wilderness, 
in    which  Jesus  "was   led   by   the  Spirit,"    and 
through  whicli  he  wandered  during  the  forty  days 
when  he  was  tempted  by  the  devil.     Far  awav  be- 
yond Jordan  youseethe  dark  line  of  the   "moun- 
tains of  JVJoab."  It  wasfrom  along  these  mountains 
that  the  hosts  of  Israel  emerged  to  make   their 
marvellous  passage  of  the  Jordan;  and  it  was  in 
that  range  that  Pisgah  lay,— though  not  visible 
at  this  distance,— the     mountain    which    Moses 
climbed,  and  where  he  "  stood  and  viewetl  the 
landscape  o'er." 

It  is  interesting,  as  you  stand  upon  the  top  of 
Olivet,  to  remember  that  it  was  around  the  side 
of  this  mount  that  David,  with  his  little  band  of 
faithful  followers,  went  forth  weeping,  when  he 
fled  from  Jerusalem  on  hearing  of  the  rebellion  of 
his  unnatural  son  Absalom.  It  was  at  the  top  of 
the  mount  that  he  met  his  friend  Hushai,  and  sent 
him  back  io  counteract  the  counsels  of  Ahithophel ; 
and  here  he  had  his  last  view  of  the  rebellious 
city.  II  Sam.  15  :  32-^37.  It  wiis  a  little  way 
past  the  top  that  he  encountered  Ziba  and  the  asses 
ladcD  with  provisions.  And  it  was  as  he  descen- 
ded the  rough  road  oa  the  other  side,  that  "  Shimei 
went  along  on  the  other  side  of  the  mount  over 
against  him,  and  threw  stones  at  him,  and  cast  ■ 
dust." 

But,  after  all  it  is  its  intimate  connection  with 
so  many  scenes  in  the  history  of  our  Savior's  life 
that  gives  to  tlie  mount  of  Olives  its  principal 
charm,  and  makes  it  seem  so  sweetly  sacred.  It 
was  from  the  brow  of  this  mount  that  Jesus  "  be- 
held thti  city  and  wept  over  it,"   as  his  prophetic 
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eye  looked  dowa  through  tlie  vista  of  coming 
yeai-s,  and  saw  the  many  desolations  that  were 
were  eoniing  lipon  i^  (Liike  19;  41).  It  was 
here  he  sat  with  his  tlirce  chosci'.  disciples,  "[over 
against  the  temple,"  wlieii  he  poured  into  their  as- 
tonished ears  the  wondrous  words  of  tlie  prophecy 
which  told  them  of  the  overthrow  of  Jerusalem, 
and  of  the  sufteriugs,  the  persecutions,  and  final 
triumph  of  his  followers.  (Matt.  2i :).  It  was 
here  he  delivered  the  beautiful  parables  of  tlie 
''ten  virgins,"  and  the  "five  talents,"  as  we  read 
in  Xhe  26tk  chapter  of  Matthew.  It  was  on  the 
side  of  this  mount  that  the  garden  lay,  to  which 
"  he  oftimes  resorted  with  his  disciple?,"  (John 
28 :  2.)  and  in  which  the  amazing  scene  of  his 
"  agony  and  bloody  Bw6at"  was  enacted.  Here, 
during  the  closing  ^sccnes  of  his  life,  he  was  wont 
to  retire,  evening  by  evening,  to  seek  j-est  in  med- 
itation and  prayer,  when  weary  and  harassed  by 
the  labors  and  tfials  of  the  day.  When  the  cup  of 
God's  wrath  had  been  drunk,  and  death  and  the 
grave  were  conq acred,  it  was  to  the  top  of  Olivet 
that  he  once  more  led  his  disciples  forth,  and  while 
in  the  act  of  blessing  them  he  rose  majestically  from 
the  midst  of  them,  "a  cloud  received  him  out  of 
their  sight,"  and  he  ascended  to  take  his  Seat  at 
the  right  hand  of  tbe  throne  of  God. 

And  then,  there  is  one  event  in  the  future  that 
coffliaects  Olivet  with  Jestss  in  a  most  interesting 
Nvay.  When  th-e  propliet  Zachariah  is  describing 
the  coming  again  of  Jesus  to  our  world^  he  tells  us 
■distinctly  tliat  "his  feet  shall  stand  in  that  day  upon 
the  Mount  of  Olives." ,-Zach.  14 :  4.  Thus  this  spot 
is  connected  at  once  with  his  departure  and  his  re- 
tarn.  When  he  went  away  from  earth,  this  was 
the  last  place  on  which  his  feet  stood;  and  when 
he  comes  back  to  our  globe,  it  is  just  here  that  he 
will  alight.  These  are  some  thoughts  which  give 
ti  peculiar  sacredness  te  this  hallowed  spot  in  our 
visits  to  it,  or  our  recollections  of  it. 

"  Oft  as  Hic  duylight  hours  were  gone. 

When  fi'iends  forsook  and  foes  beset, 
The  Savior  of  the  world  alone 

Ketired  to  jiray  on  Olivet. 
"  And  still  by  faith  we  climb  its  steep, 

A  re3i)itc  from  earth's  cares  to  find, 
To  hush,  distracting  tlumghts  to  sleep. 

Amid  this  Sabbath  of  the  mind. 
•'  Oh  !  may  wo  cherish,  more  and  more. 

The  shelter  o(  this  calra  retreat. 
And  realize  tlie  Dliss  in  store, 

For  those  whb  love  the  Jfercy  Seat. 
"  When  ends  at  last  life's  little  day; 

Its  waning  sun  about  to  set. 
Our  souls  would  soar  to  heaven  aw.ay, 

'Jii  wings  uf  prayer  froih  Olivet." 


A  FEW   THOUGHf  S  ON  SINGING- 
^— :o: 

Why  is  it  that  some  of  our  brethren  are  so  op- 
posed to  singing-,  \V  hen  conducted  in  a  God-fear- 
ing manner  ? 

We  are  commanded  to  bring  up  our  children  in 
the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the  Lord,  and  it 
surely  would  be  mucli  better  to  have  them  taught 
to  sing,  than  to  allow  them  to  go  and  engage  in 
foolish  plays,  and  attend  the  ball  room,  and  such 
places  where  the  world  delights  to  meet. 

This  We  knoi^v  is  wrong,  and  we  as  parents, 
should  make  every  effort  to  keep  them  away  from 
such  places,  but  to  allow  them  to  go  and  learn  to 
sing  in  an  orderly  manner,  we  can  see  no  lia^m. 

How  pleasant  it  is  ^hen  we  go  to  the  house  of 
worship  and  sing  the  songs  of  Zion,  to  have  our 
children  engage  in  the  service  and  help  to  sing. 
It  makes  our  hearts  rejoice.  This  they  will  do, 
if  taught  to  sing  and  have  the  proper  encourage- 
ment. 

But  singing,  like  anything  ■else,  can  be  abused. 
When  we  meet  together  through  improper  motives 
to  see  and  be  seen  and  heard,  it  is,  most 
assuredly  wrong.  Let  us  be  careful  that  we  do 
not  work  against  our  own  interest,  and  the  wel- 
fare of  et^.r  childea,  E.  D,  Li. 


A  Hindoo  CoNVlSR-r  'catte  (o  America  be- 
cartse  it  was  a  Christian  country,  and  he  wanted 
to  see  th:e  beautiful  precepts  of  the  New  Testament 
in  practice;  a  pe6ple  all  knit  together  by  the  deep 
and  tender  simplicity  Of  Christ.  He  arrived  in 
one  of  our  great  cities-,  and  began  to  use  his  keea 
power  of  observation  upoii  lis;  and  saw,  at  length, 
that  nothing  can  be  further  removed  from  the  act- 
ual faotthan  the  supposition  that  the  real  religion 
of  the  New  Testament  is  either  believed  in,  or 
practically  illustrated^  in  America;  that  our  Chris- 
tianity is  not  life,  btit  theology;  notone  vital  fiiith 
but  one  seclarian  tiuarrel.  He  found  us  a  people 
ci'ying,  "Lord,  Lord,"  yet  doing  not  the  things 
which  He  said.  He  went  back  to  Calcutta  heap- 
iug  reproaches  upon  our  infidel  daring  to  act 
with  this  supreuie  indifference  to  the  divinest  and 
plainest  teachings  of  the  religion  we  profess.  He 
has  seen  us  as  we  seldom  care  to  sec  ourselves. 

Better  is  the  poor  that  walkcth  in  his  integ- 
rity, than  hcthatis  perverse  in  his  lips,  and  is  a  fooK 
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For  the  Pilgrim, 
PEIDE. 


"  God  resisteth  the  proud  and  giveth  grace  to  the  hum- 
ble." I    Peter,  5ch.  5ver. 

I  will  try,  by  the  help  of  the  Lord,  to  drop  a 

few  lines  for  the  Pilgrhn.  It  appears  that  the 
apostle  Peter  began  this  chapter  with  an  exhorta- 
tion to  the  Elders  and  teachers,  as  to  the  manner 
in  which  they  should  care  for  the  flock  of  Christ 
which  was  committed  to  their  charge.  "  Feed 
the  flock  of  God  which  is  among  yon :"  taking  the 
oversight  thereof,  not  by  constraint  but  willingly, 
not  for  filthy  luci'e,  but  of  a  ready  mind :  neither 
as  being  Lord's  over  God's  heritage,  but  being  en- 
samples  to  the  flock,  and  when  the  chief  Shepherd 
shall  appear  ye  shall  receive  a  crown  of  glory  that 
fades  not  away,"  which  is  of  many  thousand  times 
greater  value  than  the  filthy  gain  of  this  world. 

He  then  proceeds  to  admonish  the  younger  to 
be  subjected  to  the  Elders,  which  is  at  all  times 
proper  and  well  worthy  to  be  observed  by  our 
younger  brethren  and  sisters  in  this  out  day.  And 
finally,  exhorts  all  believers  in  general,  yea,  all  of 
you  be  subject  one  to  another,  and  be  clothed 
Avitb  humility,  and  then  adds  as  a  reason  for  so 
doing,  that  "God  resisteth  the  proud,  and  giveth 
grace  to  the  humble." 

With  these  words  he  gave  them  clearly  to  un- 
derstand that  as  long  as  they  seek  to  exalt  them- 
selves.and  do  not  yield  themselves  in  subjection 
one  to  another,  it  is  a  clear  evidence  that  they  are 
not  yet  humble,  but  proud  and  filled  with  a  spirit 
of  exhaltation. 

The  text  treats  of  two  distinct  classes  of  persons 
which  are  as  unlike,  and  as  opposed  to  each  other 
as  light  is  to  darkness,  as  day  to  night.  The  proud 
constitutes  one  class,  the  humble  the  other.  The 
one  class  God  resists,  to  the  other  he  gives  grace. 

Dear  readers,  it  aroused  ray  mind  through  a 
sense  of  duty  and  love  toward  my  brethren  and 
sisters  and  to  my  fellowmen,  that  I  feel  inwardly 
pressed  to  set  forth,  with  the  help  of  the  Lord,  in 
as  I'lear  a  light  as  possible,  for  the  edification  of 
jiilgrim  travelers  to  a  long  eternity,  theexceeding 
great  diflPerence  between  these  classes  of  persons, 
(hat  all  may  prove  to  which  class  they  belong. 

May  God  direct  and  contract  my  thoughts  and 
mind  as  is  pleasing  to  him,  that  it  may  redown  to 
his  honor  and  to  the  edification  of  the  readers. 

The  pride  of  men  is  very  displeasing  to  God 
and   is  reckoned  among  the  abominations  of  the 


wicked.  Rom.  1 :  30.  2  Tim.  3:2.  It  ia  direct- 
ly the  opposite  to  humility  and  is  placed  in  direct 
contrast  with  it  in  the  text  as  also,  in  other  passa- 
ges as,  "  A  man's  pride  shall  bring  him  low,  but 
honor  shall  uphold  the  humble  in  spirit.  Prov.  29 : 
23.  "The  eyes  of  the  lofty  shall  be  humble."  Isa. 
5 :  15.  In  contrast  with  humility,  the  term  lofty, 
lifted  up,  haughty,  high  minded  and  arrogantare 
also  used,  which  in  this  connection  expresses  very 
nearly  the  same  idea  as  that  implied  in  the  word 
proud  in  tiie  following  :  "Behold  every  onethat 
is  proud  and  abase  him."  Job.  40  :  11.  When 
his  heart  was  lifted  up  and  his  mind  hardened  in 
pride  he  was  deposed  from  his  kingly  throne,  and 
they  took  his  throne  from  him.  "  And  thou,  his 
Son,  Oh,  Belshazzer  hast  not  humbled  thine  heart 
though  thou  knowest  all  this."  Dan.  5:  20:  22. 
"  Those  that  walk  in  pride  he  is  able  to  abase." 
Dan.  4:  37.  "  When  pride  cometli,  then  cometh 
shame,  but  with  the  lowly  is  wisdom."  Prov.  11 : 
2.  I  believe  he  that  is  proud  is  also  highminded 
and  haughty,  as  clearly  seen  from  passages  like 
this.  "  We  ha'-e  heard  of  the  i)ride  of  Moab,  He 
is  exceedingly  proud  his  loftiness  and  his  arro- 
gance and  his  pride  and  the  haughtiness  of  his 
heart."  Jer.  4:  8:  29,  "I  will  cause  the  arro- 
gance of  the  proud  to  cease,  and  will  lay  low  the 
haughtiness  of  the  terrible."  Is.  13:  11.  The 
beginning  of  pride  is  when  one  departs  from  God 
and  his  heart  is  turned  away  from  his  Maker,  for 
pride  is  the  beginning  of  sin,  and  he  that  hath  it 
will  pour  out  abominations,  and  therefore  the  Lord 
brought  upon  them  strange  calamities  and  over- 
threw them  utterly.  "  The  Lord  hath  cast  down 
the  throne  of  proud  princes  and  set  up  the  meek 
in  their  stead :  the  Lord  hath  plucked  up  the  roots 
of  the  proud  nation  and  planted  the  lowly  in 
their  place."  Ecc.  1:  12:  J  5.  A  proud  man  has 
a  filled  up  and  conceited  mind  commonly  esteem- 
ing himself  very  highly  and  regarding  others  with 
contempt  as  unworthy  of  netice  and  imagines  that 
every  one  should  bow  in  submission  to  him  while 
he,  in  his  exaltations,  frequently  looking  down  on 
them  with  scorn,  contempt  and  derision.  He  is 
conceited  and  highminded  and  think,  that  he  is 
better  and  smarter  than  other  people  and  does  not 
like  to  receive  a  reproof  or  advice,  in  short,  he  is 
usually  a  man  of  haughty  and  overbearing  dispo- 
sition and  desires  to  be  in  the  society  of  the  great 
of  the  world,  to  be  equal  to  them  and  if  possible, 
to  be  the  first  among  them. 
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He  loves  to  talk  of  his  possessions,  of  his  deeds  and 
ability,  and  like  to  be  praised  and  held  in  high  es- 
teem by  the  people.  A  proud  man  cannot  1  ove'  the 
iaord,  fot  he  loves  the  high  ways  too  much.  He  is 
not  willing  to  humhle  himself.     Pride^like  many 
other  evil  things,  proeeeds  from  within,  out  of  the 
heart  and  defileth  the  man.     Mark,  7 ;  22.     Its 
origin  is  of  Satan,  who  was  the  first  that  fell.  And 
because  he  was  envious  and  hostile  toward>s  man 
who  was   created   ttoble   and   glorious,   he  came 
haughtily  to  our  mother  Eve  and  by  cunning  and 
deceit)  persuaded  her  that  they  would  not  surely 
die  by  eatiug  the  forbidden  fruit.     Here  we  can 
clearly  see  that  by  eating  the  forbidden  fruit  we 
fall  into  sin  and  pride  for    by   telling   that  she 
would  become  wise  as  God,  heexcited,  in  Iier  a  de- 
sire to  become  wise.     Thus  she  took  and  ate  and 
gave  her  husband  and  he  did  eat,  and  the  eyes  of 
both  were  opened  and  they  knew  that  they  were 
naked.     Hence   from  sin  arose  the  necessity  of 
Wearing  clothes.     Here  they   fell,   through  pride 
for  if  they    had  remained    steadfast    in  humility 
they  would  not  have  fallen.     Thus  by  pride  man 
fell  and  it  is  only   through   humbleness   of  heart 
that  we  can  be  restored.     We  can  here  clearly  see 
the  origin  of  the  great  evil.     Pride,   I  think,  may 
justly  be  called  the  serpent,    and   seed   which    was 
planted  in  our  first  parents,  and  from  them,  all 
their  posterity  became  infected  and  poisoned  with 
the  same.     Hence  pride  was  the  first  sin,  and  will 
be  the  last  to  overcome,  as  has]been  said,  O  detest- 
able is  the  source  of  so  great  an  evil  from  which 
none  but  the  Lamb  of  God  can  deliver  us.     Pride 
exists  by  nature  in  man,  in  a  greater  or  less  degree 
as  long  as  he  is  not  regenerated  and  has  not  yet 
been  changed  from  his  old  nature  to  a  state  of  hu- 
mility.    Pride    in  a  man's  heart  cannot    remain 
concealed,  but  like  the  fruit  of  a  tree  will  crop  out, 
manifest   itself  in  look  and    gesture.     "He  that 
hath  a  high  look  and  a  proud  heart  will  I  not  suf- 
fer.,,     Psalm,    101:    5.      "Time   proclaims   his 
pride;  with   their   mouth   they   speak  proudly." 
P.=alm  17:  10.      In  short  it  manifests  itself  and 
may  be  known  by  a  man's  actions,  deed?  and  man- 
ner of  deportment,  p.s  for  instance  in  the  case  of  the 
building  of  the  tower  of  Babel.     "  Let  us  build  us 
a  city  "  they  said  "  and  a  tower    whose    top   may 
reach  unto  heaven,  and  let  us   make  us  a  name." 
This  was  an   cxcoedingly   presumptious  underta- 
king, but  pride  is  of  such  a  nature    that  it  cannot 


and  will  not  be  hid.  It  likes  to  be  seen  and  to 
make  great  display  iu  order  to  make  itself  a  nauie, 
and  is  clearly  visible  in  the  needless  splendor, 
costliness  and  magnitude  of  houses  and  barns, 
which  are  sometimes  highly  ornamented  and  prin- 
ted in  a  variety  of  colors,  jncrely  to  make  a  mag- 
nificent show.  It  is  also  to  be  seen  often  in  the 
manner  in  which  the  houses  are  adorne  d  and  fur- 
nished, being  finished  like  palaces,  and  fitted  up 
with  all  kinds  of  new  ikshioude  ornamental  and 
costly  furniture :  the  floors  being  over  spread  with 
brilliant  and  showy  carpets,  and  the  windows  be- 
ing decorated  with  fine  drapery. 

Evidences  of  pride  may  also  be  seen  in  the  cost- 
ly and  splendid  ornamented  coaches  and  carriages 
and  in  many  other  ways  that  cannot  here  be  enu- 
merated. But  especially  does  pride,  existing  iu 
the  heart,  show  itself  very  plainly  in  the  manner 
of  dress  in  which  poor  dying  mortals  strive  often- 
times beyond  their  means  to  decorate  themselves 
in  costly  array  in  order  to  gain  the  respect  and  es- 
teem of  a  proud  and  wicked  world.  Indeed  ma- 
ny dress  in  the  very  heights  of  fashion  and  adorn 
themselves  in  the  highest  style  of  the  world 
and  with  all,  consider  themselves  good  christians. 
If  such  can  be  pleasing  to  God,  I  mus(  confess 
that  I  have  as  yet,  but  little  knowledge  of  the 
Word  of  God  and  of  true  chri'Jtlanity.  Many, 
with  all  their  pomp  and  decorations,  still  cousole 
themselves  saying  it  docs  not  matter  so  much 
about  the  external,  if  only  the  heart  is  right.  It 
is  very  true  indeed  that  a  good  heart  is  the  essen- 
tial qualifications  in  the  tiue  christian  character, 
but  a  good  heart  beyond  doubt,  is  also  humility, 
and  consequently  cannot  exhibit  any  pride,  "for 
a  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  the  heart, 
bringeth  forth  good  things."  Much  more  might 
be  said  on  this  subject  but  I  will  now  close  for 
this  time.  Let  us  all  try  to  take  t|ie  advice  of  the 
apostle  Peter  and  be  humble,  then  our  God  will 
give  us  grace  and  save  our  souls.  Oh !  my  dear 
brethren  then  we  can  rejoice  and  be  forever  happy 
in  our  Father's  Kingdom  if  we  are  humble  and 
obey  his  word.  Abraham  Baum.

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THE  NEW  YORK  FRAY. 

■   —   ■  :o: 

Tlie  late  terrible  riot  in  New  York  appears  to 
be  tho  great  topic  of  the  day.  For  tiie  gratifica- 
tion of  our  readers,  who  have  no  access  to  the 
channels  of  current  news,  we  ^yill  give  a  brief 
sketch  of  it.  The  trouble  apparently  had  its 
origin  between  two  classes  of  Irish,  the  Orange- 
men who  are  Protestants,  and  the  Hibernians — 
Catholics.  Between  these  two  parties  there  is  a 
hatred  which  nothing  but  the  shedding  of  blood 
can  satiate.  The  cause  of  this  disruption  is  the 
result  of  a  war  that  occurred  in  their  native  laud. 
To  keep  the  fend  alive,  and  the  fire  burning,  they 
have  formed  themselves  into  societies  in  which 
tliey  pledge  themselves,  under  the  most  solemn 
obligations  to  perpetuate  the  deep  seated  grudge. 
Aa  the  Americans  celibrate  the  day  of  American 
Indepeudeuce,  so  the  Orange  men  celebrate  the 
12th.  day  of  July  as  the  time  that  they  achieved 
a  victory  over  the  Irish  Catholic  at  the  memora- 
ble battle  of  the  Boyne,  an  event  which  delivered 
Ireland  from  Roman  Catholic  temporal  rule. 

The  celebration  of  this  event  so  exasperates  the 
latter  class  that  their  hate  becomes  unbounded. 

On  the  12th.  inst.  was  the  day  for  their  parade 
in  New  York,  but  the  Hibernians  were  determ- 
inetl  to  interfere.  The  dano;er  of  a  riot  became  so 
apparent  that  the  civil  authorities  took  action,  but 
the  great  misfortune  was,  the  action  was  the  folly 
of  hirelings  who  care  more  for  jjosition  and  mon- 
ey than  for  the  public  good. 

Notwithstanding  the^ warnings  and  precaution, 
when  the  morning  of  the  12th  came,  all  the  sur- 
mising of  danger  and  blood  shed  proved  a  dread- 
ful reality,  the  City  became  a  field  of  mortal  con- 
flict and  bloody  carnage  resulting  in  between  50 
and  100  killed,  and  100  or  more  wounded. 

The  blame  of  this  terrible  riot  has  been  differ- 
ently located.  At  first  it  was  pitched  unto  Cathol- 
icism, making  it  a  conflict  between  Catholics 
and  Protestants.  Notwithstanding  the  belligerents 
were  Catholics  and  the  defendants  Protestants  yet 
the  real  blame  should  be  attributed  to  politics  and 
its  votaries.  The  authorities  had  the  power  to  pre- 
serve order,  and  could  have  done  it  without  the 
loss  of  a  drop  of  blood,  but  the  great  trouble  was, 
these  public  functionaries  obtained  their  power 
and  position  through  this  mul'itih  uknueut,  and  to 


gratify  their  wicked  and,  unjust  intentions,  the 
public  good  American  freedom  and  religious  liberty 
were  sacrificed  .  The  expression  of  such  ideas  are 
humiliating,  but  they  arc" forced  facts,  and  many 
of  our  public  officials,  who  ought  to  be  puljlic  ben- 
efactors, are  nothing  but  petty  unprincipled  hire» 
lingsj  wlio,  fdr  a  mess  of  pottage,  would  b'etray 
tie  dearest  an  1  holiest  principle  tiiat  grace 
American  freedom,  some  of  whom  in  this  late  dis- 
rujjtion  have  won  for  themselves  spots  of  lasting 
shame  which  should  follow  them  to  their  gravds 
unless  repented  of. 

Although  mob  law  ruled  for  a  short  tinie,  ycit 
the  cause  of  liberty  prevailed  and  j^artly  wiped 
away  the  stigma  which  threatened  to  stain  the 
reputation  of  a  free  people. 

That  our  government  is  becoming  shamefully 
corrupt  cannot  be  denied,  when  it  is  known  that 
our  legislative  halls  and  senate  chambers  are  filled 
with  men  whose  votes  are  alway  cast  in  favor  of 
the  party  that  has  the  most  money  to  spend  or 
the  largest  share  of  political  influence.  The  en- 
actment of  law  is  now  the  result  of  money,  and 
justice  a  matter  of  mere  chance.  If  the  Orange 
men  of  New  York  had  political  iufluen  ce  their 
rights  would  have  been  protected  as  sacred,  but 
this  is  their  misfortune.  The  Hibernians  have 
the  political  sway  and  politicians  dare  not  offend 
ihem.  Therefore  they  are  allowed  to  presumptu- 
ously trample  upon  the  most  sacred  right  of  Amer- 
ican freeman. 

When  will  the  time  come  that  we  can  have 
honest  men  to  fill  our  positions  of  State  ?  Men 
that  are  men,  who  cannot  be  prompted  to  sell 
their  Master  for  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  or  to  sac- 
rifice principle  at  the  cost  of  blood,  to  please  at 
gratify  their  constituents.  It  is  gratifying  to 
know  that  there  are  still  some  W'ho  fear  God  and 
dare  to  do  right,  but  the  salt  is  so  precious  that 
we  think  we  can  hear  good  old  Abraham  say ;  ''  If 
there  be  ten,  wilt  thou  spare  the  city  ?"  Truly  the 
time  has  come  that  we  should  "  pray  for  Kings 
and  rulers  and  all  that  are  in  authority,  that  we! 
may  lead  a  quiet  and  peaceable  life  in  all  godli- 
ness and  honesty."  Yes  let  us  pray  for  them, 
for  they  abundantly  need  it.  God  save  the  coun- 
try.

Por  instance  my  young  readers 
suppose  your  aim  is  only  to  become  moralists  in- 
stead of  christians,  from  the  fact  that  rellgiorj 
true  religion,  is  not  quite  popular  enough,  what 
is  your  life  likely  to  resulting  How  uumerou.s 
will  be  your  temptation.??  And  if  you   fc)/?;;<  God 
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ijy  supposing  you  can  guard  against  the  allure- 
ments of  vice,  keep  yourselves  unsullied  from 
crimes  by  relying  on  your  own  strength, (so  does 
the  moralist)  who  will  watch  over  and  protect 
you  ?  Oh  the  folly  of  supposing  that  true  excel- 
lence can  be  attained  unto  by  staying  away  from 
Jesus,  and  slighting  all  His  holy  counsels.  You 
might  as  well  expect  to  take  "the  wings  of  the 
morning'' and  fly  into  the  ports  of  jjeace,  and 
"take  the  Kingdom  by  force  "  as  to  expect  even 
true  happiness  in  this  life  without  the  aid  of  piety. 
Piety  belongs  to  the  highest  type  of  manhood  or 
womanhood.  This  is  easily  proven.  A  pious 
person  is  one  guided  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  in  fact 
he  has  the  Holj'  Spirit    cherished    within    him. 

Hence  my  young  friends  if  you  are  so  happy  as 
to  have  for  your  guide  the  blessed  Jesus,  and  the 
Holy  Spirit  within  your  mortal  bodies,  ye  are  hap- 
py indeed.  That  blessed  spirit  will  make  you 
like  unto  God's  dear  Son, — like  Jesus.  Yes  bless- 
ed thought,  like  Him  who  never  spake  as  man 
spake.

Philosophers  measure  the  dis- 
tance to  the  most  remote  star,  but  many  are  as 
ignorant  of  the  will  of  God  as  the  most  illiterate 
class  of  people  in  our  civilized  nation,  if  that 
class  have  not  the  faith  of  God  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  shed  abroad  in  their  hearts.  Then  come 
to  Jesus  and  learn  of  Him,  and  remember  with- 
out the  aid  of  true  piety,  life  will  be  a   failure.

Dear  Brethren  :  — I  will  give  a  brief  account 
of  my  visit  to  Eastern  Pa.  on  my  way  to  A.  M. 
I  left  home  ou  the  23rd  of  May,  aiTived  at  jMe- 
chanicsburg,  Cumberland  co.,  Pa.,  the  place  of 
destination,  on  the  2ith, — was  met  at  the  depot 
by  bro.  Moses  Miller,  who  took  us  to  his  house 
where  we  were  cared  for  and  our  weary  bodies  en- 
joyed some  rest.  In  the  evening,  meeting  in  Me- 
chanicsburg,  good  attention.

PH1L0S0?HI  or  EATING. 


Use  but  two  or  three  kinds  of  food,  beside 
bread  and  butter,  at  a  single  meal,  and  never 
eat  anything  between  meals,  You  should  eat 
at  regular  hours,  and  but  three  times  a  day, 
with  two  intervals  of  not  less  than  five  hours 
each,  nor  more  than  six. 

Cold  water  retards  digestion,  and  so  docs 
any  liquid,  if  much  is  taken  during  or  soon  af- 
ter a  meal ;  half  a  glass  at  a  meal  is  enough. 
From  an  hour  and  a  half  after  a  meal  until 
within  half  an  hour  before  the  next  one,  you 
may  drink  as  much  water  as  you  desire ;  it  is 
best,  however,  to  drink  but  a  swallow  or  two 
at  a  time,  with  an  interval  of  half  a  minute  or 
more ;  otherwise  you  may  take  more  than  na- 
ture requires  before  you  know  it,  just  as  in  eat- 
ing fast.  If  too  much  fluid  is  taken  daring 
meals  it  dilutes  the  gastric  juice,  thus  weaken- 
ing the  powers  of  digestion,  and  retaining  the 
food  longer  in  the  stomach  than  is  natural ;  it 
also  causes  acid  stomach,  heartburn,  fullness, 
and  bad  blood,  rawness,  or  scalding  sensation 
in  the  throat,  as  do  indigestion  from  other 
causes,  whether  from  quality  or  quantity  of 
food. 

All  errors  as  to  diet  arise  from  quantity  or 
quality,  and  I  proprose  one  safe  rule  to  each, 
applicable  to  all  persons,  and  under  all  circum- 
stances. 


As  to  quality,  the  general  rule  is  to  eat  that 
which  you  like  best,  and  which  you  find  by 
close  observation  and  experience,  is  followed 
by  no  uncomfortable  feeling  about  the  head, 
hands,  feet,  or  stomach. 

As  to  quantity,  take  as  much  at  one  meal  as 
will  allow  you  to  become  decidedly  hungry  by 
the  next  meal ;  this  can  only  be  determined  by 
consecutive  observations  ;  bat  remember,  nev- 
er swallow  an  atom  of  food  unless  you  are 
hungry  ;  never  "  force"  a  particle  of  food  on 
yourself.  The  brute  creation  cannot  be  induc- 
ed to  eat  or  drink,  if  slightly  ill  or  excited, 
guided  only  by  their  poor  blind  instinct,  and 
we  who  are  so  much  higher  than  they,  by  the 
"  reason"  that  is  with  us,  ought  to  feel  atjbamed 
to  act  less  wisely  ;  and  yet  nine  tenths  of  all 
our  ailments,  acute  and  chronic,  enter  here  ;  and 
nine-tenths  of  them  might  be  cured  thus,  if 
taken  in  reasonable  time,  and  if  properly  perse- 
vered in. 

The  finer  all  food  is  cut  with  a  knife,  before 
put  into  the  mouth,  the  sooner  and  easier  it'  is 
digested,  on  the  same  principle  that  a  large 
l^iece  of  ice  placed  in  a  vessel  set  in  water  will 
require  a  longer  time  to  melt  than  if  it  were 
first  broken  into  many  small  pieces.  The  gas- 
tric juice  dissolves  solid  food  from  without  in- 
wards ;  hence  food,  especially  all  kinds  of  meat, 
should  be  cut  up  in  pieces  not  larger  than  a  pea 
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before  it  is  taken  in  the  mouth,  taking  in  as  many 
pieces  at  a  time  as  is  convenient.  This  precaution 
would  not  be  needed,  were  persons  to  eat  slowly, 
and  masticate  their  food  properly ;  but  aurnatiobQal 
liabits  are  otherwise,  nor  is  there  much  hojj^  of  a 
speedy  change  in  this  respect. 


THE  POPE'S  POSITION. 


Dr.  Dolltxger  and  the  Holy  See — Eumors 
OF  Overtures  to  the  Opponent  qf  Infal- 
libility. 

The  Eastern  Budg-et  says  that  do  nonstratious  of 
sympathy  and  approval  elicited  in  all  parts  of  the 
Catholic  world  by  Dr.  Dollinger's  protest  against 
the  doctrine  of  infallibility  have  so  alarmed  the 
Holy  See,  that  it  has  made  overtures  to  him,  with 
a  view  to  counteracting  the  opposition  which  is 
everywhere  manifesting  itself  against  the  Papal 
pretensions  i  "An  Austrian  bishop,  Monsignor 
Fessler,  Secretary  of  the  Council,  was  first  entrust- 
ed with  a  difficult  task.  He  represented  to  Dr. 
Dollinger  that  the  council  is  not  yet  closed,  and 
that  it  would  be  possible  to  agree  in  promulgating 
a  new  definition  of  Papal  infallibility.  This  defi- 
nition might  bo  made,  either  by  the  Pope  or  by 
council,  a  matter  of  theolocrical  doctrine  iu  stead 
of  a  dogma,  and  would  thus  lose  its  dogmatic  im- 
portance. Bishop  Fessler  added  that  such  a  settle- 
ment of  the  question  would  be  accepted  by  the 
great  majority  of  the  German  and  Hungarian  op- 

Jiosition  in  the  council,  and  also  the  Cardinal 
Jauschef .  The  bishop,  therefore,  proposed  that 
Dr.  Dollinger  should,  so  long  at  least  as  the  mat- 
ter remains  undecided,  refrain  from  raising  up  a 
13ublic  opposition  against  the  church,  the  Council 
and  the  Pope,  and  preserve  the  olmroh  from  a  fa- 
tal schism. 

Dr.  Dollinger  positively'refused  to  accept  this 
I)roposal.  A  week  after  he  received  a  visit  from 
another  Papal  emissary,  Canon  Lamor,  of  Breslau. 
The  canon,  who  had  just  returned  from  the  jubilee 
festival,  said  that  the  Pope  still  spoke  of  Dr.  Doll- 
inger with  the  greatest  sympathy,  that  he  prayed 
for  his  return  to  the  path  of  truth,  and  by  no 
means  despaired  of  his  renouncing  his  errors.  To 
this  Dr.  Dollinger  replied  that  he  was  grateful  for 
the  Pope's  good  will,  which,  however,  could  ex- 
tend to  his  body  only,  as  his  soul  had  been  ex- 
communicated. 

Upon  this  Dr.  Lammer  observed  that  the  Holy 
Father  still  hopes  to  find  a  means  of  arriving  atan 
tinangement,  and  that  perhaps  the  best  mode  of 
achieving  this  object  would  be  for  Dr.  Dollinger 
to  put  himself  in  communication  witli  the  Papal 
Nuncio.  This  suggestion,  however,  was  as  fruit- 
less a.s  the  previous  one.  Dr.  Dollinger  s:iid  he 
had  no  communication  to  make  to  the  Nuncio,  and  I 


that  if  the  latter  wished  to  sec  him  he  would  hear 
what  he  had  to  say  as  in  the  case  of  any  other  vis- 


itor. 


FAMIKE  IE  PEESIA. 


Mr.  Bruce,  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society  in 
Ispahan,  writes  on  the  22d  of  April  :  "  In  refer- 
ence to  the  famine  which  rasjes  from  Teheran 
southward  and  eastwrrd  in  tlie  cities  and  districts 
of  Irak,  a  part  of  Ivoordistan,  Loovistan,  Kars, 
Kerman,  Khorasan,  and  Gilan,  iu  five  of  the  larg- 
est ports  of  Persia,  the  suffering  is  fearful.  It  is 
impossible  for  tongue  to  describe  its  horrors.  Here 
in  Ispahan  a  bushel  of  wheat  is  eight  dollars,  of 
barley  seven,  and  millet  six ;  cotton  seed  and  rice 
are  still  more  expensive.  (As  money  in  Persia  is 
worth  five  times  as  much  as  in  this  country,  eight 
dollars  for  a  bushel  of  wheat  is  equivalent  to  forty 
here.)  Multiudes  are  dying  from  starvation — I 
cannot  tell  how  many.  But  in  villages  numbering 
five  huudreil  houses,  now  but  two  hundred  remain. 
Multitudes  have  died  and  multitudes  have  fled. 
They  hardly  look  like  human  beings.  Their  ap- 
pearanc  is  fearful  to  behold.  As  I  go  out  into  ttie 
streets  the  dead  and  dying  and  churohless  meet  the 
eye  constantly.  They  snatch  at  eveiything  to  eat ; 
husks  of  barley,  blood  of  animals,  flesh  of  dead 
horses  and  donkeys.  Shop-keepers  stand  before 
their  stalls  with  clubs  to  keep  the  hungry  and 
starving  from  carrying  everything  away.  IJamen- 
tation  and  bitter  crying  for  bread  are  heard  on  all 
sides  from  objects  staggering  along  the  streets. 
You  will  see  people  in  the  public  square  selling 
their  clothes  and  all  they  possess  for  a  mere  pit- 
tance in  order  to  get  a  few  pence  for  bread,  but  to 
prolong  their  sufferings  a  brief  hour.  Mothers  rua 
frantic,  saying,  '  Whal  shall  I  do?  my  children 
are  dying  for  lack  of  bread.'  Three-fourths  of  Is- 
pahan are  beggars  to-day  for  bread. 

"  Straw  for  horses  is  very  scarce,  and  the  poor 
animals  are  dying,  and  hungry  people  strip  the 
meat  off'  their  bones  at  once.  The  post  finds  horses 
with  great  difficulty,  and  courier  from  Shiraz  comes 
in  frequently  on  foot.  A  man  just  come  from 
Bushirs  says  the  famine  to  the  south  is  more  fear- 
ful than  here,  that  whole  families  are  dying  off 
and  the  dead  lie  without  burial. 

"  This  famine  has  also  extended  to  the  valley 
of  the  Tigris,  in  the  regions  of  Mosul,  Amadia, 
and  Bootaw,  though  not  so  seriously.  Wheat  is 
sold  in  Amadia  this  spring  at  $6  a  bushel.  Our 
helpers  on  the  west  side  of  the  mountains,  and  the 
native  brethren  there  and  eastward  in  Hamadan, 
have  had  a  hard  time  the  past  winter,  but  they 
never  were  more  encouraged  to  labor  for  souls." — ■ 
Correspondence-  N.   Y.  Evangelisl.

THE  riEST  AMEETCAN  BIBLl, 

:o: 

Dr.  Joseph  Murray,  of  Carlisle,  Pa.,  recently 
read  an  essay  on  the  First  American  Edition  of 
the  Eible,  before  the  Philadelphia  Antiquarian  do- 

ciety.     He  said : 

"  Although  it  was  in  the  year  1497  thai  our 
country  had  been  discovered  to  England  by  Cabot, 
under  Henry  VII.,  yet  thes  |irst  permanent  colony 
did  not  arrive  till  1670,  on  the  coast  of  A^irginia — 
the  very  year  in  which  our  version  of  the  Bible 
was  commenced  in  the  mother  country.  In  1620 
the  sturdy  and  virtuous  Pilgrim  Fathers,  having 
their  English  Bibles  with  them, reached  their  I^ew 
England  home.  And  during  almost  the  entire  reign 
of  eight  sovereigns  the  Saored  Volume  had  been 
uniformly  imported,  During  all  that  time  not  a 
^man  or  family  possessed  a  Bible^^not  a  copy  was 
read  or  heard  read^that  had  not  been  brought 
across  the  Atlaotic.  True,  the  printing  press  had 
been  set  up  in  our  land  as  early  as  1639,  and  though 
other  books  were  printed,  yet  the  early  settlers  could 
not  print  the  English  RiUle  without  be?ng  subject 
to  a  persecution  from  those  in  England  and  Scot- 
land wto  published  it  by  a  patent  from  the  crown, 
erma  i^revUegis,  as  did  the  universities  of  Oxford 
and  Cambridge.  Nor  did  the  mother  country — 
guilty  of  such  restrictions  or  monopoly,  ever  grant 
this  permission  to  her  colonized  children,  until  at 
last  it  was  wrested  from  her.  So  that  the  first  Bi- 
ble in  English  with  an  American  imprint  was  not 
published  till  more  than  160  years  after  the  arrival 
of  the  Mayflower,  or  about  eighty  years  ago.  In 
1664  the  Eev.  Jolin  Eliot  had  printed  at  C-am- 
bridge,  Massachusetts,  the  Bible  in  the  language 
of  the  Natick  Indians.  This  was  the  first  Bible 
printed,  but  not  being  in  the  English  hinguage,  a 
patent  for  (rum  irrevilegis  was  not  requisite.  In 
1748  Christopher  Saur,  or  Sower,  at  Germantown, 
Pennsylvania,  published  the  first  German  edition 
of  the  Bible,  after  having  been  three  years  in  press. 
But  it  was  not  until  about  170  years  after  the  first 
English  colony  had  been  planted  in  America  (at 
Jamestown,  Va.,  1607)  that  the  Bible  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  was  printed.  During  this  long  pe- 
riod, as  stated,  the  colonists  were  dependent  upon 
the  press  of  the  old  country  for  their  supply  of  the 
Bacred  Scriptures.  After  Independence  had  been 
declared,  however,  such  was  the  scarcity  of  Bibles 
that  Dr.  Allison,  Pastor  of  the  first  Presbyterian 
church  in  Philadelphia,  and  others,  memorialized 


Congre.?s  ox\  the  subject,  and  that  body,  in  1777.s 
appointed  a  committee  to  confer  with  printers,  with 
the  view  of  having  published  30,000  copies  at  the 
expense  of  Congress,  to  be  reimbursed  by  the  sale 
of  the  books.  (Journal  September  11,  1777).  The 
difficulty  of  obtaining  type  and  paper  induced  the 
committee  to  recommend  to  Congress,  to  direct  the 
committee  on  commerce  to  import  at  the  national 
expense  20,000  English  Bibles  from  Holland, 
Scotland,  or  elsewhere,  and  Copgress  ordered  the 
importation.  But  afterwards,  when  the  unsettled 
state  of  the  country  and  its  commerce  prevented 
the  execution  of  this  order,  Congress  resumed  the 
subject  of  printing,  which  was  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee of  three,  in  which  llev.  George  Duffield  of 
the  Presbyterian  church,  and  the  Rev.  William 
White,  of  the  Episcopal  church.  Chaplain  of  Con- 
gress, assisted.  And  the  fii  at  American  edition  of 
the  Bible,  in  the  English  language,  was  printed  \r\ 
1781 — 2  in  small  duodecimo  form"  and  brevier 
type." 

Dear  Brethren.  The  above  historical,  facts  are 
highly  suggestive ;  and  I  think  it  well  to  consider 
them.  This  Christopher  Saur,  who  published  the 
first  edition  of  the  German  Bible  printed  in  Ame- 
rica, was  our  brother  Sauer,  of  Germantowu.  This 
brother,  in  his  industrial  enterprise- published  a 
Bible  in  his  mother  tongue  33  years  before  others 
of  the  Presbyterian  church  got  our  English  one 
published  by  Congressional  aid.  Brethren,  if  bro. 
Sauer's  spirit  of  religious  perseverance  and  enter- 
prise had  been  imitated,  and  followed  by  our 
church ;  what  would  our  power  and  influence  for 
good  be  to-day  ?  W^ho  can  answer  ?  If  others 
had  done  as  we  did,  the  world  would  be  without 
Bibles  to-day.  I  feel  mortified  at  the  thought'  of 
being  dependent  upon  others  for  the  copy  of  the 
Bible  in  our  families  and  churches,  as  well  as  for 
our  school  books. 

Oar  Brethren  reorganized  the  true  service  of 
God,  upon  the  basis  of  the  Gospel,  in  Germany  in, 
1708.  John  Wesley  started  hissysteni  of  religion 
in  England,  in  1 739,  thirty-one  years  after  the 
Brethren.  The  Brethren  organized  in  German- 
town  in  1719.  Wesley  in  New  York  in  1766,  for- 
ty-seven years  after  the  Brethren.  The  Brethren 
led  all  others  in  publishing  the  Bible,  33  years. 
How  does  the  scale  stand  to-day?  Has  not 'Meth- 
odism out-run  the  Brethren  in  the  race  ?     I  con- 
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trasfc  the  Brethren  with  the  Methodists,  because 
we  are  nairly  of  the  same  age,  and  are 
among  the  numerous  and  influential  organizations 
in  the^United  States.  With  the  whole  truth  on 
our 'side,  I  confess  with  shame  of  being  somewhat 
in  the  rear  in  1871.  I  deplore  it  much,  and  seek 
to  know  the  causes 

•' Some  have  worked  themselves  into  the  belief, 
that  the  cause  is  in  truth  and  ^rfor.  Error  being 
more  popu'ar  than  truth,  hence  its  greater  success. 
Brethren  pardon  me  for  differing  with  you.  The 
Scriptures%each  me  i\\&i  truth  uill  ■prevail.  And 
that  in  the  days  of  the  apostles  it  did  prevail,  not- 
withstanding heathen  blindness  and  Jewish  bigot- 
ry. And  so  diligent  and  persevering  were  the 
apostles  that  in  a  few  j'ears  all  which  dwelt  in 
Asia  heard  the  Word  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  both  Jews 
and  Greeks."  "Yes  verily,  their  sounds  went  into 
all  the  earth,  and  their  words  unto  the  ends  of  the 
world."  It  is  said  there  were  apostolic  times  of 
special  spiritual  manifestation.  No,  brethren,  Je- 
sus says,  "  I  am  with  you  alway  even  unto  the  end 
of  the  world."  It  was  by  apostolic  labor  and  per- 
severance in  tie  work  of  the  Lord.  Paul  labored 
to  convince  and  persuade  men  into  the  faith  day 
und  night,  as  well  as  from  morning  till  night. 
Brethren  how  do  we  compare  with  them  ? 

It  is  known  to  all  observers,  that  in  all  places 
where  tlie  Brethren  have  an  equal  chance  with 
other  churches,  they  are  numerically  as  strong  as 
any  other,  and  in  many  places  much  the  strongest ; 
which  proves  that  people  are  as  ready  and  willing 
to  believe  the  truth  now,  as  they  were  in  apostolic 
days,  if  it  NVere  offered  them  now  a-:  then.  I  am 
contrasting  the  Brethren  with  the  Methodists. 
How  do  they  work  ?  Do  they  not  employ  every 
mcaiis  to  disseminate  their  principles  ?  Do  they 
not  work  hard  niglitand  day  for  weeks  and  months 
at  a  time"?  Do  they  not  begin  with  the  child  as 
soon  as  it  can  fairly  talk,  and  in  the  Sabbath  Scliool 
train  them  in  Methodism  ?  They  furnish  the  child 
with  books  of  their  own  getting  up  :  pressing  their 
principles  upon  them  from  the  cradle.  IMeetings 
are  held  in  the  tented  forest  to  attract  the  people 
so  that  they  may  preach  to  them  their  principles. 
The  press  sends  forth  its  utterances  in  books,  pa- 
pers and  tracts  by  the  million.  And  after  all  this 
seed  has  been  sown,  and  these  early  impressions 
have  been  made,  the  Brethren  follow  in  the  wake, 
and  try  to  correct  the  errors.     And   many    of  us 


have  learned  to  know  how  hard  it  is  to  reverse  this 
mighty  current. 

Now  my  dear  brethren,  is  it  not  manifest  to  us 
all,  that  were  we  to  put  forth  such  efforts  to  pub- 
lish the  prlncples  of  our  faith  and  practice,  we 
would  gather  into  the  church  more  true  believers 
than  all  others  (may  I  say)  combined.  The  testi- 
mony I  offer  in  proof,  is  the  good  results  that  fol- 
low wherever  the  Brethren  concentrate  but  little 
more  than  common  efforts ;  notwithststanding  all 
the  above  named  disadvantages  being  against  us. 
Dear  bf  ethren,  my  object  is  to  arouse  us  out  of  our 
lethargy.  Our  dear  brother  Saner  123  years  ago 
published  and  printed  a  Bible.  Since  then  I  know 
of  nothing  of  the  kind  being  done  by  us.  His 
press  being  destroyed  during  the  llevolutionary 
war,  I  know  of  no  other  religious  press  among  the 
Brethren  until  1850,  a  letter  to  Elder  Henry  Kurtz 
by  bro.  K  M.,  on  the  subject  appeared  at  the  head  of 
the  minutes  of  A.  M.  Of  the  opposition  against 
it  by  some  brethren  in  A.  M.  of  1851—2  I,  am 
somewhat  familiar  with.  Neither  am  I  altogether 
ignorant  of  the  cry  of  alarm  by  some  brethren  now 
of  having  im  many  papers.  Having,  I  believe  three 
small  pressees,  they  cry  too  many  !  too  many  !  My 
dear  brethren,  if  the  spirit  of  bro.  Sauer  had  been 
kept  alive  among  us  ;  and  his  perseverance  imi- 
tated and  followed  up,  this  Would  not  be  one-tenth 
of  what  we  now  would,  and  ought  to  have.  I  think 
it  is  high  time  to  awake  out  of  our<^o  nothing,  sitfinj 
still  state,  unto  an  <wtiu  working  state. 
Cannot  support  and  sustain  three  presses  among 
us. !  Brethren,  expunge  the  word  cannot  from  your 
vocabulary ;  always  say  we  cdn  but  never  v,-^can- 
not.  Why  brethren,  with  the  means  God  has 
blessed  the  Brotherhood,  we  ean  support  and  sus- 
tain triple  that  number  if  we  but  will,  and  in  ad- 
dition flood  the  country  ^ith  religious  tracts.  This 
thing  oUannot  when  a  dollar  is  involved  in  con- 
nectron  with  religion,  has  been  the  bane  of  tha 
Brotherhood  long  enough,  audit  is  high  time  Uiat 
the  idol  be  crudtied  and  slain.

Still)  he  seeks  enjoy- 
ment— happiness.  His  cliief  error  consists  in  the 
fact,  that  Ills p/«7oso/)Ay  is  all  wrong;  he  has  not 
yet  learned  that  one^s  highest  happiness  consists  in 
■making  o(ke)'s  happy.  He  craves  simpathy  for 
Ajjnse^  instead  of  seeking  to  bestow  sympathy  on 
vlhers.  Hii  purely  selfish  aims  must  inevitehly 
end  in  failure.  Suppose  he  acquire  the  wealth  of 
the  Astors,  Stewarts,  (»r  Rothschilds;  suppose  he 
indulge  in  inordinate  affection, — does  this  bring 
teal  enjoyment  or  enduring  happiness?  Ko,  no; 
up  to  this  point  of  his  existence  he  has  not  risen 
above  the  teachings  of  the  heathen  philosophers 
who  said,  "  Do  unto  others  as  others  do  unto  you." 
He  is  yet  to  come  up  to  the  higher  plane  of 
Christ's  teachings,  which  were,  "  Do  unto  others, 
as  ye  loould  that  others  should  do  unto  >ou"  In 
this,  and  in  this  alone,  we  have  the  secret  of  real 
enjoyment — true  happiness.

Is  it  not  a  source  of  real  enjoyment  to 
Mr.  Peter  Cooper  when  he  meets  a  house  full  of 
thankful  hearts  who  express  so  much  gratitude  for 
the  privilege  be  has  afforded  them  for  acquiring 
knowledge  through  his  noble  Institute  ?  Will  not 
his  last  hours  on  earth,  yea,  his  very  departing, 
be  made  glorious  and  happy  by  the  grace  vouch- 
safed to  the  good  and  the  godly  ?  Reverse  the 
picture.

The  merchant 
who  supplies  a  real  want,  at  a  rate  satisfactory  to 
all  concerned,  enjoys  the  act.  The  mechanic  who 
makes  a  machine  or  erects  a  useful  structure  for 
the  use  of  others,  is  compensated  almost  as  much 
by  thanks,  as  by  dimes  and  dollars.  The  artist 
who  produces  a  picture,  a  piece  of  statuary,  or 
any  thing  enjoyable,  can  never  be  paid  in  money 
alone.  It  is  the  thought  of  ministering  to  others 
enjoyment  that  he  is  made  happy.  In  the  same 
way  we  might  go  through  all  the  different  human 
pursuits,  and  ws  should  find  that  the  highest  hap  - 
piness  in  each  consists  of  the  ultimate  desire  to 
MAKE  OTHEES  HAPPY.

AcKJOixliiig  to  request,  I  will  give  you  a  short 
liistory  of  the  life  of  bro.  Daniel  Replogle,  dec'd., 
whose  fureral  notice  appearotl  in  the  last  No.  of 
Pilgrim.  He  was  one  of  our  oldest  mennbers  in 
this  arm  of  the  church  (Yellow  Creek),  a  pioneer 
of  the  cross,  a  benevolent  brother,  who  has  done 
much  for  the  cause  of  Zion,  both  temporally  and 
spiritually,  and  zealous  for  the  Gospel  order.  He 
r>ved  to  see  all  his  children  joining  the  church, 
save  one,  the  yougest  who  died  in  his  19th  yeai-, 
aud  by  request,  )n  his  last  moments,  was  received 
as  8  candidate  for  baptism,  which  was  impossible  to 
attend  to  in  that  critical  hour.  He  also  saw  one  of 
his  grand  children  bco<ime  a  member;  one  of  his 
sons  a  speaker,  and  also  a  son-in-law  ;  one  a  dea- 
con, and  also  two  of  his  sons-in-law.  He  raised  ]  4 
childrtn,  all  of  whom  are  now  living  except  one. 
Has  102  grand  children  and  5  great  grand  chil- 
dren.

45  years  and  served  in  the  office  of  deacon  about 
33  years.

FRUIT. 

Pickled    Plums. — Last     summer    plums 

■were  very  plentiful  in  our   neighborhood,   and 

of  course  a   large    quantity  were  bottled   and 

pickled.     A  lady  from  Geneva,   N.  Y.,   gave 

me  a  recipe  for  pickling  blue  plums,  which  she 

thought  a  good  one.     I   tried  it,   and    we   all 

thought  it  escelleut.     To  7  pounds   ofjplums 

allow  3  pounds  of  brown  sugar,  and  a  quart  of 

good^vinegar.     Boil  the  sugar    and   vinegar 

together  with  an  ounce  of  cloves  and  nearly  as 

much  cinnamon,  and  i^our  it  boiling  hot   over  : 

the  fruit,  which,  of  course,  has  been  picked  over 

and  all  stems  and  partly  decayed  fruit  removed. ! 

Cover  the  jar  and  let  it  stand  24  hours,  or  over 

night.     Pour  off  the  juice,  boil  up  again,  and 

pour  it  out  boiling  hot  over  them.     Do  this ; 

again  on  the  next  day,  and  close  for  winter  use.  I 

They  ought  to  keep  perfectly,  but  if  they  do  ' 

not,  the  juice  should   be  drained   from  them, 

boiled   up   again,   and   poured   hot   over    the 

plums.  I

Plums,  to  Bottle. — Weigh  the  fruit,  and  : 

allow  a  half  pound^  of  sugar   to   a    pound   of 

plums;  less  than  this  quantity  for  very   ripe 

and  sweet  Green  Gage  varieties.     Put  the  su- 

ger  in1he!kettle  and  raoisteu  it  well  with  water. 

Let  it  come  to  a  syrup,  boiling  and  skimming  if 

brown  sugar  (which  is  the  kiud  I  use) ;  uow 


add  the  right  proportion  of  plums.

j  I  let  them  stand  on  the  back  of  the  stove  until 
.they   are  heated  through,  and   the  juice   run- 
i  niug  before  I  bring  them  to  a   boil.     I    think 
I  it  is  a  shame  to  make  a    strong  jam   of  good, 
handsome  blue  plums;  whole,  they  are  of  a  de- 
,  lightful  purple  color — the  jam   is    browu    and 
ugly.     I  have  seeen  a  method  in   your  paper 
where  the  plums  are  put  in  jars,  covered  close- 
ly, and  allowed  to  remain  over  night  in  a  warm 
oven.     It  is  a  very  good  way. 

Plum  Pie. — An  English  receipe.  Take  a 
deep,  earthen  dish.  Invert  a  cup  in  the  centre. 
Place  plums  all  around  the  cup  until  the  dish 
is  heaping  full,  adding  what  sugar  you  think 
best.  Make  a  rather  plain  pastry.  Moisten 
the  edge  of  the  dish  with  a  little  water.  Cut 
a  strip  of  pastry  half  an  inch  wide,  and  as  thin 
oras  thick  as  you  like.  Place  all  around  the 
rim.  Moisten  this  pastry  with  your  finger 
dipped  in  water,  or,  better,  with  the!' white  of  an 
egg.  Now  cover  the  whole  with  the  remain- 
ing pastry,  trim  around,  and  bake.  This  pie 
is  delicious,  eaten  cold,  with  white  sugar  and 
cream.  In  helping  guests,  do  not  forget  to 
give  a  generous  portion  of  the  juice. 

Peaches  for  Tea  are  much  nicer  and  look 
better  when  cut  up  just  before  going  to  tjible.

The  Kansas  Central  Advocate  thus  exults  over 
the  crop  prospects  in  that  vicinity  :  ; 

The  oldest  inhabitant  remembereth  liot  a  year 
in  which  Heaven  hath  so  bountifully  blessed  this 
locality  as  this  present  one.  With  sufficient  snow 
ehtring  the  past  winter  to  protect  our  cereals,  mow- 
ing and  pasturing  was  requisite  te>  keep  them 
within  reason.  Delightful  spring  and  summer  fol- 
lowed with  hot  sun  and  gentle  showers  nearly  ev» 
ery  daj'.  Soon  all  was  in  bloom,, and  now  all  wia- 
ter  crops  have  been  harvested. 

Samples  have  been  brought  to  us  from  all  locaf- 
ities,  and,  though  of  Eastern  birth  we  have  never 
seen  them  surpassed,  if  equalled.  \Vheat  five  ieet 
and  a  half  high,  and  rye  seven  feet;  the  former 
will  run  from  twenty-five  to  forly-five  bushels  per. 
acre,  and  deliveries  have  been  made  to  our  mills 
here  of  lots  weighing  sixty-two  and  sixty-four 
pounds  to  the  bushel.  Barely  is  now  about  four 
feet  higii,  oats  five  feet.  Some  of  the  latter  have 
i)een  harvested  as  long  since  as  three  weeks,  and 
some  not  cut  will  average  100  bushels  to  the  acre. 
Corn  ten  to  twelve  feet,  with  ears  ready  for  roast- 
ing.

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THE  PEOLOUSINGOr  OTJE  DAYS- 


For  he  that  will  love  life  and  see  good  daj's,  let  him  re- 
frain his  tongue  from  eyil,  and  his  lips  that  thej'  speak  no 
guile :  Let  him  eschew  evil  and  do  good ;  let  him  seek 
peace  and  ensue  it. — 1  Pet.  3  :  10,  11. 

Life  it  a  blessing;  a  precious  gift  of  God  and 
the  desire  of  this  gift,  and  the  \vay  by  which 
length  of  days  may  be  sectired,  is  referred  to  by 
the  apostle.  The  desire  of  life  and  the  love  of 
many  days  appears  to  be  an  instinct  implanted 
within  our  nature,  for  we  naturally  love  life  and 
dread  its  extinction.  Though  this  desire  may  be 
carried  to  an"  improper  extent,  so  much  so  as 
not  to  be  prepared  to  resign  it  when  it  is  God's 
will,  yet  there  are  important  reasons  why  we 
should  desire  to  live.  Life,  as  already  stated,  is 
to  be  regar<lcd  as  a  blessing — a  gift  irom  God.  As 
such  we  regard  it  as  precious,  and  instinctively  we 
shrink  back  from  death  as  one  of  the  greatest 
of  terrors ;  the  very  thought  of  d  e  a  t  h  makes 
men  shudder.  It  is  true  the  .saint,  when  he  is 
once  made  to  believe  that  it  is  God's  will  that  he 
should  depart,  can  meet  death  with  complacency 
— death  loses  its  sting,  and  the  soul  looks  forward 
to  the  "world  of  light"  where  it  shall  forever 
bask  in  the  clinic>5  of  immortal  glory.  But  until 
the  soul  is  made  truly  sensible  that  God  designs 
liis  noa-existence  in  this  world,  life  is  precious 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  sustain  it.  This  cer- 
tainly is  not  wrong,  for  by  our  nature  we  are 
prompted  to  love  life,  and  we  are  but  acting  oat 
one  of  the  laws  which  our  creator  has  implanted 
Avithin  UP,  when  we,  with  proper  si^bmission  to  his 
will,  seek  to  lengthen  out  our  days. 

There  is  a  purpose,  and  a  grand  one,  fox  which 
we  should  desire  length  of  days:  That  ivc 
make  jji-t^parations  for  fierniiy.  Too  many  days 
cannot  be  allotted  unto  us  to  determine  whether 
■we  have  well  founded  hopes  for  heven.  This  is 
a  question  of  momentous  importance,  a  question 
that  involves  our  eternal  interests,  and  the  long- 
est life  cannot  be  better  employed  than  in  making 
inquiries  that  grow  oui  of  it.  This  life  is  the  time 
allotted  unto  us  to  consider  and  investigate  the 
will  of  God  concerning  us,  and  since  the  time  for 
the  salvation  of  the  soul  is  limited  to  a  short  pro- 
bationary state,'  we  cannot  help,  when  we  consider 
the  value  of  the  soul,  and  the  Consequences  if  un- 
saved, but  feel  that  we  need  every  Jiiinute  of  time 
that  Providence  may  see  fit  to  bestow  unto  us. — 
Do  you  friendly  reader  employ  the  time?  Do 
you  feel  the  importance  of  attending  to    the  work 


j  that  God  has  imposed  upon  you  ?  Kemembcr 
,  that  this  great  work,  the  saving  of  tlie  soul,  is 
!  confined  alone  to  this  time.  It  is  in  this  life  that 
we  are  to  illustrate  the  influence  of  our  relisrion 
by  example,  by  laboring  for  the  salvation  of  sin- 
ners, contributing  of  our  substance  to  the  poor, 
releaving  the  needy,  visiting  the  sick  and  afflicted, 
praying  for  enemies,  doing  good  to  those  who  dis- 
pitefully  use  and  abuse  ns.  ^Vhen  considering 
what  is  to  be  done,  aad  what  an  effort  it  requires, 
the  selfdenial,  the  remonstrance  with  which  we 
meet,  we  certainly  Avill  feel  like  lengthening  out 
the  time.  This  fact  we  can  all  appreciate,  and 
while  we  should  be  willing  to  depart'^^Jj.en  God 
calls  us,  we  should  also  regard  life  as  a  blessing — ■ 
a  precioiis  gift. 

For  he  that  iciU  love  life,  implies  a  desire  to 
live,  a  wish  that  life  may  be  prolonged.  The 
same  passage,  in  substance,  in  Psalm  34  reads  as 
follows  ;  "  What  man  is.  he  that  desireth  life,  and 
lovcth  many  days  that  he  may  see  good."  From 
this  we  infer  that  the  import  is,  a  desire  to  live, 
a  prolonging  of  life.  Having  noticed  that  we 
need  length  of  days  for  the  performance  of  our 
duty  to  Godj  we  shall  refer  to  the  catalogue  of 
things  mentioned  that  will  promote  length  of  day.'!. 
First.  Let  him  refrain  his  tongue  from  evil. 
To  refrain  the  tongue  from  evil  is,  to  avoid  slan- 
der, falsehood,  profanity,  and  to  abstain  from 
false  and  erroneous  opinions  "We  may  not  at 
once  be  able  to  conceive  of  the  effects  tiiese  evils 
can  have  on  our  natural  life,  hut  they  have 
their  bearing.  The  slanderer  injures  his  fel- 
low man  by  repotting  something  that  is  false,  and 
by  this  means  becomes  involved  in  difficulties  that 
disturb  the  mind,  and  a  degeneracy  in  the  physi- 
cal constitution  is  the  effect.  The  apostle  James 
in  reference  to  evil  speaking  says,  it  "  defiles  the 
whole  body."  And  again  he  says,  "the  tongue 
is  an  unruly  member,  and  fidl  of  deadly  poison." 
We  have  examples  of  the  effects  on  the  physical 
constitution  of  which  the  following  will  illustrate  : 
A  man  of  reputable  character  was  induced,  by 
some  means,  to  utter  a  glaring  falsehood.  ,  After 
becoming  aware  that  it  would  come  under  general 
notice  his  mind  become  very  much  disturbed  in 
refference  to  it.  While  in  this  condition  he  coutrac- 
ted  a  malady  which  resulted  in  death.  "What  was 
the  first  and  great  cause  ?  "Undoubtedly  it  was,  as 
he  on  his  death  bed,  acknowledged,  the  effects  of 
the  tongue  so  full  of  deadly  poison  that  it  polluted 
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the  whole  body  with  disease.  Many  are  the  ex- 
amples that  illustrate  this  fact,  but  this  \»ill  suf- 
fice for  the  present  purpose. 

Second.  tSpeak  no  guile.  By  the  word  guile 
we  understand  not  to  be  deceitful ;  conveying  no 
false  impressions,  or  lead  others  astray^  A  cer- 
tain Asyrian  denominated  the  keeping  of  the  lips 
from  speaking  guile  the  elixir  of  life.  He  is  said 
to  have  passed  through  a  certain  city  crying  out, 
"  Who  will  have  the  elixir  of  life  ? "  When 
called  upon  for  an  explanation  of  what  he  had,  he 
said,  "  is  it  not  written  what  man  is  he  that  de- 
sireth  life  and  loveth  many  days  that  he  may  see 
good  ?  Ke  p  thy  tongue  from  evil  and  thy  lips 
that  they  speak  no  guile.  Lo,  this  is  the  elixir  of 
life  which  is  in  the  mouth  of  man."  This  illus- 
trates the  idea.  By  speaking  guile  we  deceive  or 
delude  our  fellow  beings,  and  thus  we  become 
the  outcasts  of  society ;  we  are  looked  upon  with 
contempt  by  tlie  good  and. noble,  ail  of  which  has 
a  tendancy  to  depress  life,  while  on  the  other 
hand,  by  refraining  from  this  evilj  by  having  this 
elixir  in  our  mouths,  life  is  invigorated  and  pro- 
moted. 

Third.  Eschew  evil.  ■  Evil  is  of  two  kinds, 
natural  and  moral.  Natural  evil  is  anything  th;it 
produces  pain,  distress,  or  in  any  way  disturbs  the 
peace  and  happiness,  or  destroys  the  perfection 
of  natural  beings.  Evil  of  this  kind  we  are  daily 
inflicting  upon  our  bodies  the  temple  of  God  for 
the  indwelling  of  that  vital,  living,  immortal 
principle.  This  temple  is  given  into  our  charge 
to  sustaii)  and  keep  up  until  the  time  for  the  re- 
moval or  transportation  of  the  immortal  into  the 
spiritual  h6use,  not  made  with  hands  eternal  in 
the  heavens.  This  time,  however,  can  be  short- 
ened by  impairing  or  destroying  the  body  and 
anything  that  will  produce  an  effect  of  this  kind 
is  an  evil,  and  may  be  appropriately  called  a  nat- 
ural evil.  To  this  the  apostle  no  doubt  refers 
and  in  way  of  warning  gives  the  exhortation 
eschew  evil ;  avoid  those  things  which  have  a 
tendancy  to  injure  ray  temjjle  or  I  may  de- 
prive you  the  privilege  of  residing  in  it,  and  thus 
you  may  be  called  from  time  ere  you  have  made 
the  necessary  preparation.  Our  bodies  are  only 
as  tenjfnt  houses  in  wich  we  may  dwell  for  a  time, 
the  length  of  which  depends  on  the  care  and  atten- 
t  on  we  bestow  upon  (hem.  If  we  violate  t'lc  laws  by 
which  they  are  governed  we  are  performing  an 
Gvil — an  evil  by   which  our   cart  lily  existence  is 


shortened.  There  are  various  ways  in  which  we 
may  violate  tliese  laws,  and  no  doubt  all  have  vi- 
olated to  a  greater  or  less  extent.  Every  viola- 
tion of  the  laws  of  nature  contributes  tp  the  im- 
pairing or  depression  of  God's  temple  and  if  we 
continue  in  this  course,  we  cannot  expect  to  retain 
possession. 

3Jor(d  evil  is  a  deviation  from  the  rules  of  con- 
duct prescribed  by  God.  The  Scriptures  teach  us 
if  our  enemy  hunger  we  ai:e.tq  feed  him,  and  if 
he  thirst  we  are  to  give  him  drink.  AYe  are  also 
to  love  our  enemies,  and  do  good  to  those  whodls- 
pitefully  use  and  persecute  us.  These  are  among 
the  rules  given  to  us  for  the  governing  of  our 
lives,  and  a  violation  will  always  be  followed  by 
the  penalty.  These  commandments  were  given  by 
the  Savior  and  it  is  a  posative  declaration  that 
whosoever  will  not  hear  his  words  shall  be  de- 
stroyed. Nor  is  this  all,  as  a  natural  result,  an 
immediate  penalty  will  follow.  By  letting  our 
corrupt  and  depraved  nature  have  its  course,  tow- 
ards our  fellow  being,  the  subject  is  often  likewise, 
wrought  upon  and  thus  a  reaction  takes  place, 
resulting  in  many  instances  in  bloodshed,  ruin 
and  wretchedness.  This  course  of  procedure  stops 
not  alone  with  individuals,  but  strange  as  it  may 
seem  christian  nations  resort  to  this  method  of 
dealing  with  a  nation  which  they  believe  to 
have  offered  to  thcni  an  injury.  In  this  way 
thousands  have  been  hastily  cut  off  from  time — 
all  the  effects  of  moral  evil. 

irf  Jiini  seek  peace  and  ensue  it  is  the  last  men- 
tioned in  the  text  and  we  will  notice  it  briefly. 
Peaceableuess  appears  to  be  a  special  character- 
istic in  the  christian  life,  and  the  import  of  the 
language  used  in  the  text  is,  follow  it  and  prac- 
tice it.  "  If  it  be  possible  as  much  as  lieth  in  you, 
live  peacable  with  all  men,"  is  the  requsition  of 
the  apostle  to  the  llomans.  The  the  spirit  of  re- 
taliation has  no  room  in  the  christians'  heart.  It 
is  an  indication  of  a  meanness  of  spirit,  and  we 
cannot  hope  to  be  forgiven  of  God  unless  \vc, 
from  the  heart,  forgive  and  manifest  by  our  ac- 
tions, kindness  towards  the  offended.  The  culti- 
vation and  maintaining  of  the  spirit  of  peace 
requires  uurelenting  zeal  and  untiring  persever- 
ance. And  dear  reader,  when  taking  a  view  of 
the  conciliatory  effects  of  a  quiet  and  peaceful 
spirit  will  it  not  stimulate  you  to  concentrate  all, 
your  poweis  i  i  opposition  to  the  spirit  of  avarice? 
Contrast,  if  you  pleaae  the  two   and   you    have   a 
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mirror  before  you  that  clearly  portrays  the  odious- 
n ess  of  tl'.e  one,  and  the  excellency  of  the  other. 
AVhat  produces  a  more  unpleasant  sensation  than 
the  action  and  reaction  of  the  spirit  of  revenge  ! 
May  wenot  hope  the  picture,  which  is  frequently 
brought  before  us,  will  prompt  us  all  to  guard 
against  the  ragiug  passions  of  lust,  avarice  and 
ambition.  Not  only  does  the  gratification  of  these 
passions  render  us  unfit  for  society,  and  a  terror 
and  stumbling  block  of  offense  to  the  good  and 
yoble,  but  the  wear  and  tear  of  these  raging  pas- 
sions shorten  our  natural  life.  Then  friendly 
reader,  if  you  desire  length  of  days — and  you  all 
need  them — follow  peace;  practice  it,  and  it  will 
not  only  prepare  you  for  tlie  M'orld  to  come,  but 
it  will  contribute  lai'gly  to  lengthening  out  ef 
your  days. 

May  God  help  us  all  to  see  the  importance  of 
this  matter,  and  in  the  language  of  the  Psalmist, 
may  he  "  So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we 
may  apply  our  hearts  to  wisdom."  J.  B.  B 
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"  And  they  gnawed  their  tongues  for  pain,  and  blas- 
pliemed  the  God  of  heaven  because  of  tlieir  pains  and  their 
sores,  and  repented  not  of  their  deeds."— Rev.  16  :  10,  11. 

Dear  pilgrim  reader,  I  head  this  article  with 
this  text,  not  because  I  intend  to  explain  it  in  the 
order  in  Avhich  it  stands,  in  connection  with  the 
pouring  out  the  fifth  vial  upon  the  seat  of  the  beast, 
but  wishing  to  use  and  apply  it  to  unrepented 
infidel  sinners,  to  whom  correction  comes  too  late; 
or  ratlier/t'/^if  and  heeded  too  late.  God  says,  "My 
spirit  shall  not  always  strive  with  man,"  implies 
that  the  persistant  sinner  will  be  given  over  to  a 
reprobate,  or  hardened  heart.

He  even  employs  the  hardened  and  abandoned 
wretch  to  bring  conviction,  conversion,  and  ealva- 
tion  to  others,  by  pouring  into  their  souls  the  ter- 
rors of  meeting  Him  in  judgement.  Though  in 
life,  "  The  wicked  plotteth  against  ihe  just,  and 
gnashed  upon  him  wiih  his  teeth.  The  Lord  shall 
laugh  at  him :  for  he  seeth  that  his  day  is  coming." 
Psalm  37  :  12,  13.  "Because  I  have  called,  and 
ye  refused ;  I  have  stretched  out  my  hand,  and  no 
man  regarded ;  but  ye  have  set  at  naught  all  my 
counsel,  and  would  hear  none  of  my  reproof;  I 
also  will  laugh  at  your  calamity;  I  will  mock 
when  your  fear  cometh  ;  when  your  fear  cometh 
as  desolation,  and  your  destruction  cometh  as  a 
whirlwind  ;  when  distress  and  anguish  cometh 
upon  you.     Then  shall  they  call  upon  me,  but  I 


will  not  answer;  they  shall  seek  me  early,  but 
they  sl>all  not  find  me.  For  that  they  hated  knowl- 
edge, and  did  not  choose  the  fear  of  the  Lord: 
they  would  none  of  my  counsel,  they  dis,)ised  all 
my  reproofi  Therefore  shall  they  e-A  of  the-  fruit 
of  their  own  «  ay,  and  be  filled  with  1  heir  own  de- 
vices." Prov.  1  :  24— -31.  I  have  made  this 
lengthy  quotation^  to  prove  that  thesinncr  persist- 
it3g  in  his  sin  and  infidelity  to  such  an  extent, 
though  fof  the  conviction  of  others,  may  See  his 
own  doom  when  it  is  too  late  to  avert  it. 

It  is  well  known  to  many  readers  that  Voltaire 
was  a  noted  infidel,  and  that  he  labored  throusrh  a 
long  life  to  diffuse  the  poison  of  infidelity.  "In 
life,  (says  the  historian)  he  Was  pre-eminent  in 
guilt,  and  at  death  in  miserj'.  He  had  been  ac-^ 
customed  for  years  to  call  the  adorable  Savior^ 
"  the  wretch,"  and  to  vow  that  he  would  crush 
him.  He  closed  many  of  his  letters  to  his  "friends 
with  these  words,  "  Crush  the  wretch."  Can  such  a 
sinner  come  to  his  end  in  peace  ?  Can  a  long  life 
thus  spent  in  sin  be  saved  in  the  throes  of  dying 
conviction  ?  The  righteousness  and  justice  of  God 
answer.  No.  With  the  truth  before  us  that  man 
must  be  born  again,  borti  of  water  and  of  the  spirit* 
— must  be  in  Christ,  an  d  be  a  new  creature,  old 
things  must  pass  away,  must  be  co-laborers  with 
with  God,  giving  his  body  a  living  sacrifice  to  God, 
&G.,  How  preposterous  the  thought,  that  a 
few  groans  and  sighs  on  a  sick  and  dying  bed  Will 
atone  for  a  long  life  of  sin.  "  ^ley  gnawed  theh': 
tongues  ivithpain,  and  repented  not  of  their  deedSi,, 
So  died  Voltaire,  repentance  came  too  l9,te.  He 
had  risen  in  poor  deluded  France,  high  in  worldly 
property  and  fame ;  but  the  most  High  appeared 
to  permit  him  to  rise  to  the  pinnacle  of  glory,  only 
that  he  might  sink  with  deeper  ruin  to  the  gulf 
below,  and  'hus  afford  a  more  impressive  warning 
of  the  effects  of  his  folly  and  sin. 

The  following  description  has  beea  given  of  his 
last  hours.  "  It  was  during  his  last  visit  to  Paris^ 
when  bis  triumph  was  complete,  and  he  had  eveil 
feared  he  should  die  with  glory  amidst  the  accla^ 
mations  of  an  infatuated  theatre,  that  ho  was  struck 
by  the  hand  of  Providene,  to  make  a  very  differ- 
ent termination  of  his  career.  In  the  midst  of  his 
triumph,  a  violent  bleeding  raised  apprehensions 
for  his  life.  D'Alembert,  Diderot,  and  MarmOur 
tel,  hastened  to  support  his  resolution  ^jn.  the  lastj 
momcnts,  but  were  only  witnesses  to  their  mutual 
ignominy,  as  well  as  to  his  own." 
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Hefe  let  uot  the  historian  fear  of  'exaggeration, 
llage,  remorse,  reproach,  and  blasphSmy,  all  ac- 
company and  characteriz'e  the  language  of  the  dy- 
5gn  atheist.     That  his  death  was  the  most  terrible 
ever  recorded^  m\i  not  be  denied  by  his  impious 
companions.     Their  silence,  however  much  they 
may  wish  to  deny  it,  is  the  best  of  their  corrobera- 
tive  proofs  that  could  be  adduced.     Not  one   of 
them  has  ever  dared  to  mention  any  sign  given, 
of  resolution  or  tranc[uility,  by  the  premier  chief, 
during  the  space  of  lliree  months,  which  elaipsed 
from  the  time  he  was  crowned  in  the  theatre,  until 
his  disease.     Such  a  silence  expresses  how  great 
their  humiliation  was  in  his  death.     It  was  on  bis 
return  from  (he  tlieatfer,,  and  in  the  midst  of  his 
toils  he  was  resuming  in  order  to  acquire  fresh  ap- 
plause, wheahe  was  warned,  that  his  long  career 
of  impiety  was  drawing  to  an  end. 

In  spite  of  all  the  infidel  •  philosopliers  who 
flocked  around  him,  in  the  first  days  of  his  illness, 
Jie  gave  signs  of  wishing  to  return  to  tlie  God  he 
had  so  often  blasphemed.  He  called  for  the  priest 
who  ministered  to  Him  whom  he  had  sworn  to 
crash,  under  the  appellation  of  "  the  wretch."  His 
danger  increasing  he  wrote  to  the  AWjc  '  Gualtier 
to  visit  him.  He  afterward  made  a  declaration, 
in  which  he,  in  fact,  renounced  his  in-fidelily.  This 
declaration  was  signed  by  himself  and  two  wit- 
nesses, one  of  them  was  tlie  Marquis  de  Villevitille, 
to  whom,  eleven  years  before,  Voltaire  was  wont 
to  write,  "  Conceal  your  words  from  the  enemy,  in 
your  eodoavor  to  crush  '•'  the  wretch." 

Did  this  renunciation  o  f  his  infidelity  avail  him 
anything?   No,  the  God  whom  he  had  dishonored 
and  blasphemed,  now  laughed  when  his  fear  came. 
His  former  friends  arid  conspirators,  who  had  be- 
set  his  apartment,  could  never  approach  him  but 
to  witness  their  own  ignominy  ;  and  oftsn  he  would 
curse  them,  and  exclaim :  "  Eetjre  !  it  is  you  that 
have  brought  me  to  my   present  state  !     I  could 
have  done  without  you  all,  but  you  could  not  ex- 
ist without  me;  and  what  a  wretched  glory  haye 
you  procured  me.     They  could  liear  Turn,  the  px'ey 
of  anguish  and  dread,  alternately    supplicating  or 
blaspheming  that  God    ■\thom    he  had   conspired  | 
against ;  and  in  plaintive  accents  would  cry  out, ! 
Oh  Christ !    Oh  Jesus  Christ !  and  then  complain  | 
that  he  was  abandoned  by  God  and  man.     In  one  { 
of  his  visits  the  doctor  found  him  in    the   greatest 
agonies,  exclaiming,  with  the  utmost  horror,  1  am 
abandoned  by  God  and  man.     He  then  said,  Doc- 


tor, I  will  give  you  half,  of  ^hat  I  am  worth, 
if  you  will  give  me  six  months  to  live.  Thedoc- 
tor  anpwered,  sir,  you  cannot  live  six  weeks.  Vol- 
taire replied,  then  I  shall  go  to  hell,  and  yoa.M'ill 
go  with  me  !  and  soon  after  expired." 

Dear  reader,  how  horrid  is  the  death  of  tha  sin- 
ner. Flee,  O,  flee  froni  the  wrath  to  come,  to  a 
merciful  Savior  before  it  will  be  too  late.

Instead  of 
d  general  ingathering  of  lay  members  and  oilficials 
from  all  the  congresrations  within  the  district  and 
a  full  turnout  in  the  church  in  which  they  are 
held,  this  meeting  was  composed  of  nine  or  ten 
ministers,  the  same  number  of  deacons  and  a  very 
small  percentage  of  the  resident  members.  Wheth- 
er this  small  attendance  of  resident  members  was 
on  account  of  local  difficulties  among  the  members 
or  an  utter  disregard  or  unconcern  about  the  trans- 
actions, we  are  not  prepared  to  say,  but  it  did  ap- 
pear strange  to  us — but  perhaps  they  place  more 
confidence  in  their  ministers  and  less  in  themselves 
than  -what  we  do. 

We  were  not  present  at  the  opening  exercises 
and  therefore  cannot  report  the  programme,  b&t 
the  business  before  the  meeting,  when  yve  entered, 
was  in  regard  to  a  difficulty  existing  between  two 
ministers  of  different  charges,  which  seemed  to  be 
about  as  follows :  In  minister  A's,  congregation 
there  was  a  refractory  member  who  had  comrait- 
ted  some  special  fault  or  violation  for  which  he 
was  not  willing  to  make  an  acknowledgment,  and 
persisted  in  his  error  until  the  church  thought  it 
prudent  to  call  a  council,  at  which  they  excommu- 
nicated him.  Without  any  show  of  repentance,  or 
making  aoy  amends  for  his  conduct,  he  leaves  the 
charge  of  minister  A,  and  goes  to  minister  B  and 
desires  to  be  again  received  into  church  fellowship. 
B,  without  consulting  A,  or  his  charge,  admits 
him  as  a  member  of  his  church,  thus  dishonorins: 
and  invalidating  the  action  of  A  and  his  charge. 
There  was  a  considerblc  discussion  as  to  whether 
it  should  come  before  the  Conference  or  be  taken 


to  Synod,  A  being  in  favor  of  it  going  16  Syrio:!. 
''  I  appeal  to  Ceasar  and  to  Ceasar  it  Shall'  go." 
Some  were  in  favor  of  sending  it  to  Syndd 
and  others,  of  A  and  B  adjusting  the  difficulty 
between  themselvesi  This  A  said  he  could  not 
do,  as  it  was  the  church  that  was  grieved  as  well 
as  himself  and  he  was  not  prepared  to  act  /of  the 
church  or  congregation.  They  finally  agreed  that 
it  should  come  before  the  meeting  £lnd  shaped  it 
into  a  resolution  for  discussion  which  w'as-sls  Al- 


lows. 


Resolved  that  no  ministei'  has  a  right  to  receive 
a  member  expelled  by  aaothei' oongregatioa  of  the 
same  denomination. 

The  president  then  said  that  tbe  resolution  was 
before  the  meeting  and  ready  for  discussion. 

Mr.  Kessler  then  ojiened  the  disscussionJby  giv^ 
ing  an  outline  of  the  duties  of  ministers  and  con-' 
gregations  toward  erring  members  referring  to 
Math.  18th.  which  was  about  the  only  referenee 
to  scripture  that  was  made  during  the  discussion- 
He  thought,  as  a  rule,  expelled  members 
should  be  received  by  the  same  church  that  expell- 
ed them,  but  that  there  might  be  exceptional  cases 
that  could  be  received  without  consulting  the 
church  from  which  they  were  expelled.  He  con- 
sumed considerable  time  and  said  but  little  that 
had  a  bearing  on  the  question. 

Mr.  Kerr  then  followed  and  contended  asrainst 
one  minister  invalidating  the  action  of  a  whole 
congregation. 

He  claimed  that  no  minister  had  a  right,  accord- 
ing to  the  gospel  and  the  discipline  of  the  Luther- 
an church,  to  receive  an  expelled  member  from 
another  church  without  first  consulting  the  church 
from  which  they  were  expelled,  that  they  should 
in  all  cases  be  restored  by  the  same  body  from 
which  they  were  expelled,  and  that  the  action  of 
the  church  could  not  be  revoked  until  done  by 
Synod.  He  spoke  at  some  length  and  with  some 
show  of  reason,  giving  some  apt  illustrations 
which  squarely  met  the  case. 

Mr.  Boyer  then  followed,  concuiTing  In  general, 
with  the  views  of  the  first  speakei' — that  under 
some  circumstances  it  might  be  allowable  to  reln- 
si.aie  expelled  members  Independent  of  the  church 
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by  which  they  were  expelled,  adding  that  such 
persons  'ivere  then  independent  of  the  chiirch,  that 
it  had  no  more  authority  over  them  and  that  tlicy 
were  the  sarne  as  those  who  nevef  had  been  mem- 
bers, and  Coiild  be  feceived  by  any  church  just  the 
same.  To  us  lliat  was  an  assertion  without  a  prec- 
edent and  altogether  untenable,  and  was  sWpfised 
that  a  few  others  a.s3ented  to  Such  Views.  The 
idea  is  rid'ieft'loUs,  a  man  tliat  ha-i  been  born  again 
— regenerated,  just  the  same  as  the  unregencratcd 
sinner.  Of  course  Mr.  Boyer  would  I'ebaptiie  his 
excommunicated  member  before  fC'Ceiving  liim  ac- 
■cording  to  such  a  theory. 

Father  Crist,  next  took  the  floor  and  quite 
enthusiastically  maintained  the  right  of  minis- 
ters receiving  expelled  members  independent 
of  the  qjiurch  by  which  they  were  expelled. — 
His  reasons  and  proof  in  favor  of  his  position 
were  as  follows:  In  Hollidaysburg  there  resided 
a  certain  doctor  wko  had  been  a  memlrer  of  the  Lu- 
theran church,  Imt  by  some  means  not  mentioned, 
he  got  into  a  difficulty  with  the  church  and  an  ac- 
knowledgment was  demanded  of  him^  but  he  could 
not  see  thiugs  in  that  light  and  would  not  do  it, 
and  he  was  excommunicated.  Some  lime  after 
this,  Father  Crist  happened  to  be  in  Germantown 
and  was  invited  to  preachy  "When  he  went  to 
church  the  Sabbath  School  was  yet  in  session — he 
enters  and  lo  !  and  behold  !  what  do  you  suppose 
lie  saw?  There  was  the  excommunicated  doctor 
at  the  head  of  a  class  talking  to  the  children  about 
Jesus,  a  restored  member  of  the  Lutheran  Clmrch 
and  the  brethi-ea  and  pastor  at  Hollidaysburg 
knew  nothing  aboiit  it.  He  speaks  to  him.  "  Why 
doctof,  Is  that  you  ?  In  the  church  again  indeed, 
and  did  you  tell  them  that  you  had  been  expell- 
ed?" 

"  Oh  yes  I  told  them  all  about  it,  and  I  did  not 
even  ask  to  be  received  back  again,  but  they  asked 
and  urged  me." 

It  appears  that  the  good  doctor  wm  not  at  all 
anxious,  but  by  a  little  persuasion  he  assents  to  be 
again  identified  with  the  church. 

Another  brothar  asks:  "Do  you  believe  that 
he  would  have  ever  made  thcacknoh'ledgmcnt  lo 
the  Church  at  Hollidaysburg?  " 


Father  Crist.  "Made  the  acknowledgment? 
no,  t-ever  kever  NEVER." 

The  argument  was  so  powerful  and  convincing 
that  a  further  discussions  Was  not  thought 
necessary  and  there  ^^^ls  a  motion  made  to  table 
the  qrtestion — and  it  »■«•,?  tMed. 

A  question  or  resolution  that  a  child  of  twelve 
years  who  has  been  learned  to  read  the  scriptures 
should  have  answered,  could  not  be  answered  by 
this  learned  body  after  almost  a  day's  discussion 
Is  it  not  strailge  ? 

The  doctor  hates  the  chiVrch  that  excommunica- 
ted him,  and  they  in  tiirn  hate  him,  but  this  makes 
no  difference,  he  loves  the  Germantown  brethren 
and  they  loVe  him,  ami  the  Hollidaysburg  cliurch 
can  bear  and  grin,  as  Mr.  Kerr  expresses  himself- 
"  They  live  away  up  there  among  the  hills,  they 
don't  know  anything,  we  down  here  have  the  spirit 
and  the  tf-iUh,  come  to  us,  \to  Walk  in  the  light? 
and  never  mind  what  they  say." 

Why  not  lake  the  plain,  "  thus  saith  the  Lord 
for  it?"  (see  Math.  18th.)  When  a  member  com- 
mits a  fault  against  another  member,  the  first  du- 
ty of  the  offended  is  to  go  and  tell  that  member 
of  his  faults,  if  he  acknowledges,  or  tlie  grievance 
is  adjusted  say  nothing  more  about  it,  if  not,  take 
one  or  t\TO  along,  and  go  again,  if  he  then  ac- 
knowledges, thou  shalt  forgive  him,  but  if  he  still 
will  not  heat,  then  take  it  before  the  church,  and 
if  he  hears  hot  the  church,  then  let  him  be  as  a 
publican  and  a  heathen.  Now  if  the  expelled 
member  thinks  he  has  not  had  justice  he  can  call 
a  committee  and  it  is  their  duty  to  investigate  the 
whole  matter  and  if  they  find  the  aggrieved  mem^ 
ber  in  fault,  he  will  be  required  to  make  the  ac- 
knowledgment, but  if  the  church  be  found  in  fault 
it  will  be.  the  churches  duty  to  acknowledge  to  the 
aggrieved  member.  If  this  committee  do^s  still 
not  give  satisfactiou,  it  is  next  taken  to  District 
Conference  and  laid  before  it.  If  this  decision  is 
not  satisfactory,  it  c^i  be  taken  to  Annual  Meet- 
ing. (Synod.)  The  action  of  this  meeting,  by  us, 
IS  considered  the  highest  authority  and  final.  This 
course  is  based  on  both  scrijiturc  and  reason,  but 
when  a  minister,  without  any  investigation  revokes 
tiic  action  of  a  whole  'church,  he  does  it,  both 
agaiubt  scripture  and  reason. 
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The  next  thiog  before  tlic  meeting,  was  report- 
ing by  tlie  ministers  present  of  tlieir  several  charg- 
es and  the  prospects  of  inakin  g  more. 

This  was  soon  waved  into,  how  shall  the  charg- 
es be  supplied  with  ministers?  There  was  about 
one  hundred  charges  in  the  state  reported  without 
ministers,  but  none  of  them  large  enough  to  sup- 
],ort  a  minister  ranging  from  ten  to  twenty  and 
thirty  members.  .    _^  ,  _ 

It  was  suggested  that  they  ought  to  have  a  tas- 
ter way  of  manufacturing  preachers,  but  the  idea 
was,  a  plan  to  -manufacture  cheaper  ones.  Under 
the  present  system  they  could  turn  them  out  fast 
enough,  but  on  returning  from  the  Seminary  they 
were  generally  in  debt,  and  therefore  wanted 
charges  that  would  pay  well. 

The  next  move  was,  to  put  lay  members  to  the 
work,  who  would  be  willing  to  labor  at  first  for  a 
small  compensation,  and  as  they  would  advance, 
and  tbeir  charge  increase  their  wages  could  be  en- 
larged. This  appeared  to  meet  general  approval, 
and  after  some  discussion  on  its  merits,  a  commit- 
tee of  three  were  appointed  to  draw  up  a  plan 
by  which  lay  members  could  be  put  to  the  work, 
and  the  meeting  adjourned. 

C.  B.  Crist  read  an  essay  on  "  Justification  by 
faith."  Old  father  Crist  became  so  warped  in  his 
essay  that  he  could  not  see  or  think  of  anytliing 
else  but  faith.  According  to  his  views,  all  a  man 
had  to  do  to  get  to  heaven,  would  be  to  sif>  down, 
prop  up  his  heels  and  believe  in  Jesus.  But  one 
of  his  brethren  gave  him  a  poser.  "How  are  we 
to  reconcile  Paul  with  James  ?  He  says,  faith 
without  works  is  dead."  "  O  well,  I  can  do  that, 
but  I  am  not  prepared  for  it  now,  I  have  written 
on  the  subject — would  not  have  time  to  explain  it 
now,  but  by  to-morrow  I  could  do  it." 

Mr.  Baker  then  explained  quite   satisfactorily 
by  showing  that  faith  and  wqrks  went  together 
and  that  faith  was  made  manifest  by  works. 
Mr.  Boyer  said  that  faith  justified  a  man  in  the 

sight  of  God,  and  works  before  men. 

The  doctrine  of  salvation  by  faith  alone,  is  so 
contrary  to  truth  and  reason,  that  it  ought  to  have 
been  ex])loded  long  ago.  It  is  true  that  by  or 
through  faith,  we  are  saved,  for  without  faith  there 


would  be  nothing  to  prompt  action.  Faith  is  the 
cause  and  works  the  effect.  Through  faitli  we  are 
prompted  to  go  forth  and  sow  our  fields,  yet  faith 
does  not  sow  them,  it  is  works  that  sows  them.— 
They  are  both  indispensably  essential  to  salvation 
and  to  expect  to  sail  to  heaven  by  faith  alono 
would  be  as  foolish  as  to  try  to  cross  the  Missis- 
sippi lu  a  boat  with  an  oar  on  one  side  only 
The  subject  was  changed  and  sauctification  was 
taken  up. 

"  Vi'hen  does  sauctification  commence  ?  " 

This  was  discussed  at  some  length.  Some  con- 
tended that  it  commenced  at  the  moment  that  the 
spirit  commenced  operating  upon  the  soul,  others 
when  a  man  was  converted,  others  when  he  was 
regenerated,  some  before  he  is  spuitually  born 
and  others  again,  after  he  is  born  or  Regenera- 
ted. 

There  was  quite  a  diversity  of  opinions  advanc- 
ed and  the  longer  they  discussed  it,  according  to 
their  own  acknowledgment,  the  thicker  became 
the  fog  until  towards  the  last  it  was  dfEcult  to 
tell  what  they  were  discussing.  They  finally 
agreed  that  it  was  too  mysterious  to  pass  a  decis- 
sion  and  dropped  it.  '■ 

At  the  last  session  we  were  not  present,  but  was 
informed  that  it  was  taken  up  with  the  report  of 
the  committee  on  the  laity  preaching,,  and  the 
subject  of  temperance. 

Thus  the  meeting  closed  with  making  but  a  few 
decisions  and  according  to  our  way  of  thinking 
it  would  be  hard  to  divine  the  object  of  the  meet- 
ing unless  it  was  to  have  a  general  good  time 
which  we  suppose  they  had. 

During  the  session  there  was  preaching  twice  a 
day.  The  sermons  delivered  showed  some  abili- 
ty but  were  all  read,  except  one.  It  is  a  wonder 
that  men"  who  spend  their  whole  time  in  study, 
cannot  learn  to  deliver  their  sermons  extempore- 
This  thing  of  preaching  from  written  sermons 
with  the  eyes  rivited  to  them  one-half  or  two- 
thirds  of  the  time  gives  but  little  room  for  inspir- 
ation, and  fails  to  interest  those  who  desire  that 
which  is  dictated  by  the  Holy  Ghost. 

We  have  now  given  an  abridged   report  of  a 
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Lutheran  Conference,  mostly  from  memory.  "We 
did  not  intend  saving  anvthincr  about  it  at  first  or 
we  would  have  given  it  a  full  attendance  and  tak- 
en notes  of  all  the  proceedings.  We  have  not 
given  it  for  any  general  information  but  simply  to 
show  how  some  other  religious  bodies  transact 
their  business. 

In  attending:  the  raeetino;  we  learned  a  number 
of  things  which  we  think  will  be  of  advantage  to  us. 

Ji^irst.  Education  unsanctified  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  is  of  no  advantage  to  the  cause  of  religion, 
or  the  christian  ministry. 

Second.  That  learned  men  are  not  always  wise 
counselors,  especially  in  spiritual  things. 

Third.  That  sectarianism  has  reduced  Christi- 
anity to  a  system,  and  that  each  denomination  is 
making  every  effort  to  get  the  largest  number  of 
proselytes.  This  is  done,  first  by  the  Sunday  school 
in  the  shape  of  a  church  nursery.  Second,  by 
competition.  This  is  done  by  building  grand 
churches,  having  musical  instruments  and  choirs 
in  them,  with  everything  else  that  is  intended  to 
please  ^nd  attract  the  carnal  mind,  in  short,  the 
greater  the  show  of  pride,  pleasure  and  affluence, 
the  greater  is  the  competition. 

That  apperrs  to  be  the  secret  of  success  in  vil- 
lages and  towns.  If  a  denomination  can  compete 
all  others  in  having  a  grand  house  and  a  goodly 
show  of  affluence,  success  is  considered  certain. 

Brethren,  let  us  take  warning,  and  be  careful 
that  our  religion  stands  not  in  the  wisdom  of  men, 
but  in  the  power  of  God.. 
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This  includes  not  only  swearing,  but  also  the 
use  of  impure,  immodest  and  sinful  expressions. 
Wc  all  know  how  very  svrong  it  is  to  swear. 
Boys  who  hope  some  day  to  become  men  must 
never  allow  their  tongues  to  give  utterance  to  an 
oath.  Some  think  this  means  taking  God's  name 
jn  vain.  So  it.  does.  It  also  means  much  more. 
Children  who  would  not  dare  to  swear  and  who 
have  been  taught  by  (heir  parents  to  avoid  such  as 
do,  I  fear,  very  often  say  that  which  is  little  bct- 
tir,    I  used  to  think  that  such  expressions  as  "By 


Golly,"  "  By  George,"  &c.,  were  harmless.  Occa- 
sionally a  friend  would  tell  me  it  was  wrong  to 
use  such  words.  Oh  no  !  was  always  my  answer  ; 
there  certainly  can  be  no  harm  in  them.  I  had 
another  favorite  which  I  thought  forcible  and 
withal  very  nice,  and  one  that  I  was  sure  to  use 
when  anxious  to  make  a  good  expression.  "  Bt/ 
ail  that  is  ffood."  Thoughtlessly  as  I  used  it,  nev- 
ertheless it  was  a  fearful  oath.  God  is  good,  so 
are  all  his  works  hence  "all  that  is  good  means 
God  and  all  creation."  If  we  do  not  avoid  the 
use  of  unnecessary  words  we  will  often  find  our- 
seves  as  profare  as  those  who  pay  no  regard  to 
God  and  his  mercies.  "Let  your  communicat'ons 
be  yea,  yea;  nay,  nay;  for  whatever  is  more  than 
these  Cometh  of  evil."  Matt.  5:  37.  If  your 
words  be  evil  then  must  your  hearts  be  evil  also." 
For  out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth 
speaketh."  Matt,  12;  34.  God  hates  sin.  If 
your  hearts  are  sinful.  He  can  not  love  or  own 
you  as  children,  especially  when  you  sin  willfully^ 
If  you  use  vain  words,  knowing  it  to  be  wrong, 
you  sin  willfully,  and  by  so  doing  drive  the  Holy 
Spirit  from  your  heart.  Another  growing  habit 
among  youth  is  pride  and  ability  to  say  sharp 
things.  Such  as,  "  Hoic's  that  for  high"  "  You 
are  mighty  right,"  "you het"  jf-c.  I  hope  none 
who  read  this  strive  to  use  such  words.  Rather 
study  to  learn  what  the  following  passages  means, 
"  Evil  communications  corrupt  good  manners."  1 
Cor.  15:  23.  T  ii  e  true  beauty  and  force 
of  language  lies  not  in  high  sounding  words,  nor 
does  it  depend  upon  the  number  of  adjectives  used. 
The  simplest  is  always  the  best  and  most  easily  un- 
derstood. When  you  waste  your  breath  with  use- 
less words,  it  is  both  unprofitable  and  unwise. 
Ask  God  to  give  you  a  clean  heart,  an  humble 
spirit,  a  pure  mind,  and  a  fervent  piety  which  will 

lead  you  into  a  lifcof  usefulnes.s,  enable  you  to  en- 
joy many  earthly  blessings  unknown  to  the  sinner, 
and  at  the  clo.se  of  this  lite  secure  a  crown  of  glory 
which  fadcth  not  away. — Herald  of  Truth.

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FRIGHTFUL    CALAMITY! 

The  boiler  of  the  Staten  Island  Ferry  boat 
Westfield  exploded  at  about  1 J  P.  M.  on  Sunday, 
just  as  the  vessel  was  starting  on  her  trip  from  the 
foot  of  Whitehall  Street,  near  the  battery.  The 
particulars  of  the  accident  we  copy  from  the  New 
York  Standard.  There  were  on  board  at  the 
tini&,  as  nearly  as  can  bo  ^scertaiued,  nearly  four 
huiidvcd  i^ers'ins,  generally  of  the  working  classes. 
The  explosion  sliivered  the  upper  works,  of  the 
forward  part  of  the  boat,  hurling  the  fragments  of 
wood  and  iron  and  bodies  of  men,  women  and  lit- 
tle children  into  the  air.. 

Tljie  scene  was  atterly  indeserihable.  In  the 
ship  Jay  the  the  dismantled  hull,  surrounded  by  a 
heavy-  dond  of  dust,  steam  and  smoke.  On  the 
docks,  on  either  side,  -wev^  th&  dead  bodies  of 
those  who  had  been  blown  thitaery  ■with  pieces  of 
boiler  iron,  huge  beams  of  oak,  aad  shattered 
timbei's.  The  hull  of  the  Westfield  waj  a  com- 
plete reck.  Forward  of  the  wheel-house  the  up- 
per works  of  the  boai,  even  to  the  side  railings, 
were  shattered  into  fragments^  some  of  which  had 
been  blowii  to  great  distances,,  while  others  had 
iallen  into  the  hold  of  the  boat. 

Those  who  witnessed  the  fearfuj  scene,  say 
that  the  explosion  was  accompanied  by  tbre©  dis- 
tant reports,  similar  in  sonnd  ta  the  report  Orf 
gunpowder  exploding  in  an  eoclosed  space.  As 
the  last  dull  thud  was  heard,  fragments  of  the 
wreck,  and  human  bodies  were  seen  to  mount 
high  in  the  air  with  fearful  velocity,  and  then  to 
fall  into  the  water  or  on  the  piers  on  either  side. 
The  hurricane  deck — a  mass  of  timber,  probably 
thirty  by  fifty  feet — was  lifted  bodily  from  the 
vessel,  raised  to  the  height  of  twenty  or  twenty- 
five  feet,  and  then  fell  into  the  water  near  the  end 
of  the  ship.  Then  cameja  cloud  of  smoke,  and  hot 
steam,  and  the  scene  was  for  a  moment  invisible 
to  the  horrified  by-standers. 

When  the  smoke  cleared  away  a  scene  of  horror, 
to»  intense  for  description,  was  presented.  There 
lay  the  dismantled  hull,  still  bearing  a  portion  of 
hisr  living  freight,  while  around  her,  struggling 
Ixf.  the  water,  were  at  least  two  hundred  persons  of 
^11  ages  and  both  sexes.  Clinging  to  the  siderails, 
ftt  the  stern  of  the  boat,  were  many  terrified  worn- 
fixi,  some  of  them  suffering  intensely   from  scalds. 

These  gave  vent  to  their  fright  and  sufiering  in 
ieart-rending  screams,  which  were  swelled  by  the 


groans  of  the  wounded  and  dying  in  the  cabins, 
on  deck  and  in  the  forward  hold,  and  magnified 
into  a  very  Babel  of  agonizing  confusion  by  the 
oatcries  of  those  who.  were  struggling  for  life  in 
the  stream. 

For  one  moment  those  on  the  piles  to  piers  on 
either  side  were  paralyzed,  but  only  a  moment. 
The  region  abounds  in  boatmen,  some  few  of 
whom  witnessed  the  explosioju.  These  noble^raeii 
flew  to  the  aid  of  the  drowning  people,  and  in  an 
incredibly  short  time  the  river  wasswarming  with 
boats.  About  fif^eea  boats,  each  manned  by  an 
oarsman  and  a  man  in  the  stesn,  pushed  into  the 
stream,  each  returning  shortly  with  a  load  of  sev- 
en or  eight  persons.  Those  on  the  piers  stood  on 
the  striugers,  and  stretehing  Ao"Kn  managed  to 
grasp  the  hands  of  a  few  who  were  struggling^ 
near  by.  Some  rushed  aboard  the  hull,  wiien  the 
smoke  had  partly  cleared  away,  and  devoted  them- 
selves to  recovering  the  bodies  of  the  dead  or  aid- 
ing the  wounded. 

Many  of  the  rescued  were  badly  scalded,  and 
some  of  them  had  wounds  inflicted  by  splinters  o? 
the  wreck.     The  scene  after  the  rescue  was  as  af- 
fecting as  the  explosion  itself  was  horrible.     Tlie 
efforts  of  the  boatman  had  saved  many,  but  many 
also  had  sunk  beneath  the  surface,   drowning  be- 
fore the  very  eyes  of  those  who  stood  on   the  pier 
and  witnessed  their  desperate  buffettings  with  the 
destroying  element,  without  being  able  to   raise  a 
hand  to  assist  them.     Altogether  at  least  seventy- 
five  lives  were  lost  by  the  accident.     The  hospit- 
als were  literally  filled  with  the  wounded,   num- 
bering about   two   himdred.—IIuniincjidan  Joiir-t 
md.  ''  "

From  the  reading  of  thie  chapter  it  is  manifest 

that  thebrethren  in  thi^chTircii  had  Till' Cshalted' 
opinion  of  their  righteousness;  estfepaing  tliem- 
selves  better  than  the  apostle, '^nS  they  of  his  com- 
pany. In  their  s^elf  esteem  they  even  thought  of 
the  apostle. that  he  walked  accarding  to  the  flesh. 
He  tells  them.  that,  "though  we,..>val.k.in  the  .flesh, 
we  dp  iiot  war  after  the  flesh."  and  asks,  "  Do 
ye  look  on  things  .after  the  outward  appearance?" 
Thus  it  seems  they  set  up  their  standard  of  religion 
among  themselves  according  to  their  outward  ajj- 
pearance ;  and  by  this  standard  of  measurement, 
they  measured  themselves  by  themselves,  and  com- 
paring themselves  among  themselves;  and  all 
outside  of  their  rule  of  measurement  was  condem- 
ed,  though  it  be  an  apostle  of  Christ.,  This  spirit 
the  apostle  reproves,  and  tells  them  they  are  not 
vnse ;  for  "  If  any  man  trust  to  himself  that  he  is 
Christ,  let  him  of  himself  think  this  agaiu,  that,  as  he 
is  Christ's,  even  so  are  we  Christ's.  But  he  that 
glorieth,' let  him  glory  in  the  Lord.  Por  not  he 
that  commendeth  himself  is -approved,  but  whom 

the  Lord  commentleth."  ;,;;■■  ^ ;  .••     '      , :   . 

Unwise  as  thi's  spirit  of  human  measurement  is, 
Mis  old,  il\&  primitive.  The  Scribes  and  Phari- 
sees measured  themselves  liy.  this  rule,  and  con- 
demned all  outside  of  their  rule  of  standard.  It  is 
still  extant  in  Church  and  Stftte,  it  was,  and  is  the 
bane  of  our  otherwise'  happy  country.  Slavery, 
"The  sum  of  all  Yilanies,"  being  an  iustitiition  of 
Southern  States ;  the  people  having  inherited  it 
from  their  fathers,  cherished  it  as  a  f)recious  Pbdi- 
ITIVE  institution.  .And  measuring  themsetvcs  by 
themselves,  and  comparing  themselves  anioug  them- 
selves, concluded  it  was  an  institution  of  God,  and 
in  defence  of  it  one  of  them  was  equal  to  four  men 
who  would  not  consent,  or  subscribe  to  their  rule 
of  measure.  War  aud  bloodshed  was  the  final  re- 
sult. This  spirit  is  still  rampant  amopg  them, 
and  its  folly  is  seen  in  their  vrasted  resources. .  It 
is  this  liuwise  measuring  themselves  by  themselves, 
and  comparing,  them.ielves  among  themselves 
which  governs,  ard  controls,  nine-tenth  of  all  the 
judicial  rulings  by  the  Judges  of  our  civil  Courts. 
A  point  of  law  beiiig  raised,  the  law  itself  is  jiot 
lookedup,  but  diflere^t  authors" jire  produced  to 


show  how  this,  or  that  Judge  construed  the  law  in 
similar  cases,  and  right  or  wrong  the  Judge  measur- 
ing himself  by  them  and  comparing  himself  with 
them,  rules  accordingly,' 


other,  and  comparing  himself  with  them  that  snp- 
ports,  and  keeps  alive  tlie  anti-Scriptural  praclice 
of  infant  spi'inkling  for  baptism.  It  is  no  strange 
thing  to  hear  parents  say,  "  I  have  no.  faith  in  it 
myself,  I  do  not  think  it  will  do  the  child  any 
harm ;  and  it  being  the  vrirnitive  custom  of  our 
fathers,  it  cannot  be  wrong  or  they  would  not  have 
practiced  it,  &c.^'~'  Dear  reader,  this  is  not  a  sup- 
posed case  of  what  might  be  said,  but  a  literally 
oft  expressed  one,  which  many  of  you  no  doubt 
have  heard,  and  some  of  you  perhaps  have  made 
yourselves.  Is  not  this  measuring  and  comparing 
by  others?  Why  not  measure  our  action,  and 
compare  our  faith  by  the'word  of  the  Lord,  with- 
out any  reference  to  what  others  may  do,  or  have 
done  ?  Yea,  says  Paul,  "  Let  God  be  true,  but 
every  man  a  liar."  Romans  3 :  4.  That  is,  God 
and  his  word  is  true  though  all  men  reject  it,  and 
disobey  it.  "  For  what  if  some  did  not  believe  ? 
shall  their  unbelief  make  the  faith  of  God  with- 
out effect?"  How  unwise  then  to  compare  our 
faith   and  practice  -by  any  other  but  the  word  of 

A   departure   from   the  simplicity  which   is   in 
Christ,  and  a  pretended  improvement  on  the  faith 
and  practice  of  tha  religion  of  Jesus  is  invariably 
inatigurated  by  the  worldly  wise  learned.  Classical 
education  is  the  highway  to  worldly  fame,  and  re-? 
ligion  is  mea.surcd  by  it ;  learning  with  many  is 
religion.     These  have  first  substituted  the  baptis- 
tries for  the  river,  and  places  of  much  water,  and 
finally  the  bowl  for  the  baptistry ;  sprinkling  for  ' 
immersion,  a  bit  of  bread  and  sip  of  wine  for  the 
Lord's   Supper;  some  act   of  kindness  for   feet- 
washing,  &c.,  &c.     A.^  soon  as  the  learned  inaug- 
urated these  departures  from  the  simplicity  of  the 
Gospel ;  the  unlearned  and  common  people  were 
taught  to  believe  the^^  could  not  comprehend,  and 
understand  the  Scriptures.  So  they  measure  them- 
selves by  these,  and  think  so  learned  men  cannot 
err,  and  square  their  faith  and  practice  by  them. 
How  many  do.  We  hear  say,     I  believe  baptism  is 
immersiop,  and  believers  only  ought  to  be  baptized, 
and  that  the  Lord's  Supper,  washing  one  another's 
feet  as  a  religious  ordinance  is  all  right,  &c.    But 
the  church-  to  which  I  belong  do  not  jDractice  it, 
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and  I  think  any  waty  will  do;  and  besides  my  ga- 
rents  did  as  we  do,  and  I  hope  they  are  in  heaven. 
Keader,  have  yoll  not  heard  similar  expressions  ?  Is 
tlai?  wise?  oris  it  unwise?  This  is  comparing 
yourseTves  among  yourselves,  and  measuring  your- 
selves by  yourselves.  You  are  unwise  in  so  do- 
ing ''^Fbi?  what  if  some  did  not  believe?  Shall 
their  unbelief  make  the  faith  of  God  without  ef- 
fect." Or  will  their  unbelief  save  you  from  the 
•wrath  to  come. 

Brethren,  are  we  entirely  free  from  this  unwise 
principle  ?  If  sOj  why  is  it  that  at  our .  A.  Meet- 
ing we  always  inquire  on  the  presentation  of  any 
query  whether  the  minutes  do  not  give  an  answer  ? 
and  if  there  is  found  a  former  answer,  that  must 
be  adhered  to  right  or  lor'ong.  Is  not  this  measur- 
■  iug  ourselves  by  ourselves,  and  comparing  our- 
selves by  ourselves?  Why  not  consult  the  Scrip- 
tures at  once,  and  know  what  the  word  of  the  Lord 
is,  and  enforce  its  teachings  ?  No  case  of  sin  can 
arise  among  us,  which  the  Scriptures  do  not  cover 
in  word  or  principle,  if  we  only  know  how  to  ap- 
ply the  rule.  Sin  is  the  transgression  of  the  law, 
jTnd  where  no  law  is,  there  is  no  transgression. 
Within  tills  rule  the  Scriptures  will  decide  all  vio- 
lations ;  and  any  imaginary  case  of  tresspass  orig- 
inating in  the  brain,  or  discontented  mind  of 
some  busybody  in  other  men's  matters,  have  no 
business  at  Annual  Meeting,  and  should  receive 
no  countenance  from  any  true  christian. 

Again,  some  are  continually  holding  up  what 
they  call  '  Primitive  Chistianity,'  for  their  rule  and 
standard,  for  their  measurement,  which  they  call 
"  the  old  6rdcr,"  and  what  does  not  come  up  to 
their  view  of  measuremeirt  they  denounce  as  "the 
new  order"  Brethren,  do  you  suppose  there  has 
been  an  age  since  the  organization  of  the  Church, 
that  there  were  not  holy  men,  and  unholy  inen  in 
her  ?  Do  you  suppose  your  "  Primitive  Christi- 
anity," of  one  hundred  years  ago  was  a  whit  better 
than  it  is  to-day  ?  Among  the  Savior's  twelve 
their  was  one  devil.  In  the  church  at  Jerusalem, 
though  they  had  all  things  common,  their  were 
liars  against  the  Holy  Ghost.  In  the  church  at 
Corinth  was  the  fornicator,  the  brother  going  to 
law  with  brother,  the  Lord's  Supper  disorgauizer, 
and  the  self-righteous  whose  conduct  stands  at  the 
head  of  this  article.  The  church  at  Ephesus  '  left 
her  first  love,'  yet  they  held  the  deeds  of  the  Nico- 


h'eld  fast  to  the  jiame  of  the  Lord,  and  did  not 
deny  his  word,  while  some  held  the  doctrine  of 
Balaam,  and  of  the  Nicolaitans.  The  church  at 
Thyatira  suffered  Jezebel  tp  prppheisy  aniong 
them.  The  church  at  Sardis  had  a  name  that  she 
lived,  and  was  dead.  The  church  at  La  odicia  ^vas 
in  a  Iuke-wa«m  state,  Ac,  &c.  How  unwise  ates 
we  to  measure  our  faith  and  practice  by  any  other 
rule  but  the  word  of  God.  The  Savior  says, 
"  Preach  the  Gospel."  ,The  apostle  says,  "Preach 
the  word."  Brethren  so  do  ;  and-  let  the  supersti- 
tious idolatry  of  canonizing  and  worshipping  saints 
to  the  papacy,  where  it  originated, 'and  to  .where 
it  properly  belongs.      /  .

BEWAKE  OF  FALSE  PROPHETS. 


Christ  said,  "  I  am  come  in  my  father's  natiie 
and  ye  received  me  not,  if  another  comein  his  own 
name,  him  ye  will  receive,"  therefore  all  those 
who  would  not  be  deceived  by  their  teachers  should 
prove  whether  they  teach  the  word  of  God  in  its 
purity,  unadulterated  with  the  command^ 
ments  of  men,  and  without  prevarication,  aa  it 
was  taught  by  Christ  and  the  apostles,  or  wheth- 
er they  speak  their  own  words  and  preach  the  vis* 
ions  of  their  own  hearts  and  doctrines,  which  God 
has  not  commanded.  The  Ijord  said  to  Moses, 
"  what  thing  soever  I  command  yon  observe  to  do 
it,  thou  shalt  not  add  thereto  nor  diminish  from 
it.  If  there  arise  among  you  a  prophet  or  a- 
d^eamer  of  dreams  and  giveth  thee  a  sign  or  a 
wonder,  and  the  sign  or  the  wonder  come  to  pass 
whereof  he  speak  unto  thee,  saying,  let  us  go  af- 
ter other  gods  which  thou  hast  not  known  and  let 
us  serve  them,  thou  shale  not  hearken  unto  the 
words  of  that  prophet  for  the  Lord  your  God 
proveth  you  to  know  whether  ye  love  the  Lord 
your  God  with  all  your  heart  and  with  all  your 
soul.  Ye  shall  walk  after  the  Lord  your  God 
and  ffar  him  and  keep  his  commandments,  and 
obey  his  voice,  and  ye  shall  serve  him'and  cleave 
unto  him,  and  that  prophet  shall  be  put  to  death 
because  he  hath  spoken  to  turn  you  away  from 
the  Lord  your  God  which  brought  you  out  of  tho 
land  of  Egypt  and  redeemed  you  out  of  the  house 
of  bondage  to  tWust  thee  out  of  the  way  which 
the  Lord  your  God  commanded  thee  to  walk  in. 

Here  we  see  that  although  this  prophet  was  ao 
mighty  as  to  Tie  able  to  reveal   future  events,  yet 
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■was  highly  punishable  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord, 
because  he  did  not  eleave  to  the  word  of  God  but 
departed  therefrolh  and  said,  "  let  us  go  after  oth- 
er gods  which  thou  hast  not  known."  The  proph- 
et was  commanded .  not  to  hearken  to  such,  but 
that  they  should  walk  after  the  Lord  and  that 
such  prophets  and  dreamfers  should  be  put  lo 
death.  Asitwas  with  those  false  prophets  of  old,  so 
it  is  false  prophets  in  these  last  times,  therefore 
should  their  appearance  be  so  powerful  as  to  do 
wonders  and  with  an  outward  show  of  holiness 
and  piety,  as  teachers  come  from  God,  should  say, 
it  does  not  matter  lo  observe  so  strictly  all  that  is 
cammanded  us  in  the  gospel,  we  can  take  it  for 
granted  that  they  are  false  teachers.  Their  doc- 
trine is  false  and  deceitful,  for  all  that  does  not 
Hgree  with  the  gospel  is  not  guided  by  the  spirit 
of  God,  for  the  spirit  of  God  teaches  obedience  to 
the  commandments  of  God.  It  is  the  spirit  that 
beareth  witness,' because  the  spirit  is  ti-uth,  that  is, 
if  the  spirit  of  God  dwelleth  within  a  man- he  will 
testify  that  the  word  of  God  is  spirit  and  life  and 
truth.  Christ  said  when  the  spirit  of  truth  is 
come  it  will  guide  us  into  all  truth.  We  are  to 
try  the  spirits  whether  they  are  of  God.  We 
know  when  we  have  the  spirit  of  God,  when  it 
leads  us  into  all  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  and  this 
truth  is  the  word  of  God.  Christ  prayed  his  fa- 
ther in  heaven  to  sanctify  his  followers,  "  through 
thy  truth,  thy  word  is  truth.  Here  we  see  that 
all  those  who  have  the  spirit  of  G^^d  dwelling 
within  them  are  by  him  guided  to  keep  the  com- 
mandments of  God  and  to  be  obedient.  Christ 
tells  us,  "  if  a  man  love  me  he  will  keep  my 
words,  and  my  father  will  love  him  and  we  will 
come  unto  him  and  make  our  abode  with  him. 
He  that  loveth-  me  not  kee]ie(.h  not  ray  sayings, 
the  words  which  you  hear  is  not  mine  but  the  Fa- 
ther's which  sent  me.  These  things  have  I  spok- 
en unto  you  being  yet  present  with  you,  but  the 
comforter,  which  is  the  Holy  Ghost  whom  the 
Father  will  send  iu  my  name,  he  shall  teSch  you 
all  things  and  bring  all  things  to  your  remem- 
brance \vhatsocver  I  have  said  unto  you.'* 

From  the  words  of  Christ   we  see  clearly  that 
all  those  who  love  God  will  keep    his  command- 


ments, and  those  who  do  not,  loves  him  not,  and 
is  none  of  his.  AH  teachers  who  are  sent  from 
God  will  be  moved  and  guided  by  his  divine  spir- 
it, and  all  others  who  are  guided  by  any  other 
spirit  to  pass  by  the  doctrine  of  the  Lord  or  set 
at  naught  any  part  thereof  must  be  known  as  a 
false  teacher  from  whose  voice  we  must  flee  as 
from  the  voice  of  satan.  Christ  said  of  his  sheep, 
"  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow  but  will  flee  from 
him."  .  All  the  voices  which  do  not  accord  with 
the  gospel  or  with  the  word  of  God,  are  strange 
voices  and  M'e  find  that  the  false  teachers  who 
have  come  and  will  come  in  the  last  days  will  not 
all  deny  Christ,  but  rather  they  say,  behold  he  is 
in  the  d^ert,  behold  he  is  in  the  secret  chambers  ' 
or  at  the  mourner's  bench,  hut  when'  they  tell  us, 
so  we  are  not  to  go  forth  nor  believe  them,  for  it 
is  presumable  that  the  devil  will  deceive  more 
people  and  lead  them  to  hell  by  permitting  his 
teachers  to  acknowledge  Christ  to  be  the  Saviour 
of  the  world  and  make  a  profession  of  religion  and 
thereby  pervert  some  of  the-  commandments  of 
God  and  nullify  them,  than  if  they  should  openly 
deny  him. 

The  false  teachers  (or  preachers  if  you  please) 
preach  Christ  in  such  a  false  ambiguous  way  as 
though  we  can  find  Christ  at  one  particular  bench 
they  have  set  apart  for  to  meet  sinners  at,  and 
pardon  their  sida,  but  Jesus  says,  not  go  forth 
nor  believe  it  if  we  would  not  be  deceived. 
Th.e  gospel  tells  us  where  Christ  is  to  be  found. 
The  kingdom  of  God  comcth  not  with  observa- 
tion, neither  shall  they  say  lo  here  or  lo  there,  for 
behold  the  kingdom  of  God  is  within  you.  Those 
who  want  to  find  Jesus  mast  seek  and  find  him 
in  their  hearts,  elsewhere  we  cannt  find  him. 
The  Lord  says,  "  I  dwell  in  the  high  and  holy 
place,"  with  him  also  that  is  of  a  contrite  and 
"humble  spirit  to  revive  the  spirit  of  the  humble 
and  to  revive  the  heart  of  the  contrite  ones-. 
Therefore,  whaterer  denomination  we  profess  our- 
selves to  be,  we  must  seek  Jesus  in  a  broken,  con- 
trite, humble  self-denying  heart  with  a  broken 
spirit,  for  David  said,  the  sacrifices  of  God  are  a 
broken  spirit,  "-ji  broken  and  contrite  heart  O, 
God  thou  wilt  not  despise."  Now  such  humbls

Inasmuch  as  different  ones  have  eudeavoreJ  to 
set  forth  their  views  on  education,  or  world  ly  wis- 
dom, I  will  brifiy,  set  forth  the  following  points 
with  scriptural  grounds  for  the  same, 

'First./   Let  us  search  the  Scriptures.     There  is 
a  time  and  place  for  all  things.     Man  in  his  inno- 
cence had  no   need   of  education,  for  God  was  a 
guide  to  him,  and  he  was  created  immortal. — Gen. 
28 :   8,    9.      But     when    man   once  transgressed 
the  command  of  God,  he  fell  from  his  happy  state 
and  also  lost  his  pleasant  and   happy  position. 
Gen.  3:6.     This  was  man's  own   voluntary  act, 
and  thereby  yielded  himself  into  the  service  of  sin, 
and  as  the  love  of  God   wherein  he  was  created, 
was  the  image  of  God,  so  the  self  love  which  took 
possession  ofthe  heart  in  the  fall,   may  be  said  to 
be  the  image  of  satan,  whose  servant  he  now  be- 
came.    So  he  drove  out  the  man.     Here   it  does 
appear  that  the  fruit  he  partook  of  was  intended 
for  the  beast  creation.     To  know  good  from  evil 
is  no  more  of  itself  than  they,  for  they,   in  their 
natural  state,  will   not  harm   themselves,  and  in 
one  sense  are  wiser  than  the  human  race  of  the 
present  day.     Still  in  a   different  sense,   man  has 
increased  in  his  wisdom,  which  was  gained  by  his 
transgression.     The  next  event  was  still  of  a  sin- 
ful nature.     Cain  slew  |Abel  who  was  accounted 
more  faithful  than  his  brother,  yet  the  divine  im- 
press was   not  wholly   extinguished,  the   love  of 
God  written,  stamped  or  impressed  on  the  heart, 
in  which  time  it  will  be  seen.  Gen,  5 :  24,     Enoch 
was   translated.     However,  many   did    not   obey 
this  divine  impress,  but  followed  the  lusts  and  de- 
sires of  the  flesh  and  mind  which  led  to   the  com- 
mission of  acts  of  injustice   and  violence.     Still 
they  increased  in   wisdom  and    wickedness  until 
the  Lord  repented  himself  he  had  made   man  and 
for,  or  on  account  of  their  evil,  he  sent   the  flood 
that  tbe  wickedness  might  be  swept  off  the  face  of 
earth.  Gen.  6 :  5-7.     And  in  like   manner  after 
the  flood,  for  the  wickedness  of  Ham,  a  curse  was 
placed  on  Canaan,  saying,   a  servant   of  servants 
shall  he  be  unto  his  brethren.  Gen.  9  :  25. 

Notwithstanding  God  had  re-established  his  bow 
in  the  cloud  for  a  token  of  a  covenant  between 
him  and  the  world,  (Geti.  9  :  13.)  Man  now,  in 
his  worjdly  wisdom,  only  looks  after  the  natural 
causes  without  once  looking  back  to  the  time  of 
its  establishment  or  purpose. 


Also  after  the  promise   was  made  to  Abraham 
sin  did  not  cease.     Likewise  during   the  time  of 
Moses,  the  children  of  Israel  would  get  discon- 
tented for  all  the  Lord  talked  face  to  face  with 
him  and  they  had  Aaron  to  make  them   a  calf  to 
worship,  saying,  "  they  wot  not  what  had  become 
of  the  man,"   Moses.     Also,  in   Joshuah's  time, 
though  the  Lord  promised  to  be  with   him,  still 
the  children  would  err  and  did  continue  to  do  so 
from  time  to  time  until  they  were  scattered  to  the 
ends  of  the  earth,  on  account  of  their  wickeduess. 
And  at  the   time  Christ   came,  in   their  wisdom, 
they   almost  rejected    him   entirely,  nevertheless 
God  had  graven  the  law  on   tables  of  stone   and 
handed  them  to  Moses.     This  was  the  plan  to  pre- 
pare them  for  the  reception  of   Christ.     But  they 
had  all  strayed  from  the  law  or  command  of  God. 
In  like  manner  have  the   Gentiles  of  the  present 
day.     They  claim  to  be  a  civilized  and  enlighten- 
ed people  in  Scripture  as  well  as  in  modern  arts  and 
sciences,  and  doubtless  the  United  States  claim  to  be 
in  advance  of  the  otiier  nations  of  the  earth.     But 
where  is  the  spirit  of  Christ,  or  what  have  they 
done  with  the  commands   he  left?     If  indeed  it 
were  possible  for  them  to  die  the  end  of  the  beast, 
it  would  be  a  happy  state  for  the  mass  of  profess- 
ing mankind  that  are  now    being  led  by  worldly 
government  and  wisdom.     Christ  says,  "Except 
a  man  be  born  again  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of 
God."  John,  2:3.     "  He  that  believeth  on  him  is 
not  condemned,  but  he  tha  t  believeth  not  is  con- 
demned already."     Christ  often  speaks  of  believ- 
ing, loving,  obeying.     He   says,  "  he   that  loveth 
me  keepeth  my  commandments." 

They  harp  on  the  crucifixion  of  Christ,  but  I 
claim  there  is  a  difference  in  crucifying  the  Re- 
deemer and  crucifying  the  testament  which  he  left^ 
a  thing  that  the  wisdom  and  wickedness  of  this 
world  is  fast  accomplishing.  ' ' 

When  Christ  was  born,  in  their  wisdom  and.  , 
wickedness,  the  priests  and  scribes  sought  the 
life  of  the  child.  Joseph  being  warned  of  God, 
arose,  took  the  young  child  and  his  mother  by 
night  and  departed  into  Egypt,  and  was  there  un-' 
til  the  death  of  Herod.  The  Jews  were  under  the 
law,  and  had  received  circumcision  as  a  sign  of 
the  coveflant  which  God  had  established  with 
Abraham.  They  were  a  learned  people  and  had 
the  law  which  God  had  graven  on  tables  of  stone 
and  handed  to  Moses,  but  they  almost  entirely 
rejected  the  Redeemer,   saying,  "Behold  a  man 
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glutodoilg  and  a  winebibber.'*  This  was  not  for 
■Nvaiit  of  education,  but  for  the  lack  of  faith,  and 
shows  that  with  their  learning  they  had  strayed 
from  the  true  design  of  the  covenant  which  God 
had  established  with  Abraham.  God  never  coun- 
tenanced any  idolatrous  worshii?,  or  approved  any 
service  which  was  not  in  accordance  with  what 
he  had  instituted,  however  zealous  they  might  be. 
He  called  it  an  abomination  and  said,  away  with 
^t.,;  Christ  called  them  hypocrites.  The  other 
nations  at  that  time  were  without  the  la^^ ,  and 
were  designated  from  them  as  gentiles  who  at 
that  time  were  known  as  an  idolatrous  people. 

Christ  did  not  teach  them  particularly,  but 
said  to  the  Syrophenician  nation,  "Let  the  chil- 
♦dren.  first  be  filled,  for  it  is  not  meet  to  take  the 
children's  bread  and  cast  it  unto  the  dogs." — Mat. 
■  ^.}!'2'?!.T.) Christ  commanded  the  apostles  go  not 
into  the  way  of  tlie  Gentiles,  nor  any  city  of  the 
Samaritans,  but  go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the 
house  of  Israel. — Matt.  10 : .  5,  6;  In  Luke's 
gospel  he  bade  them  "tarry  in  Jerusalem  until 
they  be  endued  with  power  from  on  high.  And 
beginning  at  Jerusalem  remission  of  sins  should 
be  preached  in  his  name  among  all  nations." — 
According  to  Matthew  Jesus  came  and  spake  un- 
to them  saying,  "all  power  is  given  unto  me  in 
heaven  and  in  earth.  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach 
all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 
teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever  I 
have  commanded  yon,  and  lo  !  I  am  with  you  al- 
ways even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."  These  were 
among  the  last  words  he  spoke  to  the  apostles, — 
According  to  Luke  21:  51,  "it  came  to  pass 
while  he  blessed  them  he  was  parted  from  them 
and  carried  up  into  heaven.  These  were  Christ's 
words  before  he  left  them,  and  should  always  be 
referred  to  by  professing  people  when  any  change 
is  advocated,  no  matter  what  profession,  for  all 
wfio  expect 'to  iiave  their  names '  written,  in  the 
Book  of  Life  must  obey  all  the  commands  of  God. 

Let  us  pause  aud  go  back  lo  the  command  giv- 
en to  the  Apostles.  "  Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all 
nations."  This  was  to  the  eleven,  and  full  power 
was  given  them.  Acts,  2.      When  the  day  of  I'en- 


tecost  was  fully  come,  they  were  all,  with  one  ac- 
cord in  one  place,  to  receive  the  promise,  after 
which  time  "  they  continued  steadfast  in  the  apos- 
tle's doctrine,  and  fear  .came  on  every  soul  and  the 
Lord  added  to  the  church  daily  such  as  should  be 
saved."  Still  we  see  the  priests  and  captains  (or 
rulers)  of  the  temple,  and  the  Sadducees  came  upon 
them  and  put  them  in  hold  until  the  next  day;  bet 
ing  grieved  at  the  doctrine  which  they  taught. 
But  being  astonished  at  the  language  of  Peter  and 
John,  and  perceiving  they  were  unlearned  and  ig- 
norant men,  they  marveled  and  took  knowledge  of 
them. 

These  were  not  college  graduates,  but  spiritually 
graduated  in  heart  and  mind,  and  had  forsaken  the 
world  to  follow  the  commands  that  Jesus  Christ 
had  given  them. 

This  is  the  position  all  will  be  placed  in  who' 
follow  in  their  stead. 

According  to  St,  Luke,  12:  15.  "For  the 
Holy  Ghost  shall  teach .  you  in  the  same  hour 
what  ye  ought  to  say,"  so  they  that  will  submit 
themselves  to  the  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  will 
receive  powers  promised  to  the  followers  of  Christ.* 
Mark,  16  :  16-18.  For  Christ  will  fulfill  his 
promise,  and  these  are  promised  to  all  who  follow 
as  dear  children,  for  God  is  able  to  instruct  his 
own  children.  Those  who  fail  of  this  instruction 
belong  to  the  world  and  consequently  depend  on 
worldly  wisdom  to  direct  them,  "  Be  not  deceive 
ed,  God  is  not  mocked,  for  whatsoever  a  man  sow- 
etli  that  shall  he  also  reap,  for  he  that  soweth  to 
the  flesh  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corruption,  but  he 
that  soweth  to  the  spirit,  shall  of  the  sjiirit  reap 
life  everlasting,"  Gal.  6.  Paul  also  says  in  the  6th 
chapter,  "  This  I  say  then,  walk  in  the  spirit  and 
ye  shall  not  fulfill  the  lusts  of  the  flesh,  for  the 
flesh  lusteth  against  the  spirit  and  the  spirit 
against  the  flesh,  and  these  are  contrary  the  one  to 
the  other,  so  that  yc  cannot  do  the  things  that  ye 
would."  The  apostles  were  unlearned  when 
Christ  found  them,  aud  they  followed  him  daily. 
Neither  have  we  an}thing  to  show  tjiat  Christ  was 
learned  ni  worldly  wisdom,  tiiough  people  claim 
he  taught  them,  I  claim  he  did,  but  spiritually, 
and  often  compared  spiritual  with  worldly  things 
to  more  fully  illustrate  them.  Christ's  teachings 
and  the  apostles  harmonizing  witli  them  make  the 
matter  very  plain  for  any  who  arc  taught  enough 
! to  road. 
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It  is  trite  that  there  is  a  certain  amount  of 
learning  necessary  for  the  sucessful  preaching  of 
the  gospel,  but  it  is  not  the  power.  The  power  is 
of  God,  and  he  that  is  willing  to  simply  accept 
the  teachings  of  Jesus  will  command  that  power. 
It  has  been  so  ordained  that  the  preaching  of  the 
word  shall  not  stand  in  the  wisdom  of  men  bilt 
in  the  power  of  God.

The  reason  1  ask,  is, 
in  the  Valley  I  saw  a  sister  received,  and  she  re- 
received  the  brethren  and  sisters,  and  since  I  have 
seen  several  received  here,  and  the  members  re- 
ceived them.     "Why  not  be  of  the  same  mind? 

EEMAUKS. 
We  are  not  aware  of  the  Brethren  having  any 
positive  rule  in  regard  to  receiving  expelled  mem- 
JuerS)  but  think  that  it  depends  upon  circumstances. 
The  two  diffei'ent  forms  that  you  speak  of  may 
have  been  used  by  the  Church  and  yet  be  of  the 
same  mind.  It  sometimes  happens  that  the  Church, 
for  want  of  a  proper  investigation  expels  a  mem- 
ber unjustly  and  afterwards  becomes  sensible  of  it, 
and  the  expelled  member  is  again  received.  In 
this  case  the  Church  erred,  and  reason  ^ould  seem 
to  say  that  it  should  acknowledge  its  wrong'by  re* 
ceiving  the  expelled  member,  but  in  a  case  when 
the  expelled  member  was  the  guilty  party,  if  they 
wish  to  come  back  again,  they  should  receive  the 
Church.     So  we  were  taught,  and   it  seems  te  uS 

that  it  is  after  the  mind  of  Christ. 

Why  your  brethren  do  not  hold,  "  harvest  meet- 
ings," as  do  they  in  the  Valley,  we  cannot  divine, 
neither  are  we  quite  certain  why  they  should  hold 
such  meetings.  As  you  say,  we  have  no  doubt  but 
what  they  are  good  meetings,  as  are  all  meetings 
where  God's  children  asserabl,  but  to  make  a  spe- 
ciality of  such  meetings  may  not  be  for  the  better. 
Especially  if  it  is  done  only  after  reaping  a  boun- 
tiful harvest.  We  have  learned  to  believe  that 
God  rules  all  things  for  the  good  of  His  children, 
and  that  it  is  just  as  much  Ibr  our  good,  when  we 


recive  a  short  of  lean  erop  as  when  we  receive  a 
full  one,  and  therefore  should  feel  as  thankful 
when  He  withholds  as  when  He  bestows-. 

Our  meetings  should  all  be  "  harves  meetings." 
"  Thrust  in  thy  sickle  for  the  harvest  of  the  earth 
is  ripe."  l^'he  great  harvest  of  life  is  before  us 
and  our  greatest  joy  should  be  when  w^e  meet,  40 
help  gather  in  the  sheaves. 
We  have  seen  sut^  "  harv^est  meetings/'  and  how 
cheering  was  it  to  our  souls  to  ee6  the  gdlden 
sheaves  gathered  into  the  garners  of  the  Lord» 
Then,  dear  sister,  while  we  feel  ptesaed  to  meet  in 
humble  gratefulness  to  praise  the  indulgent  God, 
for  the  harvest  of  the  earth,  that  our  bodily  wants 
may  be  supplied,  let  us  feel  doubly  grateful  to 
Him  for  the  great  harvest  of  souls  that  have  been 
gathered  into  the  fold  of  Jesus. 

This  is  the  great  harvest  about  which  wesliould 
all  feel  concerned.  In  this  great  work  let  us  all

name  as  I  received  a  letter  from  a  sister  the  other 
day,  stating  that  she  feared  that  some  were  too 
fond  of  having  (heir  names  displayed  in  our  pe- 
riodicals, 1)ut  if  that  sister  was  situated  as  I  am, 
she  would  not  think  so.  I  would  be  glad  to  see 
more  names  with  which  I  am  familiar,  especially 
from  the  neighborhood  of  my  old  home  in  (he 
Valley,  If  they  will  not  come  and  preach  for  us, 
I  think  they  might  write  a  word  of  encourage- 
ment for  us  who  live  in  this  hilly  country  and 
others  who  are  always  anxious  to  hear  from  the 
churches  of  God. 

Remarks. — The  practice  of  withholding  names 
we,  by  no  means  approve  of.  The  fact  that  a  few 
object  to  it,  is  no  reason  that  any  should  with- 
hold their  names  to  gratify  their  excentric  notions 
Write  only  that  which  is  truth  and  of  that  no 
brother  or  sister  should  be  ashamed.

The  governor  and  magistrates,  convened  in 
in  general  assembl}',  are  the  supreme  power, 
junder  God,  of  this  independent  dominion. 

From  the  determination  of  the  assembly,  no 
'appeal  shall  be  made. 

I     Conspiracy  against  this    dominion  shall    be 
punished  with  death. 

^yhosoeve^  says  there  is  a  power  and  juris- 
diction above  and  over  this  dominion,  shall  suf- 
fer death  and  loss  of  property. 

Whoever  attempts  to  change  or  overturn  this 
dominion,  shall  suffer  death. 

No  one  shall  be  a  freeman,  or  give  a  vote  un- 
less he  be  converted,  and  a  member  in  full  com- 
munion of  one  of  the  churches  allowed  in  this 
dominion. 

Each  freeman  shall  swear  by  the  blessed  God 
to  bear  true  alegiance  to  this  dominion,  and  that 
Jesus  is  the  only  king. 

No  quaker,  or  dissenter  from  the  established 
worship  of  this  dominion,  shall  be  allowed  to 
give  a  vote  for  the  election  of  magistrate  or  any 
officer. 

No  food  or  lodging  shall  be  offered  to  a  Qua- 
ker, Adamite,  or  other  heretic. 

If  any  person  turns  Quaker,  he  shall  be  ban- 
ished and  not  suffered  to  return  but  on  pain  of 
death. 

No  priest  shall  abide  in  the  dominion;  he 
shall  be  banished,  and  sulfer  death  on  his  return. 

Priests  may  be  seized  by  any  one  without  a 
warrant. 

No  one  shall  ran  on  the  Sabbath  day,  or  walk 
in  his  garden,  or  elsewhere,  except  reverently 
and  from  meeting. 

No  one  shall  travel,  cook  victuals,  make  beds, 


sweep  house,  cut  hair,  or  shave  on  the  Sabbath 
day. 

No  woman  shall  kiss  her  children  on  the  Sab- 
bath or  fasting  days. 

The  Sabbath  shall  begin  at  sunset  on  Satur- 
day. 

To  pick  an  ear  of  corn  growing  in  a  neigh- 
bor's garden  shall  be  deemed  theft. 

A  person  accused  of  tresspass  in  the  night, 
shall  be  judged  guilty,  unless  he  clears  himself 
by  his  oath. 

When  it  appears  that  an  accused  has  confed- 
erates, and  he  refuses  to  discover  them,  he  may 
be  racked. 

None  shall  buy  or  sell  land  without  the  per- 
mission of  the  selectmen. 

A  drunkard  shall  have  a  master  appointed  by 
the  selectmen,  who  are  to  debar  him  from  the 
liberty  of  buying  and  selling. 

Whoever  publishes  a  lie,  to  the  prejudice  of 
his  neighbor,  shall  be  set  in  the  stock,  or  whip- 
ped ten  stripes. 

No  minister  shall  keep  a  school. 

Men  stealers  shall  suffer  death. 

Whosoever  wear  clothes  trimmed  with  gold, 
silver  or  bone  lace  above  23.  per  yard,  shall  be 
presented  by  the  grand  jurors,  and'  the  select- 
men shall  tax  the  offender  .£300  estate. 

A  debtor  in  prison,  swearing  he  has  no  estate, 
shall  be  let  out  and  sold  to  make  satisfaction. 

Whosoever  sets  a  fire  in  the  woods  and  it 
burns  a  house,  shall  suffer  death ;  and  persons 
suspected  of  this  crime  shall  be  imprisoned  with- 
out the  benefit  of  bail. 

Whosoever  brings  cards  or  dice  into  this  do- 
minion shall  i^ay  a  fine  of  £5. 

No  one  shall  read  cDramou  prayer  books, 
keep   Christnias  or   set   days,  eat  minced  pies, 
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dance,  play  cards,  or  play  ou  any  musical  instru- 
ment of  music,  except  the  drum,  trumpet  and  Jew's 
harp. 

No  gospel  minister  shall  join  people  in  marriage. 
The  magistrates  only  shall  join  them  iu  marriage, 
as  they  may  do  it  with  less  scandal  to  Christ's 
Church. 

When  parents  refuse  their  children  convenient 
marriages,  the  magistrates  shall  determine  the 
point. 

The  selectmen,  on  finding  children  ignorant, 
may  take  them  away  from  their  parents,  and  put 
them  in  better  hands,  attlie  expense  of  the  parents. 

A  man  that  strikes  his  wife  shall  pay  a  fine  of 
£10. 

,  A  woman  that  strikes  her  husband  shall  be  pun- 
ished as  the  court  directs. 

A  wife  shall  be  deemed  good  evidence  against 
her  husband. 

No  man  shall  court  a  maid  in  person,  or  by  let- 
ter, -without  first  obtaining  consent  of  her  parents  ; 
£5  penalty  for  the  first  offence ;  £10  fur  the  second  ; 
and  for  the  third,  im[)risonment  during  the  plea,- 
sure  of  the  court. 

Married  persons  must  liye  together  or  he  im- 
prisoned. 

Every  male  shall  liave  liis  hair  cut  round  ac- 
cording to  a  cap. — Boston  Courier.

A  DREADFUL  DEATH. 


A  little  son  of  John  M'Ginnis,  an  employee  at 
the  stock  yards,  died  lastSaturd)y  morning  of  hy- 
drophobia. The  age  of  the  child  was  one  year 
and  nine  months.  The  case  is  a  somewhat  singu- 
lar one,  amd  therefore  we  give  it  with  some  par- 
ticularity of  detail.  The  pojition  taken  by  cer- 
tain authorities  that  the  disease  is  aiiflply  of  the 
imagination  is  here  proved  to  bo  viritpoable.  An 
unreasoning  infant,  just  beginning  to  prattle,  is 
not  likely  to  be  so  disturbed  by  the  fear  of  imag- 
inary physical  troubles  as  to  bo  in  Ihia  manner 
hurried  out  of  the  world. 

The  child  was  bitten  a  little  over  a  month  ago. 
The  mother  had  one  day  seated  it  on  the  ground 
at  the  back  dqar  of  the  house,  when  a  large  New- 
foundland dog  belonging  to  a  butcher  named  Shu- 
ler,  living  in  the  neighborhood,  came  suddenly 
rushing  up  to  the  child  and  bit  it,  No  one  about 
the  house  had  seen  this  animal  previously. 

Three  ugly  wounds  were  inflicted  upon  tiie  ten- 
der infant  by    the   ravaging   animal — one   oX   the 


side  of  the  left  temple,  another  between  the  eyes, 
and  the  third  on  the  top  of  the  head  near  the 
edge  of  the  hair.  The  brute  showed  every  symp- 
tom of  madness,  foaming  at  the  mouth,  snapping 
at  everything  it  passed,'withont  stopping  to  vent 
its  rage  upon  any  particular  object. 

The  wounds  upon  the  child  soon  healed,  only 
one  slight  scar  on  the  nose  remaining.  The  mat- 
t3r  faded  from  the  recollection  of  the  parents. 
Last  Wednesday  morning  the  infant  began  to 
show  signs  of  irritation,  and  commenced  tearing 
off  its  clothes,  at  the  same  time  uttering  low,  wail- 
ing cries,  and  complaining  of  thirst.  But  when 
water  was  offered  to  it  the  most  disti'essing  writh- 
ing of  the  jaws  and  convulsive  movements  of  the 
face  and  throat  followed.  No  one  .seemed  at  first 
to  know  the  real  cause  of  the  tronble.  The  start- 
led mother  did  all  in  her  power  to  res;tore  her  in- 
fant to  ease  and  quiet.  Thinking  it  might  be  suf- 
fering from  the  heat,  she  took  off  some  of  the  su- 
perfluous clothing.  The  wise  women  of  the  neigh- 
borhood gathered  in  and  gave  in  their  diagnosis  of 
the  disease.  Some  said  the  complaint  was  dep- 
theria,  and  some  said  the  poor  little  thing  was 
teething.  All  day  W^ednesday  the  little  sufferer 
exhibited  the  same  symptoms,  seeming,  however, 
all  the  time  to  suffer  more  acutely.  It  pulled  and 
tagged  at  its  clothing  with  such  energy  as  to  tear 
off  the  buttons,  and  threw  its  arms  about  in  the 
most  agonizing  manner. 

This  continued  until  Friday  night,  neither 
mother  nor  child  sleeping.  The  infant  took  no 
nourishment  during  all  this  time,  and  when  water 
was  offej-ed  went  into  convulsions,  seeming  to  re- 
ject it  with  hojTor, 

Dr.  W.  W.  Goodman,  living  at  the  Rock  Isl- 
and car  works,  was  summoned  on  Friday  evening. 
I-Ie  at  onoe  told  the  grief  stricken  parents  that 
their  child  wJta  dying  of  hydrophobia,  and  noth- 
ing could  be  done  to  save  it.  He  administered 
morphia  without  affect.  The  child  was  apparent- 
ly in  the  last  stages  of  the  disease.  In  its  convul- 
sions it  seemed  endo\ved  with  preternatural 
strength. 

The  foam    which  issued  from    its   mouth   was 
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WISDOM.

Shecrieth 
at  the  gates,  at  the  entry  of  the  city,  at  the  coming 
ia  at  the  doors,  but  unto  you,  O !  men  is  her 
cries,  and  calls  directed.  All  are  bidden  to  hear, 
to  listen,  and  to  obey  her  voice.  To  you  men  of 
business,  or  leisure ;  men  of  work  or  want ;  to  you 
thoughtless,  worldly  pleasure  seeking,  fashionable 
younjj  men,  wisdom  calls.  To  you  ambitious, 
hard-working  young  men ;  who  have  yet  to  make 
your  way  in  the  world ;  who  have  your  fortunes 
yet  to  seek,  and  your  characters  yet  to  form ;  your 
manhood  yet  to  prove ;  to  you  wisdom  calls.  That 
heavenly  wisdom  which  was  with  God  from  ever- 
lasting ;  that  wisdom  by  which  He  prepared  the 
heavens  and  the  earth,  this  marvelous  universe 
you  now  behold.  With  this  wisdom,  all  the  things 
your  carnal  minds  can  desire ;  riches,  positions, 
pleasure,  fame  and  power,  will  uot  compare.  That 
wisdom  which  brings  with  it  the  only  durable 
riches,  and  true  pleasure.  The  only  riches  and 
pleasure  you  can  retain,  when  in  a  few  years, 
fast  fleeting  years,  all  your  toil,  labors  and  vain 
amusements  are  ended. 

It  is  said  hear ;  that  wisdom  cries  to  men,  &c. 
In  a  Scriptural  sense,  the  address  to  men  ,generally 
included  women  also,  but  from  the  places  here 
ntmed  at  which  it  is  said  wisdom  cries,  it  would 
seem  men  and  specially  intended  in  this  call.  It 
is  perhaps  known  to  all  observers  that  there  are 
more  women  than  men,  as  a  general  thing,  endeav- 
oring to  serve  the  Lord.     At  our  communion  sea- 


sons there  are  perhaps  always  more  sisters  than 
brethren  at  the  table.  Why  is  this  so  ?  And  why 
is  it  that  so  few  of  those  who  attend  meeting  on 
Sunday,  do  uot  atten.l  on  week-day  meetings'? 
Why  are  there  so  many  old  and  young  men  stand- 
ing out  of  the  Church;  men  whose  mothers,  sis- 
ters, wives,  and  evan  daughters  have  confessed 
Christ,  and  are  worthy  members  in  the  Church  ? 
I  ask,  why  are  there  so  few  of  you  willing  to  come 
out  boldly,  openly  declaiing;  I  believa  in  God; 
I  believe  that  He  made  me,  and  will  redeem  me, 
He  will  judge  me;  to  Him  I  owe  all  I  am  and 
have,  to  Him  I  will  consecrate  my  life,  my  all, 
and  by  His  help  I  will  be  a  Christian  before  I  am. 
anything  else,  I  will  discharge  my  duties  to  Him, 
if  it  does  expose  me  to  some  things  hard  by  nature 
to  bear,  if  it  does  involve  some  self-denial,  or  does 
interfere  with  my  worldly  pleasures  ? 

Wisdom  cries  aloud  O !  man ;  and  tells  you  that 
when  all  that  pleases  and  grieves,  pains,  and  in- 
ilames  you  in  this  life  will  have  passed  away,  there 
is  an  eternal  life,  a  life  that  cannot  end  and  cannot 
change,  and  that  for  the  character  of  that  life ;  eith- 
er blessedness  or  misery  you  ai^e  now  preparing. 
The  soul  is  of  such  infinite  value,  that  should  you 
gain  the  whole  world^and  loose  it,  what  profit 
would  you  have.  There  is  but  one  name  under 
heaven  given  by  which  man  can  be  saved,  and 
there  is  but  one  way  to  attain  to  that  salvation. 
You  all  know  this,  and  none  of  you  will  dare  say 
you  do  not  believe  it,  or  that  religion  is  all  a  fab- 
rication, or  cunningly  devised  fable.  Why  then 
this  backwardness,  this  holding  off?  Why  this 
hesitation  in  acting  up  to,  and  practicing  the  priii- 
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ciples  in  religion  you  yourselves  acknowJodge  to 
be  tbe  principles  of  the  doctriqe  of  Christ, 

Perhaps  you  think  you  have  no  Ume^  your  bu- 
siness is  so  pressing,  so  exacting,  your  cares  so 
great,  your  labors  so  arduous ;  you  must  work 
hard  to  hold  your  own,  to  support  your  family 
to  get  something  to  go  into  business  with,  to  pro- 
vide for  your  children  when  yoa  £\re  gone,  For 
all  these,  and  many  more  such  like  things,  you 
must  work  so  hard,  so  early  and  so  late,  that  you 
have  ne  time  for  anything  else.  You  have  scarcely 
time  for  needful  rest,  much  less  for  religious  duties. 
If  you  are  so  crowded  with  work,  wisdom  cries  to 
you  O  !  man.  It  is  not  God  that  laid  it  upon  you. 
Is  it  not  of  your  own  seeking?  "Where  you  have 
so  many  things  to  do,  is  it  not  because  you  have 
voluntarily  undertaken  them,  to  conduce  to  your 
interest  ?  "W'isdom  calls  to  you  O  man,  what  a 
plea  is  this.  I\*o  time  io. serve  God  ?  Xo  time  to 
repent  of  your  sins  and  be  saved?  You  ha,ve,  and 
take  time  to  care  for  your  body,  but  have  no  time 
to  care  for  your  soul.  T\'isdom  cries  to  you  O  \ 
man,  is  this  a  valid  plea  ?  If  it  is  a  plea  good 
enough  to  satisfy  your  conscience  now,  it  onght  to 
be  on  the  day  of  judgment.  If  you  urge  it  now  in 
justification  of  your  disobedience,  you  ought  to  urge 
it  when  you  stand  before  the  bar  of  God  to  give 
in  your  final  account.  But  wisdom  cries  to  3'ou  O  ! 
men,  there,  and  then  it  will  not  do.  "When  the 
hooks  of  remembrance  are  opened  on  the  last  dread 
day,  and  they  show  nothing  but  neglect  and  disre- 
gard to  the  will  of  God  you  know  so  well ;  will 
you  think  then  of  pleading  that  you  had  no  time 
to  do  God's  will,  because  you  were  so  busy  doing 
your  own?  If  you  have  no  other  plea  than  this, 
you  will  stand  speechless  and  helpless  »)cfore  God. 
"Wisdom  cries  to  you  O !  man,  are  yon  prepared  to 
be  accursed  of  Christ,  to  barter  your  soul's  salva- 
tion in  eternal  misery  and  perdition,  ibr  the  sake 
of  heaping  up  a  little  treasure  for  a  few  short  days  j 
or  years  perhaps,  and  which  even  may  here  involve 
yourself  and  those  who  inherit  them  in  ruin? 

Some  of  you  perhaps  have  chosen  politics  as  the 
object  of  your  highest  ambition,  for  which  you  are 
aspiring,  and  employ  all  your  time  and  energy  to 
position  and  fame.    "  \yisdom  standeth  in  the  fop 


of  high  places."  And  "she  crieth  unto  you,  OJ 
man,"  as  ye  go  "by  the  way  of  their  paths,"  to 
stop  and  consider  v?hat  you  will  have  in  the  end, 
Corisider  that  their  putlis  lead  you  into  society  of 
no  religious  principles,  and  your  labors,  cares, 
toils,  sacrifices  and  disappointmenls  in  this  way 
are  many  and  grevious,  and  many  liave  fallen  into 
untold  miseries,  and  irreparable  ruin.  And  should 
you,  one  in  niaViy  thousands,,  suceeed  in  obtaining 
the  object  of  your  am!  itiouj  your  honor,  fame  aud 
glory,  is  but  of  the  world,  aud  of  siiort,  and  very 
xmccrtain  duration.  You  must  die,  and  whose 
will  your  glory  be  ? 

Some  of  you  perhaps  seek  the  Lodge  of  some 
secret  order  for  your  entertainment  and  comfort. 
Y'^ou  may  object  to  any  one  touching  on  this  point ;

"  ^YiKdom  crieth  at  the  gates,  at  the  coming  in  at 
the  doors,  to  you,  O  !  men  ; "  that  being  what  it 
may,  it  is  not  of  Jes an,  for  he  says,  "In  secret 
have  J  done  noihinrj."  Whatever  then  may  he  the 
spirit  of  your  secret  workings,  it  is  not  the  spirit 
of  Jesus,  and  he  who  has  not  His  spirit,  is  none  of 
Mis.,  saith  the  apostle.

Evil  speaking  is  one  of  the  most  common  vices.

Being  thus  pleasing  to  the  depravity  of 
our  own  hearts,  and  gratifying  to  the  corruption 
of  thos  who  rejoice  iniquity,  evil  speaking  is  almost 
universally  indulged,  and  it  is  as  destructive  as  it 
is  universal.  Where  is  the  man  whose  reputation 
has  not  some  scars  from  its  poisoned  fang  ?  Where 
is  the  enterprife  which  has  not  been  besmeared 
with  its  foul  slime?  It  gloats  over  and  revels  in 
the  corruption  of  others.  Unconscious  of  their 
virtues,  it  preys  upon  the  sores  and  wounds — like 
the  vulture  that  neglects  healthy  food  and  feeds  on 
the  offensive  carcass.  How  it  has,  like  a  tongue 
of  fire,  coii.5ume  the  noblest  characters !  Surely  of 
all  the  whelps  begotten  in  sin,  few  are  more  foul 
and  destructive  than  evil  speaking. 

The  example  of  our  Divine  Model  teaches  us 
tlie  importance  of  bridling  the  tongue.  He  was 
reviled,  but  reviled  not.  He  opened  not  his  mouth 
when  slandered.  He  returned  blessing  for  cursipg. 
Never  man  spake  like  this  man.  His  were  words 
of  power,  love  and  mercy — words  birn  of  heavenly 
wisdom  ;  words  which  shone  among  men  like  an- 
gels among  sinful  mortals.  Oh  !  let  us  endeavor  | 
to  breathe  this  spirit  and  imitate  this  example  of  | 
Jesus  !  I 

There  is  great  difficulty  in  curbing  tbe  tongue,  j 
It  is  a  world  of  iniquity — an  unruly  member,  full  i 
of  deadly  poison.  Yet  if  a  man  offend  not  in  word, , 
the  same  is  a  perfect  man.  ; 

The  difficulty  of  restraining  the  tongne  arises, , 
in  part,  from  the  varied  pretexts  given  for  evil 
speaking. 

"  I  mean  no  harm,"  exclaims  one,  after  pouring 
hot  kai  on  the  already  crushed  heart  of  some  ab-  j 


sent  friend.  What  do  you  mean  then  ?  No  one 
can  be  ridiculed  without  injury.  Like  the  man 
who  scatters  firebrands,  arrows  and  death,  is  he 
who  slandereth  his  neighbor  and  saith,  Am  I  not 
in  sport  ? 

"  But  these  faults  I  speak  of  are  quite  trivial." 
Because  they  are  trivial,  does  this  justify  yoa  in 
making  them  known,  and  even  magnifying  them  ? 
You  kindle  into  a  flame,  by  blowing  npon  them, 
the  coals  which  were  nearly  smothered.  "  Bnt 
these  foibles  and  sins  are  known."  Are  they  ? 
What  then  ?  Becanse  a  man  has  been  pierced 
through  with  a  hundred  wonnds,  must  you  give 
him  a  last  stab  ?  Must  you  tear  open  afresh  his 
wounds  ?  Is  that  the  charity  that  suffereth  long 
and  is  kind?  "But  I  am  very  sorry  to  suspect 
my  brother  of  this  fault."  A  surmise  thus  ex- 
pressed may  wreck  forever  the  osefnlness  of  your 
brother.  Surely  this  is  not  the  charity  that  think- 
eth  no  evil. 

The  terrible  effects  whicli  often  flow  from  evil 
speaking  should  cause  us  to  bridle  the  tongue. 
The  tongue  is  a  world  of  iniquitr.  It  sets  on  fire 
the  whole  course  of  nature,  and  is  set  on  fire  of 
hell.  It  devours  everything  it  touches,  and  leave* 
desolation  everywber  in  its  pathway.  It  produces 
discord  among  families,  individuals  and  churches-. 
It  impairs,  and  sometimes  blasts  entirely,  the  use- 
fulness of  ministers  of  the  gospel. 

The  Church  of  Christ  has  few  barriers  more  for- 
midable in  the  way  of  her  prosperity  _ than  evil 
speaking.  And  it  requires  no  great  talent  to  be  a 
slanderer.  A  monkey  may  pull  down  that  which 
required  a  man  to  build  up.  A  contemptible  rat 
may  gnaw  a  hole  in  the  noblest  vessel  that  plows 
the  ocean,  and  sink  her  in  the  deep.  A  moth  may 
devour  the  richest  robe  that  ever  adorned  the  per- 
son of  a  king.  A  hand  that  is  too  weak  to  strike 
an  effectual  blow  may  poison  the  weapon,  and  thus 
produce  dealh.  And  so  the  most  insignificent  per- 
son of  a  community  may  inflict  a  wound  on  the 
character  of  the  strongest,  purest  man,  from  which 
he  may  never  recover. 

Whoever  indulges  in  evil  speaking  has  good 
reason  to  believe  that  his  piety  is  spurious.  The 
Word  of  God  says,  "  If  any  man  among  you  seem 
to  be  religious,  and  bridleth  not  his  tongue,  but 
deceiveth  his  own  heart,  that  man's  religion  is 
vain."  And  it  commands,  "  Speak  evil  of  no 
man,"  "  Let  all  bitterness  and  wrath,  and  anger, 
and  clamor,  and  evil  speaking,  be  put  away  from 
you." 
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We  bridle  tlie  horse,  not  only  to  prevent  him 
from  going  wrong,  but  also  to  guide  him  iu  the 
right  road.  So  the  tongue  should  not  only  be 
bridled  to  prevent  it  from  speaking  evil,  but  also 
guid<>  it  in  speaking  correctly.  It  would  be  crim- 
inal, under  oertaiu  circumstances,  for  us  to  remain 
silent.  Silence  is  sometimes  but  a  cloak  for  luke- 
warraness.  We  are  commanded  to  admonish  and 
exhoft  one  another.  A  single  word,  "  Eternity," 
has  led  to  the  conversion  of  a  soul.  On  a  winged 
sentence  hath  hung  the  destiny  of  a  nation.  We 
should  speak  Avhenever  the  public  welfare  and 
justice  can  be  promoted.  We  should  speak  when 
the  good  of  the  offeudet  may  be  gained.  When- 
ever an  innocent,  but  slandered  person,  can  be 
protected,  we  should  speak.  We  should  speak 
whenever  the  cause  of  Christ  may  be  advanced. 

Our  tongues  belong  unto  the  Lord.  We  should 
use  thera  in  defending,  establishing,  proclaiming 
God's  truth.  Of  old,  they  who, ''  feard  the  Lord, 
spake  often  one  to  another,  and  a  book  of  remem- 
brance was  kept,"  Every  word  uttered,  will  ad- 
vance or  retard  the  progress  of  Christ's  cause.  We 
must,  individually,  give  an  account,  at  the  Jundg- 
mentSeat  of  Christ,  for  every  wordwehavespoken. 
Oh !  how  cautious,  then,  should  we  be  that  our 
words  do  not  fall  like  the  lightning's  bolt,  blast- 
ing and  destroying,  but,  like  the  feathery  snow 
flake,  melting  ftnd  blessing.  If  we  speak  but  lit- 
tle about  our  rel'gion,  we  may  justly  determine 
that  we  have  but  little  religion  to  talk  about.  Out 
of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  speaketh. 
If  we  speak  of  religion  as  one  does  of  a  sick  friend, 
or  dead  relative,  we  may  suppose  that  religion  has 
but  little  joy  for  us — The  Christian.

tion for  all  their  legal  hopes,  and  goes  on  to  .show 
that  they  need  to  take  heed  with  what  kind  of 
conversation  and  seeming  good  works  they 
build  upon  that  foundation  God  laid  in  Zion. 
And  inasmuch  Christ  taught  mainly  by  parables 
or  figurative  language,  I  would  understand  the 
apostle  as  doing  the  same,  hence  we  will  try  to 
find  some  profitable  meaning  of  the  material  he 
describes  gold,  silver,  precious  stone,  wood,  hay* 
stubble,  the  three  latter  being  combustible  and  may 
soon  be  driven  to  the  four  winds  of  the  earth,  we 
will  not  say  much  about  them.  Hence  gold 
when  freed  from  dross  by  the  refiners  fire  becomes 
pure  and  valuable  and  for  a  figure,  for  illustration 
we  will  use  it  for  faith  in  the  foundation  already 
laid  by  Jehovah  himself.  Is.  8 :  14.  Also  Roraj 
10:  9,  10,  And  silver  for  repentance;  and  pre- 
cious stone  fur  baptism.  And  when  these  are 
genuine  the  persons  having  been  led  by  the  influ-

Keady  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  Christ  commands 
them  and  have  the  promise  of  Christ,  being  with 
them  always  even  unto  the  ends  of  the  world.  And 
now  have  communion  and  fellowship  with 
God  as  was  the  case  with  Adam  and  Eve  in  the 
garden  of  Eden,  But  now  satan  will  insinuate  to 
male  and  female,  of  unguarded  minds,  apparently 
with  good  reasoning  or  sophislry  and  thereby 
make  the  word  of  God  of  no  affect.  And  now  be- 
ing children  of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  we  mu.st 
fight  the  good  fight  by  resisting  the  devil  that  he 
will  have  to  flee  from  us,  and  build  upon  the

How  well  then 
for  those  who  have  made  themselves  friends  with 
the  unrighteous  mammon,  so  that  after  such  a  dire- 
ful failing  they  may  bo  received  into  everlasting 
habitations.  And  least  some  might  take  courage 
by  supposing  they  need  not  be  so  tenacious,  for 
in  that  great  day  they  will  be  crowned  at  all 
events.

An  what  thy  glrcat  cohceih  ?  "

A  VISIT  TO  THE  HOME  OF  MY  CHILD- 
HOOD. 


Thirty  years  had  elapsed  since  I  looked  upon 
the  i-eminiscetjce  that  were  my  world  of  spirit 
and  matter  in  the  days  of  my  childhood.  Yet 
the  fond  recollections  of  the  dear  associations  of 
my  earlier  life  were  by  no  means  forgotten.  I 
■  had  for  years  a  desire  and  a  hope  to  be  permitted 
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ouce  itTope  to  behold  the  memorable  spot.  Thanks 
bo  to  Almighty  GoJ  for  all  his  goodness  and  all 
his  mercies  ;  my  disire  is  now  satisfied  and  my 
hope  realized.  After  a  tedious  yet  pleasant  jour- 
ney of  forty  miles  over  hilk,  ridges,  mountains 
and  fertile  vallies  in  the  direction  and  southward 
of  Chambersburg,  Pa.,  and  arrived  safely  at  the 
premises.  I  soon  discovered  that  man  as  well  as 
time  had  made  some  changes,  though  not  so  many 
that  I  could  nut  fully  realize  in  it  my  first  home 
on  earth.

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A  GREAT  PAEMEE'S  MAXIMS- 


Tlie  successful  life  of  Mr.  Jacob  Strawn,  tlie 
prince  of  American  farmers,  is  attributed  to 
the  close  observance  of  the  following  maxims, 
originated  by  himself: 

When  you  wake  up  do  not  roll  over,  but 
roll  out.  It  will  give  you  time  to  ditch  all 
your  sloughs,  break  them,  harrow  them,  and 
sow  them  in  timothy  and  red  clover.  One 
bushel  of  clover  to  two  bushels  of  timothy  is 
enough. 

Make  yc  u  c  fencing  high  and  strong,  so  that 
it  will  keep  cattle  and  pigs  out. 

If  you  have  brush,  make  jour  lot  secure,  and 
keep  your  hogs  from  the  corn,  for  if  the  corn 
is  kept  they  will  eat  it  better  than  if  it  is  not : 

Be  sure  to  get  your  hands  to  bed  by  eight 
o'clock — they  will  rise  early  by  force  of  cir- 
cumstances. Pay  a  hand,  if  he  is  a  poor 
hand,  all  you  promised  him ;  if  a  good  hand 
pay  him  a  little  more,  it  will  encourage  hini 
to  do  still  better. 

Always  feed  your  hands  as  well  as  you  do 
yourself,  for  the  laboring  men  are  the  bone 
and  sinew  of  the  land,  and  ought  to  be  well 
treated. 

I  am  satisfiied  that  getting  up  early,  indus- 
try and  regular  habits  are  the  best  medicine 
ever  prescribed  for  health. 


AVhen  rainy  bad  weather  comes,  so  that  you 
can't  work  out  doors,  cut,  split  and  haul  your 
wood. 

Make  your  racks,  fix  your  fence  or  a  gate 
that  is  oif  its  hinges,  or  weather-board  your 
barn  where  the  wind  has  blown  the  siding  off, 
or  patch  the  roof  of  your  barn  or  house. 

Study  your  intei'ests  closely,  and  do  not 
spend  any  time  in  electing  Pi'esidents,  Sen- 
ators, and  other  small  officers,  or  talking  of 
hard  times  when  spending  your  time  ia  whit  - 
tling  store  boxes,  etc. 

Take  your  time  and  make  calculations,  don't 
do  things  in  a  hurry,  but  do  them  at  the

ADVANTAGE  OF  CHRISTIANITY,  NO  1

Dear  Pilgrim:  I  propose,  by  your  aid  in  circu- 
lating them,  to  give  a  few  thoughts  on  the  '^Ad- 
vantage of  Christianity."  I  will  base  my  thoughts 
in  this  No.  on  the  "  Shipwreck,"  in  which  St. 
Paul  was  a  passenger.  Acts,  27.  Christianity 
making  men  wise  unto  salvation,  makes  them 
wiser  in  the  Just  affairs  belonging  to  this  life  than 
tlie  worldly  wise  are.  St.  Paul  bein^  neither  a 
mariner  nor  ship  owner,  yet  he  knew  more  of  the 
perils  and  dangers  of  the  sea  tlMn  the  master  and 
owner  of  the  ship  did.  In  liis  christian  wisdom 
he  admonished  them  :  "Sirs,  I  perceive  that  this 
voyage  will  be  with  hurt  and  much  damage,  not 
only  to  the  loading  and  ship,  but  also  of  our  lives." 
But  as  usual,  worldly  wisdom  is  prefered  by  the 
men  of  this  world.  So  hear  :  "  The  centurian 
believed  the  master  and  owner  of  the  ship,  more 
than  those  things  wiiieh  were  spoken  by  Paul." 
Paul's  superior  wisdom  and  foresight,  asthese(|ucl 
will  show,  they  need  not  long  be  waiting  to  see 
"  But  not  long  after  there  arose  against  it  a 
tempestuous  wind,  and  we  being  exceedingly  toss- 
ed with  a  tempest."  St.  Paul's  superior  wisdom 
is  seen  at  once,  and  his  predictions  of  their  loss 
realized.  •'  The  next  day  they  lightened  the  ship." 
No  doubt  by  throwing  over-bo;u\l  articles  of  lesa 
value,  reserving  the  wh^at  as  long  as  they  could 
"  And  the  third  day  we  cast  out  with  our  own 
hands  the  tackle  of  the  ship."  A  dismantled  ship 
on  the  raging  billows.  A  forlorn  condition  they 
now  are  in.  How  often  has  self-will  brought 
sinners  into  great  straits.  "  And  wl>en  neither 
sun  nor  stars  in  many  days  appeared,  and  no 
amall  tempest  lay  on  us,  all  hope  that  we  siiould 
be  saved  was  talcon  away."  It  is  usele.ss  to  at- 
tempt a  description  of  iheir  dilcma,  placed  in 
their  stead  we  could  only  realize    their  feelings  of 
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Dear  reader,  all  this  calamity,  loss  and  distress 
would  have  been  avoided  had  cbristiaa  counsel 
been  heeded.  How  much  blood  and  treasure  do 
you  suppose  would  have  been  spared  if  christian 
counsel,  "  Love  your  enemy."  "  As  ye  would 
that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to 
them."  And  "  do  violence  to  no  man "  &c. 
■would  be  heeded  and  obeyed.  The  master  and 
owner  of  this  ship,  against  christian  counsel,  rush- 
ed blindly  into  danger,  carrying  with  them  their 
living  cargo  of  276  souls  into  certain  destruction 
and  death.  But  for  one  christian  on  board  all 
■would  have  perished.  "  When  all  hope  of  being 
saved  was  taken  away,"  How  helpless,  hoiv  for- 
lorn is  their  condition.  We  need  only  to  read 
and  think  to  make  us  weep.  Who  now  can  help 
them,  who  can  comfort  them  ?  He  who  can  say 
to  the  raging  billows,  "peace  be  still,"  is  un- 
known to  them  :  who  then  can  help  ?  They  well 
may  thank  God  that  one  christian  is  in  the  ship. 
"  After  long  abstinence  Paul  stood  forth  in  the 
midst  of  them."  Did  they  ever  see  n  service  like 
this  before?  Dear  reader,  behold  the  christian 
champion  before  you,  see  the  love  and  confidence 
iu  his  God  beaming  in  his  eye  while  he  stands 
oalm  and  steady  on  the  wave-tossed  and  sinking 
ship,  and  you  will  appreciate  the  advantage  of 
Christianity.  Religion  in  storms,  as  in  death,  can 
comfort  and  sustain.  While  the  world  with  its 
pleasures,  honors  and  fame  is  sinking  and  failing, 
the  christian  hath  hope  in  his  death. 

In  their  distress  Paul  addresses  them,  "  Sirs 
ye  should  have  hearkened  unto  me,  and  not  have 
loosed  from  Crete,  and  to  have  gained  this  harm 
and  loss."  How  many  evils  and  calamities  could 
sinners  avoid  if  they  would  only  heed  christian 
counsel.  Tlie  christian's  God  is  a  God  of  patience 
and  long  forbearance.  If  the  sinner  plunges  him- 
self into  one  calamity,  God  by  Christianity  offers 
to  save  them  from  another.  So  here,  they  would 
not  heed  Paul  in  his  good  counsel  for  which  they 
suffer  Joss.  He  is  willing  still  to  help  them^ 
"  And  now  T  exhort  you  to  be  of  good  cheer,  for 
tlierc  sliall  be  no  loss  oi  any  mans  life  among  you> 
but  of  the  ship."  To  be  of  good  cheer  in  times, 
o!' trial  requires  strong  assurances  of  deliverance 


This  assurance  the  sinner  has  not  ;  tlic  best  he 
can  do  is,  /  wish.  But  the  christian  hath  hope, 
grounded  upon  tlie  solid  fou  idation  of  the  prom- 
ise of  God.  ITpon  this  foundation  Paul  rests  his 
exhortation  to  be  of  good  cheer.  Had  one  of 
their  number  said  this,  it  would  have  been  mock- 
ery,  having  no  foundation  to  sustain  them  in  it. 
And  lest  they  might  think  Paul  was  jesting  with 
them  and  mocking  at  their  calamity  because  they 
disregarded  his  former  counsel,  he  says :  "  For 
there  stood  beside  me  this  night,  the  angel  of  God, 
whose  I  am,  and  whom  I  serve,  saying,  fear  not 
Paul,  thou  must  be  brought  before  Ceesar,  and  lo> 
God  hath  given  thee  all  that  sail  with  thee* 
Wherefore,  sirs,  be  of  good  cheer,  for  I  believe 
God  that  it  shall  even  be  as  it  was  told  me." 
(So  it  proved  in  the  end.  verse  44.)  The  chris- 
tian serving  God,  belongs  to  him,  and  has  tlie 
promise  that  he  will  never  leave  nor  forsake  him_ 
If  God  be  for  him,  who  can  be  against  him  ? 
"This  is  the  fourteenth  day  ye  have  traveled  and 
continued  fasting,  having  taken  nothing, "  says 
Paul.  To  which  they  might  answer,  how  could 
we  eat,  or  how  could  we  sleep  while  all  hope  of 
being  saved  was  taken  away,  could  \^  e  think  of 
going  down  into  the  deep  with  our  mouths  filled 
with  food.  How  poor  and  helpless  is  the  sinner  - 
while  the  Christian  hath  hope  even  in  death.  Take 
some  meat  saith,  Paul,  "  for  this  is  for  your  health.'? 
You  need  fear  no  more  of  being  drowned,  for  God 
whose  I  am,  and  whom  I  serve  hath  given  you  all 
to  me,  and,  "  there  shall  not  a  hair  fall  from  the 
head  of  any  of  you."  In  virtue  of  Christianity 
your  lives  are  all  spared.  O  !  sinner,  can  you  not 
will  you  not  appi-eciate  its  great  advantages,  and 
cast  in  your  lot  with  it.  See  how  calm  and  a.ssured 
the  Christian  stands  on  the  wave-tossed  ship. 
Paul  takes  bread  and  gives  God  thanks  in  the 
presence  of  them  all,  and  began  to  eat.  Christian- 
ity never  hides  itself,  but  acknowledges  God  in  all 
things,  in  eating,  in  drinking,  and  in  all  the  Chris- 
tian does ;  and  in  turn  his  God  sustains  him  in  all 
trials.  "  Then  were  they  all  of  good  cheer,  and 
they  also  took  some  meat. 

During  the  war  of  the  rebellion,   soldiers   told 
me,  "  The  bravest  soldier  will    quail  and   shrink 
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from  clanger  under  a  cov:ardly  leader,  while  the 
veriest  coward  will  rush  into  death  under  a  brave 
one."  So  with  Cliristianity.  The  Savior  com- 
pares it  to  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  which  though 
very  small,  but  when  grown  it  becomes  a  tree,  that 
in  its  branches  birds  can  shelter.  The  advantages 
of  Christianity  extend  even  tosinuers  in  an  indirect 
way.  Here  Paul's  Christianity  made  him  rich  in 
God  directly,  in  the  gift  of  275  souls,  which  were 
of  more  value  than  so  many  worlds,  and  by  it  275 
souls  engaged  indirectly  their  lives  as  a  boon  of 
its  good  effects  and  great  advantages.  And  as  God 
said  He  had  given  them  all  to  Paul ;  the  inference 
is,  they  were  all  converted.  And  if  so,  when  he 
in  the  end  received  the  cro  wu,  he  had  so  many 
stars  in  it.  Sinner,  will  you  not  accept  its  great 
advantages,  and  be  saved  1  y  the  Gospel  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ?

AEE  THE  SWINE  UNOLEAN  ? 


Eespected  Editors :  through  the  request  of  a 
few  of  your  subscribers,  I  will  drop  a  few  thoughts 
on  the  above  named  subject ;  and  if  those  thoughts 
are  founded  on  the  truth  you  may  publish  them 
in  the  Pilgrim. 

All  Bible  students  will  admit  that  they  were 
pronounced  unclean  to  the  Israelites,  by  God  ac- 
cording to  Lev.  11:9.,  and  Deut.  14  :  8.  But  ac- 
cording to  Christ,  "  the  law  and  the  Prophets  were 
unlil  John  ;  since  that  time  the  kingdom  of  God  is 
preached,"  and  in  preaching  the  kingdom  of  God, 
we  hear  Christ  say  "  not  that  which  goeth  into  the 
mouth  defileth  a  man,"  So  we  see  that  according 
to  Christ's  words  there  was  a  change  made,  and  as 
God  pronounced  them  unclean  under  the  law,  he 
alone  can  pronounce  them  elea.n  under  the  gospel, 
for  he  made  the  law  and  he  alone  can  change  it. 
Now  if  we  turn  to  Acts,  10th.  chapter,  we  find  the 
Lord  brought  a  sheet  before  Peter,  "  wherein  were 
all  manner  of  four-footed  beasts  of  the  earth,  and 
wild  beasts,"&c.  Now  \i  all  manner  o? four-footed 
beasts  were  in  the  sheet  referred  to,  the  swine 
must  have  been  there  too.  Now  says  a  voice  to 
Peter,  "  rise,  Peter ;  hill,  and  eat."  But  Peter 
said,  "  not  so,  Lord  ;  i'ur  L  Lave  never  eaten  any- 


thing that  is  common  or  unclean."  Peter  was 
then  like  a  good  many  are  now,  not  knowing  that 
God  had  cleansed  the  swine,  he  pronounced  them 
common  or  unclean,  but  the  voice  informed  him 
that  "  what  God  has  cleansed,  that  call  not  thou 
common,"  and  "  this  was  done  thrice."  Here  is 
authority  none  other  than  of  God,  that  the  swine 
are  no  more  unclean.  The  voice  admits  that  some 
of  the  beasts  were  unclean,  but  it  affirms  more,  by 
saying  "  what  God  hath  cleansed,"  for  we  all  know 
God  could  never  have  cleansed  what  was  never 
unclean.  But  say  some,  this  was  done  to  teach 
the  truth  of  the  acceptance  of  the  Gentiles  to  the 
Christian  religion.  I  admit  it ;  but  the  words 
teach  the  above  named  facts  relative  to  the  swine 
first,  or  they  can  teach  neither.  Paul  confidently 
affirms  by  saying  "  I  know  aud  am  persuaded  by 
the  Lord  Jesus,  that  there  is  nothing  unclean  of 
itself;"  but  says  he,  "  to  him  that  esteemeth  any- 
thing, to  be  unclean,  to  him  it  is  unclean."  Pai  \ 
further  says,  "every  creature  of  God  is  good,  and 
nothing  to  be  refused,  ifit  be  received  with  thank- 
giving."  "  The  Spirit  speaketh  expressly,  that  in 
the  latter  times  some  should  depart  from  the  faith.'' 
Why  ?  Because  they  shall  amongst  other  things 
"command  to  abstain  from  meats,"  which  God 
hath  created  to  be  received  with  thanksgiving  of 
them  which  believe  and  know  the  truth."  There- 
fore, "  let  not  him  which  eateth  not  judge  him 
that  eateth."  It  would  be  well  for  us  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  laws  of  life,  and  then  we  will 
know  how  to  be  "  temperate  in  all  things."  It  is 
because  the  people  have  violated  the  law  of  tem- 
perance that  so  many  are  "  weak",  and  must  use 
"herbs."  People  of  a  sedentary  life,  must  not 
measure  the  hard  laboring ~~ class  by  themselves, 
neither  must  those  of  the  Torrid  Zone  by  the 
Frigid.     Let  us  but  look  at  the  productions  of  the

So  run  that  ye  may  obtain — 1  Cor.  9  :  24 
Dear  christian  pilgrims,  when  looking  around 
and  seeing  the  indiffjrence  mmifested  to  the  sub- 
ject of  religion,  the  indolence  of  those  who  have 
started  on  the  race  that  is  set  before  them,  and 
from  a  contemplation  of  the  graces  that  should 
characterize  the  christian,  the  above  subject  has 
b'een  presented.  Surely  christian  friends,  we  lack 
energy.  We  have  started  out  on  the  race  with  a 
determination  to  ever  press  onward,  but  as  we' 
pass  along  our  attention  is  directed  to  objects  by 
the  way  and  thus  we  lose  sight  of  the  crown.  The 
consequence  is,  we  make  but  poor  progress  in  the 
divine  life,  and  it  is  to  be  feared  that  we  are  run- 
ning in  such  a  way  tliat  we  will  not  obtain. — 
From  the  language  of  the  apostle  we  infer  that 
we  may  run  and  still  not  obtain.  In  a  literal  race 
we  may  run,  yet  by  greater  physical  exertion  we 
can  run  much  more  rapidly.  So  with  reference 
to  our  progress  in  holiness.  We  make  an  effort 
yet  our  powers  are  not  all  coacentrated  in  the  one 
direction.  We  are,  perhaps,  moving  slowly  along 
and  we  have  a  faint  view  of  the  ci'own,  but  being 
befogged  by  the  allurements  and  vanities  of  this 
life,  our  energy,  our  zeal  for  the  good  cause  has 
grown  cold.  This  kind  of  service  will  not  secure 
for  ns  that  crown  that  is  incorruptible  and  that 
fadeth  not  away.  We  must  serve  God  with  all 
heart,  mind,  soul  and  strength.  He  demands  our 
whole,  our  united  service,  and  if  we  wish  to  run 
the  race  that  is  set  before  us  successfully,  we  must 
divest  ourselves  of  all  influences  that  may  impede 
our  progress.  The  expression  used  by  the  apostle 
was,  no  doubt,  called  forth  from  a  custom  prev- 
alent in  hie  day  and  generation.  Games  of  vari- 
ous kinds  were  practiced  and  among  these,  the 
most  popular  was  the  foot-race.  The  incentive 
for  engaging  in  a  race  of  this  kind  was  the  obtain- 
ing of  a  crown  composed  of  diiferent  materials 
and  placed  on  the  head  as  a  sign  of  much  honor 
amidst  the  multitude.  This  race  well  illustrates 
the  christian  race.  We  have  in  view  a  crown 
that  fadetli  not,  one  that  endureth  forever.  This 
all  may  obtain,  not  as  in  the  literal  race  but  one 
receive  the  crown;  all  may  receive  if  they  make 
the  proper  effort.  God  is  no  respecter  of  persons ; 
the  rich  have  no  advantage  over  the  poor,  neither 
have  men  of  honor  advantage  over  those  of  disre- 
pute.    All  are  equally  invited  to   participate  in 


the  race,  and  all  have  the  same  chance  if  we  are 
willing  to  labor  and  strive  in  a  manner  that  is 
lawful.  With  these  facts  before  us  we  shall  now 
proceed  to  notice  the  impoi'tance  of  commencing 
the  race. 

Dear  reader,  have  you  in  view  this  crown? — 
Have  yiu  started  out  on  the  race  that  is  set 
before  you?  If  not  in  what  do  your  hopes 
consist?  Do  you  expect  that  God  will  save  you 
without  an  effort  on  your  part  ?  Do  you  expect 
that  after  a  plan  for  your  redemption  has  been 
formed,  a  plan  which  cost  the  blood  of  Jesus, 
that  you  will  now  be  carried  to  Heaven  on  flow- 
ery beds  of  ease?  Such  an  idea  is  absurd.  God 
requires  an  effort,  and  unles  j'ou  are  trying  to 
make  that  effort  you  cannot  expect  to  obtain  the 
glorious  crown.  Paul  says  without  this  hope 
he  would  be  of  all  men  most  miserable.  This 
would  be  the  feeling  of  all  those  who  have  not 
this  hope  if  they  could  realize  the  condition  they 
are  in.  Reflect,  if  you  please,  on  the  condition 
of  the  doomed,  their  being  banished  away  into 
everlasting  destruction,  there  tormented  in  the 
flames  of  hell  where  there  is  not  so  much  as  a 
drop  of  water  to  cool  the  parched  tongue.  Allow 
these  reflections  to  come  up  before  the  mind,  and 
there  is  surely  terror  enough  portrayed  to  startle 
you  from  your  beds  of  indifference  to  the  call  of 
Jesus.  Arise,  AWAKE  from  the  sleep  of  sin 
for  death  is  staring  you  in  the  face.  Star!:  out 
immediately  on  the  race  that  is  before  you.  Run 
quickly,  run  rapidly,  use  all  the  power  that  is  in 
you,  and  you  will  receive  the  crown  which  the 
Lord  the  Righteous  Judge  shall  give  you. 

The  nature  of  this  crown  is  another  incentive 
that  should  prompt  us  to  action,  and  we  hope 
from  a  contemplation  of  it  many  may  be  induced 
to  forsake  the  beggarly  elements  of  the  world  and 
devote  their  time,  energy  and  strength  in  obtain- 
ing it.  The  crown  that  we  shall  obtain  consists 
in  becoming  heirs  and  joint  heirs  with  G  od.  If 
we  are  willing  to  take  up  the  cross  and  follow 
Jesus,  bear  the  pain,  and  endure  the  shame,  he  has 
promised  us  an  inheritance  among  the  sanctified, 
those  that  have  made  their  robes  white  in  the 
blood  of  the  Lamb.

behold  the  Redeemed  banqneting  on  the  sunny 
banks  of  deliverance,  shouting  glory  to  God 
through  him  that  hath  gained  the  victory.  Ah ! 
dear  sinner  here  is  joy,  pleasure  and  happiness 
that  earth  cannot  present;  and  when  our  ideal 
conceptions  have  ran  to  their  full  extent,  we  fail 
to  conceive  of  the  fulness  of  the  joys  of  Heaven.

Again  while  being  influenced  or  attracted  by 
objects  in  this  life,  we  may  p  ese;  t  an  appearance 
that  indicates  advancement;  we  may  have  the 
form  of  godliness,  without  the  power.  Cezar 
Au"-us{.us  boasted  that  he  found  the  city  of  Rome

composed  of  brick,  but  he  left  it  marble.  This 
was  advancement  only  in  the  outward  structure, 
while  but  little  effort  was  made  to  enlighten  the 
inmates.  So  it  may  be  with  reference  to  godli- 
ness. We  may  i-emodcl  our  lives  and  present  the 
appearance  of  advancement,  yet  at  the  same  time 
the  essence,  that  life  growing  principle  which 
prompts  us  to  ever  press  onward  for  the  higher 
destiny  is  wanting.  We  may  be  active,  and  ap- 
parently in  earnest,  yet  not  have  the  one  great 
object  fully  in  view.  Tiiousands  it  is  to  be  feared 
have  only  the  sign,  and  vitality  is,  at  least,  par- 
tially' wanting.  There  is  a  possibility  too,  that 
we  may  make  some  progress,  yet  at  the  same  time 
not  advance  as  rapidly  as  we  should.

"  If  anv  man  come  unto  me,  and  hate  not  fatliers 
and  mothers,  and  wives,  and  children,  and  breath- 
reu  and  sisters,  yea,  and  his  OTn  life  also,  he  can 
not  be  my  disciple.  We  do  not  believe  that  these 
words  are  to  be  understood  literally.  Christ 
means  to  teach  us  that  His  service  should  bo  the 
great  theme  of  our  life,  and  that  all  things  else 
should  sink  into  insignificance.  This  feeling  is 
the  great  need  amongst  us  at  the  present  day,  and 
unless  it  becomes  more  pi-evalcnt,  we  need  not  ex- 
pect to  be  the  recipients  of  God's  heritage.  "We 
cannot  run  well  when  we  are  so  much  engrossed 
Avith  the  affairs  of  this  life,  and  it  is  to  be  feared 
that  many  are  so  burdened  that  they  are  making 
but  little  advancement.  Then  dear  pilgrims,  let 
US  not  allow  ourselves  to  become  burdened  with 
the  things  of  this  life.

Satan  may  present  his  allurements, 
and  place  snares  in  the  way,  but  if  we  watch  and 
pray,  God  will  give  us  grace  sufficient  for  our  day 
and  trial.     Then  gird  on  thy  armor  and  fight :

Thy  arduous  work  will  not  be  don  c, 
Till  thou  obtain  the  crown."

OUR  FIRST  APPOINTMENT.

Last  Sabbath,  Aug.  20th.  it  was  our  privilege, 
and  dut}'  to  enter,  for  the  first  time,  a  new  field  of 
ministerial  labor,  in  the  Hartslog  Valley,  about 
3  mile  south  of  Alexandria,  and  about  the  same 
distance  north  of  McConnellstown,  Huntingdon 
Co.  Pa.  This  is  a  place  in  which  our 
brethieu  have  never  pieached  to  my  knowledge, 
hence  a  new  field.  Myself  and  wife,  made  our 
way  into  this  valley  Saturday  evening  previous  to 
the  appointment  on  Sunday,  and  came  to  the  house 
of  our  respected  friend,  Thomas  Enyart,  where  we 
were  kindly  receive  I ,  and  hospitably  entertaiued 
for  the  night,  and  where  we  also  met  our  esteemed 
bro.  Geo.  Smith,  from  Clover  Creek,  and  other 
relatives  of  the  family.  Xext  morning  we,  in  com- 
pany with  the  family  and  others,  went  to  the  place 
of  meeting  ;  about  li  miles  to  a  S.  H.  on  the  main 
road  to  Alexandria  ;  where  \vc  met  a  rather  briurht 


and  interesting  congregation  waiting  to  hear  the 
new  preacher.  The  house  being  large  and  con- 
veniently arranged,  we  felt  quite  well  at  home  in 
our  position,  and  endeavored  to  preai?!!  to  them  as 
well  as  we  could  from  Col.  1  :  13  :  14  :  and  have 
reason  to  believe  that  they  all  heard  what  we  said, 
from  the  kind  attention  given  toourlabors,  which 
we  hope  were  not  altogether  in  vain,  and  by  re- 
quest we  left  another  appointment  for  five  weeks* 
After  services  were  over,  we  were  favored  M-ith 
quite  a  number  of  invitations  from  friends  to  dincj 
one  of  which  we  accepted,  and  had  no  reason  to  re- 
gret it ;  after  which  we  returned  home  a  distance 
of  about  12  mile^,  with  the  sweet  consciousness  of 
h.aving  done  our  duty  in  responding  to  this  new 
call ;  the  result  of  which  we  submit  to  the  Ijord.

— The  Baptists  and  Disciples  have  been  laboc- 
ing  for  some  time  to  eiiect  a  union  but  the  work 
appears  to  progress  rather  slowly,  and  from  the 
spirit  manifested  by  some  of  the  writers  of  their 
periodicals,  it  will  be  some  time  until  the  auspi- 
cious day  dawns.  It  is  true,  their  differences  have 
dwindled  down  to  only  a  few  points  and  promi- 
nent among  those  is  the  "  design  of  baptism." 

The  Disciples  baptize /or  iAe  remission  of  sins, 
while  the  Baptists  baptize  because  sins  are  forgiven^ 
The  Disciples  look  upon  it  as  a  regenerating  ordi- 
nances while  the  Baptists  hold  that  it  is  the  sign 
of  regeneration — but  here  we  have  it. 

Baptist :  "  "\Ye  do  net  believe  iu  baptisnuxl  re- 
generation,  but  hold  baptism  to  be  an  indespensi- 
ble  qualification  to  church  membership."  "Bap- 
tism, then,  is  an  outward  sign  of  an  in  ward  change 
designed  to  represent  the  death,  burial  and  resur- 
rection of  our  once  crucified  but  now  risen  Lord. 

Now  really  we  cannot  see  the  propriety  of  all 
this  array  of  words.  We  do  not  suppose  that  the 
Disciples  believe  that  water  will  wash  away  sina 
any  more  than  do  the  Baptists.  God  has  promis- 
ed forgiveness  of  sins  on  conditions,  when  they 
are  complied  with  he  fulfills  his  promise.  "  JRe- 
pent  ajid  hehaptizcd,"  are  the  conditions.  Scmis- 
sioH  (f  sins  and  the  gift  of  (he  Solg  Ghost,  are  the 
promises.     We  think  it  rational    to  believe  that 
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God  will  not  He,  if  so,  wlicn  will  lie  fulfill  his 
promises?  before  the  conditions  are  coniiilied  with 
or  after?  We  think  that  the  scriptures  teach 
throughout,  that  God  always  fulfilled  his  promise 
after  the  conditions  were  complied  with.  Then 
where  is  the  difference  whether  baptism  is  a  regen- 
erating power  or  a  sign  only  ?  If  God  grants  salva- 
tion by  complying  with  that  plan  which  he  has  giv- 
en, it  does  not  matter  to  us  whether  he  has  sanctified 
water  for  tiie  washing  away  of  sins  or  uses  it  only 
as  an  emblem  or  figure  of  that  which  is  done  by 
God,  through  the-blood  of  Christ.  Our  great  con- 
cern should  be,  to  know  whether  we  are  a  child  of 
God,  whether  mx- have  been  regenerated,  or  born 
again.  The  best  evidence  we  can  have  of  this,  is, 
that  we  have  complied  with  the  terms,  and  an  un- 
shaken faith  in  the  promises  of  God  will  be  an  an- 
chor to  the  soul,  sure  and  steadfast.

power  to  brighten,  and  keep  burnmg 
which  neutralizes  all  sins  and  divisions 
ments  together,  in  one  universal  compact  of  broth- 
erly regard  and  affection  every  member,  old  or 
young,  of  the  body  of  our  Lord  Jesua  Christ. 
Oh  !  what  a  gem  of  inestemiablo  worth  is  sincere 
brotherly  love  !  It  is  a  counter  part  of  God,  "who 
is  love." 

First,  let  us  duly  and  solemnly  consider  the  im- 
portant fact,  tiiat  the  care  and  the  government  of    is  no  cross  ;  coiise(iaeutIy  ]>ridc  and    srlf,  to  some 


the  church  will  ere  long  pass  from  the  hands  of 
our  dear  old  fathers  wlio  are  now  instruments  in 
the  hands  of  God,  working    the   M'clfare  ofZion, 


over  into  ours,  who  are  yetstrugiing  up  the  steep 
of  life.  A  weighty  iufiuence  is  now  being  exert- 
ed upon  the  church  by  the  consistent,  humble,  and 
godly  walk  and  conversation  of  our  fathers 
in  Israel ;  but  alas  !  these  temples  wherein  dwells 
tiie  light  of  divine  influence;  must  go  down  to  the 
grave,  and  from  us  will  be  expected  to  emanate 
that  light,  love,  and  zeal  sufficient  to  the  further- 
ance of  the  cause  of  Christ.  Yea,  to  us  will  be  en  - 
trusted  the  cliurch  of  the  Living  God!  O  then, 
dear  brethren  and  sisters,  feeling  tnat  these  weighty 
obligations  must  eventually  fall  upon  its,  how 
willing  we  should  be  to  learn  of  those  who  liave 
bad  experience  in  the  controlling  of  church  affairs. 
Deep  in  our  very  souls,  let  their  counsels  and 
warnings  take  root.  As  the  last  words  of  a  dear, 
dying  parent,  fall  on  the  ears  of  the  weeping  chil- 
dren, let  their  admonitions  fall  with  lasting  re- 
membrance on  our  heart.  Let  us  now  earnestly 
contend,  by  Word  and  example,  for  that  faith  and 
simplicity  of  church  government  and  order,  that 
has  ever  caused  us  to  he  a  "  peculiar"  and  distinct 
peo])le  from  the  world. — Let  us  be  content  to  run 
safely  rather  than  with  dangerous  speed.  Out- 
side pressure  is  getting  heavier  and  harder 'to  re- 
sist; hvi  for  the  sake  of  our  holy  religion,  and  in 
keeping  with  tiie  spirit  of  Christ,  let  us  keep  with- 
in the  boitnds  of  the  simplicity  of  the  gospel ;  and 
if  we  do  this,  we  will  be  in  union  and  harmony 
with  "old  established  customs." 

And  now,  dearly  beloved  in  the  Ixird,  permit 
me  in  the  spirit  of  love  to  present  a  few  pointed 
ideas.  I  freely  confess  f  hat  there  was  a  time  with 
me  when  something  within  seemed  to  whisper: 
"  Need  not  be  so  precise,"  and  "  those  peculiarities 
do  not  belong  to  the  religion  of  Jesus,"  &c.,  etc. 
But  expe-icnce,  observation,  and  other  things, 
have  pressed  home  to  niy  heart  the  conviction  that 
that  voice  savored  not  of  the  true  Spirit  of  God. 
There  is  really  more  in  outward  appearance  than 
I  at  one  time  was  willing  to  admit,  or  is  admitted 
now  by  many.  The  adopting  principles  of  the 
gos])el  are  such,  that  whosoever  accepts  of  them  be- 
comes a  cross-bearer.  The  cross  is  the  crucible 
in  which  pride  and  self-will  are  cast7  which  are  by 
the  fire  of  the  Holy  Spirit  burned  up,  and  humil- 
ity is  brought  to  view,  if  there  be  any  in  the  lump. 
The  hotter  the  fire  the  more  brightly  shine  the 
christian  graces. 

The  order  of  the  brethren  relative  to  dress  is 
consistent  witii  the  jirinciplcs  of  the  Gospel.  To 
adopt  the  established  uniform  is  not  at  all  times 
congenial  to  our  carnal  feelings; — therefore  there 
is  a  cross  here.  But  to  dress  to  ))]ease  our  fancy, 
or  that  of  the  world,  or  as  se(f-ici''l  dictates,  there 


extent,  are    manifest  and    live;  and    if  humility 
does  exist  in  the  heart,  it  is  not   apparent   iu   this 

respect 
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I  know  tlie  adversary  lias  a  stcrotj'ped  saying  : 
"  lleligion  is  not  iu  outward  appearance,  but  in  the 
lieart."  When  tliere  is  true  religion  in  tlie  heart, 
there  will  be  a  true  evidence  of  its  existence  mani- 
fest outwardly ; —  even  in  the  habiliments  of  the 
outer  man,  and  a  willingness  to  submit  to  such 
rules  of  the  church  as  are  found  to  be  good,  and 
in  harmony  with  the  spirit  of  the  Gospel.  As 
with  true  religion,  so  it  is  with  a  religion  that  is 
false.  Both  are  manifest,  as  a  general  thing  by 
outward  appearances.  The  heart  that  accepts  of  a 
religion  that  admits  of  a  free  indulge  of  the  lust  of 
the  eye,  lust  of  the  flesh,  and  pride  of  life,  soon 
gives  evidence  of  such  a  religioa  being  in  the 
liearl,  from  outside  appearances  and  practices.  If 
Satan  has  a  foot-hold  in  the  heart,  he  will  have  a 
hand-hold  in  the  dress!  and  if  Jesus  Christ  is  all 
in  all,  inclothing  the  ini  er  man,  he  will  Lf.vc  an 
influence  in  "adorning"  the  outward  man. 

Again,  I  must  believe  theie  peculiarities  are  of 
much  benefit  to  the  church,  and  have  the  sanction 
of  high  heaven.  They  are  as  bars  set  in  the  boun- 
dary of  Christ's  kingdom  here  on  earth,  just  as 
God  designed  there  should  be.  The  proud  and 
woildly  minded  cannot  stoop  to  them,  because 
they  are  too  "  stiff-necked  ;  "  cansequently  they 
are  in  the  main  kept  out.  But  the  soul  that  has 
become  humble  meek,  and  lowly,  can  enter  gladly. 
— I  have  heard  it  said  that  those  customs  and  re- 
strictions keep  our  neighbors  and  our  children 
from  entering  the  church.  Not  so,  because  any 
one  can  enter,  just  as  soon  as  they  come  where 
Christ  would  have  them  come.  He  is  "  the  door," 
not  a  high  door,  but  "meek  and  lowly."  It  is 
true  it  keeps  them  from  entering  with  a  proud 
and  self-willed  spirit ;  but  just  so  soon  as  they 
stoop  just  so  low  as  the  cross  will  bend  them,  they 
can  enter,  "  and  go  in  and  out  and  find  pasture." 
God  forbid  that  we  should  ask  a  soul  to  stoop 
lower  than  the  testimony  of  God  demands.  And 
God  forbid,  tliat  I,  or  you, dear  brethren  or  sisters, 
should  lend  a  helping  had  to  tear  down  those  bars 
one  after  another,  and  then  say : — "  Come  all  ye 
])roud  and  gay,  we  have  made  the  gate  as  wide  as 
others  have  theirs  !  Oh,  yes,  truly  we  might  get 
large  numbers  then,  but  methinks  it  would  be  like 
turning  a  herd  of  wolves  into  a  sheep-fold. 

It  may  be,  dear  brethren  and  sisters,  some  of 
you  can  see  no  use  in  conforming  to  the  order  of 
the  Brethren  in  all  these  things;  but  let  me  ap- 
peal to  you  to  look  at  the  matter  as  having  a  great- 
er bearing  on  your  welfare  and  the  welfare  of  Zi- 
oa  than  you  may  have  imagined.  You  can- 
not possibly  lose  anything  that  pertains  to  your 
eternal  interesf,  and  in  all  probability  will  gain  a 
greater  respect  with  all  the  members  you  come  iu 
contact  with  than  otherwise  you  would.  No  broth- 


er that  is  a  brother  indeed,  will  think  any  the  less 
of  you  for  being  in  plain,  tidy  uniform;  but  many 
may  think  less  of  you  if  you  have  been  a  member 
for  a  long  time  and  yet  have  the  mark  of  the  body 
of  the  world.  Even  the  world  frequently  lias  a 
higher  respect  and  confidence  in  those  that  are 
consistent  to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
church.     Such  cases  have  come  to  my  notice. 

Ordinarially  thei'e  is  no  good  reason  why  every 
brother  or  sister  should  not  have  the  same  mind 
and  spirit  of  obedience  in  these  matters.  There  is 
notliing  in  the  order  of  dress  Ihat  M'ill  debar  a 
brother  or  sister  from  entering  the  most  worthy 
society  even  in  our  social  intercourse  with  the 
world.  Have  not  brethren,  in  their  "peculiar" 
dress,  entered  the  legislative  halls  on  business, 
and  been  listened  to  with  attention  and  respect — 
even  been  received  into  the  house  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States,  and  treated  with  cordial  po- 
liteness by  the  chief  magistrate  of  our  country  ? 

Oh,  then,  come,  one  and  all,  and  bear  the  cross 
in  all  things  ;  and  you  will  never  regret  it.  Great- 
er will  be  your  reward  in  heaven. 

Now,  brethren  and  sisters,  it  is  within  our  pow- 
er, by  the  help  of  God,  to  perpetuate  the  time- 
honored  mark,  that  we  may  know  where  we  be- 
long when  we  meet.  In  this  respect  we  find  it  a 
thing  to  be  unform.  Of  course,  we  do  not  claim 
that  our  religion  is  in  our  clothes,  but  if  the  spirit 
of  true  religion  is  in  our  hearts  we  have  the  rig-ht 
and  privilege  to  dress  according  to  the  spirit  of 
that  religion.  A  true  soldier  that  goes  forth  to 
war,  has  courage  in  his  heart;  putting  on  his  uni- 
form makes  him  not  a  better  soldier,  but  an  obedi- 
ent heart  prompts  him  lo  draw  on  just  such  a  uni- 
form as  is  specified,  whether  he  likes  it  or  not ; 
then  he  is  known  where  he  belongs. 

It  makes  us  "  thank  God  and  take  courage," 
when  we  meet  congregations  that  give  evidence  of 
heing  of  one  mind  in  all  these  things ;  especially 
to  see  the  young  brethren  and  sisters  bearing  the 
cross,  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  their  fathers  and 
mothers.  O,  may  they  continue  in  these  things  ! 
Let  every  member  use  the  power  and  influence  he 
has  at  command,  to  perpetuate  these,  all  things, 
and  the  work  is  done  ,  that  is,  each  one  "  heal  thy^ 
self,"  and  the  body  will  be  whole.  Otherwise,  if 
we  let  go  of  those  thing  that  we  think  of  little  im- 
portance, by  and  by  we  may  lament  the  sad  condi- 
tion of  the  church  ;  for  one  departure  follows  an- 
other, and  should  we  live  to  see  so  sad  a  state  as 
the"  glory  of  Israel  departed,"  truth  and  couvic- 
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tioa  may  point  to  us  as  aiding  in  lier  downfall. 
But  we  hope  better  things  ;  so  once  more  let  me 
appeal  to  one  and  all  to  come  to  the  rescue.  Let 
us  not  offend,  neither  in  word  nor  deed,  but  Avith 
one  mind  and  one  heart  for  the  welfare  of  Zion, 
and  manifest  such  a  zeal  for  the"  old  land-marks," 
that  our  fathers  may  have  a  hope  that  their  sacred 
charge  may  fall  into  the  hands  of  such  as  will  con- 
tinue to  contend  for  that  "  faith  once  delivered  to 
the  saints."  And  now  is  the  time  to  learn  in  tlie 
school  of  Christ,  that  we  may  be  qualified  for  the 
duties  that  now  do,  and  hereafter  will  devolve  up- 
on us ;  and  then  when  we  must  be  called  home, 
ol),  may  we  leave  the  church  in  no  worse  condition 
than  wc  fouud  it. 

This  appeal  goes  forth  with  the  prayer  that  God 
will  bless  it  to  the  stirring  up  of  many  minds  to  a 
remembrance  of  their  promises  and  duty  to  do  all 
in  their  power  for  love  and  union  in  the  Brother- 
hood. 

May  the  communion  of  God's  Holy  Spirit  be 
with  you  all,  now  and  forever  !

CORRESPONDENCE 


Laxcaster,  Pa.,  August,  14th  1871 
Dear  Editors  of  Filgrim  : 

This  morning  I  am 
seated  at  bro.  Eeiuhold's  counter  telling  you  of  my 
visit  and  mission  of  love  to  this,  the  AVest  Cone- 
stoga  church.  I  left  home  Friday  morning  the 
11th  inst,  and  arrived  here  in  the  afternoon  at 
three  o'clock,  where  I  remained  with  bro.  Rein- 
hold's  family  until  morning,  when  I  was  taken 
by  bro.  Jacob  Zook,  some  sevea  miles  North-east 
of  L.,  to  the  house  of  Jacob  Kurtz,  who  was  lying 
a  corpse.  He  was  killed  almost  instantly  by  a 
limb  of  a  tree  falling  upon  him.  Bro.  J.  R.  with 
brethren  Christian  Rupp  and  Samuel  Myers  were 
called  to  attend  the  funeral,  a  very  large  one,  esti- 
mated at  one  thousand  persons.  Bro.  R.  spoke 
from  the  words,  "  What  is  man,"  and  did  the 
subject  justice  by  showing  what  he  was  in  the  be- 
ginning, what  he  now  is  and  what  he  eventually 
will  or  can  be,  &c.  I  was  then  invited  to  ft)llow, 
after  which  the  exercises  wore  closed.  The  body 
was  interred  in  a  grave  yard  on  Kurtz's  farm. 
He  was  an  offspring  from  the  Omish  or  Amish 
church,  of  whom  a  large  number  were  present,  in- 
cluding two  of  their  preachers,  none  of  whom 
took  part. 

I  was  then  taken  by    bro.    R.    to  the    Millport 
meeting  iiouse,  where  the  brethren  bad  appointed 


a  harvest  meeting  in  thep.fternoon,  which  was  well 
attended  by  members  and  others.  Mathew  9tii 
chapter  was  read  and  I  then  selected  the  last  two 
verses,  upon  which  I  spoke  as  Gotl  gave  utterance, 
being  followed  by  bro.  Samuel  Harley,  of  the 
Ephrata  congregation.  The  18th  of  Mathew  was 
then  read  to  an  applicant  for  baptisin,  and  after 
the  close  of  the  meeting  we  went  to  the  water  side 
to  attend  to  the  ordinance  of  baptism.  May  the 
Lord  bless  our  new  born  brother,  Eberly,  that  he 
may  be  true  to  his  covenant.  Had  meeting  again 
at  JMillport  in  the  evening  and  spoke  from  the 
words,  "To  what  shall  I  liken  the  Kingdom  of 
God."  Next  meeting  at  tiie  Manheim  townshij) 
meeting  house,  where  we  met  a  very  large  meeting 
of  members,  to  whom  we  tried,  by  the  grace  of 
God,  to  talk  from  the  words,  "  No  man  putteth 
new  wine  into  old  bottles,"  etc.  In  the  afternoon 
spoke  to  a  large  congregation  in  the  Neffsville 
meeting  house  from  the  words, '' God  is  a  spirit 
and  they  who  would  worship  must  worship  him 
in  spirit  and  in  truth."  In  the  evening  to  a  place 
called  New  Haven,  seven  miles  from  Lancaster 
and  one  from  Litiz,  where  we  had  meeting  in  the 
house  of  bro  Bach  man. 

We  had  six  meetings  in  two  days,  wliich  was 
hard  labor  for  the  body,  but  very  encouraging 
from  the  fact  that  the  brethren  appear  to  be  alive 
in  Christ. 

I  truly  had  a  feast  of  j  w,  wliile  among,  them  to 
see  that  with  all  tlie  storms  and  hurricanes,  that 
passed  over  their  church  the  last  two  or  three  years. 
The  brethren  and  sisters  appear  to  be  so  much  the 
stronger  in  the  faith. 

May  God  give  them  grace  to  bear  up  in  the  fur- 
nace of  affliction, 'hough  it  be  made  seven  times 
hotter  than  usual. 

The  church  has  increased  much  in  all  this  time 
of  trouble.  Dear  brethren,  do  not  be  discouraged 
but  press  forward,  onward  and  upward,  and  at  last 
you  sliall  have  the  crown.  In  a  few  minutes  more 
I  shall  take  the  train  for  home.  Farewell  brethren.

There  is-  a  law  in  Connecticut  to  the  effect 
that  every  child,  between  the  ages^  of  9  and  14 
years,  shall  attend  school  three  months  a  year, 
and  every  person  violating  this'  law  shall  be 
fined  five  dollars  a  week.  Tiie  Board  of  Ed- 
ucation intends  to  put  this  law  in  force,  and 
has  issued  circulars  to  that  effect.  ,  This  ap- 
proaches compulsory  education. 
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Some   time  ago  there  were  several  agents  repre- 
senting the  above  Company  came  to  our  office  and 
wished  to.  have  their  card  inserted  in  the  Pilgrim. 
We  refused  until  we  could  learn  or  know   some- 
.  thing  about  the  Co.,  and  its  character.     We  made 
■  8ome  inquiry  and  eould  not  learn   anything   else 
i-  but  what  they  were  responsible  men.     The  Co., 
||  -was  incorporated  with   a   perpetual   Cliarter   and 
J  reccommended  by  such  men  as  Prof.   Samuel   F. 
?E.  Morse,  Inventor  of  the  Magnetic  Tel.      Prof. 
feSilliman  of  Yale  College,  and  a. number  of  others 
j-of  accepted  integrity.    Having  this  evidence  that 
tlie  Co.  was  a  reliable  one,  we  admitted  their  card, 
and  from  this  fact  we  liad  an  inferential  evidence 
that  the  Agents  vf&xe  honorable  men^  and   w© 
think  our  conclusicais  were  quite  rational,   as  no 
^honorable  Co.  would  risk  their  character  by  em- 
ploying rascals  to  transact  their  business.      Soon 
after,  we  had  reason  to  suspect  them  for  unfair 
dealing  and  of  lat»  have  heard  that  they  have  leen 
piayihg  a  game,  if  true,  through  Blair  and  Bed- 
ford Cos.  Pa.,  that  prove  them  to  be  perfect  scoun- 
drels 

We  have  been  informed  that  they  are  telling 
that  our  bro.  G.  B,  went  around  with  them  sever- 
al days  and  assisted  them  in  procuring  orders  and 
also  gave  them  a  written  recommendation.  This 
is  utterly  false,  »s  he  did  no  such  thing. 

The  second  charge  brought  against  them  is, 
that  when  they  could  persuade  a  man  to  give  an 
order  for  a  house  or  barn  only,  they  would  pre- 
tend to  give  it  fpi'  only  one,  and  thus  have  it  sign- 
ed, but  when  the  men  came  to  put  them  up,  the 
order  called  for  both  house  aod  barn. 

Third,  when  they  could  not  get  the  consent  to 

put  rods  up,  they  would  ask  the  party  to  sign   a 

letter  of  recommendation.   A  few  did  this,  and  af- 

,  terwards  found  that  it  turned  out  to  be  an  order

Fourth.  In  cases  where  there  was  no  definite 
bargain  made,  they  over  roded  the  buildings,  and 
gome  other  charges  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  men- 

That  the  Agents  acted  very  dishonourably  in  us- 
ing such  deceptions  is  quite  evident,  but  we  are 
surprised  that  our  brethren,  or  any  body  else, 
would  put  their  names  to  a  paper,  the  contents  of 
which  they  did  not  understand.     Our  people  are  ' 


noted  for  being  shrewd  in  their  business  transac- 
tions, but  it  seems  in  this  case  some  were  over 
persuaded . 

As  a  rule,  there  should  always  when  practica- 
ble be  a  definite  bargain  before  entering  a  contract 
of  any  kind.  Had  those  who  were  deceived,  set 
down  and  made  a  calculalion  of  the  cost,  which 
could  have  been  done  in  fifteen  minutes,  and  then 
made  a  positive  bargain,  -it  would  have  saved 
them  all  the  remorse  of  being  deceived, 

As  to  the  reliability  of  the  Co.  we  cannot  speak 
knowingly,  but  if  we  were  justified  in  saying  that 
the  Agents  were  men  of  repute  because  the  Co* 
was  reputable,  by  the  same  mode  of  reasoning  we 
would  now  condemn  the  Co.  because  their  Agents 
are  dishonest.  Let  that  be  as  it  may,  we  hope 
our  readers  will  have  nothing  more  to  do  with  it, 
as  a  Co.  that  will  employ  dishonest  men  should 
not  be  patronized.  As  to  the  rods,  according  to 
our  judgment,  we  believe  them  to  be  a  genuine 
article.  All  metals  are  perfect  conductors  of  elec- 
tricity, but  copper  wire  is  said  to  be  the  most  pow- 
erful in  transmitting  it,  and  is  therefore  preferable 
to  have  it  in  connection  with  the  rod.  These  rods 
having  a  number  of  strands  of  copper  wire  con- 
nected with  them,  make  tliem  perfect  conductors 
of  electricity.  Therefore  those  that  have  them 
put  up,  can  rest  assured  that  they  have  not  been 
humbugged  in  the  quality  of  the  rods,  but  only 
in  being  overroded.  We  are  exceedingly  sorry 
that  we  have  been  deceived  by  unprincipled  men, 
and  still  more  so,  if  we  should  have  beenthecause 
of  others  also  being  deceived  by  them.  As  to  Tiav- 
ing  rods  put  up,  we  advised  none.  We  have  none 
on  our  own  buildings  and  do  not  know  that  we 
shall  have,  not  because  we  think  it  wrong,  but  for 
other  reasons  best  known  to  ourselves. 

We  make  this  explanation,  i5rst,  to  show  that 
what  we  said  we  done  in  good  faith,  believing 
that  they,  were  strictly  honest. 

Second,  to  show  those  that  have  been  duped 
by  them,  that  their  loss  only  consists  in  having  an 
unnecessary  amount  of  rod  put  up. 

Third,  that  no  more  of  our  readers  may  feel 
themselves  decived  on  the  strength  of  our  recom- 
mendation. 

If  any  of  oar  reraders  have  been  unfairly  dealt 
with,  we  have  been  deceived  in  the  men.  From 
this  we  have  learned  a  lesson  that  we  shall  not 
soon  forget.  Asking  indulgence  for  the  past,  wa 
shall  be  more  careful  in  the  future.     -         ---. •

Dear  Reader  :  I  will  base  my  remarks  in  favor 
ofChristianity,  in  this  number,  on  Psalm  23.  Who 
but  the  Christian  can  truthfully  declare,  "  The 
Lord  is  my  shepherd  ?  "  The  term  is  figurative ; 
based  on  the  custom  in  the  East  of  having  the 
herds,  (generally  sheep  and  goats)  in  care  of  m€n 
set  over  them,  called  shepherds.  It  was  the  duty 
of  the  shepherd  to  atte  nd  to  the  wants  of  the  flock 
in  their  charge.  He  must  see  that  they  are  prop- 
erly and  regularly  fed,  watered,  and  sheltered  from 
the  inclemency  of  the  weather,  and  protected  against 
the  ravages  of  wild  beasts,  &c.  And  if  some  should 
stray  from  the  flock,  he  must  go  out  and  seek  them, 
and  when  found,  bring  them  .back  to  the  fold;  and 
if  wounded,  lame,  or  otherwise  having  become  so 
weak  as  to  be  unable  to  walk  back,  he  must,  if 
need  require,  lay  it  on  his  shoulder  and  carry  it 
back.  On  this  custom  the  Savior  bases  His  para- 
ble in  which  He  calls  Himself,  Th^  good  shepherd, 
and  His  followers.  The  Christians,  His  sheep,  who 
He  says  hear  His  voice.  In  this  sense  David  in 
the  text,  with  all  Christians,  has  the  divine  right 
to  claim  Him  as  their  shepherd,  and  in  confi- 
dence can  say,  1  shall  not  loant.  "Who  but  the 
Christian  has  this  assurance  ?  The  Christian  has 
the  promise  of  his  shepheard's  care,  through  life, 
in  death  and  resurrection. 

His  care  in  life.  He  maketh  me  lie  doion  in 
green  pastures  :  He  leadeth  me  beside  the  still  xoa- 
ters.  He  leadeth  me  in  the  paths  of  righteousness 
for  his  name's  sake.  Thou  preparest  a  table  before 
me  in  the  presence  of  mine  enemies  :  ihouanointest 
my  head  with  oil;  my  cup  runneth  oyer.  Surely 
goodness  and  mercy  shall  follow  me  all  the  days  of 
my  life. 


Dear  reader,  I  have  set  this  highly  suggestive 
Scripture  of  Christian  advantage  in  order  before 
you,  for  your  more  ready  comprehension.  This 
Scripture  is  not  o^nly  suggestive  of  care  and  pro- 
tection, but  of  fullness  and  variety.  The  good 
shepheard  cares  for  His.  abundantly.  His  com- 
mandments are  exceeding  broad  ;  so  his  gifts  and 
graces  are  rich  and  bountiful.  He  maketh  me  lie 
down  in  green  pastures.  Tender  and  succulent ; 
and  easy  to  be  enjoyed  are  the  Christian  promises ;

nations."  Marvelous  wonder !  "glorious  fountain 
of  eternal  life  !  Shall  our  eyes  grow  dim  looking 
upon  that  cross  ?  sliall  we  grow  weary  carrying 
such  a  cross?  and  O,  shall  we  ever  tire  following 
such  a  blessed  liedeemer  ?  Never  !  NO  never  ! ! 
is  our  hope,  because  only  those  that  are  "  faithful 
unto  death"  will  have  given  to  them  "  a  crown  of 
life."  Yea,  aheavenly  crown — a  crown  of  glory 
that  fadcth  not  away.  Blessed  be  God  for  Jesus 
Christ,  the  cross  and  the  crown.

If  it  cannot  make  a  small  power, 
large,  it  makes  it  good.     If  it   cannot  give,  a  blg''_ 
brain  in  the  place  of  a    contracted    one,,  it   trans-' 
mutes  a  man's  intellect  ull  into  a  divine  csScncciof ' 
purity  and  love,  or  freights    it  with    the    thunder"' 
and  lightning  ofdiuintlcss  and  ciliictivc  energy. — ■ 
Chapln 
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One  of  our  exchanges  commentiug  on  1  Jno.  2 : 
15,  16,  17,  says  :  "  Now  as  to  equipage,  dress,  etc., 
it  must  be  decided  in  the  light  of  its  tendencies. 
I!f  it  tends  to  pride,  selfishness,  extravagance,  and 
leads  away  from  pious  affection  and  holy  living, 
it  ought  to  be  abandoned." 

Showy  articles  of  dress  do  not  tend  to  pride. 
The  external  appearance  cannot  effect  internally, 
but  they  are  the' emblems  of  what  does  now  really 
and  actually  exist— a  proud  heart.  Solomon  says, 
*'  a  man's  heart  deviseth  his  way,"  and  when  we 
see  the  person  adorned  with  showy  articles  of  dress 
it  IS  an  -evidence  of  internal  corruption.  "\Ve  are 
justified  in  coming  to  this  conclusion,  from  the 
language  of  the  Savior.  "A  good  man  out  of  the 
good  treasure  ^f  the  heart,  bringeth  forth  that 
which  is  good  r,  and  an  evil  man,  out  of  the  evil 
treasure  of  the  Ixeart,  that  which  is  evil."  Now  the 
adorning  of  the  b&dy  is  directly  forbidden,  and  a 
transgression  of  the  kw  is  sin.  If  then,  we  vio- 
late the  law  in  this  particular,  it  is  an  indisputa- 
ble evidence  that  we  have  an  evil  and  proud  heart. 
A  proud  heart  will  tend  to  selfishness,  extrava- 
gance, and  lead  from  a  pious  and  holy  life,  but 
the  adorning  of  the  body  is  only  an  evidence  that 
pride  does  exist.  The  commentator  further  says: 
"  The  value  of  the  a»thetical  has  not  been  estima- 
ted as  it  ought.  The  moral  force  of  the  beautiful 
is  great.  Pictures,  paintings,  becoming  dress,  taste- 
ful architecture,  etc.,  have  a  moral  bearing  not  to 
be  dispised."  There  is  no  doubt  but  what  (he  per- 
ception of  the  beautiful  in  the  works  of  Nature 
and  of  Art  has  a  moral  bearing,  but  the  regenera- 
ted heart  cannot  perceive  beauty  in  gaudy  attire. 
This  is  of  the  world — earthly  and  consequently 
has  nothing  that  serves  to  elevate  the  soul.  This 
thing  of  Taste,  recognizing  sesthetic  qualities  in 
showy  articles  of  dress,  is  a  dogma  on  which  the 
world  loves  to  harp.  Men  will  justify  themselves 
in  decorating  their  persons,  from  the  consideration 
that  they  are  but  exercising  one  of  the  powers 
of  the  human  mind.  But  it  should  be  remembered 
that  taste  is  merely  a  mental  sensibility  by  which 
we  cognize  the  beauties  of  Nature  and  Art.  Tlr's 
sensibility  is  of  God  and  the  regenerated  mind  will 
perceive  these  sesthetic  qualities, and  they  will  have 
a  conciliatory  tendency ^-but  when  beauty  is  con- 
ceived in  things  of  the  world  it  is  an  evidence  of 
carnality;  it  is  the  lustof  the  eye,  "  which  is  not 
of  tlie  Father  but  of  the  world."    When  professed 


Christians  observe  beauty  in  the  decorating  of  their 
persons,  they  are  surely  lingering  in  the  old  quag- 
mires of  sin ;  the  transformation  has  not  fully  tak- 
en place,  the  mind  has  not  been  fully  renewed,  and 
consequently  that  good  and  acceptable,  and  perfect 
will  of  God  cannot  be  proven. 

It  is  further  argued  that  no  one  can  lay  down 
a  rule  for  another  in  regard  to  dress,  how  far  to 
go  and  when  to  stop.  We  do  not  believe  that /alible 
man  has  the  power  nor  the  authority  to  make  rules 
for  divine  government,  but  we  think  divine  inspi- 
ration has  given  qs  a  pretty  definite  idea  how  far 
to  go,  and  when  to  stop  in  these  things.  The  in- 
spired writer,  Tim.  2 :  9,  speaks  quite  pointedly 
as  to  how  woman  should  be  attired,  and  says  :  "  In 
like  manner  also,  that  women  adorn  themselves  in 
modest  apparel,  with  shamefacedness  and  sobriety  : 
not  with  braided  hair,  or  gold,  or  pearls,  or  costly 
array."  Once  more.  "  Whose  adorning,  let  it  not 
be  that  ontward  adorning  of  plaiting  the  hair,  and 
of  wearing  of  gold,  or  of  putting  on  of  ajiparel : 
But  lei  it  be  the  hiddcd  man  of  the  heart,  in  that 
which  is  not  corruptible,  even  ike  ornament  of  a 
meek  and  quiet  spirit,  which  is  in  the  sight  of 
God  of  great  price."  1  Pet.  3;  3,  4.  From  this 
Scripture  we  learn  much  in  reference  to  the  man- 
ner of  dress.  We  learn,  first,  that  our  apparel  is 
to  be  modest.  The  question  may  arise,  in  what 
does  modest  apparel  consist.  By  the  terra  mcdest, 
we  understand  moderate ;  not  excessive  or  extreme, 
not  extravagant.  This  is  one  of  Webster's  defi- 
nitions and  we  accept  it  as  the  ono  implied  by 
the  apostle.  In  the  latter  part  of  the  same  verse, 
he  explains  what  is  immoderate,  excessive,  extreme 
and  extravagant.  Braided  hair,  the  wearing  of 
gold,  or  pearls,  or  costly  array  is  immoderate  and 
consequently  forbidden.  Prom  this  view,  and  it 
is  certainly  a  fair  one,  we  may  fully  determine  that 
it  is  wrong,  and  not  becoming  for  Christians  to 
adorn  their  persons  with  these  things.  The  mean- 
ing evidently  is,  that  such  ornaments  should  not 
be  sought  after  by  Christians,  that  they  should  not 
engage  their  time  and  attention,  and  that  they 
should  so  dress  as  to  show  that  their  minds  are 
occupied  with  nobler  objects,  and  that  in  their  ap- 
parel they  should  be  models  of  neatness  economy 
and  plainness.  The  first  part  ©f  the  quotation 
from  1  Peter,  has  the  same  import.  The  latter 
part  explains  in  what  our  adorning  should  consist. 
It  is  to  be  the  hidden  man  of  the  heart.  This  ex- 
pression is  substantially  the  same  as  that  used  by 
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i*aul  In  Rom.  ? !  22,  «'  the  iimard  man,"  Thc' 
.word"  hidden  here  means  that  which  iz  covered, 
that  which  ia  not  made  apparent  by  dress  ttr  orna- 
ment. The  ornament  of  "  the  inner  mart  "  is  a 
meek  and  quiet  spirit  which  is  incorruptible,  the 
opposite  of  gold  and  apparel ;  they  will  decay, 
but  the  internal  ornament  is  ever  enduring.  What- 
ever pertains  to  the  outward  decoration,  however 
bediitiful  and  costly,  is  fading,  but  that  which 
pertains  to  tjie  soul  is  enduring.  As  the  soul'  is 
immortal,  all  that  tends  to  adorn  it  will  be  immor- 
tal too  ;  and  as  the  body  is  mortal  so  all  that  with 
whith  it  can  be  adonied  is  decaying  and  will  soon 
be  destroyed.  Then,  Christian  friends,  let  us  en- 
deavor more  to  adorn  the  "  inner  man."  Let  us 
have  our  minds  more  absorbed  in  the  performance 
of  our  Christian  duties  and  the  outward  adorning 
Vvill  be  quite  a  secondary  matter.  If  we  have  ti-uly 
passed  fron  darkness  unto  light,  the  things  that 
W8  formerly  loved  we  will  now  despise.  The  things 
of  this  wotld  will  have  no  prominent  place  in  our 
affections  ;  we  will  have  -no  taste  for  extravagant 
and  superfluous  dress.  Clothe  thy  person  in  mod- 
est apparel.  This'  far  shalt  thou  go  and  no  iarther, 
is  the  divine  law.  J.  B,  B.

"  If  aay  man  -will  come  after  me,  let  him  deny  himself 
ftnd  lake  up  his  cross  and  follow  me." — Matt.  19  :  24. 

"  Blessed  are  they  that  do  his  commandments,  that  they 
may  have  a  right  to  the  tree  of  life,  and  enter  la  through 
the  gates  into  the  City.' 

The  Christianity  of  the  present  day  is  a  fashion- 
able religion  walking  in  silver  slippers.  "  To  be- 
long to  some  party,  says  one,  iu  the  church  and 
show  zeal  for  its  interests,  to  talk  about  the  lead- 
ing eontrovercles  of  the  day,  to  buy  popular 
Religious  books  as  fast  as  they  come  from  the  press 
and  have  them  arrayed  on  the  table,  to  attend 
meetings,  subscribe  to  societies  and  discourse  on 
the  merits  of  preachers  is  the  present  popular 
christians  duty." 

These  are  now,  comparltively,  easy  and  com- 
mon attainments.  They  no  longer  make  a  person 
singular,  they  require 'little  or  no  sacrifice,  and 
entail  no  cross,  but  to  walk  closely  with  God,  to 
be  spiritually  minded,  to  behave  like  strangers 
and  pilgrims,  to  be  distinct  from  the  world  in  em- 
ployment of  time,  in  couyersation,  in  a,tnusenicnfc, 
in  drc8s,  (o  l)o  as  a  faithful  witness   for  Christ  iu 


all  places,  to  be  prayerful,  humble  unselfish,  meek 
to  lie  zealously  afraid  of  sin,  and  tremblingly  alive 
to  Our  dangers  from  the  world ;  these  are  still  rare 
things,  they  are  not  common  among  those  who 
who  are  called  christians,  and  the  worst  of  all,  the 
absence  of  them  are  not  felt  or  bewailed  as  it 
should  be. 

Reader,  what  is  your  religion?  Is  it  a  fashion- 
able one,  or  is  it  the  religion  of  the  cross, — a  Bible 
religion  ?  '"'  Whosoaver  will  not  bear  his  cross  and 

come  after  me,  cannot  be  my  disciple."  Here  lies 
the  test.  Beware  of  a  religion  without  a  cross. 
Let  us  remember  that  while  the  Lord  liateth  a 
proud  look.  He  lovelh  the  rigliteous,  therefore  if 
we  would  please  God  and  enjoy  His  favor  on 
earth,  and  His  glorious  presence  in  heaven,  we 
must  seek  sanctification  through  obeying  the  truth. 
"Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart,  for  they  shall  see

Love  to  God  aud  keeping  his  commandments 
are  good  fruit  of  the  spirit  whereby  the  followers 
of  Christ  are  known.  The  love  they  have,  by 
faith,  in  the  word  of  God,  his  laws  and  testimo- 
nies, by  the  obeying  of  which,  they  become  peace- 
able, patient,  courteous,  kind,  meek  and  lowly  in 
mind  and  heart,  showing  forth  the  good  fruits  of 
the  spirit  which  are  produced  by  us  through  the 
regenerate  nature  of  the  image  of  Jesus,  and  to 
this  belongs  humbleness  of  mind  Paul  tells  us  to 
put  on.  "  Therefore  as  the  elect  of  God,  holy  be- 
loved, bowels  of  mercies,  kindness,  humbleness  of 
mind,  meekness,  long  suifering."— As  the  good 
tree  is  known  by  these  good  fruits,  so  the  corrupt 
tree  is  known  by  the  evil  fruits,  M'hich  are  ha- 
tred, varience,  impatience,  pride,  haughtiness,vain 
glory,  unholiuess,  unfaithfulness,  ambitiorsness 
together  with  other  evil  and  corrupt  fruils,  and 
the  man,  that  bears  them  is  under  the  threatening 
sentence  qf  ibeing  cut  dotyii  and  cast  ini^,  the  fire 
and  if  natural  fire  is  so  painful  to  endure  only  for  a 
moment,  what  will  the  pain  be  which  the  false 
teachers  must  suffer  when  they  are  cast  into  the  lake 
of  fif6  Avhere  their  worm  dleth  not  and  the  fire 
is  not  quenched,  and  where  the  smoke  of  their 
torment  ascendeth  up  forever  and  ever,  and  where 
they  will  have  no  more  rest  day  nor  night. 
But  "to  those  true  and  faithful  followers  of  the 
Limb  will  receive  eternal  blessedness,  according  to 
the  good  fruit  they  bore.  Th&ir  work  they  did 
will  follow  them,  be  they  good  or  evil.  Jesus  tells 
us  ^  'irot  eveiy  one  that  saith  unto  me  Lord,  Lord 
shall  enter  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  but  he  that 
doeth  the  will  of  my  father  which  is  in  heaven." 
Here  it  is  made  manifest  that  words  alone  will 
not  avail  us  anything  but  the  keeping  of  the  com- 
mandments of  God,  and  thereby  we  do  the  will  of 
God  in  heaven. 

Ji:.  We  must  not  solace  ourselves  with  the  idea  that 
we  are  doing  enough  when  we  pray  oftemmd  say 
Lord  Lord,  thinking  that  all  is  well,  and  the  Sav- 
ior of  God  is  rescued.  If  we  do,  we  will  deceive 
onrsel  vps.  If  we  "wo'ukl  pray  always  saying  Lord, 
Lord,  and  live  contrary  to  the  counsel  of  the  Gos- 
pel aud  doing  the  will  of  the  Lord,  it   will   profit ' 


us  nothing.  This  must  be  understood  with  dis- 
cernments and  in  its  proper  light.  To  pray  and 
to  call  on  the  name  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  con- 
temned when  it  is  done  in  a  proper  spirit,  because 
it  is  the  command  of  the  Lord,  but  it  must  be 
done  in  faith  aud  not  doubting,  for  Jesus  says  "  if 
ye  abide  in  me  and  my  words  abide  in  you,  ye 
shall  ask  what  ye  wili  and  it  shall  be  done  unto 
you."  This  also  makes  it  mai  ifest  to  t  3  if  our  1  piy- 
ers  are  to  be  accepted  of  God  we  must  walk  in  his 
commandments  and  obey  God,  not  in  part,  but  all 
the  commandments.  We  then  do  the  will  of  our 
Father  in  heaven,  and  have  the  promise  that  what 
wo  will  ask  in  prayer,  it  shall  be  done  unto  ua 
but  it  is  a  lamentable  fact  there  are  so  many  who 
say,  Lord,  Lord,  and  yet  do  not  the  will  of  the 
Lord.  ..  ; 

Paul  tells  us  :  "  for  the  kingkom  of  God  is  not 
iu  word,  but  in  prayer."  We  cannot  know  men 
by  their  words,  but  we  can  know  them  by  their 
works,  for  if  any  shall  come  with  plausable  words 
and  pretensions  of  their  knowledge  and  ezperience 
in  the  religion  of  Jesus,  and  in  their  walk  and  con- 
versation do  not  show,  evidently  forth,  the  fruit 
of  the  spirit  in  the  obeying  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
Jesus,  our  Savior,  all  their  glorying  in  religion  .i? 
vain  and  false,  but  those  who  walk  in  the  ways  of 
the  Lord,  and  do  the  will  of  our  heavenly  Father 
and  show  forth  the  fruit  of  the  spirit,  thoy  only 
have  the  promise  that  they  shall  inherit  the  king- 
dom of  God. 

I  will  not  condemn  those  who  can  tell  of  their 
conversion  and  experience  in  religion,  provided 
thov  manifest  the  same  in  all  their  conversation, 
for  I  believe,  by  experience,  that  all  true  believeiis 
do  know  of  their  conversion  aud  regeneration  and 
that  we  have  passed  from  death  unto  life,  but  for 
this  we  will  not  glory  in  ourselves  but  ascribe  all 
the  glory  to  the  Lord  and  manifest  it  by  leading 
a  pioiis  and  godly  life  and  conversation,  and  let- 
ting our  light  shine  out  of  darkness  that  our  works 
may  be  seen  and  our  Father  in  heaven  may  be 
glor'fied  !  "  for  he  that  glorieth  let  him  glory  in 
the  Lord  for  not  be  that  commendeth  himself 
is  approved  but  whom  the  Lord  commendeth  " 
Solomon  tell  us  to  let  another  man  praise  thee  and 
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not  thine  own  mouth,  a  stranger  and  not  thine  own 
lips,  and  wo  are  admonished  in  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  not  to  seek  our  own  glory,  but  to  do  all  we 
do,  to  the  glory  of  the  Ijord.  Those  who  say 
Lord  Lord  are  like  the  self  righteous  Pharisees, 
who  love  to  pray  standing  in  the  Synagogues  and 
in  the  corners  of  the  streets,  that  they  may  be  seen 
of  men,  with  their  pretence  making  long  prayers, 
but  they  shall  therefore  receive  the  greater  dam- 
nation. Jesus  tauglit  us,  his  followers,  the  way 
we  are  to  pray.  He  says,  "  but  thou  when  thou 
prayest,  enter  into  thy  closet  and  when  thou  hast 
shut  the  door,  pray  to  Ihy  Father  which  is  in  se- 
cret, and  thy  Father  which  seeth  in  secret  shall 
reward  thee  openly,  but  whenye  pray  use  no  vain  re- 
l)ititions  as  the  heathens  do,  for  they  think  that  they 
shall  be  heard  for  their  much  speaking."  If  wo 
pray  in  secret  it  must  be  in  retirement,  av.'oy  from 
the  eyes  of  men,  for  unto  God  nothing  is  secret. 
Let  not  man  hear  all  our  prayers,  for  man  cannot 
answer  thcQi,  but  God  our  heavenly  Father  can, 
for  his  eyes  are  over  the  righteous  and  his  cars  are 
open  to  their  prayers.  Do  not  understand  me  to 
think  that  it  is  wrongto  pray  before  men  or  that 
they  should  notpray  publicly  before  meuThis  is  all 
right  in  the  proper  time  and  place,  and  in  the  prop- 
er light.  We  do  not  find  that  Christ  prayed  much 
before  men  02:)enly,  but  frequently  withdrew  him- 
self from  his  disciples  and  retired,  continuing  all 
night  in  prayer  to  God.  When  we  pray  in  secret, 
where  none  but  the  eyes  of  God  sees  us  and  his 
ears  hear  us,  we  are  out  of  the  Pharesaical  hy- 
pocracy  of  praying  to  be  heard  of  men.  We  do 
not  want  to  be  understood  to  condemn  public 
prayer,  but  exhort  that  when  public  prayer  is  made 
we  may  not  seek  glory  of  men,  but  that  the  heart 
may  be  firmly  fixed  on  God,  seeking  God's  glory, 
the  edification  of  immortal  souls  and  the  expan- 
sion of  the  Lord's  Kingdom — His  will  be  done  on 
earth  as  it  is  done  in  Heaven,  and  thus  I  will  con- 
clude by  advising  men  everywhere,  and  always,  to 
pray  and  not  to  faint.  May  God  give  us  grace  to 
teach  the  whole  truth  ^s  it  is  in  Jesus,  ig  the 
prayer  of  your  weak  and  unworthy  brother  and 
servant  of  God  our  Father,   Amen.

Shoes  without  counters  or  stiffening,  when  care- 
lessly worn,  are  apt  to  jut  over  and  soon  rundown, 
and  thus  present  a  most  untidy  and  unsightly  ap- 
pearance. Did  it  ever  occur  to  the  reader  that 
there  is  a  striking  resemblance  between  old  slip- 
.shod  shoes  and  "rtain  characters?  Such  likeness 
may  be  seen  in  many  careless  persons  we  meet. 
They  are  no  less  slipshod  and  careless  in  morals 


and  in  their  habits  than  in  the  way  they  wear 
their  shoes.

They  yield  first  to  one  littJe  temptation,  telling  a 
wrong  story,  then  to  another  to  cover  tliat  up,  and 
so  go  on  from  bad  to  worse  until  their  moral  sen- 
sibilities are  blunted,  and  like  a  poor  old  shoe, 'are 
run  down  at  tlje  heel.  There' is  no  stifiTening^  'I'h' 
them.  They  do  nit  stand  up  to  right  and  duty, 
but  go  shuffling  along,  going  lower  and  -lower; 
and  at  length  fetching  up  in  a  poor-house,  asyljimf/ 
or  prison.  '  ■  .  -j  , 

Young  men  begin  or  take  their  first  step?:  in,a- 
slipshod  life  by  neglectin<r  daily  devotions;  by 
disobedience;  by  violating  parental  authority  ;  by^ 
selfishly  appropriating  to  themselves  that  ivhich- 
belongs  equally  to  others.  '  Greediness,  gluttony^" 
dishonesty,  eye-service,  deception,  smoking,'chew-- 
ing,  or  drinking  "on  the  ^sly,"— all  these  things 
lead  directly  to  "running  down  at  the  heel." 

How  TO  Keep  Up.— Dress  tlie  feet,  body,  and 
mind  with  proper  care :  keep  tlie  shoes  .properly 
tied  ;  step  squarely,  have  a  plan  for  every  day, 
and  work  study,  or  play  according  to  it.  Be- 
prompt  in  rising,  washing,  and  in  dressing;  i^  is, 
much  easier  than  to  drag  along;  be  on  hand  ai, 
breakfast;  if  not  first,  do  not  be  always  last  at  the 
tabic  or  at  prayers.  Then  being  ready  for  the  du- 
ties or  pl'eiisures  of  the  day,  go  about'the  same  with 
alacrity,  and  be  sure  to  "  finish  what  you  begin." 
Application  is  ah  indisi^ensable  element  of  success. 
Guard  against  ill  temper,  impatience,  and  culti- 
vate self-control.  Be  not  diverted  by  otiiers.  Ask 
God's  blessing  on  your  work  or  your  playj  and 
you  will  not  "  run  down  at  the  heel."  Being- 
on  the  right  track  in  the  line  of  duty  and  useful-. 
ness,  you  will  "  rise  and  shine,"  and  Jiecomc  what, 
your  Maker  intended  you  to  be,  a  godly,  manly 
man.  Oh,  the  human  wrecks  we  meet  on  every 
hand!  How  sad  !  How  \niiM  !  Yet  nine  in  ten, 
if  not  all,  could  have  done  better;  could  have  es- 
caped the  rocks  by  resisting  temptations,  self-in- 
dulgence, indolence,  and  di.ssipation.  Gur  facul- 
ties grow  by  use.  They  degenerate  or  remain  la- 
tent by  disuse,  and  they  permit  us  to  fall  and  "  run 
down  at  the  heel"  by  wrong  use  or  perversion. 
Oh,  that  each  could  see  and  realize  the  certaia 
doom  that  awaits  transgressors!  ^Lay  God  put  it 
into  the  hearts  of  lis  all  to  so  live,  that  we  may 
in  all  rcsiiecfs  bejuseftd  to  our  follows  and  accept- 
able to  Him. —  rhrcnologicd  JouviiaL         
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Ei>D.  A.  J.  CoRRELL  thinks  that  we,  in  our 
"  Stray  ThoughtH,"  have  placed  him  in  a  position 
that  he  has  not  accepted.  It  is  true,  we  have  mis- 
quoted him,  not  liaving  the  copy  before  us,  but 
still  we  thought  that  we  had  his  ideas,  but  it  ap- 
pears not  altogether,  although  a  strict  rendering  of 
his  phraseolog}'  would  seem  to  imply  the  substance 
of  our  comments.  Well  bro.  Correll,  the  slip  of 
the  pen  is  no  uufrequent  occurrence.  In  this  case 
it  appears  to  be  on  our  part,  and  therefore  ask 
your  indulgence^  hoping  that  what  we  have  said 
may,  in  no  way  result  in  evil.

We,  as  a 
church,  believe  that  we  hold  the  truth — that  we 
have  learned  of  Jesus,  and  from  him  we  have 
Iciarned  (hat  war  and  mortal  combat  are  not  in 
harmony  with  the  principles  of  his  kingdom 
of  peace,  therefore  when  we  receive  a  soldier 
into  the  kingdom  of  peace,  we  ask  him  to  re- 
nounce his  allegiance  to  his  former  king,  and  learn 
vxtr  no  more.  If  all  who  claim  to  be  christianr, 
would  preach  the  peaceable  doctrine  of  our  King 
Jesus,  this  requisition  would  be  uncalled  for. 

From  the  same  Jesus  we  have  learned  that  se- 
cret societies  are  not  of  God.  "  In  secret  have  I 
done  nothing"  says  our  king,  yet  many  professed 
christians  belong  to,  and  advocate  seci'ct  societies, 
therefore  fo^-  the  same  reason  that  We  ask  the  pen- 
itent believer  to  leain  war  no  more,  we  ask  those 


belonging  to  secret  organizations  to  withdraw 
themselves.  When  we  enter  the  vineyard  of  the 
Lord)  there,  is  where  we  are  to  labor,  and  thefe  is 
no  good  works  but  what  can  be  successfully  ac- 
complished without  going  out  into  the  world  and 
being  unequally  yoked  together  with  unbelievers. 

NEW  USE  FOE  SEWING  MACHINES, 


Sewing  machines  are  nndlng  their  way  Into  th^  renlotoat  corners 
of  the  earth.  An  English  lady,  writing  from  a  sheep  farm  In  New 
Zealand,  speaks  of  the  comfort  she  takes  in  one  which  she  h.id 
brought  with  her  from  home,  and  mentions  a  case  In  which  it  prov- 
ed itself  invalnable.

She  made  an 
appointment  tor  the  Bishop  of  Jiew  Zealand  to  come  to  her  house  on 
a  given  day,  and  then,  to  Induce  her  neighbors  to  bring  their  chil- 
dren to  be  baptized  by  him,  promised  each  child  a  new  white  drcssi 
t)n  these  terms  she  had  plenty  of  acceptances,  and  she  and  her 
maids  set  to  work  to  make  the  dresses  required.  But  tor  the  aid  ot 
the  sewing  machine,  she  says,  she  could  never  have  aceonipHshed 
her  task.  She  did  it,  however,  and  thus  the  machine  tor  ones  was) 
an  Instrument  of  rellgio»  as  well  as  ot  civilization. 

Now  ju.st  see  what  thing.s  are  coming  to.  It  is 
nothing  new  to  hear  of  bribery  because  the  -sVorld 
is  full  of  it,  but  never  before  did  we  hear  of  bribes 
being  offered  to  induce  people  to  have  their  chil' 
dreu  christened.  What  effect  such  an  act  would 
have  would  be  hard  to  imagine  especially  when 
performed  on  children  of  unbelieving  parentSi        , 

It  would  seerathat  this  English  lady  with    hei? 
sewing  machine  went  beyond  the  limits  of  Pedo* 
baptist  Discipline,  as  we   saw   it   lately   declared 
that  no  children  were  fit  subjects  for  baptism   but 
those  who  had  believing  parents.     Jesus  died  for 
the  sins  of  the  whole  world.     The  original  sin  haa 
been  atoned  for  and  all  children  are  saved  under 
this  atonement,  therefore  if  one  child  is  a  fit   sub- 
ject for  baptism,  all  are.     But  we  deny,  from  the 
authority  of  the  Holy   Bible  that  any   are  fit   for 
this  holy  ordinance  but   those  who   have  faith  in 
the' Lord  Jesas  Christ  and  are  cor  verted.  We  chal- 
lenge the  world  to  point  to  a  eingle  passage  with- 
in the  lids  of  the  Bible  that  tells  us  of  a  single  in- 
fant being  baptized. 

It  seems  very  strange  that  people  will  contend 
so  strongly  for  a  thing  that  is  not  in  the  Bible, 
and  at  the  same  time  deny,  with  Ihe  same  zeal, 
the  things  that  are  written  therein.  Where  is  there 
a  plainer  duty  expressed  than  the  following  ?  "  If 
I  your  Lord  and  Master  have  washed  your  feet 
ye  also  ought  to  wash  one  anoth^  feet"  yet  not 
one  of  the  whole  host  of  Pedobaptists  are  wUling 
to  observe  this  ordinance  that  is  so   emphatically 
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oommanoed  If  it  was  said  within  the  sacred  vol- 
ume :  "  If  I  j'onr  Lord  and  Master  liave  baptiz- 
little  children  ye  also  ought  to  baptize  children," 
how  gladly  would  we  accept  the  doctring,  but  in- 
stead of  that  we  have  "  Suffer  little  children  to 
come  unto  nieand  forbid  theiu  not,  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  heaven."  When  we  exercise  faith  in 
Christ,  repent  of  our  sins,  and  are  baptized,  and 
regenerated  or  born  again,  then  we  approximate 
the  happy  condition  of  the  child  while  in  infancy 
or  before  it  knowingly  commits  sin.  This  is  the 
highest  state  of  perfection  that  a  sinner  can  attain 
In  this  life,  we  mean,  the  gracious  moment  iu 
which  he  is  free  from  actual  sins. 

The  sewing  machine  is  a  grand  and  useful  in- 
vention, and  the  using  of  it  by  the  English  lady 
in  making  white  dresses  for  the  poor  children 
would  certainly  be  a  good  work,  but  when  those 
dresses  are  used  as  bribes  to  get  the  mothers  to 
bring  their  children  to  have  them  christened,  the 
spiritual  bearing  is  a  curse  and  the  act  should  be 
denounced  as  an  oiitrage  to  everything  that  is  call- 
el  christian  by  every  thinking  mind.  Bribes  may 
do  for  unprincipled  politicains,  but  not  for  the  har- 
bingers of  Jesus. 

WILL  ALL  BE  SAVED  ? 
It  is  asked,  "will  all  be  saved?"  This  is  a 
question  of  vital  importance,  and  will  admit  of 
considerable  research  without  being  exhausted  and 
in  regard  to  it,  the  world  has  accepted  different 
ideas,  but  in  our  short  space,  we  shall  not  attempt 
to  discuss  them.  There  is  only  one  sure  founda- 
tion upon  which  we  can  build  our  hopes  of  salva- 
tion. The  promises  of  God  are  sure,  and  stead- 
fast, and  he  who  attempts  to  avoid  the  terms  that 
God  has  given  for  this  purpose,  and  is  quizzing 
about  to  see  if  there  is  not  some  other  way,  one 
that  is  attended  with  no  cros.s  does  not  manifest  a 
very  loyal  disposition. 

"  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized,  shall  be 
saved."  This  promise  is  eufBciently  positive  to 
every  candid  penitent  sinner,  such  inquire  no  fur- 
ther, but  humbly  bow  at  the  feet  of  Jesus  and  ex- 
claim : 

"  Here  Lord  I  give  myself  away, 
'Tis  all  that  I  can  du." 


When  they  think  of  redeeming  love  and  count 
the  cost,  their  great  wonder  is,  that  salvation  can 
be  obtained  on  any  terms,  they  accept  the  proffered 
boon  and  stagger  not  at  the  promises  of  God. 

"  He  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damned."  The 
hope  that  can  be  derived  from  such  a  declaration 
must  be  very  foreign,  far  too  much  so  to  risk  the 
eternal  interestd  of  the  immortal  soul.  Give  dam- 
nation or  condemnation  ita  widest  latitude,  and 
most  charitable  interpretation,  and  yet  it  is  too 
awful  to  contemplate. 

If  we  accept  the  most  liberal  view  of  the  pun- 
ishment of  the  sinner,  and  admit  that  it  may  bo 
limited,  there  is  nothing  to  console  even  the  most 
desperate  case,  Suppose  that  hell  may  represent 
a  prison,  and  that  the  sinner  shall  not  go  hence 
until  he  has  paid  the  uttermost  farthing,  what  are 
his  hopes,  and  where  the  rock  on  which  to  stay 
the  frail  bark  in  the  hour  of  death  ? 

Let  us  draw  a  comparison.  Many  of  the  eoJi- 
victs  of  our  prison,  in  order  to  satisfy  the  demands 
of  our  laws,  spend  the  greater  part  of  their  lives 
in  prison.  If  upon  such  a  hypothesis  we  build 
our  hopes  of  being  liberated  from  the  prison  of 
hell  what  will  be  the  term,  or  how  soon  shall  (he 
sinner  be  released  ?  iVo<  until  he  has  paid  the  ut- 
termost farthing. 

We  may  divide  the  days  of  man's  life  allowing 
him  three  score  and  ten  years.  Suppose  at  the 
age  of  twenty  he  commits  a  crime,  and  for 
it  he  is  sentenced  to  prison  for  a  terra  of  fifteon 
years,  and  he  has  just  one'fourth  of  his  time  to 
spend  in  prison,  but  when  we  come  to  eternity 
how  shall  we  divide,  or  where  base  our  calcula 
tions  ?  Ah,  sinner,  think  of  it,'ono  fourth  of  eter- 
nity to  be  spent  in  hell !  If  we  say  ten  thousand 
year,  eternity  is  only  commenced,  if  we  exhaust  our 
greatest  conception  of  numeration  and  still  we 
have  eternity.  But  why  thus  speculate,  why  thuB 
digress  from  the  question.  "  Will  all  be  saved  ?  " 
All  may  be  saved — all  can  be  saved.  The  condi- 
tion that  promises  salvation  to  one,  promlsti  salva- 
tion to  all.

"We  have  quite  an  unfavorable  summary  of  the 
crops  to  report  from  this  part  of  the  State  this  sea- 
eon.  The  wheat  crop  will  yield  about  one  half  an 
average.  Corn  in  some  localities  is  nearly  a  fail- 
ure. There  is  a  neighborhood  near  us  that  will 
not  make  much  more  than  fifty  per  cent  of  their 
own  supplies.  Oats,  very  light  and  owing  to  the 
drought,  pastures  are  entirely  consumed  in  many 
places.. 

Wheat  is  worth  $  1,00  to  1.25,  corn  75  to  $  1.00 
oats  40  cts.,  butter  12  j  per  pound,  eggs  12|  cts  per 
doz.  Pasture  1.50,  to  2.50  per  head.  Beef,  3  to  4  cts. 

fjross  per  pound.  Milch  cows  $  25,  to  40  per 
lead,  horses  $75  to  150,  average  $125.  Sheep 
$  1,00,  to  $  2.00  per  head.  Taxes  from  one  sev- 
enth to  one  tenth  of  the  proceeds  of  the  agricul- 
turist. Under  such  unfavorable  circumstances, 
we  are  not  much  disposed  to  suffer  from 
excess  of  patriotism,  D.  C.  Moomaw.

LIOE  ON  APPLE  TESES- 


Tha  liural  Neio  I;o?-A;er.  has  the  ...following  in 
relation  to  tlie  lice  which  are  so  frequently  found 
on  fipple  trees  :  A  correspondent  sends  us  a  sec- 
tion of  bark  from  an  apple  tree  covered  with  lice, 
and  afiks  if  we  can  tell  what  is  its  canse,  if  luirtful 
to  the  trees  and  thp  be§t  remedy.  Yes  ;  it  is  apple 
Bark-lice  [(Joeens-  avborm} . /{nfaris.y Modeer.)  It 
is  most  common  on  unhealthfiil  trees,— trees  that 
.'ire  grown  in  grass  land  are  most  likely  to  bo'  in- 
fected with  then.1.  It  is  hurtful  to  trees  and  should 

,  be  exterminated.  A  good  wiy  to  do  this  is  first 
^  to  feed  the  trees  liberally  with  manure  and  ashes. 

•"  Ashes  alone  if  you  have  no  manure- to  spare,  plac- 
ed about  the  roots — not  to, contact  with  the  body 
— will  help.  Dig  up  the  grass  about  the  tree. 
This  spring  take  a  hoe,  and  give  \  he  bark  a  good 

;;  scraping;   then  ^vash  the  tre?  with  strong   soap 

-  euds.  This  should  be  done  at  once  and  the  wash- 
ing repeated  once  or  twice  before  the  trees  blos- 
Kpm.  In  the  Fall — last  of  November — -white- 
wasli  the  trunk  and  larger  limbs  of  the  tree.  This, 
Avith  manure  or  muck  applied  to  the  surface  over 
the  roots,  will  expel  the  lice.  Do  not  whitewash 
your  trees  in  spring.

Dare  yon,  vain  morlal,  raise  your  eyes  to  Heav- 
en and  ask  for  justice?  Justice  for  the  deeds  of 
your  lifetime?  Justice  for  words  uttered,  many  of 
them  in  careless  thoughtlessness  or  ungovcrned,(I 
do  not  say  ungovernable)  anger.  Justice  for  the 
thoughts  that  have  occupied  your  mind,  many  of 
which  you  would  be  ashamed  to  have  brought  to 
light  ?  Think  well,  then,  ere  you  com^ilain  of  work- 
ings that  are  incomprehensible  to  you,  because 
your  weak  mind  is  too  feeble  to  grasp  the  grave 
as  well  as  grand  results  of  a,  to  you  seemingly 
trying  ordeal  through  which  you  may  now  be 
passing. 

We  would  first  inquire,  wBat,'is.  justice?  It  is 
stern.  Everytliing  weighed  in  its  balance  must 
be  true.  Not  the  breadth  of  a  hair  is  allowed  to 
intervene  between  the  hand  and  the  designated 
point  upon  the  dial.

',Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth.     Ye  are  the  light  of  the 
■world."     Matt,  u  :  13,  14, 

Dear  reader  :  In  this  nujnberjl  ■will  address  you 

oo  the  advantages  of  Christianity  from  the  test 

above  stated.     It  is  necessary  for  me  to  tell  you 

that  those  who  the  Son  of  God  says,  are  "  the  salt 

of  the  earth,  and  the  light  of  the  world,"  are  his 

disciples,   and   that  the  word,  or  term   disciple 

means  a   learner,  and  the  learner   of  Jesus   is   a 

Christian,     And  hence   they   are   the   Christians 

■who  Jegua  says,  are  the  salt  of  the  earth,  and  the 

light  of  the  world, 

Salt  is  a  mineral  of  preserving  properties,  and 

preserves  from  putrefaction  that  to  which  it  is  ap- 
plied for  that  purpose.  It  is  also  a  savory,  and 
js  used  to  render  savory  and  healthful,  food  for 
man  and  beast,  <&e.  Hence  the  Savior  uses  it  in 
the  text  as  a  figure  to  represent  the  usefulness  of 
Christianity ;  and  the  great  importance  of  it  in  the 
world.  Salt  and  meat  together  in  the  tub ;  the 
meat  is  preserved  from  putrefaction,  and  rendered 
healthful  and  useful  by  fhe  presence  of  the  salt; 
without  it  the  meat  would  spoil,  rat,  and  be  de- 
stroyed. So  the  presence  of  Christians  in  the 
world,  preserves  it  from  moral,  as  well  as  from 
physical  destruction.  And  in  this,  as  in  the  case 
of  Paul  in  shipwreck,  it  extends  its  preserving 
properties  indirectly  to  the  crew,  the  scoffer  of  re- 
ligion, by  preserving  from  destruction  the  world 
in  which  he  existed  •  giving  them  time  and  op- 
portunity also  to  become  Christians.  How  unwise 
are  sinners,  and  how  little  do  they  know.  When 
they  think  religion  is  well  enough  for  old  people, 
who  by  the  course  of  nature  must  soon  come  to  the 
grave,  but  \a  to"o  low  and  self-denying  for  these 
in  their  young  and  vigorous  years  to  stoop  to,  are 
unmindful  of  the  fact  that  it  is  by  Christianity 
alone  they  have  a  world  to  live  in.  This  truth, 
dear  reader,  I  wish  to  get  before  you  ;  and  by  the 
history  of  the  past  will  try  to  prove  to  you,  that 
it  is  in  virtue  of  the  presence  of  God's  people  among 
you,  that  the  world  in  which  you  live  exists,  and 
that  your  lives  are  preserved. 

The  first  testimony  I  oifer  in  proof,  is  a  refer- 


rence  to  the  antedeluvian  world.  In  this  age, 
"  God  saw  that  the  wickedness  of  men  was  great 
in  the  earth,  and  that  every  imagination  of  the 
thoughts  of  his  heart  teas  only  evil  continually, 
and  it  grieved  him  at  his  heart."  "What  a  picture 
for  the  lover  of  sin  and  pleasure  to  look  at.  Here 
the  sinners  were  numerous,  and  God's  people  few, 
only  eight  in  number.  Few  in  number  but  strong 
in  quality.  Eight  of  God's  people  mixed  in  a 
world  of  sinners,  preserved  it  from  physical  de- 
struction, but  seemed  too  few  and  far  between  to 
preserve  it  from  a  moral  one.  Yet  God  gives 
them  time  to  repent,  but  they  repented  not.  God 
says,  "  I  will  destroy  man  firom  the  face  of  the 
earth."  Noah  is  commanded  to  build  an  ark  for 
the  saving  of  his  house,  and  entering  in  with  his 
family,  eight  souls  in  all,  God  himself  closed  the 
door,  thus  leaving  the  outside  world  without  ons 
grain  of  salt.  What  will  now  preserve  it  ?  "  The 
same  day  were  all  the  fountains  of  the  great  deep 
broken  up,  and  the  windows  of  heaven  were  open- 
ed." Sinner,  where,  O  !  where  is  your  protection  ? 
These  all  perished  when  they  were  without  God's 
salt  among  them.  What  will  be  your  doom  when 
the  last  of  God's  saints  will  be  changed  in  a  mo- 
ment, in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  and  caught  up 
to  be  with  the  Lord,  leaving  you  in  a  saltless  and 
eaintless  world  ?  Do  you  not,  can  you  not  see  the 
advantages  of  Christianity  ? 

The  second  testimony  I  offer  in  proof  of  the  ad- 
vantages of  Christianity,  is  the  case  of  Lot.  In 
which  you  will  have  a  clear  exhibition  of  the  influ- 
ence of  the  godly,  in  preserving  the  sinner  froJH 
destruction.  Lot  was  a  citizen  of  Sodom  and  Go- 
morrah, and  her  sins  were  great  and  very  grievous ; 
so  grievous  that  God  will  destroy  them  with  their 
city.  Bat  said  He,  '*  shall  I  hide  from  Abraham 
tb at  thing  that  I  do?"  Abraham  said,  "Wilt 
thou  also  destroy  the  righteous  with  the  wicked  ? 
Peradventure  there  be  fifty  righteous  within  the 
city ;  wilt  thou  not  spare  the  place  for  the  fifty 
righteous?  Shall  not  the  judge  of  all  the  earth 
do  right?"  "And  the  Lord  said.  If  I  find  in  So- 
dom fifty  righteous  within  the  city,  I  will  spare  all 
the  place  for  their  sakes."  But  good  old  Abra- 
ham from  his  knowledge  of  the   character  of  the 
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place,  ha,d  cause  to  fear,  that  that  number,  thdilgh 
smallj  might  nob  be  found  within  the  ijity,  lowered 
hia  number  to  forty-fivei  I  will  save  the  place  for 
forty-five,  says  God.  Peradventure  there  shall  be 
only  fortyi  t  will  not  do  it  for  thfeir  sake,  says 
the  Lord.  Peradventure  there  shall  only  thirty 
be  found  therein.  I  will  not  do  it  if  I  find  thirty 
there,  says  the  Lord.  Peradventure  there  shall  be 
twenty  found  thefe.  1  will  not  destroy  it  for 
twenty's  sake  says  God.  Once  more  and  Abraham 
has  donci  "  Oh  !  let  not  the  Lord  be  angry,  and  I 
will  speak  yet  but  thia  once :  Peradventure  ten 
shall  be  found  there."  And  he  said,  I  will  not  de- 
stroy it  for  ten's  sake." 

My  dear  reader^  leok  dt  the  spectacle  before  you; 
whit  a  wretched,  what  an  ungodly  place  was  this ; 
not  ten  righteous  in  all  that  mass  of  humanity. 
For  the  sake  of  ten  righteous,  God  will  spare  the 
place ;  but,  alas !  alas !  they  are  not  there.  How 
great  is  Christianity,  how  powerful  its  influence 
with  God.  "What  will  he  not  do  for  their  sakes  ? 
How  helpless  tlie  sinner  ;  though  they  marched 
their  numerous  hosts,  without  Christianity  in  the 
world,  they  have  no  place  in  which  to  exist.

his  way,  as  soon  as  he  had  left  communing  with 
Abraham.  And  Abraham  went  unto  hia  place.' 
Brethren,  let  us  learn  never  to  cease  praying ;  and 
never  to  tell  the  L  jrd,  this  is,  or  will  be  my  last 
petition.  With  tears  and  strong  crying  let  us 
pray  night  aud  day  until  we  prevail  with  the 
Lord.  Elijah  must  jiray  seven  times  before  the 
rain  came;  with  us  it  may  re<piirc  t<cvcv(y  times 
sevfn.

In  the  morning  the  angels 
tell  Lot  that  the  Lord  had  sent  them  to  destroy 
the  place,  and  they  bid  him  with  his  wife  and  two 
daughters,  "  Up,  get  yoU  out  of  this  place,"  and- 
the  ailgels  had  hold  of  their  hands,  saying,  "  hasten 
the  escape ;  "for  I  cannot  do  anything  till  thou 
come  thither." 

O  '.how  good  it  is  to  be  a  Christian,  Dear  read- 
er, I  have  filled  more  than  my  usually  allotted 
space  in  the  Pilgrim  on  the  first  half  of  the  sub- 
ject chosen,  in  order  to  set  its  importance  before 
yoti.

. '  The  olive  tree  isoneofthe  carliestlre^s  nleiuioiled 
in  the  Scriptures,  and  has  furni.sbed,  herhaps,  ever 
since  thedeluge,  the  most  universal  emblem  of  peace. 
It  is  class.ed  among  the  most  valuable  tiecs  of  Pal- 
estine, which. is  described  as  a  land  of  oils,"oliv<5 
iind  honey.  The  olive  is  never  a  Very  large'  or 
beautiful  tree,  and  seldom  exceeds  thirty  feet  iu 
bight.  Its  leaves. are  dark  green <  on  tlie  upper 
side,  and  of  asilvoi,'  hue  on  tlie  iincki',  ancrgener.- 
ally  grow  in.  [jairs.  ,  Its  wood  is.  hard  like  tljiat  of 
box,  and  yej:y  close  In  ,thi^_^  grain.  It  blossoms 
very  profusely ^  and  bears  fruit  rCvcry  other  year, 
Die  flower,  is  at  first  yellow,  but  as  it  ^xjiandw  it 
Ijcconies  whiter,  having.  ,ja  yellow  .ceiure..  The 
fruit  resembles  tlic  plum  in  shfij^e  and"  colcir,  first 
green  then  pale,  when  ripe  black.  .It  fi^.  gathered, 
by  shaking  tlie  boughs  and  by  beating  thcjm  with 
poles.  It  is  sometimes  jiluckcd  when  in  an  un- 
ripe state,  put  into    some   preserving  liq'uiil   and

oil.  The -olive  delights  in  a  stony  soil  and  will' 
th'-ive  on  the  tops  and  sides  of  rocky  hills,  where 
there  is  scarcely  any  earth.  It  is  an  ever  green 
tree  and  very  long  lived,  an  emblem  of  fresh  and 
enduring  piety.  Around  an  old  trunk,  young  plants 
shoot  up  from,  the  same  root  to  adorn  the  parent 
stock  when  living  and  succeed  it  when  dead.  It 
is  slow  of  growth,  and  no  less  slow  to  decay.  The 
ancient  trees  now  in  Gethsemane,  are  believed  by 
many  to  have  sprung  up  from  the  roots  of  those 
that,  \vitnessed  the  agony  of  our  Lord.  T!ie  v.  ild 
Giive  tree  is  smaller  than  the  cultivated.  A  graft 
upon  it  from  {»,  good  tree  bore  good  'fruit,  while 
a  graft  from  the  wild  oli\'e  upon  a  good  tree,  re- 
maiu."!  wild.  Yet  contrary  to  nature^  the  sinner  un- 
grateful to  Christ,  partakes  of  liis  nature  and  bears 
good  fruit.  '  ■   '-  ''■^-    ■'  ■  Ci-iARLbTTE  MAS'r'K'ttS.

"  Prove  all  things  ;  holdfast  to  that  which  is  good." 

1  Thess.  5 :  21. 

In  the  above  injunction  we  are  required  to  dis- 
tinguish what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong  in  every 
performance,  and  if  we  love  our  neighbor  as  our- 
self  we  will  allow  him.  the  same  privilege  which 
we  take. 

I  feel  it  my  duty  to  answer  and  make  a  further 
explanation  of  a  paragraph  of  bro.  Sayler's  writ- 
ing, not  that  I  think  he  and  I  are  not  nearly,  if 
not  altogether  of  the  same'mind  in  regard  to  the 
matter,  but  lest  some  might  be  encouraged  to  glo- 
ry in  ignorance,  I  will  try  to  give  an  inkling  of 
my  understanding  of  the  language  referred  to, 
which  is  the  following:  "I  ask,  are  notninty-nine 
one  hundredths  of  our  infidels,  men  of  learning  ? 
"Will  any  dare  to  deny  this  ?  If  then  education 
is  an  antidote  for  infidelity,  why  are  learned  men 
infidels?     I  pause  for  an  answer."     Pilgrim  vol. 

2  No.  27.  There  is  no  necessity  for  those  who  are 
favorable  to  education  to  deny  that  infidels  are 
men  of  learning  as  is  evidently  inferred  by  bro.  S  : 
Neither  must  education  of  necessity  be  an  antidote 
for  infidelity,  any  more  than  other  things  which 
are  common  to  both  believers  and  infidels.  The 
required  answer  can  be  appropriately  and  satis- 
factorially  given  by  the  following  analogy.  I  ask 
are  not  ninety-nine  one  hundredths  of  our  infidels, 
men  of  zeal?  Will  any  dare  to  deny  this?  If 
then  zeal  is  an  antidote  for  infidelity,  why  are 
zealous  men  infidels  ?  Both  the  believer  and  the 
infidel  are  zealous,  but  unfortunately  in  these  last 
days  infidels  are  more  zealous  and  consequently 
more  thoroughly  educated  than  many  professors 
of  Christianity.  All  infidels  are  "men  of  learning" 
to  a  certain  extent — ninety-nine  one  hundredths 
of  them  however  are  much  more  able  to  maintain 
their  position,  because  they  have  made  the  utmost 
use  of  the  abilities  which  God  certainly  gave  them 
for  a  nobler  purpose.  All  christians  are  likewise 
'•  men  of  learning"  but  unlike  infidels  because  only 
a  few  of  them  are  able  te  give  "  a  reason  of  the 
hope  which  is  in  them"  according  to  the  abilities 
which  God  has  given  them.  By  reason  of  negli- 
gence, or  some  other  cause,  tliey  are  not  generally 
so  "  thoroughly  furnished  unto  every  good  work 
as  they  should  be. 

The  fact  that  infidels  are  learned  men  does  not 
by  any  means  prove  that  learned  men  are  not  be- 
lievers.    Infidels  learn  to  fight  against    God,  but 


believers  or  christians  learn  to  gather  with  Christ. 
Both  believers  and  infidels  must  of  necessity  be 
"  men  of  learning."  The  success  of  either  depends 
upon  their  progress  in  learning.  No  christian  can 
tell  us  of  the  way  to  heaven  any  further  than  he 
has  himself  learned  it.  How  can  a  man  become 
a  successful  teacher  uuless  he  first  learns  what  he 
professes  to  teach  ?  God  is  a  being  who  needs  not 
to  learn,  but  man  in  his  imperfect  condition  must 
"learn  to  unlearn  what  he  has  learned  amiss. '^ 

Infidels  learn  ignorance — willful  ignorance,  an- 
tichristianity  which  holds  its  sessions  in  every  land. 
They  learn  "  worldly  wisdom"  deceiving  and  be- 
ing deceived,  thus  working  their  own,  as  well  as 
the  destruction  of  those  around  them  who  are 
caught  by  the  glare  of  their  artifice,  not  merely 
because  they  are  "  men  of  learning,"  but  simply 
beciuse  they  do  not  learn  the  truth. 

Christians  learn  the  righteousness  which  is  of 
God,  and  "the  wisdom  which  is  from  above"  that 
they  may  not  be  children  but  men  in  understand- 
ing according  to  the  directions  of  their  Master. 

All  men  will  learn  in  proportion  to  their  abili- 
ties to  learn,  and  their  amount  of  "  learning"  is 
that  to  wliich  they  yield  themselves  servants.  Ed- 
ucation is  like  zeal  as  the  latter  must  be  tempered 
with  love  and  manifested  in  a  good  cause,  so  the 
former  must  be  seasoned  with  temperance  and  ap- 
plied to  the  promotion  of  the  cause  of  Christ. 

Like  zeal  and  many  other  good  thin'gs,  educa- 
tion is  very  much  abused  by  men  who  do  not 
know  it  by  that  "  wisdom  which  is  from  above." 
Unfortunately  for  themselves  and  for  their  pupils, 
instead  of  simplifying  and  teaching  the  sciences 
they  have  cast  an  air  of  mystification  and  obscuri- 
ty around  them,  thus  hiding  their  simplicity  and 
advantage  from  the  view  of  the  "  common  people." 
By  this  means  wicked  men  have  succeeded  in 
making  many  believe  that  education  is  beyond 
their  reach  and  unessential  to  their  happiness  and 
the  salvation  of  the  soul  when  there  is  no  real  sci- 
ence, the  foundation  of  which  is  not  found  in  the 
Bible ;  and  which  could  not  be  made  as  plain 
and  simple' as  the  unadulterated  word  of  God  itself. 

Many  are  led  by  wicked  designing  men  to  be- 
lieve they  are  outside  and  altogether  clear  of  these 
things,  when  there  is  in  fact  no  real  science  of 
which  they  have  not  learned  something.  For  ex- 
ample— grammar  is  a  science,  and  it  teaches  us 
lion  to  communicate  our  thoughts  to  oneanotlier, 
cither  by  talking  or  by  writing,  therefore  if  w€  say 
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education  is  sin  we  must  neitlier  tallc  nor  write. 
Booli-Iieeping  is  a  brancli  of  education  of  wliicli 
many  tliink  tliej  are  entirely  ignorant,  and  that 
it  is  to  them  an  incomprehensible  "  high  thing" 
yet  the  whole  fabric  is  built  upon  the  simple  in- 
junction.— "  Deliver  all  things  in  number  and 
weight  and  put  in  writing  that  thou  givest  out 
or  receivest  in."  History,  Geography,  Mathe- 
matics, Metaphysics,  Astronomy,  Geometry,  and 
many  other  such  jaw-breakers  an:l  brain-puzzlers 
are  (^nly  the  arbitrary  names  given  by  men  to 
truths  of  which  God  is  the  author.  To  try  to  learn 
all  we  can  and  at  the  same  time  keep  telling  those 
around  us  that  education  is  of  no  advantage,  is  a 
sin  of  no  small  magnitude. 

TheCatholic  clergy  say  "  it  will  never  do  to  ed- 
ucate the  masses.  Why  not?  because  it  will  lead 
them  to  protestantisim."  Anything  that  docs  not 
lead  men  to  the  light  is  not  good  education.  E?- 
ery  rational  man  or  woman  is  educated  in  a  cer- 
tain way  and  to  a  certain  degree.  We  might  as 
well  try  to  blot  our  exi  tencj  as  out  our  education. 
Hence  the  inconsistency  of  denouncing  education 
without  any  modification.  J.  B.  Gaevek.

Some  of  them  however,  will  no  doubt  bd 
saved,  for  we  read  in  the  2nd  chapter  of  the  Acts 
of  the  Apostles  that  were  at  Jeruealem  on  the  day 
of  Pentecost,  good  and  "  devout  men  out  of  every 
nation  under  Heaven,"  and  atnong  those  ivhfci 
heard  the  Apostles  speak  in  their  own  tongue  were 
Arabians.  And  then  you  know  in  the  7th  chap- 
ter of  Revelation,  John  saw  "a  great  multitude 
which  no  man  can  number,  of  all  nations,  and  kin^ 
dred,  people  and  tongues,  clothed  with  white 
robes."  AVe  are  therefore  led  to  think  that  even 
from  this  wicked  nation  of  Ishmaelites  and  Arabs 
there  will  be  some  saved. 

But  there  is  another  thing  which  the  angel  told 
Ishmael's  mother,  and  which  I  have  mentioned. 
It  was  that  his  people  should  dwell  in  the  pres- 
ence of  his  brethren.  The  meaning  of  this,  as  1 
have  said,  is  that  he  and  his  posterity  should  dwell 
in  the  land  where  they  were  born,  with  other  na- 
tions surrounding,  and  never  be  driven  out  nor  de- 
stroyed. Now  this  has  also  proven  true  ;  for  just 
where  Ishmael  and  his  twelve  sons  were  born, 
there  have  their  descendants  ever  lived.  The  na- 
tions surrounding  them  have  tried  again  and  again 
to  drive  them  out  and  destroy  them ;  but  they 
never  could  do  it ;  and  so,  to  this  day,  this  singu- 
lar race  of  men  have  lived  just  where  they  began 
three  thousand  years  ago.  While  nation  after  na- 
tion has  risen  and  passed  away,  and  many  king- 
doms all  around  them  have  come  up  and  fallen, 
this  people  have  existed,  and  are  to-day  just  what 
they  were  hundreds  of  years  ago. 

They  have  a  large  country,  it  being  thirteen 
hundred  miles  in  length,  and  twelve  hundred  in 
breadth.  They  lead  a  wild,  wandering  life.  They 
live  by  stealing  and  robbing  travelers  and  all  whom 
they  meet  coming  into  their  country.  They  seem 
to  be  enemies  to  all  the  rest  of  the  world,  and  all 
the  world  seem  to  be  their  enemies.  They  have 
lived  and  still  do  live  in  the  presence  of  their 
brethren,  the  Jews,  and  their  enemies  of  every  na- 
tion. In  all  the  wars  made  against  them  they  have 
come  off  victorious,  and  kept  their  land  from  be- 
ing taken  away  by  their  enemies. 

Now  does  this  not  prove  the  Bible  to  be  true, 
and  that  it  is  the  word  of  God  ?     Who  but  God 
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could  hav3  told  M'hat  Ishmael  wouW  be,  even  be- 
fore ho  was  boi'D,  or  what  kind  of  people  his  pos- 
terliy  would  be  through  all  ages  of  the  world? 
Man  could  not  have  told  this  ;  so  it  must  be  God 
who  made  the  Bible ;  and  all  that  is  in  it  must  be 
true.

Dear  Pilgrim.  To-day  I  attended  the  burial 
services  of  an  infant  daughter  of  Mr.  James  Brown, 
who  is  one  of  our  good  neighbors.  It  died  of 
Cholera  Morbus.  How  sweetly  innocent  and  pure 
it  looked  even  in  the  embrace  of  death.  It  was  a 
solemn  yet  lovely  spectacle,  and  while  we  looked 
on  the  beautiful  features  and  beheld  the  happy 
smile  that  seem  to  play  I  hereon,  how  precious  the 
words  of  Jesus  who  declared  "of  such  is  the 
Kingdom  of  Heaven." 

We  were  favored  with  a  very  appropriate  fun- 
eral sermon  by  Rev.  Wilhelm  of  Blacksburg,  a 
minister  of  the  Presbyterian  faith.  His  discourse 
was  in  beautiful  harmony  with  that  solemn  scene 


surrounding  us,  and  seemed  to  impress  the  con- 
gregation favorably. 

All  those  circumstances  of  the  Savior's  lifo  that 
exhibited  his  sympathy  with  the  miseries  of  the 
human  family,  were  portrayed  vividly,  and  none 
could  but  love  the  affectionate  Jesus  more,  after 
so  accurate  and  fitting  a  tribute  to  this  speciality 
of  his  character. 

I  think  he  lost  the  Pedobaptist  chart,  however, 
in  a  declaration  with  reference  to  the  salvation 
of  infants.  He  said  that  "  no  evangelical  denom- 
ination doubted  the  salvation  of  infants,  by  the 
merit  of  Christ's  atonement."  Conceding  this  to 
be  the  true  position  of  his  people,  what  need  of 
the  rite  of  baptism  ?  It  appears  strangely  at  va- 
riance with  the  scriptures  and  with  reason  too. 
To  illustrate  it,  it  looks  much  like  a  person  sit- 
ting to  a  table,  and  after  fully  satiating  his  appe- 
tite, he  ignores  the  fact,  and  immediatily  he  eafs 
so  much  more.  Poor  fellow  !  I  should  not  won- 
der if  he  don't  soon  find  occasion  to  regret  his 
imprudence.  So  also  will  these  have  cause  to  re- 
gret the  mistake  «  ho  "  add  to  the  prophecies." 

We  are  still  making  what  progress  we  can  to 
build  a  meeting-house,  but  there  is  an  obstacle  in 
our  way  which  is  hard  to  remove,  and  that  is  the 
want  of  money.  Our  congregation  is  composed 
chiefly  of  persons  who  are  poor  in  the  goods  of  this 
world,  and  in  consequence  of  it  the  burden  falls 
on  the  few,  although  the  poorer  membei's  have 
contributed  more,  generally,  than  than  the  richer 
in  comparison  to  their  means.  I  think  quite  a 
number  have  contributed  as  much  as  the  widows 
mite.  We  look  with  considerable  solicitude  to 
the  neighboring  churches  for  some  help.  They 
are  strong  and  well  supplied  with  houses  to  wor- 
ship in,  and  among  them  are  many  who  will  glad- 
ly lend  their  aid. 

Our  friends  without  will  aid  us  considerably 
but,  as  it  is  to  be  what  is  usually  called  a  "  Dunk- 
ard  church,"  many,  who  would  otherwise  contrib- 
ute will  not  respond. 

Although  the  brethren  here  have  aided  in  build- 
ing the  houses  for  other  denominations,  they  "  can't 
see  it"  now.  There  are  seme  liberal-hearted  and 
open-handed  among  them  who  are  capable  of  ris- 
ing above  the  surface  of  the  muddy  waves  of  par- 
ty and  sectarian  prejudice,  and  who  will  give  sub- 
stantial evidence  of  it  in  their  subscriptions.  May 
the  Lord  of  the  Vineyard  control  the  work.

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As  Cliurch  news  is  defiirablg  to  the  readers  of 
the  PiLGRTM,  I  will  give  a  slceich  of  our  visits  to 
the  ridgpsand  valleysin  the  iSoutheni  parts  of  Ful- 
ton and  Bedford  counties.  I  stiirted,  incoinparry 
with  Elder  Jacob  Steel  of  Woodcock  Valley,  on  a 
mission  of  love  on  the  19th  of  August  1871,  had 
meeting  at  bro.  David  T/ards  in  Monroe  Town- 
ship,— house  full  and  .good  attention.  20th, 
Meeting  in  Clearville  M.  H.  at  10  A.  M.  small 
meeting  on  accouut  of  a  Camp  Meeting  ia  the 
neighborhood  at  tlio  time.  At  3  P.  M.  in  Cal- 
houn's S.  H. — good  meeting,  and  splendid  atten- 
tion .  21st.,  Bush  Creek  M.  H.  Fulton  go.,  10  A. 
M.,  well  attended  for  a  week  day,  one  baptized. 
Then  crossed  the  Sidling  Hill  to  Licking  Creek 
valley,  had  meeting  at  S.H.  near  bro.  Alpheus 
Malotte  that  evening,  and  also  next  day,  22nd  at 
10  A.  M.  one  baptism,  went  to  Xeedmore,  had 
meeting  in  the  evening, — crowded  house,  and  ma- 
ny outside,  very  close  attention  to  the  word  spo- 
ken, as  the  Brethren  never  had  preaclied  there. 
Went  to  Pigeon's  Cove  (m  the  23rd,  and  as  the 
people  did  not  know  of  our  coming,  there  was  no 
appointment,  the  men  mostly  from  horns,  and  be- 
ing infor.ned  that  an  appointment  was  that  cven- 
"ing  by  the  Winebrenarians,  we  made  known  our 
-mission  and  principles  privately  to  some  which 
seemed  to  take  well.  We  proceeded  on  our  jour- 
ney, crossing  several  high  mountains,  and  arrived 
in  Southampton  Bedford  co..  Pa.,  at  friend  Israel 
Bennett's.  In  the  Creek  S.  H.  we  had  meeting 
on  the  eve  of  the  23rd,  crowded  house.  25th, 
Meeting  at  the  house  of  Daniel  Bennett,  the  af- 
flicted bro.,  at  10  A.  M.,  one  baptized.  From 
"here  we  went  to  Buckson's  M.  H.  had  meeting 
that  evening  with  good  attention.  25th,  we  sep- 
arated, bro.  Steel  had  an  appointment  atlO  A.  ]\I. 
in  Black  Valley^  where  I  could  not  be  present  on 
account  of  filling  one  in'  our  own  congracration  in 
Milligan's  Cove  that  evening.  I  then  crossed 
two  high  and  rugged  mountains,  strange  road, 
alone,  by  Rainsburg  and  Bedford  Springs  through 
Bedford,  30  miles,  to  the  place  of  appointment. 
26th  Had  another  meeting  there  at  10  A.  M. 
-jCJien,  AVedt  to  New  Paris,  and  next  day  27th, 
went  home,  found  my  wife  not  very  well  though 
now  better,  thus  ended  our  mission. 

We  travelled  where  there  are  but  few  members, 
and' wliere  they  had  none  of  the  Brethren's  preach- 


ing for  several  years,  and  in  a  few  places  where 
they  never  heard  the  Brethren  preach.  I  call  the 
attention  of  the  travelling  speakers  to  this  fact, 
that  "these  places  are  too  much  overlooked  where 
the  people  are  siarving  f()r  the  bread  of  life. 
Brethren,  when  you  visit,  do  not  confine  your  la- 
bors- only  to  places  wh.ere  they  have  four  or  five 
speakers  living  und  large  congregations,  some- 
times 7,  9,  or  11  speakers  pr'esent  at  one  meeting, 
but  rather  go  to  ?uch  isolated  places  where  they 
are  begging  and  earnestly  desiring  the  water  of 
life,  and  scatter  out  the  seeds  of  divine  truth  to 
the  poor  and  starving  souls.  I  have  no  doubt 
that  if  those  persons  in  Sidling  Hill  valley  and 
Licking  Creek,  could  have  regular  meetings  that 
in, a  short  time  many  members  could  be  gathered. 
I  regret  that  our  visit  was  much  too  hasty  for  ma- 
ny. I  could  see  by  their  countenances  they  were 
almost  persuaded  to  become  christians,  for  J  kno-w 
solemn  impressions  have  been  made.  ■'''■'  ''A''"''' 
Brethren  there  is  truly  a  fault  here,  not  enougli 
self-denial,  or  else  we  would  not  sligiit  those  who 
are  not  so  well  circumstanced  in  life  and  go  only 
to  rich  places,  to  large  congregations  with'  plenty 
of  speakers.  True  the  poor  oa-nnot  accommodate 
us  as  well  as  the  rich,  but  let  us  learn  in  whasoev- 
er  state  we  are  to  be  content.  We  stopped  mostly 
with  friends  and  were  hospitably  and  kindly  re- 
ceived with  no  lack  of  anything,  but  freely  min- 
istered to  our  necessities,  for  which  ^ve  pray  God, 
to  amply  reward  them  in  the  world  (o  come.  May 
the  Lord  bless  the  labors  of  his  servants  every- 
where, and  especially  in  the  hiUs  and  valleys  of 
Bedford  and  Fulton  counties  and  send  more,  faith- 
ful ministers,  to  abundantly  supply  them  with  the 
preaching  of  the  cross  of  Christ,  to  galher  in  the  out- 
cast to  the  saving  of  their  souls,  are  the  prayers  of 
your  unworthv  iirother  in  much  weakness.  ';

OUB  LATE  ''UNPLEASAITTKESS." 


Onr  breHiren  and  friends  wiio  knovr  of  the  un- 
fortunate prosecution  which  wa?  instituted  against 
T18  last  Spring,  will  doubtless  be  solicitous  to  know 
how  it  terminated.  At  the  Augu.st  term  of  our 
county  Court,  it  was  put  upon  trial  on  its  fact 
and  merits,  before  twelve  jurors,  and  they  rendered 
a  verdict  in  my  favor,  thus  acquitting  me  of  all 
censure.  The  trial  occupied  one  and  a  half  days, 
and  a  considerable  degree  of  excitement  prevailed 
during  its  progress  on  the  part  of  the  people  gen- 
erally. The  suit  was  instituted  on  the  plea  of 
slander,  and  the  damages  were  laid  at  the  moder- 
ate sum  of  $10,000.  The  aggrieved  party  was 
suspected  of  theft  and  his  house  searched  for  stolen 
property,  hence  the  suit.  The  circumstances  were 
8uch  that  the  people  considered  the  contest  to  be 
one  of  law  and  securily  against  anarchy  and  inse- 
curity, and  the  interest  that  the  people  took  in  the 
case  in  nay  behalf,  was  a  very  gratifying  assurance 
that  the  majesty  of  the  law  will  be  vindicated  by 
our  people.  I  cannot  adequately  express  my  grat- 
itude to  my  numerous  friends  who  so  actively  and 
effectually  cooperated  with  me,  in  bringing  the 
unpleasant  aliair  to  such  a  happy  consummation, 
nor  could  I  personate  any  without  doing  injustice 
to  others.  I  hereby  tender  thanks  to  all  of  them 
for  their  sympathies  and  support.  The  prosecu- 
tion manifested  a  spirit  in  harmony  with  their 
cause,  and  appeared  to  be  very  desirous  to  "mulct 
me  to  the  tune  of  $10,000,"  to  use  their  own  ele- 
gant and  ■professional  phraseology.  Indeed  that 
would  have,  been  a  very  fortunate  and  safe  (s)pecu- 
lation,  as  the  coveted  §10,000  was  to  be  equally 
divided  between  counsel  and  plaintiff.  The  scheme 
was  however  an  unfortunate  one,  both  in  its  con- 
ception and  ultimate  results,  and  since  its  collapse 
stock  therein  has  fallen  irredeemably,  and  shares 
are  not  in  demand,  even  at  a  nominal  value. 

On  the  prosecution,  the  weight  of  public  odium 
falls  heavily,  and  their  exoneration  from  posi- 
tions of  trust  and  responsibility,  in  the  future  will 
give  them  aniple  time  to  repent  of  the  injury  in- 
flicted on  the  community. 

The  case,  a  member  prosecuted  for  .slander,  is 
without  a  precedent  in  the  history  of  the  church, 
so  far  as  my  knowledge  extends.  Warrants  of  a 
gicnilar  character  have  been  executed  here  at  the 
instance  of  brethren,  but  always  ended  without 
further  difficulty.  My  purpose  was  not  to  offend 
against  the  cherished  doctrine  of  non-resistance, 
but  to  use  the  law  against  evil-doers,  for  whose 
especial  benefit  it  is  ordained.  If  any  are  offended 
at  my  proceedings,  I  entreat  forbearance. 

It  has  not  been  without  attendant  blessings  for 
which  I  feel  grateful  to  the   Supreme  Author  of 


hem,  and  trust  that  they  will  result  favorably  iu. 
the  present  and  eternal  future.

It  requires  about  five  hours  for  the  stomach  to 
work  on  an  ordinary  meal  and  pass  it  out  of  it- 
self, when  it  fells  into  a  state  of  repose.

But 
the  multitude  of  mechanics,  who  are  wildly  clam- 
orous for  "  only  eight  hours  a  day,"  do  not  hes- 
itate to  impose  on  their  stomach's  fifteen  hours 
work,  nearly  double. 

After  a  night's  sleep,  we  wake  up  with  a  certain 
amount  of  bodily  vigor,  which  is  faithfully  por- 
tioned out  to  every  set  of  muscles,  each  its  right- 
ful share,  the  stomach  among  others.  When  the 
external  body  gets  weary  after  a  long  day's  work, 
the  stomach  bears  its  share  of  the  fatigue ;  but  if, 
when  the  body  is  weary  with  the  day's  toil,  we 
put  it  to  bed,  giving  the  stomach  meanwhile  a 
five  hour's  task,  which  must  he  performed,  we  im- 
pose upon  the  very  best  friend  we  have  ;  the  one 
that  gives  us  the  largest  amount  of  earthly  enjoy- 
ment ;  and  if  this  overtaxing  is  continued,  it  must 
as  certainly  wear  out  prematurely  as  the  body  it- 
self will,  if  it  is  overworked  every  day. 

And  if  persons  eat  between  meals,  then  the 
stomach  has  no  rest  from  breakfa-st  in  the  morn- 
ing until  one,  two,  three,  or  four  o'clock  the  next 
day,  hence  it  is  that  so  many  persons  have  dys- 
pepsia. The  stomach  is  worked  so  much  and  so 
constantly,  that  it  becomes  too  weak  to  work  at 
all.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  every  intelligent  per- 
son will  press  these  things  on  the  attention  of 
their  children  as  a  matter  of  conscience,  because 
dyspepsia,  like  consumption,  has  its  foundations 
laid  in  a  large  majority  of  cases,  during  the"  teens" 
of  life.

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"  That  they  may  offer  sacrifice  of  sweet  eaTor  uHto  the 
God  of  Heaven,  and  pray  for  the  life  of  the  king,  and  for 
his  Bon«."  Ezra  6  :  10. 

Dear  reader.  In  the  preceeding  essays  I  tave 
tried  to  bring  before  yon  the  great  advantages  of 
Christianity  in  this  Hfe,  in  -which  you  have  seen 
that  its  advantages  are  not  only  enjoyed  by  its 
possessor,  but  that  its  influence  and  benefits  extend 
indiredly  to  the  sinner  and  the  ungodly.  I  con- 
tinue this  idea  in  this  number,  reserving  for  the 
next  its  final  advantages  to  be  fully  realized  by 
the  Christian  in  Heaven. 

In  this  chapter  we  leam  that  Darius,  a  heathen 
king  even  knew  the  advantages  and  benefits  of 
godliness.  The  people  of  God  having  obtained 
a  decree  of  Cyrus  the  king  to  rebuild  the 
house  of  God,  (the  temple)  which  was  at  Jerusa- 
lem. ''  Let  the  house  "  saith  the  decree,  "  be  re- 
builded,  the  place  where  they  offered  sacrifice,  and 
let  thefoundations  thereof  be  strongly  laid,  and  also 
let  the  golden  and  silver  vessels  of  the  house  of 
God,  which  Nebuchadnezzar  took  forth  out  of  the 
temple  which  is  at  Jerusalem,  and  brought  unto 
Babylon,  be  restored  and  brought  again  into  the 
temple  which  is  at  Jerusalem,  every  one  to  his 
place,  and  place  them  in  the  house  of  God."  And 
Darius  the  present  king  charges  his  officers,  saying 
to  them  :  "  Let  the  work  of  this  house  of  God 
alone  ;  let  the  governor  of  the  Jews,  and  the  elders 
of  the  Jews,  build  this  house  of  God  in  his  place." 
And  says,  "  Moreover,  I  make  a  decree  what  ye 
shall  do  to  the  elders  of  the  Jews,  for  the  building 
of  this  house  of  God,  &c."  Enumerating  many 
of  his  goods  which  they  must  furnish  them  for  the 
service  of  the  God  of  Heaven.  That  the  king  and 
his  sons,  though  none   of  God's   people,    may  be 


benefited  by  their  servicoe  and  influence.  He  says, 
"  Ihat  they  may  offer  sacrifice  ofstceet  savors  unto 
the  God  of  Heaven,  and  pray  for  the  life  of  the  king, 
and  of  his  sons." 

Dear  reader.  When  we  contemplate  the  luxu- 
ries of  the  king's  palace,  the  pride  and  extrava- 
gance of  his  house  and  court,  is  it  not  surprising  to 
know  that  in  the  midst  of  it  all  this,  the  king 
should  feel  the  importance  of  having  the  prayers 
of  God's  peopl^offered  in  his,  and  his  children's 
behalf.  It  is  not  surprising  that  a  Christian  who 
has  realized  (be  benefits  of  Christianity,  to  ask  the 
prayers  of  the  Christian  in  his,  and  his  children's 
behalf.  Nor  for  an  apostle  of  the  Lord  to  admon- 
ish the  faithful  to  pray  for  kings,  and  for  all  that 
are  in  authority.  These  all  know  and  fear  Go^. 
But  for  the  king  to  ask  it,  shows  the  importance 
even  he  attaches  to  the  advantages  of  godliness. 
If  the  Christian  were  a  spectator  at  the  kings  levee, 
his  ball ;  or  at  the  marriage  of  one  of  his  sons  or 
daughters,  he  would  not  think  a  heathen  king 
would  ever  ask  for  the  prayers  of  an  humble  Chris- 
tian in  his,  and  their  behalf.  Yet  the  fact  proves 
the  contrary  here. 

The  same  applies  to  our  own  land  and  nation. 
In  times  of  peace  and  prosperity,  the  Christian 
may  be  shut  up  in  the  corner,  and  religion  little 
thought  of  in  high  places.  Witness  the  President's 
levees,  and  the  Cabinet  balls,  and  you  conclude 
that  the  existence  of  Christianity  is  unknown  there. 
But  let  sore  distress  and  troubles  come,  and  you 
will  see  the  scales  turn.  Eeligion  as  a  sure  refuge 
will  be  sought  for.  God's  people  will  be  called 
upon  for  the  exercise  of  their  influence  with  God 
iu  behalf  of  a  guilty  nation.  Hear  President  Lin- 
coln in  1861.  He  says  in  his  proclamation, 
"  Whereas,  A  joint  committee  of  both  Houses  of 
Congress  has  waited  on  the  President  of  theU  ri- 
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led  States,  and  requested  him  to  recommend  a  day 
of  public  humiliation,  prayer  and  fasting,  to  be  ob- 
served by  the  people  of  the  United  States,  with 
religious  solemnities,  and  the  offering  of  feivent 
supplications  to  Almighty  God  for  the  safety  and 
welfare  of  these  States,  &c.  Therefore  I  do  ear- 
nestly recommend  that  the  people,  and  especially 
all  ministers  and  teachers  of  religion,  of  all  denom- 
iuations,  and  to  all  heads  of  families,  to  observe 
and  keep  that  day,  according  to  their  several  creeds 
and  modes  of  worship,  in  all  humility,  and  with 
all  religious  solemnity,  to  the  end  that  the  united 
prayers  of  the  nation  may  ascend  to  the  Throne  of 
grace,  and  bring  down  plentiful  blessings  upon  our 
country," 

My  dear  reader,  a  word  to   the   sinner.      Here 
the  dance,  the  ball,  the  levee  is  left  out,  and  the 
Christian  is  brought  on  the  stage.     Eeligion,  the 
chief  concern  of  mortals  here  below  is  asked  to  be 
brought  into  requisition.  The  teacher  of  religion  is 
called  on,  the  heads  of  families  are  called  on  in  all 
humility,  and  with  all  religious  soifemnity  in  prayer 
to  address  the  Throne  of  grace.     The  Christian  is 
now  the  nation's  helper.      If  all   sinners  would 
have  rejected  religion  as  you  have  hitherto  done, 
to'whom  think  you  would  the  two  Houses  of  Con- 
gress, and  the  President  have  looked  to  for  help  ? 
Christianity  with  its  benefits  and  support  in  time 
of  deep  distress,  is  not  only  looked,  and   appealed 
to  ftp  a  last  resort  by  kings  ami  President?,  but  by 
J n err  generally.     How  many  sinners  are  living  in 
the  vain  hope  of  a  blessing,   because  they  know 
that  their  parents  pray  for  them.  I  once  witnessed 
the  death  of  a  pious  Chrislian  father  and  after  be- 
ing laid  on  the  board,  one  of  his  sons  came  to  where 
a  brother  and  I  were,  and  laying  one  of  his  bands 
on  each  of  our  shoulders,  and  said  I  want  you   to 
pray  for  me.     Hitherto  my  father  did  it,  but  now 
he  ceases  to  pray,  and  will  pray  for  me  no  more." 
Headers,  how  many  of  you  are  just  like  that  young 
man?    While  some  of  you,  even  like  the  king  in 
the  text,  do  something  by  giving  in  support  of  re- 
ligion, in  hope  of  laying  Christianity  under  obli- 
gations to  pray  for  you  and  your  children,  or   for 
your  parents  as  the  case  may  be.

BEIDLIUG  THETONaUE. 

"The  tongue  of  the  just  is  as  choice  silver.  A 
wholesome  tongue  is  a  tree  of  life.  The  tongue  of 
the  wise  is  health."  These  are  all  very  beautiful 
expressions ;  but  when  Ave  turn  the  leaf  over  We 
find  their  opposites :  as  "  the  tongue  is  a  fire,  a 
world  of  iniquity,  an  unruly  evil,  full  of  deadly 
poison."  Truly  did  the  wise  man  say  "  death 
and  life  are  in  the  power  of  the  tongue."  And 
in  view  of  this  Christ  said  "  by  thy  words  thou 
shalt  be  justified,  and  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be 
condemned."  Although  "  a  little  member,"  yet 
it  "  boasted  great  things."  "It  defileth  the  whole 
body,  and  setteth  on  fire  the  course  of  nature." 
Well  may  James  say,  in  view  of  these,  and  other 
equally  solemn  truths,  "  if  any  man  among  you 
seem  to  be  religious,  and  bridleth  not  his  tongue, 
but  deceiveth  his  own  heart  this  man's  religion  is 
vain.

and  labor.  But  we  have  a  more  noble  purpose  in 
view.  Yes  we  have  a  great  labor  to  perform,  and 
one  which  can  only  be  succes^ally  performed  by 
those  creatures,  when  bridled.  So  with  ourtongus. 
They  must  not  only  be  restrained  from  evil,  oth- 
erwise God  would  never  have  given  them  to  us. 
But  as  the  horse  is  bridled  for  labor,  so  our  tongues 
must  be  bridled  to  be  employed  in  doing  good. 
This  agrees  with  inspiration,  according  to  Paul  in 
his  epistle  to  the  Ephesians.  "  Let  no  corrupt 
communication  proceed  out  of  your  mouth,  but 
that  which  is  good  to  the  edifying."  Here  he 
first  admonishes  us  to  bridle  our  tongues,  or  to  re- 
strain them  from  anything  and  everything  that 
has  a  tendency  to  coiTupl  ;  and  in  the  second  place, 
he  admonishes  us  to  lead  our  tongues  to  speak 
that  which  will  do  good  to  our  hearers,  by  edify- 
ing them,  and  by  ministering  grace  to  them  ;  and 
in  order  to  do  this  the  apostle  instructs  us  to  "  let 
our  speech  be  always  with  grace,  seasoned  with 
salt."  There  are  some  people  who  entertain  the 
idea  that  if  the  tongue  is  bridled  to  all  things,  by 
us  being  silent  to  all  things,  that  there  will  be  no 
sin  in  so  doing,  but  this  is  a  mistaken  idea  as  we 
have  shown  above.  "He  that  knoweth  to  do  good 
and  doeth  it  not,  to  him  it  is  sin."  Remember 
Christ  says  "  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be  justifi- 
ed." Where  is  there  room  for  the  no  words  theo- 
ry. Let  us  restrain  our  tongues  from  lying,  hack- 
biting,  filthiness,  foolish  talking,  jesting,  proud 
words,  angry  words,  and  finally,  whatsoever  is 
forbidden  in  the  word  of  God.  But  while  we  re- 
strain them  from  the  corrupt  things,  let  us  not 
forget  to  lead  them  to  speak  good  things.  Let  us 
use  them  much  in  prayer  and  thanksgiving  to  God, 
and  in  reading  and  teaching  the  word  of  God. 
Let  our  words  be  mild  and  full  of  love.  May 
God  grant  us  all  grace  that  our  tongues  may  be 
bridled,  so  that  our  religion  will  be  of  some  ac- 
count, or  value,  and  that  the  power  of  our  tongues 
may  l>e  employed  to  things  that  will  tend  to  life, 
and  not  to  death.

CRITICAL  OBSERVATION  NO.  1. 


Under  the  above  head  I  will  endeavor  to  pre- 
sent my  views  to  the  readers  of  the  Pilgrim  in 
reference  to  the  more  effectual  spread  of  the  gos- 
pel, and  to  the  disseminating  of  the  true  christian 
principles  as  held  forth    by  the   Brethren.     And 


in  doing  so,  my  remarks  shall  be  chiefly  based 
upon  what  I  have  learned  from  personal  experi- 
ence and  close  observation. 

That  very  little  hath  been  done  by  us  com- 
pared to  what  might  have  been  done  in  extend- 
ing the  borders  of  our  respective  church  districts, 
is  a  fact  that  ^^e  must  all  readily  admit.  We 
will  confine  ourself  to  home  mission,  in  this  arti- 
cle, though  we  acknowledge  the  necessity  of  a 
mission  into  the  states  where  nothing  is  known  of 
the  Brethren.  Have  we  not  hundreds,  of  pre- 
cious, yea,  blood  bought  souls,  in  countries  where- 
in are  large  congregatious  well  supplied  with 
speakers,  who  are  famishing  for  the  bread  of  life? 
Cannot  such  things  be  remedied  ?  Can  we,  breth- 
ren, expect  to  be  without  charge  in  the  sight  of 
God  as  long  as  such  things  exist  ?  Will  not  the 
responsibility  in  a  manner  rest  with  the  Church 
for  its  neglect  ?  May  it  not  be  possible  that  the 
blood  of  many  precious  souls  will  be  required  at 
our  hands  ?  Have  we  a  lawful  excuse  to  offer, 
when  frequently  six,  eight,  and  ten  ministers  are 
present  at  our  meetings,  and  within  10  to  15  miles 
from  where  souls  are  begging  with  tears  to  have 
the  Word  of  Ged  preached,  and  the  true  princi- 
ple of  the  Prince  of  Pe(W^  contained  therein,  ex- 
pounded unto  them,  in  order  that  the  mist  may 
be  dispelled  from  their  eyes,  and  to  remove  the 
eri'or  and  prejudice  imbibed  by  the  hearing  of  cor- 
nipt  and  pernicious  war  doctrine  from  apostate 
Christianity  ?  These  are  grave  and  solemn  ques- 
tions to  be  considered. 

There  ig  certainly  a  fault  Eomewhere,  either  a 
lack  of  self  denial  or  weakness  of  faith,  or  both. 
The  Savior's  command  is  "  Go  ye  and  teach  all  na- 
tions," and  if  called  with  a  Macedonian  call,  and 
so  little  effort  to  fill  the  call,  there  is  certainly  a 
wrong,  and  a  great  one  too.  Do  not  think  the 
people  too  poor,  if  there  is  a  mountainoia  and  pcor 
region,  for  them  the  Gospel  is  to  be  preached  and 
very  often  with  the  best  efTect,  which  we  have  ex- 
perienced in  our  late  mission.  Let  us  have  the 
good  of  Zion,  and  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Eling- 
dom,  the  extension  of  His  glorious  Church,  and 
the  salvatian  of  souls  ever  in  view  and  nearest  our 
hearts. 

To  go  to  hold  forth  Christ  crucified,  preach  up 
peace  principles,  the  simple  commandments  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  non-conformity  to  the  world, 
nonresistence,  and  nonswearing,  where  many 
brethren  reside,  and   such   principles  continualh 
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are  taught,  requires  little  self-denial,  and  a  light 
cross  to  bear,  it  compares  witli  going  to  battle  with 
numerous,  strong,  and  well  equipped  soldiers, 
against  a  weak  defenceless  enemy  of  few  soldiers. 
B"ut  to  go  into  a  country  where  there  are  no  mem- 
bers, or  at  best  only  a  few,  where  the  doctrine  of 
the  Cross  never  was  preached,  the  Peace  j.rinci- 
ples  of  Christianity  ignored,  the  humble  command- 
ments of  Christ  hsld  unessential,  t!ie  fashion.3  of 
the  day  cherished,  their  hearts  filled  with  the  cor- 
rupt doctrine  of  popular  Christianity,  and  whole- 
sale murder  in  war  counted  a  christian  duty,  re- 
quires to  go  forth  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord  God 
of  Israel,  and  is  like  going  to  war  singly  with  a 
sling  and  stono  against  the  combined  powers  of  hell. 
This  may  be  one  of  the  chief  reasons  such  places 
are  overlooked.  We  frequently  see  few  accessions 
in  large  congregations  with  abundant  preaching. 
It  appears  to  have  no  effect.  Thrilling  admoni- 
tions, earnest  entreaty,  mighty  and  the  strongest 
appeals  humanity  is,  by  the  power  of  God,  capable 
of  making,  iu  order  to  persuade,  invitations  fall- 
ing from  the  lips  of  God's  faithful  ambassadors, 
like  a  mighty  stream  flowing  continually  with  un- 
abated vigor,  intermixed  with  solemn  warnings, 
calling  the  sinner  to  action,  yet  amidst  all  this 
effort,  no  move,  no  converaion,  no  fruit  of  repen- 
tance. Away  with  your  doctrine]  Stop  your  en- 
treaties, it  is  of  no  avail!  Your  doctrine  Is  too 
old  fashioned,  I  cannot  submit  to  it,  I  will  in- 
dulge in  pride,  in  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  and  in  the 
lust  of  the  eye,  at  least,  for  a  little  season,  after  a 
while  I  may  come.  This  is  ttie  language  of  the 
lieart  of  numbers.  They  are  dull  of  hearing, 
their  eyes  blinded,  their  heart  waxed  gross,  cas- 
ting salvation  away,  and  rejecting  the  counsel  of 
God  against  themselves.  Let  us  turn  to  the  Gen- 
tiles, offer  salvation  to  them  by  delivering  unto 
them  the  glad  tidings  of  Peace  through  obedience 
to  the  doctrines  of  King  Emanuel  and  behold,  like 
the  Gentiles  of  old,  will  be  glad  and  many  un- 
doubtedly will  receive  it  as  our  late  experience 
has  taught  us.  Oh,  how  hungry  for  the  bread  of 
life  are  many  of  our  fellowmen,  and  must  starve 
for  the  want  of  it.  Leonaed  Ftjery. 


THE  HOLT  SPIEIT-ITS  INFLUEUOE. 


Its  ofGce  seems  not  to  impart  new  powers  of 
mind  and  body,  but  to  remedy  defects  caused  by 
sin.  Man  is  morally  disordered  and  diseased  ;  the 
Holy  Spirit  "  helpeth  our  infirmaties."  Our  mem- 


oiy,  though  a  gift  of  God,  becomes  impaired,  but 
there  is  a  remedy  for  the  defects,  the  Holy  Spirit 
bringeth  "all  things  to  our  remembrance."  Our 
conscience  is  also  a  gift  of  God,  but  it  becomes 
perverted  so  that  we  can  commit  the  most  hideous 
crimes  with  ease.  The  Holy  Spirit  purifies  it, 
and  convicts  of  sin,  righteousness  and  a  judgment 
to  come.  The  Holy  Spirit  loosens  up  the  stam-t. 
mering  tongue  and  gives  abilities,  so  that 
illiterate  men  speak  with  new  tongues,  as  the 
"spirit  gives  them  utterance."  Everj'  faculty 
comes  under  its  influence,  and  should  respond  to 
its  raovings. 

But  while  the  Holy  Spirit  exerts  a  good  Inflii-' 
ence  and  tends  to  the  rigljt,  satan^seeks  by  his 
spiritual  manifestations,  to  blend  things  human 
and  divine,  so  as  to  make  them  almost  undistln^ 
gnishable.  These  operations  may  have  points  of 
resemblance,  and  with  such  exquisite  art  are  the 
go:)d  and  evil  comingled,  thai  thousands  of  honest 
though  Incautious  souls  have  been  led  astray.  The 
disciples  were  at  times  Influenced  by  the  spirit  of 
anti-Christ.  At  one  time  they  inquired  of  Jesus 
whether  they  should  command  fire  to  come  down 
from  heaven  and  consume  them  as  Elias  did.  But 
Jesus  rebuked  them  and  said,  "  Ye  know  not  what 
manner  of  spirit  ye  are  of."  They  evidently  were 
not  Influenced  by  the  true  spirit,  and  were  not 
able  to  discern  the  nature  of  it  or  they  would  not 
have  made  this  Inquiry  of  the  Savior.  There  are 
many  spirits  gone  out  into  the  world  and  we  are 
to  try  them,  whether  they  be  of  God.  This  we 
may  do  by  comparing  them  with  the  spirit  mani- 
fested by  Christ,  for  If  we  have  not  the  spirit  of 
Christ  we  are  not  his  subjects.  Our  only  safety 
from  the  wiles  of  the  devil,  is  a  strict  adherauce  to 
the  teachings  of  the  Holy  Scrlptures.^  If  the  spirit 
acts  in  harmony  with  its  teachingis,  we  may  feel 
assured  that  we  have  the  proper  spirit,  for  the  Holy 
Spirit  win  lead  us  into  all  truth.  The  Holy  Spirit 
Is  not  given  to  supercede  the  word,  of  God  or 
encourage  idleness.  It  prompts  to  action  and  brings 
to  remembrance  the  teachings  of  Jesus.  But  while 
the  directions  of  the  Scriptures  are  correct,  and  are 
a  safe  criterion  to  go  by,  yet  they  do  not  give  di- 
rections for  all  the  duties  of  Christians.  Hence 
the  Holy  Ghost  Is  given  for  additional  directions. 

Instances  of  this  kind  abound  in  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles.  Philip  was  directed  by  the  Spirit,  to 
go  and  join  himself  to  the  chariot,  "And  Philp 
yctn  thither  unto  him."    This  is  au  iustauce  of  tlie 
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personal  directiou  of  the  spirit,  aud  from  Philip's 
haste  in  complying  with  its  movings,  we  may  learn 
a  useful  lesson.  If  the  Harbingers  of  Josus  at  the 
present  day,  Were  as  prompt  in  carrying  out  the 
dictations  of  the  sfiirit,  the  Gospel  would  bespread 
much  more  rapidly.  Many  difBculties  might  have 
arisen  in  the  mind  of  Philip,  had  he  reflected  a 
little.  The  Eunuch  was  a  stranger  and  was  en- 
gaged ir  reading,  and  eonsec[uently  might  be  in- 
disposed to  converse  on  the  subject  of  religion. 
All  these  things  might  have  been  in  the  way.  But 
Philip  obeyed  without  hesitation  the  dictates  of 
the  spirit,  and  ran  to  him.  From  this  we  learn 
that  we  should  yield  to  the  first  clear  indication 
of  duty,  and  perform  it  at  once.  Many  there  are 
at  the  present  time  that  are  wrought  upon  by  the 
spirit,  and  are  sensible  that  it  is  their  duty  to  go 
and  preach  the  Gospel,  where  it  is  not  enjoyed, 
but  the  movings  of  the  spirit  are  not  immediately 
carried  out,  and  worldly  influence  became  a  hind- 
rince.  Brethren,  this  ought  not  so  to  be.  When 
the  spirit  moves  thee,  like  Phili]>,  run  and  join 
thyself  to  the  place  where  thou  art  called. 

Another  instance  of  the  guidance  of  the  spirit  is 
found  in  Acts  10  :  19,  "  While  Peter  thought  on 
the  vision^  the  spirit  said  unto  him,  behold  these 
men  seek  thee."  In  this  instance,  Peter  was  to  be 
convinced  of  the  aeceptableness  of  the  Gentiles,  in 
the  sight  of  God.  They  were  to  be  converted,  and 
God  formed  a  plan  to  do  it,  consequently  His 
spirit  operated  on  the  mind  of  his  servant,  and  the 
way  opened  for  their  being  united  with  the  people 
of  God. 

.  The  Holy  Spirit  also  directed  the  setting  apart 
of  Barnabas  and  Saul  for  the  ministry,  and  by  this 
means  the  Gospel  was  sent  toSelucia  and  Salamis. 
Other  examples  might  be  cited,  but  this  will  suffice 
to  illustrate  the  influence  of  the  spirit  in  bringing 
about  God's  purpose.  We  also  learn  that  the  Holy 
Spirit  not  only  incites  to  duty,  but  it  points  out 
the  place.  Paul  having  gone  throughout  Phr}'gia 
and  the  region  of  Galatia,  was  forbidden  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  to  preach  the  word  in  Asia,  and  after 
they  came  to  Mysia,  they  assayed  to  go  unto  Bith" 
ynia,  but  the  spirit  suffered  ihcm  not.  And  by 
passing  Mysia  they  came  down  to  Troas,  "  and  a 
vision  appeared  to  Paul  in  the  night;  There  stood 
a  man  of  Macedonia,  and  prayed  him,  saying, 
Come  ov  er  into  Macedonia,  and  help  us."  Acts 
16  :  3,  9. 

Prom  ihcsc  r:;llcctions  wo  come  to  these  conclu- 


sions :  Every  faculty  of  our  being  should  respond 
to  the  movings  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  By  it  the 
time,  place  and  opportunity,  for  our  Christian  du- 
ties are  pointed  out.  Dear  reader  are  you  under 
its  influence  ?     May  God  helj)  us  all  so  to  be.

"In  that  hour,  Jesus  rejoiced  in  spirit  and  said,  I  thank 
thee  O  Father,  Lord  of  Heaven  and  earth,  tliat  tliou  hast 
hid  these  things  from  tlie  wise  and  prudent  and  has  re- 
vealed them  unto  babes,  even  so  Father,  for  so  it  seemed 
good  in  tliy  siglit." 

We  read  that  God  said  "  My   thoughts  are  not 

your  thoughts,  neither  are  our  ways  God's  Avays." 
The  ways  of  men  are,  when  they  are  about  to  un- 
dertake some  great  thing  of  importance,  they  will 
engage  the  most  wise  and  prudent  as  leaders  to 
order  and  forward  the  work,  but  in  these  words 
under  consideration,  we  see  that  the  ways  of  .God 
are  quite  different,  for  when  God  would  accom- 
plish the  great  and  wonderful  work  of  redemption 
tiirough  His  Son  Jesus  and  to  establish  His  King- 
dom upon  earth,  it  seemed  good  in  His  sight  to 
make  choice  of  unlearned,  illiterate  fishermen, 
whom  He  sent  fortli  lo  preach  the  Gospel,  ins[>i- 
ring  them  by  the  teaching  of  the  spirit,  for  Christ 
says:  "Tor  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but  the  spirit 
of  your  Father  which  speaketh  in  you."  They 
went  forth  to  preach  the  Gospel,  having  also  pow- 
er given  them  by  Jesus  t©  cast  out  devils,  and  lo 
cure  diseases  in  His  name,  so  when  the  disciples 
returned,  they  rejoiced  saying,  "  Lord  even  the 
devils  are  subject  unto  us  through  thy  name.'' 
This  was  the  hour  in  which  Jesus  rejoiced  in  spir- 
it, and  said  the  above  words  of  our  text.  Herein 
appears  a  divine  mystery.  Our  first  parents,  be- 
fore their  fall,  were  in  a  state  of  innocence, — in 
filial  love  and  reverence,  but  through  the  enemy, 
they  were  tempted  to  aspire  after  wisdom  to  be 
equal  with  God,  in  that  the  serpent  said  unto  Eve, 
in  eating  the  forbidden  fruit  ye  shall  not  surely 
die,  for  God  knoweth  that  in  the  day  ye  eat  there- 
of, then  your  eyes  shall  be  opened  and  ye  shall  be 
as  God,  knowing  good  from  evil.  "  And  when 
Eve  saw  that  the  tree  was  good  for  food  and  that 
it  was  pleasant  to  the  eye,  and  a  tree  to  be  desired 
to  make  one  wise,  she  took  of  the  fruit  and  did 
cat."  Here  it  is  seen  that  Eve  aspired  after  wis- 
dom to  be  equal  with  God  to  know  good  and  evil. 
It  turned  out  to  be  dear  bought  wisdom — got 
too  wise,  they  learned  to  know  more  evil  than 
good  after  being  wise.  This  shows  plainly  that 
it  was  highly  displeasing  to  God  who  •vr'ili  not 
that  any  of  His  creatures   should  vie  with  Him, 


but  will  that  they  revere,  honor,   love,  serve  and 
obey  Him. 

The  Lord  hath  reprobated  and  rejected  this  wis- 
dom of  the  world.  God  hath  chosen  the  foolish 
things  of  the  world  to  confound  the  wise,  for  it  is 
written,  "  I  will  destroy  the  wisdom  of  the  wise 
and  will  bring  to  nothing  the  understanding  of 
the  prudent."  "Where  is  the  wise?  Where  is 
the  scribe?  Where  is  the  disputer  of  this  world? 
Hath  not  God  made  foolish  the  wisdom  of  Ibis 
world,  for  after  that,  in  the  wisdom  of  God  the 
world  by  wisdom  knsvv  not  God,  it  pleased  God 
by  the  foolishness  of  preaching  to  save  them  that 
believed,  for  the  Jews  require  a  sign,  and  the 
Greeks  seek  after  wisdom,  but  we  preach  Christ 
crucified.  Unto  the  Jews  a  stumbling  block  and 
unto  the  Greeks  foolislmess,  but  unto  them  that 
arj  called,  both  Jews  and  Gretks  Christ  the 
power  of  God  and  the  wisdom  of  God.  For  you 
see  your  calling  brethren,  how  that  not  many  wise 
men  after  the  flesh,  not  many  mighty,  not  many 
noble  are  called :  God  hath  chosen  the  weak  things 
of  the  world  to  confound  the  things  which  are 
mighty,  and  things  that  are  despised  hath  God 
chosen,  yea,  and  things  which  are  not,  to  bring  to 
nought  things  that  are."  By  what  is  written,  we 
see  that  He  has  rejected  the  wisdom  of  the  world 
and  because  the  world  by  wisdom  knew  not  God , 
it  pleased  God  to  choose  simple,  foolish,  weak 
things  to  confound  the  wise,  and  by  the  foolish>- 
ness  of  preaching  to  save  them  that  believe. 

Now  there  are  many  who  think  that  none  are 
qualified  to  preach  the  Gospel,  but  those  who  have 
been  regularly  educated  and  trained  for  the  min- 
istry in  Seminaries  and  Universities,  but  this  I 
ihink  is  an  error.  It  does  not  take  such  a  wise 
man  to  preach  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  but  it 
takes  a  well  educated  man  to  preach  a  false  doc- 
trine and  to  get  the  people  to  believe  it.  If  wise 
men  of  this  world's  wisdom  are  the  ones  to  preach 
Jesus,  then  I  do  not  understand  the  text,  for  the 
Scripture  quoted  above  points  out  clearly  that 
God  kath  made  foolish  the  wisdom  of  the  world » 
that  no  flesh  should  glory  in  His  presence,  for  if 
God  had  chosen  the  wise  and  prudent  of  the  world 
and  the  scribes  to  preach  His  tfospel,  and  estab- 
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lish  His  church,  the  faith  of  believers  would  have 
been  built  aud  have  rested  too  much  oq  human 
wisdom,  but  human  wisdom  is  not  the  foundation 
whereon  the  church  of  God  is  based, 

Paul  says,  "  and  my  speech  and  my  preaching 
was  not  with  enticing  words  of  man's  wisdom,  but 
in  demonstration  of  the  spirit  and  of  power,  that 
your  faith  should  not  stand  in  the  wisdom  of  men 
but  in  the  power  of  God,  hence  it  pleased   God  to 
reveal  his  will  to  illiterate   men  such  as  had  not 
much  worldly  wisdom,  and   therefore   could   not 
depend  on  their  own  knoM'ledge  but  on  the  power 
of  God     Neither  had  they  anything  to  glory  of, 
and  such  God  called,  and  sent  them  forth  to  preach 
his  gospel  and  build   up   his   church.      Whether 
God  has  now   changed  the  order  and   now   calls 
well  educated  and  worldly  wise  men  to  preach  his 
gospel  in  this  our  time  of  progress,  judge  ye.  Let 
us  ask  the  Lord  as  his  disciples  did,  "  what  might 
this  parable  be,  declare  unto  us  this  parable."  We 
think  the  true  minister  of  God  will    learn    in    the 
school  of  Christ  and  be  endued  with    power  from 
on  high  ^vhich  cannot  be  obtained  in  schools  and 
Seminaries  ofhnmar  learning,  for  he  said,  "it  is 
not  ye  that  speak,  but  the  spirit  of  your   Father 
which  speaketh  in  you."  And  it  is  written,  "  they 
shall  be  all  taught  of  God."    Every  man  therefore 
that  hath  heard  and  hath  learned  of  the   Father 
Cometh  unto  me,  but  this  shall  be  the  coyenant 
that  I  will  make  with  the  house  of  Israel.  "  After 
those  days,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put  my   law  in 
their  inward  part  and  write  it  in  their  hearts,  and 
I  will  be  their  God  and  they  shall  be  my  people." 
With  their  teaching  all  the  Messengers  of  God 
should  be  qualified,  and  this  cannot  be  obtained  by 
words  which  worldly  wisdom  teaches,  but   which 
is  taught  by  the  spirit  of  God,  and  the   preachers 
of  the  gospel  may  have  all  the  qualifications  which 
can  be  attained  in  the   Seminaries   and  Universi- 
ties so  as  to   be   able   to  use  enticing   and   high 
sounding  words  with  the  greatest  eloquence  and 
oratory,  if  they  have  not   the  wisdom    and  spirit 
from  above  they  will  be  apt  to  build  such  churches 
as  are  founded  on  the  wisdom  of  the  world,   and 
not  on  the  power  of  God,  as  it  must  be  thus  found-  ! 
ed      ^ 


or  but  will  admit^that  where  it  is  connected  with 
true  piety  aud  the  spirit  and  wisdom  from  above, 
so  that  it  is  used  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and  tJ 
God's  service  and  without  elation  it  is  a  good 
thing  for  a  christian  minister  to  have. 

Such  men  cannot  have  too  much  education.  Thus 
saith  the  Lord,  "  Let  not  the  wise  man  glory  in 
his  wisdom,  neither  let  the  mighty  man   glory  in 
his  might,  let  not  the  rich  man  glory  in  his  riches, 
but  let  him  that  glorieth  glory  in  this  that  he  un- 
•lerstandeth  and  knoweth  me,  that  I  am  the  Lord 
which  exerciseth  loving  kindness,  judgement   and 
righteousness  in  the  earth,  for  m    these  things   I 
delight  saith  the  Lord."  Such  a  one  was  the  apos- 
tle Paul,  who  was  well  learned,  brought  up  at  the 
feet  of  Gamaliel  and  taught  according  to  the  per- 
fect manner  of  the  law  of  the  fathers,  but  when  he 
was  converted  and  endued  with  wisdom  from  above 
he  became  so  humbled  that  he  renounced  the  wis- 
dom of  the  world  and  would  rather  be  called  fool- 
ish, weak  and  base  by  a  vain  wicked   world  than 
to  stand  high  in  learning  and  human  wisdom,  and 
thus  that  great   apostle  accounted   himself  weak 
and  simple  in  preaching  as  he  said,  "  and  I  breth- 
ren, when  I  came  to  you  I  came  not   with  excel- 
lency of  speech  or  of  wisdom,  declaring   unto  you 
the  testimony  of  God,  for   I  determined   not  to 
know  anything  among  you  save  Jesus  Christ  and 
him  crucified,  and  I  was   with   you    in   weakness 
and  In  fear  and  in  much  tremblincr." 

It  is  important  rightly  to  distinguish  between 
human  wisdom  and  godly  wisdom,  or  which  comes 
from  above.  I  will  try  to  show  the  difference. 
The  scriptures  say  much  about  wisdom,  and  to 
make  this  distinction  it  will  be  necessary  to  ob- 
serve that  worldly  wisdom  consists  and  manifests 
itself  in  that,  the  possessor  wishes  to  be  highly  es- 
teemed of  the  world,  applauded  for  his  extensive 
wisdom  and  knowledge  in  human  reasoning  and  is 
puffed  up  with  vanity.  Is  not  that  man  who 
posseses  that  kind  of  wisdom  an  enemy  lo  the 
cross  of  Christ  ?  A.  J.  Correll.

They  are  not  claimed  to  be  religious,  but  med- 
icul,  literary  and  scientific,  therefore  we  doubt  not 
but  what  men  and  women  too,  may  be  christians 
without  reading  them.  We  are  differently  con- 
stituted and  have  different  stations  to  fill  during 
life,  and  to  fill  them  successfully,  we  must  have 
different  qualifications. 

Again  we  are  born  into  the  world  differently  or- 
ganized, resulting  in  different  tastes.  While  one 
devotes  his  whole  time  to  agricnlture,  another  is 
interested  in  tho  aits,  anotiier  in  science  and  still 
anol  her  in  literature. 

The  farmer  devotes  his  time  to  improving  his 
stock,  raising  the  l)est  varieties  of  grain,  preparing 
the  best  fertilizers,  growing  the  best  fruits  &c.  The 
mechanic  is  interested  in  the  arts  and  is  continu- 
ally diving  into  the  secrets  of  mechanism.  The 
men  of  science  are  running  after  results  to  catch 
causes,  and  the  devotee  of  literature  feeds  on  history, 
grammar  rhetoric,  logic,  criticisms,  languages  &c. 
Leading  men  of  all  the  different  sciences  have  ran- 
sacked the  world,  in  order  to  accumulate  every 
item  of  interest  and  profit  belonging  to  their  res- 
pective branches,  and  for  their  own,  and  the  bene- 
fit of  coming  generations,  they  have  written  out 
the  result  of  their  research  and  investigations  and 
are  attainable  in  what  is  now  familiarly  styled 
books. 

If  we  wish  to  know  something  about  things  and 
people  on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic  or  Pacific, 


instead  of  traveling  for  years,  you  get  yourself  a 
good  history,  and  in  one  day  you  can  learn  more 
than  by  traveling  several  years,  or  if  a  farmer 
wishes  to  get  the  advantages  of  the  experiences  of 
other  farmers  he  gets  a  good  work  on  agriculture, 
if  about  phrenology,  he  should  have  the  "  New 
Physiognomy"  or  "How  to  read  Character,"  by 
S.  R.  Wells,  but  if  we  wish  to  learn  about  the  re- 
ligion of  Jesus,  go  to  the  book  of  books  the  Holy 
Bible.  As  a  history  its  antiquaty  reaches  beyond 
all  others,  as  a  guide,  it  is  an  over  burning  lamp 
that  lighteth  eyen  through  the  dark  valley  of  the 
shadow  of  death  and  as  an  anchor,  it  is  sure  and 
steadfast. 

Our  minds  have  become  Americanized,  untram^'^ 
meled  and  free,  not  only  in  action  are  we  a  free 
people,  but  in  thought  yet  we  differ  not  in  the  great 
plan  of  salvation  but  in  mental  development.  We 
have  natural  tendencies  and  those  run  differently, 
even  from  our  mothers  womb,  and  to  think  alike 
on  all  things  takes  a  life  of  rigid  training.

AlfSWEE  TO  QUERIES. 

In  No.  32,  page  374  there  are  some  queries  giv- 
en by  sister  Marsh  and  as  yet  none  have  volun- 
teered to  give  an  explanation,  and  indeed  we  do 
not  wonder  much  at  it  either,  as  several  of  them 
are  iwsers  and  will  not  admit  of  any  definite  an- 
swer, however  there  are  plausible  reasons  which 
we  will  present  for  the  l>enefit  of  our  inqnirer  and 
others  interested.  If  any  others  can  give  better 
ones  we  will  gladly  give  them  a  hearing. 

Query  1.  How  are  we  to  understand  Luke  23» 
24  ;  When  the  Lord  said  to  the  thief  crucijied  at 
his  sidf,  "  To-dai/  thou  shalt  he  in  paradise  with 
me  ?  " 

Answer.  Paradise  is  a  Greek  word  and  signi- 
fies a  garden  of  trees.  It  is  sometimes  used  iu 
speaki-ng  of  the  Grarden  of  Eden,  a  place  not  only 
fibounding  with  trees,  but  with  everything  that 
WPS  intended  for  man's  happiness,  and  free  from 
sin.  But  the  New  Testament  "  paradise"  is  evi- 
dently of  a  different  character.  We  believe  it  is 
held  as  an  orthodox  opinion  by  mjfhy,  that  it  is 
the  residence  of  those  who  die  in  the  Lord,  be- 
tween death  and  the  resurrection.  That  the  thief 
was  not  immediately  transported  to  heaven  is  evi- 
dent from  the  expression  of  our  Savior  after  his 
resurrection,  and  before  his  ascension.  He  says  : 
"  touch  me  not  for  I  have  not  yet  ascended  to  my 
Father."  As  heaven  is  the  dwelling  place  of  the 
Father,  and  our  Savior  had  not  yet  been  with  the 
Father,  the  thief  could  not  have  been  in  heaven, 
therefore  we  conclude  that  the  thief  never  was  in 
heaven  and  never  will  be  until  after  the  resurrec- 
tion, when  he  will  appear  iu  judgment  with  all 
others  that  have  not  judged  themselves  by  the  law. 
The  confession  that  the  thief  made  on  the  cross 
was  a  noble  one  and  commanded  the  grace  of  a 
dying  Savior  and  by  that  graca  his  final  salvation 
will  be  obtained. 

(^uory  2nd.      Wlud  iicramc   of  those  sufnis  who 


arose  from  the  gravs  after  Christ's  resurrection  ? 
Matt.  27 :  52-53. 

Answer.  About  this  there  are  many  conjec- 
tures. Some  think  that  they  were  some  of  the 
old  fathers  and  prophets  that  came  forth,  while 
others  hold  that  it  was  part  of  those  who^  had  re- 
cently died  as  believers  in  Christ.  When  \»e  take 
into  consideration  the  great  event  and  the  facts 
connected  with  it,  we  must  conclude  that  the  de- 
sign was  to  verify  that  he  who  died  was  the 
Christ  indeed,  and  that  those  who  died  in  His 
faith  slept  with  the  body  until  His  resurrection, 
when  their  graves  vvcre  opened  and  they  came 
forth  and  appeared  unto  many  (believers  in  Christ) 
in  the  Holy  City  (Jerusalem)  and  after  accom- 
plishing their  mission,  convincing  the  believers  of 
the  divinity  of  Christ  and  the  power  of  the  resurrec- 
tion, they  again  returned,  not  perhaps  to  the  grave 
but  to  "  Paradise"  where  they  shall  remain  until 
the  trumpet  shall  sound,  when  they  shall  come 
forth  in  their  glorified  bodies  "  and  meet  him  in 
the  air  "  and  ever  be  with  the  Lord. 

Query  3rd.  What  is  meant  by  Christ  saying  : 
"  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass  away,  but  my  i^ord 
shall  not  pass  away." 

Answer.  "  In  the  beginning  God  created  the 
heaven  and  the  earth,"  a'nd  said  ;  "  Let  there  be 
a  firmament,"  let  it  divide  the  waters  from  the 
waters  '"'and  he  called  the  firmament  Heaven.''

Indifference  sometimes  produces 
bad   effects.     But   the  greatest  danger  lies  in  the 


fact  that  the  Bible  is  too  little  consulted,  too  little 
read.  ^  Just  as  soon  as  we  neglect  to  read  the  Bi- 
ble daily,  just  so  sure  will  we  become  lukewarm. 
I  find  it  a  great  help  during  the  day  to  read  a 
goodly  portion  of  God's  word  every  morning.  It 
affords  food  for  thoughts  during  the  day.

First  find  Bagdad  on  a  map.     You  see  it  is 
between  Turkey   and   Persia.     It   belongs  to 
Turkey  just  now,  and  the  Sultan  of  Constanti  _ 
lib'pie  sends  to  it  a;  governor  and  soldieirs    who 
all  speak  Turkish,  but  most  of  the  people  speak 
the  Arabic  language.     Long  ago  this  was  the 
famous  country  of  Babel,  so  often  ngentioned 
itVe    Bib^e,  but  .now  ^or^Iy  ruins  remain 
where  Nebuchadnezzar  and  other  proud  kings 
built  their  grand  palaces, 
•'if  you  find  Babylon  on  a  Bible  rhap',  inark- 
ed  iiesicle'the  flveir  Euphrates.  tTien  you  know 
that  Bagdad  is  a  little  to  the  northeast,  on  the 
i  river^  Tigris.     These  two  great  rivers  are  men. 
tioned  in  the;Bible,  But  otie  of  them  was  then 
■BiiUe^'HiddBkcI,  and  ifydusaW  them  jiist. now, 
-yoii  would  wonder,  and  perhaps  be  afmid  ;  for 
they  comfe  from   far   away    in   the   mountains 
near  to  Mount  Ai:arat,  and  now  that  the   win- 
ter snpw  is  melting  from  tlie  high  grounds   it 
all   rushes  down   the  rivers  to  the  pea^  go  that 
they  are  swollen,  to  great  floods. 
•'.;■ -Bagdad  is  built  on  both  sides   of  the  river, 
'a,'n5  had  two  bridges  made  of  boats  chained  to  - 
gether,- but  now  they  have  been  swept  away. 
Little  boats  make  a  great   fuss   here   paddling 
dctoss  through-  the  foa,m,  but  they   only   reach

Besides  Arabs,  there  are  many  Persians  in 
Bagdad,  and  some  Hindoos.  The  Persians 
are  strong  and  burly-looking  fellows,  and  they 
wear  conical  or  sugar-loaf  hats  of  cloth  or  fur ; 
but  altogether,  I  dare  say,  you  would  think 
them  less  strange  in  appearance  than  the  Arabs. 
The  Hindoos  are  darker,  and  wear  simple 
white  cotton  dresses  and  turbans.  Now,  all 
these  are  followers  of  Mohammed,  and  do  not 
know  the  Messed  Gospel  of  God.  They  used 
to  kill  any  one  who  refused  to  agree  with  them, 
and  even  now  they  would  like  to  kill  any  Mo- 
hammedan who  becomes  a  Christian  ;  but  God 
restrains  their  fury,  so  that  a  few  Moslems 
have  been  baptized  in  Turkey  as  well  as  in  In- 
dia. 

Their  teachers  say  to  them  not  to  read  the 
Gospel,  because  they  have  the  Koran,  and  that 
is  enough  for  them  j  but  God  haa  inclined 
some  of  them  to  seek  after  the  Gospel,  and  read 
it  carefully.  Strict  Moslems  pray  always  five 
times  a  day,  each  time  putting  their  foreheads 
in  the  dust,  and  the  name  of  God  is  very  much 
in  their  mouths.  Thousands,'even  millions  of 
them  have  never  heard  the  truth  of  the  Gos- 
pel. They  believe  that  Jesus  was  a  good  man, 
and  a  great  prophet,   but  they  do   not   know 

that  he  is  the  Son  of  God,  arid  that  he  died   to 
save  us. 

There  are  a  great  many  Jews  in  Bagdad,  per- 
i  haps  the  descendants  of  those  who  were  brought 
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captive  to  Babel,  and  yet  never  retarnecl  to  their 
own  land. 

There  arc  not  a  few  professing  Christianity, 
but  their  priests  will  persecute  a  Protestant  rais3-- 
ionary  whenever  he  teaches  the  people  more  than 
they  do.  Soon  after  I  came  Itere  I  opened  a  Sun- 
day school,  and  the  children  liked  well  to  come. 
Tlie  third  Sunday  there  were  about  forty,  and  the 
followint;  Sunday  only  two.  How  did  that  come 
about?  Oh!  the  priest  flogged  them  for  coming 
to  me  !  Some  time  after  I  opened  again  in  another 
place,  and  other  children  came,  but  this  school 
also  was  interfered  with  by  the  priests^.     Now  we

■  SINGULAE  DISGOYESY. 
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Little  by  little  our  glimpses   of  the  prehistoric 
•world  increase.     An  interesting  discovery  was  re- 
cently made  by  an  Ohio  farmer  while   digging   a 
,  -well  upon  his  premises.     Thirly-two    feet   below 
!  the  surface  he  struck  seyeral  stra(a  of  old  straw, 
I  pea  vines,  wood,  etc.     Although  considerably  de- 
I  composed,  the  joints  and  blades  of  the  straw   were 
{quite  discernable,  and,  on  breaking  Ihe  piece,   le- 
jgions  of  larvreand  the  shells  of  black  bugs,  which 
'resembled  in  size  and  shape  the  common  black  po- 
tato bug  which  are  so  destructive   at   the  present 
day.     The  wood  resembled  the  pine  or  cedar  spe- 
1  cies,  and  the  surface  was   coated    with    a   golden 
!  looking  substance  which  was  of  a   very  solid  na- 
i  tnre— apparently  once  the  gilded  architectural  fin- 
ish of  some  golden  temple  or  chariot;  at  least  it  is 
certainly  sufficient  evidence  to  convince   the  most 
skeptical  that  (he    earth  was    once    deluged,    and 
that  those  iiisccls,  in    their  feeljle    eiforts   to  save 
ithemselves'from  the  wild  and  sweeping   billows, 
;]iad  lodged  on  tiie  drifting  strav.'s   from    the    har- 
I  vest  field  of  some  unknown  people,  there  and  then 
to  slumber  for  all  time  to  come. 

The  new  volcano  which  has   recently  appeared 
j at  CJamiguin,  one  of  the  Philippine    Islands,    has 
ibecn  very    destuctive.     For  several    months    the 
1  ground  was  so  violently  shaken    by  .  earthquakes, 
■  th-it  a  large  majority-  of  the    population,    having 
become  alarmed,  deserted  the    Isl.ind.     At  last  a 
tremendous    noise   was   heard    in    the   mountain, 
which  increased  in  volume  until  the  earth  opened, 
and  stones,  ashes,  and  cinders  in    immense    quan- 
tities were  thrown  up  into  tlie    air  through  a  cleft 
fifteen  hundred  feet  long,  one    hundred   and    fifty 
foet  broad,  and  twenty-seven  feet  deep.    Another 
explosion  occurred  after  a  sliort   time,    and  about 
two  hundred  persons  were  swallowed  up,, 

Onthe  Eastern  slope  of  Clark  mountain,  Xe- 
vadp,  near  its  summit,  there,  is  a  perpendicular 
clift'two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  high.  At  about 
one~lfundred  feet  from  the  ba3e  of  tlie  cliff  on  its 


front  are  engraven  the  f  I  L  D.  The  cross  and 
letters  are  of  immense  size,  being  fully  sixty  feet 
in  height,  and  cut  into  the  clitf  two  and  a  half  ft 
deep — so  that  they  can  be  plainly  seen  at  a  dis- 
tance of  five  miles.  By  whom  this  strange  work- 
manship was  done  is  unknown.  The  fact  howev- 
er, that  the  letters  are  the  Eoman  character,  and 
are  preceedcd  b}'  the  figure  of  a  cross,  would  make 
it  appear  that  it  was  done  by  the  Jesuit  mission- 
aries, who  were  known  to  have  been  in  that  re- 
gion many  years  ago.  The  Indians  know  noth- 
ing of  its  authors,  nor  have  they  any  traditions 
concerning  its  origin. 

Camel's  hair  is  imported  occasionally  into  the 
United  States,  in  bales,  from  Persia  via  England, 
or  directly  from  Hussian  ports,  and  is  mostly  used 
in  the  manufacture  of  jiencils  for  drawing  and 
painting.  Camel's  hair  is  no  longer  than  sheep's 
wool,  and  often  as  fine  as  silk.  There  are  three 
kinds  of  colors,  black,  red  aitd  gray,  the  darkest 
of  which  is  considered  the  most  valuable.  It  is 
said  that  the  hair  on  a  camel  weighs  about  ten 
pounds.  In  Bokhara  the  camel  is  watched  while 
the  fine  hair  on  tlia  belly  is  grovring.  This  is  cut 
off  so  carefully  that  not  a  fiber  is  loot,  and  when 
sufficient  has  been  collected,  it  is  spun  into  a  yam 
unequalled  for  softness,  and  then  dyed  all  manner 
of  colors,  and  used  chiefly  for  shawls.  The  Arabs 
and  Persians  make  of  camel's  hair,  of  a  less  val- 
uable kind,  stuffs  for  carpets,  tents  and  Wearing 
apparel,  and  cloth  is  made  of  it  in  Persia. 

The  first  M'illow  tree  ever  planted  in  America 
was  set  out  on  the  line  of  the  present  Third  ave- 
nue, Xew  York  city,  one  hundred  and  eighty 
years  ago.  It  was  a  willow  twig  which  c-ame  in 
a  package  of  figs  from  Babylon  ;  was  stuck  into 
the  ground,  aid  in  two  years  became  quite  a  large 
tree.     This  is,  in  all  respects,  authentic. 

Further  tidings  have  been  received  from  Dr. 
Livingston,  the  African  explorer,  The  British 
consul  at  Zanzibar  writes  that  he  is  safe,  and 
slowly  making  his  way  homeward.

Dear  readers  of  the   PiLGUiir,  do   not   under- 
stand me  by  what  I  have  said  in  any  former  num- 
ber that  I  am  opposed  to  interchanging   our  min- 
isterial duties  with  our  scTcral   respective  church 
districts,  no  not  at  all,  it  shows  a  manifestation  of 
love  and  pure  christian  concern  for  one  another.

a   proof  of  a  change  of  mind  within   them.     This  ■  j 
applied   to  the  common  people.     Publicans   came    , 
to  be  baptized,  and  they  said,  blaster,  what  must    , 
we  do?     These  were  sinners  of  another  character.y^ 
These  were  the  revenue  officers,  or  tax  collectors ;;q,i 
and   it   is  said  of  them  that  they  were  notoriously^'  > 
dishonest ;  demanding  as   much   as  double,   and:    , 
triple   the  actual  amount  due  from  the  taxpayer, 
wliich    they  would  appropriate  to  their  own    pri^,  -,, 
vate  use,  by  this  fmud  some  became  rich.  Zacche-*.^.; 
us  was  ooe  of  these.  To  this  class  he  said,  "  Exact 
no  more  than  that  which  is  appointed  you."    This, 
in   these  well  known  characters  of  fraud  and  de- 
ception,  John  will  consider  as  an  evidence   of  a 
change <3f  heart.    -'And  the  soldiers  likewise,  say- 
ing, and  what  shall  we  do? "  The  answer  to  them 
Is,    "  Do  violence  to  no  man,  neither  pccuse   any 
falsely ;  and  be  content  with  your   wages."     Thin 
is  synonymous  with,  tobe  a  Christian, precludes  the 
possibility  to  be  a  military  soldier.  It  is  true  such 
an  one  need  not  accuse  any  falsely;  neither  need  he 
be   dlscontsnted   about  his  wages.     But  to   be  a 
faithful  soldier  and  not  to  do  his  fellowmen  vio- 
lence   when  he  kills  him  on  the  field  of  battle,  ia 
impossible,'    I   am   aware  that  some  who  justify 
war,    try   to  make  themselves  believe   that  such 
killing,   of  wounding  is  not  doing   Diolenec,  &c. 
But  while  the  Christian's  Gospel  teaches  "that  war!,'  ■' 
and    fighting.?  come  through  lusts,"  such    theorie.'^ 
are  false.  The  repentance  which  saves  the  .soldier's 
soul  dl.sarm.s  him. 

Observe,  here  are  three  classes  inquiring  what 
they  must  do  in  the  work  of  repentance,  and  each 
are  Instructed  according  to  their  prevailing  sins. 
The  common  people  of  covetuousness;  the  publi- 
cans  of  fraud,  d'i!ione.sly  and. c/'it!rti;  tl^e  soldlora 
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of  violence,  false  accnsation  and  discontent.  Each 
must  bring  such  evidence  of  reformation  as  to  .sat- 
isfy John  of  their  conversion,  etc.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
many  brought  forth  such  evidence,  and  were  baj)- 
tized.  Yet  the  Scriptures  do  not  record  it  until 
some  time  after,  when  the  Lord  Jesus  bid  Zac  chc- 
us,  a  rich  publican,  (no  doubt  by  fraud)  to  come 
down  from  the  tree,  &c.  True  repentance  at  once 
pierced  his  soul ;  he  came  down  and  said,  "Behold, 
Lord,  the  half  of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor ; 
and  if  I  have  taken  anything  by  false  accusations, 
I  restore  him  four-fold.  This  day  is  salvation 
come  to  this  house,"  says  Jesus,  Luke  19.  It  is 
beyond  doubt,  much  of  the  goods  he  had,  he  ac- 
quired in  the  above  referred  illegal,  way  and  hence 
his  repen'^ance  worked  a  complete  reformation,  and 
could  no  longer  hold  the  unholy  thing,  he  makes 
I'estoration  and  has  the  promise  of  salvation.  So 
Peter  tells  the  heart  pierced  sinner,  "  Rejjent,  and 
be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus 
Christ  for  the  remissioon  of  sins,  aud  ye  shall  re- 
ceive the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  Acts  2  ;  38.  So 
yoH,  •  dear  readers,  in  order  to  become  Christians, 
yoci  must  repent  of  and  reform  from  every  sin  yon 
are'  guilty  of,  and  be  baptized  for  the  remission,  or 
as  in  the  text  blotting  out  of  your  sins.  Are  you  a 
vulgar  and  profane  man,  repent  cf  it,  and  reform. 
Are  you  moral  but  unbelieving,  repent  of  your  un-. 
belief;  urn  you  believing,  but  disobedient  to  the 
oiiimandments  of  God,  repent  of  your  disobedi- 
ence ;  are  you  proud,  repent  and  retbrm  of  your 
pride.  Each  and  every  one  you  repent  of  your 
sins  and  be  baptized  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
for  the  remission  of  your  sins,  and  you  shall  re- 
ceive the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  you  will  en- 
joy the  beuefite  aud  advantages  of  Christianity.

a  teacher  come  from  God,  that  is,  we  Jews,  and  es- 
pecially, we  rulers  both  know  aud  believe  that 
thou  art  a  teacher  come  from  God  for  no  man  can 
do  these  miracles  that  thou  doest  except  God  be 
with  him,  but  mark  you,  Jesus  gave  ))im  and  his 
fellow  officers  no  credit  for  their  knowledge  of  him 
beino;  a  Messenger  of  God,  nor  for  their  artificial 
faith  in  him.  It  is  the  duty  of  those  who  know  the 
truth,  to  obey  it,  and  show  to  the  world  that  they 
are  children  and  heirs  of  God  and  thus  let  their 
light  shine  before  the  world,  that  they  may  see 
their  good  works  and  glorify  our  Father  in  heaven.

•  .iSoM^  good  christians  have  a  great  deal  of  trou- 
ble in  this-woi'ld.  The  reason  of  it  is  that  God 
is  jirepariug  them  for  great  happiness  in  heaven. 
Last  §uQimer  when  the  city  of  Amsterdam,  in 
HoUantl,  I  was  very  much  interested  in  a  visit 
AVe  made  to  a  place  there  famous  for  polishing  di- 


amonds. We  saw  the  men  as  they  were  engaged 
at  this  work.  When  a  diamond  is  first  found,  it 
has  a  rough,  dark  outside,  and  looks  jnst  like  a 
common  pebble.  The  outside  must  be  ground  off 
and  the  diamond  be  polished  before  it  is  fit  for 
use.  [t  takes  a  long  time  to  do  this,  and  it  is  ve- 
ry hard  work.  The  diamond  has  to  be  fixed  ve- 
ry firmly  in  the  end  of  a  piece  of  hard  wood  or  met- 
al. Then  it  is  heM  close  to  the  surface  of  a  large 
metal  wheel  which  is  kept  going  round.  Fine 
diamond  dust  is  put  on  this  wheel,  because  noth- 
ing else  is  hard  enough  to  polish  the  diamond. 
And  the  work  is  kept  up  for  days,  and  weeks,  and 
months,  and  sometimes  for  several  years  before  it 
is  finished.  And  if  a  diamond  is  intended  to  be 
used  in  the  crown  of  a  king,  the  longer  time  and 
greater  pains  are  spent  upon  it,  so  as  to  make  it 
look   as  brilliant  and  beautiful  as  can  be. 

Now,  Je.uis  calls  his  people  his  jewels.  He  in- 
tends them  to  shine  like  jewels  in  the  crown  he 
will  wear  in  heaven.  To  fit  them  for  this 
they  must  be  polished  like  the  diamond. 

And  God  makes  use  of  the  troubles  he  sends 
upon  his  people  in  this  world  to  polish  his  jewels. 
And  when  we  ge^  to  heaven  and  see  how  beauti- 
ful they  look,  we  shall  see  that  it  was  indeed  good 
for  them  that  they  were  troubled.  It  has  fitted 
them  for  greater  happiness  there. — Christian 
Weekbj.

THE  BUTS  OF  LIFE. 


Get  out  of  them,  if  you  wish  to  live  long  if 
jrou  wish  to  avoid  the  lunatic  asylum,  if  you 
wish  to  escape  suicide  or  a  miser's  death,  Men 
and  women  must  liave  recreation,  must  have 
amusement,  must  have  diversion.  It  is  whole- 
some for  the  mind  to  break  away  from  its  dai- 
ly vocation  or  employment  every  night.  The 
man  who  goes  from  his  counting-house  or  his 
work-shop  at  tlie  close  of  the  day  and  does  not 
leave  it  behind  him,  but  sits  at  the  family  ta- 
ble in  moodiness,  brooding  over  past  occurren- 
ces, weighing  probabilities,  casting  conjectures, 
laying  plans,  and  when  the  meal  is  over  sits 
thinking,  thinking  by  the  hour,  and  goes  to 
bed  to  toss  and  tumble  aud  worry,  can  not 
live  long ;  the  brain  or  heart  must  giv6  way, 
and  he  will  drop  dead  in  the  street,  as  many  a 
business  New  Yorker  has  done  within  a  few 
years  past. 

In  the  Island  of  Cuba,  the  wagon  roads  lead 
over  hills  made  of  limestone;  the  wheels  have 
run  in  the  same  track  for  generations,  and  have 
80  worn  intoihe  solid  stone  that  the  hubs  scrap* 
the  surface,  and  there  is  no  getting  out  of  the 
rut  until  the  bottom  of  the  hill  is  reached.  So 
in  the  lives  of  many,  the  mind,  under  the  influ- 
ence of  worldly  care,  gets  to  run  in  a  particu- 
lar track  ;  in  other  cases,  the  occupations  are 
of  such  an  insufferable  sameness  from  one  year's 


end  to  another,  that  its  workings  become  me- 
chanical, and  out  of  these  lines  they  can  not 
work  at  all ;  hence  the  stupidity  of  such  a  large 
portion  of  the  farming  population  of  all  coun- 
tries ;  the  peasants  of  England  and  Irela  nd  and 
France,  and  Germany  and  Bussia  as  well. 

More  farmer's  wives  aud  daughters  go  crazy, 
out  of  one  thousand,  than  of  any  other  class, 
simply  because  of  the  one  same  routine  of  drud- 
gery— of  cooking,  washing,  cleaning,  from 
morning  to  night,  from  one  year's  end  to  an- 
other ;  even  the  Sabbath  day  making  but  little 
change,  and  that  change  only  the  result  of  the 
exira  drudge  of  Saturday. 

And  our  wives,  in  large  towns  and  cities, 
sweep  and  dust  and  arrange,  and  wash  and  sew 
and  provide,  in  one  incessant  round,  summer 
and  winter.  No  wonder  they  grow  thin  and 
care-worn,  and  weak  and  nervous.  Get  out  of 
the  ruts,  all  of  you  ;  pay  a  ueigborly  visit  three 
nights  in  the  week  ;  or  for  two  afternoons  let 
there  be  a  "  let  up,"  in  the  way  of  a  drive  to 
the  Central  Park,  a  visit  to  the  "  village,"  an 
excursion  on  the  river  or  in  the  cars,  Init  bes  t 
of  all  ill  city  or  country,  a  horseback  ride  of  an 
hour  Of  two,  "  there  and  back  ;  "  what  an  ap- 
petite it  gives  ;  and  the  weariness,  wiiat  a  deli- 
cious sleep  follows ! 

Get  out  of  the  rut,  reader,  two  or  three  hours 
a  week,  and  there  will  be  no  time  lost  by  it  in 
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the  long  run  ;  for  it  gives  activity  to  the  moral  na- 
ture ;  it  cultivates  the  aSectious  ;  it  wakes  up  obser- 
vation ;  it  exercises  coin})arison  ;  it  eivea  breadth 
of  view  on  all  subjects  ;  it  makes  a  man  more  man- 
ly ;  it  makes  aVomau  more  woiiiauly ;  auclin  co.mt- 
legfl  cases  it  would  save  from  the  macjliouse. 


A  WHOLE  COUNTY  SINKS  IN  FLORIDA. 


The  Florida  Mail  gives  meagre  and  vague  ac- 
counts of  an  astonishing  phenomenon  at  Apopka, 
Orange  county,  near  Pilatka,  The  "whole  county 
disappeared  in  one  night,  and  its  site  is  covered 
bv  a  great  lake.  A  correspondent,  writing  from 
the  neighborhood  to  the  Pilatka  IJendd  says  : 

Mr.  Alaxander  K.  Foster  has  just  come  in  with 
more  marvelous  and  startling  reports.  He  says 
that  on  his  way  from  Orlaudo  to  Millonville,  af- 
ter crossing  Fort  Metlin  branch,  he  left  the  road 
to  avoid  the  constant  bogging  to  which  lie  was 
subjected.  The  safest jilace  he  thought  would  be 
on  the  crown  of  a  high  black-jack  ridge,  running 
parallel  with  the  road,  which  he  accordingly  took. 
After  riding  perhaps  a  mile,  his  horses  commenced 
bogging,  and  for  some  distance  it  was  questionable 
Avhether  he  could  ,get  through ;  he  however  readi- 
ed more  solid  footing  ;  again  h-c  commenced  bog- 
ging, at  this  time  ho  noticed  remarkable  and  por- 
tentous sounds  in  his  rear.  The  bogging  grew 
worae  as  he  proceeded,  until  he  had  to  dismount; 
there  seemed  no  escape  for  him,  hotii  he  and  his 
horse  were  still  bogging.  The  sounds  in  his  roar 
iucreased  more  ancf  more,  and  beean^.e  more  and 
more  alarming,  and  the  route  in  frout  more  boggy, 
he  dare  not  stop,  as  this  would  have  rendered  it 
impossible  to  have  ex  I  rie'a  ted  himself — he  neither 
dare  nor  could  look  behind  him,  his  Tvhole 
thought  and  aim  was  to  reach  terra  nnna.  At 
last,  after  the  mast  superhuman  exertions,  both 
he  and  his  horse  exhausted  to  the  most  extreme 
degree,  he  reached  the  solid  ground.  Turning  to 
examine  into  the  cause  of  those  fearful  sounds  in 
Lis  rear,  he  saw  the  most  terrific  and  appalling 
tights  it  has  ever  been  his  fate  to  listen  to.  The 
first  thing  that  attracted  attention  was  that  the 
trees  were  moving — first  a  gyratory  motion  of  the 
top,  then  some  sinking  gradually  out  of  sight,  the 
tops  revolving  more  rapidly  as  they  sunk  and  dis- 
uppearcd,  others  following,  and  as  they  fell  revol- 
ving and  describing  arcs  of  a  circle  against  the 
Fky.  Tiicn  the  whole  earth,  as  fir  as  the  eye 
oauld  reach,  sinking  and  its  place  supplied  by  a 
i«.>B  of  waters,  rushing,  seething,  boiling  with  the 
uoise  of  mighty  cataracts,  and  ever  and  anon  cas- 
ting to  the  surface  the  roots,  tojis,  or  bodies  of 
mighty  piuea  and  oaks. 

People  are  rirsliing  from  the  scene  of  disaster. 
Our  camp  is    crowded  with  the  terror  sircken  in- 


iiabitants  from  the  country  in  our  rear.  Every- 
body is  v/aiting  the  forebodings  and  horrible  cxt 
peotjitions.  -tf hey.  believe  the  day  of  judgment 
has  oome.  The  extraordinary  plicnoraenoa  ap- 
pears more  and  more  extraordinary.  The  coun- 
try from  two  to  three  miles  from  here  to  Lake 
Metlin  is  entirily  submerged,  and  is  now  one  vast 
lake.  Nothing  authoritative  from  bey  end,  though 
rumors  are  rife  that  Orlando  is  swallowed  up,  and 
the  whole  chain  of  lakes  to  Lake  Conway  ar$ 
now  united  and  form  an  immense  inland  sea.  Wa 
l&ave  immediately  and  in  terror  for  our  own  fat<» 
— State  Journal.  _  ' 

AMERICAN  WONBERS. 

:oo: 

Silver  Spring,  Florida,  is  one  of  the  greatest 
curiosities  in  the  South.  It  bursts  forth  in  the 
midst  of  the  most  fertile  country  in  the  State.  It 
bubbles  up  in  a  basin  near  one  hundred  feet  deep, 
and  about  an  acre  in  extent,  and  sending  from  it 
a  deej)  stream  sixty  to  one  huudred  feet  wide,  and 
extending  six  to  eight  miles  to  the  Oclawaha  Pivr 
cr.  In  the  spring  itself  fifty  boats  may  lie  at  an* 
chor — quite  a  fleet  The  spring  thus  forms  a  nat" 
ural  inland  port,  to  which  three  steamers  now  run 
regularly  from  the  St.  John's,  making  close  con- 
nections with  the  ocean  steamersi  at  Pilatka.  Tho 
clearness  of  the  water  is  truly  ,-woud.erful.  Ifc 
seems  even  more  transparent  than  air  ;  you  see  tha 
buttom  eighty  feet  below  the  bottom  of  your  boati 
the  exact  form  of  the  smallest  pebble,  the  ontlini 
and  color  of  the  leaf  that  has  sunk,  and  all  th^ 
prismatic  colors  of  Ihe  rainbow  are  reflected; 
Lai^  fish  swim  in  it,  every  scale  visible,  and  ev 
ery  movement  distinctly  seen.  If  you  go  over 
the  spring  in  a  boat,  you  will  see  the  fissures  iii 
the  rocks,  from  which  tho  river  pours  upward 
like  an  inverted  cataract. 

Another  wonder  is,  that  "  Stone  Mouniain,"  of 
Georgia,  which  was  rendered  famous  during  the 
late  war,  has  not  been  morewritlen  about,  talked 
about,  and  traveled  about  is  unaccountable,  and 
indicates  a  want  of  admiration  for  the  wonders  of 
the  Southland.  Were  it  across  the  waters  it 
would  be  in  song,  in  sermon,  and  in  lecture,  and 
travelers  by  scores  would  go  as  they  now  go  to 
the  Pyramids ; —

la  the  preceding  easays  I  have  tried  to  bring 
before  the  reader  the  advantages  of  Christianity; 
and. what  are  the  firsst  principles  in  attaining  it. 
In  this  number  I  address  those  wiio  have  thus  ac- 
cispted,  and  obeyed  these  principles,  the  principles 
of  repentance,  conversion  and  the  blotting  oul  their 
sins,  in  order  to  bring  before  them  the  work  of 
Christian  perf&ction.  The  apostle  admonishes  after 
liaving  attended  to  the  first  principles  in  the  doc- 
trine of  Christ,  to  leave  them,  and  to  go  on  unto 
perfection.  And,  that  we  should  grow  in  grace, 
and  in  the  knowle  ig  of  the  truth  ;  that  we  might 
attain  unto  the  full  stature  of  manhood  in  Christ. 
From  these,  with  similar  expressions  it  is  manifest 
that  the  work  of  Christianity  is  progressive  work. 
Certain  things  are  of  vital  concern  to  the  Christian. 
The  Psalmist  knowing  this,  says  :  "  The  Lord  loill 
perfect  that  which  conccrneth  me." 

"We  think  there  are  many  things  that  concern  U'^. 
But  the  Savior  says,  One  thing  is  needful,  and  that 
Bays  the  text.  The  Lord  will  perfect.  Three  de- 
grees in  the  scale  of  the  one  thing  needfd  I  will  call 
the  attention  of  the  repented,  converted,  baptized 
believer  to.  The  first  in  the  scale  la  jniriig  cf  heart. 
The  Christian  mustbe  jJiO'c  in  heart,  which  means 
the  soul,  for  the  Savior  says,  "  Blessed  are  the  pure 
in  heart ;  for  they  shall  see  God."  To  see  God 
requires  pure  hearts,  and  the  Christian  has  the 
promise  to  see  Him  as  He  is,  and  to  be  like  Him. 
To  be  like  Him  requires  pure  hearts,  ''And  every 
man  that  has  this  hope  iu  him,  purifieth  himself, 
even  as  he  is  pure."  St.  Paul  says  to  Timothy, 
"Keep  ih/self  pure."  And  James  speaks  of  "pure 
religion  and  undefiled  before  God.     And  St.  Peter 


writes  to   the  Christians   to   "  stir   up    the  pure    ■ 
minds  by  way  of  remembrance."  Paul  tells  Tim- 
othy to  hold  the  mystery  of  the  faith    in   a   pura 
conscience."     Purity  of  soul  being  so  important  an 
element  in  the  Christian  religion,  we  do  well  to  see 
how  to  attain  to   it.     By  reference   to   the  Scrip- 
tures we  are  informed  how  believers  purified  their 
souls  in  apostolic  dayt:,  and  applying  the  same  rule 
we  too  will  be   purified.     St.  Peter  speaking   to 
those  who  had  purified  their  souls,  he  says,  "  See- 
ing ye  have  purified   your  souls   iu   obeying  the 
truth  through  the  Spirit  unto  unfeigned  love  of  the 
brethren,  see  that  ye  love  one  another  with  a  pure 
heart  fervently ."  1  Peter  1 :  22.     Dear  I  rethren, 
we  must  worship,  or  serve  God  in  Spirit  as  well  aa 
in  truth.     The  service  of  God  consists   in  obeying 
the  truth,  His  Word,  the  Gospel ;  but   obedience 
must  not  be  merely  a  mechanical,  or  bodily   per- 
formance; that   is,  the  commandment  must   uot 
merely  be  done  as  a  mechanic  does  his  work,  hav- 
ing his  hands  employed  at    one    thing,    while    hia 
mind  and  thoughts    may    be   thousauds    of  miles 
away  at  something  elsQ.  The  Christian  must  obey 
the  truth  through  the  Spirit  unto  unfeigne<l  love 
of  thQ  brethren,  not  ouly  obey  God,  but  also  lovo 
God  with  all  the  heart,  mind,  soul,  and  thought ; 
also  loving  his  neighbor,  his  brother,  as  ho  love« 
himself.     In  thus  obeying  the  truth  the  soul  will 
be  made  pure ;  and  in  the  end  will  see  God  as  ha 
is,  and  will  bu  like  Him. 

The  second  is,  "  Holiness  of  Heart,  or  soul." 
Because  it  is  written,  "Be  ye  holy  for  lam  holy.** 
1  Peter  1  .-IG.  Paul  says,  "  follow  peace  with  all 
men  and  holiness,  without  which  no  man  shall  seo 
the  Lord."  Heb.  12  :  14.  Zacherias  was  filled  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  when  he  prophesied  that  the  I^ord 
would  grant  unto  us  that  wo  might  sorvo  him 
without  fear,  in  holiness  and  rightaousnesg  befora 
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him,  all  the  days  of  our  life.  Luke  1:  67 — 75. 
The  Christian  must  not  only  cleanse  himself  from 
all  iilthinctis  of  the  flesh  and  spirit,  but  must  per- 
fect holness  ia  the  fear  of  God.  2  Cor.  7  :  1.  He 
must  yield  his  members  servants  to  righteousness 
unto  holiness,  liom.  6 :  19.  His  heart  must  be 
unblamable  in  holiness  before  God,  our  Father,  at 
the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  with  all  his 
saints.  1  Thes.  3 :  13.  Lot  this  sufBce  to  show 
the  importance  of  the  principle  of  holiness  in  the 
Christian  character.  For  thus  is  the  will  of  God 
even  our  sanetification. 

True  holiness  consists  in  a  strict  conformity  to 
the  holy  nature  and  will  of  God,  whereby  a  saint, 
or  Christian  is  distinguished  from  the  uuregeuera- 
ted  world,  and  is  not  governed  by  their  principles, 
maxims,  customs  nor  habits,  but  is  trarLsf)rmed 
by  the  renewing  of  his  mind.  Holiness  is  known 
by  the  fruits  the  Holy  Spirit  produces  in  the  soul ; 
■which  is,  "  love,  joy,  peace,  lougsiiifering,  gentle- 
ness, goodness,  &ith,  meekness,  temperance  .-against 
such  the; e  13  kg  la.v.  Gal.  5:  22,  23.  That 
the  Christian  may  enjoy  these  the  Savior  prays  to 
His  Father,  "sanctify  (make  them  holy)  them 
through  thy  trath,  thy  Word  is  truth."  John  17  : 
17.  Holiness  belongs  to  the  Lord,  and  He  only 
can  make  us  holy,  so  to  this  end  He  will  give  His 
Holy  Spirit  to  all  repented,  baptized  believers, 
they  only  have  a  divine  right  to  ask  tor  it ;  in  such 
the  Holy  Spirit  will  dwell  and  make  the  body  of 
the  believer  the  temple  of  God,  and  He  says  I  will 
dwell  in  them.  "  Know  ye  not  that  your  body  is 
the  temple  of  the  Holy  Giiost  u-hb^h  is  in  you, 
which  ye  have  of  God.''  ^1  Cor.  G  :  10.  In  obedi- 
ence the  Lord  perfecfs  the  Christian  holiness 
through  the  truth.     His  Word  is  truth. 

The  third  is  perfectioix.  The  Savior  says,  "  Be 
ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  yt>uY  Father  which  is 
in  Heaven  is  perfect."  Matt.  5:  48.  St.  Paul  says, 
"  We  speak  wisdom  among  them  that  are  perfect." 
The  organization  of  the  ministiy  in  tho  church  is, 
"  For  the  perfecting  of  the  Baints,  till  we  all  come 
in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  knowledge  of 
the  Son  of  God ;  unto  a  perfect  man,  unto  the 
measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ." 
Ephe.  4:  12,14.  Paul  did  not  say  that  he  was 
already  perfect.  But  to  attain  to  it  he  will  forget 
the  past  and  reach  forward  for  the  prize,  &c.,  and 
says,  let  as  many  as  be  perfect  be  thus  minded. 
Phil.  3.  Let  tliese  suffice  to  prove  the  importance 
of  the  element  of  perfection  in  the  Christian  char- 
acter. 


To  attain  unto  a  state  of  sinless  perfection,  as 
God  is  perfect,  is  perhaps  more  than  the  Savior 
meant  when  he  said,  "Be  ye  perfect  as  your 
Father  in  Heaven  is  perfect."  Jesus  says,  learn 
of  me,  and  we  look  to  Him  for  our  example,  Paul 
says  of  Him,  "  Though  he  were  a  son,  yet  learned 
he  obedience  by  the  things  which  he  suffered  ;  and 
being  made  perfect,  he  became  the  anthor.  of 
eternal  salvation  unto  all  them  that  obey  him." 
Heb.  5  :  8,  9.  His  life  being  of  sinless  perfection 
and  His  divinity  being  perfect  while  he  was  in  his 
Father's  bosom.  In  v.'hat  then  was  he  made  per- 
fect ?  Go<l  the  Father  having  sent  Him  into  the 
world  to  seek,  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost  &c., 
and  gave  Him  a  commandment  what  He  should 
say,  speak,  and  do,  and  in  obedience  to  His  Fath- 
er's commands  He  was  made  perfect  in  the  will  of 
His  Father.  So  hath  God  ordained,  that,  "  All 
Scripture  is  given  by  inspiration  of  God,  and  xs 
proiitable  for  doctrine,  for  reproof,  for  correction, 
for  instruction  in  righteousness :  That  the  man  of 
God  may  be  perfect,  thoroughly  furi>ished  ueIo  all 
good  works."  2  Tim.  3:  16,  17. 

Heiie  are  the  means  for  Christian  perfection.  If 
God  would  require  perfection  in  the  Christian 
character,  and  would  not  furnish  the  means  to  ac- 
quire it,  he  might  complain  of  hardness.  To  illus- 
trate. Suppose  a  man  intending  to  build  a  house, 
employs  a  WMSter  mechanic  to  build  it,  yet  if  the 
mechanic  is  not  furnished  Nvith  the  necessary  tools 
and  materials,  he  cannot  build  it.  So  God  requir- 
ing perfection  in  the  Christian  character,  furnishes 
him  the  means  in  the  Scriptures  to  acquire  it. 
Thus  the  Scriptures  are  profitable  fca:  doctrine. 
They  are  a  perfe^-t  system  of  learaiog  the  whole 
will  of  God.  They  are  perfect/or  reproof,  reprov- 
ing all  errors  the  Christian  may  iuaadvertantly 
fall  into.  They  are  perfect /b;'  correction,  correct- 
ing all  habits,  customs,  and  manners  oMitraiy  to 
the  perfect  will  of  God.  They  are  perfect  for  in  ■ 
strudlon  in  righteousness,  instructing  the  Christi- 
an in  all  that  is  right,  just  and  gacxl  in  the  perfect 
will  of  God.  Thus  is  the  Christian  thoroughly 
furnished  for  all  good  works,  that  he  may  be  per- 
fect in  obej^ng  the  word  and  will  of  God,  as  God 
is  perfect  in  revealing  His  will  to  man.  And  per- 
fect as  Jesus  was  in  suffering  obedience  to  God, 
so  purification,  sanetification,  and  perfection,  the 
things  which  concern  the  Christian,  hath  the  Lord 
perfected  for  him  in  His  woi-d. 

CRITICAL  OBSERVATIONS  NO.  3. 

:oo: 

The  wisdom  of  God  is   peaceable.     Christ   is 

styled  "  The  Prince  ofpecwe,"  hence  his  doctrine 
is  one  of  peace.  The  exulting  song  of  the  angelic 
hearie  at  the  birth  of  our  Savior  was  on  earth  pawe, 
(/ood  iciU  lo-ivanl  loen.    How  palpably    absurd  ti> 
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preach  retaliation,  revenge  and  .war.   Jesus  Christ 
sent  out  his  messenger  with  the  delightful  message 
of  peace.     "  And  into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter, 
first  say,  peace  be  to  this  house."  "  And  if  the  Son 
of  peace  be  there  your  peace  shall  rest  upon  it;  if 
not,  it  shall  turn  to  you  again."     Peace  cannot  be 
lessened,  it  will  not  be  lost.     It  is   inexhaustible. 
If  men  will  net  receive,  it  will  redound  to  the  one 
who  offered  it.     That  delightful  joyous  doctrine 
greeted  the  sorrow -stricken  disciple  after  the  cru- 
cifixion and  resurrection  of  their  Lord  and  Master 
from  his  gentle  lips,  "  peace  be  utito  you."     And 
when  trouble  had  filled  the  hearts  of  his  disciples, 
their  souls  overwhelmed  in  sorrow  by  the  declara- 
tion of  his  departure ;   comfort  withdrawn,  faitli 
diminished  and  hope  vanished  on  the  part  of  his 
■  followers ;  when  their   best  friend   ^vas  about   to 
leave,  their  leader,  yea,  Lord  and  Master    about 
to  forsake  them  ;  what  a  soul-cheering  and  heav- 
en-sent, sweet  and  amiable  doctrine.     "  I  will  not 
leave  you  comfortless,  I  will  come  to  you."     But 
knowing  the  frailty  of  man,  lest  they   would   not 
be  properly  prepared  for  14si  coming  after  his  long 
delay,  and  in  order  to  furnish  them  with  necesary 
strength  till  the  promised  comforter  in  the  person 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  would  co  u-.     He  says, ''  Peace 
I  leave  with  you,   my   Face   I  give   unto  you." 
Peace  is  more  excellent  than  rubles,  more   valua- 
ble than  diamonds,  and  more  precious  than  goldand 
silver  ;  sweeter  than  honey  and  honey  comb.     Pe- 
ter preaching  to  the  centurion  (captain  of  a  hun- 
dred) hesitated  not  a  moment  in  introducing   this 
peace  doctrine.     "  The  word  which  God  sent   un- 
to the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus 
Christ ;  (he  is  Lord  of  all)     That  word,  I  saj-,   ye 
know."       Be   clothed    with  humility;   fortitude 
and  courage  will  be  the  consequence.  My   fellow 
'laborers  in  the   Gospel,   being   armed    with   that 
power  you  need  not  be  afraid  to  go    to  any  corner 
in  the  outskirts  of  your  district  to  off^  the   peace 
principles  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  to  preach 
the  good  news  of  salvation    through   his   atoning 
blood  upon  condition  of  obedience  to  the  condition 
of  pardon,  to  wit,  repentance,  faith  and    baptism, 
"  For  he  that  believeth  and  is   baptized   shall   be 

The  third  quality  resulting  from  the  wisdom  of 
God  is  gentleness,  iudispensiblo  on  the  port  of  the 
minister  for  the  more  cflectual  teaching.  A  gentle 
lenient  and  amiable  disposition  is  Christ-like  and 
will  have  a  pov^crful  cflcct    upon    ii   commuuity  ; 


men  of  good  judgment  will  soon  learn  who  is  gen- 
tle.    They  do  not  look  alone  to    gentle   and   flat- 
tering words,  but  they  watch  actions  and  judge  by 
the  deeds,  which  is  perfectly  right.     It  requires  a 
considerable  degree  of  meekness  to  f  xcrclsc  gentle- 
ness  and  forbearance  in  prosperity,    in  sunshine, 
and  under  special  blessings  of  God  it   is   an   easy 
matter  to  be  gentle,  but  in  adversity,  under  clouds 
and  darkness,  and  withdrawal  of  the  blessing  it  re- 
quires self-denial.  If  the  enemy  attack   us   let   us 
not  fail  to  overcome  evil  with   good,   be   kind   to 
him  who  curses,  bless  him,  and  pray  for  him  that 
des  pitefully  uses  and  says  all  manner  of  evil  against 
you  for  my  name's  sake.  Feed  your  enemy,  clothe 
your  adversary,   these   and   deeds  of  gentleness, 
kindness  and  Christian  forbearance,   are  accepta- 
ble in  the  sight  of  God,  noticed  by  men   and   will 
crown  the  doctrine  of  the  cross  with   success.     A. 
teacher  must  be  an  ensample  to  the  hearers  in   his 
actions,  niiid  in  his  languge,  yet  positis'e  ;  soft    in 
his  entreaties,  feeling  with  a  sympathizing   heart, 
for  the  awful  condition  of  the  sinner,  and  the   ef- 
fect of  that  love  and  anxiety  in  hifi  soul   for   the 
rescue  of  the  poor  deluded  sinner,  if  sincere   and 
upright,   cannot  be   hid,  but  will   manifest  it- 
silf  by   the    tears  rolling  over  his  cheeks  in   his 
zeal,  concern  and  earnestness  for  the  salvation  of 
all.     O,  that  all  who  call  themselves  ministers  of 
the  Gospel,  would  seek  the  good  of  men   and   the 
salvation  of  undying  souls,  there  would   bo   more 
effectual   preaching.      But  self-interest,   (money) 
the  root  of  all  evil  is  the  lever  to   the  machinery, 
that   is  the  great  drawback  to   true  Christianity. 
Self  aggrandizement,  the  twin  sister  of  the  former 
is  the'next  great  hindrance.  .Scientific  discourses, 
flowered  with  rhetoric  aud  worldly  wisdom  to  suit 
popular  Christianity  is  another  great  injury.  Stud- 
ied sermons  learned  in  the  great  manufactories  of 
preachers,  written  down,  and  before  an  audience, 
read  off  in  a  cold  and  formal  manrer,  is  alike  det- 
rimental to  effectual  preaching,  and  detracts  from 
the  merits  of  the  true  preaching   of  the  Gospel. 
Hence  the  simplicity   and  humble  teachings   of 
Christ's  commandments,    the  observance  thereof 
urged  upon  the  people  is  undervalued,  cast  off  as 
unpalatable  and  the  preaching  of  the  enss  of  Christ 
ignored  by  the  mass.

The  present  volume  is  rap- 
idly drawing  to  a  close,  and  we  are  beginning  to 
look  forward.  The  future  is  veiled,  yet  our  hopes 
are  buoyant  with  expectation,  ^nd,  why  should 
they  not  be  ?  Is  not  the  work  in  which  we  arc 
engaged  one  that  should  be  a  success  ?  When  we 
look  at  what  should  be  the  moving  cause  of  an  en_ 
terprise  of  this  kind,  we  believe  that  the  smiling 
countenance  of  Providence  rests  upon  it,  and  any- 
thing that  merits  the  approbation  of  God  and  tends 
to  promote  His  cause,  should  surely  have  our 
united  effimts.  This  is  all  that  is  needed  to  make 
the  Pii-GRIM  a  complete  success,  and  if  ever  wc 
felt  in  earnest  we  do  xow.  Our  whole  heart, 
mind  and  soul  is  in  the  work,  and  often  when  ouf 
little  village  is  wrapped  in  the  arms  of  Miir2)heu', 
do  we  sit  in  our  sanctum,  or  roll  to  and  fro 
on  oiiiooiicli,  svitlisloeploFoypR,  absorbed  in  thonght 
in  roforonoo  to  this  mailer.

There  are  other  occupations  that  are  much 
better  raediums.for  competency  and  if  that  "were 
our  only  motive,  we  should  rest  comparatively 
easy.  Of  course  we  must  expect  from  it  a  means 
of  support.  The  Scriptures  teach  us  that  he  that 
■will  uot  provide  for  his  house  is  worse  than  an  in- 
fidel and  hath  denied  thcfaitli.  Should  our  enter- 
prise not  afford  us  a  support  we  would  certainly 
be  justifiable  in  chosing  another  calling.  But  we 
■will  assure  our  readers  that  we  will  not  until  we 
actually  come  to  want,  and  if  this  should  be  the 
case  it  will  be  alone  through  the  dead  inactive 
etate  of  our  brethren  and  sisters.  There  is  not  the 
least  imaginable  cause  why  we  should  notsucceed 
if  the  hearts  of  our  brethren  and  sisters  were  but 
fi'led  with  the  love  of  God.  But  here  is  ihe  point 
at  which  we  sometimes  falter,  not  so  much  on  ac- 
count of  our  failure,  but  we  think  we  have  an  in- 
terest and  concern  for  the  church  and  the  salva- 
tion of  souls  and  seeing  the  apparent  indifference 
to  things  that  relate  to  our  spiritual  interests,  the 
;v(fay.to  the  realization  of  our  ideal  is  not  strewed 
with  flowers.  Obstacles  are  in  the  way  and  they 
must  be  met.  Wc  hope  that  our  brethren  and  sis- 
ters who  are  alive  and  active,  wlio  have  the  true 
spirit  of  Christianity  will  meet  them,  and  that  the 
good  cause  will  not  suffer. 

Our  experience  in  assisting  in  the  [lublication 
of  our  periodicals  has  been  that  the  great  impedi- 
ment in  the  way  to  success  is,  ihe  love  of  money. 
There  has  been  »-great  cry  of  late  years  for  refor- 
mation in  the  church.  Some  have  attempted  to 
annihilate  the  uce  of  tobacce  and  other  prevailing 
habits.  Other  again  have  become  greatly  alai'm- 
ed  at  the  tendency  of  too  much  superfluity  in  dress, 
the  evidence,  as  the  scriptuies  teach  us,  of  pride. 
That  we  need  reformation  in  these  things  it  is  evi- 
dentj-but  may  it  not  be  sothatwc  are  watching  the 
enemy  only  at  these  points  wliile  at  othd^  unguard- 
ed he  is  at  vrork  probing  his  fatal  knife  to  tlie  heft 
in  the  very  heart  of  our  Christianity^  We  always 
thought  the  evils  referred  to  were  sufficiently  prom- 
inent to  cause  us  all  to  fight  against  them  ;  but  it 
has  always  appeared  to  us  that  there  lies  lurking 
beneath  all  these,  apparently  unnoticed,  a  demon 
spirit  of  larger  proportions,  and  a  more  extended 


field  of  operations  among  the  Brotherhood  to-day 
than  any  of  these.  The  love  of  money  has  surely 
proven  to  be  the  root  of  all  evil  to  many.  At  this 
point  we  would  like  to  direct  the  attention  of  tlie 
Brotherhood  and  we  earnestly  hope  that  the  bane- 
ful influence  of  this  desire  may  be  more  seen  and 
felt  aiid  that  it  may  be  fought  against  with  the 
same  zeal  that  wo  have  hitherto  other  evils.  "We 
want  REFORMATION.

WILD  BOAK  HUNTING. 

A  STORY  FOR  THE  YOUNG  FOLKS. 

Hunting  the  wild   boar   was,  in   other   days,  a 

kingly  sport,  and,  from  yiuth    to  age,  the  aniniar 


was  designated  by  different  names.  A  verj-  young 
boar,  in  France,  was  called  marcassin,  during  the 
second  year,  bete  de  compagnie,  as  the  sows  and  their 
young  kept  together  in  companies,  when  two  years 
old,  /-fl^o/,  when  three,  sanglier,  when  four,  quai- 
inier,  beyond  that,  vlenx  sanglier,  solitaire,  or 
veil  hennilc,  in  allusion  to  the  solitary  habits  of 
those  more  advanced  in  years,  seeking  in  prefef- 
ence,  the  depths  of  the  woods,  except  when  food 
grew  scarce,  and  forced  it  to  visit  the  lands  of  the 
farmer,  when  i(  made  sad  havoc  indeed. 

Wild  boar  hunting  is  often  dangerous.  The 
boar  easily  takes  alarm  at  human  shout-',  and  born 
and  the  report  of  firearms.  Its  course  is  straight, 
and  it  will  run  down  any  one  in  its  route,  rather 
than  swerve  from  it.  Nor  will  it  turn  aside  to 
attack,  unless  wounded ;  then  it  attacks  blindly 
on  all  sides,  till  driven  to  bay,  when  it  dies  hard, 
biting  and  ripping  to  the  last.  Well  trained  dogs 
will  surround  and  worry  the  dull  brute,  till  a 
chance  is  given  to  fasten  on  the  weak  point,  the 
ear.  Once  a  dog  seizes  that,  the  boar  yields ;  it 
is  conqurered,  and  has  lost  all  power.  A  single  dog 
will  hold  it  till  the  master  arrives  to  dispatch  it. 

Some  dogs,  cunning  and  alert,  will  keep  up  be- 
side the  boar  in  the  race,  quietly,  so  as  not  to  di- 
vert it,  till  the  moment  comes  to  seize  the  all  im- 
portant ear,  and  then  succeed  without  any  danger 
of  meeting  the  terrible  tusks, 

In  India,  the  boar  i^hunted  with  spears,  and 
gives  much  exciting  sport  to  English  residents. 
Captain  Newell  thus  describes  a  run  after  a  wild 
boar : 

"  A  boar  was  said  to  be  afoot,  and  knocking 
about  among  the  high,  thick  hedges,  and  some 
rode  in  one  direction,  and  some  in  another.  I 
found  myself  in  one  field,  with  an  immense  hedge 
in  front,  and  thought  I  might  as  well  stay  there 
till  something  definite  was  acertained  of  the  boar's  ' 
whereabouts.  One  of  the  other  hunters  was  a 
little  beyond,  but  divided  from  myself  by — at 
that  spot — another  impassable  hedge. 

"  I  had  not  waited  long,  when  I  saw  a  very  fine 
boar,  with  a  noble  pair  of  tushes,  canter  leisurely 
along,  not  a  hundred  yards  from  me,  but  on  the 
other  side  at   the    tall    mas?    of  prickly-pear    in

front  of  me.  By  galloping  round  to  get  out  of 
the  field  by  Ihe  gate  opening,  I  should  lose  sight 
of  the  pig,  and  most  probably  miss  him  alto- 
gether. There  was  just  one  place  in  the  hedge, 
however,  which  I  thought  my  horse  might  ne- 
gotiate, for  he  could  jump  like  a  deer  when  he 
chose,  and  his  blood  was  up  after  a  pig.  Ac- 
cordingly, I  gave  him  a  touch  of  the  spur  to 
stir  him,  took  him  back  into  the  field,  and  cram- 
med him  at  the  Jiedge. 

There  was  the  pig,  right  opposite  on  the  other 
side,  and  craning  or  shirking  was  out  of  the  ques- 
tion— over,  into,  or  through  we  were  bound  to  go, 
and  into  or  through  prickly-pear  is,  you  know,  a 
most  unpleasant  alternative.  My  horse  had  caught 
a  sight  of  the  pig,  and  was  every  way  as  much  in- 
terested as  myself  in  the  spectacle.  He  made  a 
splendid  spring,  knocked  away  a  few  of  the  top- 
most sprouts,  and  nearly  fell  on  landing — for  there 
■was  a  bit  of  a  drop  on  that  side — but  picked  him- 
self up,  and  away  we  rattled  after  the  boar. 

"  I  didn't  think  any  of  my  companions  could 
follow  me  over,  even  if  that  part  of  the  hedge  lay 
in  their  line,  which  it  did  not,  for  they  were  most- 
ly heavy  men,  and  not  particularly  well  mounted; 
so  I  had  the  running  of  that  pig  all  to  myself.  He 
Boon  lay  out  at  a  rattling  pace  when  he  saw  me ; 
and  led  over  several  hedges.  I  gradually  gained 
on  him,  and  forced  him  into  a  lane,  up  which  he 
ran.  Here  I  closed  with,  and  turned  him 
and  he  then  left  it  in  the  vicinity  of  the  village, 
and,  dashing  across  a  small  open  bit,  went  over 
another  hedge,  and  into  a  field.  I  got  well  behind 
him,  and  again  turned  him,  still  to  the  left,  and 
he  nbw  made  partly  in  the  direction  from  which 
he  started.  After  going  through  one  small,  thin 
hedge,  he  ran  along  down  another,  which  there 
cut  it  at  right  angles. 

"I  had  of  course,  shouted  vigorously  at  the 
start,  but  knew  not  what  had  become  of  my  com- 
panions. My  attention  was  too  much  concentra- 
ted on  the  boar  for  me  to  ascertain  whether  or  no 
any  were  I'iding  behind  me,  and  if  so,  at  what  dis- 
tance. But  I  thought,  from  the  turns  we  had 
made,  that  they  might  cut  in  anywhere. 

"The  hog  was    gettin"-    tired,   a.s    he   pounded  I 


down  along  side  the  hedge,  and  I  soon  got  cloje 
behind  him.  But  the  hedge  was  on  his  left,  and 
he  steadily  refused  to  be  pushed  from  it  on  to  ray 
spear  side.  There  was  no  help  for  it,  so  I  took 
up  my  horse  alongside,  with  him  on  my  bridle 
hand,  and  prepared  to  spear  him  over  it. 

"  Directly  I  raced  up  even  with  him,  round  he 
came.  I  made  a  vigorous  overthrust,  met  him 
in  full  charge,  and  had  my  spear  head  mashed  oft" 
and  bamboo  splintered  to  my .  hand,  and  my  ac- 
tive, experienced  horse  only  just  avoided  his  rip, 
as  the  superior  pace  at  which  we  were  going  car- 
ried us  past. 

"  The  spear  had  evidently  struck  a  bone — prob- 
ably the  shoulder — and  the  chances  were,  the 
wound  was  by  no  means  a  disabling  one,  and  I 
had  nothing  wherewith  to  renew  the  combat. 

"  As  I  palled  in  and  got  after  the  boar,  with, 
the  object  of  keeping  him  in  sight,  I  looked  round, 
and,  to  my  great  delight,  saw  one  of  the  hunters 
close  at  hand.  He  soon  rattled  up  to  the  pig, 
which  had  now  crossed  into  another  field,  and 
speared  him  with  a  vigorous  blow  down  into  the 
back.  So  deadly  was  the  thrust,  that  the  boar 
rolled  over,  and  in  a  few  seconds  was  dead — before^ 
indeed,  the  others  could  ariive  on  the  scene." —

Ploovers 
and  from  there  home  where  we  arrived  the  eve  of 
the  11th. 

We  found  a  Bible  in  the  family  of  bro.  John 
Yarners  in  Pocahontas  co.,  W.  Ya.  349  years  old, 
and  was  twelve  years  in  making  and  binding.

THE  YELLOW  FEVER. 
:oo: 

The  yellow  fever  has  broken  out  at  Cedar  Ke3-s, 
ria.,  in  a  virulent  and  epidemic  form.  The  Tal- 
lahassee Sentinel  of  Saturday  morning  last  says: 

"  At  least  twenty  persons  have  been  attacked 
with  the  disease,  and  seveu  or  eight  deaths  have 
ah'eady  occurred.  There  is  really  a  panic  among 
the  citizens,  and  eveiy  one  able  to  get  away  has 
left  the  town.  The  rioters  recently  arrested  and 
lodged  in  the  jail  have  been  released  on  parole, 
no  one  being  found  to  guard  or  care  for  them. 
AVe  are  informed  that  a  number  of  those  who  have 
fled  from  the  Keys  have  gone  to  Jacksonville,  and 
fears  are  entertained  that  our  oister  city  may  be 
the  sufferer.  The  Mayor  of  our  own  city  has  ve- 
ry properly  issued  his  proclamation,  in  which  he 
says : 

"  Information  has  been  received  of  the  existence 
of  yellow  fever  at  Cedar  Keys  in  an  epidemic  form. 
It  is  feared  that  the  fever  may  extend  along  the 
Gulf  and  appear  on  the  Atlantic  coast ;  and  al- 
though Tallahassee  has  heretofore  been  exempt 
■when  other  communities  have  suffered  from-  its 
terrible  ravages,  yet  it  behooves  our  citizens  to 
adopt  every  precaution  to  preserve  the  city  from 
jntroductiop  of  that  or  any  other  disease  of  a  fatal 
character.  It  is  difiBcult  to  establish  a  successful 
quarantine  against  cities  or  places  with  which 
there  is  daily  communication  by  rail,  should  yel- 
low fever  unfortunately  break  out  in  their  midst ; 
but  we  Diay,  by  proper  sanitary  measures,  prevent 
its  appearance  among  us,  and  to  this  end  I  ask 
the  citizens  to  employ  every  practical  means  to 
preserve  the  health  of  the  community  by  the  free 
use  of  disinfectants." — Stale  Journal.

victim  until  he  becomes  so  disgusted  and  sick 
of  it,  that  he  will  crave  no  more ;  still  another, 
who  advises  that  the  patient  be  sent  to  an 
asylum  for  inebriates,  and  confined  therein,  and 
treated  until  all  hankering  for  "  fire-water  " 
shall  have  ceased,  and  another  would  have 
the  victim  "  taper  off"  by  taking  a  small  horn, 
and  after  each  dram  cutting  away  with  a  knife 
a  portion  of  the  horn,  so  that  it  will  hold  less 
and  less,  until  the  entire  horn  shall  be  finally 
cut  away,  and  with  it  the  determination  to 
drink.  These  methods  ..are  compromises.

MOEMONISM'S  LAST  DITOH. 


Salt  Lake  City, — Oct.,  Srd. — In  Court  this 
morning,  the  counsel  for  Brigham  Young  having 
said  that  Young  was  sick  and  unable  to  appear, 
moved  that  he  be  admitted  to  bail.  Jud^e  Mc- 
Kean  said  if  the  prisoner  be  sick  he  might  remain 
in  his  house  unguarded  for  the  present,  but  that 
the  motion  to  admit  to  bail  could  not  be  enter- 
tained until  the  prisoner  appear  at  the  bar  of  the 
Court. 

In  the  Hawkins  case,  a  motion  made  to  quash 
the  indictment  was  overruled,  but  time  was  gran- 
ted to  file  a  place  of  abatement.  All  is  quiet. 
There  is  no  indication  of  trouble. 

Daniel  H.  Wells,  Mayor  of  Salt  Lake  City, 
and  Third  President  of  the  Mormon  Church,  was 
arrested  this  evening  by  United  States  Marshall 
on  an  indictment  of  the  Grand  Jury  charging  him 
under  the  Utah  statutes,  with  lewdly  and  lasciv- 
iously cohabiting  with  one  Louisa  Free,  whom 
Wells  claims  as  one  of  his  wives.  The  accused 
was  taken  before  Judge  McKean,  and  held  to  bail 
in  $5,000  to  answer  at  the  present  term  of  the 
Court.  In  this  case,  as  in  that  of  Brigham  Young 
upon  a  similar  charge.  Major  Charles  H.  Helm- 
6ted  and  the  Hon.  T,  Fitch   are  counsel   for  the 

defence. 

Gen.  Henry  A.  Morrow,  formerly  in  command 
here,  arrived  last  night,  an;J  was  enthusiastically 
received.  He  is  under  orders  to  report  at  Camp 
Douglass.  A  company  of  cavalry  from  Fort 
Steele,  and  a  full  battery  from  Fort  Halleck,  are 
expected  here  to-morrow.  There  are  now  about 
600  troops  in  camp. 

HORRORS  IN  PERSIA. 


LoHDOX,  Oct.  3. — Mr.  Savil  Dickenson  writes 
from  Teheran  oa  September  the  7th,  giving  an 
aooount  of  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  famine 
stricken  provinces  of  Khorassan.  He  says  that 
during  the  month  of  July  8,000  persons  perished 
in  the  city  of  Melchid,  and  that  4,000  of  the  iu- 
habitanta  of  the  province  had  been  carried  into 
slavery  by  the  Aignans  who  had  taken  advantage 


of  the  general  disorganization  to  make  incursions 
for  plunder.  The  bakers  demanded  such  exor- 
bitant prices  for  bread  that  the  authorities  inter- 
vened, and  a  number  of  the  extortioners  had  been 
executed.  Mr.  Dickenson  says  that  the  country 
is  disturbed  by  frequent  insurrections;  the  pesti- 
lence still  rages,  and  its  horrors  are  increased  by 
destructive  inundations.  Yet,  notwithstanding 
the  fearful  situation  of  the  country  and  people, 
the  Persian  Government  has  refused  to  avail  it- 
self of  the  aid  proposed  by  the  Government  of 
Great  Britian  and  Russia. —  The  Sun, 

An  Old  Eelic  OomeB  To  Light, 

A  short  time  since,  as  the  workmen   were   en- 
gaged in  digging  the  fourdation    for  Holmes  and 
Pearce's  new  store,  in   Mount  Olivet,  Robertson 
county,  they  struck  two   four- feet   posts,  buried    -. 
perpendicularly,  some  seven   or  eight  feel  from 
the  surface  of  the  ground.     Continuing    their   la- 
bors, the  workman   found  at  the  bottom  of  one  of 
these  posts,  a   stone  about  one  foot  square,  bear- 
ing this  inscription,  in  plain,   but  roughly  carved 
letters,  viz;"    D.  B.,  1775."

But  what  was  the  stone  doing  at    , 
the  foot  of  the  post  ?  And  how   came  the  post  to 
be  two  feet  from  the  surface   of  the   earth.?  And 
if  it  was  a  grave,  why  were  there   not   some  signs    ; 
of  a  coffin  ?  And — what  does  it  all  mean  anyhow? 
We  "  pause  for  a  reply."    Who  knows  ?  The  posts 
had  evidently  been  buried  for  time  without   reck- 
oning, for  on  exposure  to  the  light  they  atonce    .

Having  thought  at  the  conclnsion  of  my  last 
article,  to  write  soon,  yet  owing  to  circumstances, 
I  was  somewhat  delayeJ.  My  readers  will  please 
excuse.

consequently  it  follows  very  naturally,  too,  that 
he  should  be  awakened,  and  once  awakened,  arise 
to  action. 

I.  Awake.  It  is  necessai-y  iohcar  the  awakening 
voice.  The  apostle  asks  the  very  important  ques- 
tion, "  How  then  shall  they  call  on  him  in  whom 
they  have  not  believed  ?  and  how  shall  they  be- 
lieve in  him  of  whom  they  have  not  heard  ?  and 
how  shall  they  hear  without  a  preacher?  and  how 
shall  they  preach,  except  they  be  sent  ?  "  He 
further  remarks,  "  So  then  faith  cometh  by  hear- 
ing, and  hearing  by  the  word  of  God."  Rom.  10  : 
14,  15,  17.  We  understand  from  the  above  that 
God's  plan  to  awaken  the  sinner  is  preaching. 
This  has  been  His  means  in  former  dispensations. 
Noah  was  a  preacher  of  righteousness  to  the  ante- 
diluvians, Lot  to  the  Sodomites,  Jonah  to  the  Nin- 
evites,  and  in  these  last  times  has  made  known 
nnto  UB  His  will  by  His  Son,  and  confirmed  it  by 
those  that  heard  Him.  The  apostles  were  commis- 
sioned to  go  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gos- 
pel to  every  creature.     Go  and  teach  all  nations. 

Listen  attentively  from  xohence  it  comes.  We 
wake  this  a  point  because  there  are  false  prophets 


and  teachers  gone  out  among  the  people.  The  Sav- 
ior had  occasion  to  say  "  Take  heed  that  no  man 
deceive  you.  For  many  shall  come  in  my  name, 
saying,  I  am  Christ;  and  shall  deceive  many.  And 
many  false  prophets  shall  rise,  and  shall  deceive 
many.  Matt.  24  :  4,  5,  11.  "  For  the  time  will 
come  when  they  will  not  endure  sound  doctrine ; 
but  after  their  own  lusts  shall  they  heap  to  them- 
selves teachers,  having  itching  ears."  2.  Tim.  4:  3. 
"  And  no  marvel ;  for  satan  himself  is  transform- 
ed into  an  angel  of  light.  Therefore  it  is  no  gi-eat 
thing  if  his  ministers  also  be  transformed  as  the 
ministers  of  righteonsnesss ;  whose  end  shall  be  ac- 
cording to  their  works."  2  Cor.  11 :  14,  15. 
These  are  solemn  truths  whereunto  we  do  well  by 
taking  knowledge.  The  surest  and  safest  way  of 
determining  the  character  of  the  tree,  is  by  observ- 
ing the  fruit  it  bears.  We  can  only  know  that 
the  source  is  pure,  when  the  stream  is  pure;  that 
the  doctrine  is  in  strict  accordance  with  the  word 
of  God. 

Determine  what  it  says  and  means.  Here  cornea 
a  great  difficulty  with  many  sinners.  They,  like 
one  who  is  asleep,  and  hears  the  voice,  but  does 
not  listen  attentively,  consequently  cannot  deter- 
mine what  the  voice  says  and  means.  Such  very 
often  arise  immediately  without  counting  the  cost, 
and  like  the  hungry  will  eat  that  which  is  offered, 
without  examining  whether  it  is  the  apple  of  th« 
forbidden  tree,  which  satan  offers,  or  the  bread  of 
eternal  life,  Christ  Jesus ;  the  word  of  God.  Many 
sinners  tell  us  that  they  cannot  understand  ;  that 
there  are  so  many  ways  of  setting  about  the  salva- 
tion of  (he  soul,  and  that  they  cannot  determine 
which  is  that  strait  gate  that  opens  on  the  narrow 
way,  which  leads  to  God  and  glory.  Now  we 
will  give  you  our  plan  to  assist  you  in  that,  and 
not  fail  to  enable  you  to  determine  aright.  He- 
comf  of  a  teachable  spirit,  subtnissire  and  meek.  Then

We 
do  not  learn  that  that  convenient  season  ever  came, 
or  that  Paul  ever  returned  to  deal  out  to  him  the 
beauty  of  wisdom's  pleasant  ways.  Then  do  not 
postpone  your  return  to   the  Father's  house.     It

as  rude  persons  in  our  communily  however,  M^ho 
profess  to  be  awake;  This  class  saV' they  are  sav- 
ed by  faith  alone.

Prepare  caret  ally  to.  wdconie  Him.  "When  an 
earthly  visitor  arrives,  one  whom  -R'e  cherish,  love 
and  esteem,  it  is  very  desirable  that  our  house 
should  be  in  order,  and  we,  be  prepared  to  enter- 
tain him  comfortably.  But  how  much  more  should 
we  be  desirous  of  being  prepared  to  make  that 
heavenly  visitor  a  welcome  guest,  in  the  temple  of 
our  hearts.  That  spirit  against  which  blasphemy 
is  not  forgiven  in  this  world,  neither  in  the  world 
to  comew  I  .would  just  state  here  .'that  ,tiie  indis- 
pensible  steps"  to  be  taken  in  the  preparation  are, 
Faith,  Repentance,  and  Baptism.  When  these 
are  complied  with,  the  sinner  has  the  assurance 
that  he  shall  i-eoeive"  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost;

TJse  the  light.  We  are  taught  in  the  wofa  of 
God,  which  is  the  only  source  of  divine  wisdom  ; 
that  men  do  not  light  a^candleand  ,  pat  Jit  .under 
a  bushel,  but  put  it  oa  a  caudle-stick  that  jt  may 
give  light  to  all  that  are  in  the  house.  All  the 
light  that  God  bestows  on  man,  is  for  his  use  and 
benefit.  And  how  do  men  set  Heaven's,  arrange- 
ments under  the  "bushel,"  or  '/  bed."  It  -is  bj 
the  "  think  so"  doctrine  -which  is;  ,prevalept  in 
these  last  times.  There  are  too  many  who  are 
self-willed,  too  many  who  are  taught  the  traditions 
of  men,  and  prejudiced  against  the  truth,  too  H^a- 
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ny  n^bo  tire  born  of  blood,  of  the  will  of  the  flesh, 
and  of  the  will  of  man,  and  not  of  God.  Some 
again  may  endeavor  (o  use  the  light,  but  through 
carelessness  permit,  ,,^:,1^„,.  '/\   ,•'.;'. 

.  Currents  of  air  to  blow  upon'itivhrrling  it  about. 
Some  are  tossed  too  and  fro,  by  every  •'^T^nd  of 
doctrine.  The  influence  of  men  is  great  especial- 
ly ill  these  evil  days  when  the  prince  of  the  power 
of  the  air-  is  displaying  himself  so  gigantically. 
TliB  light  of  Christ  is  not  only  subject  to  subvert- 
ing influences,  but  if  we  are  not  careful  our  posi- 
tion may  be  such,  that  others  may  blow  the  light. 
What  we  mean  by  this  is  opposition.  The  sinner 
if  he  wishes  to  break  loose  from  satan,  must  arise 
no  matter  who  may  oppose.  When  we  look  into 
the  law  of  Moses  we  find  ensamples  oflhe.noblest 
character,  porfraying  our  duty  when  men  and 
matter  oppose. 

''itrm  before  it  gets  too  dim/  it-  thought.  The 
sinner  is.  in  darkness,  hence,  to  arise,  he  must  have 
light, — the  grace  of  God,  which  tea,che8  men  to 
deny  ungodliness,  in  order  to  see  how  to  put  on 
his  attire.  Now,  when  this  grace  appears  we 
should  not  let  it  get  dim,  we  should  not  I'ecome 
careless  and  indifferent,  but  alive  to  our  best  inter- 
ests, redeeming  the  time,  knowing  that  th,e  days 
are  evil.  .  ' 

Use  themifror.  It  has  been^  and  is  yefc  very 
common  among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  to  use 
that  which  is  called  the  mirror,  when  dressing, 
and  laying  aside  those  garments  which  they  were 
sleeping  in,  and  clothing  themselves  with  those 
attiremeuts  which  are  of  the  day,  and  ia  which 
they  desire  to  appear  before  the  world.  The  mir- 
ror that  the  sinner  needs  in  order  that  he  may  lay 
aside  the  works  of  darkness  wherewith  he  was 
clothed  while  asleep  iu  sin,  aud  put  on  the  robe  of 
truth  and  holiness,  is  the  Gosjiel,  It  shows  to  him 
just  what  he  iSj  and  what  he  ought  to  be.  It 
shows  to  him  those  things  which  he  loves,  and 
ought  to  hate,  aud  those-things  he  hates,  and  ought 
to  love.  ,  ;.,v/'   . .;...!   :  '  .  ;  mi  ■ ;  j 

Be  sure  all Js  iji  ord^r.  „^here  can  be  no  good 
reason  why  all  should  not  \>q  in  order.  The  Gos- 
pel is  sufficiently  brilliant  to  show  us  all  our  at- 
tirements  requisite  to  the  holy  walk  God  demands 
of  us.  The  m^n  or  woman  wKo  is  willing  to  look 
into  that  perfect  law  of  liberty,  and  sees  that  there 
are  certain  things  required  of  them  that  they  have 
nevei- attended  lOj  and^doesjno.t  at. ooce"  set  their 


house  in  order"  in  relation  to  those  tilings,  are 
neither  wise  unto  salvation,  norlionest  with  them- 
selves. There  are  no  non-essentials.  But  perhaps 
some  good  meaning,  though  easy  kind  of  men  may 
say,  we.  can  dress  very  well  without  tlie  mirror  if 
we  have  the  assistance  of  others  to  tell  us  where 
we  cannot  see  ourseK-cs.  But,  then  the  trouble  is 
your  faith  is  based  on  man,  and  not  on  the  God  of 
your  salvation.  Jesus  says  "  learn  of  Me."  Let 
all  comply  with  these  directions,  then  all  will 
arise  in  the  same  manner,  get  the  same  directions, 
and  of  the  same  mind.  The  opinions  and  tastes 
of  others  will  thus  be  avoided,  and  God  will  be 
well  pleased  with  our  appearance  before  Him  both 
iu  body  and  spirit.  He  who  shows  discretion  in 
this  is  surely  wise  in  being  careful.  Again  there 
is  another  consideration.  Some  persons  who  are 
giddy,  inattentive  and  not  close  observers  will 
likely  not  see  all  in  the  Gospel  mirror  concerning 
them.  Just  so  it  is  with  many  iu  their  repentance. 
At  least  we  have  come  to  this  conclusion  from 
what  we  have  observed  in  the  character  and  ap- 
pearance of  some  who  profess  to  be  changed  from 
darkness  to  light,  and  new  creatures  in  Christ. 
Oh  !  what  deception  ;  being  led  by  the  blind,  in 
bonds  of  iniquity,  and  in  the  gall  of  bitterness. 
No  wonder  they  do  not  see ;  that  they  have  not 
been  purged  from  their  old  eins  ;  that  they  have 
on  still  the  uniform  which  satan  allows  his  sol- 
diers to  wear  in  his  kingdom.  Many  in  reading 
the  word  of  God,  are  unable  to^eemore  than  one 
side.  They  have  been  taught  from  youth  a  certain 
creed,  aud  through  that  creed  they  search  the  Scrip- 
tures. For  suoh'tb  arise  after  the  manner  of  God's 
appointment  is  very  difficult  indeed.  The  mind 
being  poisoned  with  obuoxious  doctrines,  conse- 
quently, prejudiced  agaiust  the^truth.  "Hence  it 
is  best  not  to  turn  the  back  to  the  mirror  and  try 
to  look  over  the  shoulder.  And  if  there  should  be 
any  doubts  in  the  mind  relative^'the  manner  of 
purifying  the  soul,  take  a  few*  mOrc  glances  into 
the  Gospel  mirror, — aud  then  a  few  more  until 
all  such  doubts  remove.  For,  the  Gospel  is  de- 
clared to  be  the  power  of  God  unto  salvatiou  to  all 
them  that  believe,  Christ  said,  "  blessed  are  the 
pure  iu  heart ;  for  they  sliall  see  God."  JMatt.  5 :  8. 
Consequently  Peter  gives  tlie  method  of  becoming 
pure  "Seeing  you  have  purified  your  souls  iu 
obeying  the  truth  through  the  Spirit  unto  unfeign- 
ed love  of  the  brethren."     1  Pet.  1  :  22. 

Pror^cd  to  icclroiuc  Him  llic — Jloh/  Ghost.  Thus 
i  far  Me  Ua\1c  been  giving  a  few  hints   relative  to 
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getting  the  evil  Spirit  driven  out,  and  the  honse 
in  order,  swept  and  garnished,  and  made  ready 
for  the  heavenly  King  who  is  to  reign  and  rule 
in  that  holy  temple,  reared  for  that  purpose,  that 
He  may  lead  and  guide  His  subjects  into  ail  truth. 
Now  for  getting  the  heavenly  stranger  in. 

It  icill  not  do  to  push  back  the  curtains  and  beck- 
on Him  in.  What  we  mean  by  this  is  taking  up 
a  form  of  doctrine  bat  denying  the  power.  It 
has  got  to  be  fashionable  to  belong  to  some  church. 
Hence  in  order  to  become  attached  to  it,  it  is  nec- 
essary to  go  through  some  prescribed  form,  which 
is  generally  tha  one  which  requires  the  leatt  sac- 
rifice, and  is  the  most  popular. 

Nor  hoist  the  window  and  lean  out.  Why  not 
come  entirely  out.  A  half  way  method  will  not 
ans  iver  the  purpose.  For  instance,  if  you  use  wa- 
ter in  baptism,  why  do  you  not  use  enough  to  bap- 
tize you,  or  is  the  head  of  a  man,  all  of  man.  And 
if  you  go  into  the  water  with  your  feet,  why  not 
go  in  with  your  body  also,  and  if  yon  go  into  the 
water  with  your  body  once,  why  not  in  the  name 
of  eiich  of  the  holy  Trinity.  There  is  no  compro- 
mise in  God's  condition  of  salvation. 

Nor  to  open  the  door  and  siaiid  near  it.  This 
h&i  some  show  of  a  very  liberal  compromise  But 
to  believe  with  all  the  heart ;  to  love  the  Lord  thy 
God  witii  all  the  heart,  soul,  might,  and  strength, 
requires  a  full  surrender,  that  the  will  may  be- 
come subject  to  the  will  of  God. 

Nor  to  invite  Him  in  under  high  excitement. 
Although  the  anxious-bench  method  has  worn 
itself  pretty  well  out,  by  its  back-sliding  subjects, 
it  still  has  some  supporters.  Rather  think  twice 
before  you  speak  once  on  such  important  occasions, 
and  let  all  things  be  done  decently  and  in  order. 

Nor  to  request  Him  to  enter  the  "  house"  first. 
Under  this  head  we  will  close  our  article.  We  are 
awai'e  there  is  a  diversity  of  opinions  in  respect  to 
the  above  heading.  Some  contend  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  ie  received  before  baptism  wlule  others  con- 
tend for  the  promise  of  God  as  it  is  revealed  in 
His  word.  Now  for  the  law  and  the  testimony. 
"  John  did  baptize  in  the  wilderness,  and  preach 
the  baptism  of  repentance  for  the  remission  of  sins." 
Mavk.  1:4.  "  Tlien  Peter  said  unto  them,  He- 
pent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you  in  the  name 
of  Jesus  Christ,  i^or  the  remission  of  siy\s ;  and  ye 
SHALL  KECEivE  the  gift  of  tite  Holy  Ghost.  For 
the  pRoMrsE  IS  unto  you,  and  to  your  children,  ami 
io  Xhh  th'U  are  afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord 
our  God  shall  call."     Ads  2 :  38,  39.     Pelcr  does 


not  toll  those  inquirers  that  they  should  be  bap* 
tized  because  they  had  received  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  but  he  tells  them  that  when  they 
have  repented,  then  they  should  be  baptized,  and 
then  follow  the  promise,  "  Ye  shall  receive  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  But  a  little  more  testi- 
mony. "  And  Jesus  when  He  WAS  baptized,  went 
up  straiglit-way  out  of  the  water  j  and,  lo,  the 
heavens  were  opened  unto  Him,  and  He  saw  the 
Spirit  of  God  descending  like  a  dove,  and  lighting 
upon  Him."  Malt.  3:  16.  Was  this  effusion  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  upon  Jesus  before  he  was  baptiz- 
ed, or  after.  A  way-faring  man  can  answer. 
Now  Jesus  says,  "  I  am  the  door,  I  am  the  war, 
and  no  man  cometh  to  the  Father  but  by  Me." 
"  Except  a  man  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he 
cannot  enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  God."  John 
3 :  5.  Here  again,  water  first,  then  the  Spirit.  "  The 
like  figure  w hereunto  even  baptism  doth  also  now 
save  us  (not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the 
flesh,  but  the  ars^^er  of  a  good  conscience  toward 
God)  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ."  1  Pet. 
3 :  21.  Here  the  answer  of  good  conscience  is  de- 
clared to  be  had  by  baptism.  "And  now  why  tar- 
riest  thou?  ', Arise  and  be  baptized,  and  wash  away 
thy  sins,  calling  on  the  name  of  the  Lord."  Acts, 
22 :  16.  This  is  conclusive  evidence  that  sin  is 
not  washed  away,  until  the  washing  is  done.  The 
gitl  of  the  Holy  Ghost  is  the  seal  of  the  covenant, 
which  seal  is  only  attached  when  the  covenant  is 
made,  which  covenant  is  made  in  baptism. 

And  now  dear  sinner  who  ere  you  be,  and -where 
ere  you  are,  learn  a  lesson  from  the  Prodigal  Son. 
It  is  said  "  he  came  to  himself,"  i.  e.  be  got  awake. 
And  not  only  did  he  get  awake  but  he  said  "  I  will 
arise  and  go  to  my  father."  And  we  are  further 
told  that  he  not  only  resolved  to  do  right,  but,  did 
do  right.  "  And  he  arose,  and  came  to  his  fath- 
er." Sinner,  so  do  as  did  the  Prodigal,  and  the 
blessed  light  of  Heaven's  beams,  shall  be  a  lamp 
to  your  pathway,  to  lead  and  guide  you  on  the 
narrow  way  that  leads  to  the  Father's  house.  And 
there  enjoy  the  fatted  calf,  wear  I  ho  Father's  best 
robe,  and  drink  from  that  crystal  river  that  makes 
glad  the  City  of  God.  .  "-'   !

"  And  easy  to  be  entreated  "  is  another  sign  of 
God's  wisdom.  The  minister  that  is  posseased  with 
this  wisdom,  is  not  selfwilled,  and  shuns  to  labor 
for  vain  glory  or  to  obtain  praise  from  men.  Hence 
if  he  through  weakness  or  imperfection,  depart 
from  this  rule,  and  is  reminded  of  the  fact  by  the 
least  of  his  hearers,  he  is  easy  entreated,  giving  a 
listening  ear  without  trying  to  justify  his  course 
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before  he  hears  his  accusers.  And  if  by  sound 
argutpent  from  the  Scriptlines  the  accusation  can 
be  sustaitled,  he  will  yield,  submit  and  reform. 
"  Foolisli  and  unleSitnad  questions  avoid,  knowing 
that  they  do  eftgeadet  strife^  and  the  servant  of  the 
Lord  raUst  not  strive,  but  be  gentle  nnto  all  men, 
apt  to  teacbj  patient."  O  how  careful  should  we 
be,  in  a  strange  place  particularly,  to  give  the 
people  "their  meat  in  due  season.  So  that  the 
truth  of  God  is  not  brought  into  disrepute.  Ob- 
servation teaches  that  language  used  harshly,  or 
inappropriately  and  unwisely^  does  more  harm  than 
igdod.  By  attacking  men's  character  and  their 
profession  of  faith,  and  speaking  contemptuously, 
lightly,  irreverently  and  ironically,  of  what  they 
were  taught  by  their  parents  in  their  early  days  to 
cherish,  to  hold  dear  and  sacred,  had  ever  a  tend- 
€h<;y  to  irritate,  make  angry  and  drive  awa^'  such 
hearers  with  disgust  and  diapprobation  of  doclf  ibei, 
Consequently  it  will  prove  disastrous  to  the  cause 
for  which  Clirist  died.  Let  your  speech  bo  seasoned 
with  grace,  full  of  mercy,  kindness,  benevolence 
aad  godly  sincerity,  Sympathiae  with  them  in  their 
delusion,  and  by  evidence  of  Scripture,  show  them 
their  error,  in  love,  patience  and  forbearance, 
Siake  them  sensible,  by  appeals,  earnest  entreating, 
solemn  persuasions  and  continual  invitations,  that 
you  feel,  for  them,  and  that  your  sole  aim  is,  the 
salvation  of  ihcir  souls.  Set  before  them,  moved 
by  the  Spirit  of  God,  kindly,  yet  positively  and 
with  firniness,  the  fearful  consequence  of  sin  and 
disobedience.  Tell  theoi  what  God  requires  of 
man,  in  a  brief  and  simple  manner — without  am- 
biguity ;  with  clearness  and  purity  of  speech,  is 
indispensible,  so  that  you  are  properly  under- 
stood. Circumlocution  and  pomposity  should  be 
avoided,  neither  should  any  far-fetched  argument 
be  presented  to  prove  your  points.  Many  words 
darken  speech,  confuscth  the  bearers  and  wears 
their  patience,  and  ab">ve  all,  makes  a  tedious  and 
lifeless  discourse.  Call  them  to  prove  their  actions 
with  the  word  of  God,  their  discipline  wilh  Christ's 
commandments. 

Show  them,  thai  the  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  be- 
ginning of  wisdom,  and  to  fear  God  is  to  keep  His 
commaadments,  and  that  is  the  conclusion  of  the 
whole  matter.  It  fits  us  for  Heaven  and  for  the 
society  of  angels,  and  brings  as  into  the  sweet 
prc30iice]of  our  God,  where  sorrow  is  a  stranger, 
pain  never  felt.  Where  death  has  lost  his  sting, 
and  tiic  grave  is  swallowed  up  in  victory.     Faith 


ended  in  vision  and  hope  in  reality.  Nothing  will 
strike  the  heart  of  the  sinner  and  touch  his  tender 
mind  sooner,  than  to  set  before  him  the  goodness 
of  God,  His  forbearing  mercy,  and  unprecedented 
love  in  giving  His  dear  Son  for  the  rjinsom  of  his 
soul.  For  "  this  is  a  true  and  faithful  saying,  and 
worthy  of  all  acceptation,  that  Jesus  Christ  came 
into  the  world  to  save  sinners."  Ca»nol,by  these 
glorious  truths,  the  most  abandoned  sinner  ba 
brougiit  to  the  feet  of  Jesus,  to  sue  for  mercy  and 
forgiveness  ?  For  lei  hiw  be  assured  his  suit  will 
not  be  in  vain.  Be  wise  and  easy  entreated,  obey 
God  and  let  all  your  labors,  founded  upon  man'a 
teachings  be  counted  but  dung,  that  you'may  win 
Christ.  "  Full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits,"  are  also 
characteristics  of  godly  wisdom.  "Let  your  mod- 
eration be  known  to  all  men,"  is  a  Divine  injunction 
which  should  ever  be  the  motto  of  every  minister 
of  the  Gospel.  God  in  His  "  abundant  mercy  has 
begotten  us  again,"  by  the  word  of  truth  handed 
down  from  Heaven  by  His  dear  Son,  Jesus  Christ 
our  Savior,  and  through  His  sufferings,  death  and 
resurrection  io  a  lively  hoi)e  to  that  inheritance 
which  is  incorruptible,  undefiled  and  that  fadeth 
not  away.  How  can  we,  who  claim  to  be  renewed 
by  the  Word  and  Spirit  of  God,  unconcernedly 
look  upon  a  sinful  world,  famishing  for  want  of 
the  Bread  of  Life  without  commisseration  or  com- 
passion ?  Let  us  make  a  more  streneous  effort  to 
show  mercy  to  the  poor  and  the  outcast  around  the 
borders  of  eur  districts,  by  denying  ourselves,  to 
leave  our  homes,  when  v/ell  supplied  with  ministry, 
disseminate  the  wholesome  News  of  salvation  to  a 
famishing  world.  Be  kind,  affectionate,  corteonsi, 
henevelent,  "  full  of  mercy  and  good  fruits,"  which 
abundantly  displays  that  wisdom  which  cometh 
from  above,  and  will  inevitably  result  in  the  con- 
version of  many.  Let  not  your  good  be  evil  spoken

Truly  there Jla.room  enough  for  many 
mansions.  Fifteen  hundred  miles  in  length,  in 
breadth  and  in  height,  bewilders  the  mind  contem- 
plating its  size.     Yet  such  is  the  Ciiristian's  home 


in  Heaven.  It  is  not  only  very  large,  I'ut  very  i  be  no  more  curse."  Here  on  earth  his  heart  is  not 
beautiful.  ''  The  building  of  the  wall  of  it  was  of  i.only  pained  with  hearing  the  curses  and  blasphemies 
Jasper:  and    the  city    ii;is  i^urc   gold,   like  unto  |  of  the  sinner,  I>ut  turn  his  eye?  wliei'e  lie  will,  and 
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he  sees  the  blithing  effect  of  the  cui'se  of  God  upon 
the  earth,  because  of  tlie  ains  of  man.  The  labors 
and  toils  of  his  hands  are  cut  short  because  of  it. 
But  there  "  his  servants  shall  serve  him."  "And 
they  shall  see  his  face ;  and  his  name  shall  be  in 
his  forehead."  There  the  Christian  shall  walk 
in  the  glory  of  the  light  of  God  and  the  Lamb, 
and  shall  not  want.  Being  before  the  throne  of 
God,  they  serve  him  in  his  temple,  and  "They 
shall  hunger  no  more,  neither  thirst  any  more; 
neither  shall  the  sun  light  on  them,  nor  any  heat." 
A.  pure  river  of  rrater  clear  as  crystal,  proceeds  out 
of  the  throne  of  God  and  the  Lamb,  and  in  tlie 
midst  of  the  street  of  the  city,  and  on  either  side 
of  the  river  is  the  tree  of  life,  which  has  twelve 
manner  of  fruit,  and  yield  their  fruit  every  month. 
The  Christian  eating  this  fruit  will  never  hunger, 
and  drinking  this  water  will  never  thii-st. 

But  why  attempt  to  describe  the  beauties  and 
glories  of  the  Christian's  home  in  Heaven  ?  If  the 
Holy  Ghost  would  indite  matter  and  manner,  and 
an  angel's  hand  would  guide  the  pen,  human  eyes 
would  fail  to  see  it,  human  ears  to  hear,  and  human 
hearts  to  understand.  The  "  eye,  says  the  apostle, 
hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither  have  entered 
into  the  heart  of  man,  the  things  which  God  has 
prepared  for  them  that  loye  him."  God  only  reveals 
it  to  the  Christian  by  His  Spirit.  Wide  as'  the 
discription  given  of  its  glory  by  the  Spirit  here  is, 
when  the  Christian  entere  it,  he,  as  the  queen  of 
Shebawill  feel,^  the  one-half  was  not  told  me. 
Suffice  it  to  say,  the  Christian  in  his  home  in  glory 
will  ever  be  with  the  Lord,  in  the  full  enjoyment 
<»f  that  rest  which  belongs  to  His  people.  "  Where 
the  wicked  will  forever  cease  to  trouble  and  the 
weary  will  be  forever  at  rest." 

How  stands  the  sinner  ?  "  But  the  fearful,  and 
unbelieving,  and  the  abominable,  and  murderers, 
and.  whoremongers,  and  sorcerers,  and  idolatars, 
and  all  Hans,  shali  have  the'ir  part  in  the  lake  whlcli 
burritth  with  fire  and  brimstone  ;  whicli  is  the 
second  death."  Where  "  tlic  smoke  of  their  tormoitt" 
a8c6ndetb  up  for  eveif  and  ever :  and  they  have  no 
rest  day  nor  night."  Unconverted  reader,  can  you 
see  the  contrast?  Are  you  prepared  to  meet  youi" 
dreadful  doom  ?  Ye  fearful,  ye  gay  and  proud, 
who  fear  the  cross  of  Christ.  Ye  unbelieving,  wlio 
flatter  yourselves  with  a  vain  liope  of  getting  better 
by  waiting.  Ye  "  liar.s,"  who  have  so  often  prom- 
ised God  to  amend  your  ways,  and  have  not  done,

TO  THE  Arizona  Indians  in  the  Time  of 

CORTEZ. 

A  western  correspondent  relates  the  story  of 
a  remarkable  tradition  among  the  Indians  in 
Arazona.  It  is  a  description  of  Spanish  cru- 
elly exercised  on  the  remote  forefathers  of 
these  Southern  tribes,  and  dates  back  to  the 
conquest  of  Mexico  by  Cortez,  or  a  subsequent 
visit  to  that  country  by  Spanish  adventurers. 
This  tradition  of  cruelty  on  the  part  of  the 
white  strangers  has  been  handed  down  from 
generation  to  generation  among  these  savages, 
and  is  one  of  ihe  great  causes  of  Indian  hos- 
tility to  white  settlers  at  the  present  day.  The 
Indian  vow  of  revenge  on  the  whites  for  this 
unheard  of  cruelty  was  handed  down  with  the 
tradition,  and  still  animates  the  breast  of  the 
Indian  warriors.  An  old  Indian  brave  relates 
the  story  thus : 

Many  winters  ago  the  young  men  of  the  tribe 
who  had  been  to  the  southward,  brought  back 
strange  tales  from  the  tribes  which  lived  on 
the  shores  of  the  great  salt  water.  Large  ves- 
sels with  white  and  wide  spread  skins  above 
them  had  appeared,  and  they  were  filled  with 
white  men  who  wore  long  knives  and  shiuing 
breast-plates,  dug  i  the  ground  and  washed 
the  earth  in  search  of  yellow  lumps.  As  the 
months  wore  on,  stories  came  of  greater  cruel- 
ties practiced  by  these  men  upon  all  those  who 


offended  them,  and  naught  would  satisfy  them 
but  gold.     Soon  a  message  came  that  the  stran- 
gers would  visit  the  tribe  for  the  purpose  of  be- 
stowing upon  them  valuable  presents,  in  return 
for  the  privilege  of  passing  through  thei  coun- 
try.    The  place  of  meeting  was  in  the  bend    of 
a  deep  and  narrow  valley,  where  the  rocks  form- 
ed a  natural  ampitheatre,  and  at  the  appointed 
day  the  tribe,  to  a  man,  proceeded  to  the  place 
with  their  women  and  their  young.  The  stran- 
gers had  already  arrived,  and  vast  piles  of  the 
promised  gifts  lay  covered  with  a  canvas.     The 
Indians  were  instructed  to  gather  in   a   dense 
mass  at  a  particular  point,  while  the  wonderful 
strangers,  with   banners   streaming,   trumpets 
braying,  and  armor  flashing  back  the  sunlight, 
formed  a  .scene  not  soon  to  be  forgotten  by  the 
simple  red  men.     The   medicine   man   of  the 
whites,  in  long,  flowing  robes,  with  crosses  and 
other  emblems,  performed  some  strange   and 
mysterious  rites.     In  an  instant  all  was  chang- 
ed. At  a  given  signal  a  dead  silence  prevailed. 
The  canvas  was  snatched  from  its  place,  reveal- 
ing iron  tubes  on  wheels.     Again  the  trumpets 
sounded,  and  thunders  and  lightning  and    sul- 
phurous flames  filled  the  valley.  The  dead  and 
dyingfiUed  the  air  with  shrieks  and  cries  which 
no  cannon  nor  musketry  nor  trumpet  could 
drown.  Then  came  the  charge  of  horsmen  with 
their  swords  cleaving  through  the  eagl'e  feath- 
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ers  and  painted  scalp  looks,  and  the  pikeraeii   fol- 
lowing finished  the  work  ofbatci\erJ^     But  few  o^ 
.,  the  tribe  escaped,  and  they,  fleeing  tlie  mountaihs, 
ji  nourished  the  memory    of  this    ijhuman    uroiig. 
■'  As  the  tribe  increased  slowly  with  tlu  years,    tiie 
story  was  told  to  the  children,  and  deep  in  their 
heart  of  hearts  was  planted  a  desire  for  vengeance, 
and  in  their  weak  way,  at  every  season,  time   and 
place,  have  they  visited  the  punishment  upon  their 
traditionary  enemies.

And  they  repenting  and  groaning  for  anguish  of 
spirit,  sliall  say  witiiiu  themselves,  This  was  ho 
whom  we  had  sometimes  in  derision,  and  a  proverb 
of  reproach.  We  fools  accounted  his  life  madne6.s, 
and  his  end  to  be  without  honor.  How  is  lie  num- 
bered among  the  children  of  God,  and  his  lot  amou"' 
the  saints  '?  Therefore  have  we  crrod  from  the 
way  of  truth,  and  the  light  of  righteousness  hath 
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not  sbincd  nnto  us,  and  the  sun  of"  rigliteoiisncss 
rose  not  up(jn  iis.  We  wearied  ourselves  in  the 
way  of  wickedness  and  destruction  :  Yea,  we  have 
gone  through  deserts,  where  there  lay  no  way : 
but  as  for  the  way  of  the  liOrd,  we  have  not  known 
it.  What  has  pride  profited  us  ?  Or  what  good 
hath  riches  with  our  vaunting  brought  us  ?  All 
these  things  have^passed  away  like  a  shadow,  and 
as  a  post  that  hasteth  by."

Heaven, 
I  said  was  merciful,  or  I  could  not  have  been  thus 
guilty.  What  has  it  not  done  to  bless  and  save 
,me?      I  have  l)een  too  strong  for  Omnipoetnce! 

"  i' plucked  down  ruin!  I  said,  the  bleased  Re- 
deemer— Hold  !  hold  !  you  wound  me !  This  is 
the  rock  on  which  I  split — I,  denied  his  name. 
Refusing  to  hear  anything  from  me,  or  to  take 
anything  fi-om  the  physician,  he  lay  silent,  as    far 


aa  sudden  darts  of  pain  would  piermit,  till  the  clock 
struck.     Then  with  vehemence;    O  time,  time! 
time  !  it  is  fit  thou  shoulds  thus  strike  thy  mur- 
derer to  the  heart.  How  art  thou  fled  fore/er?    A 
month  !  O   for  a  single  week  !  I  ask  not  for  years  ; 
though  ages  were"  too  liile  for  the  much  I  have  to 
do.      On    my   saying  we  could  not  do  too  much  ; 
that  Heaven  was  a  blessed  place — so  muph   the 
worse.     'Tis   lost !  'tis  lost !  Heaven  is  to  me  the 
severest  part   of  hell !      Soon   after   I  proposed 
prayer.     Pray  you  that  can.     I  never  prayed.     I 
cannot  pray — nor  need  I  *  *      His  friend   being 
much  touched,  even  to  tears,  at  this,  (who  could 
forbear  ?  I  could  not.)  he  said  :-Keep  those  tears 
for  thyself.     I  have  undone  thee.  Dost  thou  weep 
forme?    That's  cruel.    What  can  pain  me  more? 
Here  his  friend  too  much  affected,  would  liave  left 
him  :  No  stay,  thou  mayest  hope.    Therefore  hear 
me.      How  madly  have  I  talked  ?      How  madly 
hast  thou  listened  and  believed?    But  look  at  my 
present  state,  as  a  fidl  answer  to  thee,  and  to  my- 
self.    This  body  is  all  weakness  and  paio,  but  my 
soul,  as  if  strung  up  to  torment,  to  greater  strength 
and  spirit,  is  full  powerful  to  reason  ;  full  mighty 
to  suffer  *  *      No,  no,  let  me  speak  on.      I  have 
not  long  to  speak.     My  much  injured  friend  !  my 
soul,  as  my  body  lies  in  ruins.  Remorse  for  the  past, 
throws  my  thoughts  on  tlie  future ;  worse  dread  of 
the  future,  strikes  thera  back  on  the  past,  I  turn, 
and  turn,  and  find  no  ray.***How  are  we  struck  ? 
Yet  soon  after  still  more.     With   what  an  eye  of 
distraction,  what  a  face  of  despair,  he  cried  out, 
My  principles  have   poisencd  my   friend,  my  &x- 
travagance  has  beggared  ray  boy,  my  unkindness 
has  murdered  my  wife ;  but  is  there  another  hell  ? 
O !  thou  blasphemed,   yet   most   indulgent   God, 
hell  itself  is  a  refuge,   if  it   bides   me  from  thy 
frown.     Soon  after,  his  understanding  failed.  His 
terrific  imagination  uttered  horrors   not  to  be  re- 
peated, or  ever  forgotten,   and  ere  the  Sun  arose, 
the  gay,  young,   noble,    ingenious,  accomplished, 
and  mosl    wretched  Altamont  expired."  "  Death 
bed  scones  by  Davis  W.  Clark,  D.  D." 

Dear  reader  can  you  read  thisS'W^  account  with- 
out distress  of  mind  ?  How  dreadfully  awful  is  the 
sinners  death.

Who  and  What  They  are — TttEin  Doc- 
trines AND  Mode  OF  Worsuii', 


The  Alexandria  Gazette,  gives  the  following  ac- 
count of  a  meeting  of  this  peculiQi-sect  of  religion- 
ists in  that  city  a  few  days  since  Rev.  Mr.  Tros- 
tle  of  the  sect  known  as  the  Tanker  Brethren,  de- 
livered a  sermon  yesterday  morning  in  the  hall  of 
the  Columbia  fire  company,  to  a  small  but  exceed- 
ingly attentive  and  interested  audience,  from  the 
text,  "  For  God  sent  not  His  Son  into  the  world 
to  condemn  the  world,  but  that  the  world  through 
Him  might  be  saved."  The  possession  of  faith 
being  pre-supposed,  he  said  that  repentance  was 
the  most  etFective  means  of  salvation,  though  the 
only  condition  in  the  plan  of  salvation  which  our 
Savior  had  not  exemplified,  but  that  was  because 
he  had  done  nothing  of  which  to  repent.  By  re- 
pentance he  did  not  mean  worldly  sorrow,  such  as 
is  felt  by  a  miser  at  the  loss  of  his  gold,  but  grief 
of  heart  for  having  done  wrong,  accompanied  with 
a  deep  sense  of  ingratitude  and  a  sincere  resolution 
to  do  better ;  not  the  repentance  of  the  thief  who 
tells  you  he  is  sorry  he  stole  your  watch,  but  keeps 
it;  but  that  of  Zaccheus,  who  if  he  had  taken  any- 
thing by  false  accusation  was  willing  to  restore  the 
owner  four-fold  its  value.  If  such  repentance 
were  more  prevalent  than  it  is,  the  contributions 
to  the  conscience  fund  ivould  be  exceedingly  large, 
and  many  a  poor  widow  and  orphan  be  made  hap- 
py by  having  their  own  restored  to  them.  His 
sect  derived  their  name  from  the  German  word  | 
signifying  to  dip;  their  religion  was  not  theoreti- 
cal, nor  did  it  consist  in  the  simple  style  of  their 
dress,  but  was  thoroughly  experimental  and  prac- 
tical, and  not  to  be  observed  of  all  men  ,  having 
sinned  against  a  brother  they  did  not  i-est  until  the 
sin  was  atoned  for;  if  sinned  against,  they  condon- 
ed the  offender  four  liuudred  and  ninety  times 
rather  than  by  talking  of  pfience  to  let  gossips  in- 
crease its  magnitude. 

No  collection  would  be  made,  for  what  he  gave 
he  received  freely,  and  the  laborer  was  worth  no 
more  than  his  hire.  Living  in  luxury  for  preach- 
ing once  a  week  was  not  earning  bread  by  the 
sweat  of  the  brow,  and  the  Bible,  and  that  only, 
was  wliere  true  religion  was  to  be  learned. 

In  ids  discourse  at  night  the  preacher  stated 
that  he  was  no  Millerite  or  Second  Adventist,  but 
he  believed  that  the  time  when    the    I^ord    wouW 


appear  was  not  far  distant.  He  said  it  was  very 
evident  to  him  that  the  devil  was  particularly  act- 
ive all  over  the  country  at  this  time,  roaming 
about  "  unchained." 

A  hymn  and  prayer  preceded  and  followed  the 
dicourse,  and  at  its  conclusion  a  young  man  who 
was  to  join  the  Brotherhood  was  requested  to  stand 
up,  and  being  asked  if  he  would  repent  of  bis  sins 
he  had  committed  and  would  forgive  those  who 
had  sinned  against  him,  having  answered  affirma- 
tively, the  congregation  was  dismissed,  but  invited 
to  repair  immediately  to  Battery  Rodgers,  where 
the  rite  of  baptism  would  I  e  conferred. 

At  the  Battery  the  preacher  removed  his  hat 
and  coat  and  laid  them  u])on  the  grass,  as  did  the 
convert,  and  the  former  taking  the  latter  by  the 
hand,  led  him  into  the  river,  and  made  him  kneel 
with  his  face  to  the  north,  and  then,  standing  by 
his  side  and  having  asked  him  some  more  questions, 
which  were  answered  affirmatively,  he  baptized 
him  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy 
Ghost,  bending  his  head  forward  under  the  water 
three  times,  that  is,  at  the  mention  of  each  name 
in  the  Trinit)-.  He  then  raised  him,  gave  him 
the  right  hand  of  fellowship,  kissed  him  upon  the 
cheek,  and  helped  him  back  to  the  shore.  ThenT', 
having  made  some  explanatory  remarks  concern- 
ing the  ceremony,  among  others  that  the  kiss  was 
not  given  to  women,  he  and  the  convert  donned 
the  clothing  they  had  taken  off  and  returned  to 
the  city,  and  the  small  number  who  had  collected 
as  spectators  dispersed  and  went  to  their  homes. 

The  whole  service  was  intei-esting  and  many  to 
whom  it  has  since  been  described  have  expressed 
regrets  at  not  being  attendants.  The  preacher  had 
no  notes  and  used  homely  language,  but  he  was 
fluent,  and  treated  his  text  effectively,  and  his  ex- 
planations on  the  river  bank  were  clear  and  per- 
spionous. 

Tiie  Tunkers  emigrated  from  Germany  to  this 
country  in  1719  and  founded  a  society  in  Penn- 
sylvania in  1724.  They  practice  abstinence  and 
mortification  under  the  idea  that  such  austerities 
are  meritorious  in  the  sight  of  God,  and  effective, 
first,  in  procuring  their  own  salvation,  and  further, 
in  contributing  to  that  of  others.  They  form  a 
society,  strictly  connected  wiibiu  itself,  and  hold 
Lovefeasts  at  which  all  assemble  together. 

Remarks. — How  strangely  some  people  are  in- 
clined to  look  at  things.  The  above  reporter  says: 
"  and  made  iiiin  kncci   \\  llh    h'xa  face    tOMard  the 
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north,"  intimating  as  if  that  was  a  point  of  doc- 
trine. Administrators  in  performing  this  ordi- 
nance always  have  the  candidates  flice  the  current 
of  the  stream,  if  no  current,  the  position  is, the  re- 
sult of  circumstances  independanf  of  tiie  four  points 
of  the  compass.  But  what  Ave  intended  more  es- 
pecially to  notice  is  the  lest  clause  given  as  an 
item  of  history.  This  is,  as  usual,  the  result  of 
Buck's  Theological  Dictionary  in  which  he  pre- 
tends to  give  a  history  of  the  Tunkers,  Brethren, 
or  German  Baptist,  and  with  it,  gives  the  eccen- 
tricities of  some  half  dozen  other  religious  organi- 
zations. If  historians  would  give  only  that  which 
they  know,  they  would  much  oblige  the  world,  and 
especially  those  whom  they  misrepresent.  Some- 
time ago  there;was  an  agent  canvassing  for  an  an- 
lyzed  Bible  in  which  was  compended  a  histcy  of 
all  religious  denominations.  In  that  we  find  the 
same  old  error  as  if  it  was  a  stereotyped  fact. 

"  They  practice  abstinence  and  mortification,'' 
&e.,  the  Tunker  church  or,  at  least,  the  one  that  bro. 
Trestle  represents,  docs  no  such  thing,  neither  do 
they  teach  or  preach  such  doctrine.  There  are  circum- 
stances under  which  they  do  practice  abstinence  or 
fasting  for  which  they  have  a  number  of  precedents 
in  the  New  Testament,  but  of  bodily  mortification, 
never.  They  believe  in  personal  responsibility 
and  personal  salvation,  that  every  man  shall  ac- 
count for  his  own  sins  and  not  for  another.  The 
doot.ine  of  meritorious  substitution  was  never  ac- 
cepted or  taught  by  them  as  a  body,  notwithstand- 
ing histories  deal  in  such  delusions.  For  a  more 
correct  history  of  the  church  of  the  Brethren,  we 
would  refer  the  inquirer  to  the  New  Testament. 
Therein,  is  contained  the  fundamental  principles 
of  our  faith  and  practice.  We  have  no  other  ac- 
knowledged discipline  although  there  are  some  who 
call  londly   for   the   "traditions   of  the   elders." 


chapter,  declares  God's  wratii  against  (hem  for 
their  hypocrisy.  This  proi)hecy  was  made  for 
Ephraim,  but  it  is  also  applicable  to  us  in  our  age 
of  the  world.

Of 
the  moral  character  of  the  congregation  wc  had  no 
very  high  opinion,  although  they  paid  due  respecj, 
to  the  word  preached,  while  in  the  house,  but 
when  once  outside,  they  were  as  young  lions  seek- 
ing their  prey.     It  is    truly   unforluiiatc  for   any 
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community  to  liave  tlie  morals  of  their  children  so 
miserably  cared  for. 

Next  morning  (Sept.  30th.)  was  conveyed  to 
the  place  of  meeting  where  we  found  the  members 
assembled  for  couucil.  After  the  business  meet- 
ing was  over,  dinner  was  prepared  and  at  2  o'clock 
p.  m.  there  was  public  preaching.  This  meeting 
was  well  attended  and  much  interest  manifested. 
In  the  evening  we  again  assembled  for  the  purpose 
of  attending  to  the  ordinances  belonging  to  the 
Lord's  house.  The  communicants  were  few  in 
number  but  seemed  to  realize  that  it  is  no  vain 
thing  to  participate  in  the  emblems  and  symbols 
as  instituted  in  the  house  of  the  Lord.

COEEESPONDENCE 


Dear  Pilgrim :  — Since  I  wrote  you  last,  wo 
have  been  favored  with  a  visit  by  bro.  Jesse 
Crosswhite  of  Tenn.  He  announced  some  time 
since  his  purpose  to  visit  tlie  churches  in  the 
Valley  of  Virginia,  and  somo  churches  in  Mary- 
land and  Penna.,  and  our  con^refration  was  tiie 
first  on  the  tour.  He  remained  with  us  about  a 
week,  and  preached  seven  sermons,  much  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  people,  and  edification  and  en- 
couragement of  the  brethren,  and  to  the  honor  of 
the  cause  of  the  Gospel.  Bro.  Jesse  is  a  very  zeal- 
ous and  capable  preacher,  and  it  is  a  cause  for  re- 
gret that  he  has  not  the  means  to  travel  more  ex- 
tensively than  he  is  able  to  do  under  his  straight- 
ened circumstances.

The  Pbarie  Fires. 


St.  Paul,  Oct.,  6. — The  great  prairie  fire  is 
Btill  raging  with  unabated  fury,  although  the  slight 
rain  of  yesterday  arrested  its  progress  a  little  for  a 
time.  Its  course  is  South  East,  and  up  to  the  last 
accounts  l.ad  reached  nearly  as  far  South  as  Iowa 
border,  and  Eastward  as  far  as  the  Mississippi 
river,  which  it  is  hoped  will  stay  its  further  prog- 
ress. 

The  high  wind  of  yesterday  drove  the  fire  for- 
ward with  lightning  rapidity,  and  it  was  burning 
fiercely  in  the  big  woods  around  Glencoe,  Lezure, 
Mankalo  and  New  Ulm. 

Reports  of  the  ravages  of  the  fire  fiend  are  com- 
ing in  constantly,  though  they  are  evidently  ex- 
aggerated. The  losses  so  far  as  is  positively  known, 
are  confi ned  to  horses,  fences,  barns,  hay,  wheat 
and  live  stock.  Only  two  lives  are  known  to 
have  been  lost — that  of  a  Swede  named  Conneaut, 
of  Kaudioht  county,  and  a  man,  name  unknown, 
who  started  from  the  same  county  with  a  drove  of 
cattle  for  Fort  Geary,  and  was  overtaken  by  the 
fire.  There  arc  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  amount 
of  damage  done,  owing  to  the  large  tract  of  coun- 
try over  which  the  fire  has  swept  and  its  inaccessi- 
ble nature,  but  must  be  very  heavy. 

Many  small  farms  are  completely  destroyed,  and 
solitary  fai-m  houses  in  the  track  of  the  fire  were 
jnvariably  burned  to  the  ground.  The  amount 
of  suffering  must  necessarily  be  great,  as  raany^  of 
the  farmers  have  lost  everything — homestead,  live 
stock  and  crops,  with  a  long  winter  close  upon 
them. 


The  Misteriea  ofa  Hair  Brush- 

A  writer  in  the  American  Jounivl  of  Microsco- 
py has  been  exploring  the  forests  of  bristles  in  a 
hair  brush  surreptiously  purloined  from  a  ladies 
toilet  stand,  and  though  it  contained  nothing  which 
we  are  accustomed  to  regard  with  uuquallified  hor 
ror,  the  result  of  his  investigations  prove  that  there 
are  mysteries  ordinarily  iindreauicd  of  in  this  sira-  ' 


pie  appliance  of  the  toilet.  There  are  concealed 
iu  the  damp  lint  of  hair  brushes,  unless  kept 
clean  by  tlie  use  of  bi-carbouate  of  potassa,  or 
carbonate  of  soda,  many  living  things,  too  small 
for  detection  by  the  naked  eye,  some  of  which,  we 
are  told,  are  of  more  than  suspicious  character,  l»e- 
ing  known  as  the  originators  of  scald-head  and 
other  diseases  of  the  scalp.  The  author  concludes 
hi*  article  by  a  caution  against  wetting  the  head, 
recommending  dry  brushing  instead.  He  also  rec- 
ommends the  use  ofa  weak  solution  of  carbolic  ac- 
id, or  sulphite  of  soda,  as  a  cleansing  material  for 
hair  brushes.

The  paper  tree,  Tang  tsau,  grows  wild  in 
the  forests  of  Formosa,  a  beautiful  island  sit- 
uated about  eighty  miles  from  the  Chinese 
coast.  It  grows  much  like^  the  Palm,  with  a 
slender  trunk  and  corrugated  bark,  and  often 
attains  the  hight  of  thirty  feet.  Its  top  is 
crowned  with  a  profusion  of  small,  but  delicate 
yellow  flowers,  in  clusters,  below  which  are  a 
number  of  large  leaves.  It.  is  a  very  pretty 
tree  in  the  flowering/eason ;  but  its  value  does 
not  consist  in  its  ornamental  qualities.  Like 
the  elder,  it  has  a  pith  which  iu  the  full  grown 
tree  is  uot  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter, 
this  is  driven  out  by  a  punch,  after  the  tree  has 
been  cat  into  sections,  and  then  put  into  hol- 
low bamboos,  when  it  dries  straight.  After  it 
dries,  it  is  cut  into  sheets  about  four  feet  long, 
by  a  machine  something  like  that  by  which 
leather  is  split.  These  are  pressed  until  they 
become  firm  and  smoothe,  after  which  they  are 
cut  into  sheets  the  desired  size. 

This  makes  a  very  good  paper,  and  is  exten- 
sively used  in  eastern  countrys.  It  has  the  pe- 
culiar quality  of  swelling  when  it  is  wetted, 
and  then  of  retaining  its  enlarged  size.  This 
makes  it  very  desirable  ior  fancy  w^rk,  such 
as  taking  the  impression  of  leaves  and  flowers, 
also   for  drawings   as   the   moistened   surface 


rises  and   gives   the  effect   of  relief. 

This  paper  has  been  in  use  for  a  long  time  by 
the  Chinese,  though  they  make  other  kinds,  of 
different  material. 

Paper  of  some  kind  has  long  been  iu  use,  but 
probably  at  f^rst  the  skins  of  animals  were  used. 
We  are  told  that  the  early  Arabs  made  their 
inscriptions  on  the  shoulder-blades  of  their 
sbecp.  The  papyrus  was  early  used  in  Egypt, 
and  continued  in  use  long  after  the  Christian 
era.  This  wai  prepared  by  separating  the  dif- 
ferent layers  of  the  bark  of  the  papyrus,  a  reed 
like  plant,  and  then  pressing  them  together, 
with  each  alternate  one  laid  crosswise.  This 
is  said  to  have  made  a  very  strong  and  dura- 
ble paper. 

The  Budhist  priests  still  write  their  sacred 
literature  on  the  leaves  of  the  sacred  palm.  I 
have  often  seen  them  readlns:  from  these  books, 
and  I  have  a  part  of  one  in  my  possession  now. 
They  are  neat  in  appearance,  and  not  inconve- 
nient . 

Modern  invention  has  done  much  for  the 
world,  but  not  as  much  as  one  would  naturally 
suppose.  Most  of  us  would  be  astonished  to 
see  how  well  the  world  got  along,  and  how 
neatly  paper  was  made,  Ijefore  the  days  of  pa- 
per mills. — ^ee  Keeper's  Jounicd.

THE  STATE  OF   MICHIGAN  SWEPT 
BY  A  TORNADO  OF  FLAME. 


Detroit,  Out.  11.  From  tiie  shore  towns  of 
Lake  Huron  comes  a  lurid  and,  painful  picture. 
Tlie  fire  which  Ij^s  Swept  ovei!  ifeiifet.  the  wl>ole 
interior  of  Huron  and  Sanilac  counties  haa  now 
made  its  \y.ay.f(r,the  very  water's  cc]gi?,dtistro)ing 
in  its  course  not  ohjy  farm  houses  and  l/aiMis,  but 
whole  villages,  driving  the  inhabitants, "almost 
-  nude,  into  the  water  for  safety.  Despaielits  re- 
ceived yesterday  afternoon  j«ave  the  first  liinis  of 
the  extent  of  the  disaster,  but  its  distressintx  do- 
tails  could  be  appreciated  only  by  those  wlio  wit- 
nessed the  piteous  spectacle.  Mr.  Preston  Brady 
of  the  firm  of  S.  P.  Brady  &  Co.,  was  in  the  yi-lr 
lage  of  White  Rock,  near  the  southern  line  of  Hu- 
ron county,  when  the  fire  swept  over  that  section. 
Hastily  gathering  the  few  valuables  that  came 
nearest  to  hand,  the  inhabitants  fled  to  the  most 
open  places  away  from  the  houses,  and  driven  from 
these,  rushed  into  the  water  itself.  Even  here  they 
were  not  safe  from  the  scorching  effects  of  the 
heated  air  without  o^'casional  plunges  beneath  the 
surface  or  frequent  washings  in  the  surf  Mr. 
Brady  was 

IS  THE  WATER  EIGHT  HOURS, 

lying  j>art  of  the  time  ,oa  a,  log,  over  which  the 
light  surf  dashed.  About  him  Vvere  men,  women, 
and  children,  up  to  their  >\aists  in  water,  which 
was  their  <miy  seeiirity  agaiiist  the  burning  best 
of  the  air.  Nat  only  were  their  houses,  fences-, 
barns,  and  stock  destroyed,  but  their  furniture  and 
clothing,  and  '.ven  the  deeds  by  which  they  held 
their  lands,  and  the  insurance  papere  which  were 
their  only  evidences  of  iccnrity  against  loss  by  the 
destruction  of  their  houses.  From  their  paiaful 
position  in  the  water  they  M'ere  released  by  the 
subsidence  of  the  fires,  but  then  could  only  step 
upon  a  desolate,  blackened,  and  wasted  shore. 
There  was  neither  food  nor  shelter  within  miles, 
and  lor  many  of  them  nought  but  beggary  appar- 
e;itly  remained  when  slielter  should  be  found. 
I'he  fire  at  White  Rock  occurred  Sunday  night, 
and  it  was  not  until  Monday  afternoon  that  the 
sufferers  were  taken  off  the  shore.  The  steamer 
Huron  then  took  them  on  board,  dud,  coming 
down  the  shore  released  from  similer straits,  others 
who  had  lived  in  Forestvillc.  As  the  steamer  af- 
ter taking  as  many  on  board  as  she  could  carry, 
came  dowa  many  stood  on  the  shore    and    begged 


to  be  taken  on,  but  had  to  be  left  for  another  trip. 

THE  STORY  OF  THESUFFEKINCJ 

White  Ruek  is  that  also- of.  the  people  at  For- 
-estvill^  and  Elm  Cre,ek,  and  probably  also  of  Sand 
Beecl>, 'Rock  Falls,  Centre  Harbor,  Port  Hope, 
and  other  small  Villages'.

Ji^^^^'^und 
twelve  or  fourteen  inches,  and  it  has.  aiso:  burned 
all  the  brush  and  fish  housesjapon  the  beach-  At 
White  Rock  a  set  of  wagon  wheels  were  run  into 
the  lake  so  that  the  water  was  up  to  the  hub,  yet 
the  upper  part  of  the  wh,e^ls  was  burned.  It  waS' 
:  feared,  that  there  was  gieat  lo&a  of  life,  as  in  some 
of  the  villages  the  people  went  on  to'tlie  wharves

Tlie  losses,  so  far  as  known,  are  given  by  Mr. 
Brady  in  some  of  their  details,  as  follows  : 

F(;restvillc,  a  village  of '400  inhabitants,  entire- 
ly destroyed,  together  with  Buel's  pier  and  mill, 
and  Isaaio  Green's  pier  and  large  quantities  shin- 
gles, lumber,  eedar  posts,  and  winter  supplies;"Mr. 
Bucl  escaped  with  his  family  in  a  scow,    ■^r.aoa  ■. 

White  Rock  totally  destruiyed;  vdtix  Thompson 
Brother's  mill,  salt  works,  and  store,  and  a  large 
portion  of  the  wharf.  The  outer  portion  of,  the 
wharf,  with  cedar  posts,  lumber,  and  shin,gle.s  was 
Siivedv  Thompson  &  Brother's  loss  is  about 
$G0,000  and  that  of  the  whole  place  over  $250,000. 
ivhile  that  at  Forestville  far  eJtceeds  this. 


SOME  HINTS  ON  PRUNING  TREES. 


A  GREAT  deal  has  been  .said  on  the-  subject  in 
tlie  papers  about  the  best  time  foi:  pruning  treesj 
and  we  are  prepared  to  concede  that  tlTe  summer 
months  are  the  best,  that  the  wouikls' will  then 
heal  OA'er  the  quickest,  and  that  the  least  in}uiy  is 
then  done  to  the  tree.  If  the  tree-raiser  will  make 
experiments,  as  all  ought  to.  do,-  he  will  find  in 
which  months  wounds  are  heated,  oyer  quickest. 

There  is  a  greal  deal  of  truth  in  the  puj^,  .how- 
ever— to  prune  in  winter,  for  wood  growth,  and  in 
summer  for  fruit— but  the  wounda  in  winter  do 
not  heal  over  so  quickly,  and  water  shoots  are 
very  apt  to  be  thrown  out  when  amputation  has 
taken  place. 

The  true  theoi-y  of  all  pruning,  however,  is  to 
so  guide  the  growth  of  limbs-^s.  tO-baye.jio  severe 
pruning  at  any  time.  Hgaiv/fifb  idf  o'lr.  ■ 

Start  the  head  of  the  tree  right,  in  its  infancy, 
and  if  any  branches  are  going  astray  cut  them  off

In  essay  No.  8  I  tried  to  bring  the  truth  be- 
fore the  reader  that  the  wicked  shall  see  the  ad- 
vantages of  Christianity,  and  if  they  be  not  con- 
verted and  saved  in  time,  they  shall  sec  it  and  be 
^?'i«t;e(^;JilejS;liall  gnash  with  his  teeth  and  melt 
away;  •  Now  wc  have  it  that  the  Christian,  the 
righteoii.s,  shall  see  it  and  rejoice.  How  different 
the  effect.  ■'  Tlso  wicked  shall  see  it,  and  be  griev- 
ed!; he  shall  gnash  histeeth  and  melt  away." — 
"  The  righteous  shall  sqq  it,  aad  rejoice;  and  all 
iniquity 'shall  stop  her  mouth;"  We  cannot  well 
conceivc-au  idea  of  any  two  feelings  to  be  ntoro 
opposite  than  these,  How  great  must  be  the  glory 
of  the  Christian's  state.  It  is  well  known  that  to 
bieconfjaed  with  th<)3e  in  misery,  will,  to  a  certain 
jextchtj.  render' lis  miserable.  I  have  known  the 
whole familj' tJ •be. iu  distress  because  of  the  in- 
teu.se  isufForing  Uf  one  nscmbcr.  Being  over  night 
iu.a  brother's  house  a  short  time  ago  ,th(?y  told  me 
of.  a  neighbor  \vo(o:ui  who  had  became  suddenly 
deranged,  and  in  her  wild. freaks  she  came  there* 
and  (hey: had  to  watch  her  tjivo  nights  bcfoi'e  siie 
could  be  taken  to  the  Asylum.  The  daughter,  a 
young' sister,  seeing  the  woman's  distress,  said, 
"  If  I  had  boon  compelled  to  remain  with  her,  I 
think  it  would  have  set  me  crazy."  This  is  the 
idea,  dear  reader.  To  be  confined  in  hell  with 
those  who  see  others  in  glory,  and  not  only  grieve 
and  gnash  their  teeth,  and  melt  aM'ay  over  tho 
regret  of  their  own  irrepairablo  los.s,  but  gnaw 
the  tongue  for  torraeut  in  these  flames,  where  ona 
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universal  moan,   groan  and   sigli,  reigns  without 

any  rest  night  nor  day,  would  be  unendurable  to

In  this  life  the  righteous  very  often  have  spe- 
cial favors  granted  them  in  which  they  see  their 
advantages  and  rejoice.  "  And  the  Lord  said  un- 
to Noali,  come  thou  and  all  thy  house  into  t!ie 
ark  ;  for  thee  have  I  seen  righteous  before  me  in 
this  generation." — Gen.  7  :  1.  Noah  seeing  him- 
self and  house  safe  in  the  ark,  not  only  rejoiced 
in  their  happy  deliverance,  but  also  that  the  mouth 
of  iniquity  was  stopped.  "  Where  were  the  right- 
eous ever  cut  oif "  says  Job.  But  here  Noah  saw 
a  sinful  world  cut  off.  "  The  righteous  shall  see 
it,  and  rejoice."  "The  righteous  also  shall  hold 
on  his  way,  and  he  that  hath  clean  hands  shall  be 
stronger  and  stronger." — Job  17:9.  He  shall  not 
only  see  liiniself  in  his  happy  and  saved  state 
but  he  shall  hold  on  to  it,  and  grow  stronger  and 
stronger  in  fricndsliip  and  fellowship  with  God. — 
"  For  thou  Lord,  wilt  bless  the  righteous;  with

There  is  no  gi'ief,  no 
gnashing  of  teeth  with  the  righteous  when  he  sees 
Jiis  fellow  man  blessed  of  God,  but  he  is  "  glad  in 
the  Jjord,  and  rejoices,  and  shouts  for  joy  with  all 
the  upright  in  heart." — Psalm  32:  11 

"^rhe  righteous,  though  in  affliction,  sees  com- 
fort/in'which  to  rejoice  and  be  glad ;  for  "The 
righteous  cry  and  the  Lord  heareth,  and  delivereth 
them  out  of  all  their  troubles."  Though  many 
Iff.  their  atlictions,  "Tlio  TiOrd  delivereth' them  out 


of  them  all,"  while"the  arms  of  the  wicked  shall  be 
broken."  "  I  have  been  young  and  now  I  am  old  " 
says  David,  "yet  have  I  not  seen  the  righteous 
forsaken,  and  his  seed  begging  bread.  The  right- 
eous i.hall  inherit  the  land,  and  dwell  therein  for- 
ever."—Psalm  37.  And  the  "Lord  shall  never 
suffer  the  righteous  to  be  moved ;  so  that  a  man 
shall  eay,  verily  there  is  a  reward  for  the  right- 
eous." Then  "  Let  the  righteous  be  glad,  let  them 
I'ejoice  before  God ;  yea,  let  them  exceedingly  re- 
joice."— Psalm  68  :  3. 

The  righteous  shall  see  all  his  advantages,  be- 
cause he  lives  in  the  light  of  God,  for  "  the  light 
is  sown  for  the  righteous,  and  upon  whom  doth 
not  iiis  light  arise."  With  the  Lord  is  the  foun- 
tain of  life,  and  in  his  "  light  shall  we  see  light." 
"  Unto  the  upright  there  ariseth  light  in  the  dark- 
ness."—Psa.  112:4.  Thepathofthejust  iaas  tie 
shining  light,  and  shineth  more  and  more  unto 
the  perfect  day." — Prov.  4:18.  I  might  thus  go 
on  referring  to  the  Scripture  to  prove  the  truth  of 
the  text  which  heads  this  essay  ;  that  the  right- 
eous shall  see  it,  and  rejoice :  and  all  iniquity 
shall  stop  her  moutli.  But  let  this  suffice  to  con- 
vince all  that  the  advantages  of  Christianity  r^tis 
on  the  solid  premises  of  God  revealed  to  us  by  the 
light  of  his  Word.  In  the  light  of  it  the  Chris- 
tian sees,  and  enjoys  the  promised  blessing  in  lifgj' 
in  death,  and  in  the  final  restitution  of  his  soul  to 
God  in  glory.

H^w 
can  you,  who  are  daily    accumulating   wealth,  in 
order  to  set  your  children  up  high  and  rich  in  this 
world,  proving  a  curse  to    many,    expect   to  meet 
your  God  reconciled,  having  done  nothing  to  save 
your  fellow-men  from  their  impending  ruin  ?     I 
appeal  to  you  again  brethren,  you  that  have  plen- 
ty of  this  world's  goods,  contribute   largely,  help 
to  evangelize  the  world.     Let  not  the  poor  min- 
ister do  all  himself,  sacrifice  his  ease  and   health, 
lose  his  precious  time,  for  the   support  of  his  fam- 
ily, spend  the  little  money  he  has  earned  by  hard 
labor,  in  order   that   poor  sinners,    yea,    starving 
souls  may  have  the  bread   of  life.     A  few  dollars 
may  be  the  means,  under  the   blessing   of  God,  to 
bring  one  or  more  bouIs  to    tlie  knowledge  of  tie 
truth    and  get  tliem  to  make  their  peace  with  God. 
Herein  every  one  can  display  the  fruits  of  right- 
eousness,— scatter  out  the  seeds   of  peace  to  a  be- 
nighted  and    sin-stricken    world.     "  Blessed   arc 
the  peacemakers,  for  they  shall  be  called  the  chil- 
dren of  God."     "  For  the  Kingdom  of  God  is  not 
meat  and  drink,  but  righteousness,  and  peace,  and 
joy  in  the  HOLY  GHOST."     "  Let  us  therefore 
follow  after  things  which   make  for  our  peace." 
In  the  pui'suit  of  this  peace-sowing,  it  is  necessary 
to  exercise  a  good  deal  of  patience  and  jierscver- 
anee.     Here    we  often    fail,  when    we   go    where 
ij\\nsi  the  Prince  of  Peace  hix?,  not   been    properly 
held  forth,  as   the    Word  of    God     demands,  we 
preach  one  sermon  to  them,  give  them  a  little  taste 
of  the  sweet  words  of  life:  for    it  is  impossible    in 
one  sermon,  to  give  them  a   full  knowledge  of  the 
requirements  of  the  Gospel.     No,  not  in  two,  three 
or  four.     And  then  we  go   to  another   place,   too 
distant  for  tiiem  to  follow,  and, the  poor  anxious 
hearer  is  left  to  shifi  for  himself  as  well  as  he  can, 
for  six  months,  or  one  year,  or  more,    and  some- 
times will  never  again  hear  the   wholesome   news 
of  the  true  doctrine.     He  may  be  wounded  by  the 
arrow  of  God's  Word,  sick  of  sin,    stricken  down, 
mourning    over    his    offenses    committed    against 
his  God,  and  no  one  to  pour  into   his  wounds  "  oil 
and  wine." 

We  cannot  for  a  moment,  expect  in  such  a  way, 
to  make  much  progress  in  a  strange  place.  ,  But 
give  them  several  wholesome  sermons,  well  sea- 
soned witli  grac<i  divine,  richly  mixed  with  the 
spices  of  God's  love,  well  tempered  with  tlie  cross 
ofCiiri.-l,  coni|)!ek'(.t   with    GodV   mercy,   forgive- 
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ness  of  sius,  and  acceptance   in    Heaven   thrangli 
tlie  atonement  Christ   made   on   Mount   Calvary. 
Then  go  to  another,    not  too  far  from  the  first,  so 
ftiat  t^iOse  whoare  hungry,'  or  saletn'nly  impressed 
'  with  tlio  truth  can  follow,  arid  so  on,  four  or  fite 
places  in  a  circiiit,  till    yon  get   to  the  first    place 
-whei'6  you  corameDccd.     Cbntinue-'thl-'ee'  or   four 
■  times  in  your  circuit  in  this  manner,    nith    sound 
•speech,  that  cannot  be  condemned  or  gainsaycd  by 
"th'e refractory  or -rebellious   bigb-minded    perver- 
•  iers  of  the  truth.     Forget  liot  to  set  forth,  in  sim- 
ple language,  the  cardiiial,  pradtical    pi'inciples  ()f 
Christianit}',  undismayed,  bold,  and  without  fear 
'of ' contradMif^ii  ih'  the   sanctuary 'of  the  Lord. 
Stand  tho'i  and   speak  to  the  people'ciU'the lOorJs  of 
this  life,  for   truth    is   mighty    and  •will   prevail. 
i)A-bove  all,  show  forth  the   inconsistency  of  Chris- 
■  tians  to  engage  'in  cpiarrels,  strife,  war,  and  blood- 
shed ;  and  the  enormous    absnrdit}',    heinous   sin, 
and  abominable  lie  eiiibodied  in  the    war-docti'ine 
preached  privately,  and  publicly  from    the  pulpit, 
and  from  the  press,  by  a  corrupted  apostate  Chris- 
tiatiity;     By  thus  going,-  forth    iii   the  poWfer' arid 
might  of  the  Ijord  God  of  Israel  in"  perseverance, 
humility  and  self-denial,  your  labors  will  je  croxved 
with  success,  and  souls  bi'oiig'it   toiGlmM   wiUbe 
the  reward  of  your  hire.  .■;:;. Iii.;  ji;

■  i.The  apostle  said,  "For  the  ijrcaching  of  the 
cross  is  to  them  that  perish  foolishness,  but  unto 
us  which  are  saved  it  is  tiie  power  of  God."  Here 
you  see  the  diiferenc.e.  That  which  is  foolishness 
to  those  that  are  lost,  is  the  power  of  God  to  those 
that  are  saved,  for  these  who  have  the   spirit  of 

■  God  are  taught  thereby,  that  we  nuisf  be. accoun- 
ted of  the  world  as  foolish,  ignoblej  weak,  and 
that  we  will  he  hated,  despised,  and  scornfully 
treated,  and  that  we  must  bear  the  cross  of  Christ 
and  follow  Him  in  that  way  of  self-denial,  and  in 
humility  and  lowliness  of  mind,  according  to  the 
pattern  and  example  of  Jesus.  All  these  things 
the  world  in  its  wisdom  kiioweth  not,  "  For  the 
natural  man  receiveth  not  the  tilings  of  the  spirit 
of  God,  neither  can  he  know  them  because  they 
are  spiritually  discerned,  for  it  is  written  he  taketh 
the  wise  in  their  own  craftiness,  the  Lord  know- 
eth  the  thoughts  of  the  wise  that  they  are  vain." 
I  will  mention  some  instances  where  God  hath 
chosen  the  weak  thiuc^a  of  the  world,  and  things 
that  arc  despised  to  confound  the  tilings  wliioh  are 


mighty,  aind..  ha*^  he   has   manifested,;  himself  to 
those  whofwore  meek,  and  lowly  in  heart.     In  tlie 
first  place  our  SE^vipr  was^  born,  of  a  virgin,  of  low 
•esiatej  as  her  yvprds  p:^pye,j".Myj,spf^l   dpth.  fpsg- 
nify  th'c  Ixjrd,    asd  nj\^   spirit  liath    rejoiced    in 
God  my  Savior,  fpr  He  hath,  regarded  the  low  es- 
tate of  His.haud'-maidQu,'  foir.'behold  from.heiice- 
firth  all  generations' shall  call  me  blessed."  Here 
we  see  that  God's  point  in  view  is  lowliness.  Anrl 
the  Lord  -  of  Lords -was   born  ofa  poor  hufnbic, 
virtuous  maiden^' for  God  had  so    ordered  that  S£t- 
tan  the  haughty  prond  printje  should  be  diveS't-ed 
of  bis  power,  and  dethroned  by  the  weapon  af  hu- 
militVj  bacause  p^'ide.j,s  the  s foundation  and  badge 
of  the  devil's  kingdom,  and  all  i  of  us  who  havelo 
war  against  the  prii^ee  of  darkness.,  must  wield  tUe 
we^poils  ofhumility  against   him,   if  we  want' to 
cohie  off  conquei'ors.     To  meet  him'  with  pride  .is 
giving  him  his  sword  in  hand  to  slay  us.     When 
5iii!''Savior  ca^m'e  into  the  world  to  siibdue  and  de- 
strhy  the  kingdom  of  satau.  He   was  not    only  of 
poor  parentage,  but  had  also  the  little  town  Beth- 
lehem^ for _. his.. natiyityT^..  Ills  bu'th,.iY|i3  first  made 
known  to  the  Shepherds,  "  For    16  i^he   angel  of 
the  Lord   came   up.o;\i,:  then),   and    the  glory   of 
the  Lord  shone  rouinl-about  themj  and  they  were 
sore  afraid,  and  the  angel  said  unto  them,  fear  not, 
I  for  behold  I  Vrip^you.  good  tidings  of  great  joy, 
whTcli  shall  be  to  all  people,  for  unto  you  is  born 
this  day  in  the  city  of  David,    a  Savior   which  is 
Christ  the  Lord.".    Here   we  see  that   the  hupible 
Shepherds  were  favored  with  the  glad  tidings' of 
Christ's  birtli,  biit  to  none  of  the  priests  and  phaf- 
isees  was  the  angei  sent  with  the   glad    tidings  of 
a  Savior's  birth,  and  if  they   had   received  the  ti- 
dings they  wonld  probably,  not  have  believed  it, 
as  they  did  not  believe  the  writings  of  Moses  and 
the  prophets,  wdiich  were   written  of  Christ  the

low  and  humble  for  their  reception,  as  they  were 
looking  for  theSavior  and  Deliverer  from  high  de- 
scent, and  onB  that  would  come  Avith  liigh  and 
noble  appearance.  In  this  they  were  mistaken. 
Jesus  came  to  make  low  that  which  was  high,  and 
to  exalt  that  which  was  low.  "  Ever}'  valley  shall 
be  exalted,'  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be 
brought  low,  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made  straight 
and  the  rough  places  plain."  Christ  has  given  us 
a  pattern  and  example  of  humility  in  his  whole 
life  and    deporLmcnt,  and    it  is    our  iudispcneible 
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duty,  as  servants  who  are  sent  to  labor  in  God's 
vineyard,  to  show  ourselves  a  jjattern  of  humility, 
and  labor  ftr  the  edification  of  the  Church  and 
the  eiliargetiient  of  His  Kingdom,  and  for  thiseud 
the  Lord  chose  unto  Him  a  number  of  men  of  lo^V 
rank  and  unlearned,  such  as  publicans  and^  tish- 
'erman'.  Those  He  endued  with  power"  and  •■wis- 
dom and  sent  theiu  forth  to  preach  the  Gospel. 
He  did  not  send  thcni  to  tiie  Seminary  first,  to 
learh  there  how  to  preach.  Tothesiimeiiien  He  sent, 
to  preach.  He  appeared  after  His  resurrection,  and 
did  not  appear  to  any  of  the  high  learned  naeu, 
but  only  to  these.  His  humble  followers,  and  those 
who  were  mourning  r.nd  weeping  after  Hinu 
Tliese  He  comforted  with  His  presence.  ' 

Jesus  said  unto  His  disciples,  "As-  my  Father,, 
hath  sent  me  so  send  I  you,  and  when  he  had  said 
this  he  breathed  on  them,  and  said  unto  them,  re- 
ceive ye  the  Holy  Ghost.  Whosoever  sins  ye  re- 
mit they  are  remitted  nnto  them,  and  whosoever 
sins  ye  retafu,  they  are  retained".  Here  we  see  how 
niiich  the  Loi'd  done  i'oc  those  poor  unlearned  men. 
He  gave  them  His  peace,  His  holy  spirit,  also 
power  to  retnit  sins  and  to  retain  them.  From 
this  should  all  the  ministers  of  the  Gospel  learn 
th'at  they  mlist  receive  the  spirit;  and  power  from 
God  to  feed  the  flock  and  church  of  the  living  God 
kni  to  keep  the  ordinances  thereof,  and  rightly  to 
divide  the  word  of  truth,  and  we  should  remem- 
ber the  words  of  the  Lord,  "As'  my  Father  hath 
sent  me,  even  so  send  I  you."  The  Lord  gives  us 
a  representation  of  humility  and  lowliness  of  mind 
■  in  his  whole  life  and  conversation.  In  obedience 
to  his  heavenly  Father,  he  fulfilled  his  Father's 
will  and  finished  the  work  which  He  gave  him 
to  do,  being  obedient  even  unto  death,  and  it  is 
our'indispehsible  duty  to  walk  in  humility  accord- 
ing to  the  pattern  df  our  Lord  and  Master.  Obe- 
diently to  fulfil  his  will  and  finish  the  work  which 
He  has  given  us  to  do  according  to  the  vocation 
wherewith  we  are  called,  with  meekness,  with  long 
sufl'ering,  forbearing  one  another  in  love.  We  the 
ministers  of, the  Gospel  should  examiue  ourselves, 
whether  pur. lives  and  walk  are  conformable  to  the 
iriiage  of  Jesus  in  humility,  and  meekness  worthy 
,of  the  vocation  wherewith  we  are  called,  and  as 
Paul  said,  "For  ye  see  your  calling  brethren,  how 
that  not  many  mighty,  not  many  wise  men,  after 
the  flesh,  not  many  uoble  are  called,  but  God  has 
chosen  the  weak  things  of  the  world  to  confound 
the  things  which   arc  mighty."     But  here  I   fear 


there  are  many  who  imagine' themselves  called  of 
God  and  sent,  but  when  they  look  upon  the  hu- 
mility and  meekness  of  Christ, and  His  minister 
accortliag  to  their  calling,.. they  look  upon  it  with 
contempt.  They  want  to  be  counted  as  wise,  no- 
ble and  le.rrued,  and  to  .be  honored  by  the  world. 
But  the  true,  and  faithful,  minister  of  the  Gospel, 
who  labors  for  the  glory  and  honor  of  God  and 
tiie  salvation  of  souls  must  feed  the  flock  not  for 
the  sake. of  a, high  salary  or  temporal  gain.  This 
should  not  be  our  object  but  we  should  do  it  will- 
ingly, of  a  ready  mind,  for  if  temporal  gain  be  our 
object,  we  may  be  counted  as  a  hireling  and  if  we 
see  the  wolf  coming  we  would  be  apt  to  flee  and 
leave  the  sheep.  A  hireling  is  one  that  serves  for 
Kisj  hire,.b.ut.  we  must  be  more  concerned  for  the 
flock)  that  is,  if  we  are  true  faithful  miuistei's  of 
Jesus.  We  must  feed  His  sheep  and  lambs  with 
wholesome  doctrine  in  times  of  adversity  and  temp- 
tation according  to  the  gift  received  of  the  I/ord 
as  good  stewards  of  the  manifold  grace  of  God. 
Jesus  says  to  us,  "Freely  ye  have  received,  freely 
give,"  consequently  it  ought  to  be  the  chief  con- 
cern of  the  faithful  minister  .of  the  Gospel  to  watch 
and  feed  the  flock  of  Christ's  church  willingly, 
looking  unto  Jesus  the  chief  shephei'd  and  Bishop 
of  our  souls  for  our  reward.  Then  let  the  church 
also  obser;^•e  her  duty  and  obligation  towards  her 
poor  weak  and  faithful  ministers.  May  God  our 
heavenly  Father  enable  us  all  to  be  one  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord  that  we  may  love  our  God  with 
all  our  strength,  hearts,  souls  and  minds,  and  love 
one  another  fervently  out  of  a  pure  heart  i.s  the 
prayer  of  your  weak  brother  in  the  Lord-

How 
can  the  name  of  God  be   more   impiously   wihal- 
lowed  than  by  mutual  bloody  murder  among  his 
sons  ?— 77;y  kingdom  come.     Do  you  pray  for  the 
coming  of/us  kingdom,  while  you  are   endeavor- 
ing to  establish  an  earthly  despotism  by   spillino- 
the  blood  of  God's  sons  and    subjects?— 77,  y  xoUl 
he  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.    His   M'ill  in 
heaven  is  for  peacej  but  you  are  now  meditating 
y^rAix.—Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread.      How

What  is  the  differe^-ce  between  a 
PROPOSED  Soldier  AND  a  hired  Assassin - 
Let  ns  state  the  case.  iTvery  reader  in  Wiea 
remembers  the  "Salem  Tragedy."  Joseph  and 
Francis  Knapp,  distant  relatives  of  a  rich  old  gen- 
^eman  „,  Salem  by  the  name  of  White,  instigated 
R.chard  Crown.nshield,  by  the  offer  of 'a  thou^sand 
dollars  of  the  plunder,  to  kill  the  old  man  and 
seue  Jns  treasures.  Crowninshi.ld,  entert m.  tie 
house  of  his   victim    at    mid-nLrh, 'y^,;        "    '"*" 


mid-night, 


creeping 


softly  up  stairs  to  the  room  where  he  was  sleopijjg, 
struck  him  over  the  head  with  a  bludgeon,  and 
then  turning  down  the  clothes,  stabbed  him  sev- 
eral times  in  the  heart  with  a  dagger.  Everybody 
called  him  a  hired  assassin  ;  and  he  would  have 
been  hung  as  an  atrocious  murderer,  if  he  had  not 
in  his  prison  hung  himself.  The  two  Knapps 
were  tried,  convicted,  and  hung  for  hiring  Crown- 
inshield  to  assassinate  Mr.  AVhite. 

Here  is  a  clear  case  of  hired  assassination  ;  and 
wherein  does  it  differ  from  the  profession  of  a  sol- 
dier !  Doubtless  there  is  some  difference ;  but  in 
what  does  it  consist,  and  to  what  does  it  amouut? 
How  far  are  the  two  professions  or  acts  alike  ? 

Let  us  look  at  the  facts.  Here  is  a  nation  of 
ten,  twenty,  or  Mty  millions,  that  hire  you  as  one 
of  their  soldiers  to  kill  whomsoever  they  may  wish 
to  have  killed,  and  promise  to  give  you,  besides 
your  food  and  clothing,  some  ten-pence  or  a  shill- 
ing a  day.  The  nation  indignant  that  the  Chinese 
spurn  their  opium,  or  that  the  Afghans  reject  their 
favorite  ruler,  or  that  the  Seminoles  will  not  give 
up  their  lands,  the  inheritance  of  fifty  generations, 
to  some  avaricious  white  men,  order  you  to  goand' 
kill  them,  burn  their  dwelling,  and  butcher,  with- 
out distinction  or  mercy,  thousands  of  unoffendiuc 
men,  women  and  children.  •  ° 

We  see  now  the  facts  in  the  two  cases  ;  and  what 
is  the  difference  ?     The  deed  is   the   same,  except 
that  m  one  case  a  single  man   was  killed,    and  in 
the  other  thousands,  or  scores  of  thou,sand.s.     The 
motive,  too,  is  essentially  the  same— with  the  em- 
ployers, self-aggrandizment;  with  the  hired  agents, 
pay.     The  difference,  for  there  is  some,   will  not 
redound  much  to  the  soldier's  credit  over  the  assas- 
siu.     The  soldier  hires  himself  to  millions  of  men 
called  a  nation  ;  Crowninshield  hired  himself  to 
only  two  men.     The  soldier  hires  himself  out   to 
kill  whomsoever  the  nation  may  wish  to  have  kill-    ' 
ed  at  any  time  ;  the  assassin  engaged  to  do  a  spe- 
cified act,  to  kill  a  single  man  at  a  given  time,  and 
that  man  named  beforehand.    The  soldier  is  hired 
to  kill  by  the  month  or  year;   the   assassin   was 
hired  by  the  job.     The  soldier  is  a  day  laborer  in 
the  work  of  blood  ;  the  assa.ssin  is  a  jobber  at   the 
same  trade.     The  assassin  is  better  paid  tlian   the 
soldier;  for  the  former  was  promised  a  thousand 
dollars  for  killing  one  man,  while  the  latter  might 
kill  a  hundred  in  a   day    without   getting  half-a- 
crown  for  the  whole.  The  soldier  agrees  to  kill  any 
and  all  •.vhorn  the  ration  mav  bid,  and,  ifrequired 
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to  shoot  his  own  father  or  mother,  brotlier  or  sis- :  Jkuemy  Taylor. — As  contrary  as  cruelty  id 
ter,  wife  or  child,  he  must  shoot  them  or  he  shot  i  to  mercy,  tyraiiy  to  chnrity,  ^'o  is  war  to  the  mcek- 
himself  J  where  as  the  assassin,  had  he  refused    to  !  ness  and  gentleness  of  tlie  Christian  religion.

kill  (he  old  man  according  to  agreement,  would 
not  himself  have  been  liable  to  be  hung.  The  sol- 
dier makes  a  fearful  bargain  ;  for,  though  aware 
that,  if  he  refuse  to  kill  any  whom  the  Piation  may 
bid  him  kill,  he  must  himself  be  put  to  death,  he 
nevertheless  enters  into  the  bloody  compact,  not 
knowing  but  he  may  be  ordered  to  shoot  or  stab 
bis  own  parents,  wife  or  children.  Not  so  had  the 
assassin's  bargain.  Had  Crowninshield  engaged 
to  kill  at  any  time  anybody  whom  the  Knapps 
miglit  wish  to  have  killed,  with  the  understand- 
ing that  he  should  himself  be  put  to  death  if  he 
ever  refused  to  kill  any  one  they  should  bid,  there 
would  be  a  pretty  close  analogy  between  his  case 
and  that  of  the  professed  soldier.  But  the  assas- 
sin's position  was  not  so  terrible.  The  soldier 
must  kill  whomsoever  his  employers  may  bid  him 
kill,  or  the  terms  of  his  contract  make  him  liable 
to  be  shot  or  hung  himself 

Now  let  every  reader  judge  between  the  two, 
and  tell  us,  if  he  can,  why  a  hired  assassin,  like 
Crowninshield,  should  be  hung  as  a  monster  of 
wickedness  while  the  soldiers,  hired  by  twenty 
millions  to  do  the  same  deed  hy  wholesale,  is  ad- 
mired and  eulogized  as  a  hero  ?  To  kill  multitudes 
at  the  bidding  of  millions,  is  deemed  patriotic,  glo- 
rions.  Christian,  worthy  ofsongs,  and  eulogies,  and 
monuments  ;  but  to  kill  07ie  man  at  the  bidding  of 
another  one,  is  denounced  as  base,  infamous,  dia- 
bolical, deserving  of  the  gallows,  of  eternal  infamy. 
AV^cll  did  Bishop  Porteus  say, 

•  One  murder  makes  a  villian; 
Millions,  a  bero." 

Will  the  professed  soldier  never  be  classed  with 
the  hired  assassin  ?  How  much  longer  will  men 
of  any  principle,  conscience  or  self-respect  hire 
themselves  out  to  the  work  of  robbery  and  mur- 
der? How  long  will  professed  Chi-istians,  or  any 
Christian  community,  respect  or  even  tolerate  the 
military  profession,  the  trade  of  human  butchery  ?

The  eifoct  of  pruning  is  to  regulate  the  growth 
of  the  tree,  and  throw '  the  gap  into  the  proper 
channels,  to  form  a  well  balanced  head  with  all 
parts  opened  to  the  sun,  so  that  tije  fruit  may 
have  size  and  color. 

Many  go  into  their  orchards  sawing  off  large 
limbs,  cutting  off  more  brush  than  they  leave  on 
Ihe  tree,  mangling  and  butchering  it  horridly. 
t:  There  are  Jaws  for  preventing  cruelty  to  ani- 
mals, aiiid,  there  should  be  for  preventing  cruelty 
to  trees.  The  laws  of  vegetable  physiology  should 
be  as  well  understood  by  him  who  endeavors  to 
regulate  and  promote  the  growth  and  faithfulness 
of  trees  as  the  laws  of  animal  physiology  should 
be  understood  by  him  whose  profession  it  is  to 
regulate  and  bring  to  a  normal  condition  the  ani- 
mal system  when  out  of  order. 

Orchards  should  be  visited  often  at  this  season 
of  the  year  with  pruniug-knife  in  hand,  and  kind 
attention  given  to  every  tree. 

Trees  should  be  considered  adopted  children  and 
tbeirevery  want  attended  to.  They  should  have 
a  good,  rich  soil,  which  should  be  well  worked, 
that,a;tliJ:ifty  growth  may  be  made.

TOUCHING  INCIDENT. 


Among  the  many  pathetic  incidents  connected 
with  the  late  Stateu  Island  steamboat  exjjlosion,  in 
New  York,  the  following  is  the  most  piliful : 

A  handsome  young  woman,  with  beautiful  gol- 
den hair,  the  side  of  her  head  cut  badly,  and  her 
arms  bruised,  was  sent  to  a  hospital.  This  was 
Mrs.  Mary  McCall,  aged  twenty-tAvo,,  the  wife  of 
a  re':pectable  tradesman,  residing  at  537  West 
Thirty-fifth  street.  She  had  gone  for  a  tiip  to 
Statan  Island,  with  her  little  daugiiter  l^Iary,  a 
beantii'ul  child  two  years  and  four  months  old. — 
She  was  blown  into  the  aii",  and  fell  between  some 
timbers.  Her  child  was  found  by  the  police  ter- 
ribly scalded  in  the  wreck  and  ruiu]  of  the  main 
deck.  The  child  lay  in  a  bed  near  its  mother  in 
the  hospital  ward.  It  was  so  fearfully  burnt  and 
scalded  that  it  could  not  live.  The  skin  waa  parch- 
ed completely  off  the  poor  little  face,  and  throngh 
l)cr  blackened  lips,  she  lisped, — 


"Mammy,  mammy,  won't  you  come  and  kiss 
little  Mnry  ?  she's  so  sick." 

The  poor  mother  crawled  to  the  bed,  and  bend- 
ing down  her  lips,  met  those  of  her  poor  child, 
and  almost  instantaneously  the  burnt  arms  of  the 
little  gipl  were  raised  in  the  vain  endeavor  to  clasp 
them  around  her  mother's  neck.  ^lany  a  man  of 
nerve  turned  away  unstrung  at  the  scene  of  simple 
pathos.

It  abounds  in  salt  springs,  salt 
marshes,  salt  mountains,  and  great  plains  where 
the  evaporations  of  ages  has  left  deposits  of 
salt  of  almost  illimitable  extent.,  .For mining 
purposes,  the  salt  of  these  deposits  requires 
only  to  be  shoveled  into  sacks  and  transported 
to  the  place  of  use.  For  table  and  dairy  pur- 
poses, however,  it  is  not  quite  equal  to  East- 
ern salt.  It  contains  a  slight  percent  of  impu- 
rity, which  ^YOuld  have  to  be  removed  by  re- 
evaporation  or  some  other  refining  process  to 
render  it  marketable  for  domeatic-  use.  This 
may  not  be  the  case  with  all  the  deposits  of 
this^character  within  the  State,  but  applies  to 
such  of  them  as  have  been  worked.  Within 
fifty  miles  of  Reno,  and  not ;  more  than  one 
mile  from  the  railroad,  are  some  of  the  finest 
salt  springs  in  the  world.  One  gallon  of  wa- 
ter will  evaporate  three  pounds  of  tjie  best 
quality  of  salt.

THE  OALIPOES lA  WINE  OEOP. 
Viniculturists  throughout  California  are  fix- 
ing up  their  wine  presses,  collecting  together 
their  casks,  and  employing  their  forces  for  the 
approaching  season  of  wine  making.  In  Los 
Angeles  country,  where  the  grape  crop  is  larger 
than,  in  any  i  other  country  excepting  Sonoma

"Mostolf  the  vineyards  are  under  contract, 
and  we  believe  the  prices  stated  are  considered 
satisfactory.  We  hear  that  a  dollar  a  hundred 
is  the  prevailing  rate,  which  is  an  advance  on 
last  year's  prices,  which  averaged  seventy-five 
cents.  We  have  been  informed  that  an  agent 
has  been  purchasing  extensively  for  Mr.  Cur- 
tis, wlio  intends  to  make  brandy  in  the  Gavet 
distillery,  on  the  bank  of  the  river.  The  crop 
is  fully  an  average  one,  though  not  so  large  as 
anticipated  daring  the  flowering  season.  It  is 
said  the  grapes  are  unequal,  a  large  portion  not 
having  filled  out  lo  the  usual  size.  However, 
as  there  is  always  something  to  be  rated  as  a 
drawback,  we  have  confidence  that  the  vintage 
will  be  a  successful  one,  both  as  to  quantity 
and  quality."

EUEOPEAN  CROP  PEOSPECTS- 


;     The  N.  Y.  Ertninrj Poxi  says  lUc  latest  crnp  reports  from 
^'Europe  indicate  less  than  an  average    yield.     In  England, 
■wheat  is  deficient  in  quantity  and  poor  in   quality.     The 
amount  grown  has  been  still  further  diminished  by  the  wet 
■vveather  which  prevailed  during  the  time  of  harvest.     The 
average  decrease  is  estimated  at  from  two  to  four  bushels 
per  acre.     As  a  striking  example,  it  is  reported  that  in  one 
part  of  Essex  county,  which  is  famous  as  a  wheat-growing  j 
district,  the  usual  yield  of  forty -four  bushels  per  acre,  is  re 
duccd  to  thirty -two  bushels  per  acre.     One  gentltnian  csti-  ] 
mates  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  import  104,000,000  bush- 1 
els  during  the  coming  winter  to  supply  the  deficiency.     In  I 
consequence  of  the  returns  thus  far  received,    the   price   ol  i 
wheat  is  rising  in  England.  I 

The  potato  crop  of  England  also  promises  to  be  much  less  j 
than  usual.     The  potato  disease  has  assumed  its  most  seri- 
ous form  ;  one  report  being  "that  the  roots  rot  all  away."' 
In  Scotland  the  prospects  are  said  to  be  in  some  cases  verv  ' 
good,  and  in  others  very  bad.     In  some  fields  the  deflcien- 1 
ey  is  estimated  as  high  as  fifty  per  cent.     The  reports  from  \ 
Ireland  are  more  favorable,  although  in  the  north    of  thai 
Island  the  potato  plants  have  been  seriously  injured  by  \ 
blight.  ] 

The  re  ports  from  the  continent  of  Europe  are  better  j 
tlian  those  from  Great  Britain,  but  do  not  indicate  an  abili- 1 
ty  to  supply  the  deficicnc}-  in  that  country.  The  late  war 
between  Germany  and  France  interfered  seriously  with  ag- 
ricultural operations  in  both  countries,  thereby  producing 
an  exceptional  demand  for  grain.  The  deficit  in  corn 
would  naturally  be  supplied  by  Hungary,  the  Danubinn 
Principalities,  the  corn  producing  district  of  Austria  and 
Southern  Russia.  But  the  reports  from  these'.districts  indi- 
cate small  crops.  A  backward  spring,  together  with  heavy 
rain  and  hail  storms  in  August,  are  the  causes  of  the  pros- 
pective deficiency.  Roumania  is  the  only  Dantibian  prov- 
ince likely  to  produce  a  full  crop. 

TJie  reports  of  the  wlieat  crop  are  to  the  same  effect.  In 
Hungary  the  crop  is  light  ;  in  Southern  Russia  it  has  been 
injured  by  storms,  and  a  large  part  of  tlie  wheat  already 
stored  at  "Odessa  has  been  damaged  liy  water. 

The  crops  in  Turkey  are  said  to  be  good,  arid  that  coun- 
try will  probably  do  a  lieavy  export  business  in  cereals. 
Tiie  reports  from  Poland  arc  very  conflicting,  but  the  most 
favorable  ones  pinmise  nolhiug  better  tlmn  an  average 
crop.  Sweden  wilUiiroljably  export  some  grain  ;  and  Den- 
mark, Spaiu  and  ]^)rtugal  will  certainly  supjily  their  own 
markets.  Italy  has  a  liiir  harvest,  wliile  Switzerland  will 
be  forced  to  depend  up<m  foreign  supplies  for  tbod. 

Throughout  Germany  the  crop  pro.spects  are  said  to  be 
very  favoralile.  owing  to  the  pleasant  weather  of  the  last 
two  months,  although  it  is  not  likely  that  there  will  be  ?• 
nurplus  of  any  great  amount  to  send  to  other  countries. 

Judging  from  the  reports  at  hand,  we  cannot  hope  that 
the  countries  on  the  continent  of  Europe  will  do  more  than 
uupply  the  wants  of  their  own  people  during  the  coming 
wiiiler.  This  leaves  a  deficit  in  Great  Britain  to  be  sup- 
plied from  the  granaries  of  this  countrj-.  The  recent  des- 
truction of  graiiLat  Chicago,  however,  may  seriously  di- 
minish this  supply.  The  precise  ciuaulit}-  lost  will  be  a 
lualler  <jf  interest,  therelbre,  not  only  at  home  but  abroad.

"God  resisteth  the  proud  and  giveth  grace  to  the  hum- 
ble,"   1  Peter,  4:5. 

Dear  readers,  it  is  through  a  souse  of  duty  add 
love  to  my  brethren  and  sisters,  that  I  feel  in- 
wardly pressed  to  make  a  few  remarks  on  tliis 
subject,  iu  as  clear  a  light  as  possible.

"If  I  then  your  Lord  and  Master  have 
washed  your  feet,  ye  also  ought  to  wash  one  an- 
others  feet,  for  I  have  given  you  an  example  that 
ye  should  do  as  I  have  done  to  you."  Are  we  then 
all  perfectly  willing  thus  to  stoop  and  humble  our- 
selves in  comformity  to  the  example  of  Jesus  ?  Ah, 
how  many  Christian  professors  there  are  who  re- 
fuse to  do  this !

To  augment  the  ter-  I 
rors  that  already  shocked  the  country,  next    came 
the  intelligence  of  the   fire  storms  "of  Michigan, 
leaving  nothing  but  sorrow,  distress,   destruction' 
and  death  in  the  rear.    Before  wo  had  time  to  call 
forth  our  sympathies,  we  are  informed  of  the  thun- 
dering fire  billows  sweeping  over  Wisconsin,  hurl- 
ing hnndrwls  into  fiery  graves,  almost   without  a 


moments  warninj; 


Those  ofus  who  have  not  been  called  upon  to 
pass  through  this  terrible  ordeal  have  but  a  faint 
idea  of  its  awfulness.  So  terrible  wasthesi<rht  that 
many  were  fully  persuaded  that  the  great°day  of 
final  consummation  had  come,  and  that  the  world 
was  to  be  deluged  by  the  eternal  burnings. 

These  are  sad  calamities  and  call  loudly  upon 
us  as  an  enlightened  and  Christian  nation,  to  re- 
pent, least  we  all  likewise  perish.  It  is  true,  nat- 
ural causes  may  be  assigned  for  all  these  devasta- 
tions, yet  when  we  follow  them  up  to  their  legiti- 
mate source  we  find  them  emenatiug  from  God 
"who  moves  in  mysterious  ways,  his  works  to 
],erform."  That  it  was  the  hand  of  God  we  doubt 
not  for  a  moment,  but  it  may  be  a  question 
whetlicr  the  inhabitants  of  Chicago  and  the  devas- 
tated portion  of  Miciiigan  and  M^isconsin  were 
more  wicked  than  other  portions  of  the  country 
They  may  have  been,  and  they  may  not.  We  have 
110  d.rcH  evidence  that  Sodom  and  Gomorroh  ■ 
were,  more  wicke<l  than  some  uUier  v\{k<,  yet    we 


are  informed  that   they   were   extremely   wicked 
anc  for  that  wickedness,  God  destroyed  them. 

1  hat   wickedness  abounded  in  our  western  Met- 
ropolis, theie  is  no  question,  and  for  its   purifica- 
tion God  maj,  have  sent  this  scourge  upon  it,  and 
while  we  contemplate  on  the  terribleness  of  their 
judgment,  let  us  not  imagine  that  they  were   sin- 
ners  above  all  other  men,  but  unless  we  repent  we 
.shall  ajl  in  like  manner  perish.     The  earth   and 
world  is  fast  ripening  for  the  great  day  of  consum- 
mation and  it  may  be  truly  said ;    "we  qre   livii,<r 
lu  the  last  days  "     This  year  so  far,  is  notable   as 
one   of  distress,   destruction,   and    death.      Our 
weekly  Messengers  come  burthened  with  deeds  of 
blood-shed,  robberies  and  infanticide.   Thousands 
of  unborn  infants  are  yearly  slain,  and  two  thirds 
of  the  mothers,  fall  victims  of  the  atrocious  crime. 
No  wonder  that  the  late  fires  are  causing  a  panic 
tliroughout  the   land ;   the   fearful  judgments  of 
God    are  gathering  around  us,  and  soon  the  cloud 
of  his  anger  may  burst  and  bury  us  in  thesmokeof 
his  power,  unless  we  repent  in  sack-cloth  and  ash- 
es, like   a  Nineveh  of  old,  and  turn  to  the  Lord, 
who  will  abundantly  pardon.

He 
was   in    trouble,    halting   between   two  opinions. 
His  desire   was  to  release  Him,  "For   he   found 
no  fiiult  in  Him,"  and  therequest  of  his  wife  also 
M-as,  that  he  should  "  have  nothing  to  do  with  that 
just  man,  for  I  have  suffered    many   things   in   a 
dream  this  day  because  of  Him."     Thus  his  troub- 
le was  increased,  for  he  knew  that  it  was  for  envy 
that  He  was  delivered  unto  him.     The  Jews  said 
to  Pilate,  «  By  our  Jaw  He   ought  to  die,  because 
He  made  Himself  the  Son  of  God.     When  Pilate 
heard  that  saying,  he  was   the  more  afraid."     Xo 
wonder  he  entertained  fears   when    he  wa.s  sit  on 
the  judgment  seat   to  give  justice   between  man 
and  man,  aj:fl  ^^  as  now  about   to  condemn   an  in 
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nocent  person  to  be  crucified.  He  was  quite  wil- 
ling to  release  Him,  as  tlie  words  of  Jcsils  were 
still  burning  in  liis  ears,  '•  He  that  delivered  me 
unto  thee  hatii  the  greater  sin,"  which  plainly  in- 
ferred tiiafe  he  would  also  commit  sin  in  the  act, 
but  he  desired  also  to  please  the  Jews,  but  could 
not  and  do  justice  to  his  own  conscience.  He 
should  not  have  taken  the  counsel  of  sinners  when 
he  was  persuaded  in  his  own  mind  that  Jesus  was 
innocent,  but  they  said  "  If  thou  let  this  man  go, 
thou  art  not  C-'easer's  friend,"  and  in  order  to  pre- 
serve the  friendship  of  this  worldly  Ceaser,  he  de- 
cided against  Jesus  and  his  own  convictions  of 
right,  and  to  justify  himself,  he  took  water  and 
washed  his  hands,  saying,  "  I  am  innocent  of  this 
man's  blood,  see  ye  all  to  it."  Ah,  poor  Pilate, 
water  will  not  wash  away  the  guilt  of  a  wilful  and 
presumptions  sin,  although  the  Jews  agreed  that 
His  blood  should  be  upon  them  and  their  children. 
This  foolish  agreement  has  been  fully  carried  out, 
and  thej"^  are  still  pressed  down  under  the  weight 
of  that  blood,  yet  it  made  Pilate  none  the  less 
guilty,  as  histories  tell  us  that  he  could  not  die  in 
his  bed,  but  departed  amidst  the  struggles  of  a 
fearful  death.  Pilate  and  the  Jews  decided  against 
Jesus  to  their  own  destruction. 

Let  us  now  make  the  application  in  the  lan- 
guage of  the  text,  "  What  will  we  do  with  Jesus." 

How  often  are  we,  dear  sinner,  brought  into  the 
very  same  position  that  Peter  was?  Jesus  comes 
and  knocks  at  our  hearts  for  admittance  and  our 
best  convictions  says,  let  him  in,  but  our  ungodly 
companions,  and  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  the  pride  ot 
life  and  a  desire  for  worldly  honor  says  ;  "Crucity 
him."  Then  comes  the  important  question,  "what 
shall  I  do  with  Jesus  ? "  Here  he  stands  at  my 
door  patiently  waiting  the  decision.

name  written  in  the  book  of  life  and  thus  become 
heirs  to  that  glorious  inheritance  which  Jesas  has

^of  salvation.  He  had  known  the  indwelling  of  the

self-denial,  in  the.modern  Christian  warfare  !  How 
hath  the  offense  of  the  cross  ceased  ! 

And  has  the  church  become  a  grectcr  { owcr  f  rgood 
in  the  earth?  It  is  true  that  she  is  far  greater  in 
numerical  strength,  and  in  worldly  wealth  and 
splendor,  than  she  was  in  primitive  times.  It  is 
true  that  the  "gospel  of  the  kingdom"  has  been  so 
preached  in  all  the  world,  that  numbers  have  turn- 
ed from  idols  tO' serve  the  living  and  true  God, 
from  every  nation  under  heaven.

precise  tijnc  tliat  the  soul  is  prompted  by  a  spirit, 
but  the  great  question  is,  does  it  lead  into  truth  ? 
If  the  spirit  which  we  receive  leads  us  to  accept 
the  plan  of  salvation  as  revealed  by  Jesus  Christ, 
we  need  not  be  concerned  about  the  time  of  its  re- 
ception, it  is  of  God  and  is  a  Holy  Spirit,  as  there 
'is  no  other  spirit  that  will  bare  evidence  to  the 
truth.  That  part  of  the  Triune  God  which  con- 
victs the  sinner — distinctively,  belongs  to  the  first 
person  of  the  God-head,  that  which  converts,  to 
the  second,  and  tliat, which  leads  into  all  truth,  to 
the  third  or  tlie  Iloly  Spirit.  Xow  if  a  man  can 
be  led  into  all  truth  before  he  is  born,  and  can  be 
born  without  baptismal  regeneration,  then  he  can 
receive  the  distinctive  benefits  of  the  tliird  person 
in  the  God-head  before  baptism,  lleason,  nature, 
and  divine  revelation  all,  unitedly  confute  the  idea. 
lu  regeneration  \yc  have  a  conception,  a  progress- 
ion and  a  completion  or  a  birth.  The  soul  may 
receive  tlie  spirit  of  conviction,  and  also  the  spirit 
of  conversion,  or  that  spirit  which  aids  the  sinner 
iu  accepting  the  plan  of  salvation,  and  may  speak 
peace  to  the  soul  before  baptism;  but  that  spirit 
which  dictates,  or  leads  the  soul  into  all  truth, 
can  only  be  received  after  it  has  been  borri,  regen- 
erated or  baptized.  The  case  of  Peter  and  Cor- 
nelius is  purely  a  miracle,  and  has  no  relevancy  to 
the  general  jilan  of  salvation.  Both  cases  were 
attended  with  a  special  revelation  from  God,  and 
the  design  of  it  was  to  show  tlie  circumcision  that 
the  uncircumcision  were  also  accepted  of  God,  and 
that  in  every  nation,  "he  that  feareth  him,  and 
worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with  Him." 
Nothing  short  of  this  would  have  satisfied  uncir- 
cumcision, that  the  gentiles  were  fit  subjects  for 
baptismal  regeneration,  and  if  there  are  yet  unbe- 
lieving Jews  to  be  convinced  of  Gentile  salvation, 
let  the  Holy  Spirit  be  visibly  demonstrated,  and 
we  have  no  objections  to  offer,  but  it  is  not  iu 
harmony  with  the  revealed  plan  of  salvation.

It  was  the  second  one 
that  I  have  evei-  atteniled,  having  been  at  one 
when  1  was  a  young  man.  \\']ieii  myself  and 
wife  arrived  at  the  place  of  meeting  we  found  a 
crowd  of  pjople  there,  many  more  thnn  the  hou.se 
would  hold,  and  ^erviecs  had  commenced,  but  I 
'.rent  there  to  liear,  as  I  always  do  when  I  go  to 
meeting,  and  went  in,  but  had  to  stand  in  the 
aisles  for  sometime,  but  finally  made  a  seat  by 
laying  a  stick  of  wood  across  one  corner  of  the 
box  that  was  around  the  stove.  The  speakers 
discourse  was  on  the  sufferings  and  death  of 
Christ.  The  text  I  did  not  get  as  be  had  com- 
menced speaking  when  we  arrived,  but  what  I 
did  hear  was  interesting  to  me.  He  quoted  va- 
rious passages  of  Scripture  but  said  vciy  little 
about  Uie  supper  or  passover.  He  said,  Christ 
had  come  to  fulfill  the  law,  and  he  did  fulfill  it  to 
the  letter,  wheri  he  ate  the  Jewish  passover  M'ith 
his  disciples,  the  night  in  which  he  was  betrayed, 
and  we  had  nothing  to  do  with  that  now.  He 
failed  to  tell  his  hearers  that  the  Jewish  passover 
was  still  in  the  future,  which  he  might  have  done, 
if  he  had  told  them  that  the  jews  would  not  en- 
ter into  the  judgment  hall  when  they  had  taken 
Christ  to  Pilate,  least  they  should  be  defiled,  that 
they  might  noteattlie  passover,  and  again  Pilate 
told  them,  they  had  a  custom  that  he  should  re- 
lease one  at  the  passover,  and  asked  them  whether 
he  should  release  the  king  of  the  jews,  but  they 
desired  to  have  Barrabas  I'eleased,  which  certainly 
is  clear  that  the  Jewish  passover  was  still  in  the 
future.  They  then  took  the  communion,  after 
that  they  sung  a  hymn,  and  then  announced  that 
they  would  have  a  short  intermission,  and  then 
come  toarether  again  and  wash  one  anothei-s  feet, 
which  they  thought  was  a  duty.  They  then  dis- 
missed— in  a  short  time  they  commenced  singing 
and  the  jjeople  started  for  the  house.  When  I 
got  in  I  found  a  good  scat,  as  the  house  was  not 
crowded — one'  of  the  ministers  then  read  part  of 
the  loth  cha],>ter  of  John  and  commenced  preach- 
ing, but  said  \-ery  little.  He  said  the  subject 
■wiis  so  plain  that  it  did  not  need  any  interpreta- 
tion— right  there  I  was  disappointed,  as  I  was  in 
hopes  I  would  hciir  why  they  washed  feet  after 


i  the  communion.     John  in  his   thirteenth  cliapter 
isays  nothing  about    the    communion,    but  Christ '* 
had   washed  his  disciples   feet  before   the   traitor 
•  wns  pointed  out,  and  if  they  would  examine  Mat- 
thew and    Mark,  they  would  find  that  after  the 
traitor  was  pointed  out,  they  were  still  eating,  for 
Matthew  in    the   2Gth,    chai)ter  and    26tb    verse  ' 
says — "And  as  they  were  eating,  Jesus  took  bread  •' 
and  blessed  it,  and  broke  it,  and  gave  to  his  dis- 
ciples and  said,  take,  eat  this  is   my  body — And 
Mark  in  the  14th  chapter  and  22nd   verse,   gives 
nearly  the  same  words  ;  as  it  is  very  clear   that  ' 
their  feet  were  washed  before  the  traitor  was  point- 
ed out,  and  that   they  ate  the   supper,  and   took 
the  communion  afterwards.

YAOOrfTATIOF  AND  DISEASE- 


The  most  experienced  vaccinators,  on  the 
one  hand,  and  those  who  have  had  most  to  do 
with  the  treatment  of  infantile  adlments,  on 
the  other,  agree  in  the  belief  that  disease  is  not 
corarauuicable  by  vaccination.  Mr.  Marson, 
an  English  physidan,  in  the  performance  of 
more  than  fifty  thousand  vaccinations,  "has 
never  seen  other  diseases  communicated  with 
t!ie  vacine  disease,  nor  does  he  believe  in  the 
popular  reports  that  they  are  .so  communica- 
ted." Mr.  Less,  whose  observations-  were 
efjually  extensive,  has  borne  similar  testimony. 
Dr.  W.  Jeuner,  who  in  six  years  had  some 
thirteen  thousand  sick  ad.ilts  and  children  un- 
der observation,  states  "that  in  no  case  had  he 
reason  to  believe,  or  evfn  to  suspect,  that  any 
constitutional  taint  had  been  conveyed  from 
one  person  to  another  by  vaccination."  Dur- 
ing a  period  of  seventeen  years  Dr.  West  treat- 
ed twenty-six  thousand  infants  and  cliildren, 
with  a  like  experience  ;  and  Prof  Paget,  after 
an  extensive  familiarity  with  the  diseases  of 
children,,  expresses  the  opinion  that  llie  worst 
which  can  be  ciiarged  upon  vaccination  is  that, 
by  Jisturbing  for  a  while  the  general    Iiealth, 

it  may  rarely  give  opportunity  for    tlie  exter- 
nal manifestation    and    complete    evolution   of 
some  constitutional  affection,  which    but  for  it 
might  have  remained  rather  longer  latent. 
Where   every  person   in  a   community  lias 


been  properly  vaccinated,  there  is  little  chance 
for  small-pox  to  obtain  a  foothold  ;  and  it  is 
also  very  eertain  that  tkc  presence  of  the  nn- 
vacciuated  is  a  standing  invitation  to  the  de- 
velopement  and  spread  of  epidemics.  The  op- 
ponents of  vaccination,  and  a  far  larger  num- 
ber who  from  ignorance  or  carelessness  neglect 
the  precaution,  thus  become  so  far  as  the  pub- 
lic health  is- concerned,  a  "dangerous  class," 
which,  like  other  dangerous  classes,  it  is  for 
the  interest  of  tho  coiumunity  at  large  tore- 
move.

Duty  of  Parents  to  Teachers. — To  se- 
cure results  in  carrying  on  reforms  and  im- 
provements in  society,  co-operation  is  essential 
to  success.  The  humblest  can  effect  in  con- 
cert, what  the  highest  could  not  singly.  In 
the  education  of  )  outli,  parents  and  guardians 
can  greatly  facilitate  the  arduous  labors  of 
teachers.  Good'  government  in  schools  is 
more  the  result  of  careful  training  at  home 
than  any  effort  of  the  teacher.  Children 
who-  behave  well  at  home  will  generally  de- 
port themselves  well  abroad.  Children  should 
be  taught  at  home  respect  for  their  teachers. — 
They  should  be  instructed  that  it  is  their  duty 
to  bo  orderly,  well-behaved,  and  prompt  to 
obey  what  they  are  commanded  to  perform. 
If  this  be  understood,  the  task  of  the  teacher 
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})e;omes  materially  lightened.  If  tlie  pupil  bo 
taught  that  the  rules  uf  the  school  must  Ls  implic- 
itly complied  with,  and  if  the  parents  insist  upon 
it  that  the  child  shall  obey  all  reasonable  demands 
made  upon  him  by  the  teacher,  then  the  pu[)il  will 
be  properly  trained,  and  will  be  fitted  to  receive 
instruction.  Parents  are  too  apt  to  encourage  tlieir 
children  in  tale-bearing  and  criticism  on  the  con- 
duct and  ability  of  thu'ir  instructcrs.  They  are 
apt  to  take  the  views  of  their  children  rather  than 
their  own. 


PHEXOMEXA  AND  INCIDENTS  OF  THE 
NORTHEEN  FIRF^. 


There  are  some  phases  of  the  great  calamity 
•which  fell  upon  this  region  last  week  worthy  of 
Bcieutific  investigation.  The  testimony  of  the 
eooler-headed  survivors  of  the  fire.s  at  peshtigo, 
the  Sugar  Bush  and  Williamsonvill  is  united  as  to 
one  phenomena.  They  say  that  the  fire  did  not 
oome  upon  them  gradually  from  burning  trees  and 
other  objects  to  the  windward,  but  the  first  notice 
they  had  of  it  was  a  whirlwind  of  flame,  in  great 
clouds,  from  above  the  tops  of  the  trees,  which  fell 
upon  and  devoured  everything.  The  atmosphere 
seemed  one  of  fire.  The  poor  people  inhaled  it, 
or  the  intensely  lioi  air,  and  fell  down  dead.  This 
is  verified  by  the  appearance  of  many  of  the  corp- 
ses. They  were  found  dead  in  the  roads  and  open 
Bpaccs,  where  there  were  no  visible  marks  of  firv 
near  by,  with  not  a  trace  of  burning  upon  their 
bodies  or  clotliiug.  At  the  Sugar  Bush,  which  is 
an  extended  clearing,  in  some  places  four  miles  in 
width,  corpses  ivere  found  in  the  open  road,  be- 
twe>.'n  fences  v/hich  were  only  slightly  burned.  No 
mark  of  firewi'.s  upon  them,  but  they  laid  there  as 
if  as'e^p.  This  plienomenon  seems  to  explain  tl)e 
tact  that  so  many  were  killed  in  compact  masses. 
They  seemed  to  have  huddled  together  in  what 
M-ere  evidently  regarded  at  the  moment  as  the 
safest  places,  away  from  buildings,  trees,  or  other 
inflaraable  material,  and  there  to  have  died  to- 
gether, Fences  around  c'eared  fields  were  burned 
in  spots  of  only  a  few  rods  in  length,  and  elsewhere 
uot  touched.  Fish  were  killed  in  the  streams — 
as  at  Pwhli^o. 

We  bear  the  univcrfal  testimony  that   the  pre- 
vailing idea  among  the  terror-i;r!ckcn    people  of 
those    jjlaces    was   that    the    last  day  had  come. 
They  i;e 'ded  not  to  be  terror-stricken  for  sucliim- 
aginings.      What  other  explanation  <.ou!d  be  given 
t.>  tbat  imminent  time,  when  there  was  an  ominous 
warning  and    sound    coming  from   t'  e    distance; 
w  bo  1  the  sky,  so  dark  just  before,  burs',  into  great 
clout's  of  fire,  the  beasts  of  the  forests  came  running  I 
for  succor  into  the  midst  of  the  scttlcnicuts,  and  a  \ 
great,  red,  consuming,  roaring  hell  of  fire  fyll  upon  ! 
all  around.       The  dreadful  scene  lacked   nothin   ; 


but  the  sounding  of  the  last  trumpet — and,  indeed, 
the  ajiproach  of  the  awful  roaring,  and  the  premo- 
nition, from  the  distance  supplied  even  that  to  the 
appalled    imaginings  of  the  people. 

The  Epsy  theory,  we  think  it  is,  that  continued 
and  widespread  fires  will  bring  on  rain,  seems  to 
be  entirely  exploded  in  this  instance.  Tiiese  fires 
had  lasted  nearly  or  quite  four  weeks,  ravaging 
forests  over  a  great  area,  and  still  not  a  drop  of 
rain.  The  rain  ouly  came  with  a  change  of  wind 
to  the  Northward,  and  several  days  after  the  worst 
burnings  were  ovei  with. 

WHAT  A   SUEVIVOB  SAYS, 

To  a  person  not  in  the  fire  it  seems  incredibia 
that  so  many  should  have  perished  in  the  flames. 
To  me — and  I  presume  to  most  of  those  who  were 
in  the  fire — it  seems  a  miracle  that  so  many  were 
saved.  If  you  sujipose  the  worst  snow-storm  yon 
ever  witnessed,  and  each  snow-flake  a  coal  or  spark 
of  fire,  driven  before  a  fierce  wind,  and  you  have 
some  idea  of  the  state  of  the  atmosphere  at  the 
time  t!ie  fire  struck  the  town.  We  all  know  bow 
little  presence  of  mind  many  people  have  in  times 
of  great  excitement,  and  but  few  persons  know 
just  what  to  do  when  death,  in  its  most  appallinpf 
form,  stares  them  in  the  face.  Of  oue  thing,  how- 
ever, we  may  be  sure — all,  under  such  circum- 
stances, do  the  best  they  are  capable  of  doing. 
There  were  deeds  of  heroism,  that  fearful  night  iu 
Peshtigo,  that  are  worthy  a  place  by  the  brightest 
and  noblest  facts  of  history.  Many  lost  their  lives 
in  attempting  to  save  the  lives  of  others.  Many 
have  been  found  clasping  some  darling  object  of 
affection  in  their  arms,  as  in  the  act  of  shielding 
them  from  the  fire.  Mothers  were  dreadfully  burned 
but  saved  their  children.  Husbands  and  fathers 
were  burned,  but  saved  their  families.  One  was 
found  dreadfully  burned  in  atteraping  to  save  his 
wife  and  two  children  ;  but  they  were  burned.  A 
young  lady  ran  for  the  river  with  a  child  in  her 
arms;  but,  overcome  by  the  heat  and  fright, 
fainted  and  was  dragged  to  the  water  by  some  one 
aud  saved.  In  the  morning  she  learned  that  her 
sister  was  burned.  One  old  man,  after  the  fire 
abated,  was  found  so  burud  in  the  side  thai  his  en- 
trails hung  out.  His  hands  and  face  were  horri- 
bly burned,  and  he  begged  piteously  for  some  one 
to  kill  him  and  put  an  end  to  his  misary. — Green 
Bay  Advocate.

DESIDEEATUM- 


Fceling,  with  hundrcdri  of  others,  that  there  i'b 
a  deficiency  in  the  mant]pr  and  order  in  which 
our  Annual  Meeting  is  held,  that  the  present  sys- 
tem is  inadequate  to  give  general  eatisfaction  is 
too  apparent  to  be  overlooked.  We  therefore 
will  present  a  few  thoughts  upon  the  subject. 

\st.  ^Vkcd  is  the  church  ?  AVe  claim  that  each 
organized  body  of  true  worshippers  is  the  church, 
and  pos.soss  all  tli"  promises  contained  in  Holy 
Writ.  Under  tlie  Jewish  worship,  there  was  buS 
one  organization,  and  consequently,  hut  o'jc  speci- 
fied place  to  worship.  It  thereby  required  the 
whole  Jewish  nation  to  compose  the  church,  but 
the  Savior  in  addressing  tlie  Samaritan  woman 
eaid:  "Tho  hour  couietii,  when  we  shall  neither  in 
this  mountain,  nor  yet  in  .Tonisaiem,  worship  th« 
Father."  God  is  a  Spirit,  and  they  that  will 
worship  him,  must  worship  him  in  Spirit  and  hi 
truth.  The  Savior  said  :  "Thou  art  Peter,  and 
upon  this  rock  1  will  build  uiy  church,  and  thy 
gatt^  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  ."gainst  it,"  and 
just  before  Christ  ascended  he  addressed  iiis  dis- 
ciples thus;  "All  power  is  given  me  in  heaven 
and  in  earth,  go  ye  therefore,  teach  all  nations," 
&C.  Now  when  they  began  to  preach  the  king- 
dom of  God,  they  est.iblishal  churohes  in  tlie 
different  localities,  and  each  organization  was 
commanded  and  empowered  tu  fulfill  all  the  Go.s- 
pel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  upon  so  doing,  (he  prom- 
ise of  eternal  life  as  well  as  his  presence  in  time. 

Ind^  That  it  is  a  local  independent  ortjanicatiov. 
It  lias  tiic  power  to  select  its  own  ])laces  and 
time  for  worshi[) — and  how  oft  it  shall  commemo- 
rate the  Bufferings  and  death  of  our  Lou!  aud 
Savior,  without  first  consulting  any  eco]i>tfi!^sticiil 
body — liaving  in  possossion,  the  full  power  of 
(•ontroling  its  own  local  aud  religious  nflairs,  bc- 
euuse  if  recognizes  no  discipline  but  tlie  Gixsjicl  of 
Jcsu.s  Christ,  and  conscquentI_\  i-eeogiiizos  no  au- 
ih'iriry  above  its  own,  but  that    of  Cl)ri.«t.      Heing 
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fbiintled  on  the  ro.'k,  it  is  vested  with  all  power 
and  antliority  to  preach  the  Gospel,  pov.-er  to 
judge  who  a-re  subjects  for  admission  to  the 
church,  power  to  judge  who  are  improper  char- 
acters to  be  admitted  or  retained  in  that  church, 
jiower  to  call  to  the  ministry  and  forward  them 
iu  their  order,  also  povrer  to  take  it  again. 

The  churches  iu  their  separate  oi'ganizations  arc 
democratic  in  form,  hence  all  connected  with  that 
body  etand  equal,  and  form  part  and  parcel  of 
the  body  of  Christ, 

Having  touched  bat  a  few  of  the  characteris- 
tics of  the  church,  I  would  not  liave  the  reader 
infer  that  I  dispise  the  unity  o£  the  different  or- 
ganizations, but  to  show  their  {X)\ver,  and  though 
each  is  vested  with  that  power,  and  is  not  depend- 
ent on  disciplines  of  men,  nor  popes  nor  bishops, 
nor  ecclesiastical  bodies,  it  nevertheless,  is  part  of 
the  grand  whole,  and  for  this  reason,  that  each 
may,  and  shall  corapcse  the  entire  body.  If  the 
church  should  be  htld  as  the  body  of  Christ,  and 
thus  recognized  in  the  union  of  tlie  general 
church. 

Now    there    is,    in     my   judgment,   but   two 
ways  that  this  can  be  done.     First,    either  to  fall 
back  on  Jewish  order,  and  every  member  in  eve- 
ry church,  assemble  at  a  stated   time   and   place, 
and  not  only  in  person,  but  to  have  an  expression 
from  each  pro.  or  con.     This  no  doubt    will  seem 
to  some  at  first  sight,  a  little  nbsurd,  but  pause    a 
moment;  were  we  not  all  baptized  into  one  body, 
all  governed  l)y  tlio  same  spirit,    in   possession  of 
the  same  hope,  aiming  fur  the  same  reward,  hence 
all  equally  interested'.'     ^Vhose  zeal  and  authori- 
ty supercedes  his  fellow  thai    they  should    come 
up  to  tiiat    general    assembly,    and    consummate 
that  union  ?  Or  who  shall    be    destitute    of  that 
zeal  or  spiritual  life,  depending  on    some  one  to 
replenLsh  thier  lamps  wiien  they  are   gone    out  ? 
Sliall    the    minister  be    the    former?     He   is  the 
churches    servant.     Shall    the    b'sliop  ?    I    have 
heard  some  say  they  were  the  servants  of  servants. 
Then  if  they  are  tlie  churches  servants,  they  are 
not  the  churches  master,  and  can  only  act  as  they 
rKfive  authority  ;  theref<)re,  we    claim,    It    would 
be  an  afsiimption  of  power,  for    even    bisiiops  to 
oome  up  promiseousJy  to  form  a  dictatory,  or  advi- 
i^ary  body  without   tlie  co-ojicration  of  the  churcli. 
"Whenever  statutes  of  that    kiiul    are  e.-.tablished, 
by  virtue  of  office,  it  becomes  a  system    of  pope- 
ry £t  unco,  for   tlioy   hold    tiiat  oiVicc    by   permis- 


sion is  good  faith  only,  and  certainly  none  would 
teel  to  assume  sucii  prerogatives.  The  Apostle? 
were  commanded  to  tarry  at  Jerusalem,  until 
they  were  endued  with  power  from  on  high.  So 
then  the  churches  must  go  £Jn  JItvise,  iu  order  to 
bring  tiiat  power  with  them. 

Second.     By  regarding  each  church_  as  vested 
with  full  power,  to  accomplish  all  that  belongs  to 
nur  eternal  salvation,    so    long  as    they  abide    in 
the  fiith   and    doctrines  of  Jesus  Christ.     Every 
organized  church   of  Christ    is  equally  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  the  whole  church,  and  from  them 
emanate  all  queries  that  go  to  our  Annual  Confer- 
ence, and  in  order  that  all  churches  may  be  equal  ■ 
Iv  represented  in  that  body,  and  each  form  a  part 
in  the  deliberations  there  transacted,  each    organ- 
ized church    must   send    her  representatives.     It 
may  be  argued  that  according  to  our  present  sys- 
tt'm  of  encii  church  sending  two  delegates    to  the 
District  Meeting,  and  that  body  again    send    two 
"fits  members  to  represent  it  at  An,uual  Meeting, 
each  e'nui-ch  is  fully  represented,    but"  I  wish    to 
sliow  that  here  is  where  the  great  objection  comes 
in,  arM  that  xinder  the  present  system,  individual 
churches  are  not,  and   cannot  be  represented.     To 
prove  our  position    ^ve-will    suppose   a  case,    (to 
:»vi)!d  being  personal.)    A    certain    chilrch   has  in 
contemplation  a  movement  which    they: think    to 
be  in  harmony  with   the  Spirit  of  Christ,     They 
have    met  in  council    and    have    unitedly  agreed 
to  it,  and  wish  to  have  it  introduced    as-  practical 
and  e-sential,  for  to  be  adopted  by  the  whole  broth- 
erhood,   they    select  from   their  body  two   dele- 
"•ates,  in  iiliom  they  have  implicit  oonfidcnee    to 
repi'esent    their    movement    before   the    District 
Meeting,  by  this  it  is  taken  and  presented  for  de- 
liberation before  that  body,  and    may  be  favora- 
bly received  by  a  large  majority,  but   considered 
of  too  general  a  character  for  decision   and    must 
be  sent  to  Annual  ^Meeting.     This    meeting    now 
selects  from  their  number,  two  to  send  to  Annual 
Meeting,  to  represent  what  ?     The  views  of  this 
I  individual  organization  of  Christ's  body,  and  per- 
j  baps  a  score  of  queries  of  other  individual  church- 
;  es.     It  may  happen  that  these  two   thus  selected 
I  may  be  of  those    who   objected    to  the    move    of 
!  tliis  individual  church,   and  instead  of  fairly  rep- 
I  reeenting  and  laboring  for  this  special  movement, 
j  for     which    they    plead    and    prayed,    they     use 
their  influence  directly  against  it,  and  labored  for 
I  its  defeat.     Where  is   t!ic    intelligent    brother  or 
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sistet  that  can  say  tlsat  tliat  cliufch  was  fairly 
reprejtfnted  beRire  (he  Aunual  Meeting,  and  how 
tan  a  cliurch  feel  satisfied  with  such  a  mode  of  do- 
ing business.  Individual  churches  ai-e  willing 
tliat  their  queries  shall  go  to  Annual  Meeting,  be- 
cause it  is  considered  the  higher  power — but  they 
want  them  brought  before  that  meeting  by  those 
who  are  conscientiously  and  prayerfully  concern- 
ed, and  net  by  such  as  may  be  biased  against 
them.  To  do  this  honorably,  fairly  and  satisfac- 
torily, that  representation  7nust  come  from  the  in- 
divitilual  organizations  or  churches.  Then  let  us 
regard  everj^  church  as  being  a  part  of  the  great 
body.  Let  each  part  or  church  select  from  their 
number,  two,  filled  svitli  wisdom  and  tke  Holy 
GJiost,  no  matter  whether  bishop,  deacon  or  lay- 
member,  they  must  be  the  churches  choice,  and 
we  feel  assured  that  every  bishop  that  rules  well, 
will  be  among  the  number — If  the  church  has 
not  enough  confidence  in  their  bishop  to  send 
him,  he  should  not  go.  as  lie  could  not  iairly  rep- 
resent it.  Brethren,  the  church  must  be  free  avid 
unfettered.  Then  let  those  delegates  form  the 
Annual  Meeting.  And  ifthere  is  virtue,  in  efiectu- 
al  fervent  prayer,  and  we  think  there  is,  let  the 
churches  assemble  at  that  time,  and  be  instant  in 
prayer  in  behalt  of  those  who  have  that  solemn 
work  in  charge,  and  with  all  our  efforts  and  zeal 
blended  together  for  the  glory  of  God,  and  the 
good  of  the  church,  that  there  may  be  one  Lord, 
one  faith,  one  baptism,  and  one  practice — 
speak  the  same  thing,  believe  the  same  thing,  and 
thus  united,  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail 
against  it,  and  be  an  evidence  to  a  wicked  and  re- 
bellious world,  that  God  has  revcaled^his  will  to 
man,  and  has  qualified  man  to  understand  it  and 
fulfill  it. 

Now  we  think  our  ideas,  though  imperfectly 
set  forth,  present  the  sentiment  of  the  majority  of 
the  brotherhood,  benauso  it  gives  to  every  organ- 
ization an  equal  right,  makes  every  church  respon- 
sible, cuts  off  every  occasion  for  partiality,  leaves 
the  power  in  the  churches  where  it  1  elongs,  and 
is  more  equitable. 

In  our  next  we  ]iropose  to  investigate  the  dif- 
ferent ideas  as  presented  for  holding  our  Annual 
Conferenc<v,  and  then  submit  the  whole  to  tlio  in- 
dulgent reader,  hoping  that  it  may  call  forth  the 
expression  of  others  who  are  interested  in  this  im- 
portant snbjcct.

As  Je8Ud  was  sitting  at  a  meal  in  the  house  of 
Rimon,  in  Bethany,  theie   came  a  woman    having 
an  alabaster  boi  of  ointment    of  8pil<enar(i    very 
precious,  and  broke  the  box  and  poured  it  on  Je- 
sus' head.     Then  some  of  the  others  present  mur- 
mured against  her  and  said,  "Why  was  this  waste 
of  the  ointment  made  ?     For  it  might   have  been 
sold  for  more  than  three  hundred  pence,  and  have 
been  given  to  the  poor."    Then  Jesus  noticing  this 
said,  "Let  her  alone ;  why  trouble    ye    her  ?  she 
has  wrought  a  good  work  on  me.      For  ye    have 
the  poor  with   you    always,  and   whensoever  je 
will  ye  may  do  them  good  :  but    me  ye  have  not 
always."     And  to  these  remarks  Jesu.s  then  add- 
ed   the    words  to    our  concidsration,    "She    hath  ; 
done  what  she  could."     So  then   this  woman  has  j 
wrought  a  good  work  on  Jesus,  and  done  for  him 
\?iiat  she  could.     However  short  and  simple  this 
aentence  may  appear,  yet  if  closely  examined  and 
interrogatively  applied  to  ourselves   (each  one  for 
himself)  we   must    undoubtedly  all    acknowledge 
that    there    is    an    important   thought    contained ! 
therein,  namely.  Do  we  also  for  Jesus,  what  we; 
«in  ?     Or  can  Jesus   say  of  us  we  are   doing  all  I 
we  can  ?     Here    we    may  yet    undoubtedly     find  I 
many  things  which  we  left  undone,  that   we  justj 
r.3  well  might  have  done  if  we  would  have  had  a ! 
desire  to  do  so.     As  simple   as   the    work   oftliis! 
woman  on  Jesus  may  appear,  so  important   it  is  ; ' 
for  this  was  all  she  could  do,  which   was    valued 
jr.st  as    much  in  the   sight  of  Jesus    as  if  a    rich 
King  would  have  wrought  a  great  work  on  him  ; 
for  he  then  said,  addressing  those  who    had  mur- 
mured   against   her,    "Verily    I    say    unto    you, 
whenever  this  Gospel  shall  be  ])reaclied  through- 
ftut  the  whole  world,   this  also  tliat  she  hath  done 
shall  be  spoken  of  for  a  memorial  of  lier." 

Beiiold,  dear  reader,  Jesus  is  no  respecter  of  j 
persons,  and  docs  not  prcfsr  a  great  work  of  a  | 
rich  man,  to  that  of  an  inferior  work  of  a  poor  : 
man,  which  is  so  frequently  the  case  among  men.  j 
Before  him  nothing  will  pesa  but  an  humble  and  j 
candid  licart,  whicli  will  come  before  him  unfeign- ! 
edlv  and  bring  what  he  has  be  il  much  or  little.' 
A  little  deed  of  kindness  done  in  the  name  of  Je- I 
s!is  is  valued  as  much  iu  his  sight  as  a  great  one, 
i'»  he  says  "Wliosoever  shall  give  to  drink  unto! 
«.aic  of  these  little  ones  a  cup  of  cold    w;itcr    only 


in  the  name  of  a  disciple,  verily^  I  say   unto  yon, 
he  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward." 

Therefore  no  one  need  to  despond  or  complain 
that  he  is  too  poor  and  incapable  of  doing  some- 
thing for  JesuSj'that  may  be  acceptable  before  him  y 
it  should  much  rather  enconrage  one  and  make 
him  feel  rejoiced,  that  we  have  such  a  kind  Sa- 
vior who  receives'and  values  the  eharities  and  of- 
ferings of  the  poor  and  meek,  offered  in  his  name, 
be  it  as  little  as  it  will,"  even  if  it  be  only  a  cup 
of  cold  water  handed  to  a  thirsty  one.  Yea,  such 
an  act  pei-formed  in  the  name  of  Jesus  is  appre- 
ciated more  in  the  sight  of  God,  than  a  great  of- 
fering of  the  rich,  performed  perhaps  merely  for 
show.     Matt.  18:  10. 

To  do  all  we  can  is  all  that  is  required  of  as, 
and  the  most  acceptable  offering  a  man  can  ren- 
der to  his  Lord,  is,  thanks  be  to  God,  within  the 
reach  of  the  poorest  mortal  being,  and  consists  in 
giving  our  hearts  to  him  who  said,  through  Solo- 
mon, "My  son,  give  me  thine  heart,  and  let 
thine  eyes  observe  my  ways." 

So  then  to  come  nearer  home  to  ourselves  let 
us  examine  ourselves,  to  see  whether  we  have  done 
or  are  now  doing  for  Jesus  all  we  can.  Do  wo 
love  him  with  all  our  hearts,  with  nil  our  soul?, 
with  all  our  strength?  Do  we  love  him  above 
all  other  things,  and  first  seek  the  kingdom  of 
God  and  his  righteousness  as  he  commanded  us  ? 
If  we  do,  ^e  will  endeavor  to  promote  his  king- 
dom, propagate  his  Gospel  and  M-ork  and  do  all 
for  his  cause  we  can.  "We  will  not  elevate  our- 
selves above  our  neighbor  and  fellow-man,  neither 
will  we  seek  that  which  may  be  pleasing  to  us  or 
iu  the  sight  of  others,  but  that  which  may  bo 
pleasing  in  the  sight  of  the  Most  High,  saying, 
"Not  ours,  but  thy  will  be  done." 

There  ai"e  some  people  who  say,  Yea,  if  I  were 
so  and  so  situated,  if  I  could  speak  like  this  man, 
or  could  write  like  that  man,  then  I  wouldj  also 
put  forth  all  my  efforts  \o  contribute  and  assist 
the  good  cause  of  Christ,  bat  so  I  can  not,  for  "I 
am  slow  in  speecii,  and  slow  of  tongue,"  and  make 
excuses  that  they  are  too  poor,  too  awkward,  and 
too  ignorant  to  do  anything  for  this  cause,  just  as 
if  one  had  to  be  wealthy  and  possessed  with  great 
talents  to  do  good  ;  but  he  that  is  willing  to  do 
what  he  can,  will  also  find  here  and  there  oppor- 
tunities to  lend  a  helping  hand  in  assisting  the 
noble  work  of  the  cause  of  Christ,  and  when  done 
in  the  nyme  of  Jesus,  with  a  siufcie  htarl.  it  will 
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be  acceptable  in  the  sight  of  Go(l,  maj  it  be  ever 
so  small.  Behold  the  poor  widow  who  had  but 
two  mites  iu  her  possession  and  cast  them  in 
the  treasury.  Jesus  who  was  sitting  against  the 
treasury  noticing  it  and  beholding  the  people  who 
cast  money  therein,  and  also  seeing  how  the  rich 
were  giving  much  money,  lie  called  to  him  his 
disciples  and  said  to  them,  "Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  that  this  poor  widow  hath  cast  more  in, 
than  all  they  which  have  cast  into  the  treasury  : 
for  all  they  did  cast  in  of  their  abundance;  but 
she  '>f  her  want  did  cast  in  all  that  she  had,  even 
of  her  living." 

This  poor  widow  has  also  done  what  she  could 
and  though  she  had  but  two  miles  to  cast  into  the 
treasury,  yet  the  Savi(>r  says  that  she  casi  in  more 
than  all  the  rest,  or  the  rich,  who  cast  in  much 
money,  for  she  cast  iu  all  she  had,  but  the  otlier? 
only  of  their  abundance.  iSo  we  can  clearly  sc^ 
that  in  the  sight  of  our  Lord  it  does  not  depend 
upon  doing  much,  or  a  great  thing,  but  upon  a 
sincere  and  candid  heart,  and  those  possessing  such 
a  heart  towards  their  God,  are  also  willing  to  do 
what  they  can.  Man  is  so  inclined  to  look  upon 
doing  great  things,  and  thinks  if  he  could  only 
do  some  great  act  or  deed,  without  considering 
the  little  he  is  able  to  do  would  be  a  thousand 
times  more  precious  in  the  sight  of  God,  than  to 
eit  down  unconcerned  with  folded  hands  and  do 
neither  one.  Therefore  let  us  try  to  be  faithful 
and  do  that  which  wo  can  do;  for  there  is  for  us 
all  a  work  to  do,  and  it'  we  will  not  do  it  now,  it 
will  be  left  undone  forever. — Herald  of  Truth.

MOVExMENT  OF  GOD'S  SPIRIT  ? 


Tliis  is  a  question  that  tlie  serious  inquirer  af- 
ter truth  has  jnit  to  me  frequently,  and  as  it  de- 
pends a  great  deal  upon  the  form  of  worship 
Iherewitli  associated,  we  would  not  undertake  to 
condemn  all  fshouting  indiscriminately;  for  David 
shouted  before  the  ark  of  the  Lord,  and  the  Sav- 
ior says  [Luke  5  :  22,  23.]  to  his  disciples,  "  Bless- 
ed are  ye  when  men  shall  hate  you,  and  when 
they  sliall  separate  you  from  their  company,  and 
shall  reproach  you,  and  cast  out  your  name  as  evil 
^or  the  Son  of  Man's  sake.  Rejoice  ye  in  that 
day  and  leap  for  joy  :  for  great  is  your  reward  in 
lieaven."  In  Luke  19 :  37,  38,  we  read  when 
Christ  made  his  triumphant  royal  entrance  into 
Jeiiisalem  upon  a  eolt.  of  an  ass,  aicording  to 
ju'0])hccy  that  "at  the  descent  of  the  mount  of  01- 
'ves,  the  whole  multitude  of  disciples  began  to  re- 
joice and  praise  God  with  a  loud  voice,  for  all  the 
juiglity  works  they  !iad  seen."  These  jtassagcs 
are  generally  referred  to  by  our  modern  shouting 
people.  But  permit  me  dear  reader,  to  com- 
pare character.'*.  David  a  man  after  God's  own 
heart,  fulfilled  the  law  of  God  and  delighted  in 
doing  his  commandments.  Now  his  heart  was 
made  glad,  his  soul  did  rejoice  and  his  body  leap- 
td  accompanied  with  shouting,  and  why  ?  Be- 
cause the  ark  of  God  was  brought  tn  his  own  city. 
The  disciples  of  the  Lord  done  tiic  will  of  iiieir 
Heavenly  Father,  followed  their  Savior,  obeyed 
sill  his  commend n.ents  without  hesitation,  and 
on  such  solfdcnial  and  humility,  they  had  to  ex- 
pect reproaches  and  .'iuflerings  ;  hence  tlioy  could 
leap  for  joy,  being  worthy  to  suffer  for  his  name's 
pake.  And  more  especially  could  they  rejoice, 
and  shout  for  joy,  seeing  the  propiiecies  of  God 
iulfiHed  to  the  letter.  "  llcjoice  greatly,  O  daugh- 
ter of  Zioii ;  shout,  Odaughtcr  of  Jerusalem  :  bc- 
Iiold  thy  King  Cometh  untotliee:  he  is  just,  and 
having  salvation;  lowly  and  riding  upon  an  ass, 
and  upon  a  coll  the  foal  of  an  ass."  Wliat  an  oc- 
tdar  demonstration  I  What  an  assurance.'  \\'hat  a 
conclusive  evidence  that  (.'lirist,  whom  they  obey- 
ed and  whom  they  I'olk'wed,  was  the  .Sun  of  the 
liviii'  CioJ  !      \Ve  bc!i'j\c  ihe-G  Hh'juUng:^   rcliji-r'?',! 


to  were  done  in  order  and  without  confusion,  inde- 
pendent of  animal  excitement. 

We  read  of  other  characters  shouting  not  rel- 
evant to  God's  services.  Instances:  Baal's  proph- 
ets, in  tlie  days  of  Elijah  when  that  venerable 
man  of  God  challenged  those  four  hundred  and 
fifty  men  to  build  an  altar  and  prepare  an  offer- 
ing, and  whose  God  would  answer  by  fire,  let 
iiim  be  the  Lord  God.  "What  a  confusion  did 
they  make  in  contradistinction  to  that  holy  man. 
They  cried  alcud,  leaped  up  and  down  at  the  altar 
and  cut  themselves  with  knives  and  lances'  till 
the  blood  gushed  out;  they  cried  thus  from  mor- 
ning till  the  time  of  the  evening  sacrifice,  but 
there  was  neither  voice  nor  answer,  nor  any  that 
regarded.  1  Kings  18  chapter.  Elijah  repaired 
the  altar  of  the  Lord,  prepared  his  offering  with 
an  abundance  of  water  poured  upon  it,  and  at  the 
time  of  the  evening  sacrifice,  with  a  few  words, 
and  without  noise  or  confusion  called  upon  the 
Lord  God  of  Isi'ael  and  behold  the  fire  of  the  Lord 
fell  and  consumed  the  whole,  wood  stone  and  dust 
and  licked  up  the  water  that  was  in  the  trench. 
Why  did  the  Lord  answer  him  ?  Because  he  done 
all  these  things  at  his  word. 

Another  one  and  we  will  draw  the  conclusion. 
Demelrius  the  silversmith  who  made  silver  shrines 
for  the  godess  Diana,  whom  all  Asia  and  the  world 
worshipped,  seeing  his  craft  in  danger  by  Paul's 
preaching,  called  the  city  together,  laid  in  his  ac- 
cusation against  Paul,  because  he  said,  "  they  be 
no  gcds  which  are  made  with  hands,"  consequent- 
ly the  temple  of  their  great  godess,  Diana,  should 
be  dispised  and  her  magnifficence  destroyed.  Be- 
hold now  the  city  filled  with  confusion,  some  cried 
one  thing,  some  another,  and  in  the  excitement: 
and  conf.ision  the  greater  part  knew  not  where- 
fore they  coiiie  together;  they  united  with  one 
voice,  crying  out  for  the  space  of  two  hours 
Great  is  Diana  of  the  Kphesians. 

C'ona])are  modern  excitement,  noise  and  confu- 
sion, uproar  and  disorder.  Animal  passions  can 
become  so  excited,  the  mind  so  confused  that  the 
body  may  reel  to  and  fro  like  drunken  men,  act. 
ing  as  if  void  of  rciison,  jumping,  shouting  and 
(il;ippi)ig  hmul-,  niid  witli   the  bcs!    ol'  iVflini:-  hid  - 
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lowing  Glory  ITallclujali,  flunking  within  liini 
self  he  is  doing  God's  service  and  claiming  tin 
same  as  a  movement  of  the  Spirit  of  God.  But 
God  is  not  the  anther  of  confusion  and  consequent- 
ly does  not  grant  ungovernable  gifts.  Hence  we 
draw  this  conclusion,  that  where  God's  commands 
are  observed,  the  institutions  of  the  Lord's  house 
practiced  in  their  proper  time  and  order  as  com- 
manded by  Christ,  we  may  see  zeal,  earnestness, 
praises  of  God  with  loud  voices  may  be  heard 
from  the  lips  with  joy  and  gladness  through  the 
Spirit  of  God.  But  where  God's  commands  are 
trifled  with,  his  institutions  or  some  of  tiiem  de- 
clared to  be  unessential,  disorder  and  confusion 
prevail  in  the  services,  wc  must  conclude  that 
such  movement  is  from  the  spirit  of  error.

The  Glover  Creek  meeting  opened  Friday  eve 
Oct.  20th.  The  weather  was  fair,  and  a  large  num- 
l>er  of  brethren  and  sisters  were  present,  also  a 
lar^e  number  of  friends  who  conducted  them- 
selves  creditably,  with  a  few  exceptions,  and  man- 
ifested an  interest  in  the  word  preached.  In  the 
evening,  tlie  house  was  filled  to  overfiowiug,  and 
within  the  consecrated  walls,  all  seemed  to  feel 
tiie  solemnity  of  the  occasion.  During  the  time 
that  the  ordinance  of  feet- washing  was  being  ])cr- 
formed  a  short  but  pointed  discourse  on  the  Lord's 
Supper  was  dfilivered  by  brother  Iletrie,  after 
which  the  sufferings  and  death  of  Jesus  formed 
the  I'asis  of  some  i-emarks.  From  these  and  the 
literal  representation  of  that-  which  is  designed  to 
represent  the  broken  body  -and  shed  blood  of  Je- 
sus, the  scene  on  Calvary  was  no  doubt  depicted 
before  every  mind,  and  we  hope  that  wc  who  have 
made  so  near  an  approach  unto  Jesus  as  to  par- 
take of  the  holy  Eucharist,  may  receive  new  life 
and  energy  to  perform  the  great  work — the  work- 
ing  out  of  our  souls  salvation. 

'I"lu'  next  moniiiic:-  at  i>  i)'clock  a  largr  audience 


'gain  assembled.  Opening  sermon  It  brother 
Peter  Kollowluf-h  fi<m  1  Cnr.lC:  CS.  '-Thrr^- 
tbre  my  beloved  brotiiren,  be  y(i  stoadlast,  nil- 
movable,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  th« 
Lord."  Brother  IIollowl.usli  stated  that  our  pur- 
pose  should  be,  to  be  right,  do  right,  and  continue 
right.  He  then  noticed  in  what  we  should  not  b« 
steadfast,  also  the  influences  to  divert  ua  from  re- 
maining steadfast  in  that  which  is  good.  Men 
will  lake  the  advantage  of  us  in  pecuniary  alTuirw; 
so  in  religion.  By  craft  and  cunning  they  will 
pervert  ihc  true  doctrine,  and  some  even  now  aro 
denying  the  doctrine  of  the  resurrection.  Ho 
was  then  followed  by  elder  Joseph  Hauawalt 
who  spoke  of  the  resurrection,  the  inconsistency 
of  unbelief,  the  advantages  of  the  resurrection, 
and  our  duty  to  teach  it,  followed  by  some  very 
strong  appeals  to  remain  steadfast.  These  two 
old  fathers  imparted  the  heavenly  manna  bounti- 
fully, and  rich  in  quality,  and  if  any  of  the  au- 
dience failed  to  feast  thereon,  it  was  not  because 
it  was  not  offered  them.  The  meeting  then  clos- 
ed until  evening,  the  "little  flock"  having  been 
increased  by  one  aiklcd  to  its  number  by  baptism. 
In  the  evening  at  an  early  hour  a  large  and  at- 
tentive audience  again  congregated.  Sermon  by 
brother  J.  P.  Hetric,  from  Acts  27  :  23.  "For 
there  stood  by  me  this  night  the  angel  of  God, 
whose  I  am,  and  whom  I  serve."  From  this  text 
he  illustrated  very  clearly  God's  general  and  spe- 
cial care  for  his  creatures.  The  human  family 
are  divided  intoHwo  general  classes,  those  who 
are  his  children  by  creation  and  those  wdio  are  liis 
by  adoption.  For  those  Nvho  arc  his  by  creation 
he  has  a  general  care,  and  for  those  who  are  his 
by  adoption,  he  has  a  speciiil  care.  These  wer» 
the  main  ideas  embodied  in  his  discourse  and  wera 
bron"-ht  forth  in  a  clear  and  intelligible  manner. 
On  Sabbath  morning  there  were  services  again  and 
as  the  rest  of  the  mini.-^tcrial  force  were  sent  out 
to  fill  other  appointments,  brother  Hetric  ad- 
dressed the  audience  again  from  the  words  "Tha 
Master  is  come,  and  callcth  fi>r  thee."  The  sub- 
ject was  treated  un<ler  the  following  lieads : 
Cidls  in  tlie  past,  prcscnl,  ami  future.  The  dis-

ces im  enemy  had  sown  the  seed  of  discord. 

During  our  visit  we  had  many  pleasant  meet- 
ings, and  solemn  partings,  many  tears  being  shed, 
apparently  for  joy  and  grief.  We  acknowledge 
the  kindness  of  the  brethren  and  friends  towards 
u?,  and  we  return  our  lieart-felt  thanks  for  the 
same,  and  above  all,  to  our  Heavenly  Father,  for 
His  preserving  care  over  us. 

On  my  arrival  home  I  found  my  family  usually 
well,  and  the  brethren  generally  and  zealously  en- 
gaged in  holding  a  series  of  meeting,  having  the

Resolved,  That  the  members  of  this  Pres- 
bytery be  &ni  hereby  required  to  preach  dur- 
ing the  year  following,  a  sermon  on  the  design 
and  mode  of  baptism :  also  one  on  infant  bap- 
tism. I  _,- 

A.aA  80  they  have  settled  it.  Old  School 
Presbyterians,  at  least  in  the  bounds  of  La- 
faytto  Presbytery,  will  not  irameree.  But 
what  does  this  mean?  That  they  regard  imtuer- 
sion  not  as  valid  baptism  ?  We  think  scarcely 
thai.    This  Presbytery  has  shown   itself  capa- 


ble of  perpetrating  a  very  foolish  thing,  but  we 
cannot  tliiuk  that   it  has  so  far  departed  from 
the  universal  conviction  of  Christians  as  to  say 
that  a  proper  candidate,   who   has  been   im- 
mersed by   a   proper  Father,   Son  and  Holy 
Spirit,  has  not  been  baptized.     The   Presby- 
tery cannot  nreati '  fAfi^.     The   transaction,   we 
suppose,  signifies  simply    this,  -and   no    more, 
that  Old  School  Presbyterians   are  to  have  no 
freedom  as  to  the  '''  mode  of  baptism."     They 
must    make    the  "  preference  "  of  the  denom- 
ination their  rule  of  action  or   seek   fellowship 
in  the  pale  of  some   other   organization.     But 
what  can  be  the  motive  which   leads   te   this 
course?  Is  i*  the  glory  of  God ?  Or  the  good"* 
of  souls?  We  would  not'judge  any  one  harsh- 
ly, but  we  feel  con.strained  by  all  the  facts  be- 
fore us  to  say  iu  answer  to  tliis  question — "  No 
emphatically."     To  be  consistent  with  the  ac- 
tion of  this  Presbyter)',  Presbyterians  must  say 
that  immersion  is   not   a  valid  "mode  of  bap- 
tism."    But,  this  they  dare  not  say.     Yet  the 
refusal  to' say  it  leaves   them  palpably  incon- 
sistent in  their  refusal  to  immerse,  and  compels 
sehsible  men  uncommitted  to  a  party  fo  decide 
that  the  action  of  the  Presbytery  is  an  uncalled 
for  piece  of  sectarian    bigotry.     So   the   world 
goes  in  the  latter  half  of  the  nineteenth  century.  | 
Well,    the   battle    between   God's  trulh,    aud| 
uiau's  folly  must  go  on  until  tiie    wi.*dom    aiidj 
goodness  of  Jehovah  are  fully  vindicated.

jou  until  the  end  of  the  world."  To  each  branch 
that  professes  faith  in  Christ,  and  obedience  to  his 
law,  it  becomes  the  Rock  upon  which  it  shall  be 
built,  that  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  prevail  against 
it.  John  to  the  seven  churches,  had  his  several 
and  distinct  charges  fo  each  one  of  them,  accord- 
ing to  their  merit  or  demerit,  d-c,  Henco  then, 
if  it  is  the  Church,  it  is  Christ's  Vicar  on  Eartli, 
and  should  be  regarded  as  Christ's  Representative 
in  the  geaaral  assembly. 

Seooxd.  It  ia  a  local,  independent  organization. 


Its  duration  is  until  "  I  come  again,  when  I 
will  receive  you  to  myself."  Independent  in  this, 
that  it  is  not  dependent  on  any  Ecclesiaotical  power 
or  authority,  but  in  possession  of  the  Commission^ 
is  folly  authorized  to  preach  and  practice  all  that 
Jesus  Christ  and  His  apostles  have  cominande<l 
and  has  within  it  all  that  is  essential  to  salvation. 
It  possesses  the  power  to  adjust  all  difficulties,  set 
right  all  wrongs  and  to  put  in  order  all  that  is  out 
of  order,  for  to  ic  is  committed  the  whole  law,  and 
the  apostle  James  terms  it  a  perfect  law,  but  when 
that  end  is  not  attained,  it  is  evident  that  the 
administrators  of  that  law  are  wrong,  let  them  be 
Bishop,  Minister,  Deacon  or  Lay- member,  for 
where  the  word  of  a  king  is  there  is  power.

Then  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  one,  or  it  is  the  duty  of  none,  until  it  is  made 
their  duty.  To  say  that  it  is  the  duty  for  every 
one  to  be  assembled  on  that  occasion,  would  at  first 
seem  a  little  absurd..  Jf  so,  will  sotne  one  please 
toll  me  then  whose  duly  it  is,  or  whose  it  is  not  to 
go  and  who  should  stay  at  home.

nication.    When  God  established  a  foim  of  gov- 
ernment  for   His  people,  that   was  conducive  to 
their  iiighest  interest,  and  adequate  to  all  its  emer- 
gencies, they  clamored  and  murmered ;  give  us  a 
king,  make  us  like  other  nations.

the  truth,  hence  this  defence.  -  If  sustained  by  trut.  /; 
and  by  logical  arguments  from  the  word  of  God    ,-i 
let  it  have  iti  full    b«aricga,  if  not,    let  it  fall.—     t 
Let  it  be  known,  that  by  a  solemn,   iair  and  im    - 
partial  investigation,  truth  will  lose  nothing.  Tlslf 
substance  of  the  alluded  declaration,  as  near  as    'o 
can    recollect,    was   something  like   this:    whi'     ,- 
speaking  of  the  Kingdom  of  God,   as  also  mean 
ing  His  church.     "The   church  which    waa  evt 
the  same,  under  the  old  as  well  as  under  the  ue: 
dispensation,  and  by  a  certain  sign  or  mark,  wei' 
distinguished  the  members  of  the  church  ;  and  a 
that  were   initiated    by  that   sign,   composed    tl 
Kingdom  of  God.     Under    the  Jewish    dispense 
tion,  that  iign  was  eircuuirisioa  which  made  th«(i 
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members  of  the  church  j  and  a  baptism  came  in 
place,  or  room  of  circumcision  in  the  Christian  dis- 
pensation, baptism  recegnizes  them  as  members 
of  the  church  of  God,"  intimating  that  aU  that 
were  circumcised  under  the  old  covenant  belong- 
ed to  the  Kingdom  of  God  alluded  to  in  his  text, 
which  was,  "Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  his  righteousness,"  And  as  the  new  covenant 
is  a  continuation  of  the  old,  all  that  are  baptized 
uqw,  composes  that  kingdom.  Now  by  these  re- 
marks, the  congregation  were  left  with  the  im- 
pression, that  children  now  must  be  baptized,  as 
they  then  were  to  be  circumcised,  or  else  they  are 
eioluded  from  the  Kingdom  of  God  ;  which  was 
undoubtedly  bis  aim,  because,  according  to  his 
expression,  this  sign  must  be  absolutely  attend- 
ed to,  in  order  to  bring  them  into  it.  Now  I 
would  ask  my  friendly  readers,  is  it  the  sign  or 
the  mark,  that  makes  us  subjects  of  the  Kingdom 
of  God,  or  if  you  please,  membfrs  of  his  church? 
Again,  I  ask  solemnly,  sincerely,  and  in  the  in- 
tegrity of  my  heart,  did  all  the  circumcised  un- 
der the  old  covenant  belong  to  the  church  of  God  ? 
Have  you  the  audacity  to  say,  that  all  the  baptiz- 
ed under  the  new  covenant  indiscriminately,  are 
true  members  of  the  church  of  God  ?  If  so,  I 
must  say,  what  a  mystery !  and  yet  under  that  im- 
pression, our  dear  hearers  were  left  in  that  dis- 
course alluded  <o,  and  without  doubt,  intentional- 
ly. Circumcision  did  not  seal  tlieir  covenant  with 
God  as  His  spiritual  children,  independent  of  faith 
and  obedience  to  God.  The  sign  of  circumcision 
God  gave  to  Abraham,  "as  a  seal  of  the  righteous- 
ness of  faith,  which  he  had  yet  being  uncircuraeis- 
ed  ;"  and  what  is  the  object  of  thiit  seal?  "Tl\at 
he  might  be  »»  father  of  all  them  that  believe, 
though  they  be  not  circumcised."  "And  the 
father  of  the  circumcision,  who  are  not  of  the  cir- 
cumcision only,  liut  who  also  walk  in  the  steps  tf 
that  faith  of  our  Father  Abraham,  which  he  had 
yet  being  uncircumcised,"  Rom.  4:  11,  12. — 
Here  it  is  conclusive,  that  the  sign  was  not  a  eeal 
of  the  covenant,  but  of  the  lighteousness  of  faith, 
which  he  had  previous  to  the  time  when  the  sign 
was  commanded.  The  question  then  arises,  what 
then  was  the  token  of  circumcision,  as  a  token  of 
a  covenant  between  God  and  Abraham  ?  It  was 
a  national  one  attached  with  earthly  blessings. — 
A  fleshly  covepsat  jsignifiied  bj  a  «car  in  the  flesh, 
an  indelllble  token  for  th«m  to  remain  a  separate 
•nation,  with  tlje  land  of  C^nasn  his.n  everkstiag 


possession.  Gen.  17  chapter,  'This  is  my  cot*-' 
nant,  which  ye  shall  keep  between  me  and  you, 
and  thy  seed  after  thee,  every  man-child  among 
yoa  shall  be  circumcised.  And  ye  shall  circnia* 
cise  the  flesh  of  your  foreskin  ;  and  it  shall  be  a 
token  of  a  covenant  between  lae  and  yoo,  and  he 
that  is  eight  days  old  shall  be  circumcised  among 
yon,  every  man-cltild  fn  your  generations,  he  that 
is  born  in  thy  hoese^  or  bought  with  money  of 
zaj  stranger,  which  is  He*  of  thy  seed.  Bead  the 
whale  chapter,  sud  ycm  ■mil  onderffSairfl  clearly 
the  design  thereof.  Not  only  Abraham's  seed 
waa  to  be  circumcised,  but  also*  etfangsiSy  whw 
were  bougkt  by  them,  and  only  the  male  part 
through  whom  ths'  nation  was  to  be  propagated, 
and  reckoned  to  their  uaBsber,  Females  marry- 
ing Gentiles,  their  descendants  were  sieTrer  Gmint' 
ed  to  Israel.  Now  I  have  conclusively  ffHsKwro 
circumcision  to  be  a  national  covenant.  Again 
that  covenant  was  more  particularly  confined  to 
Israel  and  established  in  him.  "And  God  said, 
Sarah,  thy  wife,  shall  bear  tbee  a  son  indeed  ;  and 
thou  shall  call  his  name  Isaac  ;  and  I  will  estabN- 
lish  my  covenant  with  him  for  an  everlasting  cor- 
enant,  and  with  his  seed  after  him."  But  notwith- 
standing this  covenant  to  be  national,  and  establish- 
ed upon  earthly  prom ises,  yet  was  it  a  type  cf  some- 
thing better,  spiritual,  eternal,  and  establraiiwd  npoo 
more  permanent  promises,  a  city  whose  bwilder 
and  maker  is  God.  "For  he  is  not  a  Jew,  wirie)i 
is  one  outwardly,  neither  is  the  oircumcisioa 
which  is  outward  in  the  flesh ;  but  be  is  a  Jew> 
which  is  one  inwardly,  and  circumcision  is  that  of 
the  heart,  in  the  Spirit,  and  not  in  the  letter ; 
whose  praise  is  not  of  men,  but  of  God."  Now 
then,  if  circumcision  absolutely  introduced  into 
the  Church  of  God,  as  assented,  then  it  cannot 
be  confined  to  Israel  the  offspring  of  Jacob  alone, 
but  must  necessarily  extend  to  the  seed  of  Ishma- 
el,  for  he  was  circumcised  before  Isaac  the  Father 
of  Jacob  was  born  ;  and  if  extended  to  lahniael's 
ofispring,  we  must  also  extend  it  to  the  offspring 
Abraham  by  his  second  wife,  Keturah  with  whom 
he  had  six  sons.  And  if  thus  extended,  can  we 
exclude  the  Edomites,  the  descendants  of  Esau, 
the  first  born  of  Isaac  by  Rachel,  who  inevita^ 
bly,  were  all  circumcised,  in  addition  with  many 
strangers,  in  the  house  of  Israel  according  to 
God's  command  to  Abraham  ?  Where  can  we 
find  any  limit  ?  But,  says  our  friend,  circumci- 
sion is  the  sign  cf  church  membership  under  the 
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Abraliamie  covenant.  Let  US  tey  tliis  theory  a 
little  further.  Will  he  exclude  women  from  the 
diiirchj  and  be  so  liberal  as  virtually  to  acknowl- 
edge the  Ishmaelites,  the  offspring  of  the  aix  sons 
of  Abrahani  by  Keturah,  aud  the  Edomite  mem- 
b«re  of  the  tihurch  of  God  ?  Does  he  mean  by 
his  assertion  to  unchurch  one  half  at  least,  of 
tlie  chosen  pijopla  by  the  tn^elve  sons  of  Jacob,  of 
•#honl  tvere  many  pious  women,  because  they 
■were  lacking  the  sign  which  absolutely  makes 
them  church  members?  If  he  does  not  mean  this,  we 
Ate  at  a  loss  to  know  what  he  means.  Again,  shall 
We  also  exclude  tliemale  children  of  Israel,  which 
were  born  in  the  wilderness  on  their  journey  to 
Canaan,  and  died  before  they  crossed  the  Jordan  ; 
bccaase  none  were  circumcised  in  the  forty  years 
of  their  travel,  on  account  of  noncompliance  with 
the  token  of  church  membership,  which  was  nec- 
essarily to  be  performed  on  the  eighth  day  ?  Cer- 
tainly according  to  the  above  theory.  Is  it  possible 
tliAt  Dod-fearing  women,  pions  men,  and  inno- 
cent children,  are  unchurched  on  account  of 
lacking  the  sign,  while  thousands,  having  the 
icark  worshipping  idols,  committing  fornication 
and  adultery,  destroying  one  another  by  whole 
wle,  [stoning  and  killing  their  own  prophets, 
who  prophesying  unto  them  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord,  rejected,  maltreated,  slandered,  derided, 
mocked,  and  finally,  ignominiously  crucified  and 
killed  the  Lord  of  life,  the  Son  of  God  the  great 
head  of  their  own  church.  Preposterous  idea! 
Moreover,  did  not  the  circumcised,  they  that  had 
this  distinguished  sign  still  continues'to  persecute 
the  followers  of  the  Lord,  they  that  called  on 
the  name  of  Jesus  ?  The  church  of  God,  under 
^e  Mosaic  dispensation,  has  killed  the  Prince  of 
Peace,  the  Author  of  eternal  salvation,  must  be 
the  rational  conclusion  of  every  one  that  receives 
Buch  doctrine  for  Gospel  truth.  But  we  are 
taught,  baptism  took  the  place  of  circumcision. — 
Did  baptism  come  in  the  room  of  circumcision  ? 
Are  all  that  are  baptized  members  of  the  true 
church  of  God  ?  Dare  we  admit  l>aptism,  inde- 
pendent of  its  prerequisites,  as  a  seal  of  member- 
ship ?  If,  for  argument's  sake,  we  would  admit 
circumcision  to  be  a  seal  of  membership  in  the 
Jewish  church,  because  no  faith,  no  repentance 
vraA  demanded  previous  to  it,  impossibility  did 
exclude  those  qualifications,  for  it  had  to  be  per- 
formed on  the  eighth  day,  and  only  man  children. 

How,  in  the  name  ol  commou  sense,  will  baptism 


fit  in  the  room  of  it  ?  Let  those  who  want  to  be 
wiser  than  God  answer  that  question.  The  Lord 
says,  he  that  believcth  and  is  baptized  shall  be 
saved,  but  man  says,  he  that  is  baptized  and  re- 
pents and  believes  afterwards,  shall  be  saved. — 
The  Lord  says,  teach  the  nations  and  baptize 
them — but  man  says,  baptize  the  nations  aud  then 
teach  them  afterwards  ;  for  if  you  do  not  do  it, 
you  Unchurch  your  children.  For  circumcisiou 
made  them  church  members  under  the  old  cove- 
nant, and  in  the  new  one,  baptism  came  in  the 
room  of  it ;  consequently,  you  must  baptize  your 
children  to  bring  them  into  covenant  with  Gfld  ; 
for  if  children  were  qualified  to  covenant  on  the 
eighth  day  un'ler  the  Mosaic  law,  why  not  under 
the  Gospel  law  ?  Such  is  human  reasonings,  yet 
claimed  to  be  taken  out  of  the  Bible.  This,  no 
doubt,  is  the  theory  of  thousands  of  our  Chris- 
tian friends,  and  I  do  not  wonder,  because  our 
friend,  with  hundreds  of  others  that  occupy  the 
high  standing  of  teachers,  teach  that  baptism  is 
the  sign  and  seal  of  church  membership  in  the 
Christian  church.  And  unless  you  have  that  sign, 
you  are  out  of  the  covenant,  unchurched,  lost,  ab- 
solutely so,  if  not  for  your  own  sins,  for  the  sins 
inherited  by  Adam's  transgression.  Ask  them 
where  it  is  written,  they  will  refer  you  to  their 
Catechism,  and  if  you  reject  that  as  a  valid  evi- 
dence, they  will  say,  "O,  its  all  taken  out  of  the 
Bible."  But  when  the  honest  inquirer  after  truth 
searches  for  it,  he  cannot  find  it  there.  What  a 
pity,  that  these  wise  men  that  made  the  Catechism 
did  not  leave  it  in  the  Bible,  that  all  could  find 
it  and  see  alike.  What  jangling,  contentions, 
controversies  and  evil  surmisings  could  be  avoid- 
ed if  all  would  take  the  Bible  for  their  text  book, 
and  the  New  Testament  for  their  guide.

*  *  The  true  consolation  for  it  all,  is  to  reflect 
how  small  a  pari  it  is  of'  tbe  mission  of  any  great 
thinker  to  produce  a ''school."  His  real  glory 
is  to  give  an  impulse  to  intellectual  growth,  to 
stiniHlate  individual  progress,  and  to  turn  oat 
men  frona  his  nursery  who  soon  .  become  too  pow- 
erful to  continue  the  votaries  of  any  school  at  all. 
There  are.  some  of  his  disciples  who  go  on  re- 
maining' his  disciples  to  the  very  end  of  their 
lives.  It  is  not  by  such  intellectual  infants  that 
his  success  is  to  be  judged.  The  prophet  who  is 
always  surrounded  by  the  same  group  of  cOnfid- 
i'n'g'  creatures  'In'ay .  make  prety  sure  of  one  tbing, 
and' thai  is,  that  his  pupils  will,  never  set  the 
Thames  on  fire.  Inlellects  of  the  highest  and 
most  genial  order  know,  that  it  is  not  inside  any 
charmed  apostolic  circle  that  they  must  look  for 
the  fruits  of  their  labors,  but  among  tb&  number 
of  those  outside  who  often  differ  from,  occasional- 
ly neglect,  often  perhaps  outstrip,  their  master. — 
Diotimy  taught  a  greater  person  than  herself  in 
Socrates ;  and  Socrates  was  in  his  turn  a  kind  of 
Diotimy  to  minds  more  complete  and  corapreheu- 
aive  than  his  own.  Sensible  and  grateful  people 
very  soon  will -make  up  theif  rhinds  to  recognize 
the  fact  that'  an  old  master  is  not  tfi'e  less  .  their 
benefactor  because  tliefr  nViids  have  long  ceased 
to. 'vvork  in  the  same  groove  as  his.  He  may  an- 
pear'to  have  been  reactionary, 'or  jnotio'n.l.iesa.  ever 

since,  but  this  does   not.  rob   him  of  the  merit  of 
having  been  the  cause  of  life,  and    movement   in 
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COMMinriON  WITH  GOD- 
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The  Psalmist  said  :  "  As  the  iart .  panteth  '■sf'* 
ter  the  water-brooks,  so  panteth  my  soul  after  thee 
O  God  !"  He  knew  something  of  the  sweetness 
of  the  coramnnion  that  in  days  past  he  had  en- 
joyed, and  he  desired  to  enjoy  it  once  more.  This 
experience  was  nothing  new  to  him ;  for  he  had 
occasion  often  to  use  such  expressions  as  this :  "Be- 
cause thy  loving-kindness  is  better  than  life,  my 
lips  shall  praise  thee."  "  Tn  thy  presence  is  full- 
ness of  joy."  Samuel  Eutherford  wrote  :,  "  The, 
saints  have  a  sweet  lite  between  them  and  Chrisfa- 
He  feedeth  them  among  the  lilies  and  maketh  » 
feast  of  honeycombs."  This  was  so  fully  hia  ex- 
perience that  he  could  say :  "  I  could  wish  to  lie 
on  a  bed  of  sickness,  because  it '  brings  Ch'riSt  to 
the  bedside."  Similar  was  the  experience  of'An- 
drew  Renwick ;  "  Enemies  "  said  he,  "  think  them- 
selves satisfied  that  we  are  pnt  to  wander  in,  mo-. 
rasses,and  upon  mountains,  but  even  amidst  t}ie, 
storms  of  these  last  two  nigJits,  I  cannot  express 
what  sweet  times  I  have  had  when  I  had  no  cov- 
ering but  the  dark  curtains  of  night  j  yea,  in  ths 
silent.watch  my  mind  was  led  out  to  admire  tb« 
deep  and  inexpressible  ocean  of  joy  wherein  the 
whole  family  of  Heaven  swim."  He  had  a  fore- 
taste of  that  fulness  of  joy  which  is  at  God's  right 
hand  forever  more.  Nor  are  .these,  isolated  cases; 
thousands  can  write  in  the  same  way.  Alaxaflder 
Patterson,  who  afterward  became  the  celebrated; 
Edinburg  missionary,  wrote  to  a  friend  :  "  It  was 
our  Communion  last  Sabbath,  and  I  think  I  never 
felt  my  soul  more  draj^n  forth  to  Jesus  and  away 
from  myself  and  every  creature.  And  oh,  if  Com- 
munion on  earth  be  so  sweet,  what  inust  it  bit  in 
Heavcn?"  He  would  not  need  a  conimentary  to, 
tell  us  what  was  meant  by  the  hearts  of  the  dis- 
ciples burning  within^  them  _as.  they   walked  wjth^ 

Jesus(o,Enimausij;;iihc  "^y?  i-jjAl  InuAn 

Mr.  Cheyiie  wrote  :  "  I  well  remember  when  I. 

was  an  enemy,  and  especially   abhorred  the  ordi- . 

nance  of  the  Supper,,  but  bound  to  Christ  in  heart,' 

I  shall  not  dread  any  bonds   that  can  draw  me 

closer  to  Him"     In  Erainerd'sT)iary  were  found 

such  expressions  as   tlie  following  :  "  I  found  my 

heart  goin^j  fvit  after  God  in  louring  cksirwi^^ 
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conformity  after  Him,  and  in  secret  prayer  founJ 
myself  quickened  and  drawn  out  in  praise  for  all 
that  He  had  done  for  me."  It  would  have  been 
no  bard  task  for  these  Christians  to  sing : 

"  Nearer  my  God,  to  thee, 
Nearer  to  thee  ! 

E'en  though  it  be  a  cross 
That  raiseth  me  ;

But  in  some  places  that  ii 
not  the  practice  now;  and  even  if  some  do  want 
to  follow  the  example,  they  ean  only  rise  from 
part  of  ti.e  supper,  from  the  fact  the  supper  is  not 
all  on  the  table,  when  the  ordinanco  of  Feet- 
Washing  is  observed.  I  allude  to  the  practice  of 
filling  up  the  dishes  after  Feet- Washing,  and  just 
shortly  before  eating  the  supper.  Now  brethren, 
would  it  not  be  a  little  nearer  the  example  to 
place  the  Supper  on  the  table  at  one  time,  and 
then  be  seated  at  the  table,  (especially  those  who 
wash)  and  rise  from  Supper  and  wash  one  anoth- 
ers  feet  as  Jesus  says  we  ought  to  do?  Brethren  let 
us  try  to  practice  close,  os  well  as  preach  close  . 
and  thus  prevent  the  critic  from  beating  us  out  OBf 
our  own  platform.

,  A'siEfter  who  was  received  into   the  Cliurch  by 

tho  ordinary  means,  and  lived  as  a  consistent 
member  for  some  time,  now  becomes  dissatisfied 
with  her  baptism,  in  consequence  of  not  having 
regarded  it  in  the  light  that  she  now  does,  and 
thinks  that  she  did  not  attach  that  importance  to 
it  that  she  shonld  have  done,  consequently  pro- 
poses an  application  for  rebaptism  and  wishes  to 
have  our  views,  which  we  give  below, 

We  look  upon  baptism  as  an  outward  sign  of 
inward  grace,  and  becomes  important  to  us  in 
proportion  to  the  faith  we  have  in  it.  If  we  be- 
lieve it  to  be  God's  appointed  means  for  the  par- 
don of  our  sins,  after  having  repented  of  them, 
then  we  necessarily  should  believe  and  feel  that 
our  sins  are  pardoned,  and  if  we  have  received  it 
in  obedience  to  the  divine  la^Vi,  as  a  means  of  pu- 
rifying the  soul,  then  we  should  enjoy  peace  and 
purity  of  soul,  as  a  grace  growing  out  of  this  out- 
ward sign.  In  all  cases  it  is  only  the  conscious- 
ness of  having  done  what  God  has  commanded, 
that  we  can  feel  justified,  and  enjoy  peace  of  mind* 
Qur  inquirer  doubtless  received  her  baptism  ac- 
cording to  the  letter  and  spirit  of  the  divine  law, 
and  at  the  hands  of  the  proper  administrator,  and 
if  she  has  failed  in  the  attainment  of  that  grace, 
the  fault  evidently,  is  not  in  her  baptism, but  must 
bo  chargeable  to  hev  faith  in  it,  or  her  confidence 
in  God.  If  to  the  former,  may  she  not  noiv, 
while  she  seems  to  have  become  enlightened,  in 
this  matter,  appropriate  thai  spiritual  vitality  and 
faith  to,  or  in  her  baptism  that  she  would  in  case 
it  were  renewed  to  her?  If  to  the  latter,  we 
would  advise  repentance,  as  it  is  certainly  wrong 
and  dangerous  to  distrust  God's  promises.  He 
has  promised  upon  the  reception  of  baptism,  the 
gfft  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  as  an  inward  grace  which 
will  inevitably  lead  into  all  truth.  Then  view- 
ing this  matter  as  we  do,  we  can  see  no  occasion 
for  rebaptism  ;  as  this  outward  sign  has  already 
been  given    iu  the   presence  of  God,   before   thei 


church  and  the  world,  and  to  have  the  some  thing 
done  again  would  seem  to  us,  altogether  contrary 
to  sound  reason  ;  and  whatever  deficiencies  our 
inquirer  may  feel  iu  regard  to  her  baptism,  we 
think  may  be  supplied  by  an  appropriation  of 
renewed  faith  and  confidence  in  God's  appointed 
means  of  salvation,  and  an  application  of  that 
saving  grace  that  is  abundantly  promised  to  those 
who  trust  in  the  Lord,  We  will  now  fondly  hoi)« 
that  our  inquiring  sister,  will  be  satisfied  with  our 
imperfect  explansftion  on  this  matter,  and  that  she 
will  not  persist  in  looking  back  upon  those  thinga 
that  are  behind,  but  that  she  will  rather  go  for* 
ward  unto  perfection  in  those  duties  which  are 
before.

In  this  life  we  have  our  circles  of  associations 
and  when  one  member  of  that  association  is  taken 
away,  his  loss  is  felt  in  proportion  to  the  influence 
he  commanded  in  that  society,  but  none  can  pasa 
away  without  leaving  the  vacant  seat. 

Our  little  Church  has  been  deprived  of  one  who 
stood  in  the  Church  as  a  father  in  the  family  cir- 
cle. On  last  Monday  we  were  called  together  to 
deposit  the  mortal  remains  of  our  brother  and  El* 
der  Isaac  Brumbaugh  into  its  last  resting  place 
on  earth. 

Many  of  the  brethren  and  sisters  who  attetided 
our  Lovefeast,  will  remember  that  he  took  sud- 
denly ill  at  the  commencement  of  the  meeting. 
Although  he  suffered  severely  at  first,  yet  his  case 
was  not  thought  serious,  but  notwithstanding  he 
had  the  benefit  of  the  treatment  of  a  skillful  phy- 
sician, his  case  grew  worse  and  worsei,until  finally 
it  terminated  in  his  death.  But  like  a  sheaf  fully 
ripe,  he  was  gathered  into  the  garner  of  the  Lord. 
We  visited  him  several  times  during  his  illness 
and  he  appeared  to  be  perfectly  resigned  ta  the 
will  of  God.  He  said,  "  I  feel  that  my  days  are 
but  few  in  this  world,  but  I  am  resigned.  Just 
whatever  my  God  thinks  best,  with  that  I  am 
satisfied."  We  were  made  to  feel  while  with  bim, 
that  if  he  would  have  had  a  choice  in  his  case,  he 
scarcely  would  have  known  which    to  choose,  life 
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With  jta  Hotrows,  or  death  with  its  glory.  He  had 
s  faolily  often  children,  four  of  these,  with  his 
first  wife}  had  gone  home  to  glory, — all  died  as 
meubers  of  Christ's  ChUrcb,  and  in  the  hope  of  a 
blessed  iamioftdlity,  and  the  old  father's  soul  «ften 
yearned  to  be  on  the  other  side.  While  speaking 
of  them,  oft  would  the  unbidden  tear  course  down 
the  furrowed  cheek,  and  we  believe,  if  the  sighs 
had  been  accompanied  with  their  meaning,  the 
language  would  have  been,  "  O,  how  homesick  I 
am,"  but  now  he  is  gone  to  his  long  and  eternal 
home,  there  to  be  reunited  with  the  companion  of 
his  early  love,— his  departed  children,  and  with 
all  the  people  of  God.

CORRESPONDENCE 


Plattsbueg,  Mo.,  October  2Gth,  1871. 

Having  some  spare  time  at  present,  I  will  try. 
to  write  a  few  lines  for  our  little  Pilgrim,  tliat 
comes  so  often  to  visit  us,  witli  sucli  important  news, 
lioping  they  will  be  arnite  worthj.to  be  thrown 
in  among  others. 

1  have  been  iavored  with  a  privilege  to  attend 
a  Communion  Meeting  not  long  since,  some  25 
miles  East  from  here,  and  can  say  we  heard  some 
powerful  preaching,  and  had  a  ha]>py  time  indeed. 
I  thinli  we  heard  what  will  be  taken  home  with, 
many  of  us  to  be  remembered.  ,7,  -, 

The  Communion  was  held  in  bro.  Bosserman  a 
barn,  in  Caldwell  county.  Mo.  There  was  a  great 
crowd  of  people  present,  there  must  have  been 
siu)  e  £vj  hundred. 

„Afte:r,  evening  services  ourself  and  some  few 
others,  of  whom  some  were  of  con.siderable  age, 
began  to  look  for  a  lodging  place  for  the  night, 
which  we  concluded  we  soon  found  in  the  Lay- 
mow  in  the  aforesaid  barn.  We  retired  for  a  good 
rest,  as  we  thought,  but  soon  found  ourselves  sadly 
disappoiuted,  as  we  scarcely  had  our  e)es  closed 
when  abuut  50  or  60  boys  ,  as  we  tliought  from  the 
noisetbey  made,  entered  our  silent  resting  chamber, 
but  on  au  investigation  when  daylight  came, 
there  were  probably  not  moi;e  than  eight  or  ten,, 
which  very  much  surprised  us  when  we  compared 
the  liumbcr  with  the  ,noi,«e  tiiat  had  been  made. 
I  was  really  very  glad  when  daylight  came,  as  I 
did  not  enjoy  a  single  moments  sleep  during  the 
wiiole  night,  and  the  old  men  who  wanted  their 
night's  rest  so  badly,  said  the  same. 

My  reason  for  writing  about  it  is  this  ;  I  think 
it  our  duty  to  rebuke  sijch  conduct  and  sin,  there- 
fore I  hope  these  Hues  will  come  in  contact  with 
the  minds  of  those  who  tooK  part  in  that  misera- 
ble conduct.

My  cxi'cctetl  company  failing  to  come,  I  set  out 
alone  (tlioiigli  I  felt  that  God  wa^  with  me,)  on  a 
mission  of  love  to  the  North-western  p:irt  of  W. 
Va.  The  fir^t  day,  the  8th  of  October,  had  meet- 
ing at  Flannegan's  S.  House — all  night  with  bro. 
Comer.  The  next  day  rode  42  miles,  put  up  at  a 
iniblic  house.  lUth  rode  to  bro.  Bosely's,  near 
Hulltown,  Braxton  county — meeting  at  night  and 
next  day  near  by,  ou  the  banks  of  tlic  Little  Ka- 
nawha river.  I'^th  rode  to  the  Brethren's  meet- 
in"-  house,  near  JJuckhanan,  Upshur  county — 
meeting  at  night.  Jolh  two  meetings  at  the  same 
pljjee — home  with  bro.  J.  Hauser.  14th  visited 
iiucklianan,  and  at  night  meeting  at  bro.  Mauser's 
— home  with  bro.  Naff,  loth  meeting  at  Breth- 
ren's meeting  house  again — home  with  friend  Jacob 
Snell,  who  next  morning  kindly  accompanied  me 
for  some  miles  on  my  way  to  Barbour  county. 
16th,  P.  M.  arrived  at  bro.  John  Riser's,  meeting 
at  night,  in  School  house — home  with  bro.  S. 
Gainer.  Here  I  met  with  our  esteemed  sister  and 
correspondent,  Bettie  A.  Bowers,  who  with 
many  others,  are  alive  to  the  cause  of  our  blessed 
Master.  17th  A.  M.  meeting  at  bro.  W.  P.  Wil- 
son's, P.  M.  the  Communion  meeting  commenced 
at  bro.  Wilson's.  Had  an  excellent  meeting  and 
season  of  love.  Had  as  good  order  and  attention  as 
I  ever  witnessed  on  such  an  occasion.  18th  meet- 
ing at  same  place.  As  many  as  believed  and  were 
Willi. ig  at  that  time  to  be  added  to  the  church, 
were  baptized.  I  am  persuaded  others  will  soon 
follow.  There  has  been  a  large  number  of  acces- 
sions to  the  church  at  that  point  during  the  Sum- 
mer, and  still  the  cause  is  prospering. 

In  the  evening,  in  company  with  bro.  John 
Fitzgerald,  (minister,  just  lately  moved  in  from 
Upsher  county),  and  other  brethreo  and  sisters, 
we  went  to  Sugar  Creek  and  had  meeting  in  S. 
house  at  night — home  with  bro.  S.  Wilson.  19t.h 
went  to  Corinth,  had  three  meetings — home  with 
bro.  Wells.  20th  two  more  meetings  at  the  same 
place  arid  one  at  Liberty  S.  house,  near  Valley 
Furnaco.  21st  at  2  o'clock  P.  M.  preaching  at 
Shilo  meeting  house,  which  is  a  large,  new  and 
well  finished  house  belonging  to  the  Brethren.  At 
night  had  a  season  of  love  in  keeping  the  Ordinan- 
ces as  delivered  by  the  great  Head  of  the  church 
and  commemorating  the  death  and  sufferings  of 
Christ.  We  felt  as  walking  in  Heavenly  places 
in  Christ,  and  also  felt  that  all  were  refreshed 
from  the  presence  of  the  Lord.  There  were  over 
one  hundred  communicants,  and  a  crowded  house 
of  spectators,  many  of  whom  were  disorderly,  and 
among  the  hundreds  on  the  outside  there  waa  man- 


ifested a  Sjtirit  of  revelry.     Went  home  with  bro. 
E.  Awvil,  resident   minister   at  that  point.    22nd 
meeting  again  at  meeting  house,  had  the  privilega 
of  speaking  to  one  of  the  largest  audiences  of  the 
kind  we  had  ever  seen   in    W.   Va.

23rd  preached  funeral  in  Bealington  congregation, 
of  bro.  William  Yager,  who  died  a   short   time 
previous,  at  the  advanced  age  of  86,  was  baptized 
by  the  brethren  a  few  days  before  his  death.     In 
the  afternoon  rode  to  bro.  J.  Hauser's  near  Buck- 
hanan.     24th  rode  to  bro.   (5.   Mosse's,  Braxton 
county,  meeting  at  night  and  next  day  at  his  house. 
Home  with  Geo.  W.  Heater.     26th  rode  all  day 
across  the  mountains  and  lodged  near  Summer- 
ville,  Nicholas  county.     27th   again    pushed   my 
journey  across  the  mountains  and  through  forests 
for  miles  and  miles,  without  signs  of  habitation  by 
man.     Expected  to  meet  with  the  brethren  and 
others  at  appointment  for  night  meeting  at  Mead- 
ow Bluff,  Greenbrier  county,  but  the  distance  was 
to»  long  to  reach.     28th  met  with  the  brotherhood 
in  church  Council  at  11  o'^clock  A.  M.,  also  with 
bro.  A.  Hutchison,  colaborer  from  Fayette  county. 
He  filled  the  appointment  the  night  previous.  One 
member  was  severed  from  the  body,  and  two  breth- 
ren set  apart  to  the  Deacon's  office.     The  lot  fell 
on  bro.  F.  M.  Hobbs  and  bro.  C.  Forr-n.    Meet- 
ing at  night  at  same  place.     Early  next  morning 
I  set  out  to  meet  my  appointment  on  Lick  Creek , 
bro.  Hutchison  remaiuig  to  fill  the  last   appoint- 
ment near  Meadow  Bluff.

THE  CORN  CROr. 


The  corn  crop  of  the  West,  the  present  season, 
hae  proved  the  beat  liarvcsted  for  years.  Id  many 
portions  of  Ind. J  Iowa,  Missouri,  Nebraska,  and 
Minnessota,  corn  is  offered  in  the  cribs  at  f.  om 
ten  to  fifteen  cents  a  bushel.  In  Illinois  and  Ken- 
tucky, the  yield  lias  been  beyond  all  preceden'.. 
The  wheat  crop  has  also  been  very  large.  In 
Europe,  on  the  contrary,  there  appears  to  have 
been  a  heavy  deficit  in  the  grain  harvests  in  near- 
ly all  countries.  In  England  the  general  falling 
off  ha3  been  variously  estimated  at  from  fifteen 
to  twenty  per  cent,  while  in  Hungary,  the  Dan- 
bian  Principalities,  portions  of  Austria,  and  in 
Southern  Russia — all  countries  that  have  usually 
exported  large  quantities  of  grain — there  has  been 
a  great  decrease  from  the  average  production.  The 
ravages  of  the  potato  rot  and  the  eattle  disease  in 
Great  Brittain  will  increase  the  demand  for  grain 
and  animal  food,  and  the  United  States  will  be 
able  to  supply  both  in  any  quantity  at  reasonable 
prices,  as  cheap  bacon  and  pork,  articles  exten- 
sively consumed  cverwhere,  are  the  natural  con- 
sequences of  cheap  corn.

No  authenticated  case  has  ocenrred  where 
an]y  disease  has  been  communicated  through 
vaccine  matter,  other  than  modified  small  pox. 
This  statement  should  b$  fixed  upon  the  mem- 
ory of  the  intelligent  reader,  as  bare  assertions 
to  the  contrary  are  recklessly  made  by  a  certain 
class  of  uneducated  persons,  who  write  on 
matters  pertaining  to  health  and  disease. 

8.  It  is  a  very  rare  occurrence  that  auy 
person  who  has  once  been  well  vaccinated,  and 
was  in  good  health  at  the  time,  suffers  from 
varioloid.  Those  who  liave  varioloid,  after 
having  been  vaccinated  ouce,  suffer  because  it 
did  not  take  well,  or  some  other  disease  was 
iu  the  system  at  the  time,  or  the  matter  was 
at  too  great  a  remove  from  the  original  source, 
the  cow.  -

Since 
then,  we  have  rather  more  than  formerly  thought 
more  deeply  upon  the  all-important  subject,    how 
we,  who  have  been  so  bountifully    supplied    with 
the  rich  blessings  of  God's  storehouse,  should  ever 
be  mindful  of  those,  who  come  to  us  asking  only, 
as  did  poor  Lazarus  of  Dives,  the  crumbs  which 
fall  from  our  tables,  that  we  turn  them  not  away 
empty.     To-day,  noon^  we  were  called  upon  tobe- 
.stow  one  of  these  favors  upon  one  of  God's  poor, 
mortal  sufferers,     The  watch  at  the  door  ga,vc  the 
signal  that  some  oue  was  approaching.     It  was  a 
distressed  Iboking  object,  asking  only  for  some 
bread    to   relieve    him    of   hunger,    be    having 
ujissed  two  meals,  and  the  time  had  already  ar- 
rived for  the  tliird  oue.     Upon  being  questioned, 
he  related  his  sad  and  touching  story.     He  had 
been  one  of  four,  that  had  escaped  the  great  disas- 
ter at  Pit  stcn,  Pa  ,  which  occurred  a  few  months 
ago.  His  eys  were  so  badlv  burned,  that  from  that 
time  up  to  about  three  weeks  ago,  he  was  entirely 
deprived  of  his  sight.     The  doctor  told  him  that 
one  eye  \\as  entirely  gone,  but  the  otlrerone  might 
li>e  restored.     Could  only  see  a  very  little  from  the 


essaries  of  life,  and  finally  receive  us  all  la  yonder 
world  of  bliss,  should  be  the  prayer  of  every  Chris-'; 
tian  heart.  E.  K.  S. 
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as  the  balls  of  bi>tli  were  very  much 
inflamed.  We  gave  i.im^  some  milk  and  water 
wherewith  to  bathe  therii,  which  somewhat  relieved 
him  of  pain.  Was  for  two  days  buried  bcnieath 
the  ruins  of  the  mine,  being  insensible  all  the  time. 
Is  the  only  child  yet  remaining,  of  poor  parentS:,a 
lad  of  tACLty-two.  It's  thtlur  not  being  able  to  do 
any  labor  for  fourteen  years,  they  are  wholly  de- 
i:)€ndeut  upon  his  labor  for  their  support.  His 
great  hope  was  lliat  the  Lord  would  provide.  Is 
leturning  to  his  parents  who  reside  at  Myers'  Mills, 
now  Dale  City.  Had  gone  to  Pittston  more  than 
two  years  ago.  Said  he  knew  a  Mr.  Lint  at  My- 
ers' Mills,  wlio  was  a  preacher.  Gave  a  descrip- 
tion of  the  place  as  it  was  when  he  started  from 
home,  but  there  are  luany  changes  since,  of  some 
of  which  he  had  not  been  informed.  After  getting 
something  to  relieve  him  of  hunger,  and  resting  his 
weary  frame,  he,  in  his  almost  total  blindness, 
starte<l  upon  his  journey.

If  then,  we  take  it  for  granted  that,  according 

to  oar  friend's  theory,  baptism  in  our  infantile 
etate,  recognizes  us  church  members  in  the  Chris- 
tian dispensation,  which  truly  is  a  token  of  Spirit- 
ual membership  of  Christ's  majestical  body,  being 
conformed  to  His  image,  as  exemplified  by  Him 
whilst  here  in  the  flesh,  to  what  a  perplexity  does 
it  drive  the  true  inquirer  of  the  Church  of  God. 
To  what  a  dreadful  dilemma  !  Baptized  children 
swearing  and  cursing  just  as  badly  as  unbaptized. 
Fighting,  drinking,  dancing,  frolicking,  and  con- 
forming to  the  world  in  all  their  silly  and  vain 
fashions,  whether  convenient  or  not.  Horse  rac- 
ing, gambling,  attending  public  shows  and  theatres 
houses  of  ill  fame;  yea  following  every  evil  the 
devil  can  invent,  and  all  the  time  churoh-membvrs, 
because  baptism  made  them  so.  Is  not  the  honest 
observer  forced  to  come  to  the  conclusion,  that  such 
Christianity  is  a  mockery  of  God's  revealed  truths 
and  such  acknowledged  membership  is  a  delusion 
and  closely  allied  to  the  prince  of  darkness  ? 

Secondly.  The  glory  of  God  and  Bis  un- 
ehangeahle  faithfulness. 

ILet-it  be  understood,  my  friendly  readers,  that 
we  detract  from  the  glory  and  saoctity  of 
God,  and  undervalue  the  immortality  and  con- 
stancy of  His  character,  if  we  confine  God's  a,)- 
probation  t<)  man,  through  the  observance  of  a 
certain  external  sign  without  faith,  which  we  cer- 
tainly do,  if  infant  circumcision  under  the  old 
covenant,  and  infant  baptism  under  the  new  is 
taught  to  be  the  specific  mark  of  God's  Church, 
which  cannot  thus  be  received  throucrh   faith  on 


the  part  of  the  child.  But  Ji'«  hold  th&i  faith  in 
God's  word  evinced  by  obedience  to  a\\  He  requires 
glorifies,  and  sanctifies  God's  Holy  nan.o  on  the 
part  of  the  creature,  secures  God's  favor  and  im- 
mutable promise;  and  has  done  so  through  all 
ages  since  the  creation  of  man.  And  this  may  be 
comprehended  in  the  few  words,  do  what  God  says. 
And  on  the  other  hand  His  unchangeable  faith- 
fulness is  established  in  the  puDisiiment  of  His- 
creatures,  for  not  doing  what  He  says  ;  which  will 
be  either  in  this  world  or  in  the  world  to  come. 
Hence  it  was  said  to  Cain  :  "  If  thou  doest  well, 
slialt  thou  not  be  accepted  ?  and  if  thou  docst  not 
well  sin  lieth  at  the  door."  For  every  one  shall, 
be  rewarded  according  to  his  deeds.  Moses  waa 
accused  of  the  Lord  tor  not  sanctifying  His  name,, 
when  he  did  not  strictly  obey  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  and  was  prohibited  from  entering  the  prom- 
ised laud.  He  was  commanded  to  speak  to  the 
rock,  and  instead  of  doing  so,  smote  the  rock  twice. 
The  Lord  said,  "  Because  ye  believed  me  not,  to 
saucitify  me  in  the  eyes  of  Israel,  therefore  ye  shaUi. 
not  bring  this  congregation  into  the  land  which, I^ 
have  given  them,"  Read  NuuT.  20  chap.  Lot 
this  suffice,  and  we  will  direct  }'our  minds  to  the 
third  part,  the  most  important  quo.

We  boldly  argue,  from  the  standpoint  of  etornnl 
truth,  that  faith  in  God's  word,  whatcvor  that  will 
be,  actuated  thereto  through  true  principles  of  lova 
are  the  prominent  characteristics  of  a  Christian; 
and  the  only  ones  to  secure  true  membership  in 
Gofl's  Church.  And  in  order  that  the  wicked  may 
know  the  righteous,  and  by  theiracts  of  rigbtcous-

ness,  be  condemned'  of  their  evil  deeds;  God  at 
Bundry  times,  and  in  divers  manners,  demanded 
Bome  simple  act  or  acts  to  be  performed  on  the 
part  of  the  creature,  to  test  their  faithfulness,  and 
all  those  that  fully  complied  with  them,  whatever 
St  was,  ivere  God's  people  and  met  His  ajjproba- 
tion,  which  we  will  try  to  show.  In  the  ante-de- 
Invian  world,  when  the  wickedness  of  man  became 
80  great,  that  every  imagination  of  man's  heart 
■was  evil  continually,  the  Lord  declared,  my  spirit 
"will  not  always  strive  with  men.  I  will  destroy 
them  from  the  face  of  the  earth,  for  it  repented  the 
liOrd  that  He  had  made  man,  but  His  longsnffer- 
Jog  gave  them  time,  a  hundred  and  twenty  years, 
to  repent.  There  was,  however,  a  Noah,  a  just 
man,  perfect  in  his  generation,  a  man  who  walked 
■with  God.  Uuto  him  the  Lord  God  disclosed  His 
design  to  destroy  the  world  with  a  flood.  He  told 
him  to  build  an  ark  to  the  saving  of  himself  and 
his  house,  and  gave  him  tlie  dimensions  of  (hat 
vessel  precisely,  "  And  he  did  according  to  all  that 
God  commanded  him,"  and  he  and  his  family  were 
eaved.  The  apostle  Paul  attributed  the  same  to 
his  faith  in  God,  and  justly  too.  He  says,  Heb. 
11th  cha.p.,  "  By  faith  Noah,  being  v/arned  of  God 
of  things  not  seen  as  yet,  moved  with  fear,  prepared 
an  ark  to  the  saving  of  his  house ;  by  the  which 
he  condemned  the  world,  and  became  heir  of  riglit- 
«ousness  which  is  by  faith." 

Here  is  a  case  of  an  active  obedience  of  saving 
faith,  that  secures  the  heirship  of  righteousness 
upon  a  perfect  adherence  to  the  word  of  God. 

Next  we  will  take  the  case  of  Abraham,  the 
father  of  all  believers.  It  appears,  by  a  cai'eful 
perusal  of  the  Bible,  that  his  father  was  an  idol 
\rorshipper,  hence  Abraham  as  his  son  could  not 
in  his  father's  house  serve  God  to  his  purpose,  but  no 
doubt,  in  some  way  showed  his  attachment  and 
lov3  towards  his  Creator.  In  order  that  his  con- 
fidence and  love  to  God  should  be  fully  brought 
t<i'  tile  test,  and  evinced  before  the  world  ;  God 
commanded  him,  "  Get  thee  out  of  thy  country, 
enJ  from  thy  father's  house,  unto  a  land  that  I 
■will  show  thee,"  and  the  promise  attached  to  the 
ct')mmaud  v/as  to  become  a  great  nation,  receive  a 
«OT>derfnl'I  blessing,  and  above  all,  the  promise  of 


everlasting  deliverance  for  his  seed,  "for  in  thee,'* 
saith  the  Lord,  "all  the  families  of  the  earth  shall 
be  blessed."  He  obeyed  without  hesitation,  and 
knowing  what  obstacles  he  would  meet  with,  "He 
believed  God,  and"  it  was  counteil  Unto  htm  for 
his  righteousness.'^     •      -      •--      --  '■    -  -^   ' ' 

Here  in  the  case"ofAbrahan57  we  g5S"t?"S' "dem- 
onstration, that  his  faith  secured  him  the  promise, 
'  that  of  his  seed,"  according  to  the  flesh,  He  should 
come,  through  whom  all  the  families  of  the  earth 
should  be  blessed,  which  was  literally  fulfilled, — ■ 
whea  Jesus  Christ  came,  "the  Lion  of  the   tribe 
of  .Judah,  the  root  of  David,"  the  oflspring  of  Abra- 
ham, "who  is  God  over  all,"  and  the  great  head  of 
the  Church,  and  the  only  one  strong  enough  to  de-, 
liver  US  from  sin,  and  to  save  our  souls  eternally}- 
Had  Abraham  disobeyed  God  he  could  never  hay© 
secured  that  noble  promise.     Now  all  those  thafc 
have  the  faith  of  Abraham  are  his  children  aad, 
heirs  everlasting  to  the  promise  of  God,     No  matr 
ter  what  God  demands,  and  if  it  is  the  sacrii^  of 
an  only  Son,  it  must  be  obeyed,  or  els©  be  put  out 
of  the  Church  of  God. 

The  Chuch  of  God,  we  acknowledge,  was  always^ 
the  same  and  established  upon  the  same  principles 
in  all  ages  of  the  world,  namely :  fdithrdnd  obeH— 
cnce  to  His  commands,  and  every  individnal  soul> 
whether  Jeiw  or  Gentile,  Greek  or  Barbarian,  who 
obeys  God  in  His  commands,  is  recognized  &  mem- 
ber of  His  Church,  and  if  continued  faithful  and 
obedient  to  all  that  God  requires  to  the  isnd-  of 
life,  will  in  the  Church  triumphant  above,  be-  ac- 
knowleeged  as  an  heir  to  the  inheritance  is'hicfa  i& 
incorruptible,  undefiled  and  that  fadeth  nofraway*^ 
yea  obtain  the  end  of  his  faith,  the  salvation  of  his 
soul.     This  we  certainly  admit  for  we  have  tfa» 
word  of  QoA  to  sustain  it.     But  that  a  sc^riia-  the 
flesh,  or  a  little  water  sprinkled  upon  creatiires. 
that  cannot  believe,  nor  act  voluntarily  from  nao- 
tives  of. love,  do  make  members  of  God;'6  mystioal' 
Church  w«  continue  to  deny,  nor  that  it  evet  did 
until  it  is  positively  proven  from  the  word  of  God. 
And   again,   do  we  deny   that  the  order  of  the: 
Church,   or  the  demands  of  God  to  t&t  the  Akith'  ; 
of  His  children  were  ever  the  tame.  Though  they 
were  different,  yet  faith  and  love  in  His  subjects. 
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Vrere  ever  the  same,  and  ever  to  be  manifested  in 
obedience  to  what  God  salth,  God  demands  cir- 
cumcision in  the  Jewish  economy  on  the  eighth 
day  ofevefy  male  child,  without  faith  on  the  part 
of  the  chiidren,  but  through  faiih  on  the  part  of 
parents,  and  if  they  neglected  it  they  violated  the 
command  God  gave  them,  and  forfeited  their  mem- 
bership in  the  Church  of  God,  but  their  little  sons 
were  not  chargable,  so  long  as  they  did  not  know 
the  requirements.  But  after  they  did  know  it ' 
they  were  bound  to  observe  it,  or  would  soon  have 
iieased  to  be  a  separate  nation  on  account  of  lack- 
ing the  mark  ot  distinguishment  and  violation  of 
God's  law.  However,  faith  and  obedience  to  all 
that  God  has  commanded,  were  the  characteristics 
of  God's  people  in  the  Jewish  Chul^h,  and  so  it 
will  be  in  the  Christian  without  controversy. 

Circumcision  under  tha  Covenant  being  posi- 
tively confined  to  male  children  of  eight  days  old, 
is  just  as  foreign  to  baptism  under  the  Christian 
dispensation  as  light  to  darliueus  ;  and  that  it  tak^es 
the  room  of  circumcision  is  as  absurd  a  reasoning 
as  that  water  takes  the  room  of  fire,  for  the  follow-

1.  Because  baptism  is  commanded  to  men  and 
tfomea,  without  distinction  of  sex,  Acts  8 :  2. 
Faith  and  repentance  is  positively  required  previ- 
X)U8  to  it,  hence  none  but  adults  are  to  be  baptized. 
See  Mark  16  and  Acta  2. 

2.  Because  there  also  is  a  great  contrast  in  the 
design  of  the  rites  as  seen  already  ;  in  the  former, 
there  was  an  indelible  mark  to  ever  distinguish 
them  08  a  separate  nation,  designed  to  be  a  national 
covenant.  On  that  account  they  were  strictly  for- 
bidden to  intermarry  with  other  nations  ;  whereas 
in  the  latter,  though  a  visible  ordinance,  literally 
to  be  performed,,  yet  not  leaving  a  standing  mark 
to  distinguish  them  from  other  nations,  but  signi- 
fying in  its  design  to  be  a  spiritual  covenant,  and 
with  its  proper  prequisites,  repentance  and  faith, 
is  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  recognition  of  be- 
ing children  of  God.  "  For  he  that  believeth  and 
it)  baptized  shall  be  saved."  "  Repent  and  be  bap- 
tiaed  every  one  of  you  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
fer  the  remtssficin  ofoin?— "      And  prohibit*   no 


connexion  with  ether  nations.  "  For  we  are  all 
the  children  of  God  through  faith  in  Christ  Jesue, 
For  as  many  of  you  as  have  been  baptized  into 
Jesus  Christ,  there  is  neither  Jew  nor  Greek — but 
are  all  one  in  Christ  Jesus."  Gal.  3  chap. 

3.  Because  in  the  former,  the  rite  was  not  per- 
formed solemnly  in  the  name  of  Jehovah  ;  whereas 
the  rite  in  the  latter,  is  solemnly  to  be  performed 
in  the  name  of  the  Triune  God.  Matt.  28  "Baptize 
ing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  tlie 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 

From  these  reasons  we  boldly  argue,  without 
any  shade  of  possibility,  to  be  successfully  contra- 
dicted from  the  plain  word  of  Truth.  .Jesus  Christ, 
the  great  exemplar  and  head  of  the  Christian 
Church,  was  on  the  eighth  day  circumcised  in  order 
to  fulfill  the  law,  for  he  was  made  under  the  law, 
but  they  did  not  exempt  him  from  baptism  in 
order  to  confirm  and  establish  the  Gospel  ushered 
in  by  John  his  forerunner,  who  was  preaching  ia 
the  wilderness  of  Judea,  "  The  baptism  of  repent- 
ance for  the  remis'iiou  of  sins."  In  His  thirtieth 
year  He  came  to  John  the  Baptist  to  be  baptized 
of  him  in  Jordan.  Was  He  to  be  baptized  upoa 
repentance  for  the  remission  of  sins,  who  had  no 
sins,  and  consequently  no  need  to  repent?  Cer- 
tainly not.  If  the  rite  of  circumcision  sealed  His 
covenant  with  God,  why  was  He  baptized  ?  Could 
He  fulfill  the  righteousness  of  God  and  pleaso 
His  Heavenly  Father  without  it?  Could  He  be 
the  Leader  and  Commander  of  all  people  without 
undergoing  the  solemn  rite  of  baptism  ?

Of  the  divine  attributes,  that  one,  which  in  the 
eyes  of  humanity  seems  to  shed  an  especial  liisfer 
around  the  person  of  Deity,  is  mercy.  It  is  the 
promise  of  mercy  that  has  brought  so  many  wan- 
dering sinners  to  his  feet,  and  called  forth  a  depth 
of  love  unfathomable  and  passing  all  human  at- 
tachment. This  promise  constitutes  a  distinguish- 
ing mark  between  our  holy  religion  and  other 
creeds.  It  invites  the  moral  leaper,  all  loath- 
eome  with  the  scales  of  sin  to  come  and  rest  upOn 
the  bosom  of  Jesus  and  be  cleansed.  By  the  ce- 
lestial contact,  it  c^lls  back  the  wandering  and 
lost  ones  to  their  happy  sheep-fold  and  bring  them 
blest  once  more  to  their  compassionate  Shepherd. 
In  a  word  this  gracious  attribute  and  the  prom- 
ises based  upon  it,  open  the  doors  of  JJ^aven  t(^. 
beseech  them  to  enter,  !i  fxts  '',:^'y. 

There  is  none  so  deeply  and  grossly  stained 
with  pollution  that  he  will  not  be  accepted.  Nay, 
the  worse  the  dye,  the  more  glory  does  it  cast 
about  the  crown  of  God  to  wash  it  away  with  the 
waters  of  forgiveness.  He  casts  no  reproaches  up- 
on the  wicked.  He  chides  them  net  in  wrath, 
nor  does  He  mete  to  them  according  to  the  meas- 
nre  of  their  deserts.  But  he  says,  mine  only  and 
beloved  Son  have  I  given  for  you,  believe  on  Him 
and  live.  His  forgiveness  knows  no  limit.  His

But  forgiveness  is  not  to  be  practiced  by  God 
alone.  It  is  enjoined  upon  man  by  divine  precept 
as  well  as  by  divine  example.  The  new  dispen- 
Bation  introduced  a  milder  code,  and  greater  than 
Moses  said  "  love  your  enemies,  bless  them  thst 
persecute  you,  do  good  to  them  that  hate  you." 

There  is  no  virtue  in  the  human  heart  which 
adorns  the  life  and  character  of  an  individual,  nor 
duty  more  enjoined  upon  the  Christian  than  that 
of  forgiveness.  For  proof  of  this  look  at  the  ex- 
ample of  Christ,  who  while  suffering  on  the  cross, 
by  the  hands  of  His  enemies,  exclaims  in  the  an- 
guish of  His  soul,  "  Father  forgive  them  for  they 
know  not  what  they  do."  How  noble  the  senti- 
tnent ;  how  pure  its  author ;  and  shall  man  crea- 
ted but  a  little  lower  than  the  angels,  fail  to  imi- 
tate the  example  of  Him  in  whom  ti.ere  was  no 
guilt,  or  shall  he  so  debase  himself  towards  his 
brother  man?  So  prone  are  we  all  tostl-ay  from 
thfi  path  of  rectitude  and  duty  that  we  find  our- 
selves often  called  upon  to  ft*rgive  the  faults  and 


errors  of  those  who  in  an  unguarded  moment,  do  " 
us  ah  injury;  arid    nriless  we  do  this,  hatred  ana  ^ 
revenge  will  reign  triurbphantjy   in   ev6ry  h«artj  „ 
and  sin  hold  unbounded  sway.    .    ' '    ,'  V        "    '..-.f.

Just  here,  dear  young  reader,  is  the  point,!  If, 
we  are  not  willing  to  labor^  we  cannot ,  expect  a„, 
reward.  That  boy  no  doubt  will  feel  sad  when 
pay  day  comes  and  there  is  but  little  coming  to 
him,  yet  he  knows  that  such  must  be  the  case, 
but  he  is  inconsiderate  rnd  rather  than  labor  he 
will  lose  the  reward,  or  fight — loSe  the  crbWn.  No 
dpubt  many  of  you  will  say,  "  I  would  not  be  80 
fbolisb^  I   know  that  unless  I  labcr  I  shall  not  ba 
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rewarded,  and  it  is  wrong  to  be  idle."  You  may 
not  and  you  may.  You  may  be  even  much  more 
foolish,  although  it  was  quite  foolish  of  him  as 
he  jj,ot  only  lost  his  time  and  wages,  but  by  con- 
tinneingto  be  idle,  he  may  soon  lose  both  his  po- 
sition and  character.  This  would  be  quite  un- 
fortupate,'  but  we  still  havp  more  to  lose.  Our 
Heavenly  Father  gives  us  all,  while  young,  talents 
to.  improve.  He  gives  them  freely  and  they  are 
all  our  own.  He  tells  us  to  go  and  improve  them^ 
make  all  yon  can,  gain  to  them  as  much  as  possi- 
ble, all  you  make  during  your  whole  life  shall  be 
yours,  arid  more  than  this.

The  College  was  Incorporated  by  the  laws  ot 
the  State  of  Indiana  on  the  24th  day  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1871,  thus  giving  our  first  end  only  Col- 
lege, a  place  among  the  educational  institutions 
of  the  country,  gained  by  few,  in  so  short  a  time. 

Already  a  large  number  of  Scholarships  have 
been  sold  by  the  College,  that  promises  to  give  tui- 
tion in  their  College  for  three  years,  thus  commit- 
ting the  honor  of  the  Trustees,  to  their  honorable 
redemption  at  Salem  College,  Bourbon,  Indiana, 
as  agreed  upon,  on  their  face.  By  this  sale  a  largo 
sum  of  money  has  been  realized  for  the  College, 
and  still  the  demand  for  Scholarships  in  the  School 
continues. 

It  has  been  the  intention  of  the  Brethren  organ- 
izing and  conducting  Salem  College,  to  build  an 
institution  under  the  control  and  patrouage  of  the 
church  that  shall  be  a  school  where  the  Brethren 
can  safely  place  their  children,  who  desire  to  be 
educated,  with  the  assurance,  that  they  will  receive 
that  training  and  adnonition  that  shall  endear 
the  church  of  the  Brethren  to  their  young  hearts, 
and  cause  their  future  lives  to  be  spent  in  the 
service  of  tiie  Lord,  as  believed  and  practiced  by 
the  Brethren,  in  all^its  purity  and  simplicity,  aa 
taught  by  the  Scriptures,  with  nothing  ol  the 
follies  of  pride,  or  the  frivolties  of  the  M'orld, 
encouraged  or  tolerated  in  (he  school.  Brother 
Ga'js,  the  supevinteiidart  of  the  college,  and  the 
other  teachers  are  well  satisfied  that  the  proeent 
number  of  students  in  attendance,  are  as  studious 
and  moral  as  any  class  cjuld  be,  and  are  striving 
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to  do  their  entii'e  duty  in  the  college  ta.^them- 
Bel-vc8,  their  teachers^  and  their  God,  ,  „!(  ,  ,-.■• 
The  lixation  of  the  towu  of  Bourbou  is  one  as 
remarkable  for  health  as  tuny  in  tlie  state,  and  the 
community  as  moral  and  religious  as  parents  could 
secure,  to  have  their  children  placed  in,  and  lios- 
pitable  towards  strangers  as  well  as  kindly  dis- 
jwjsed  towaril  the  school,  and  the  church  which 
makes  it  a  desirable  place  to  have  students  located, 
when  away  from  home.  All  brethren  and  friends 
of  the  college  are  earnestly  and  cordially  invited 
to  \'isit  the  school  when  convenient,  and  jifdge  of 
the  work  being  aeoomplishe(.l,  by  closely  inveeti- 
{jating  es'ery  thing  connected  with  the  institution.

Could  He,  as  the  Son  of  God,  be  the  "leader 
and  commander  of  all  people"  without  undergoing 
the  solemn  rite  of  baptism  ?  By  the  counsel  de- 
vices in  the  courts  of  Heaven  He  could  not. — 
Necessity  required  Hira  to  "fulfill  all  righteous- 
ness," in  order  to  confirm  the  baptism  for  the 
remission  of  sins  preached  by  John  the  haptist, 
"which  was  the  beginning  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  the  Son  of  God."  The  christian  dispensa- 
tion now  being  ushered  in ;  Christ,  annointed  of 
God  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  sent  down  from  Heaven, 
to  make  known  the  will  of  God  His  Father, 
commences  his  mission  by  preaching  to  tlie  people. 
"Hepsr.t  and  believe  the  Gospel."  Now  the  apostle 
Baith,  Gal.  5,  6.  •*  For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither 
circumcision  availeth  anything,  nor  uncirenmci- 
sion ;  but  faith  which  icorketh  hy  love.  Again, 
Gal.  S,  15,  "  For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circnm- 
cision  availeth  anything,  nor  uacircumcision,  hut 
a  new  creature.  Hence,  God  does  not  accept  any 
sign,  independent  of  a  new  life,  as  a  seal  of  His 
covenant  people.  His  lofty  name,  "Wonderful, 
Counselor,  the  mighty  God,  tlic  everlasting  Fath- 
er, and  the  Prince  of  peace,"  hath  forbidden  any 
other  qualification  to  be  recognized  into  His 
church  than  what  He  hatli  received  of  His  Heav- 
enly Father.  Faith  then,  is  the  leading  point 
for  church-membership,  and  when  that  is  brought 
into  proper  exercise,  as  a  natural  consequence, 
repentance  with  a  reformation  of  life  will  follow. 
This  qualifies  the  creature  for  baptism,  which  is 
jndispensible  to  be  complied  with  strictly  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  word  of  God,  in  order  to  show 
that  faith  stands  not  in  the  wisdom  of  man  but  in 
the  power  of  God.  The  virtue,  power  and  efficacy 
of  baptism  is  all   embodied  in  the  word   of  God, 


Hence  if  not  complied  with  in  order  as  command- 
ed by  Christ,  the  Great  Head  of  the  church,  is 
incfiectual,  powerless  and  sinful. 

Forasmuch  then,  ns  there  is  only  one  true 
church,  there  can  be  only  one  order,  one  form, 
and  one  mode  of  true  christian  baptism.  Is  it  not 
then  of  the  utmost  consequence,  to  the  serious  en- 
quirer after  truth,  to  learn  from  Scripture  what 
that  is  ?  How^  must  it  bo  performed  that  God 
will  accept  of  it  as  an  effectual  valid  baptism? 
Y/hich  we  will  now  try  to  show  under  the  follow" 
ing  heads.  1st.  The  proper  subject.  2nd.  The 
formula.  3rd.  The  mode,  and  4th,  the  design 
thereof. 

1st.  The  proper  subject  then,  as  seen  already, 
must  be  capable  of  being  taught.  His  mental 
faculties  developed  to  be  susceptible  of  God's  de- 
mand in  the  gos[>el.  The  preaching  of  the  Gos- 
pel in  co-operation  with  the  convicting  spirit  of 
God,  will  produce  faith  and  repentance;  the  neces- 
sary prerequisites  to  baptism.  This  effect,  cannot 
possibly  be  produced  in  infant  children;  lience 
not  proper  subjects  for  baptism.  The  Savior's 
command  is,  first  to  teach  the  nations,  then  bap- 
tize tliom.  See  Math.  28  , chapter.  Now  for  in- 
stance, let  a  company  of  children  from  the  age  of 
two  months,  to  three  or  four  years  be  brought 
together,  a  preacher  coming  along,  he  would  com- 
mence to  preach  unto  these  infants,  the  unsearch- 
able riches  of  Christ,  would  it  not  look  very 
inconsistent?  You  would  begin  to  coucludc,  that 
that  preacher  is  bordering  close  to  insanity,  and 
it  would  not  be  more  than  a  rational  conclusion. 
Bv  parity  of  reasoning,  t!ie  inconsistency  and 
want  of  proper  discrimination  appears  just  as 
strong  by  baptizing  sucli  infants  whicli  cannot 
understand  nor  believe  the  precious  word  of  God, 
much  less  conceive  the  important  design  of  Cliris- 
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tian  baptism.  Adiilta  believerB,  and  no  others 
are  acknowledged  in  the  Gospel  and  Apostolic 
■writings,  to  be  fit  subjects  for  baptism.  Every 
instance  of  baptism  upon  record  in  H0I7  Writ, 
utterly  forbids  to  suppose  that  any  infants  were 
included.  If  our  opponents  can  show  in  the  New 
Testament  that  Christ  ever  commanded,  and 
the  holy  inspired  apostles  baptized  childen  in 
their  infancy,  we  will  yield  the  point ;  otherwise 
we  put  it  down  as  originated  in,  and  devised  by 
an  apostate,  degenerated  and  corrupted  church,  in 
the  latter  part  of  the  second  century,  and  brought 
to  general  practice  in  the  sixth  century  by  the 
Fope  of  Home,  and  7rever  never  on  apostolic 
practice.  Christ  in  his  last  commi.ssion  saitb, 
Mark  16 :  15,  16.  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and 
preach  ike  Gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  be- 
lieveth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved."  The 
apostles,obedient  to  His  command,pre ached  oa  the 
day  of  Pentecost,  Acts.  12:  41.  Then  they  that 
gladly  received  his  word  -were  baptized.  Philip 
pieached  in  Samaria,  Acts  18 :  12.  But  when 
they  believed  that  Philip  preached  the  things  con- 
eerning  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  the  nam*  of 
Jesus  Christ,  there  were  baptised,  both  men  and 
vomen.  Cornelius,  his  kinsman  and  friends  un- 
der Peter's  preaching  be]i&ve<],  received  the  Holy 
Ghost,  all  of  them,  and  spake  with  tongusfl  and 
were  baptized.  Acts  10  chapter.  Lydb  attended 
to  Paul's  preaching,  was  baptised  with  her  house 
liold  which  were  composed  of  brethren.  See  Acts 
16  :  40.  And  they  (Paul  and  Silas)  went  out  of 
the  prison,  and  entered  into  the  house  of  Lydia, 
and  when  they  had  seen  the  brethren,  they  com- 
forted them  and  departed.  The  Jailor  and  all  his 
iiouse  believed  and  were  baptised  "and  rejoiced 
believing  in  God  with  all  his  house."  Act.  18:  8. 
Crispus,  the  chief  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  believed 
on  the  Lord  with  all  his  house  ;  and  many  of  the 
Corinthians  hearing  believed^  and  were  baptised. 
In  all  these  instances  there  ai-e  circumstances  con- 
nected therewith,  that  will  prohibit  ua  to  draw 
the  least  inference  that  children  were  included, 
though  our  opjionents  ireqnently  refer  to  the  four 
last  mentioned  instances.  Let  them  prove  that 
households  necessarily  must  include  children,  but 
as  tliat  cannot  be  done  we  hold  our  position.  Let 
liiis  suffice.

YOUTH'S  DEPAETMNT 


DOUBLE  PIPE  OSEEK  SABBATH  SOHOOL. 


Soon  another  year  will  be  gone,  never  to  jjetarn, 
how  swiftly  time  glides  by. 


The  Sabbath  School  at  Double  Pipe  Creek,  Md., 
closed  its  labors  fer  the  season,  on  Saturday  Nov. 
4th.  The  school  was  organized  in  April  last,  by  the 
appointment  of  D.  P.  Sayler,  Superintendent,  and 
D.  P.  Sayler,  assistant,  Samuel  Weybright,  Sec 
and  Treas,  The  singing  was  conducted  by  Bros. 
Koontz  and  Kolb,  with  an  able  corps  of  brethren 
and  sisters  for  teachers. 

The  object  of  the  school  being  to  teach  the  youth 
the  true  knowledge  of  the  Lord,  and  thesinfulneas 
of  the  popular  vanities  of  the  times,  which  are  in- 
dulged and  practiced  by  the  so  called  professors  of 
religion.  To  effect  this  the  New  Testament  Scrip- 
tures was  made  the  text-book,  and  the  reading  and 
committing  it  to  memory,  a  leading  feature  in  the 
system  of  teaching.  Exhortations,  and  illustration* 
on  the  "  Black  board,"  were  employed  as  aids  to 
instripct  the  understanding,  &c. 

The  closing  services  were  in  strict  conformity- 
with  these  prlnciplee,  and  were  in  striking  contrast; 
with  the  popular  pic-nis  festivals  of  the  day.  Here 
was  no  band  of  msaio  to  drum  the  raartial  spirit, 
or  dancing  mania  into  the  pliable  mind  of  the 
innocsnt  child.  Bat  all  being  seated,  the  Super- 
intendent rose  and  read  the  72Tid  hymn,  "Children 
of  the  Heavenly  King,  As  we  journey  let  m  sing," 
&Q,  After  the  singing  none  felt  like  dancing,  bufc 
all  seemed  like  praying  tb«  Lord,  and  all  kneeled 
before  God,  and  thank»gr?irtg  with  prayer  were 
made,  and  offered  to  the  God  and  Father  «f  our 
Lord  and  Savior  Jesaa  Chris*.  After  prayer,  the 
4th  chapter  of  St.  Mark  was  read,  and  aa  address 
delivered  by  the  SuperiBteodeat  frons  the  14th 
verse.  "  The  sower  sows  the  Word."  After  the 
addressjthe  S48th  hymn  ©f  the  Germsatown  edition 
of  the  Brethren's  hymn  book.  "Ye  sons  of  earth 
prepare  the  ground,  Brfrak  up  the  fallow  ground  j 
The  sower  is  gone  forth  to  sow,  And  scatter  bless- 
ings round,"  &c.,  was  sung,  &  a  general  dist  ribu- 
tion  of  Books  and  Testaments  was  made  among 
all  the  children.  And  if  the  eye  is  a  true  index 
of  the  heart,  an  observer  would  have  concluded 
there  were  glad  hearts  when  the  little  tender  hands 
received  the  tokens  of  love  and  respect  from  the 
hands  of  the  Superintendent. 

May  God  our  Heavenly  Father,  and  Jesus,  who 
said,  "  Suffer  little  children  to  come  unto  me:  and 
forbid  tiiera  not ;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom   of 
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Heaven,"  bless  them,  and  the  efforts  the  brethrec 
in  great  weakness  have  made  to  keep  the  Iambs 
from  the  ravages  of  the  wolf  in  sheeps  clothing, 
and  to  lead  tiieir  minds  into  humility  and  truth. 

A  SYNOPSIS   OF  THE   ADDRESS. 

Dear  children.  The  Savior  in  this  parable  com- 
pares the  heart,  or  mind  ot  man  to  four  different 
kind  of  ground ;  figures  easy  to  be  understood  j 
especially  by  an  agricultural  community  as  our  is. 
"  The  Gospel  is  the  power  of  God  unto  Salvation 
to  all  them  that  believe  it.  The  Savior  has  com- 
manded that  it  shall  be  preached  in  all  the  world, 
to  every  human  creature.  The  preaching  of  it  He 
here  illustrates  by  a  man  going  out  to  sow  his  seed 
broad  cast;  and  as  he  sows,  some  of  the  seed  falls 
by  the  wayside,  or  as  we  would  say,  on  the  public 
road ;  some  on,  and  among  stones ;  some  amoiig 
thorns;  and  some  falls  on  good  ground.  There- 
fore, different  kinds  of  ground  are  intended  to 
represent  the  state  of  the  mind  of  man,  to  whom 
the  Gospel  is  to  be  preached. 

The  adult  part  of  my  hearers  will  plesse  re- 
member that  I  am  addressing  children,  and  that 
I  must  speak  to  their  understanding.  Now  dear 
children,  I  wish  yon  to  know  and  f««l  that  you^ 
teachers,  during  the  sessions  of  this  Sabbath  school 
have  beea  endeavoring  to  sow  the  seed  of  Gospel 
truths  into  your  young  asd  tender  minds,  which 
we  call  the  heart.  The  tert  sAys,  "  The  sower  sows 
the  word ; "  that  is  the  Gospel.  This  is  what  your 
Superintendent,  with  your  teacbePB  have  boea  try  - 
ing  to  do  by  the  various  lessons  you  have  learn«d  ; 
and  the  frequent  exhortations  they  have  given  you. 
It  now  remains  for  you  to  exami/>e  yourselv(«  to 
know,  which  of  the  four  different  kind  of  ground, 
referred  to  in  the  chapter  just  read,  reprosentel 
your  state  of  miad.  If  your  mind,  or  heart  is  like 
a  public  road,  or  lilie  rocks  ond  tiiorne,  all  oui- 
labors  will  proilt  you  Dotliiug. 

You  ell  know  that  if  your  fathers  would  sow 
wheat  on  the  public  road,  or  on  some  rock,  or 
among  thorns  and  briers,  they  would  never  realize 
anything  from  it,  because  it  could  not  grow.  The 
reason  is,  that  which  would  fall  on  the  public  road ; 
the  birds,  your  chickens;  and  even  your  pigs 
would  eat  it  up,  and  if  a  chance  grain  would  be 
left,  the  road  lies  open  to  the  public;  man  and 
beast  ean  walk  on  it,  and  they  would  trample  it 
under  their  feet,  so  that  it  would  come  to  nothing 
and  of  course  all  would  be  wasted  and  lost.  The 
Savior  says,  "  Tha  fowl*  of  th«  «ir  cam*  and  de- 


voured it  up."  But  when  He  explained  in  the  15tli 
verse,  He  say  sit  is  satan  that  does  it.  In  Matthew 
18  where  the  same  parable  is  recorded,  in  the 
19th  verse,  he  says.  It  is  the  wicked  one,  which 
is  the  devil,  does  it. 

Now  dear  children,  if  your  hearts  or  minds  like 
the  public  road,  lies  open  for  everything  you  hear 
and  see  to  enter  it,  then  your  naughtiness,  your 
vanity,  your  pride,  and  gaiety  and  love  for  every 
sinful  passioa  will  pick  up,  devour,  and  destroy 
all  the  good  we  have  tried  to  inculcate  into  your 
hearts.  And  you  will  become  hard  like  recks; 
and  your  vanity  and  pride  will  grow  up  lik  thorns 
and  briers,  that  no  good  will  ever  grow  out  of  }oa. 
And  you  will  be  like  those  bad  men  and  women 
you  see  in  our  country,  who  arc  useless  to  society ; 
and  never  become  Christians.  But  if  you  now 
heed  well  the  lessons  yon  have  been  taught,  obey 
the  truth,  guarding  your  minds  against  vanity, 
pride,  and  every  simple  and  foolish  passion  ;  suffer 
no  malice,  ho  envy,  bo  ill  will,  no  disobedience  to 
God  fearing  parents  to  dwell  in  them ;  try  to 
leain,  and  to  lov;  to  do  what  is  true,  what  is  honett, 
what  is  Jusl,  what  is  pure,  what  is  lovely,  what  is 
good,  and  what  is  virtuous  with  meekness  and 
hamility,  you  will  become  men  and  women, 
that  will  be  ornaments  in  moial  society,  and  in 
Christianity  j-ou  will  be  the  salt  of  the  earth  and 
the  light  of  the  of  the  world;  you  will  not  only 
save  yourselves,  but  also  them  that  hear  you. 
Your  influence  will  be  for  God,  and  good,  and  will 
be  of  the  w^se  teachers  who  turn  many  to  righteous- 
ness, and  will  shine  as  the  stars  in  the  firmament 
forever  end  ever. 

To  b«come  all  this,  you  must  take  care  who  you 
keep  company  with.  The  apostle  says,  "  Evil 
ooiumunications  corrupt  good  manners."  That  is, 
evil  company,  sinful  associates,  will  corrupt  the 
good  qualities  of  your  tender  and  unthinking 
hearts.  Therefore  you  must  be  very  careful  what 
kiud  of  coni[>any  you  associate  with.  If  you  keep 
company  with  the  proud,  they  will  make  you 
proud,  if  your  company  is  vain,  they  will  make  you 
vain.  If  your  company  foIlows-£very  simple  and 
foolish,  fashion  they  make  ycu  so  too.  If  your  com- 
pany go  to  the  pic-uic,  the  ball,  and  the  theatre, 
they  will  beget  a  desire  in  you  to  go  there  also. 
If  your  company  is  irreligious,  acd  pays  no  regard 
to  Christianity,  they  will  assuredly  make  you  so. 
For  like  begets  like.  That  is,  we  become  like 
them.  You  dare  not  even  trust  your  company  in 
matters  of  religion  without  tryiug  them  by  tiie  rula 
of  the  Gospel.  You  remember  you  read,  aud  com- 
mitted to  memory,  what  the  Savior  said  of  some 
coming  in  sheep's  clofhiug,  but  says,  inwardly 
they  are  ravening  wolves.  That  is,  tiicy  come  in 
the  profession  of  religion,  but  are  fuUe.  He  says, 
by  their  fruits  ye  siiall  know  them.  That  is,  if 
th»ir  acts  and  deod*  ara  not  according  to  llie  Scrip- 
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tures,  v/e  must  reject  them,  aud  keep  no  company 
with  them,  least  they  make  U3  wolves  like  them- 
selves. 

You  remember  the  Savior  says,  it  is  satau  that 
picks  up  and  devours  the  seed  which  fell  by  the 
way  side.  You  must  not  suppose  that  satan,  the 
wicked  one,  will  approach  you  in  the  form  of  some 
tfrrible  monster,  with  horns,  and  dreadful  look- 
ing claws  and  teeth,  like  you  sometimes  see  the 
devil  in  the  picture,  to  pick  up,  destroy,  and  de- 
vour the  seed  of  truth  out  of  your  hearts.  He 
does  that  by  the  sinful  company  you  associate  with. 
Your  gay  companions  pick  all  the  good  out  of 
your  hearts,  and  fill  them  v/ith  pride  and  vanity. 
These  are  the  fowls  of  the  air,  who  do  the  devil's 
work  in  devouring  all  the  good  seed  the  faithful 
preacher,  with  your  parents  and  Sabbath  school 
teacher,  may  endeavor  to  sow  into  your  hearts. 
And  among  those  who  thus  destroy  the  good,  may 
be  found  even  your  own  parents  and  friends, 
brothers  and  sisters.  If  they  be  unconverted  they 
will  do  it  as  certainly  as  any  others.  Even  preach- 
ers, and  professing  church  members  will  be,  and 
are  used  by  the  devil  to  destroy  the  seed  of  divine 
truth  in  you,  and  substitute  it  with  falsehoods  of 
their  own  iavention. 

It  is  very  certain  that  the  fashionable  Sabbath 
schools  all  around  you,  are  doing  this  very  thing 
with  the  children  they  profess  to  teach  the  knowl- 
edge of  the  Savior.  You  all  know  how  they  do. 
After  teaching  their  children  several  months,  sing- 
ing and  praying  with  them,  they  take  them  out 
into  some  grove,  and  give  them  a  pic-nic  party^ 
where  they  fill  their  young  ears  with  the  lively 
tones  of  the  violin,  and  their  hearts  with  a  desire 
for  the  merry  dance;  b}'  which  .John  the  Baptist, 
auil  preacher  of  repentance  had^his  head  cut  off. 
And  by  which  they  will  more  than  destroy,  pick 
up,  and  devour,  any  and  every  particle  of  good 
they  otherwise  might  have  done. 

Is  it  not  manifest  to  all  observing  miads,  that  a 
day  thus  spent,  the  devil  with  tiiis  "  fowl  "  of  his 
own  creating,  will  demoralize  and  impregnate  the 
minds  of  the  youth  with  last  and  vanity,  more  than 
can  be  corrected  perhaps  tlirough  all  after  life.  In 
this  work  of  truth  devouring,  and  youth  demor- 
alizing. Parents,  Teachers  and  Preachers, 
engage  alike  ;  and  so  become  instruments  in  the 
works  of  the  devil  to  destroy  the  labor  of  their 
own  hands. 

It  is  possible  that  some  jiareots  and  teachers 
may  engage  in  this  v/orld  of  demoralization  iguo- 
i-antlv  ;  bt;t  surelv  preachers  should  not  be  igao- 
rantof  it;  neitiier  are  they  all  ignorant  of  t!ie 
evil  they  are  aiding.  Some  of  you  perhaps  know- 
v.'\]:\t  some  of  thein  said  after  the  festive  pic-nic 
Jiirly,  or  as  they  called  it ;  feitival.  He  said. 
" --^aljliatli  schools  are  good,  but  pic-nics  and  fes~ 
tivai.-:  are  isap,  vei-\-  ha/J,    and  thev  ounjlit    not  to 


bo,  but  said,  ''We  are  in  it  and  can't  stop."— 
Think  of  it  parents,  children,  and  teachers.  Hear 
a  ])reacher  admits  that  they  are  leading  their 
Babbath-school  children  in  a  bcui,  very  bad  way, 
which  ought  not  to  be.  But  as  tliey  themselves 
are  in  it  they  can't  stop,  but  continue  on  in  the 
ways  of  ruiu  and  death. 

I  am  happy  dear  children  and  parents  to  inform 
you  that  we  are  not  in  this  bad,  this  very  bad 
way  ;  and  we  don't  intend  to  get  in 'it,  and  by 
the  help  of  God  will  do  all  we  can  to  keep  you 
out  of  it.     Amen.  D.  P.  Saylok.

For  to 
such  organization,  situated,  as  to  assemble  in  con- 
venient places  to   worship  in   good  order,  could 
hear,  and  judge  the  legal  grievances,  and  offences, 
of  its  known  members,  the  Savior  only  could  have 
had  allusion,  when  He  said:  "Then  tell   it    unto 
the  Church,  and  if  he  neglects  to  hear  the  Church" 
&c,  and  to  such  extra,  disconnected  assemblies,  is 
that  great  and   incouragiug    promise,    if    all    are 
united,  all  of  one  mind,  agreed  and   assembled  in 
His  Name,  and  ask  anything  of  the  Father,  that 
they  shall  receive,  and  that  He  himself  will  be  in 
the  midst  of  them.     And  moreover^that   whatso- 
ever these,  in  their  assembled  and    united   capaci- 
ties, bind  or  loose  on  earth,  according  to  the  spirit 
of  jthe  Gospel,  is  to  be  bound  or  loosed  in  Heaven. 
To  no  otherwise  assembled   body  is    this  privilege 
given,  and  although   the  number   is  said    if  only 
two  or  three  agreed  and  assembled,  yet    it  applies 
to  any  greater,  on  the  condition  that  all  are,  or  do 
agree  with  a  full  purpose  of  heart,    the  same   as 
two  or  three.     Disagreement  in  any  religious  con- 
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nection,  Lave  not  tlic  sanction  of  the  penceable  aud 
meek'  Savior]  and  Redeemer,  and  all  that  is  done 
in  such  a  manner  may  as  well  not  be  done  at  all. 
If  done  by  a  majority  is  the  same,  as  the  dis- 
agreement, for  the  evidence  of  it  is  then  apparent, 
and  may  therefore  be  said,  better  not  done. 

The  idea  of  oousoIiJating  the  Churches  into  one, 
as  the  Jewish  Church  was,  is  impossible  to  fill  the 
Gospel  requirements.  Because  the  directions  in 
Mathew  18  could  not  be  complied  with.  An 
aggrieved  member,  after  the  two  first  steps,  could 
not  find  the  Church  in  the  proper  time  to  tell  his 
complaints,  as  required  in  the  general  sense  of  the 
Gospel,  and  therefore  might  make  himself  a  trans- 
gressor, and  if  these  things  would  be  so  arranged 
as  to  bring  all  to  D.  C.  and  Annua!  Meetings,  it 
should  be  noticed  that  it  would  not  be  in  agree- 
ment with  the  harmonial  order  of  God.  We  have 
no  sucli  limited  time  given,  as  we  are  to  seek  a 
settlement  with  our  fellow  member,  and  cause  his 
repentance,  not  in  a  year,  nor  in  a  month,  nor  to 
put  itoff 'till  tomorrow,  but  to-day  our  admoni- 
tion is  due  the  offender.  And  the  sooner  one  is 
reclaioaed  the  more  acceptable  to  Christ,  and  the 
more  joyful  and  satisfactory  to  ourselves. 

In  nearly  the  close  of  bro,  M.'s  article  I  noticed, 
"  Individual  Churches,  are  willing  that  their  que- 
ries shall  go  to  x4.nnuel  Meeting,  because  it  is  con- 
sidered a  Higher  Power."  This  I  cannot  com- 
prehend. For  if  Christ  invested  each  organized 
Church,  or  Congregation  of  like  believers,  with 
full  power  to  do  all  the  requirements  the  Gospel 
directs,  I  cannot  find  any  other  higher.  In  the 
Gospel  we  cannot  fiud  a  higher  Tribunal  to  judge 
a  guilty  or  charged  member  than  the  Church  or 
Ge?7i3me,  to  which  he  or  she  is  attached.  When 
He  said :  "  If  he  neglects  to  hear  the  Church,  (this 
Highest  Tribunal)  let  him  be  unto  thee  as  a  heaths 
ea  man  and  a  Publican."  He  told  us  not  of  any 
other  to  which  might  be  appealed  to.  Although 
we  have  a  case  in  the  15th  chap,  of  Acts,  where  a 
certain  one  preached  circumcision  among  the 
Churches  with  the  Gentiles,  and  Paul  and  I3arna- 
bas  contended  with  them,  yet  could  not  settle  the 
question,  and  had  to  take  the  case  to  Jerusalem 
and  lay  it  before  the  Apostles  and  Elders.  It 
should  be  uotioed  that  this  was  an  infringement 
and  adulteration  of  the  faith  in  the  Gospel  with 
that  of  the  law,  and  was  not  so  preached  and  taught 
by  others.  And  as  those  who  taught  this  came 
from  Judea,  the  case  had  to  be  investigated  iu  the 
legal  Church  at  Jerusalem.  They  appealed  not  to 
a  Higher  Power  to  judge  and  decide  whether  those 
teachers  were  seat  with'such  a   doctrine  or  not. 

Well  they  were  not  sent,  and  the  circumstance 
was  not  repeated,  nor  of  such  another  assembly  we 
have  no  account  in  the  Scriptures.  Then  whore 
did  this  Higher  Power  come  from?  Or  who  iiisli- 
tuto<l  it?   W'a  3e9  it  u  held  so    iu  t!ia  Church,  and 


must  have  been  made  by  the  Church,  that  is,  each 
organized  Church  at  the  time  of  its  introduction, 
lent  its  help,  or  gave  its  sanction  to  it.  But  for 
what  object  ?  For  to  be  a  help, — to  be  a  means  to 
aid  and  assist,  to  keep  up,  and  perfect  a  nearer 
and  closer  acquaintance  among  the  separated 
Churches  in  the  land.  Tin's  might  be  all  right  for 
to  keep  the  union  i2trong  and  insejjarable,  still 
it  could  not  be  higher  in  Power  and  authority. 
For  the  creature  is  not  higher  than  the  Creator, 
the  servant  not  greater  ihan  his  master,  nor  the 
help  above  the  employer,  neither  is  the  assistant 
equal  to  the  principal.  Therefore  it  cannot  be  con- 
sistent for  the  Church  or  Churches  to  ask,  or  pe- 
tition Annual  or  District  Meetings  to  grant  tn's 
or  that  privilege,  to  serve  and  worshp  God,  or  to 
practice  the  ordinances  as  they  see  themselves,  and 
are  satisfied  the  Gospel  directs,  and  the  Savior  by 
precept  and  example  taught  one  and    all  to  do. 

The  Savior  said,  "  If  ye  love  me,  keep  my  com- 
mandments." Therefore  these  meetings  o.ight 
not  require  of  any  Church  a  formal  obedience  t') 
their  decisions  in  preference  to  that  they  them- 
selves had  already  compared  with  the  Gospel,  and 
agreed  upon.  From  many  I  have  heard  that  they 
would  do  and  practice  somewhat  different,  if  the 
old  brethren,  or  Annual  Meeting  would  let  them 
do  so.  These  restrictions  ought  not  to  be,  and  are 
therefore  reasonable  and  candid  objections.  Yet  I 
am  not  opposed  to  holding  such  meetings,  but 
think  they  should  have  a  more  benefitting  object 
and  be  for  a  better  purpose.  The  different 
organized  conarregations  oug-ht  to  be  individually 
represented,  aud  if  any  movement  (as  bro.  M.  sup- 
poses) is  in  contemplation  by  any  members,  iu 
harmony  with  the  Word  and  spirit  of  Christ,  for 
the  advancement  in  perfection  to  holiness,  or  the 
extension  of  Christ's  Gospel  in  the  borders  of  His 
Kingdom,  or  any  good  work  requiring  the  aid  of  a 
District,  or  that  of  the  eutii-e  fraternity,  to  be 
well  considered  first  at  home,  and  if  unitedly  agreed 
upon,  then  taken  to  such  a  me  eting  nf  chosen  del- 
egates for  a  united  considera  tion  aud  cooperation, 
but  with  no  right  of  entire^  rejection. 

In  conclusion  I  would  say,  that  iu  giving  these, 
my  long  pent  up   convictions,  I  gave  them  not  out 
of  a  disposition  of  opposing,  nor    that  I  desire  to 
take  any  active  part  iu    a    reformation,    for  lam 
not  so  circumstanced.     Yet  the  great    interest  I 
take  iu  the  w.iy  the  Kedecrocr  led,  and  the  salva~ 
tion  of  jirccioiis  souls,  as    also  the  proper  devel- 
opment and    promulgation  of  the  Gospel  of  Je- 
sus, to  His   lionor  anil  glory,  I  have  briefly  ex- 
pressed  myself j  and    written    my    weak  and  un- 
worthy testimony    as    I  understand  if,   and  it  is 
j  open  for  your  consitlcration,  and    for  your  accep- 
I  tance     or  for  rejection,

Dear  Brdhren  :  Ey  request  of  you  who  seem 
1o  spare  uo  pains  to  make  the  PiLGRM  interesting 
to  its  various  class  of  readers,  I  will  dr.>p  you  a 
word  of  church  news  from  this  section.  Have 
nothing  of  special  interest  to  communicate,  more 
than  the  church  here  seems  to  have  ordinary  vi- 
tality. Peace  and  union,  so  fur  as  I  know,  reigus 
throughout  the  body,  and  in  M'ay  of  numerical 
strength  the  congregation  of  believers  gradually 
increases,  there  having  been  during  the  year 
Home  18  or  20  additions  by  baptism,  and  now 
have  several  applicants  for  the  holy  rite.  Had 
several  additions  by  letters.  Death  has  called 
one  of  the  beloved  hoii:c,  and  there  has  been  three 
severed  from  church  followfhip. 

There  is  truly  a  large  field  of  labor  open  here, 
and  in  fact  in  all  parts  of  W.  Va.  for  the  sow- 
ing of  the  precious  seeds  of  Gospel  truth,    and  a 
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many,  but  the  great  need  is  laborers  in  this  ex- 
tensive field  that  seems  to  be  ripening  for  (he 
harvest.  O  that  the  church  everywhere  would 
awake  to  a  more  earnest  zeal  for  the  advancement 
of  the  kingdom  of  our  blessed  Master.  The 
heralds  of  error,  their  nuarber  is  legion,  who 
with  fair  speeches  are  deceiving  many,  and  the 
press  is  busy  flooding  the  land  with  corrupting 
papers,  books,  tracts  cSrc.  In  fact  no  stone  seems 
left  unturned,  that  might  prove  to  the  accomplish- 
ing of  their  ends — that  of  making  proselytes  to  a 
corrupt,  though  popular,  system  of  religion.  Can 
not  more  be  done  than  is  done  to  cDunteract  this 
flood  of  error.  We  believe  there  can.  Let  the 
beloved  heralds  of  truth  feel  more  deeply  their 
duty  to  go  more  and  more,  especially  where  they 
can  well  be  spared,  and  if  their  pecuniary  circum- 
ces  forbid  their  going,  let  the  church  send  them. 
Let  us  have  a  more  general  circulation  of  our  pe- 
riodicals, and  if  possible  let  us  have  tracts  of  the 
right  kind  by  the  thousands  yea  millions,  there 
will  hands  be  fuuid  ready  to  scatter  them  far  and 
wide,  and  thus  the  way  may  be  paved  for  a  great 
amount  of  good  being  done.  For  in  this  age 
people  will  read  something  else  than  the  Book  of 
Books.  Then  why  not  supply  this  want  with 
pure,  unadulterated  literature,  in  which  the  essen- 
tial truths  of  God's  word  will  be  the  sum  and 
2ubtance.     More  anon.

Dear  Pilgrim:  In  the  latter  part  of  September 
brother  A.  Crumpacker  and  I  went  to  Gibbs  coun- 
ty to  attend  to  several  appointments,  and  among 
the  number  was  one  at  the  Methodist  meeting- 
house^  called  New  Zion.     In  the  vicinity  of  this 


hou^c  there  is  a  very  numerous  family  by  the 
name  of  Williams,  or  rather  a  number  of  branch- 
es of  that  name,  who  are  of  the  V/esleyan  faith, 
and  very  kind  and  hospitable,  and  beloved  by  all 
for  thjir  generous  and  magnanimous  qualities. 

They  had  solicited  the  brethren  repeatedly  to 
preach  in  their  house,  and  on  one  occasion  before 
this,  they  had  accepted  their  invitation. 

On  the  morning  of  our  meeting,  of  which  we 
write,  we  repaired  to  the  house,  and  after  tlie 
Sunday-school  was  dismissed  we  began  our  meet- 
ing in  our  accustomed  way.  The  singing  was 
conducted  by  the  Methodist  friends,  and  apparent- 
ly the  meeting  was  satisfactory  to  the  congregation. 
The  subject  of  the  discourse  was  obedience,  "If 
ye  keep  my  commandments,"  and  the  advantages 
of  obedience,  "ye  shall  abide  in  my  love." 

During  the  progress  of  the  discourse,  the  com- 
mandment of  feet-washing  was  considered,  and 
its  claims  to  our  respect  and  observance  advocated. 
After  the  services  closed  and  we  were  about  to 
dismiss  the  audience,  a  man  from  the  back  part  of 
the  house,  who  entered  after  the  exercises  had 
progressed  considerably,  came  forward  and  took  a 
position  in  front  of  the  pulpit  facing  the  congre- 
gation, and  began  to  address  them  in  a  self-im- 
portant and  arrogant  lone,  on  the  subject  of  our 
meeting.  He  said  he  had  listened  to  the  sermoa 
and  could  say,  that  he  was  pleased  with  the  spirit 
manifested  by  the  Dunker  brethren  who  were 
present,  but  he  would  take  that  opportunity  to 
protest  against  their  occupancy  of  that  house  in 
the  future.  He  assigned  as  his  reason,  that  the 
Dunkers  universally  refuse  to  admit  them  into 
Dunker  houses,  and  he  would  repeat  it,  he  enter- 
ed his  protest  against  our  admittance  into  that 
house  in  the  future.  He  then  reviewed  some  point 
of  the  discussion. '  ■  As  to  feet-washing  he  thought 
it  was  right  enough  when  they  needed  it,  but 
thought  we  ought  to  wash  the  feet  of  all  chris- 
tians, Methodists  as  well  as  Dunkers.  He  epoke 
on  the  subject  in  the  (one  of  one  who  was  accus- 
tomed to  speak  of  it  only  in  jesting  and  mockery. 
How  dreadful  will  be  tiie  condemnation  of  such 
false  teachers.  Of  whom  does  the  apostle  Peter 
speak,  if  net  of  them  ?  'VYho  are  they  that  deny 
the  Lord  that  bought  them,  but  those  that  deny 
and  contemn  the  holy  commandments? 

The  friends  seemed  to  regret  the  occurence,  and 
gave  us  unmistakable  tokens  of  their  eympathy. 
After  the  people  le^ft  the  house  we  got  our  horses 
and  rode  to  the  residence  of  a  friend,  but  we  had 
hardly  passed  out  of  view  of  the  house,  before 
two  of  the  leading  members  of  the  congregation 
got  into  an  altercation  about  some  trivial  affair, 
and  picked  up  some  loose  stones  to  have  an  old- 
fashioned,  Mosaic  execution,  but  some  friends  in- 
terposed and  stopped  what  might  have  issued  in  a 
bloody,  murde-gous  fight.     Their  preacher   was  a

witness  to  the  affair,  and  expressed  Iiia  gratifica- 
tion, not  that  it  had  ended  so  harmlessly,  but  that 
die  Dunkers  had  left  before  it  occured.  He  seem-

It  Is  estimated,  upon  wliat  may  be  regarded 
as  good  authority,  that  the  fire  covered  over 
2.000  acres  iu  the'^heart  of  the  city,  over  twen- 
ty thousands  buildings  were  destroyed,  aud 
niuety-three  thousand  persons  dispossessed  of 
their  homes  ;  ninety  thousand  buildings  are 
left  standing,  fifty  thousand  people  _  have  left 
the  city,  and  two  hundred  and  eighty .  thous- 
and remain.  Five  grain  elevators  were  burn- 
ed, with  one  million  sis  hundred  thousand 
bushels  of  grain  ;  eleven  elevators  remain  un- 
injured, containing  five  million  bushels  of  grain. 
One  half  of  the  entire  pork'prodnct  was  burned, 
with  the  same  proportion  of  flour.  Eighty 
thousand  tons  of  coal  were  consumed,  and 
about  the  same  amount  is  on  hand.  Fifty 
million  feet  of  lumber  were  burned,  and  two 
hundred -and  forty  million  feet  remain  unharm- 
ed— nearly  one  quarter  enough  to  rebuild  the 
waste  places.  The  stock  of  leather  was  reduc- 
ed one  quarter,  the  value  of  that  burned  being 
about  ^^95.000.  The  greater  portion  of  the 
stocks  of  groceries,  dry  goods,  and  boots  and 
shoes  were  burned  up,  with  more  than  one  half 
the  ready  made  clothing,  but  the  quantities 
destroyed  were  scarcely  equal  to  three  weeks 
supply,  and  are  being  rapidly  replaced.  About 
ten  per  "cent  of  the  currency  was  burned.  A 
careful    average    of  these    larger   items    with 


smaller  ones  shows,  that  the  city  has  suffered 
a  loss  of  not  less  than  twenty,  nor  more  than 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  her  total  assets,  real 
and  personal.  The  terrible  personal  experi- 
ences, published  in  the  Eastern  papers  are  stated, 
almost  without  exception,  to  be  flibrications. — 
The  banks  are  oil  in  full  operation.

Change 
the  clothing  of  the  patient  as  often  as  needful,  but 
do  not  carry  it  while  dry  through  the  house,  bub 
first  place  it  at  the  bedside  in  a  bucket  of  scalding 
\rater  before  removal  from  die  room.  If  infected 
clothing  cannot  be  washed  at  once,  let  it  be  set  to 
soak  in  water,  to  which  may  be  added  of  a  satu- 
rated solution  of  permanganate  of  potassa  or  of 
chloride  of  ILme  about  a  table  spoonful  to  the  gal» 
on,

•  H.  7%e  Formula.  In  the  28th  cliap.  of  Matt. 
19  verse,  we  have  tlie  formula  positively  given  in 
our  Author's  great  commission,  and  the  only  place 
recorded  in  the  Bible.  And  inasmuch  as  it  hath 
prpceded  from  the  fountain  head,  the  Author  and 
finisher  of  our  Salvation,  vre  should  all  be  willing 
to  hear  and  obey  Him.  "Go  ye  therefore,  and 
teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of 
the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost." 
What  is  the  first  impression  the  mind  will  conceive 
this  to  mean,  by  the  unbiassed  reader  of  this  sim- 
ple passage  ?  Certainly  he  will  come  to  no  other 
conclusion,  than  that  three  actions  are  required  to 
fulfill  the  command.  Had  it  not  been  for  the 
pervcvters  of  tmth  and  ci-itics  of  the  Scripiures, 
single  actions  in  baptism  had  never  arisen^ 
All  honest  men  that  understand  languagt?,  will  at 
once  admit  the  formula  in  the  commission,  to  bo 
an  elliptical,  compound  sentence,  composed  of  three 
simple  sentences.  Ellipsis  means  an  omission  of 
words  which  are  understood,  but  must  be  supplied 
in  order  to  analize  Bentences  according  to  the  rules 
of  language.  Such  abound  in  the  Sacred  writings 
in  order  to  avoid  repetitions.  Now  in  order  to  fill 
up  the  phrase  in  Ihe  commission,  wc  must  read 
baptizing  tliem  in,  (more  propcrl)')  into  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  baptizing  them  into  the  name 
of  the  Son,  and  baptizing  them  into  the  name  of 
the  Holy  Ghost,  and  tlicn  it  will  be  clear  to  mean 
trine  immersion.

Hatii  the  apostle  referrence  to  tlie  formula,  the 
mode  or  the  ordinance  at  large?  Tlie  contest  will 
show  that  he  had  reference  to  the  ordinance  at 
large.  AVe  believe  in  one  God,  but  in  three  dis- 
tinct persons  in  the  Godhead,  with  each  one  to 
perform  its  part  ia  the  final  redemption  of  man. 
The  father  draws  and  convicts  the  sinner  and  di- 
rects him  to  the  Sou,  the  Son  saves,  and  the 
Spirit  sanctifies.  Hence  equal  honor  is  due  to 
each,  which  we  evince  in  baptism,  by  being  bap- 
tized into  the  name  of  each  person,  and  as  these 
three  distinct  persons  make  only  one  God,  so  the 
ih.-ee  distinct  actions  make  only  one  baptism.  If 
the  cfindidates,  after  the  first  actiou,  were  taken 
out  of  the  water,  then  into  again  for  the  second 
action,  ?nd  so  fir  the  third,  that  would  look  like 
three  baptisms,  but  a  part  of  tlie  body  immersed 
all  the  time  makes  a  complete  figure  of  the  Trinity. 
Wc  might  say,  with  equal  propriety  that  we  have 
throe  faitlis.  To  ackuowledr  e  faith  in  each  distinct 
[rerson  in  the  Godhead,  which "^we  certainly  all 
would  do  that  believe  in  the  Trinity.  Yes,  saith 
another,  we  are  told  by  the  apostles,  to  baptize 
only  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Chidst,  or  in  tlie  name 
of  the  Lord.  Common  sense  teaches  us  that  when 
we  are  told  to  do  a  thing  in  the  name  of  another, 
it  means  accordiniug  to  his  directions. 

III.  The  llode.  Under  this  head,  wc  arc  sorry 
to  say,  we  are  found  to  be  at  issue  with  the  mass 
of  Christian  professors.  Honco  it  requires  care,  so 
that  we  may  sustain  our  position  by  clear  and 
logical  arguments  based  upon  Scripture.  Wc  cans 
not,  according  to  the  light  we  iiavc  received  from

I  like 
to  be  on  the  side  of  liberality,  but  when  our  liber- 
ality conflicts  with  God's  word,  we  are  on  forbidden 
ground,  and  is  high  time  to  lay  bounds_.to.it. 
Charity  and  liberalitj-  are  noble  traits'  of  Christ- 
ians,  and  is  emphatically  displayed  in  dealing 
honestly  with  the  word  of  Go'd,  in  order  tliat  the 
sincere  penitenfc-sinner  may  be  savexih  from  decep- 
tion, and  be  led  to  the  true  Churchy  to  behold  the 
beauty  of  the  service  of  God  in  His  Holy  Temple. 
"VYe  argue  from  the  term  used  by  the  sacred  pen- 
man, that  immersion  oi:  dipping  is  the  only  Scrip- 
tural mode.  AVe  have  nothing  to  contr  adict  it  in 
all  the  accounts  of  the  ordinance  performed  in  the 
apostolic  age,  and  much  to  sustain  it.  Baptism  as 
conceded  by  all  Biblical  scholars  Is  an  Anglecised 
term,  and  is  incorporated  into  the  English  from 
the  Greek  term  J3('piismos  with  an  English  term- 
ination.

"For  I  am  tormented  in  this  flame." — Luke,  16-24. 

The  rich  man's  torment  in  hell,  was  undoubt- 
edly the  consequence  of  his  neglect  of  duty  and 
obedience  to  the  law  of  God  in  life.  And  the 
fieusitiveness  of  the  torment  is  in  proportion  to 
the  knowledge  of  duty,  and  tlie  neglect  of  it.  And 
that  servant  which  knew  his  Lord's  will,  anrl 
prepared  not  himself,  neither  did  according  to  His 
will,  shall  be  beaten  v/ltfr  many  stripes.  But  he 
that  knew  not,  ajid  did  commit  things  worthy  of 
stripti,  shall  be  beaten  with  few  stripes;  for  unto 
whomsoever  much  i9  given,  of  him  shall  much  be 
required." — Luke,  12;  47-48.  No  person  in  this 
Gospel  enlightened  liind,  can  possibly  excuse 
thcn^selves  on  the  ground  they  have  never  received 
anything*  in  regard  to  the  sinfulness  of  sin,  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  law  of  Righteousness,  by  vvhich 
we  evade  the  punishment  oi  sin.  For  Paul  says, 
"  They  that  sin  without  the  law,  shall  also  perish 
without  the  law.  But  Ihcy  that  sin  under  the  law, 
ehal!  be  judged  by  the  law."  Even  the  absence 
of  the  law  of  Righteousaess,  does  not  release  from 
the  punishment  of  sin.  And  the  law  by  which 
sin  is  made  more  sensitive  to  our  c-oiiscience, 
makes  sin  all  the  more  grievous  and  punishable. 
This  rich  man  in  commou  with  his  brethren,  had 
Moses  and  the  prophets,  but  had  not  listened  to 
their  voice  of  warning,  until  it  was  too  lute.  And 
to  his  own  apjK-al  to  Abraham  in  behalf  of  his 
bre'tl.Ten,  ihey  were  equally  careless  and  disobe- 
dicnfwilh  himself,  and  ho  dying,  unexpectedly 
realizes  the  torments  of  hell.  For  in  hell  he  lifted 
uj):  his  eyes,  being  in  torment;  and  ufar  off  sees 
Lazarus  in  Abrahaui's  bosom,  while  he  is  tormcn- 
1o  '  in  this  flime.  Here  in  his  torment,  he  sym- 
jmtli'zes  with  iiis  brethren,  in  fear  of  them  also 
coming  into  this  tiarae.  He  is  conscious  of  their' 
danger,  but  they  are  cot  coiiscicas    of  his   punish- ' 


ment,  and  would  rather  lose  the  friendship  and 
company  of  his  brethren  throtJgh  all  eternity,  than 
that  they  should  come  into  that  place  of  torment. 
Oh,  sin  !  How  dreadful  its  consequences.  How 
direfulits  results.  But,  Oh!  Ho^r  muchia  the 
sting  of  sin  poisoned,  when  mercy  i a  offered  so 
freely  to-day,  and  spurned  by  sinners  that  love  to 
delay.  Sinner,  hear  his  unavailing,  pitiable  plea^ 
in  behalf  of  his  five  brethren,  that  wero 
yet  behind.  He  addressed  Abraham  as  his  father, 
saying,  "  I  pray  thee  therefore,  father,  (hat  tbou 
wouldst  send  Lazarns  to  my  father's  house  ;  for  I 
have  five  brethren  that  he  may  testify  to  them, 
lest  they  also  come  to  this  place  of  torment,"  That 
he  may  inform  them  of  my  sad  and  uuexpectecl 
fate.  My  doleful  lot  is  fixed  ;  I  had  not  thought 
that  hell  was  such  a  terrible  place,"  and  oh,  must 
I  abide  here  forever?  Oh  !  I  cannot,  send  Lazarus 
te  coo!  my  parched  tongue.  Oh !  I  regret  that  I 
did  not  treat  bira  better  when  be  lay  full  of  sores 
at  my  gate.  Oh!  I  regret  that  my  life  of  pleasure 
and  aSuence  was  not  more  iavishingly  appropri- 
ed  to  the  wants  of  the  needy.  0!i!  must  I  pine 
away  in  this  flame,  and  never  die?  Lazarus  can- 
not comfort  you  now.  He  cannot  come  to  yon. 
He  is  comforted,  and  thou  must  be  tormented. 
Yon  gave  hlD3  no  roeat  when  he  vraa  hnngry.  He 
cannot  comfort  yon,  for  he  cannot  rea«h  yoti.  You 
could  have  pitied  birj,  but  he  now  eannot  comfort 
yon.  "  For  there  is  a  great  gnlf  fixed  between 
us,  so  that  they  that  woiild  paas  from  heitce  to 
yon  cannot;  neither  can  they  pass  to  ns  that.

Jesus  declares  that  it  is  impossi- 
ble to  conceive  of  tlie  tilings  which  God  has  j)re- 
parod  for  those  that  love  Him.     60  great  and  in- 
estimable are  His  riches  that  they  arc  liuscarcha- 
ble,  and  we  are  unable  to  realize  their  value  fully 
until  we  shall   have   passed   over  the  Jordan   of 
death  and  that  which  ia  only  loned  to  us  i^  oxit  of  i  quire  a  bold  effort  t-o  surnK-.unt.

skin  him."     Most  true  it   is  that  God  is  not' the 
author  of  sin,  and  yet   his  providence  extends  to' 
nature,  men,- animals  and  kingdoms;  in   a  word, 
extends, to  everything.     Such    is   the  teaching  of 
the  Scriptures,  and  in  looking  ai  it  from  a  philo- 
sophic standpoint,  we  can  see  no   good  objection^.)

SAEAH  SIMMONS, 


In  the  Summer  of  1797  the  dysentery  prevailed 
ill  our  neighborhood,  and  several  children  were 
removed  by  death — among  the  rest  an  amiable 
pupil  o/  mine,  to  whom  I  was  much  attached,  by 
reason  of  her  humble,  docile  and  aft'ectionate  dis- 
position. Her  name  was  Sarah  Simmons,  between 
seven  and  eight  years  of  ago,  eldest  daughter  of 

Tiiouias  Simmons.  "With  all  the  vivacity  of  iufalil 
innocence,  .she  was  scrupulously  careful  fo  ;i\oid 


giving  offence.  Her  live  of  reading,  particularly 
her  relish  for  reauing  the  .Scriptures  and  other 
religiously  inslructiVe  books,  continued  to  the  last. 
In  the  time  of  her  illness  she  often  asked  for  the 
Bible,  and  read  in  it,  at  times,  when  she  was  able. 
At  other  times  sh«  aske:l  her  mother  to  read  it  to 
her,  during  which  she  would  lie  very  quiet  and 
attentive,  as  though  her  pains  were  soothed  by 
hearing  the  Scriptui-es  read. 

A  few  hours  before  her  close,  she  ajjain  asked 
for  the  Bible.  It  was  brought:  and  on  opening 
it,  she  looked  at  it,  or  tried  to  look  at  it,  and  said 
she  wished  she  could  read.  But  now,  so  great  was 
her  weaknes.s,  and  the  glassy  symp'oms  of  death 
about  closing  her  sight,  that  she  could  no  longer 
discern  the  letters.  She  then  requested  lier  mother 
to  place  the  book  on  her  pillow,  and  thus  she 
breatiied  her  last  in  a  short  time,  with  the  Bible 
by  her  head,  as  if  intended  to  express  her  unity 
with  the  sacred  truths  contained  in  it.  t. 

In  recording  this  circumstance,  with  the  hopcf 
that  it  may  be  a  means  of  stirring  up  the  pure  mind 
in  parents,  and  of  touching  kindred  feelings  in 
little  children,  the  question  ari.ses,  whence  this 
satisfaction  in  reading  the  Scriptures  to  so  young 
a  child  as  Sarah  Simmons  ?  It  decs  not  appear  to 
have  been  the  effect  of  parental  education.  It  was 
not  the  effect  of  delirium  or  disease ;  for  it  was 
manifest  while  she  enjoyed  health,  and  amidst  her 
childish  amusements  and  innocent  pastimes. 

What  then  could  be  its  origin,  short  of  the 
divine  gift  of  grace  operating  in  her  innocent  mind 
and  answering  to  the  same  type  of  goodness  as  re- 
corded in  the  testimonies  of  the  Scriptures — an 
evidence  of  the  ripeness  of  j^icr  immortal  soul  to 
join  the  spirits  of  all  generations,  in  the  perfection 
of  bliss  and  happiness  in  the  mansions  of  rest  and 
peace?

_  Dear  Brethren :   By   your   permission,   I   will 
give  an  account  of  our  late  visit  to  Giles  Co.,  Va. 

The  brethren  have  been  laboring  for  the  spir- 
itual welfare  of  tlie  people  of  portions  of  tiiis  Co. 
for  some  time,  and,  pursuant  to  that  purpose,  it 
was  determined  to  have  the  suLy'ect  of  baptism 
discussed. 

Accordingly  the  first  Sabbath  in  Nov.  was  ap» 
pointed  for  the  work,  and  bro.  B.  F.  Moomaw 
was  selected  to  serve  on  the  occasion.  The  time 
drew_  near,  and  on  Friday  evening  prior  to  th^ 
appointed  day  we  received  a  letter  from  Bro.  Moo- 
maw stating  that  he  could  not  attend.  There  was 
no  alternative  left  us  but  to  prepare  for  the  service 
ourself,  and,  a.s  we  had  but  limited  access  to  tho 
investigations  of  others  ou  the  subject,  the  work  of 
preparation  was  slow  and  difficult,  or,  more  prop- 
erly speaking,  it  was  impossible  to  make  the  requ- 
3i(e  preparation  in  that  short  space  of  time.  To 
add  to  the  dilemma  we  had  the  embarrassment  of 
inexperience  to  contend  with,  which  is  no  mean 
foe  to  success. 

Previous  to  the  time  it  was  rumored  that  a 
Campbellite  preacher  would  be  present  to  reply, 
but  we  rcxjeived  no  official  notice  of  such  intention. 
On  the  morning  of  the  appointed  day  Bro.  A. 
Crumpacker  and  I  repaired  to  the  Sugar  Grove 
meeting  house,  the  place  designated  for  tiie 
meeting.

In  reply  to  our  argument  of  forward  actio'ii;'  Tie' ' 
manifested   an  extensive   acquaintance  with    the 
tactics  of  the  illustrious  commander,  who  march- 
ed his  troops  up  the  hill  aud  then  marched   them 
down.  ,.      . 

The  baptism  of  the  Israelites  and  the  salvation  ,: 
of  Noah  were  not  in  requisition,  as  the  forward 
movement   was  a   prominent   and   unmistakable 
feature  of  those   examples  of  the  christian   ordi- 
nance. 

In   order  to  prove  that   Christ  was   immersed 
backward,  he  eloquently  advocated   the  impossi-^  "' 
biiity  of  his  witnessing  the  descent  of  the    Holy'    ' 
Ghost,  if  he  Was  immersed  forward,  unless  he  had 
eyes  in  (he  back  of  his  head. 

With  much   effort  at  theatrical   and    rhetorical 
display,  he  .nought  to  impress    the    minds  of  thd  .'' 
audience  with  the  orthodoxy  of  the  position,  that; '.' 
as  Christ  emerged  from  the  waters  of  the  Jordan''' 
with  his  ficc  uppermost,  he  bclield  (ho  descent  of 
tlie  Holy  Ghost,  for  the  .scripture  says,  "He  went 
up  straightway  out  of  the  water  &c."

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He  denied  emphatically  that  the  Romans  burned 
their  dead,  and  offered,  (but  did  not  do  it)  to  prove 
that  Christ  was  bnried^on  his  back.  With  much 
other  balderdash,  perversions  of  Scripture,  miscon- 
slrnciion  of  onr  remarks,  mockery  of  holy  things, 
boaiitings  of  his  learning  and  ability,  he  concluded 
bis  vituperative  harangue.  In  it  we,  the  Brethren, 
were  classed  with  sophists,  magicians,  teachers  of 
old  wives  fables,  devils,  ignoramuses,  and  so  on  to 
the  end  of  the  catalogue,  and  finally  syllogized  us 
enmasse  into  hell.  If  there  was  a  kindly  reference 
to  us  we  failed  to  detect  it.  The  low  arts  of  the 
scoffer  and  the  satirist  were  employed  against  the 
Church,  and  the  laugh  and  scorn  of  the  unbe- 
lieving_,and^the^moeker  wcrej^iavoked_^to  turn  the 
hearts  of  the   people  from  us. 

There  is  something  singular  relative  to  his  par- 
ticipation in  our  meeting,  that  we  cannot  imder- 
st&nd.  Ke  studiously  avoided  giving  cither  the 
public  or  onreelf,  ofScial  notice  of  his  purpose  to 
take  part  in  the  meeting,  aud  on  the  Sabbath  pre- 
vious I  am  informed,  he  advised  his  congregation 
to  attend,  but  did  not  know  ^whether  or  not  he 
could  be  there.  ■• 

During  his  harangue,  he  apprised  ns  of  the  fatjt 
that  he  was  busily^preparing  for  the  event  for  five 
consecutive  weeks,  and  on  the  evening  prior  to 
that  day,  he  had  revised  his  notes  the  22nd  time. 
When  he  came  on  the  ground  tbatmorning  he  left 
bis  budget  of  books  outside  in  a  wagon,  and  af^er 
the  services  commenced  he  sent  out  and  had  tbem 
brought  in.  What  was  the  purpose  of  such  irreg- 
ular maneuvering? 

I  cannot  forbear  to  say  here  that  I  was  much 
aggrieved  by  his  course  of  procedure'on  the  occa- 
sion. Previous  to  that  time,  I  flattered  myself 
that  a  prudent  measure  of  intimacy  existed  be- 
tween^us.  Our  intercourse  was  unreserved  and 
familiar,  and  though  we  differed  unfortunately  in 
our  religious  sentiments,  circamstancea  seemed  to 
conspire  to  ameliorate  the  asperities  that  too  often 
result  from  antagonistic  opinions.  But  his  course 
of  action  during  this  meeting  revealed  the  'venom 
<!f  the  enemy,  the  rancor  of  the  partisan,  and  in- 
stead of  the  magnanimous  Christian  debatant,  a 
blind  devotee  of  Campbell'^sm. 

At  our  next  meeting,  which  will  be  on  the  first 
Sabbath  in  Uec,  we  will  notice  some  of  the  par- 
ticular points  of  his  so-called  reply,  after  which 
the  meetings  at  that  place  will  be  suspended  until 
next  spring,  when,  if  the  Lord  permits,  we  will  re- 
Bume  our  labor,  and  endeavor  to  complete  the 
work  beguns  this  fall ;  that  is,  to  give  the  people 
our  reasons  for  our  mode  of  baptism,  for  eating 
the  Lord's  Supper,  for  washing  the  saints  feet, 
for  saluting  one  another  with  the  Holy  Kiss  &c.

We  do  not  intend 
this  as  a  challenge  to  a  public  controversy,  but 
we  would  prefer  that  the  people  hear  what  can  be 
said  on  those  subjects  pro  and  con,  and  as  we  feel 
it  onr  duty  to  advocate  OTir  doctrine  in  this  manner, 
we  think  it  would  have  a  more  salutary  effect,  if 
both  sides  were  represented.

The  firsTt 
morning  the  Lord's  Prayer  was  read,  as  the 
teacher  coraraenced  reading  it,  one  of  the  girls 
began  shouting,  "Don't  believe  that."  Siie 
was  suspended  from  the  school,  but  the  next 
day  she  came,  attended  by  three  young  bullies 
who  threatened  the  teaehcr  if  ho  attempted  to 
expel  her.  lie  went  out  and  obtained  a  police- 
man, who  arrested  the  young  fellows  and  had 
them  lodged  in  jail.  The  teacher  was- hooted 
at  in  the  streets  and  stoned  by  tbosc  who  "don' 
believe  in  the  Lord's  Prayer  or  the  Bible."

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THE  DIAMOJTD  FIELDS  OP  gOUTH  AFEICA. 


The  diamond  fields  of  Sonth  Africa  continue 
lo  altract  throngs  of  eager  fortune-hunters,  whose 
cfibrtB  in  the  pursuit  of  wealth  are  attended  u'ith 
varying  degrees  of  success.  A  letter  from  a  gen- 
tleman well  known  in  this  city  describes  the  par- 
ticular Goleonda  where  he  is  expending  his  ener- 
gies on  a  ten  acre  lot  with  ovfer  five  thousand 
diggers  at  work  within  its  contrasted  limits.  He 
is  the  lessee  of  a  claim  measuring  seven  and  a 
half  by  twenty-two  and  a  half  feet  of  gronad, 
•which  he  lias  secured  after  three  lawsuits  npfm  an 
agreement  to  pay  fifty  per  cent  of  the  yeiid  for 
the  privilege.  On  obtaining  possession  he  was 
at  once  offered  X250  cash  for  his  right.  The  pre- 
cious stones  are  found  at  the  depth  of  twenty  feet 
or  more  from  the  surface,  that  is,  when  they  are 
found  at  all.  One  man  who  has  worked  indus- 
triously for  over  six  months  in  a  choice  locatiov>, 
only  found  iu  all  that  time  ten  small  stones,  the 
whole  worth  not  over  .£25  ;  while  another  man 
•who  was  working  within  a  few  feet  of  him  in  five 
days  dug  out  thirty- five  diamoucb  worth  iCSOO  iu 
the  aggregate,  and  shortly  afterwards  unearthed  a 
ttone  Weighing  one  hundred  and  seventy-two 
carats.  It  is  all  a  lottery.  Some  make  a  f^ir  liv- 
ing by  very  hard  work,  some  fail  entirely,  and  a 
few  gain  very  rich  prizes.  Provisions  a»  the 
diamond  diggings  witii  the  exception  of  me&t,  are 
very  high.  Potatoes  sell  fur  ten  dollars  per  big  ; 
bread  for  twenty-five  cents  a  loaf;  onions  tea  to 
fifteen  cents  each,  and  water  fifty  cents  a  barrel 
at  the  wells,  which  arv  two  miles  away.  For  a 
man  to  go  to  South  America  iu  search  of  diamonds 
without  plenty  of  money  to  carry  him  through,  if 
he  should  uaeet  with  the  bad  luck,  would  appear 
to  be  the  liight  of  imprudence.

On  the  Mode  of  Baptisift.,  Continued, 
Permit  ine  to  quote  fr»m  a  learned  critic,  who 
as  a  Greek  echolar  stands  in  high  reputation  in  the 
Church  of  England.      lie,  contrary  to   his  own 
■practice,    bears  honert  evidence   to  the   apostolie 
mode  of  baptism,  Rev.  S,  T.  Bloonjfield,  in  his 
English  Bote,  Critical,  Philological  and  Explana- 
tory on  the  Greek  Testament,  Vol.  4,  page   327, 
on  Lrtike  12:  60,  sailh,  " Bapt'sma  de  echo  Bap- 
tisihynai,   g.  d.  I  have  to  undergo  a  Ijajjlism  of 
PtifierJng — .     In  baptism  the  wlioie  body  was  irj- 
mersed  iindcr  water ;  and  iu  reference  to  this,  our 
.Lord  calla  His  sufferings  a  baptism,  because  He 
was  about  to  be  wholly  imniereed  in  eorrov,' — ." 
Again,  in  the  DutcJi  version  of  Use  New  Test.'itiwnt, 
the  t«ria  for  baptism  is  doopen,  which  N.  Webster 
Bays  io  hie  Aniericau  Dkitionary,  jwge  336,  i3  the 
Duteh  terra  for  dip.     When  such  a  learned  man, 
"  who  studied  twenty   laufuagcs,"  bears  evidence 
as  being  the  true  meaning,  though  indirectly,  yet 
certainly  has  a  strong  bearing.     The  places  par- 
ticularly   described    in    Divine    Scripture,    where 
baptism  was  performed  are  strongly  in  favor   of 
immei-sioo.  John  the  Baptist,  baptized  in  the  river 
Jordan,  they  went  into  the  river  and    out   of  it. 
Jesus  was  thus  Iwptized,  Matt.  3rd  chapter.     He 
also  baptized  at  Enon,  near  Salim,  "  becauee  there 
VM  BHiob  water  there,"  John  ^rd  chapter.  Philip 


bapfieed  the  Eunuch  in  the  water,  Acts  8th  chap* 
Lydia  and  her  house  were  baptized  while  at  th« 
rivei-side.  The  Jailor  took  Paul  .and  Silas  to  the 
water,  washed  their  stripes,  and  was  there  baptized 
with  his  house  and  afterwards  took  them  into  his 
own  hoiTse,  Acts  16th  chap. 

Moreover,  the  Scripture  also  speakes  of  it  as  a 
washing,    which  cannot  be  said  of  sprinkling  or 
pouring.     The  Savior,  at  the  time  of  Feetwashing, 
said,  John  13 :  10,  that  he  that  is  washed  needeth 
not  save  his  fcct— -evidently  referring  to  their  bap- 
tism*    Again   Ananias  said  to  Saul,  "Arise  and 
be  baptized  and  wash  away  thy  sins.-Acts  22  :  18, 
Paul  Rpcaking  of  some  criminal  cluiractore  previ- 
ous to  conversion  and  baptism,  saith,  "  and  sucb 
were  sonic  of  voti,  but  ye  are  washed,  but  ye  are 
sanctifio<l"— l"  Cor.  6 :  11.     Again,  Eph.  5:  26. 
'•'  That  He,  Jesus,  might  sanctify  and   cleanse   it, 
the  Church,  by  the  washing  of  water  by  the  word." 
In  Titus  3  :  5,  Paul  saitii,  He,  Jesus,  saved  us  by 
the  washing  of  regeneration  and  renewing  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.     Hebrews  10:  22,  we  read.  Let  us 
draw  near  with  a  true  heart,  in  full  assurance  of 
faith,    having  our  heart  sprinkled  from  an    evil 
conscience,  and  our  bodies  washed  with  pure  wa- 
ter.    Peter  saith,  of  the    eight    souls  preserved 
!ty  Noah's  Ark,  the  like  figure,  whercunto  baptism 
now  saves  us,  not  the  putting  away  the  filth  of  the 
flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  toward 
God,  1  Peter  3  :  21.     There  would  be  uo  sense  in 
Peter  expressing  himself  thus,  if  baptism  had  been 
performed  by  sprinkling  or  pouring,  because  any 
person  of  common  sense  would  have  known  that  a 
few  drops  or  even  a  handful  of  water  could  not 
wash  away  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  which  evidently 
some  have  thought  was  the  only  design  of  baptism 
which  Pftter  labored  to  caoDtanei  in  tbi«  paa«i^ 
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Again,  baptism  is  spoken -©f  as  a  burial.     Can 
sprinkling  or  pouring  have  any  likeness  to  bury- 
ing ?     Can  it  be  possible  that  any  sane  man  can  be 
60'  blindfolded,  that  he  cannot  see  the  absurdity  by 
coinparing  any  other  mode  but  immersion  to  a  bu- 
ri-al?    Is  it  possible  to  bury  a  body    with   a   fevr 
'peeks  of  dust  or  ahandful  of  clay  ?  Tern  to  Rum. 
C'+fe  etiap.,  read -the  first  part  careftiliy  aiid  you 
will  comprehend  things  embodied  there^.  that  will 
entirely  and  emphatically  upset  every  cherished 
,  idea  of  infant  sprinkling  or  pouring.   S.  T.  Bloom- 
jSeld  Vol.  11  page  37,  on  the  Greek  term  buried, 
,-sfiay«,  "  Sunetaphjhien,  there  is  allusion  to  baptism 
.  jby  immersiojQ,  on  which  see  Bingham's  Antiquties," 
and  on  the  figurative  design  on  the  same  page  on 
,_2nd  verse  paraphrases  thus,  "How  shall  we  who 
f^iaye  died  to  siii^  ^.  €,.  who  have  solemnly  renounced 
it  a{  our  baptism,  live  any  longer  therein."  "It  is 
well  observed  by  Koppe,  that  the  ratio  metaphor- 
ed  is  formed  on  a  peculiar  mode   of  speaking,  by 
,  which  the  rite  of  immersion  in  the  baptismal  vta- 
..ter,  and  egress  from  it,  were  used  as  a  symbol  of 
^breaking  off  all.  connection  with  the  present  sinful 
life,  and  giving  one's  self  to  a  new  and  pure  one." 
i.'-'As  therefore,  continued  he,  it  was  usual  for  those 
'iaptizcd  to  be,  on  that  account,  called  both  dead 
and  buried,  and  raised  again  to  a  new  life,  hence, 
.the   apostle  according  to  his  cnstom,,  applies  this 
jjjnanper  of  speaking,  to  describing  the  cultivation 
of  Christian  virtue,  to. which  every,  christian  had 
bound  himself  under  the  similitude  of  death  and 
resurrection.''       Again    oa   the  Grd  verse,  he  con- 
tinues,   "Under   the  sai.ne  metaphor    the   apostle 
proceeds  to  show,  from  Qie  nature  of  the  baptismal 
covenant,  thct  Christiaas  have  engaged  to  be  per- 
formed to  the  death  and  resurrection  of  Christ,  by 
dying  unto  sin,  and  rising  again   unto  righteous- 
uess" — have  been  baptized  unto  his  death,  i.  e.  we 
ihav.e  bound  ourselves  by  baptism  to  die  unto,  (lay 
aside,)  all  sin,  as  Christ  laid  down  his  life— that  as 
he  had  died  for  their  sins,  .^o  should  they  die  unto, 
and  have  done  with  all  sin." 

■  Pardon  my  digression,  as  this  should  have  ap- 
heared  under  the  head  of  the  design  of  baptism, 
which  the  apostle  in  the  passage  alluded  to,  aimed 
»t, '  and  not  to  the  mode  or  position  of  laying  the 
dead  body  in  the  .grave,  as  some  erroneously 
(each.  By  being  buried  we  understand  nothing 
iBore  than  covered  over,o,r  concealed.  That  there  is 
any  allusion  or  evcn'hint  to  the  unnatural  supine  1 


postur«  (back-ward  action)  in  baptism,  we  boldly 
deny  for  the  following  reasons.  1st.  The  apostle 
said,  baptized  into  His  death,  and  not  into  His  bu- 
rial. Again  5th  verse,  „For  we  have  been  planted 
together  in  the  likeness  cj  Hisdeaih,"  He  that  can- 
not see  that  it  has  no  allusion  to  the  position  that 
Christ  was  buried,  must  be  blind  indeed;  for  it  is 
positively  declared,  in  the  likeness  of  His  death, 
and  if  any  action  can  be  proven,  it  proves  a  forward 
one.  How  did  He  die"?  Hs  bowed  his  head, 
(backwards)  certainly  not  for  His  back  was  against 
the  tree  of  the  cross.  2nd.  Because  we  cannot 
prove  that  anything  is  buried  without  laid  back- 
ward in  the  ground. '  3rd.  Ths  Scripture  recog- 
nizes no  devotion  or  service  aceeptcble  to  God  in 
a  backward  manner.  l\ow  we  ask  our  opponents 
to  prove  tliree  points,  by  positive  "evidence  from 
Scripture.  If  done,  our  objections  fall  and  we  will 
yield  the  argument.  1st,  That  it  is  said  baptized 
into  His  burial.  2nd.  That  nothing  can  be  buried 
unless  laid' on  its  back.  3rd.  That  any  were  bap- 
tized baekwards,  in  the  apastolic  daye,     ■ 

In  Col.  2  :  12,  we  read,  "buried  with  Hirn  in 
baptism,  wherein  also  ye  are  risen  with  Him 
through  the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God,  who 
has  raised  him  from  the  dead."  The  context  here 
shows,  the  apostle  to  speak  more  of  the.  effect  and 
design  of  baptism,  than  of  mode  or  possitioa ;  yet 
like  the  other,  in  Eom.  5th  countenances  immersion 
and  no  other  mode.  Now  to  cap  the  climax  on 
this  head,  we  challenge  our  opponents  to  show  one 
single  passage  in  the  New  Testament  where  the 
Greek  word  Mano,  Hantizo,  JRantismas,  (sprinkle) 
or  Cheo,  Eke;peo,  (pour)  Katkairo,  Katkarizo^^pa.- 
rify)  show,  me  one  place  where  any  of  these' terms 
are  used  for  the  ordinance  of  baptism,  and  we  will 
admit  any  mode  to  be  valid,  otherwise  we  will 
stand  firm  in  our  position  of  immersion  being  the 
only  valid  mode,  and  every  other,  innovations 
are  inventions  of  man,  originated  about  .the  sama 
time  as  infant  baptism.  3rd.  Of  the  design  of 
baptism.  Faith  must  be  illustrated  by  a  certain 
visible  act,:  accompanied  by  an  open  confession' an3 
renunciation  of  sin  before  God  and  witnessffs,and 
and  a  solemn  promise  to  live  a  new,  and  faithful 
devoted  life  to  God  in  Christ  Jesus  until  death  ; 
hence,  Peter  called  baptism  a  "covenant  of  good 
conscience  toward  God."  (See  German  version)  1 
Peter  3  :  21.  Paul  says  of  Timothy,  of  having 
''professed  a  good  profession  before  many  witnes»T 
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es,"  1  Tim.  6:12.  For  the  illustration  of  that 
act,  God  saw  fit  to  ajipoiat  one  of  water  baptism, 
not  alone  of  a  purifjiug  nature,  but  also  of  sym- 
bolical  one,  thereby  symbolizing  the  death  and 
burial  of  the  old  man  of  sin,  and  the  resurrection 
of  the  neV7  man,  in  obligation  now  to  live  a  new 
Sife  in  Christ  Jesus.  Rom.  5th  chap.  Paul  speaks 
in  behalf  of  baptized  believers,  iacluding,  himself. 
"Wtat  shall  we  say  then  ?  Shall  we  continue  in 
sin,  that  grace  may  abound?  God  forbid;  how 
shall  we,  that  are  dead  to  sin,  live  any  longer 
therein  ?  Know  ye  not  that  so  many  of  us-  as 
were  baptized  into  Jesus  Christ,  were  baptized  in- 
to his  death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with  Him 
by  baptism  into  death ;  that  like  as  Christ  was 
raised  u]i  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  His  Fath- 
er, even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness  of  life." 
"If  any  man  be  in  Christ  he  is  a  new  creature ; 
old  things  are  passed  away  ;  behold,  all  things  arc 
become  new.  And  all  things  are  of  God,  who 
hath  reconciled  us  to  himself  by  Jesus  Christ." — 
Hence,  to  God  the  Father  in  Heaven  belongeth 
all  the  praise,  and  the  honor,  and  t!ie  glory,  and 
the  power,  for  the  regeneration  and  salvation  of 
man.  Though  baptism  is  fi-r  the  remission  of  sins, 
and  the  figure  thereof  represents  the  death  '  and 
burial  of  the  old  man,  yet,  it  is  necessary  to  die 
daily,  that  sin  might  not  rise  again  and  gain  the 
ascendency.  "Let  not  sin  therefore  reiga  in  your 
mortal  bodies,  that  ye  should  obey  it  in  the  lusts 
thereof."  "Knowing  this,  thst  our  old  man  is 
crucified  with  Him,  that  the  body  of  sin  might  be 
destroyed,  that  henceforth  we  yhould  not  serve 
sin."  Paul  saith,  Gal.  2:  20.  "I  am  crucified 
with  Christ ;  nevertheless,  I  Live;  yet  not  I,  but 
Christ  liveth  in  me ;  and  the  life  which  I  now 
live  in  the  flesh,  I  live  by  the  faith  of  the  Sou  of 
God,  who  loved  me,  and  gave  himself  for -me." 
Thus  the  bapti-cd  individual  binds  himself,  by 
that  solemn  act;-  to  live  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Clirist 
which  he  must  evince  to  the  world  through  obedi- 
ence to  all  the  ccramandments  Jesus  Christ  iui^ti- 
tutcd  for  His  believers  to  observe.  Fcetwashiug, 
t'.icLord's  Supper,  Communion,  salutation  of  the 
kiss,  anointing  the  sick  with  oil  in  the  nameofthe 
Lord,  nou-8wearing,  noii-conformit^',  and  non- 
rssistance.  Love  his  eoemics,  do  good  to  them 
that  hath  him,  bless  tiiem  that  curse,  and  jiray  for 
them  that  despitefully  use  and  persecute  him. — 
Friendly  readers,  do  you  think,  because  I  have 
''o  iarg<?ly  treated  on  baptism,  that  I  hold  it  above 


any  other  command  or  ordinance."  !No,  not  at  all' 
for  all  that  God  has  enjoined  in   His   word  is  of 
equal  weight,  but  there  is  no  other  ordinance  so 
much  perverted  and  misapplied,  and  souls  deceiv- 
ed thereby*  through  its  misrepresentation.  And  all_ . 
that  I  demand  of  you  is,  a  careful   and  impartial,] 
perusal,  judge   not  harshly,   but  compare  ■  with  ■ 
Scripture.    The  concluding  part  will  appear  in  our  - 
next.     A  friendly  warning  against  delusion.

So  with  the  human  mind.  Its  virtues  and  no- 
We  attributes  often  lie  hid  among  the  rubbish  of 
vice  and  ain,  and  nothing  but  the  sevei-est  trials 
aud  temptations  will  develop  and  bring  to  light 
its  hidden  beauty.  If  man  wonid  only  regard 
temptation  as  God's  opportunity  of  ennobling  and 
leading  him  to  a  higher  life;  he  would  cesise  to 
murmur  at  the  dealings  of  Providence.

For  instance,  a  man  sits  down  to  a  well  filled 
table,  and  because  food  tastes  well,  eats  more  than 
ius  system  can  appropriate  and  falls  sick.  Ho 
alone  is  responsible,  for  God  hath  endowed  hltn 
with  reason  and  judgment,  which  if  not  abused  is 
always  a  safe  guide. 

He  cannot  commit  indiscretions  without  being 
aware  of  it,  and  the  probable  results.  Hence  it 
is  his  fault  if  he  allows  his  passions  to  control  his 
will.  "  Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone." 
There  is  a  higher  and  nobler  work  for  man  to  do 
than  feed  himself.  We  can  do  but  little  to  tho 
glory  of  God  unless  we  have  sound  mindi  and 
healthy  bodies.

Go  into  any  of  .the  manT 
Churches  of  our  land,  oa  a  Sabbath  morning,  and 
you  will  find  those  who  profess  Christ,  the  ser- 
vants of  fashion  aud  pride.  The  Apostle  says, 
"  Be  not  conformed  to  the  world."  He  never 
will  own  such  as  have  their  hearts  settled  go 
adornment.  Let  not  die  flattering  of  a  vnia 
world  deprive  you  of  a  Heavenly  inheritance. 
Love  of  wealth  eserts  such  a  jwwer  among  man* 
kind  that  even  the  Savior  was  led  to  exdaim,

Dear  JPil^rim  ; — For  the  satisfaction  of  many 
brethroa  and  fr'ends,  I  will  endeavor  to  give  you 
a  short  sketch  of  my  mission  to  the  West.

Dear  Pilgrim:  I  will  give  you  a-  sketch  of 
travels.  I  left  home  on  the  15tn  of  Sept.  on  a 
tour  in  Armstrong,  Clarion,  Jeilerson  and  Indiana 
counties.  Pa.  We  had  many  good  meetings  with 
tlie  dear  people  in  the  places  v.-e  visited.  Some 
added  tq  the  pilgrim  band.

When    tlie    people  rose  in 
the  closing  prayer,  a  sleeper  broke  on  the  women's 
side  of  the  house,  and  one  cried  "the  house  is  fall- 
ing."    And  then   such    running,    aud  screaming, 
aud  crying,  I  never  saw  nor  heard.     The    women 
all  at  once  seemed  to  rusli  for  the  doors,    aud    si.x 
more  sleepers  broke.     Women  jumped  out  at  the 
windov.-s  regardless  of  consequences.     Some  with 
infants  in  their  arms  threw  them  out  through  the 
windows,  but  men  caught  them  on  the  outside   so 
ih  v  v,erc  not   injured.     Such    screaming  I  never 
heard.     Some  even    went  out  of  tho   house,   ran 
through  the  grove  screaming  and  crying.     Moth- 
ers lost  tiicir  children,  and  were  crying  for  them, 
and  ."would  not  be  comforted   because    they   wtre 
not."     But  cannot  give  a  description  of  tlie  scene. 
To  get  an   idea  of  it,    the   reader   must  conceive 
himself  in  a  house  crov.dcd  with    people.     It  waa 
sujipoicd  there  were  between  five  and  six  hundred 
in  the  house  above.     Suppcse   the  most   of  them, 
panic  stricken;  running,  jumping,  climbing  and 
tumbling  bvcrb?i;chc«  and  tables,  and    you  may 
hiive  a  vague  idea  of  wTist  I  am  trying  to  describe. 
Men  jumped  cut  of  the  wind  )r.s  at  the  lawer  sid« 
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of  the  house   eight   feet   high,  i,  e,  the   windo'ws   of  Kor.,    I  left  homo  for  brother  C  C.  Root's,  ar 


■were  eight  feet  from  tlie  ground  :  and  yet  no  one 
WOB  much  injured.  One  women  fell  on  the  out- 
eidc  of  the  window  and  others  trode  upon  her, 
and  hurt  her  sliglitiy.  All  tliis  was  caused  by 
au  unnecessary  fright,  the  sleepers  were  near  the 
ground,  I  measured  the  nest  morning,  the  floor 
had  only  sank  8  inches.  The  house  was  not  oth- 
erwise injured.  The  brethren  will  have  the  house 
repaired  to  iioid  meeting  in  regular.  I  returned 
home  on  the  23rd,  found  all  well.  Thank  God  I 
fiir  his  mercy.

is  death.  "Thou  shalt  not  steal"  is  a  very  plain]  whom  we  have  to  do,"  and  "He  is  a  God  before 
commandment— easy  to  be  understood— vet  there  I  whose  eyes  the  wicketl  shall  not  stand."  There 
a^  many  profesaiftg  to  U  childron  of  God,    ^ho  ^are  ditfereni  posidoi^-  from  ^rhick  laen  maj    vic^ 


the  same  measure  wlien  they  sell  or  bny,  that  is, 
represent  what  they  sell  or  bay  with  the  same 
measure  by  saying  and  doing  the  sacoe  things  rel- 
ative to  the  qualities  and  s'alue  of  similar  articles. 
We  have  go^xls  in  our  possrssion,  which  we  could 
not  sell  at  all  if  we  told  the  truth  about  them. 
Some  men  are  afraid  to  tell  the  most  insignificant 
fable  in  any  way,  or  perhaps  in  many  ways  get  in 
another  shape  they  do  not  hesitate  to  make  the 
very  worst  lies,  and  their  ways  seem  to  them  and 
to  others  to  be  right,  but  the  end  of  them  is  d;  ath. 

Such  gross  sins  as  murder  in  the  first  degree, 
high  treason,  theft  and  ail  others  that  cannot  evade 
the  force  of  civil  law,  should  surely  be  abhorred, 
because  they  are  horrible ;  and  they  do  not  oiten 
seem  right,  consequently  they  are  not  always  the 
way  that  seemeth  to  be  right,  "  the  end  of  v.-hich 
is  d?ath." 

To  contrive  schemes  in  such  amanner  as  to  ac- 
complish wicked  pur|X)ses  in  a  way  that  will  wado 
the  apprehension  and  punishment  of  the  civil  law 
seems  likely  to  be  right  by  and  by  ;  but  it  is  not, 
and  the  end  of  a  continuance  in  such  attempts 
vvheslier  they  accomplish  any  thing  or  not,  is  death. 
"All  things  are  naked  and  open  before  Him    with 
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every  thing  that  13  done  iindei*  the  Sun  and 
it  will  9ccm  to  be  riglit.  The  salesman  may  rep- 
resent goods  in  and  over  estimated  condition  and 
justify  hiRiseiriiy  vavions  metliods  of  reasoning; 
a  correct  description  of  them  may  not  please  his 
em|)h)yer,  in  consequence  of  wliich  his  family 
might  svCTor.  The  buyer  may  promise  to  pay  and 
justify  himself  in  failing  to  do  so,  because  he  prom- 
ised to  pay  too  much.  The  murder  may  be  ac- 
qitteJ  before  men  becanse  he  perpetrated  his 
crime  while  in  a  fit  of  drunkenness,  of  course  the 
cause  for  getting  drnn'K  must  be  explained. 

All  crimes  are  committed  while  the  mind  of  the 
perpetrator  is  nndcr  the  influence  of  passion  in- 
flamed by  jtnnatural  or  evil  excitements,  and  there 
is  nothing  short  of  a  profound  contrition  and  ac- 
knowledgement, the  eviden<«;  of  which  is  a  de- 
parture from  iniquity,  that  will  acquit  the  trans- 
gressor at  the  tribunal  bar  of  God.  It  is  by  rea- 
600  a  correct  conception  of  Deity  that  great  fear 
comes  upon  the  child  of  God,  such  fear  as  will 
prompt  him  to  empty  all  his  power  iu  discriminat- 
ing betweea  truth  und  error,  between  righteous^ 
ness  and  unrighteoueness,  between  "the  way  of  ho- 
liness,'' and  the  "wuy  (hat  seemeth  right  nnto  a 
man,  but  the  end  there  of  are  the  ways  of  death."

;,:;i, .  Flattery  is  so  naiiBeous  to  a  liberal 'spirit  that, 
even  when  praise  is  ra&ritcd  it  is  disagreeable,  at 
Jeast  to  unconcerned  spectators,  if  it  appear  in  a 
garb  which  adulation  commonly  assumes. 

There  is  nolhing  more  injurious  to  society  than 
the  flatterer.  He  is  everywhere  cxcrtinp;  his  un- 
restraiued  iiifiuence.  The  character  of  the  flat- 
terer is  so  detestable — so  overbearing,  that  the 
purer  and  more  intelligent  portion  of  socisty  avoid 
him  as  much  as  possible.  But  the  care  and  pre- 
caution that  is  taken  to  avoid  him,  does  not  in 
any  degree  tend  to  the  prohibition  of  his  -works. 
He  takes  an  ignorant  man  as  a  victim,  and  by 
the  aid  of  his  deceptive  powers,  leads  him  down- 
ward from  one  stage  of  degeneracy  to  another, 
until  he  is  beyond  the  reach  of  Imman  agencies 
or  instrumentalities.  He  goes  into  &  room  filled 
with  people,  singles  out  his  victim,  commences 
a  train  of  eulogies,  tells  him  v.'hat  an  improve- 
ment has  taken  place  in  his  personal  appearance, 
and  what  extraordinary  talents  he  has  acquired, 
and  a  dozen  other  falsehoods,  and  when  he  no^ 
tices  any  manifestatioES  of  the  completion  of  his 
desigti,  he  laughs  within  himself,  winks  at  his 
comrades,  as  much  as  to  say  "  I've  fetched  him." 
Another  powerful  feat  of  the  flatterer  is  this ;  you 
ciunot  ascertain  whether  he  is  telling  the  truth  or 
not,  you  may  kno\ythat  he  is  mistaken  in  his 
opinions — that  he  is  overrating  you, — ^j'et  you  can 

.  not  tell  whether  be  is  sayiug  what   he  believes  or 
not. 

The  slanderer  may  be  prevented  from  injuring 
society  by  law,  and  this  method  is  not  unfre- 
quently  taken  advantage  of.  But  so  far,  no 
law  can  restain  the  influence  of  the  flatterer.— 
Even  the  wise  and  the  intelligent  can  not  be 
too  cautious  in  order  to  prevent  his  approx- 
imation. There  is  scarcely  a  page  in  the  book 
of  Proverbs,  in  which  Solomon  does  not  cau- 
tion the  peojile  against  the  words  of  flattery. — 
But  his    beguiling    tongue,    his    deceiving  words

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MINUTES  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING,  HELD  IN  LITTLE  SWATARA  CHURCH, 
BERKS  COUNTY,  PA.,  MAY  30,  31,  AND  JUNE  1st  1871. 


On  Monday  afternaon  the  Standing  Committee 
met,  and  organized  by  the  appointment  of  t!ie  nee- 
©isary  officers. 

On  Tuesday  morning  the  Meeting  was  opened 
with  devotional  exercises  and  the  reading  of  the 
15th  chapter  of  the  Acts  of  the  Apostles ;  after 
which  the"  business  commened.     Upon  the  recep- 
tion of  the  papers  from    the  delegates  from  the 
District  Committees,  it  was   ascertained   that  the 
"  following  subjects  were  designed  to  come  before 
the  General    Council,      They  were    accordingly 
considered  and  acted  upon  as  herein  stated  : 
"  .Query  I.     What  is  to  be  done  when  a  church 
lieeds  a  brother  in  the  second  degree  of  the  ministry, 
hut  lacks  confidence  to  advance  the  one  that  is  ol^st 
in  office ;  yet,  out  of  necessity,  the  church  has  tried 
twice  to  advance  him,  but  v^as  opposed  each  time 
by  the  majority  of  the  members  voting  against]him  ? 
Answer.     The  brDther  should  be  informed  of 
the  cause  of  such  opposition,  so  that  he  may  have 
an  opportunity  to  remove  it ;  and  if  he  can  remove 
the  cause,  then  tlie  church  may,  and  should,  ad- 
vance him;  but  if  the  cause  is  not  removed,  th^n 
the  church  m,ay  advance  the  next  one  in  office. 

II.  laasmach  as  the  brethren  assembled  in  An- 
nual Council  in  1858  saw  no  inconsistency  in  Dea- 
cons rigiug  to  their  feet  to  exhort,  and  as  some  of 
the  Elder-s,  xih&rx  installing  Deacons,  still  charge 
them  to  keep  theirseat,  would  it  be  inconsistent, 
when  thus  charged,  for  them  ta  rise  to  exhort? 

Answer.  We  think  all  Deacons  shoiild  have 
the  privilege  to  rise  when  it  becomes  their  duty 
to  speak,  and  that  Elders>  when  installing  Dea- 
cons' sh&uld  observe  this  det;i&ion. 

III.  Does  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1871  claim 
Salem  College,  of  Bourbon,  Indiana,  to  be  under 
the  auspices  of  our  Brotherhood? 

Answer.  It  does  not  regard  it  as  a  Church- 
School,  or  conducted  by  the  general  Brotherhood, 
though  it  is  under  the  auspices  of  membeis  of  tlie 
church,  and  is  supported  by  those  who  patronize 
it,  and  not  by  donations  ©f  the  church. 

IV.  Will  this  District  Meeting  approve  the 
following  amendment  to  the  plan  of  holding  An- 
nual Meeting :  Let  the  Districts  send  one  dele- 
gate to  represent  them  on  the  Standing  Commit- 
tee, and  each  congregation  send  one  representative  ; 
and  these  to  compose  the  Annual   Meeting,  and 


all  queries  to-  be  decided  by  that  body  alone  ? 

Answee.  We  think  it  best  not  to  make  the 
change  asked  for,  at  jsresent. 

Y.     Is  it  according  to  the  gospel  for  a  brotlier  * 
to  swear  his.  life  against  a  brother  ? 

Answer.    Not  according  to  the  gospel. 

VI.  Whereas,  the  Eastern  District  of  Mary- 
land has  decided  that  our  colored  brother,  Elias 
Fisher,  be  aulhorisied  ta  preach  the  gospel  to  the 
colored  people,  and  since  he  was  installed  there 
have  been  exceptions  taken  (o  the  manner  of  his 
promotion,  will  this  Annual  Meeting  confirm  the 
decision  of  the  Eastern  District  of  Maryland. 

Answer..  In  relation,  to  the  above  case  it  ap- 
pears, from  what  this  A.  M.  has  learned,  that 
there  has  been  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Elders 
in  the  District  to  authorize  br.  Fisher  to  preach  ; 
and  owing  to  said  failure  a  brother  in  the  second 
degree  installed  him,  by  the  laying  on  of  hands; 
As  this  W3^s  a  departure  from  the  practice  of  the 
church,  we  think  it  was  very  improper ;  and  while 
we  recognize  br.  Fisher  as  a  minister  among  us, 
we  consider  him  only  in  the-  first  degree,  regard- 
ing the  laying  on  of  hands-  aseojaferring  no  official 
authoi'ity  whatever. 

Answer.  This  Annual  Meeting  approves  of 
the  suggestions  in  the  above  query,  as  it  is  very 
necessary  that  churches  or  bodies  of  Brethren 
in  which  there  are  no  resident  ministers  should  be 
assisted.  And,  inasmuch  as  there  are  many  local- 
ities where  the  gospel,  as  preached  and  pmcticed 
by  the  Brethren,,  is  not  kn'iwn,  we  think  the  gos- 
pel should  be  taken  into  such  places.  As  it  re- 
gards the  measures  necessary  to  accomplish  these 
objects,  we  think  the  District  should  adopt  such 
measures  as  it  judges  best  calculated  to  answer  its 
I'urpose. 

'  j^N^OTE. — This  query  came  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  without  auy  answer.  It  was  the  duty  of  ^ 
the  Standing  Committee  to  form  an  answer  to  it 
and  submit  said  answer  to  General  Council.  The  . 
above  answer  was  accordingly  formed  and  submit- 
ted to  the  Committee,  and  received  theunauimous' 
vote  of  the  Committee,  But,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  it  was  not  answered,  it  was  deterrsd,  when 
first  introduced,  and  was  afterwards  overlooked. 
It  then  occured  to  the  mind  of  the  clerk  that  it 
had  been   overlooked,    and  he  regretted  it  very 
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much.  Having  an  opportunity  to  do  so,  he  men- 
tioned the  circumstanoea  to  several  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  after  the  Meeting  closed,  and  they 
thought  it  might  be  put  on  the  Minutes.  "We,  ac- 
cordingly, insert  it,  not  as  having  received  the 
sanction  of  the  General  Council,  but  that  of  the 
Standing  Committee, Clerk.'} 

VIII.  Will  the  District  Meeting  petition  the 
Annual  Meeting  to  reconsider  and  revoke  Article 
27  of  the  Minutes  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  passed 
A.  D.  1856,  relative  to  theHolyKiss. 

Answer.  This  Annual  Meeting  thinks  it 
best  to  make  no  change  of  Article  27  fo  1856. 

IX.  Is  it  not  in  a,coordance  with  the  gospel 
for  the  brethren  to  belong  to  Building  and  Loan 
Associations  now  organized  Ip  different  parts  of 
of  the  country? 

Answer,     We  advise  the  brethcn  not  to  tjoite 
with  such  Associatjoas  until  they  understand  them 
properly,  and  are  satisfied  that  imiting  with  them 
.  does  not  conflict  with  the  Gospel , 

X.  Is  it  the  duty  of  the  church  to  support  a 
widowed  sister  over  threescore  years  old, and  who 
has  nephews  that  are  members  of  the  church,  and 
these  nephews  being  able  to  support  her  ? 

Answer.  We  agree  to  defer  this  subject  to 
pur  next  Annual  Meeting. 

XI.  Is  it  aocordJEg  to  the  gospel  and  the  or- 
der of  the  brethren,  in  case  a  member  wishes  out- 
side testimony  to  prove  his  position  in  a  matter  of 
difference  between  members  in  the  church,  to 
have  said  testimony  qualified  by  an  oath  of  affir- 
mation ? 

Akswer.  We  consider  it  not  according  to  the 
gospel  for  memliers  to  require  outside  evidence 
under  oath  of  affirmation. 

XII.  Does  the  gospel  teach  that  the  bi^ethren 
are(by  the  gospel)  to  aid  one  another  in  case  of  loss, 
and  if  so,  ought  they  not  establish  their  own  in- 
surance companies,  and  not  insure  in  those  of  the 
-world? 

Answer.  We  conclude  to  defer  this  question 
unto  our  next  Annual  Meeting. 

XIII.  Would  it  not  be  in  harmony  with  the 
Scriptures  and  the  Councils  of  our  brethren,  when 
there  is  considerable  difficulty  in  a  church,  and 
the  cause  of  the  Master  suffers  in  consequence 
thereof,  for  the  Elders  of  the  adjoining  churches 
to  visit  said  churches  and  set  things  that  are  nec- 
essary in  order? 

Akswer.  We  consider  it  would  be  in  harmo- 
ny with  the  Scriptures  and  the  order  of  the  breth- 
ren to  do  60. 

XIV.  Is  it  considered  right  for  a  brother  in 
the  ministry  to  exercise  his  own  judgment  in  ref- 
ereace  to  remaining  in  or  moving  out  of  the  church 


in  which  he  was  chosen ;  or  must  he  remain  in 
said  ohuroli  or  district  until  there  see  proper  to  let 
him  go? 

Answer,  We  consider  that  it  would  be  best 
for  all  ministering  brethren,  before  leaving  a 
church,  to  counsel  it;  and  it  should  spare  them  if 
it  can  do  so. 

XV,  Would  it  not  render  more  general  satis- 
faction if  churches  which  have  difficulties  to  settle 
would,  when  they  fail  to  settle  them,  call  upon 
the  Elders  in  the  adjoining  churches  to  come  to 
their  assistance ;  and  if,  in  case  a  committee  be  af- 
ter that  needed  let  them  apply  to  their  Annual 
District  Meeting  instead  of  our  General  Confer- 
ence for  said  committee ;  and  let  it  be  selected 
from  the  churches  which  compose  said  District 
Meeting,  saving  much  expenses,  &c. 

Answer^  We  think  it  best  to  make  no  change 
in  regard  to  the  authority  for  appointing  commit- 
tees to  make  a  final  settlement  of  difficulties. 

XVI,  When  a  brother  has  fallen  into  the 
judgment  of  the  church,  and  it  takes  an  action  in 
is  case  to  the  dissatisfaction  of  the  brother,  and 
he  wants  a  rehearing,  or  an  investigation  of  the 
church's  proceedings,  what  is  the  proper  course 
to  be  persued  to  get  a  rehearing  ? 

Answer,  The  expelled  member  shall  fii-st  ap- 
ply, through  the  officers,  to  the  church  which  act- 
ed oa  the  case ;  if,  however,  the  officers  refuse  ta 
bring  it  before  the  church,  the  Elders  in  the  ad- 
joining churches  may  call  said  church  tcgether 
to  ascertain  whether  it  will  grant  a  rehearing  to 
the  expelled  member.  But,  if  the  church  refuses 
to  grant  a  rehearing,  then  the  said  expelled  mem- 
ber should  obtain  what  names  of  the  church  hecaa 
to  a  petetion  ta  the  Annual  Meeting  for  a  commit- 
tee to  investigate  the  case. 

XVII,  Will  not  this  Annual  Meeting  recall 
the  privilege  granted  to  establish  Sunday  Schools, 
especially  where  the  church  is  not  entirely  unani- 
mous. 

Answer,  We  do  not  recall  the  abova  privi- 
lege; but,  where  the  establishing  of  Sunday 
Schools  would  cause  trouble  or  division,  brethren 
had  better  desist   from   introducing   them, 

XVIII,  Is  it  right  for  members  ofthe  church, 
even  Elders  and  Deacons,  to  make  dinners  and 
feasts  on  Sundays,  or  on  other  days,  spending 
much  time  in  baking  and  cooking,  and  setting 
their  tables  with  many  luxuries,  and  then  invit- 
ing other  members  and  such  as  are  not  members, 
to  come  and  feast  with  them  ;  and  then,  while  eat- 
ing, be  engaged  in  vain  conversation,  such  as  jest- 
ing and  joking,  and  perhaps  eating  to  access  ? 

Answer  We  consider  it  utterly  wrong  for 
brethren  to  do  so.     See  Eph.  5,  1  Peter,  4, 
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BE  NOT  DEOEIVED. 
:o: 

•■  Be  not  deceived  :  evil  couimuuications  corrupt  good 
manners."  I  Cor.  15  :  33. 

In  this  chapter  the  apostle  argues  in  defense  of 
the  fundamental  principle  in  the  religion  of  Jesur 
the  resurrection  from  the  dead  ;  and  that  a  holy 
life  in  the  believer  is  prerequisite  to  attain  unto  it. 
For  says  he,  "  If  the  dead  rise  not,  let  us  eat  and 
drink  ;  for  to-morrow  we  die."  But  this  not  being 
the  fact,  for  most  assuredly  there  will  be  a  resurrec- 
tion from  the  dead.  The  great  and  small,  the  high 
and  low,  the  rich  and  poor,  the  good  and  evil,  will 
all  have  to  come  forth  out  of  their  graves ;  whether 
their  bodies  were  cast  into  the  sea,  or  their  bones 
bleached  on  ten  thousand  hills,  all  must  come  forth 
and  appear  before  the  Judgmeut  seat  of  Christ, 
and  there  receive  according  to  the  deeds  done  in  the 
body  ;  whether  they  be  good,  or  whether  they  be 
evil.  Therefore  brethren,  "  Be  not  deceived,  evil 
communications  corrupt  good  manners."  That  is 
evil  associations  xoill  corrupt  your  faith  in  Christi- 
anity. It  being  a  fact  notorious  to  all  correct  ob- 
servers, that  like  not  only  seeks,  but  begets  like .  A 
continuation  with  habits,  customs  and  manners, 
largely  in  the  ascendency,  will  naturally  become 
our  habits,  customs,  and  manners,  though  they 
were  not  originated  with  us.  This  fact  applies  as 
well  to  temporal  as  to  spiritual  things.  To  illus- 
trate this  truth  from  a  temporal  standpoint,  I  need 
only  call  the  reader's  attention  to  the  case  of  some 
of  our  most  cai-eful  and  economical  farmers;  who 
while  living  on  their  well  improved  fiirfus  in  the 
East,  had  their  special  houses  and  sheds,  for  the 
bousing  of  all  their  farm  implements  when  out  of 
use;  and  not  allowing  the  least  leak  in  the    roof 


of  their  corn  houses,  &c.  The  migrating  to  some 
of  our  Western  States  need  rot  be  there  long,  until 
you  will  find  their  reapera  and  mowers,  wi(h  their,: 
threshing  machines,  lie  over  the  season  where  they 
last  used  them ;  and  their  corn  in  a  rail  pen,  with 
the  blue  sky  for  a  roof.  And  all  this  because  others 
do  so.  They  have  learned  from  others  to  corrupt 
their  former  good  huebandrj'.  So  in  religion ; 
being  surrounded  with  a  popular  influence,  it 
is  natural  to  infbibe  the  popular  spirit.  I  admit 
that  an  old  veteran,  and  well  established  Christian 
in  the  faith,  may  survive  the  shock ;  but  God  help 
his  offspring. 

This  truth  being  bo  well  understood  by  the 
apostle,  he  war  as  his  brethren  whenever  sunronded 
by  unbelievers.  He  will  have  them  know  that  in 
their  intercourse  with  them,  they  are  in  danger  of 
having  their  faith,  as  well  as  their  christian  lives 
corrupted.  Dear  brethren,  these  truths  none  of  us 
will  deny  ;  how  careful  then  ought  we  to  be  iu  the 
choice  of  our  associations.  And  as  youth  ia  the 
ago  of  learning,  and  of  forming  character,  how 
very  important  it  is  that  parents  should  locate 
their  families  in  good  christian  society  when  seek- 
ing a  home.  It  is  argaed  by  some  that  a  brother 
migrating  into  a  country  far  away  from  the  breth- 
ren, is  a  means  of  carrying  the  true  Gospel  there. 
I  admit  that  in  a  few  cases  it  has  so  turned  out. 
But  I  stand  trembling  at  the  thought  of  thrusting 
a  family  of  children  into  society  of  this  kind.  The 
danger  is  certainly  very  great,  and  I  certainly 
would  wish  to  have  good  adsuranceof  good  resulfa, 
before  I  would  be  willing  to  risk  it. 

Surrounded  as  many  of  us  are,  with  gooil  chrls- 
(iuii  society,  we  find  it  very  difficult,  with  all  our 
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vigilance  and  care  to  keep  up  christian  respect  and 
morality  in  our  children.  Some  get  Rlo«jg  \Yith 
them  well  enough  while  they  have  them  under 
their  own  eyes  and  can  control  them  ;  while  they 
have  none  to  learn  evil  habits  from,  bat  as  soon 
as  they  go  from  home  and  associate  with  others  not 
so  brought  up,  the  trouble  begins.  Even  in  our 
own  common  home  schools,  to  which  we  are  all 
obliged  to  send  our  children,  are  evil  dispositions 
formed.  Some  few  years  ago  we  had  a  boy  twelve 
years  old  for  one  year^  he  was  to  go  to  achool  three 
months  of  the  time.  He  was  as  good  a  bay  as  I 
ever  saw  before  he  went  to  sohaol,  but  after  going 
to  school  three  months,  he  became  so  worthless 
and  disobedient,  that  we  could  no  longer  have  him. 
We  next  tried  a  little  girl  of  the  same  age,  with 
precisely  the  same  results.  A  parent  who  has  au- 
thority to  exercise  discipline  over  bis  own  children 
may  do  better.  But  I  remember  when  I  was  a 
boy  (we  were  sent  to  school  during  the  winter 
months),  of  hearipg  my  mother  complain  to  father, 
that  since  Daniel  is  going  to  school,  he  is  become 
80  naughty  and  disobedient  that  she  could  do 
Dothing  with  him.  If  this  is  a  general  result,  I  do 
not  wonder  that  we  have  so  much  pride  and  dis- 
regard to  religion  among  our  children,  who  go  to 
school  at  home  and  abroad,  from  5  to  21  years  of 
age  among  strangers,  and  far  from  parental  train- 
ing and  discipline.  If  Paul  spoke  truth,  when  he 
said, "  evil  communications  corrupt  good  manners," 
is  there  any  marvel  that  so  many  of  our  children 
take  the  course  they  do  ?  I  think  the  evil  is  seen, 
and  admitted  by  all  true  christian  observers.  But 
how  to  remedy  the  evil  is  not  so  easily  answered. 
If  you  ask  me  how  to  overcome  it?  I  would 
propose  : 

First.    A  higher  grade  of  christian  perfection, 
piety,  and  holiness  among  the  lirethren  and  sisters. 
Second.    A  more  frequent  associating  in  chris- 
tian fellowship. 

Brethren  and  sisters,  parents  and  children,  fre- 
quently meeting  together  in  social  meetings  in  the 
brethren's  houses,  at  least  once  a  week.  At  our 
regular  meetings  we  meet  together,  we  sing,  we 
pray,  we  preach,  and  separate,  and  it  is  a  notorious 
fact  that  our  old  members  do  not  know  the  breth- 


ren's oWldren  who  live  a  few  miles  off.     Many  of 
us  do  not  ksow  them  when  we  meet  with  them. 
Seeing  them  so  seldom,  they  are  constantly  grow- 
ing out  of  our  knowledge,  and  we  do  not  remer 
ber  them.    We  being  stationary,  they  know    .s. 
I  bav^  been  frequently  called  to  preach  at  fur  -als, 
or  to  marry  brethren's  children,  whose  par    its  I 
kaew  well,  but  had  not  the  slightest  aoqur  iitance 
with  the  children.     Elder  Daniel  Richard,  in  the 
last  years  of  his  life  complained  to  me  of  this.  He 
said,  "  when  I  lived  where  I  grew  up  with  the 
surrounding  society,  I   knew   everybody »      But 
when  I  moved  here,  I  was  old  and  did  not  associ« 
ate  with  the  young.     I  never  became  acquainted  • 
with  them."     How  many  of  us  have  the  same  sad 
experience.      The  great  social   meetings   at  the' 
houses  of  the  brethren,  will  overcome  this  evil  j 
for  an  eviT it  certainly  ^s^ 

If  you  ask,  what  do  you  mean  by  social  meet-, 
ings,  I  reply,  meet  on  a  week-day  evening,  in  a 
brother's  house,  open  the  meeting  in  the  regulaf  • 
order  with  singing  and  prayer,  read  a  portion  of 
scripture,  give  short  appropriate  exhortations,  do. 
not  consume  all  the  time  yourself,  give  other  breth-: 
ren  time  and  liberty  to  speak  some.  When  all  are 
done,  address  yourself  iJersonally  to  the  young  peo- 
ple present;  tell  them  your  wish  to  make  their 
acquaintance,  ask  them  what  their  prospects  be- 
yond the  grave  are,  what  are  their  hopes  and  fears, 
&c,.  Give  them  all  the  encouragement  you  can, 
and  close  with  singing  and  prayer  according  to 
the  order  of  the  breSiren  and  dismiss  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord  ,  and  meet  the  following  week  at  an- 
other brother's  house,  and  you  will  enlarge  your 
acquaintance  and  usefulness. 

Third,  A  higher  standard  of  moral  and  intel- 
lectual training  in  our  common  schools;  which 
will  require  God-fearing  teachers. 

Fourth,  A  well  organised  system  of  christian 
Sabbath  schools,  conducted  upon  truly  christian 
principles.      By  these  means  something  may  be 

done  towards  moralizing  and  christianizing  the 
community  of  boys  and  girls  whose  moral  training 
is  neglected  at  home,  yet  form  the  society  for  our 
children  to  associate  with  ;  and  by  such  commiiT 
nications  have  their  better  qualities  corrupted.

We  of  course,  as  yet^ 
do  not  undei-stand  why  God  so  often  chasteneth 
us.  But  is  it  not  enough  to  know  that  "  Whom 
Ihe  Lord  loveth  h^  chasteneth? 

-A.  wise  father  and  a  naval  officer  of  some  celeb- 
rity, once  took  his  son  to  sea  for  the  purpose  of 
making  his  son  familiar  with  naval  services. — 
When  this  lad  went  on  board  his  father's  shipj  he 
naturally  expected  some  indulgences.  He  had 
left  an  eltegant  hoiiie  and  being  removed  from  the 
Society  of  a  kind  mother  and  sisters,  he  hoped 
that  he  might  escape  the  severer  duties  of  his  sta- 
tion. But  he  was  eadly  mistaken.  When  he 
neglected  his  duty  he  was  so  severely  rebuked  by 
his  father)  that  he  frequently  doubted  the  genuine- 
ness of  his  love.  When  onde  he  was  dreadfully 
sea-sick,  his  father  compelled  him  to  go  aloft  the 
ship)  and  One  day  when  his  daring  mind  led  him 
to  climb  the  topmost  highl  of  the  taper  mast,  his 
father  on  seeing  the  danger,  seized  a  rifle  and 
pointing  it  at  him,  ordered  liim  to  jump  into  the 
sea  immediately  or  he  Would  sboot  him.  His  son 
did  so  and  was  saved.  "  The  cruise  of  nearly 
four  years  "  says  the  author,  "  was  ended,  and 
the  father  and  his  son  were  once  more  in  the  halls 
of  their  ancestors.  The  boy  had  become  almost  a 
man ;  he  was  well  skilled  in  seamanship,  and  the 
service  could  not  produce  a  more  skillful  and 
promising  young  officer  than  he.  In  their  home 
too,  the  father  was  as  tender  and  affectionate  as  he 
was  prior  to  the  cruise.  The  youtli  wondered  at 
the  mysteiy  of  his  parent's  conduct.  Stern  and 
severe  at  sea,  but  kind  and  loving  at  home  :  what 
could  be  his  real  character  ?" 

The  father  and  sou   are  clopctcd.     "My  sou," 


says  thS  fe,ther,  "  you  have  probably  wondered 
at  some  parts  of  my  conduct.  I  compelled  you 
to  go  aloift  when  you  were  sea-sick  and  I  rebuked 
you  savefely  for  your  occasional  faults.  It  was 
painful  to  me  to  do  these  things,  but  your  inter- 
ests required  them.  I  meant,  if  possible,  to  make 
yoii  4  brave  and  finished  seaman.  The  things 
that  wounded  you  most,  were  for  your  final  pro- 
fit. When  I  threatened  to  shoot  you  as  you  stood 
on  the  main  truck,  it  was  to  save  your  life.  Had 
I  expostulated  a  moment,  you  would  have  fallen. 
There  was  no  way  to  save  your  life  but  to  for^-e 
you  to  jump  into  the  sea.  I  have,  in  all  these 
things,  aimed  to  secure  your  benefit." 

Dear  readers  as  this  son  knew  not  the  design  of 
his  father's  chastisement,  so  we  must  not  now 
know  why  we  are  so  often  chastened  and  rebuk- 
ed by  the  Lord.  But  "  All  things  work  together 
for  good  to  them  that  love  God."  There  may 
be  an  industrious  Ruth  gleaning  with  all  activity 
and  zeal  in  the  vineyard  of  the  Lord,  who  of- 
ten is  sorely  tried  by  Satan;  an  affectionate 
Mary  whoso  heart  is  filled  with  the  love  of  Jesus 
and  yet  made  to  mourn  over  her  own  misdemean- 
or, as  well  as  over  the  sins  of  those  who  seek  not 
an  advocate  with  the  father ;  a  patient  Job  who 
must  suffer  disease  until  affliction's  hand  lias  born 
him  low  upon  his  couch ;  a  pious  Stephen  who 
must  continually  suffer  persecution  by  those  who 
even  dare  to  persecute  the  loving  Jesus,  and  slight 
all  his  good  counsels  and  commands.  There  may 
also  be  a  loving  John  who  is  never  contented  only 
w  hen  leaning  on  the  bosom  of  Jesus,  who  must

Yes  friendly  reader,  what  we  know  not 
now  we  shall  know  hercaftcr.  Could  [  by  mor- 
tal vision,  describe  the  grandeur  of  the  Now  Je- 
rusalem, the  Beautiful  City  of  our  God  and  King, 
I  would  do  so,  but  this  can  be  done  only  by  an 
eye  of  faith  as  it  is  written,  "Eye  hath  not  seen, 
nor  ear  heard,  neither  hath  it  entered  into  the 
mind  of  man,  the  things  that  God  has  prepared 
for  them  that  love  him."

The  Pilgrims  landed  on  Vlytacmth  'Kocji  in 
3  520,  two  hundred  and  iifty  yeats  ago,  Tlie  Con- 
tinent was  then  one  vast  wildernessj  with  tribes 
of  savages  roaming  through  its  forests  and  OTet 
its  prairies. 

The  Pilgrims  had  some  hither  to  enjoy  their 
own  religious  opinions,  but  with  no  idea  of  estab- 
lishing universal  liberty  of  conscience  and  wor- 
ship. They  did  not  offer  a.tl  asylum  and  home 
where  all  could  worship  God  according  to  the  dic- 
tates of  their  own  conscience.  But  those  who 
came  to  their  settlements  must  be  of  the  same  faith 
.and  order,  or  they  could  not  be  tolerated. 
'l[  In  1630,  Roger  Williams,  a  young  m'inister 
from  England,  a  Welchmau  by  birth,  ordained  in 
the  Established  Church,  but  a  Puritan  in  senti-- 
meat,  came  to  America,  and  became  the  pastor  of 
the  Congregationalist  Church  in  Salem,  Massa- 
chusetts. But  his  views  of  religious  liberty  soon 
outran  those  of  the  Puritans,  and  raised  a  storm 
of  opposition  against  him.  He  held  that  the  civ- 
il government  should  leave  «very  soul  free  to 
worship  God  according  to  his  OTii  conscience. 
But  this  doctrine  could  not  be  tolerated.  He  had 
also  embraced  Baptest  views  of  the  ordinances. 
He  was  therefore  tried,  convicted  and  banished. 
In  1639,  in  mid-winter,  he  fled  to  the  wilderness, 
ann  dwelt  among  the  savages  of  the  forest,  who 
showed  him  greater  kindness  than  the  Puritans 
and  Pilgrims.  .ju-.g  f,, 

■  He  at  length  settled  on  the  borders  of  Nan-a- 
gansett  Bay,  and  called  his  settlement  Providence, 
Here  Le  ])roclaimed  religious  liberty  to  all  who 
came.  In  1636  he  was  bapized,  and  founded  a 
Baptist  Church,  and  in  the  colony  of  Rhode  Island 
he  established  the  first  human  government  in  mod- 
ern times  that  granted  perfect  religious  freedom, 
and  completely  separated  Church  and  State. 

"What  an  undertaking  Was  this !  The  planting 
of  the  mustard  seed  in  the  wilderness  !  Will  it  die 
out  amid  howling  blasts  and  pelting  storms,  or 
will  it  become  a  great  tree,  and  shelter  a  great  na- 
thjn?  The  answer  we  have  in  the  present  religious 
liberty  of  our  countiy.  Its  blessings  shall  yet  es- 
tpnd  over  all  the  world. 

The  early  growth  of  the  American  colonies  was 
slow.  The  wJldprnesB  had  to  be  subdued  by  se- 
vere toll  and  self-denial.  In  sope parts,  one  life 
/imp  wa'?  roii-iniird.  in  ln-insin«r  a  farm  into  a  good 


state  of  cultivation,  and  when  the  children  of  the 
pioneer  inherited  it,  it  was  half  worn  out; 

Yet  notwithstanding  these  difficulties,  and  the 
perils  from  the  savages,  civilization  and  settlement 
made  constaat  progres?  on  ths  Western  continent, 
&nA  cbnrcbes  slowly  multiplied. 

in  the  year  1700  sixty  years  after  the  first 
Baptist  Cliurch  was  formed  in  Rhode  Island,  there 
Vvcre  but  iifteen  Baptist  Churches  in  America.  Of 
these,  seven  were  ifl  Rhode  Island,  three  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, three  in  Sew  Jersey,  one  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, and  one  in  South  Carolina.  This  was  a 
growth  of  but  one  new  church  r^ery  four  years, 
and  these  few  churches  came  into  ezistence  amid 
great  trials. 

Such  was  the  feeling  of  opposition  to  Baptists 
that  when  Lady  Moody,  of  Lynn,  Mass.,  but  be- 
longing to  the  Salem  Church, — a  lady  of  great 
amnability  and  piety,  as  Governor  Wirthrop  tes- 
tifiea, — when  she  discarded  the  doctrine  of  infant 
baptib.m,  it  raised  such  a  storm  that  she  fled  to 
Long  Iskud  and  settled  among  the  Dutch. 

In  July,  1652.  three  members  of  the  Church  at 
Newport,  Rhode  Island,  Obadiah  Holmes,  John 
Clarke  and  Mr.  CrandaJJ,  went  to  Lynn  Mass., 
by  tbe  request  of  Wm.  Witter,  an  aged  Baptist 
there,  who  was  too  infirm  to  visit  his  brethren  iu 
Newport.  These  men  Avere  arrested  on  the  Sab- 
bath, while  i)reaching  in  Mr,  Whitter's  private 
house,  two  miles  from  Lynn,  and  were  sent  to 
Boston  jail.  They  were  tried  and  sentenced  i  Mr, 
Clarke  to  pay  a  fine  of  twenty  pounds,  Mr.  Cran- 
dall  five,  and  Mr.  Holmes  thirty,  or  be  publicly 
whipped.  They  all  refused  to  pay  their  fines  and 
were  remanded  to  prison.  Mr.  Crandall  was  soon 
released,  and  Mr.  Clarke  subsequently,  but  Mi;, 
Holmes  was  kept  i/i  jail  from  July  until  Septem- 
ber, aud  then  was  publicly  whipped. 

The  Quakers  fared  still  worse  in  those  days, 
Wm.  Robison  and  Marmaduke  Stevenson  were 
hanged  in  Boston,  Oct.  20, 1659.  Mary  Dyre  was 
hanged  June  1,  1660,  and  Wm.  Leddra  was  hang- 
ed in  Boston,  March  14,  1561 ;  all  for  the  crime 
of  returning  after  they  had  been  banished  under 
penalty  of  death  for  being  Quakers. 

Baptists  were  also  imprisoned  in  Connecticut. 
In  Virginia  they  were  often  imprisoned  by  the 
Episcopalians,  and  sometimes  whipped.  The  fath- 
er of  Henry  Clay  thus  suflfered  imprisonment,  as 
I  was  personally  told  by  Rev.  Porter  Clay,  a  brc. 
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of  Henry  Clay;  and  many  a  Baptist  sermon  was 
preached  through  the  prisoE  ^vindows  of  Virginia 
to  crowds  who  hM  g^.thered  around  the  jails. 

In  1665  a  Baptist  church  was  formed  in  Boston, 
but  its  leaders  were  repeatedly  fined  and  impris- 
oned, and  iii  1680  their  ho^^s6  was  bailed  up  by 
order  of  iiie  General  Courts 

When  tile  colony  of  PenasylVania  was  founded 
fey  "William  Pefifi)  in  4=682,  &  government  was  there 
testablisbed  tiat  &lsO  granted  full  religious  liberty. 

Prom  this  year  1700  to  1750  the  Colonies  made 
Wuch  more  rapid  progress,  and  so  did  churches 
also.  At  the  end  of  that  period  the  Baptists  num- 
bered 58,  a  permanent  growth  of  nearly  one  new 
church  per  year.^  In  the  next  ferty  yfears,  from 
1750  to  1790,  mueii  greater  ptogress  was  made. 
That  iRcIuded  the  period  of  the  American  Revo- 
lution, preceedirtg  aad  during  which  time,  the  great 
jxjliticsl,  civil  and  religiotis  questions  were  ear- 
nestly discussed,  and  the  Colonfes  took  up  arms 
to  defend  the  ^  inalienable  rights  of  life,  liberty, 
and  the  pursTlits  of  happiness."  These  were  Stir- 
ling times  that  tried  men's  souls.  Light  was  dif- 
fused, and  truth  and  freedom  gained  glorious  vic- 
tories. The  Colonies  achieved  their  independence 
at  an  immense  cost  of  treasure,  hardship  and  blodd. 

But  in  these  forty  ye-airs,  the  Baptist  Churches 
increased  from  58  to  872,  with  a  membership  of 
64,975.  This  was  a  substantial  gaih  of  twenty 
churches  per  year  instead  of  one  per  year,  as  in 
the  previous  half  century.  The  population  of  the 
United  States  was  then  3,920,000,  and  of  these, 
one  in  eVery  siity  was  a  member  of  a  Baptist 
Church. 

If  we  now  take  another  period  of  forty  years, 
from  1790  to  1830,  the  population  of  oiir  country 
increased  ftDin  4  to  12  millions,  while  the  Baptist 
.  churches  have  increased  from  872  to  ttiorB  than 
5,000,  or  more  than  one  hundred  new  churches  per 
year — two  every  week  !  And  the  members  hav« 
increased  from  64,975  to  300,000,  and  they  con- 
stituted one  to  every  thirty-four  of  the  population. 

An  additional  period  of  forty  years,  from  1830 
to  1870  brings  us  to  our  latest  statistics,  and  the 
following  are  the  facts  : 

Our  population  has  increased  from  12,860,000 
to  38,500,000,  or  a  three-fold  increase.  The  Bap- 
tist churches  have  increased  from  about  5,000  to 
17,445,  an  average  of  six  per  week,  for  forty  years, 
and  the  last  twenty  years  the  growth  has  been  one 
church  per  day. 


The  tnembership  in  the  last  forty  years  has  in- 
creased from  about  300,000  to  1,410,593,  450  per 
d8et.>  while  the  entire  population  of  the  country 
has  increased  300  per  cent  Our  church  member- 
ship now  averages  ori  to  every  twenty -seven  of 
the  population. 

The  number  baptized  in  the  last  twenty  years 
has  averaged  about  67,000  per  year,  qr  nearly 
1,300  per  vreek. 

In  the  British  provinees  of  North  America  and 
Mexico,  ttiere  are  eow  '632  churches,  with  45,145 
members. 

In  the  United  States,  the  number  of  members  is 
more  than  a  million  larger  than  it  was  forty  years 
ago,  and  thei^e  ate  other  religious  denominations 
which  practice  immersion  and  r^gect  infant  bap- 
tism, which  number  '600,000  members.       .'",; '    '  ■' 

There  are  in  Pedobaptist  churches  also  &ny 
immersed  belieVera,  and  a  large  majority  of  their 
members  practically  reject  infant  baptism. 

The  progress  of  Baptists  in  this  country  appears 
all  the  more  striking  when  atc  remember  that 
5,000,000  of  our  population  are  foreign  born.  They 
atid  thsir  immediate  children  make  10,000,000, 
or  one-foUrth  of  our  entire  population. 

About  seven-eights  of  our  foreign  population 
came  from  the  continent  of  Europe,  or  from  Cdtth- 
olic  countries.  If  with  the  blessing  of  God  upon 
oiir  eflforts,  we  have  not  only  kept  pace  with  the' 
growth  of  population  in  this  country,  the  last  forty 
yeiars,  when  our  population  has  been  so  largely 
increased  by  foreign  emigration,  but  have  iu- 
creased  450  per  cent.,  while  the  population  has 
increased  but  300  per  cent.,  we  have  reason  to 
thank  God  and  take  courage. — Centred  Bo.piist,

^■'  I  have  fonght  a  good  fight."— 2  Tim.  4-  7. 
•  Our  life  as  christians  upon  the  earth,  resembles 
a  battle-field.  Two  dreadful  fronts  of  war  are 
presented  to  view.  The  seat  of  the  fiercest  and 
the  most  important  engagements  is  in  our  own 
hearts.  Because,  naturally  they  are  deceitful  and 
above  all  things  desperately  wicked.  In  an  unre- 
generate  condition,  undisputed  possession  of  them 
is  held  by  the  army  of  Abaddon.  But  God  and 
his  Son  aad  the  angels  sland  knocking  at  the  doors 
of  our  hearts  fully  equipped  and  armed,  patiently 
waiting  for  admission  to  help  us  to  drive  out  those 
legions  of  everlasting  destruction.  When  by  these 
knockings  and  by  the  drawings  of  the  spirit  of 
the  Father  we  are- made  sensible  of  our  condition, 
and  see  that  our  hearts  are  filled  with  darkness, 
error  and  death,  we  yield  ourselves  servants  to 
Christ, — soldiers  to  fight  Under  King  EmanUel. 
We  are  no  sooner  enlisted  than  the  contest  is  be- 
gun. Our  ec[uipment  is  the  whole  armor  of  God. 
Our  commander  is  Jesus.  His  cGmmahds  are  his 
Word.  He  gives  to  each  of  his  soldiers  a  glass, 
and  commands  them  to  look  through  it  into  the 
battle-field.  By  looking  through  this  glass,  which 
is  the  truth  or  the  Word,  he  can  see  with  the  ut- 
most precision  all  the  strategic  movements  of  the 
enemy.  By  its  aid  he  can  readily  distinguish 
friend  from  foe.  As  the  battle  grows  hotter  and 
fiercer,  truth  fights  against,  and  conquers  error. 
Light  conquers  darkness,  life  fights  with  death 
and  gains  the  victory  over  it,  through  Jesus  Christ.

neither  the  object  nor  the  victory  of  the  soldier  of 
the  Lord  Jesus.  Tlie  struggle  is  for  an  eternity 
of  bliss.  While  the  contending  armies  thus  strive, 
the  chi'istiaa  is  encouraged  by  the  hope  of  a  glori- 
ous resurrection  and  immortality,  and  by  the  con- 
sciousness of  the  avenues  of  life  lying  open  before 
him,  enters  upon  big  duties  daily  with  renewed 
vigor.

When  you  see  Whittier,  you  see  instantly  it  is 
Whittier  of  the  pictures,  only  more  thin  and  gray. 
The  pictures  give  you  a  larger  bead,  yet  not  so 
fine  .in  the  lines  that  r&ean  mo!?tin  a  man  of  genius; 
and  no  picture  can  give  you  the  cyBS,  sinaller  than 
those  we  see  in  the  portraits  of  Burnsi  btit  dark, 
intense  and  tender — and  when  he  speaks  of  what 
touches  him  intensely,  all  aglow  with  the  light  of 
his  soul — such  eyes,  indeed,  as  you  6hlj  see  now 
in  a  picture  by  one  of  the  great  oLl  masters,  whose 
genius  I  used  to  think,  as  I  wandered  through  the 
galleries,  was  more  wonderful  in  that  than  in  any- 
thing else  that  has  come  to  us  from  their  hand. 
There  is  &.  hint  of  the  Quaker,  you  notice,  in  the  cut 
ef  his  di-ess>  bat  not  in  the  color,  which  is  black — 
not  new  at  all,  but  so  spotless  as  to  make  you  wish 
he  would  take  all  your  new  garments  and  put 
them  through  a  course  of  training  for  a  few  months, 
tnat  they  might  get  the  habit  of  looking  as  pure 
and  sweet  as  when  yoU  came  to  wear  them — a 
Quaker  in  his  speech,  but  using  "  thfe"  and  "thou" 
with  such  a  shy.  sweet  grace  as  lo  make  you  wofl- 
der  whether  the  finest  manners  may  not  liirkj  after 
all,  within  the  homely  old  Saxon  terms ;  quick 
with  his  words,  contrary  to  all  traditions  and  train- 
ing, and  with  no  hint  of  the  sacred  sing-song  his 
sect  has  always  held  in  such  profound  esteem,  es- 
pecially  In  meet'n'i 

When  we  had  done  with  our  greetings,  we  struck 
first — I  cannot  tell  how — on  the  fathomles  siibjecfc 
of  the  nature  and  destiny  of  the  human  soul.  My 
friend  and  myself  took  the  sunny  side  of  the  way ; 
Whittier  the  shadowys  We  tried  to  make  out  a 
case  that  should  centre  first  and  last  in  the  Divine 
love ;  he  .stood  fast  by  the  hiiman  responsibility! 
We  marshalled  our  picked  forces  for  a  Divine 
election  of  all  souls  at  last  to  the  everlasting  life  j 
he  matched  us  with  the  freedom  of  the  will,  through 
which  a  man  may  elect  himself  to  the  doom  of  the 
•lost,  and  persist  in  that  to  the  end.  We  fired  out 
last  shot:  "  He  shall  go  after  the  sheep  which  is 
lost  until  he  find  it,  and  bring  it  on  his  shoulders 
rejoidiug."  He  feared  that  the  habit  of  wandering 
would  carry  the  day  again,  whenever  the  hapless 
thing  got  its  chance  to  break  away ;  there  would 
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be  no  overcoming  of  the  freedom  of  the  will  to 
wan'aer  off  or  to  stay  by  the  shepherd,  eVen  In  the 
gi'cjeii  pa^t«tes  and  by  the  still  waters  ef  Ged.  It 
was  a  mos't  ^thetic  aad  touching  little  struggle  of 
two  toone>  Still  Whittier  stood  when  he  had  done) 
where  he^was  wheti  he  began — unspeakably  soleain 
and  tender,  wishllig^  I  ttought,  he  could  see  what 
seemed  so  sure  tO  tis,  feut  neit?ier  able  nor  \ViHing 
to  disturb  the  solid  and  stroll;  convictions  of  & 
lifetime,  and  of  such  a  life. 

Then  he  said  cheerfully  to  me^  "  I  h^r  thee 
is  lecturing  this  winter  on  Bitms.  I  sh6i\ld  like 
to  hear  thee.  Burns  is  to  me  the  noblest  poet  of 
our  race.  He  was  the  first  poet  I  read,  and  h^ 
wUl  be  the  last.  Our  people  did  nOt  care  fot  po- 
etry," he  said,  "  when  I  was  a  boy.  We  had  in 
our  house  an  American  Reader,  quite  popular  at 
that  time,  in  which  I  found  some  pieces  of  the  old 
school  of  singers :  and,  besides  that,  we  had  a  po- 
em called  the  '  Davidess '  (I  hope  I  have  struck 
the  title),  written  by  a  '  Friend,'  and  held  in  great 
esteem  by  our  body.  But  somehow  these  did  not 
seem  to  touch  me;  they  were  not  what  I  wanted. 
One  day  one  of  our  preachers  came  to  stay  all 
night,  and  noticing,  as  we  sat  by  the  fire,  that  I 
was  intent  on  a  book,  he  said,  *  I  will  read  to  thee, 
if  thee  likes,  soEie  poems  by  Robert  Burns.  I  have 
a  copy  with  me.'  He  got  the  book  and  began  to 
read.  It  was  the  first  I  had  heard  of  Burns,  and 
my  wonder  and  delight  over  what  I  heard  are  as 
fresh  still  4s  if  it  were  yesterday.  I  had  heard 
nothing  up  to  that  moment,  it  seemed  to  mc,  that 
had  any  right  to  be  called  poetry ;  and  I  listened 
as  long  as  the  old  man  would  read.  I  noticed  he 
left  the  book  on  the  table ;  so  I  arose  at  gray  dawn 
next  morning  and  read  for  myself.  I  was  hang- 
ing over  the  book  when  the  Friend  came  down, 
and  then  he  told  me  he  was  going  further  to  visit 
such  and  such  meetings,  would  be  back  at  such  a 
time,  and  if  I  liked,  would  leave  the  book  with 
We,  Thee  may  be  sure  I  gratefully  accepted  his 
oflfer.  I  read  Burns  every  moment  I  had  to  spare  ; 
and  this  was  one  great  result  to  me  of  my  commu- 
nion with  him :  I  found  that  the  things  out  of 
which  poems  came  were  not,  as  I  had  always  ima^ 
gined,  somewhere  away  off  in  a  world  and  life  ly- 
ing outside  the  edge  of  our  New  Hampshire  sky ; 
they  were  right  there  about  my  feet  and  among 
the  people  I  knew.  The  common  things  of  our 
common  life  I  found  were  full  of  poetry.  It  was 
a  new  and  perfect  revelation."     Ho  told  mc  alio, 


what  such  a  man  only  can  say  in  good  faith,  that 

he  could  not  understand    what  the  critics   mean 

when  they  say  tiiere  are  things  in  Burns  not  fit  to 

be  read — things  impure  and  vile,  the  spume  of  a 

fallen  spirit.  "  I  never  found  such  things,"  he  said; 

"  I  read  all  Burns,  every  line  of  him,  and  while 

there  is  a  difference,  of  course,  to  me  every  line  is 

good.''     I  know  Whittier  could  not  have  thought, 

as  ha  told  me  this,  that  Paul  said  once,  "  to  the 

pure  all  things  are  pure  ,  "  and  how  purely  true 

his  commentary  on  Burns  was  to  the    great  old 

text!

For  Paul  says,  "  I,  therefore 
tlic  prisoner  of  the  Lord,  bessech   you,  that  you 
walk  worthy  of  the  vocation,  wherewith  you  are 
called,  with  all  lowliness  and  meeknes,  with  lotig- 
suffering,  forbearing  one  with  another  Itl  lovCj  and 
mind  not  the  high  things,  but  condescend  to  men 
of  low  estate.     Let  nothing  be  done  through  strife 
or  vain  glory,  but  in  lowliness  of  mind.    Let  each 
esteem  other  better  than  themselves,  all  of  yoii  be 
subject  one  to  another  and  be  clothed  with^  humil- 
ity, for  God  resisteth  the  proud  and  giveth  grace 
to  the  humble.  Humble  yourselves  therefore,  un- 
der the  mighty  hand   of  God."     A   great  many 
more   passages   of  Scripture   might  be  adduced, 
but  these  will  amply  suffice  to  prove  that  we  must 
qy  humility,  self-denial  and  lowliness  of  mind  ,as 
little  children,  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate.     But  as, 
in  his  state  of  nature,  man  is  so  depraved  and  cor-

would  count  death  as  a  thing  greatly  to  be  desired. 
Oh  !  who  would  be  a  sinner,  if  man  was  to  be 
God? 

Kind  readef,  are  we  noia  thousand  tidies  ihant- 
ful  I  hat  we  have  such  a  merciful  God,  who  so 
profusely  blesses  the  land,  and  causes  his  sun  to 
.=!hine  ou  the  sinner  as  brightly  as  on  the  saiiitj 
one  who  is  willing  to  pardon  bless  and  save  us 
all? 

Wisdom,  in  that  he  causes  the  earth  to  bring 
forth  just  enough,  and  none  to  spare,  HaVe  yoti 
ever  thought  how  the  world  could  form  a  system 
whereby  our  products  wotild  be  equal  to  the  con- 
sumption, or  in  other  words,  how  we  could  raisS 
of  grow  just  enough  for  our  support  without  any- 
thing going  to  loss  ? 

This  would  be  utterly  impossible,  yet  without 
the  least  effort  on  our  part,  the  productiofls  of  ttei 
earth  are  so  arranged  that  we  can  all  be  supplied^  ■ 
unless  God  in  Lis  wisdom,  sometimes  withholds 
for  our  good. 

Secondly,  It  reminds  us  of  tlie  closing  scenes  tit 
this  life,  when  our  seed  time  shall  be  eaded  and 
the  time  of  reaping  commence.  The  wise  man 
says,  "  There  is  a  time  for  all  things  under  the 
sun,  a  time  to  sow  and  a  time  to  reap."  The  pres- 
ent is  our  seedtime,  and  the  sooner  we  commeBce' 
sowing  and  the  more  careful  labot  \^e  bestow  up- 
OH  it,  the  greater  will  be  our  harvest,  therefore  ia 
the  harvest  field  we  are  taught  to  commence  early^ 
cultivate  carefully,  and  sow  liberally,  that  we  may 
reap  a  bountiful  harvest  in  that  new  SGeme'  of  tiBas 
that  is  so  rapidly  approaching, 

Ihirdlg.  While  in  the  field  we  noticed,  that 
in  those  places  where  the  wheat  was  thin  on  the 
ground  the  heads  were  not  well  filled,  and  among 
it  was  growing  up  hurtful  weeds.  This  teaches 
us  that  the  evil  of  our  hearts  will  be  occupied  and 
if  we  allow  not,  the  good  seed  of  the  Kingdom  to 
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take  root  and  grow  up  ia  the  hearts,  the  enemy  is 
always  reidy  to  sow  tares  which  will  grow  with- 
out any  care,  and  soon  spring  sp  to  oholve  the  few 
straggling  branches  of  truth  that  have  commenced 
growing  and  cause  them  to  be  barren,  Wheat 
and  weeda  will  not  thrive  together,  therefore  x? 
should  have  our  hearts  filled  so  full  of  righteous- 
ness that  the  enemy  can  find  no  room  to  sow  the 
seed  of  death  and  eternal  misery.  When  our 
hearts  are  filled  with  love  to  God,  love  to  the 
truth,  love  to  our  fellow  man,  and  love  to  all  good 
works,  then  are  we  sowing  to  the  spirit,  but  when 
filled  with  a  love  for  the  world^the  gratifying  of 
the  flesh,  pride  and  all  worldly  enjoyments,  then 
are  we  sowing  to  the  flesh,  and  the  Scriptures  say, 
"  Be  not  deceived  God  is  not  mocked,  whatsoever 
a  man  soweth  that  shall  he  also  reap,  and  he  that 
eoweth  to  the  flesh,  shall  of  the  flesh  reap  corrup- 
tion, but  he  that  soweth  to  the  spirit^  shq,lj  of  the 
spirit  reap  eternal  life," 

Lastly.  In  looking  over  the  harvest  fields,  we 
nqtice  some  heads  are  bent  down,  while  others 
stand  stiff  an  d  erect.

While  the  head  is  braced  up  to  show  ofi"  to  the 
best  advantage,  the  eyes  are  busily  engaged  in  s  ce- 
jng  who  ars  watching  and  admiring  their  pran- 
ping  an  d  beautiful  feathers,  but  when  wo  eee  the 
head  bent  down,  it  indicates  that  the  mind  ij  so 
tq.kcn  yp  with  reflection  that  the  outside  world 
and  what  people  may  think  of  the  dress  and  ap- 
pearance is  forgotten.  Such  a  head  is  filled  with 
wheat  while  the  other  is  ornamented  with  chaif  (mly.

AN  EXPLANATION. 


In  the  report  of  the  proceedings  of  our  A,  M., 
my  remarks  on  the  salutation  of  the  kiss,  are  like- 
ly to  be  misunderstood  by  those  who  were  not 
there,  and  as  I  would  like  to  be  set  right  on  the 
record  I  make  the  following  oxp'anation.  I  did 
make  use  of  the  foi  m  of  expression   as  reported, 
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but  did  it  in  order  to  pat  the  subject  before  the 
rainds  of  the  members  iu  the  light  of  the  incon- 
sistency of  withholding  (ho  salutation  only  at  pla- 
ces of  worship.  Mv  position  was  that  if  it  was 
proper  to  withhold  it  at  one  place  it  was  at  anoth- 
er, and  also  if  it  was  essential  to  observe  it  at  one 
place  it  was  at  another  ;  in  short  that  it  was  not  a 
question  of  time  nor  place^  but  an  absolute  cara- 
mand  that  will  admit  of  no  variations  to  accom- 
modate circumstances.  I  am  of  the  same  opin- 
ion yet  and  think  as  I  maintained  at  the  A.  M., 
that  it  is  aur  peculiar  salutation,  expressive  of 
thej^eculiar  relation  existing  between  the  children 
of  God.  That  "peculiar  relation"  is  love,  and  as 
we  give  the  hand  to  a  friend  in  token  of  our 
friendship,  so  we  shonld  salute  a  brother  with  the 
kiss  to  denote  our  love  for  him  whenever  we  sa- 
lute him  at  all,  and  whenever  we  salute  a  friend 
under  the  sa,me  circumstances  with  the  hand.  May 
we  be  of  the  same  miad  in  important  matters  of 
faith  and  practice, 

I  have  a  pvop.osition  to  make  concerning  this 
matter.  I  propose  to  exchange  several  letters 
through  the  Pilgrim  with  any  brother  who  holds 
the  view  that  it  is  optional  when  and  where  the 
salutaiiou  of  the  kiss  shall  bj  observed,  i'rovi- 
ded  the  Pii.geim  gives  permission  and  it  be  done 
in  a  loving  and  Christr-Uke  spirit.  If  any  bro. 
accepts  we  can  arrange  the  matter  in  subsequent 
numbers  of  the  Pilgf.im.

XIX,  How  is  it  considered  for  members  of 
the  church  to  attach  themselves  to  the  Washington 
Mutual  Live-Stock  Insurance  Company  ? 

Answer.  "We  consider  that  brethren  should 
not  join  any  society  bv  which  they  jeopardize 
their  nonresistant  principles. 

XX.  Can  the  church  hold  a  man  and  his  wife 
both  members  of  the  church,  when  the  one  will 
not  live  with  the  other  under  any  circumstances 
whatever  ? 

Answer.  "We  consider  that  the  Elders  in  the 
adjoining  chnrch  shall  invistigate  the  case,  and 
dispose  of  it  according  to  its  merits  and  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  gospel.  Being  informed  of  the  ease 
that  gave  rise  to  the  above  query,  we  name  John 
Metzger,  Samuel  Lehman  and  Daniel  Fry  to  at- 
tend to  it. 

XXL  Inasmuch  as  the  Annual  AFeeting  has 
decided  that  it  is  not  improper  to  secure  a  debt  by 
mortgage,  (See  Minntes  A.  M.,  1825,  Art.  2,) 
would  it  be  proper  for  a  brother  to  close  such 
mortgage  when  the  debt  is  not  paid  according  to 
contract  ? 

Answer.  We  have  no  objection  for  brethren 
to  getnre  money  by  mortgage,  but  we  'cannot  ad- 
vise brethren  to  close  a  mortgage  by  a  process  of 
law. 

XXII.  We  desire  an  explanation,  with  an  an- 
swer, on  the  words  again  and  again  used  in  an- 
swer to  query  27  of  A.  M.,  1866,  as  the  word  of 
words  again  and  again  is  or  arc  not  Scripture'lan- 
guage.  Hence,  how  often  must  an  oifending 
member  be  admonished,  to  be  admonished  again 
and  again  before  an  action  can  be  taken  against 
it? 

Answer. — We  still  feel,  as  the  brethren  have 
always  felt,  that  it  is  difficult  to  lay  down  a  def- 
enite  rule  to  apply  to  all  cases  concerning  the  sub- 
ject alluded  to  in  the  query.  We  think  that  the  wis- 
dom of  the  church  should  dictate  the  proper  meth- 
od of  treating  such  cases.  Where  the  general  con- 
duct of  members  is  such  as  becomes  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  and  there  seeems  to  be  no  inclination  to 
follow  the  fashions  of  the  world,  and  their  appar- 
el is  modest  and  not  gay,  forbearance  should  be 
exercised  towards  suoh  members,  hoping  they  will 
in  time  adopt  the  plain  garment,  as  this  is  considered 
one  of  the  peculiarities  of  our  fraternity,  and  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  Christian  grace  of  simplicity 
taught  in  the  gospel.  In  oases,  however,  where 
members,  instead  of  conforming  to  the  order  of  the 
brethren  in  dress,  coform  to  and  follow  the  fash- 
ions of  the  world,  such  should  be  dealt  with  more 
rigorously;  and  if,  after  several  admonitions,  there 
seems  to  be  no  improvement,  they  should  be  dealt 
with  according   to  Matt.    18.     And   in   dealing 


the  purity  of  the  church  should  be  kept  in  view. 

XXIII.  If  a  speaker's  or  visiting  brother's 
wife  dies  and  he  marries  a  woman  that  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Church,  can  he  still  officiate  in  his 
office?     A  scriptural  decision  is  requested. 

Answer.  We  think  he  can,  for  where  theie 
is  no  law,  there  is  no  transgression. 

XXIV.  Whereas  it  is  generally  understood 
by  the  brethren,  that  members  of  the  Church  are 
not  permitted  to  attend  places  of  merriment,  such 
as  state  and  county  Fairs,  celebrations,  circus  shows 
mass-meetings,  and  political  coaventions,  etc.,  and 
as  we  cannot  find  anything  in  the  minutes  on  the 
subject,  a  decision    ironi  the  A.  M.  is  desired. 

Answer.  We  consider  that  the  answer  given 
by  the  Annual  Meeting  of  1859,  Art.  1-1,  covers 
and  applies  to  all  the  cases  referred  to  in  the  que- 
ry. 

The  answer  to  query  14,  in  the  minutes  of  18- 
59,  reads  as  follows  :  "  Such  brethren  should  be 
admonished  not  to  attend  such  places,  and  if  they 
still  persist  in  doing  so,  they  should  be  delt  with 
according  to  Matt.  18.  ch." 

XXV.  Will    this    Annual     Meeting  permit 

brethren  and  sisters  to  attend  animal  shows  ? 

Answer.  This  A.  M.  can  give  no  such  per- 
mit. 

XXVI.  Is  there  not  some  way  of  bringing 
members  to  an  account  who  speak  disrespect  fill!  y 
ofj  and  disregard  the  councils  of  A.  M.  and  Dis- 
trict and  Sub-district  meetings? 

Answer.  Such  members  should  be  admonish- 
ed, and  if  they  will  not  hear,  they  should  be  dealt 
^^ith  as  transgressors.  See  also  minutes  of  1866, 
.-ind  a  paragraph  under  the  heading,  "The  Organ- 
ization of  the  A.  M." 

XXVIT.  Is  it  advisable  for  a  brother  to  serve 
as  a  manager  or  teacher  of  a  college  or  high  school, 
as  the  tendency  thereof  to  lead  many  of  the  breth- 
ren from  the  simplicity  th.it  is  in  Christ,  and  aUo 
to  divide  the  brotherhood  ? 

Inasmuch  as  the  AnnuaLMeeting  ha.s  admitted 
the  propriety  of  a  high  school  as  a  private  enter- 
prise. See  Art.  61,  1868,  we  cannot  prohibit  a 
brother  from  engaging  in  teaching  in  such  an  in- 
stitution. And  as  it  regards  the  fears  that  many 
entertain  of  the  tendency  of  such  an  institutian  to 
lead  brethren  from  the  simplicity  of  the  Church, 
this  will  depend  upon  the  character  of  the  insti- 
tution. And  to  guard  the  Salem  College  against 
any  such  tendency,  this  Annual  Meeting  advises 
the  Elders  ofthe  Church  District  in  which  the 
college  is  located,  to  take  into  its  charge  all  the 
teachei's  and  scholars  of  said  college,  who  are  mem-
